The  opening  luncheon  meeting  to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  new 
quarters  of  the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club  on  the  top  floors  of  the  Merchants  Exchange  Building,  will 
take  place  Friday,  January  8th,  at  12:15  p.  m. 

The  speaker  for  the  occasion  will  be  the  Hon.  John  Barrett,  Director  General  of  the  Pan-American  Union. 
Mr.  Barrett  and  his  excellent  work  are  well  known  in  San  Francisco  and  a  large  attendance  is  expected  at  the 
first  luncheon  meeting  of  the  year.

HANDLING    THE    LUNCHEON    MEETINGS 

Entirely  different  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  handling  of  the  luncheon  meetings  in  the  new 
Commercial  Club,  from  those  that  were  in  force  at  the  Palace  Hotel  luncheon  meetings. 

Members  of  the  Commercial  Club  will  sign  cards  for  their  luncheons  as  is  their  custom.  Members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  who  are  NOT  members  of  the  Commercial  Club  MUST  purchase  tickets  at  seventy- 
five  cents  each  (75c)  in  the  entrance  hall  of  the  Commercial  Club  on  the  thirteenth  floor  of  the  Merchants  Ex- 
change Building  before  going  up-stairs  to  the  luncheon.  These  tickets  will  be  taken  up  by  the  waiters  at  the 
table. 

All  seats  will  be  at  round  tables  of  eight  to  ten  each.  The  service  will  start  at  12:15  and  the  luncheon 
will  be  over  at  1  p.  m.,  when  the  speaking  begins.  The  luncheon  meetings  will  always  be  over  by  1 :30  or  1 :45 
at  the  latest.

MERCHANTS  BEWARE. 

The  following  letter  from  Chief  of  Police  D.  .\. 
White  is  self-explanatory: 

"I  would  appreciate  your  calling  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  your  organization  to  a  new  species  of  im- 
position that  has  recentlv  been  attempted  by  two  in- 
dividuals in  this  city.  The  following  report  from  the 
officers  in  the  case  will  explain  to  you  the  particular 
plan  followed  bv  these  individuals : 

"  'We  respectfully  report  that  on  December  14.  1914. 
at  4:,30  p.  m..  with  Officer  Deo  Bunner.  we  arrested 
Charles  Lewis  and  ^^'illiam  ^^'alker  on  Mason  Street 
with  a  Dackage  containing  one  ladv's  tan  coat,  valued 
at  $10.00,  taken  from  the  Golden  Gate  Ladies  Tailor- 
ing Company.  No.  990  Market  Street.  William  Walk- 
er, who  represented  himself  as  the  driver  of  the  Mer- 
chants Parcel  Delivery.  47S  Turk  Street,  went  into  the 
above-mentioned  store  and  sisfned  the  receipt,  took  the 
package  to  be  delivered  to  INfrs.  \Vo\{.  1369  Twelfth 
.Avenue.  Lewis  and  Walker  have  been  arrested  before 
and  both  have  served  time  in  the  Countv  Jail.  The 
case  was  tried  this  morning  in  Police  Court  No.  4. 
\\'alker  was  found  guilty,  sentence  continued  until  to- 
morrow. Lew-is  was  dismissed  and  was  re-arrested  by 
ns  and  charged  with  vagrancy.  Lewis  and  Walker 
were  charged  with  petit  larceny.' 

"The  receipt  forms  used  by  these  people  are  identi- 
cal with  those  used  regularly  by  parcel  delivery  com- 
panies of  this  citv. 

"The  above  information  is  referred  to  you  .so  that 
the  members  of  your  organization  may  be  fully  ad- 
vised against  the  danger  of  an  indiscriminate  issue  of 
sjoods  to  individuals  who  may  represent  themselves  as 
connected  with  a  delivery  company  not  thoroughly 
known  to  the  merchant."

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ADDRESS  OF  JUDGE  F.  M.  ANGELLOTTI 

At  Chamber  of  Commerce  Luncheon  Meeting,  Red  Room,  Palace  Hotel, 
Friday,  December  18th 


I  am  going  to  assume,  that  not  only  as  individuals,  but  also 
as  an  organization,  you  are  interested  in  having  proper  laws, 
and  in  having  an  efficient  and  honest  administration  of  those 
laurs,  for  these  things  are  essential  to  the  welfare  of  any 
civilized  community.  It  is  just  as  important  to  a  city  like  San 
Francisco  that  the  laws  relative  to  the  government  of  the  city 
and  state,  and  those  prescribing  the  rights  and  duties  of  its 
people  in  their  dealings  among  themselves  and  with  others 
should  be  fair  and  just  and  reasonable,  and  in  accord  with 
the  demands  of  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  that  these  laws 
should  be  efficiently  and  honestly  administered,  and  that  the 
city  should  have  the  reputation  of  being  a  place  where  such 
condition  exist,  as  it  is  that  the  city  should  have  good 
streets,  an  efficient  fire  department,  proper  accommodations 
at  reasonable  price  for  vessels  engaged  in  commerce,  ade- 
quate transportation  facilities,  and  the  many  other  things  of 
like  nature  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  a  great  metropolis. 
That  the  laws  in  force  in  a  city  are  reasonable  and  just  and 
that  they  are  properly  administered,  with  the  result  that  full 
and  speedy  justice  may  confidently  be  expected,  are  considera- 
tions that  especially  appeal  to  any  person  in  the  selection 
of  a  place  as  a  home  or  for  investment  or  business  purposes, 
and  they  are  considerations,  too,  that  substantially  make  for 
the  comfort,  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  of  a 
city.  It  is  doubtless  due  to  the  realization  of  all  this  that  your 
organization  has  on  at  least  two  occasions  given  earnest  con- 
sideration to  proposed  amendments  to  the  city  charter  and 
to  the  state  constitution,  and  has  made  its  recommendations 
thereon  to  the  electors  of  the  city.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the 
fact  that  such  an  organization  as  yours,  if  it  is  to  have  any 
influence  with  the  electors,  must  keep  as  far  as  possible  from 
even  a  suspicion  of  attempting  to  aid  by  its  recommendations 
any  political  party,  or  any  particular  class  of  people,  or  any 
individual  candidate  or  candidates  for  public  office,  and  that 
it  must  have  the  reputation  of  being  a  body  with  but  one  ob- 
ject,— the  welfare  of  the  city.  With  such  a  reputation  it  can 
certainly  be  a  most  potent  factor  in  the  determination  of  any 
question  relative  to  a  change  in  our  laws  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  electors,  as  well  as  an  influence  for  good  in 
the  matter  of  proposed  legislation  by  either  the  state  leg- 
islature or  your  board  of  supervisors. 

With  the  tendency  of  the  day  to  bring  our  government  more 
directly  under  the  control  of  the  people,  and  to  make  it  more 
immediately  responsive  to  their  desires,  the  responsibility 
of  the  electors  has  been  very  much  increased.  Under  the  old 
system  he  could  leave  much  more  to  the  representatives  elect- 
ed by  the  people  and  he  was  directly  concerned  more  in  the 
selection  of  proper  representatives  than  in  anything  else. 
Now  he  is  called  upon  to  directly  determine  by  his  vote  the 
propriety  of  very  many  proposed  changes  in  our  laws.  The 
number  of  questions  relative  to  the  adoption  of  new  laws  and 
changes  in  our  existing  laws  submitted  to  the  electors  for 
their  decision  is  already  so  great  as  to  make  the  task  of  the 
voter  a  very  difficult  one.  Amendments  to  our  state  consti- 
tution proposed  by  the  legislature  have  always,  of  course, 
been  required  to  be  submitted  to  the  electors,  and  in  the  case 
of  our  constitution,  which  is  now  more  hke  a  code  of  laws 
than  the  simple  organic  act  it  should  be,  many  amendments 


are  continually  being  so  proposed.  At  our  recent  election 
there  were  submitted  twenty-two  such  proposed  amendments. 
The  same  is  true  of  your  city  charter,  and  I  have  in  mind  a 
recent  special  election  at  which  a  still  larger  number  of 
amendments  were  submitted  to  the  electors.  And  under  the 
initiative  and  referendum,  proposed  laws  and  amendments 
to  the  laws,  both  state  and  municipal,  may  be  required,  by 
a  comparatively  small  percentage  of  the  electors,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  popular  vote,  with  the  result  that  the  number  of 
propositions  so  submitted  is  greatly  increased  and  the  task  of 
the  voter  made  still  more  difficult.  We  need  no  better  illus- 
tration than  that  afforded  by  the  recent  state  election,  at 
which  forty-eight  distinct  propositions,  some  of  which  were 
quite  complicated,  were  so  submitted.  There  were  twenty- 
two  amendments  to  the  constitution  proposed  by  the  legis- 
lature, six  legislative  resolutions  requiring  approval  by  the 
people,  sixteen  initiative  measures  and  four  referendum  prop- 
ositions. Of  course,  it  was  only  a  very  small  proportion  of 
the  voters,  who,  each  one  for  himself,  carefully  examined  all 
of  these  propositions,  with  the  arguments  pro  and  con  con- 
tained in  the  book  of  112  closely  printed  pages  that  was  sent 
to  every  voter,  and  determined  for  himself  which  were  ad- 
visable and  which  inadvisable.  Some  of  you  here  to-day  may 
possibly  know  of  some  of  your  acquaintances  who  did  not  do 
this.  It  was  not  because  the  average  voter  was  not  disposed 
to  do  his  full  duty  and  vote  right.  He  is  anxious  to  do  this, 
but  his  time  is  ordinarily  so  occupied  with  other  matters  more 
directly  bearing  upon  his  daily  life  that  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  such  voters  give  but  little,  if  any,  time  to  the  careful 
consideration  necessary  where  so  many  propositions  are  sub- 
mitted at  a  single  election.  Of  course,  some  propositions 
submitted  are  simple  enough  to  be  readily  and  easily  under- 
stood in  all  their  bearings  by  any  voter,  and  an  intelligent 
expression  of  opinion  by  each  voter  may  fairly  be  expected. 
Some  of  the  propositions  submitted,  however,  are  so  com- 
plicated, that  even  the  mind  of  the  skilled  lawyer,  trained  by 
years  of  experience  in  such  work,  finds  them  difficult  to  com- 
prehend and  understand.  I  have  in  mind  particularly  the  con- 
stitutional amendment  adopted  a  few  years  ago,  changing  our 
whole  system  of  taxation,  as  to  which  it  has  been  quite  vig- 
orously asserted  that  even  its  authors  failed  to  have  sufficient 
understanding.  It  is  said  by  some  that  at  the  last  election 
the  people  usually  voted  right  on  the  many  propositions  sub- 
mitted, i.  e.  that  the  GOOD  propositions  generally  carried  and 
that  the  BAD  ones  were  generally  defeated.  This  may  be  or 
may  not  be  true,  but  I  think  one's  opinion  on  that  question 
depends  largely  on  his  viewpoint  and  his  own  attitude  toward 
such  propositions.  However,  I  do  not  propose  to  enter  into 
a  discussion  of  that  question.  But  if  it  is  true  that  the  people 
generally  voted  intelligently  and  wisely  on  all  these  measures, 
I  think  it  will  be  readily  admitted  that  the  result  is  largely 
due  to  the  careful  and  conscientious  consideration  given  to 
the  matter  by  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of  the  nearly 
one  million  electors,  and  the  publication  of  the  views  of  many 
of  these  for  the  benefit  of  the  others.  It  is  true  that  all  over 
the  state  there  were  to  be  found  conscientious  citizens,  men 
and  women,  individually  and  in  groups,  carefully  considering 
and  inquiring,  just  as  your  organization  did,  as  to  the  merits 
of  these  propositions,  but  the  aggregate  of  these  was  small 
when  compared  with  the  total  number  of  electors.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  literally  thousands  of  electors  in  this  city  took 
the  recommendations  of  your  organization  and  voted  them 
straight.  Clearly  opportunity  exists  for  much  useful  work 
along  these  lines,  and  with  the  opportunity  is  the  responsi- 
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bility  of  seeing  that  the  work  is  done  and  done  well.  I  be- 
lieve that  such  an  organization  as  yours  may  with  propriety 
do  much  to  assist  in  this  matter. 

In  this  connection  it  seems  to  mc  that  some  method  should 
be  devised  by  which  the  number  of  propositions  submitted  at 
a  single  election  may  be  limited.  It  is  too  great  a  burden  on 
the  electors  of  the  state  to  submit  at  one  time  as  many  propo- 
sitions as  were  submitted  at  the  last  election,  and  one  may 
not  reasonably  expect  that  the  careful  consideration  essential 
will  be  given  to  them  by  more  than  a  small  proportion  of  the 
voters.  We  have  altogether  too  many  proposed  laws  and 
proposed  changes  in  our  laws,  many  more  than  there  is  any 
real  necessity  for.  Our  legislative  bodies  should  propose  only 
such  amendments  to  our  constitution  and  charter  as  they 
really  find  to  be  necessary.  And  the  number  of  signatures 
essential  to  an  effective  initiative  or  referendum  petition 
should  be  large  enough  to  prevent  a  very  small  number  of  the 
electors  from  forcing  a  popular  election,  either  for  the  adop- 
tion of  some  proposed  law  for  which  there  is  no  real  public 
demand,  or  for  the  nullification  of  some  legislative  enactment 
for  which  there  is  a  real  necessity  and  a  strong  pubHc  demand. 
The  total  vote  cast  at  the  recent  election  was  so  large,  over 
nine  hundred  thousand,  that  the  number  of  signatures  to  a 
valid  initiative  or  referendum  petition  for  the  next  two  years 
at  least  will  probably  be  sufficient  to  prevent  the  abuse  of 
these  remedies.  Some  way  too  should  be  devised  by  which 
propositions,  when  submitted,  shall  be  expressed  in  such  a 
clear  and  concise  way  that  they  can  be  readily  understood, 
which  I  think  we  will  all  admit  has  not  always  been  the  case. 

Another  matter  upon  which  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  is 
one  that  has  been  considerably  discussed  in  recent  years — 
the  shortening  of  the  ballot  as  to  candidates— the  cutting  down 
of  elective  offices  and  providing  for  the  appointment  in  some 
way  of  many  officers  who  are  now  elected  by  the  people — 
the  adoption  of  the  federal  system,  under  which  we  have 
always  had  a  short  ballot  and  elected  only  our  president  and 
vice-president,  our  senators  and  our  representatives  in  Con- 
gress. This  may  at  first  blush  appear  to  be  somewhat  incon- 
sistent with  the  tendency  toward  more  direct  government  by 
the  people,  but  it  finds  very  strong  advocates  among  those 
who  are  enthusiastically  in  accord  with  that  tendency.  I 
think  it  is  now  generally  conceded  by  thoughtful  observers 
that,  if  we  are  to  retain  the  direct  primary,  and  if  we  are  to 
extend  our  non-partisan  system  now  applicable  to  certain 
offices  so  that  it  will  include  practically  all  offices,  we  must 
cut  down  the  number  of  elective  officers.  As  in  the  case  of 
the  submission  of  many  propositions  at  a  single  election,  the 
burden  upon  the  voters  who  are  called  upon  to  choose  intelli- 
gently between  candidates  for  some  thirty  odd  offices  is  too 
great,  and  very,  very  many  of  them  will  not  take  the  trouble 
to  ascertain  the  merits  of  the  respective  candidates  for  a 
particular  office,  and  either  do  not  vote  at  all  on  that  office, 
or  vote  as  the  fancy  of  the  moment  dictates,  influenced  by 
some  such  consideration  as  the  order  in  which  the  names 
appear  upon  the  ballot,  or  by  the  appearance  of  the  names, 
or  by  some  other  equally  immaterial  reason..  A  selection  of 
proper  officials  is  just  as  essential  as  the  adoption  of  proper 
laws.  Some  people  appear  to  think  that  all  that  is  necessary 
is  to  get  a  certain  proposition  incorporated  as  a  part  of  our 
written  law  and  the  work  is  done,  and  they  give  no  thought 
to  the  enforcement  of  the  law  that  they  have  assisted  in 
procuring.  You  may  have  the  best  system  of  law  imaginable, 
but  it  is  dependent  almost  entirely  for  its  proper  enforcement 
upon  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the  officers  whose  duty 
it  is  to  enforce  it.  Some  system  for  the  intelligent  selection 
of  your  officers  is,  of  course,  absolutely  necessary.  No 
particular  reason  is  apparent  why  a  state  treasurer,  for  in- 


stance, must  be  elected  instead  of  appointed,  or  a  secretary  of 
state,  or  a  surveyor-general.  Considering  solely  the  needs  of 
the  state,  as  intelligent  a  selection,  at  least,  if  not  a  more 
intelligent  one,  would  be  made  by  the  governor  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  state  senate.  Under  our  existing  system 
the  great  mass  of  the  voters  know  absolutely  nothing  about 
many  of  the  candidates  for  office  other  than  that  of  governor, 
and  have  no  easy  way  of  ascertaining  much  about  them,  for 
our  newspapers  generally  pay  little  attention  to  such  offices, 
and  the  voter  does  not  have  even  the  assistance  afforded  him 
in  the  case  of  propositions,  for  no  pamphlet  as  to  candidates, 
telling  who  they  are  and  what  they  have  done,  is  sent  to  him. 
By  making  more  state  offices  appointive  instead  of  elective, 
and  leaving  as  elective  offices  only  those  which  it  is  thought 
the  best  interests  of  the  state  require  to  be  so  filled,  we  would 
concentrate  the  attention  of  the  voters  upon  the  few  that  are 
left,  which  would  greatly  tend  to  a  more  intelligent  selection 
of  the  candidates,  for  those  important  places;  and  if  as  to 
these,  as  in  the  case  of  proposed  constitutional  amendments 
and  other  propositions  submitted,  the  voter  is  furnished  a 
brief  biography  of  each  candidate,  at  the  expense  of  the  state, 
it  would  greatly  improve  on  existing  conditions.  I  speak 
from  experience  when  I  say  that  anyone  who  becomes  a  can- 
didate for  a  non-partisan  state  office  under  our  laws  as  they 
are  now  will  probably  have  much  of  the  conceit  taken  out  of 
him.  Although  he  may  have  been  in  an  important  public 
office  for  many  years,  he  is  apt  to  find  that  his  name  is  abso- 
lutely unknown  to  at  least  half  the  electors,  and  that  very 
many  others  who  have  heard  it  have  very  little  idea  as  to 
the  service  he  has  rendered,  the  offices  he  has  filled,  and 
whether  his  record  is  good,  bad  or  indifferent.  We  recently 
made  an  attempt  in  the  direction  of  a  shorter  ballot  in  state 
offices,  and  removed  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  and 
state  printer  from  the  domain  of  elective  officers,  providing 
that  the  former  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  court  of 
which  he  is  clerk,  and  that  the  state  printer  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor.    We  can  go  still  further  to  advantage. 

A  few  words  on  another  matter  and  I  will  have  finished. 
There  is  no  office  as  to  which  we  more  need  a  system  of  selec- 
tion that  will  bring  us  in  all  cases  the  best  material  available, 
and  put  it  in  office  free  from  all  suspicion  of  improper  in- 
fluence and  from  all  feeling  of  personal  obligation,  than  the 
office  of  judge,  whether  in  a  police  court,  superior  court,  dis- 
trict court  of  appeal,  or  the  supreme  court.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  considerable  number  of  our  thoughtful  observers 
believe,  with  the  experience  they  have  had  under  it,  that  our 
existing  system  measures  up  to  what  we  need,  especially 
where  the  number  of  voters  is  very  large,  as  in  the  case  of 
judges  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  entire  state,  or  by  those 
of  one  of  our  appellate  districts,  or  of  a  large  city  like  San 
Francisco.  No  more  do  I  believe  that  our  old  system  was  a 
perfect  one.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  those  who  believe  that 
some  system  of  appointment  of  judges,  as  for  instance  the 
appointment  by  the  governor  of  the  state,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  senate,  would  be  pref- 
erable to  any  elective  system,  are  constantly  increasing  in 
number.  I  understand  a  serious  effort  to  obtain  the  submis- 
sion of  some  such  proposition  to  the  people  in  the  shape  of  a 
constitutional  amendment  is  contemplated.  The  proposition 
is  one,  I  am  sure,  that  merits  your  most  careful  consideration. 

I  have  mentioned  in  a  very  cursory  way  a  few  only  of  the 
matters  that  I  think  demand  the  consideration  of  all  who 
desire  ji'st  and  reasonable  laws  and  an  efficient  and  honest 
administration  of  those  laws.  I  know  that  you  are  greatly 
interested  in  these  matters  as  citizens,  and  I  hope  they  are 
matters  in  which  your  organization  can  properly  take  an 
interest.

An  Indu^rial  Spur  Track  Area  for  San  Francisco 


By  SETH   MANN,

The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce for  the  past  four  months  have  been  consulting  various 
people,  especially  improvement  clubs,  to  determine  what  area 
in  San  Francisco  can  be  adapted  to  and  used  for  industrial 
track  service  without  objection.  The  North  Beach  Promotion 
Association,  North  Central  Improvement  Association,  Po- 
trero  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Association,  Third  Street 
District  Improvement  Association,  Fourth  Street  District  Im- 
provement Association,  and  the  Mission  Promotion  Associa- 
tion have  all  endorsed  the  proposed  plans  for  industrial  tracks. 
This  area  contains  approximately  two  thousand  acres  and 
doubles  the  present  area  used  partially  or  entirely  as  a  spur- 
track  area  in  this  city.  The  owners  of  the  present  exposition 
site  agree  that  this  area  may  be  better  left  to  an  industrial 
district  than  to  anything  else.  The  area  north  of  the  Ferry 
Depot,  now  served  by  spur  tracks,  contains  fifty-four  indus- 
tries at  the  present  time. 

We  propose  to  suggest  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San 
Francisco  to  adopt  this  area  as  a  zone  in  which  spur  tracks 
shall  be  granted.  We  have  no  doubt  but  what  the  carriers  will 
continue  to  build  spurs  in  this  district  under  the  contract 
under  which  they  have  built  spur  tracks  in  the  past.  It  has 
been  said  that  spur  tracks  cannot  be  granted  in  San  Francisco. 
It  is  to  remove  this  impression  that  we  hope  to  have  this  zone 
created.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Street  Committee 
have  always  been  liberal  in  granting  such  permits.  The  only 
criticism  may  be  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  over- 
cautious in  ascertaining  every  objection  from  all  citizens,  as 
it  delays  the  granting  of  such  spur  tracks.  Under  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  San  Fran- 
cisco is  to  be  congratulated  as  it  frees  her  and  puts  her  upon 
an  equality  with  other  cities  on  the  Coast,  in  the  abolishment 
of  the  switching  charges  of  $2.50  per  car.  These  charges 
have   always    been    free    in    Portland,    Sacramento,    Stockton,

Oakland,  etc.  On  August  12,  1914,  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  made  its  order  that  the  switching  charge  of  $2.50 
be  removed  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles.  It  behooves  us 
now  to  take  advantage  of  that  parity  that  has  been  granted 
us  under  the  decision.  It  is  presumed  that  the  carriers  will 
also  remove  this  charge  in  intrastate  shipments.  The  Western 
Pacific  has  already  removed  such  charges  in  the  Drumm  Street 
section. 

In  what  was  known  as  the  St.  Louis  case  in  the  decision  of 
1898,  it  developed  in  the  testimony  that  90  per  cent  of  the 
manufactured  goods  consumed  by  the  people  of  California 
was  brought  in  from  the  outside.  I  hope  this  percentage  is 
changed  by  now. 

All  of  this  looks  forward  to  a  splendid  growth  of  this  city. 
By  the  Panama  Canal  the  raw  material  will  be  brought  here 
to  San  Francisco  at  a  freight  rate  less  than  one-half  of  what 
was  charged  before.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  differential  be- 
tween fabricated  steel  and  unfabricated  steel  will  be  removed 
by  this  water  carrier. 

I  hope  the  railroads  will  be  extremely  interested  in  the 
water  rates.  Not  the  long  haul  to  the  Pacific  Coast  but  the 
short  haul  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  then  the  long  water  haul 
to  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  Pennsylvania  and  other  systems 
are  now  doing  this  in  the  East.  Eventually  the  water  carrier 
will  be  a  contributor  to  the  rail  haul.  Thirty  years  ago  we 
supplied  Salt  Lake  City  with  European  goods.  I  think  that 
time  is  coming  again.  That  commercial  area  has  been  grad- 
ually taken  away  from  us.  With  the  development  of  this  in- 
dustrial track  area — with  the  growth  of  our  manufactures  car- 
ried through  the  canal,  I  predict  San  Francisco's  commercial 
and  manufacturing  advance  of  something  in  the  near  future. 

J.  B.  Case,  president  of  the  National  Irrigation  Congress 
and  formerly  secretary  of  the  Trans-Mississippi,  addressed 
those  present,  and  congratulated  San  Francisco  upon  the  won- 
ders of  her  exposition.

The  real  estate  sections  of  the  morning  papers 
have  taken  up  the  matter  and  are  giving  good  pub- 
licity each  week  to  the  work  being  accomplished  along 
these  lines.     A  great  impetus  has  also  come  from  the 


first  ainiouncenient  in  the  form  of  numerous  requests 
for  articles  on  Manufacturing  in  San  Francisco.  Sev- 
eral have  already  been  published  and  more  are  being 
prepared. 

The  latest  phase  of  this  work  has  resulted  in  tlio 
sending  of  a  letter  to  every  manufacturer  in  the  United 
States  who  does  a  business  in  San  Francisco  and  vicin- 
ity. The  principals  of  such  manufacturing  plants  will 
be  interviewed  and  entertained  when  they  visit  San 
Francisco  during  the  E.xposition  with  a  view  toward 
persuading  them  to  establish  a  Pacific  Coast  headquar- 
ters or  a  branch  factory  in  San  Francisco.

SOUTHERN     PACIFIC    ABOLISHES    INDUS- 
TRIAL  TRACK    SWITCHING   CHARGES. 

'riie  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Ccmimcrce 
announces  that  it  has  been  notified  by  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  that  this  company  will  absorb  Belt 
Line  switching  to  the  same  extent  that  it  absorbs  the 
switching  charge  when  a  carload  moving  over  its  line 
is  delivered  at  or  received  from  a  Santa  Fe  or  Western 
Pacific  industry.  That  is  to  say,  the  absorption  will  be 
made  when  the  freight  is  moving  from  or  to  a  point 
which  is  competitive;  that  is.  which  is  served  by  any 
two  lines. 

.■\s  applied  to  the  Belt  Line,  this  will  mean  that  when 
a  shi])])cr  ma}'  ship  to  or  from  an  industry  served  by 
the  Belt  Line  over  the  Southern  Pacific  and  also  over 
any  other  line,  the  Southern  Pacific  will  absorb  the 
switching  charge.  But  when  the  car  moves  from  or  to 
a  point  reached  only  by  the  Southern  Pacific  line,  the 
absorption  will  not  be  made.  The  industries  served  by 
the  Belt  Lmc  are  equally  accessible  to  all  railroad  lines 
reaching  San  Francisco,  since  the  Belt  Line  performs 
the  whole  service  of  switching,  no  matter  what  line  the 
car  moves  over. 

Bolh  the  State  and  Interstate  Commissions  have  be- 
fore thcni  at  llie  present  time  the  question  of  the 
legality  of  the  charge  at  the  Belt  Line  industries,  when 
the  car  moves  from  or  to  any  point,  whether  com- 
petitive or  non-competitive  ;  or,  in  other  words,  whether 
or  not  the  carriers  may  continue  to  absorb  the  switch- 
ing charge  upon  the  Belt  Line  team  tracks,  and  refuse 
to  absorb  it  at  the  Belt  Line  industries  in  any  case 
where  the  carrier  in  question  enjoys  the  line  haul  on 
the  car. 

The  Southern  Pacific  further  announces  that  it  will 
refund  the  amounts  paid  for  this  competitive-point 
switching  to  shippers  having  industries  situated  either 
upon  the  licit  Line  or  upon  the  lines  of  other  carriers, 
which  have  been  paid  since  August  12th,  1914.  the  date 
when  the  carriers,  in  compliance  with  the  orders  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  removed  the  switch- 
ing charges  at  their  own  industries  on  interstate 
freight.  In  order  to  do  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  consent  of  the  commissions,  both  State  and 
Interstate.  It  is  believed  that  this  permission  will  be 
readily  granted. 

The  publication  of  the  tariflfs  providing  for  these  ab- 
sorptions may  be  expected  within  the  next  thirty  days.

INDUSTRIAL    SWITCHING    CHARGES    ABOL- 
ISHED IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  hearing  con- 
ducted by  Examiner  Wood  in  the  California  switching 
reijaration  cases  brought  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  through  its  Traffic  Bureau  for  ac- 
count of  various  members,  was  concluded  last  month. 

It  was  announced  by  the  Western  Pacific  Railway 
some  weeks  ago  that  they  had  determined  to  absorb 
the  spur  track  charges  collected  in  connection  with  the 
State  Belt  Line  service,  and  at  that  time  the  word  was 
given  out  through  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  that  this  action  of  the  Western  Pacific 
would  without  doubt  be  followed  by  similar  action  on 
the  part  of  the  other  carriers. 

It  has  now  been  definitely  and  publicly  stated  that 
the  Southern  Pacific  Company  will  abolish  the  spur 
track  charges  on  intra-state  freight,  as  well  as  the 
charges  upon  inter-state  freight. 

In  compliance  with  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  on  August  12,  1914,  the  transcon- 
tinental carriers  reaching  San  Francisco  abolished  the 
charge  for  receipts  and  deliveries  on  spur  tracks  con- 
nected with  their  respective  terminal  systems  at  San 
iM-ancisco  and  Los  Angeles.  This  applied  only  to  inter- 
state freight.  These  carriers  now  announce  their  de- 
termination to  abolish  the  charge  on  intra-state  freight 
and  to  make  refunds  of  all  such  switching  charges 
which  have  accrued  upon  the  intra-state  freight  since 
August  12,  1914. 

The  further  announcement  is  now  made  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  that  it  will  also  absorb  this 
charge  upon  both  state  and  inter-state  freight  at  in- 
dustries served  by  the  State  Belt  Line. 

The  Santa  Fe  Line  has  announced  that  it  will  abolish 
the  charge  on  state  freight  delivered  to  its  own  in- 
dustries, and  will  refund  the  charges  made  since  Aug- 
ust 12.  1914.  on  this  freight. 

The  industries  located  upon  the  State  Belt  Line  will 
be  placed  upon  a  parity  with  those  located  immediately 
upon  the  lines  of  the  transcontinental  carriers. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
announces,  however,  that  the  two-year  statute  of  limi- 
tation which  applies  on  both  state  and  inter-state  ship- 
ments should  not  be  allowed  to  elapse  upon  any  claim 
for  switching  refunds. 


TO  APPLE  EXPORTERS. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  just  in  receipt 
of  a  valuable  report  from  the  National  City  Bank  of 
New  York's  Buenos  Aires  Branch,  showing  the  oppor- 
tunities for  a  profitable  market  for  apples  in  Buenos 
Aires.  Now  that  apples  can  be  shipped  from  here  to 
New  York  by  water  there  should  be  a  good  opening 
for  California  exporters.  Present  rate  from  New  York 
to  Buenos  Aires  is  60  cents  per  cubic  foot  plus  10  per 
cent.  This  report  can  be  seen  in  the  office  of  the  de- 
partment.

'I'll!.-  Standard  (  >il  Tanker  I'lioehus.  which  has  been 
nniliT  the  German  flag  and  lying  in  this  port  since  Julv. 
changed  lier  flag  and  took  out  an  American  register 
this  week.  At  the  same  time  her  name  was  clianged 
to  De  Soto,  nnder  which  she  proceeded  to  Iqnique  on 
December  31st. 


The  total  net  tonnage  chartered  and  on  the  way  to 
San  Francisco  on  December  31st  was  263.267  tons,  and 
the  same  date  last  vear  showed  194.111  tons. 


The  Panama-Pacific  Line  steamers  Kroonland  and 
Finland  will  arrive  early  in  the  year.  These  are  the 
largest  vessels  yet  announced  to  ply  between  Xew' 
York  and  San  Francisco.  They  have  large  passenger 
accommodations,  and  formerly  were  in  the  European- 
Xew  York  service  of  the  International  Mercantile 
Marine. 


Receipts  of  coal  at  this  port  during  December  totaled 
48.694  tons.  This  is  the  largest  monthly  receipt  since 
.August.  1913. 


The  British  Steamer  Mexico  City  has  been  laid  on 
the  berth  -for  Vladivostock  and  Oriental  ports  by  the 
Robert  Dollar  Co.  Will  leave  San  Francisco  about 
the  middle  of  January.  This  is  the  first  vessel  to  go 
direct  to  the  Russian  port  from  San  Francisco  in  sev- 
eral vears. 


COMMERCIAL  DELEGATION  FROM  JAPAN.

4th  a  commercial  delegation  from  Japan  to  study

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Chamber  of  Coni- 
nurce  of  the  U.  S.  A.  to  investigate  the  question  of 
the  maintenance  of  re-sale  prices  will  soon  be  ready  to 
meet. 

Results  can  best  be  secured  by  furnishing  specific 
data,  if  possible,  that  will  show  wliere  standard  makes 
of  patented,  trade-marked,  copyrighted  or  branded 
goods  have  been  thrown  out  by  the  dealers  because  of 
price-cutting  and  unfair  methods  of  competition,  thus 
compelling  the  dealer  to  push  an  inferior  article  on 
which  he  makes  a  fair  profit  and  consequently  giving 
the  consumer  something  of  less  value  than  he  would 
receive  in  the  standard  article.  .Mso  where  manu- 
facturers of  such  goods  have  l)een  compelled  to  lower 
their  standards  of  quality  to  provide  dealers  with  a 
larger  margin  in  cases  where  price-cutting  has  re- 
duced the  profit  to  an  unsatisfactory  point ;  thus  caus- 
ing injury  to  the  ultimate  consumer,  wlio  receives 
goods  of  depreciated  value. 

The  findings  of  this  committee  will  have  an  im- 
portant bearing  on  the  final  attitude  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  V.  S.  A.  towards  this  question, 
and  may  have  a  dominant  influence  on  future  legisla- 
tion, y

Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: — I  am  most  grateful  to  you 
for  the  honor  you  have  shown  me  and  my  associates  this 
evening.  I  am  heartily  thankful  for  this  splendid  opportunity 
of  meeting  such  a  number  of  distinguished  business  men  of 
the  Pacific  Coast.  I  am  glad  to  have  this  occasion  at  which 
I  can  express  my  great  respect  for  the  intelligent,  far-sighted, 
high-minded  and  big-hearted  business  men  of  this  Coast,  be- 
cause from  them  we  look  for  great  things  in  the  future.  We 
know  that  a  great  responsibility  is  resting  upon  you,  and  we 
have  confidence  in  your  noble  sense  of  duty,  and  in  your 
abiHty  to  execute  the  great  work  laid  before  you. 

"Westward  the  course  of  empire  takes  its  way."  A  great 
scene  of  business  and  commercial  activity  of  this  country  has 
been  shifted  to  this  western  coast.  The  great  forward  move- 
ment of  American  spirit  is  now  beating  upon  this  shore. 
The  great  spirit  of  advancement,  in  their  westward  march,  is 
now  culminating  upon  this  western  extremity  of  your  country. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  culture  and  civilization  of  the  East, 
in  their  eastward  march,  are  now  flooding  the  Empire  of 
Japan.  These  two  forces,  the  culture  and  civilization  of  the 
East  and  the  West,  are  facing  each  other  in  the  great  arena 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  They  have  met  to  adjust  each  other 
and  harmonize  for  the  perfection  of  a  greater  whole,  for  the 
formation  of  a  higher  and  nobler  civilization,  and  for  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  peace.  I  think  it  is  up  to  you, 
distinguished  business  men  of  this  Coast,  and  up  to  the  rep- 
resentative men  of  our  nation  to  perform  this  great  task. 
The  representative  business  men  of  the  Far  East,  especially 
of  Japan,  and  those  of  America,  especially  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
of  the  United  States,  must  co-operate  in  their  supreme  efforts 
in  the  great  work  to  be  accompHshed  on  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
Such  co-operation  between  Japanese  and  American  business 
men  is  not  only  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  interest  of  your  country  and  mine, 
but  for  the  establishment  of  a  closer  friendship  between  the 
two  nations,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  permanent  peace  and  prosperity  on  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  in  the  countries  bordering  it.  Any  attempt,  therefore, 
for  such  co-operation  possibly  in  the  form  of  a  permanent 
organization  of  some  kind,  of  business  men  of  the  two  coun- 
tries who  have  come  to  play  a  great  role  in  the  affairs  of  men 
on  the  stage  of  the  world's  progress  will  be  of  great  value 
and  of  a  lasting  consequence.  I  hope  you  gentlemen  will  give 
serious  consideration  to  this  very  important  subject. 

It  is  our  great  wish,  and  no  less  our  effort,  to  make  our 
participation  in  the  coming  Exposition  a  success,  believing 
as  we  do  that  we  are  also  working  toward  the  same  great 
end — to  strengthen  the  bond  of  friendship  between  Japan  and 
the  United  States.  I  cannot  allow  this  splendid  opportunity 
to  slip  by  without  appealing  for  your  sympathetic  support  in 
the  satisfactory  execution  of  the  mission  Japan  has  in  her 
participation  in  the  coming  Exposition.  In  order  that  we 
may  enlist  your  support,  allow  me  to  say  a  few  words  on 
this  occasion  concerning  the  reason  why  our  goverriment  has 
decided  to  take  part  in  the  great  Exposition. 

The  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  I  understand, 
is  unlike  most  previous  expositions,  in  that  it  does  not 
commemorate  an  historical  fact  or  an  enterprise  which  con- 
cerns merely  a  special  locality.    The  coming  Exposition  is  to 


commemorate  the  completion  of  one  of  the  greatest  human 
achievements  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  the  whole  world, — 
the  Panama  Canal.  By  this  canal  the  two  great  oceans  have 
been  united,  affecting  the  life  of  every  nation  on  the  globe.  It 
is  an  achievement  which  may  be  said  to  emulate  the  works  of 
God  himself.  It  is  an  enterprise  possible  of  being  accom- 
plished only  by  the  combined  forces  of  tremendous  wealth, 
keen  and  capable  intellect,  and  indomitable  courage  in  the 
face  of  apparent  impossibility.  It  would  have  been  entirely 
beyond  the  scope  of  any  nation  not  possessing,  like  the 
United  States,  these  three  vital  elements  for  success  in  such 
an  abundance.  It  is  a  work  of  far-reaching  consequence. 
We  know  that  this  country  will  be  greatly  benefited  by  the 
canal,  but  its  contribution  towards  the  peace  and  civilization 
of  the  world  at  large  will  be  incomparably  greater.  We  think 
it  is  this  noble  spirit,  this  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  for  the  greater 
benefit  of  the  world,  that  prompted  and  carried  to  suc- 
cess the  wonderful  work,  which  the  coming  Exposition  is  to 
commemorate.  It  is  this  noble  spirit  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  manifested  in  this  great  achievement  that  has 
moved  Japan,  earher  than  any  other  foreign  nation,  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  fitting  commemoration.  We  are  trying  to  pay 
our  high  tribute  to  this  nation  for  her  noble  spirit  of  self- 
sacrifice  for  the  good  of  the  world. 

Thus  moved  by  your  great  spirit,  we  are  going  to  display 
at  the  fair  an  exhibit  worthy  of  our  nation.  We  mean  to  avail 
ourselves  of  this  splendid  opportunity  to  do  all  in  our  power 
to  develop  commerce,  form  closer  economic  relations  be- 
tween Japan  and  the  United  States,  and  establish  a  still 
better  understanding  between  the  two  nations,  thus  insuring 
a  more  intimate  friendship  and  keeping  us  in  touch  with  the 
spirit  of  love  and  sympathy  which  we  find  flowing  so  freely 
in  the  veins  of  the  American  people.  These  we  consider  to 
be  our  aims  in  our  participation.  They  are  sacred  in  the  eyes 
of  our  nation.  And  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  aims 
we  are  determined  to  push  forward  with  all  our  might  and 
main,  regardless  of  any  obstacles  that  may  come  in  our  way. 
If  there  should  be  anything  to  hinder  us  from  fulfilling  this 
sacred  mission,  we  believe  that  influence  to  be  not  only  the 
enemy  of  Japan,  but  of  humanity. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  between  two  neighbors  like  Japan 
and  the  United  States,  each  with  its  sacred  missions  to 
perform  and  moved  by  the  same  high  motive,  an  intimate 
friendship  is  of  absolute  necessity.  The  relations  of  the  two 
countries  should  be  like  the  Pacific  Ocean  which  joins  them 
together.  Any  amount  of  filth  thrown  into  it  on  its  east- 
ern and  western  shores,  leaves  it  undefiled.  The  great 
ocean  is  always  clear  and  beautiful  with  its  wonderfully 
blue  waves,  which  turn  snow-white  when  broken  and  paint 
rainbow  colors  when  sprayed.  Even  so  let  not  the  friendly 
tie  so  happily  existing  between  the  tv/o  nations  be  polluted 
by  any  unworthy  triflings. 

Before  I  sit  down  let  me  again  try  to  make  you  realize  the 
graveness  of  the  responsibility  resting  upon  the  business  men 
of  Japan  and  of  the  Pacific  Coast  of  the  United  States,  and 
also  appeal  to  your  sympathetic  support  toward  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  aims  of  Japan  in  the  coming  Exposition.  I 
again  thank  you  most  heartily  for  the  honor  you  have  done 
me   to-night.

I  cannot  nrge  npon  yon  loo  stroni^ly  that  now  is  a 
most  ])ropitions  time  to  y;el  into  the  closest  tonch 
with  all  Latin  America,  A  new  spirit  and  conception 
of  I'an-Aniericanism  is  abroad  from  Canada  south  to 
Chile;  I'an-Amcrican  solidarity  of  interest  is  beinii' 
splendidly  em|ihasized  and  strengthened  by  the 
luiropean  \\  ar.  I'an-iVnierican  interdepemlcnce  in 
both  trade  and  diplomacy  is  being  proved  beyond  a 
cpiestion  by  the  struggle  of  the  ICnropean  nations. 
I'ossibly  the  silver  lining  to  the  dark  war  clcuul  is 
the  spontaneous  present  evolution  of  the  Monroe  doc- 
trine into  a  Pan-American  polic)' — into  a  new  relation- 
ship where  the  Monroe  doctrine  belongs  as  much  to 
Argentina,  lirazil  and  Chile,  as  it  does  to  the  United 
States;  possibly  still  more.  Let  us  hope  that  I'.an- 
.American  co-o])cration  as  exemplified  in  the  prc-ent 
practical  action  of  the  l'an-.\nierican  I  iiion  for  the 
|)rotection  of  the  interests  of  the  neutral  American 
nations  may  yet  develop  into  a  |)owerftd  and  well- 
meanijig  inllneiice  to  bring  peace  to  luiropc  tlirough 
the  iniparlial  iiirdialion  of  the  united  nations  of  llie 
Western  1  lemisphere.  Just  as  Pan-Anicrican  nicdia- 
tion  saved  the  United  .States  from  war  with  Mexico, 
it  may  yet,  in  the  form  of  the  mediation  of  the  United 
States,  backed  by  the  unbroken  alignment  of  its  sister 
American  nations,  be  able  to  prepare  the  way  for  peace 
in  Euro|)e,  and  the  restoration,  therefore,  of  jieace 
everywhere  on  e;irth  and  good  will  to  men  in  every 
clime. 

I'an-.Americanisin  is  the  slogan  of  the  hour  and 
San  Francisco  must  become  a  mighty  factor  in  build- 
ing up  the  two  great  essentials  of  lasting  Pan-Ameri- 
canism— namely,  reciprocal  connnerce  and  nmlu.al 
confidence.

ing up  its  own  trade,  but  helping  the  small  Coast 
manufacturer,  exporter  and  importer  to  enter  into  the 
field;  ninth,  the  development  of  import  as  well  as  ex- 
])ort  trade,  to  provide  return  cargoes  for  vessels  and 
l)ring  raw  products  for  new  industrial  plants  which 
will  employ  your  labor  and  capital  in  converting  such 
raw  products  into  salable  articles ;  tenth,  the  exten- 
sion of  first-class  freight,  passenger  and  mail  steam- 
ship service  under  the  United  States  flag  between  San 
I'rancisco  and  the  principal  ports  of  Latin  America; 
eleventh,  the  study  of  the  S])anish  language  and  the 
geography,  resources,  commerce  and  history  of  Mex- 
ico, Central  and  South  .Xmerica  in  the  practical  courses 
(jf  your  universities,  jjublic  and  private  educational  in- 
stitutions, and  especially  in  the  commercial  courses  of 
your  high  schools,  in  maler  to  properly  prepare  young 
men  and  women  for  the  Pan-American  field  of  trade 
and  activity;  twelfth,  the  making  of  San  Francisco  a 
great  and  popular  city  and  center  of  attraction  for 
travel  as  well  as  the  trade  of  the  people  of  Latin 
America;  thirteenth,  the  showing  during  the  Exposi- 
tion of  special  hospitality  to  the  visitors  from  Latin 
America,  who  I  believe  will  come  here  in  large  num-

In  conclusion,  let  me  give  a  few  figures  which  will 
eiuoiuage  the  optimist  and  discourage  the  pessimist 
on  Pan-American  connnerce.  In  1913,  according  to 
the  latest  figures  o{  the  Pan-American  L'nion,  the 
twenty  countries  of  Latin  America  conducted  a  foreign 
trade 'valued  at  the  inmicnse  total  of  $3.000.0()0,(XX). 
which  represents  an  increase  of  nearly  100  per  cent  in 
the  last  fifteen  years.  In  this  commerce,  contrary  to 
Usual  belief,  the  Lhiited  States  stands  far  ahead  of 
Creat  Ibitain  and  (iermany.  In  1013.  the  figures  for 
the  United  States,  cotmting  both  exports  and  imports, 
the  onlv  true  nicasure  of  trade,  were  a|)proximately 
.$SO4,006,O0O ;  of  (heat  llritain,  $640,000,000;  of  Ger- 
many, $408,000,000.  The  actual  exports  alone  of  the 
United  Slates  were  slightly  ahead  of  (^reat  Britain, 
being  $32.\0fX),000  to  ( ireal' I'.rilain's  $32-'.()0O,00O.

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RURAL  CREDITS 


By  Professor  Thomas  F.  Hunt 

Dean  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  California. 

Outside  of  revenue  measures,  there  is  probably  no  measure  which  Vi^ill  receive  more  attention  in  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Legislature  this  winter  than  the  measures  relating  to  rural  credits. 

Governor  Johnson,  in  his  message,  mentions  it  as  one  of  the  five  objects  of  the  present  administration. 
Many  bills  have  already  been  introduced  into  the  Legislature,  but  none  of  them  will  be  of  more  interest  to 
the  San  Francisco  merchants  than  this  one  relating  to  rural  credits. 

The  luncheons  are  served  promptly  at  12:15.  Those  coming  later  find  that  they  have  to  take  seats  in  the 
lounging  room,  where  tables  are  set  up  for  over  a  hundred.  These  seats  can  be  moved  into  the  main  room  when 
the  speaking  commences.  The  service  last  Friday  was  perfect,  thanks  to  the  excellent  management  of  the 
Commercial  Club.  Over  500  people  were  served  and  promptly  at  one  o'clock  the  black  coffee  had  been 
served.  For  three-quarters  of  an  hour  those  in  attendance  listened  attentively  to  Professor  David  Starr  Jor- 
dan.   Extracts  from  his  able  address  are  printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 


"I  have  been  spending  a  3-ear  and  a  half  studying 
what  one  man  out  of  five  hundred  thousand  can  do  in 
studying  this  war,  a  war  that  has  been  pending  since 
the  seizure  of  Bosnia  in  1908.  One  hundred  or  more  of 
us  have  been  actively  engaged  in  this  work,  but  we 
have  been  beaten  so  far.  We  have  won  a  great  vic- 
tory, however,  and  that  is  in  the  form  of  public  opinion. 
This  is  the  most  senseless,  destructive  war  the  world 
has  ever  known.  Nobody  did  it.  No  one  man  in 
Europe  is  willing  to  stand  up  and  say  that  he  did  it. 
Servia  and  Austria  did  not  do  it.  Russia  did  not  do  it 
as  the  ultimatum  had  been  issued. 

"The  smaller  countries  of  Europe  had  the  choice  of 
being  swallowed  whole  to-morrow  or  to  be  duly  mas- 
ticated first,  which  amounted  to  the  same  thing  in  the 
end.  They  chose  the  latter,  however,  as  they  had 
some  chances  on  the  way.    Germany  or  France  did  not 


WAR  AND  BUSINESS

topic  delivered  at  the  weekly  luncheon  meeting 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  Com- 
mercial Club,  Friday,  January  15th.) 

do  it.  I  have  received  personal  assurances  from  over 
one  hundred  of  my  friends  in  Germany  ten  times  over, 
that  Germany  was  not  responsible.  France  has  long 
since  given  up  the  old  idea  of  revenge  for  Alsace- 
Lorraine.  Belgium  did  not  do  it  and  England  did  not 
do  it.  The  feeling  of  England  was  one  of  stunned  sur- 
prise. British  envy  of  German  commerce  did  not  bring 
on  the  war.  Who  ever  heard  of  an  Englishman  that 
ever  envied  anybody  anything? 

"In  the  past,  people  did  not  hesitate  to  claim  the 
wars.  Alexander  the  Great  desecrated  towns  and  deso- 
lated valleys.  Cjesar  boasted  of  everything  he  did. 
Napoleon  went  on  his  career  of  murdering  and  did  not 
deny  any  of  it.  Bismarck  never  denied  that  he  stole 
Belgium,  threw  over  Austria  or  tried  to  make  France 


while.

NEW  GRAIN  TRADE  ASSOCIATION  RULE. 

Tlie  report  of  the  Grain  Committee  under  date  of 
January  6th  was  received  and  approved  at  tlie  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  on  January  12th,  and  upon 
motion  the  following  amendment  to  the  Rules  of  the 
Grain  Trade  Association  was  unanimously  adopted : 

"Rule  IV.  Section  6.  When  grain  situated  at  coun- 
try points  other  than  in  regular  warehouses  is  sold  sub- 
ject to  receipt  by  buyer  of  confirmation  sample,  unless 
otherwise  specified  at  the  time  of  making  the  sale,  the 
buyer  shall  be  deemed  to  have  accepted  the  lot  unless 
the  seller  shall  be  notified  by  5  p.  m.  of  the  fifth  busi- 
ness day  after  the  date  of  sale  that  the  lot  is  not  ac- 
cepted for  good  and  sufficient  cause." 


U.   S.   NAVAL  TRAINING  STATION. 

A  copyrighted  souvenir  booklet  has  been  published 
by  the  United  States  Naval  Training  Station,  San 
Francisco,  located  at  Yerba  Buena  Island.  It  is  a  most 
handsome,  well  illustrated,  ably  edited  and  otherwise 
attractive  souvenir.

The  vast  number  of 
men  all  over  the  world  do  not  want  war.  Many  believe 
that  war  is  inevitable  but  the  sooner  it  conies  the 
sooner  it  is  over.  Nothing  is  inevitable  in  the  world 
unless  somebody  is  behind  it  to  push  it  on.  The  great 
majority  of  the'people  of  the  world  do  not  want  war. 
Not  one  man  in  a  thousand  wants  war.  They  are 
stirred  up  by  venal  newspapers  that  are  not  confined  to 
.America,  the  sympathies  of  the  world  and  the  inter- 
est of  the  business  men  are  for  peace. 

"If  any  one  nation  wanted  war  it  was  because  the 
people  were  farther  away  from  the  men  in  power.  The 
attack  of  .\nstria  on  Servia  was  only  an  incident  in  a 
larger  game.  The  peace  party  lost  this  trick  and 
caused  "the  largest  war  in  the  history  of  the  world.

A  talk  on  what  had  been  done  during  the  last  year 
and  the  plans  for  the  future  as  regards  industrial 
safety ;  two  or  three  short  talks  from  men  representing 
employers'  organizations,  and  men  prominent  in  in- 
dustrial life,  were  followed  by  California's  Superin- 
tendent of  Safety,  John  R.  Brownell,  showing  about 
one  hundred  slides  of  safety  work,  laying  emphasis  on 
the  "before"  and  "after"  effects. 

The  pictures  proved  to  be  very  interesting.  Nearly 
all  show  California  experiences  in  accident-prevention 
work. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  will- 
ingly agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  Industrial  Accident 
Commission  in  this  important  undertaking.  All  the 
members  of  the  Chamber  were  cordially  invited  to  at- 
tend the  meeting  on  the  evening  of  January  20th. 
Commissioner  Will  J.  French  spoke  for  the  Commis- 
sion and  read  some  of  the  statements  from  employers 
who  have  followed  the  suggestion  of  the  Safety  En- 
gineers to  their  advantage.  It  may  not  be  generally 
known  that  the  Safety  Department  of  the  State  Com- 
mission advocates  the  use  of  home-made  safeguards, 
and  shows  employers  how  to  install  them,  so  that  a 
ma.ximum  of  efficiency  may  be  attained  at  a  minimum 
(if  expense.  One  of  California's  large  corporations  has 
I)ublicly  declared  that  a  saving  in  operation  of  $50  a 
day  has  resulted  because  the  suggestions  of  the  en- 
gineers were  followed  out  in  all  the  plants  owned  by 
the  corporation.  Other  like  instances  were  referred  to 
by  Mr.  French.

000  to  prevent  the  crash.  One  result  of  this  war  is  the 
slowing  up  of  business  everywhere.  It  affects  all  of 
us.  The  war  has  a  depressing  effect  upon  all  business 
all  over  the  world.  It  affects  different  business  dif- 
ferently. 

"Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  for  instance,  reports 
great  prosperity.  I  believe  that  it  should  be  a  law 
that  any  material  for  war  should  not  be  sent  from  one 
country  to  another.  No  neutral  nation  is  allowed  to 
sell  a  war  ship  during  hostilities  to  a  belligerentl 
country.  There  is  no  international  law  that  prohibits 
the  sale  of  ammunition. 

"In  hell  men  are  punished  for  what  they  think  and 
what  they  do.  In  war  it  falls  upon  the  women  and 
children,  who  are  innocent.  War  is  not  hell,  it  makes 
hell  comparatively  respectable. 

"Trade  will  go  when  the  war  is  over  to  people  who 
furnish  the  best  service  at  the  lowest  prices.  Trade 
does  not  work  one  way.  You  cannot  have  profit  on 
one  side  without  having  it  on  both  sides. 

"We  want  to  be  neutral.  It  is  absolutely  incumbent 
upon  us  to  be  neutral.  However,  we  should  not  be 
blind.  I  do  not  believe  that  war  is  a  solution  of  any 
of  these  problems.  I  believe  it  can  be  settled  in  some 
other  way  if  we  would  only  have  patience.  We  want 
to  be  neutral  but  not  ignorant  or  indifferent.  If  we 
ever  have  any  influence  over  Europe  it  will  be  because 
we  are  a  great  big  democratic  nation." 
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THE  BLUE  SKY  LAW  INVESTMENT  COMPANIES'  ACT 


'riio  r.hic  Sky  Law  was  passed  1)V  tlic  l.c^islatiiro  of 
1913  (Stats.  California  1913,  page  715).  Before  the 
law  went  into  effect  a  referendum  vote  upon  the  law 
was  demanded  and  the  law  was  accordingly  post- 
poned in  its  operation  and  submitted  for  popular  ap- 
proval or  rejection  at  the  election  last  November.  By 
a  vote  of  343.805  for  and  288.084  against,  the  act  was 
approved  by  the  people  and  by  proclamation  liccanie 
a  law  December,  1914. 

What  Companies  the  Law  Does  not  Affect. 

The  law  does  not  affect:  1.  Public  corporations; 
2.  corporations  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  (public  service  corporations)  ;  3. 
banks;  4.  insurance  companies;  5.  building  and  loan 
associations;  6.  mutual  water  companies;  7.  irriga- 
tion districts;  8.  companies  subject  to  Federal  regula- 
tion ;  9.  companies  not  organized  for  profit.  The 
word  "company"  as  used  above  includes  not  onh'  cor- 
porations but  associations  and  co-partnerships. 
What  Companies  the  Law  Does  Affect. 

The  law  affects  all  private  companies  (the  word 
"company"  being  given  the  extensive  meaning  above 
defined),  both  foreign  and  domestic,  except  those 
enumerated  above. 

How  the  Law  Affects  the  Companies. 

A  company  desiring  in  this  State  to  issue  stock,  to 
take  subscriptions  for  stock,  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or 
negotiate  for  the  sale  of  stock,  must  first  make  report 
thereon  to  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations.  Stock 
would  include  both  stock  or  stock  certificates.  A  com- 
pany acting  in  this  State  must  likewise  make  report  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  before  issuing,  sell- 
ing, offering  for  sale,  negotiating  for  the  sale  of  or 
taking  subscriptions  for  any  of  its  bonds,  or  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  any  kind  or  character,  with 
one  exception :  Where  the  evidence  of  indebtedness  is 
the  promissory  note  or  notes  of  the  company  and  the 
same  is  not  offered  to  the  public,  no  report  need  be 
made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations.  This  re- 
port must  take  the  form  of  an  application  for  permis- 
sion to  dispose  of  the  securities  named.  If  the  com- 
pany does  not  desire  to  sell  its  securities  to  the  public, 
the  Commissioner  may  make  his  written  finding  to 
that  effect,  and  upon  the  filing  of  such  finding  the  com- 
pany may  dispose  of  its  securities  without  further  pro- 
ceedings before  the  Commissioner,  provided  it  does  not 
dispose  of  them  to  the  public.  If  the  Commissioner 
should  set  aside  his  finding  at  any  time  because  he 
discovers  that  the  company  is  selling  its  securities  to 
the  public,  or  for  other  good  cause,  then  the  company 
cannot  further  dispose  of  its  securities  until  authority 
to  do  so  has  been  secured  from  the  Commissioner. 

After  filing  the  report  or  application,  if  it  is  the  de- 
sire of  the  company  to  dispose  of  its  securities  to  the 
public,  it  cannot  do  so  until  an  investigation  has  been 
made  by  the  Commissioner  and  his  authority  to  dis- 
pose of  the  securities  has  been  obtained.  This  autho- 
rity may  take  the  form  of  immediate  temporary 
permit,  followed  by  a  subsequent  certificate  of 
authority.  It  is  unlawful  for  the  company  to  dispose 
of  its  securities  to  tlie  public  unless  a  certificate  or 
temporary  permit  has  lirst  been  secured  from  the  Com- 
missioner. In  filing  its  report  or  application  to  dispose 
of  securities,  the  company  must  pay  a  filing  fee  of 
$5  if  the  par  or  face  value  of  the  security  amounts  to 


$25.0(XJ  or  less,  ^10  if  sucli  value  auKuinls  to  over 
$25,000  and  not  over  $50,000.  and  so  on  Ijy  a  graduated 
scale  of  fees  up  to  $25.00  if  the  value  of  such  securities 
amounts  to  over  $100,000.  Such  report  and  application 
must  contain  an  itemized  statement  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  company,  in  such  form  and  detail  as  ( 
the  Commissioner  may  prescribe;  a  copy  of  all  con- 
tracts which  it  purposes  to  make  with  or  sell  to  the 
puldic,  a  certified  copy  of  its  charter,  articles  of  in- 
corporation or  articles  of  association,  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  such  additional  information  as  the 
("ommissioner  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  If 
the  company  is  a  foreign  company  it  must  also  file 
with  the  Commissioner  a  certified  copy  of  the  law  or 
laws  under  which  it  is  organized  or  incorporated,  and 
all  amendments  thereto,  and  must  also  file  a  written 
instrument  irrevocably  appointing  the  Commissioner, 
or  his  successor  in  office,  its  true  and  lawful  attorney, 
upon  whom  all  process  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
against  it  may  be  served,  and  such  service  shall  be 
deemed  personal  service  upon  the  company. 

In  examining  the  report  and  application  the  Com- 
missioner may  make  or  have  made  at  the  applicant's 
cost,  a  detailed  examination,  audit  and  investigation 
of  the  company's  affairs.  The  company  may  decline 
such  an  examination,  audit  or  investigation  on  penalty 
of  having  its  application  to  dispose  of  its  securities 
denied.  The  Commissioner  may  grant  the  application 
or  may  deny  it  in  his  discretion,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Superior  Court  in  San  Francisco,  where  the  one 
question  to  be  considered  will  be  whether  there  has 
been  an  abuse  of  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
missioner in  rendering  his  decision.  Where  a  tempo- 
rary permit  or  a  certificate  of  authority  is  issued  by  the 
Commissioner,  he  may  impose  such  conditions  to  the 
exercise  of  the  authority  granted,  as  may  seem  proper 
to  him.  He  may  at  any  time  later  rescind  or  amend 
his  permit  or  certificate  of  authority,  and  if  a  permit  or 
certificate  is  rescinded  the  company  can  make  no  fur- 
ther disposition  of  its  securities  until  it  secures  a  new 
permit  or  certificate. 

No  advertisement,  pamphlet,  prospectus,  circular, 
statement  or  other  document  in  regard  to  securities 
which  the  company  desires  to  sell  in  this  State,  can 
be  circulated  or  delivered  by  any  company  or  agent 
or  broker,  until  such  company,  agent  or  broker  has 
been  licensed  to  sell  such  securities  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. All  such  documents,  advertisements,  etc.,  must 
be  signed  with  the  name  of  the  company  or  agent  or 
broker,  and  bear  a  serial  number,  and  a  copy  thereof 
must  first  be  filed  with  the  Commissioner,  who  may 
object  to  any  such  advertisement,  etc..  whereupon  it 
will  be  unlawful  for  the  company,  or  agent  or  broker 
to  further  issue  or  circulate  such  advertisement,  etc. 

The  sale  of  securities  referred  to  above  means  only 
the  sale  by  which  the  title  to  the  company's  securities  (►■ 
is  originally  transferred  from  the  company  for  a  valu-  ^ 
able  consideration.  For  instance,  the  original  issue  of 
stocks  or  bonds  by  the  company  would  be  a  sale,  sub- 
sequent transfers  of  title  to  the  issued  stock  or  the 
issued  bonds  would  not  be  one  of  the  sales  referred  to. 
When  the  company  gets  authority  to  sell  its  securities 
it  must  make  semi-annual  reports  to  the  Commissioner 
as  of  the  31st  of  December  and  June  30th  of  each  year, 
and  within  fifteen  days  after  such  dates,  and  also  at

How  the  Lawf  Affects  Brokers  and  Agents. 

Any  person  or  company  who  regularly  engages  in 
the  business  in  this  State  of  selling,  offering  for  sale 
,or  negotiating  for  the  sale  of  securities  of  more  than 
one  company,  for  a  commission,  salary  or  other  con- 
sideration, is  an  investment  broker.  Any  person  or 
company  who  in  this  State  sells,  offers  for  sale,  nego- 
tiates for  the  sale  of  or  takes  subscriptions  for  any 


tation  and  deals  only  in  good  securities,  he  may  have 
a  general  permit  given  him  which  will  run  from  the  1st 
of  March  until  the  1st  of  March  following,  when  a  new 
general  permit  must  be  secured.  Any  agent  must  also 
secure  a  certificate  from  the  Commissioner  authorizing 
him  to  represent  either  a  company  or  an  investment 
broker  within  this  State  until  the  1st  of  March  follow- 
ing, when  it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  a  new  certifi- 
cate. 

Provisions  for  Enforcement  of  the  Act. 

The  Commissioner  is  given  ample  authority  and 
power  to  conduct  investigations,  subpoena  witnesses, 
compel  the  production  of  documentary  evidence,  and 
no  witness  can  refuse  to  answer  any  questions  on  the 


security  of  the  company,  either  as  an  employee  on  a      ground   that   the   answer   would   serve   to   incriminate

.Above  arc  seven  factors  in  the  development  of  an 
industrial  San  Francisco.  Each,  in  a  way,  points  to  an 
industrial  future  for  the  west  shore  of  San  Francisco 
Bay.  Collectively  they  indicate  a  sureness  for  that 
future  which  in  no  wise  can  be  affected  by  anything 
less  than  the  niillcnium.  Beginning  with  the  Southern 
Pacific  yards  at  Bay  Shore  and  following  the  shore 
line  of  the  northern  end  of  the  peninsula  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  the  San  F'rancisco  water-front  is  a  strip  of 
land  almost  entirely  given  over  to  factories.  Running 
the  other  way  from  the  county  line  is  another  strip, 
the  beginning  of  which  is  marked  by  the  thirty  large 
plants  which  have  given  South  City  the  title  "Pay- 
roll City."  At  Redwood  City,  the  southerly  end  of  this 
strip,  are  more  smokestacks,  with  opportunities  for 
development  which  a  harbor  board,  consisting  of  wide- 
awake citizens,  has  eagerly  grasped.  South  City  al- 
ready has  spur-trackage,  privately  owned  and  giving 
main  line  connection  to  every  one  of  its  plants.  Red- 
wood City  is  equally  fortunate,  having  a  spur  line,  also 
privately  owned,  running  from  the  main  line  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  and  tapping  every  one  of  the  500 
acres  embraced  in  its  scheme  for  harbor  development. 

With  deep  water  available  at  South  City  and  Red- 
wood, and  rail  service  giving  transportation  facilities 
possessed  by  few  other  localities,  there  is  still  another 
feature  which  gives  the  west  shore  of  San  Francisco 
Bay  unlimited  possibilities  as  an  industrial  center — 
good  roads.  Paralleling  the  shore  line  in  San  Mateo 
County  as  far  as  San  Bruno  is  the  State  Highway. 
From  San  Bruno  the  highway  diverges  to  the  west, 
connecting  with  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  by  way 
of  Mission  Road.  Custom  has  made  this  the  pleasure 
route.  To  serve  the  practical,  San  Mateo  has  built 
a  highway  from  San  Bruno  along  the  bay  shore  to  the 
San  Francisco  county  line  at  San  Bruno  Avenue. 

This  Bay  Shore  highway  gives  the  peninsula  of  San 
Francisco  thirty  miles  of  industrial  frontage,  about 
equally  divided  between  San  Mateo  and  San  Fran- 
cisco Counties.  The  paving  of  San  Bruno  Avenue  on 
the  San  Francisco  side,  makes  this  frontage  continu- 
ous. Incidentally  it  cuts  ten  minutes  off  the  time  re- 
quired to  make  the  trip  down  the  peninsula  by  tlie 
Mission  route.  Its  value,  from  an  industrial  stand- 
point, lies  in  this  fact:  That  the  auto  truck,  which 
has  solved  San  Francisco's  short-haul  problem,  is 
given  a  path  through  this  thirty  miles  of  industrial 
frontage.    Out  Market  to  Eleventh,  down  Eleventh  to 


Division,  along  Division  to  Potrero  Avenue,  thence 
to  Twenty-fifth  Street,  along  that  thoroughfare  to  San 
Bruno  Avenue,  out  San  Bruno  Avenue  to  the  county 
line,  is  the  industrial  route.  Eleventh  Street  may  be 
reached  from  any  street  south  of  Market.  Thus  from 
a  local  standpoint,  accessibility  is  stamped  on  every 
inch  of  this  thirty  miles  of  industrial  frontage.  Dum- 
barton bridge  at  Redwood  gives  it  transcontinental  fi 
accessibility.  The  waters  of  the  great  bay  take  care 
of  the  over-seas  connection. 

Still  another  connection  is  to  be  provided.  The 
Bay  Shore  and  Mission  are  to  be  connected  by  a 
highway,  part  of  which  will  be  MacDonald  Avenue, 
running  through  the  industrial  center  at  Bay  Shore 
and  connecting  with  Walbridge  Street,  giving  to  all 
jiarts  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  the  county  of 
San  Mateo  direct  routes.

The  Legislative  I'.iireaii  of  tlie  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  established  headquarters  for  the  session  at 
)the  Travelers'  Hotel  in  Sacramento,  where  it  is  co- 
operating' with  many  other  Chaniliers  of  Commerce 
tlironghont  the  State  in  an  effort  to  secure  remedial 
and  beneficial  legislation  and  scanning  all  l>ills  afi'cct- 
ing  the  State's  commerce  and  industries. 

A  complete  file  of  all  bills,  constitutional  amend- 
ments, joint  and  concurrent  resolutions,  etc.,  arc  ob- 
tained as  soon  as  they  come  from  the  State  Printer 
and  are  transmitted  at  once  to  the  Chandler  of  Com- 
merce in  this  cit}',  where  they  may  be  seen  by 
niend)crs. 

Over  si.x  hundred  bills  have  already  been  introduced, 
many  of  them  being  amendments  to  and  changes  in 
the  codes  of  procedure  and  have  been  referred  to  the 
judiciary  connnittce. 

.\niong  the  si.x  hundred,  however,  are  a  nund)cr 
directly  affecting  the  commercial,  manufacturing  and 
agricultural  interests,  among  which  may  be  mentioned 
the  following: 

Assembly  bill  No.  6,  by  Collins  of  San  I'rancisco, 
enforcing  a  weekly  pay-day. 

A.  B.  No.  16,  by  Pettis  of  Mendocino,  requiring 
proponents  of  an  initiative  measure  to  deposit  with 
the  County  Treasurer  a  special  fund  from  which  cir- 
culators of  the  petition  may  be  paid  $3.00  per  day 
and  prohibiting  the  payment  per  signature. 

A.  B.  No.  19,  by  Spengler,  Socialist,  of  Ixjs  Angeles, 
would  create  a  State  Employment  Bureau,  and  carries 
an  appropriation  of  $250,000. 

A.  B.  No.  38,  by  Ferguson  of  Oakland,  and  A.  1',. 
«'o.  59,  by  W.  A.  ^rcDona!d  of  San  Francisco,  abcd- 
ishes  the  property  qualification  of  jurors. 

A.  B.  No.  71,  by  Conard  of  San  Diego,  wmdd  put 
the  State  in  the  landlord  class  by  leasing  State  lands 
and  buying  more  land  to  lease  to  settlers  for  a  long 
term  of  years  and  building  homes  thereon  for  which 
the  settlers  may  pay  during  the  first  five  years,  the 
title  of  the  land  remaining  alvvavs  with  the  State. 


A.  B.  No.  98,  by  Spengler  of  Los  Angeles,  is  the 
eight-hour  measure  defeated  by  so  large  a  majority 
at  the  recent  election.  Spengler's  bill  exempts  only 
tlic  harvesting  sea.son  and  the  canning  and  curing  of 
perishable  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  api)Iies  also  to 
.graduate  nurses. 

Downing,  the  other  Socialist  mcndicr  of  Los  An- 
geles, lias  introduced  Assembly  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment No.  3,  known  as  the  "State  Factory  Bill."  The 
bill  reads  in  part :  "To  the  end  that  citizens  may  ob- 
tain steady  employment,  the  .State  shall  engage  in 
such  work  of  internal  improvement,  and  shall  establish, 
iiwn  and  conduct  such  farms,  factories,  work-shops 
and  such  other  industries  or  means  of  employment  as 
the  legislature  or  the  people  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  and  shall  distribute,  sell  or  supply  the 
product  or  service  of  such  industries  to  the  people. 
'I'he  ])rofits  derived  from  all  such  enterprises  shall  be 
employed  in  the  extension,  betterment  and  mainte- 
nance thereof.  The  State  may  also  buy  or  condemn 
any  land  within  the  State,  may  improve  such  land  or 
any  other  land  now  owned  or  hereafter  acquired  by 
the  State  and  lease  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to 
actual  farmers  on  easy  terms ;  but  no  land  now  owned 
or  hereafter  acquired  shall  ever  be  sold  absolutely." 

In  the  Senate,  Flaherty  of  San  Francisco  has  in- 
troduced Bill  No.  33,  to  compel  service  by  water  com- 
panies on  demand  of  a  consumer. 

Senate  Bill  No.  91,  by  Lyon  of  Los  Angeles,  declares 
that  every  person  engaged  in  any  occupation  of  labor 
in  the  daytime  or  the  night-time  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  day's  rest  in  seven  therefrom  and  punishing  any 
employer  or  employer's  agent  permitting  a  violation 
of  the  act. 

S.  U.  No.  03,  by  Stuckeid)ruck  of  San  Joaquin,  pro- 
vides for  the  establishment,  by  Boards  of  Supervisors, 
of  free  county  markets  on  the  petition  of  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  county. 

It  is  generally  understood,  however,  that  the  admin- 
istration has  resolutely  determined  that,  if  possible 
to  prevent  it,  no  radical  or  drastic  legislation  shall  be 
enacted  at  this  session  and  that  all  appropriations  shall 
be  pared  to  the  bone.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Danish  motor  shij)  rongkinu,  of  die  Kast  Asiatic 
Company's  fleet,  sailed  from  Shanfjliai  January  10th 
for  San  Francisco.  After  takinjj  on  fuel  oil  she  will 
proceed  to  Scandinavian  ports  via  Panama  Canal.  Ilcr 
object  in  touching;  at  this  port  is  simply  to  replenish 
her  fuel  tanks.  This  is  a  new  departure  and  will  be 
made  a  regular  practice  of  the  East  Asiatic  Company 
in  future. 


For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco, 
this  port  will  soon  be  visited  by  a  vessel  flying  the 
Siamese  flag.  This  distinction  will  fall  to  the  East 
Asiatic  Company's  motor  ship  Chumpon,  leaving 
Copenhagen  the  end  of  this  month. 


A  healthy  increase  is  shown  by  the  figures  of  ton- 
nage chartered  and  on  the  way  to  San  Francisco  on 
January  15th  this  year,  compared  with  figures  for  same 
date  last  year,  being  respectively  272.701  and  189,006 
net  tons. 


The  grand  total  net  tonnage  arriving  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  the  year  1914  amounted  to  7,449,715  tons. 
This  is  exclusive  of  Government  vessels. 


Nearly  50.000  tons  of  barley  have  been  shipped  from 
this  port  during  January  from  1st  to  15th.  Several 
other  ships  and  steamers  are  at  Port  Costa  loading 
and  will  get  away  during  the  next  two  weeks. 


CANAL  TOLLS  ON  DECK  LOADS. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  been  informed 
there  is  an  effort  to  railroad  through  Congress  a  bill 
leaving  the  collection  of  tolls  through  the  Canal  to  the 
established  Canal  rules.  This  would  legalize  collec- 
tion of  tolls  on  deck  loads  of  lumber,  and  every  in- 
terested lumber  and  shipping  man  is  urged  to  wire 
California  Representatives  to  try  and  prevent  this  rank 
discrimination  against  Pacific  Coast  shipping.

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a  leaflet  published 
by  The  American  City  Bureau  of  New  York.  Copies 
will  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Chamber. 

"It  is  largely  within  the  power  of  the  manufacturers 
and  merchants  of  the  United  States  to  make  this  reso- 
lution effective. 

"The  war  in  Europe  has  temporarily  upset  many  of 
our  industries.  But  it  has  not  reduced  the  desire  of 
our  hundred  million  people  for  the  products  of  in- 
dustry. Nor  has  it  reduced  the  desire  of  our  people 
to  make,  transport  or  sell  these  products. 

"The  resources  of  the  Nation  are  unimpaired.  The 
factories,  railroads  and  warehouses  are  unimpaired. 
The  natural  vigor  and  ability  of  the  workers  are  un- 
impaired.    But  neither  are  being  used  to  the  full. 

"One  thing  is  needed  :  The  facilities  for  production 
and  distribution  and  the  labor  to  operate  them  must 
be  brought  together. 

"For  unemployment  there  is  just  one  remedy — em- 
ployment."

BY  RAILROADS. 

No  Increase  in  Charge  for  Bedding  Stock  Cars. 

The  application  of  the  California  rail  carriers  before 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  for  permission 
to  increase  the  charge  for  sanding  or  bedding  cars  for 
live  stock  shipments  from  50  cents  to  $1  single  deck, 
and  from  $1  to  $2  double  deck,  has  been  withdrawn. 

The  attorney  and  manager  of  the  Trafific  Bureau 
conducted  an  examination  for  the  live  stock  interests 
in  this  case  when  it  was  heard  before  the  State  Com- 
mission. 


ABSORPTION  OF  INDUSTRIAL  SPUR  TRACK 

SWITCHING  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 

AND  CALIFORNIA. 

The  California  terminal  lines  are  actively  engage^*- 
in  preparing  to  publish  at  a  very  early  date  tariffs^ 
which  will  carry  out  the  proposition  to  absorb  in- 
dustrial spur  track  switching  charges  on  both  com- 
petitive and  non-competitive  business.  State  and  inter- 
state, including  industries  located  on  the  State  Belt 
Railroad.

In  the  attainment  of  the 
full  measure  of  her  due,  her  Chamber  of  Commerce 
must  help.  I  am  sure  I  can  safely  promise  you  the 
best  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  whom  you 
have  entrusted  the  management  of  the  organization 
for  the  vear  1915.  \V.  X.  MOORE,  President.

STOCKTON    TUNNEL    APPROACH. 

The  Chamber  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  the  condition  of  the  lot  in  the 
southeast  corner  of  Bush  and  Stockton  Streets.  This 
lot  is  city  property,  and  if  graded  to  the  level  of 
Stockton  Street,  with  a  retaining  wall  on  the  Bush 
Street  side,  would  undoubtedly  prove  attractive  for 
commercial  purposes. 

In  the  meantime  the  general  appearance  of  the  ap- 
proach to  the  tunnel  could  be  greatly  iiriproved.  For 
these  reasons  tlie  Chamber  has  taken  up  the  matter 
with  a  view  toward  such  improvement. 


PROPER    MARKING    FOR    LESS-THAN-CAR- 
LOAD  FREIGHT. 

I'lic  Classification  Committees  have  recently  adopted 
a  uniform  code  of  rules  governing  the  marking  of  less- 
llian-carload  freight.  The  Western  and  Southern  Clas- 
sification have  provided  these  rules  for  some  time  past. 
The  same  rules  have  now  been  adopted,  effective  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1915,  by  the  Ofificial  Classification.  For  the  i 
benefit  of  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  I 
of  Comiuerce  the  rules  are  here  reproduced  verbatim: 

"Section  1.  Freight,  when  delivered  to  carriers  to 
l)e  transported  at  less-than-carload  or  any  quantity  rat- 
ings must  be  marked  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing requireiTients  and  specifications,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  2  (b)  of  this  Rule  or  otherwise  provided  in 
specific  items  in  tliis  Classificatinn.  If  these  require- 
ments and  specifications  are  not  complied  with,  freight 
will  not  be  accepted  for  transportation. 

"Section  2.  (a)  Each  package,  bundle  or  loose  piece 
of  freight  must  be  plainly,  legibly  and  durably  marked 
by  brush,  stencil,  marking  crayon  (not  chalk),  rub- 
ber type,  metal  type,  pasted  label  (see  Note  1),  tag 
(see  Note  2),  or  other  method  which  provides  marks 
equally  plain,  legible  and  durable,  showing  the  name  of 
only  one  consignee,  and  of  only  one  station,  town  or 
city  and  state  to  which  destined. 

"\\'hen  consigned  to  a  place  of  which  there  are  two 
or  more  of  the  same  name  in  the  same  state,  the  name 
of  the  county  must  also  be  shown. 

"When  consigned  to  a  place  not  located  on  the  line 
nf  a  carrier,  it  must  also  be  marked  with  the  name  of 
the  station  at  which  the  consignee  will  accept  delivery.        . 

"When  consigned  'To  order,'  it  must  be  so  marked       I 
and  further  marked  with  an  identifying  symbol  or  num-       I 
ber  which  must  be  shown  on  shipping  order  and  bill 
of  lading. 

"Note  1.  Labels  must  be  securely  attached  with 
glue  or  equally  good  adhesive. 

"Note  2.  Tags  must  be  made  of  metal,  leather,  cloth 
or  rope  stock  or  sulphite  fibre  tag  board,  sufficiently 
strong  and  durable  to  withstand  the  wear  and  tear 
incident  to  transportation ;  and 

"When  such  cloth  or  board  tag  is  tied  to  any  bag, 
bale,  bundle  or  piece  of  freight,  it  must  be  securely 
attached  through  a  reinforced  eyelet. 

"Tags  used  to  mark  wooden  pieces  or  wooden  con- 
tainers must  be  fastened  at  all  corners  and  center  with 
large-headed  tacks  or  tag  fasteners ;  or 

"Tags  may  be  tied  to  wooden  pieces  when  the 
freight  would  be  injured  by  the  use  of  tacks  or  tag 
fasteners. 

"Tags  tied  to  bags,  bales,  bundles  or  pieces  must  be 
securely  attached  by  strong  cord  or  wire,  except  that 
when  tied  to  bundles  or  pieces  of  metal  they  must  be 
securely  attached  by  strong  wire  or  strong  tarred  cord. 

"(b)     A  shipment  that  fully  occupies  the  visible  ca- 
pacity of  a  car,  or  that  weighs  24.000  pounds  or  more, 
when   shipped  from  one  station,  in  or  on  one  car,  in 
one  day,  by  one  shipper  for  delivery  to  one  consignee     — 
at  one  destination,  need  not  be  marked. 

"(c)  The  marks  on  bundles,  packages  or  pieces 
must  be  compared  with  the  shipping  order  or  bill  of 
lading,  and  corrections,  if  necessary,  madf  by  the  ship- 
per or  his  representative  before  receipt  is  signed. 

"(d)  Old  consignment  marks  must  be  removed  or  ef- 
faced. 

"(e)     Freight  in  excess  of  full  cars  (see  Rule

RURAL  CREDITS 

By  Doctor  Thomas  Forsyth  Hunt 

Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  California. 

(An  address,  delivered  to  the  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  their  weekly  luncheon  at  the  Com- 
mercial Club,  on  Friday,  January  22nd.) 


'  The  Governor  of  California,  in  his  recent  message 
to  the  Legislature,  named  five  things  that  he  hoped 
to  see  the  Legislature  accomplish.  One  of  those  five 
was  and   is,  an  adequate  system   of  rural  credit. 

The  problem  of  rural  credit  is  no  longer  a  subject 
for  academic  discussion,  but  it  has  become  a  public 
question  which  it  is  necessary  for  practical  business 
men  to  consider  and  consider  well,  because  a  wrong 
plan  might  involve  the  State  in  one  of  the  worst 
panics  the  State  has  ever  known. 

Some  weeks  ago  one  of  the  prominent  Clubs  of  this 
city  spent  a  dinner  and  an  evening  discussing  the 
subject  of  rural  credit  with  that  strict  neutrality  for 
which  this  country  is  noted  at  present.  All  sides  were 
presented.  For  three  hours  the  Pro-Allies  and  the 
Pro-Germans  of  this  subject  held  forth.  After  it  was 
all  over  two  Australians  said  to  me,  "We  have  been 
very  much  interested  in  this  discussion.  In  Australia 
we  do  all  these  things  you  have  been  talking  about. 
From  our  point  of  view  there  is  nothing  to  discuss,  we 
do  it  don't  you  know?"  So  they  do.  It  is  quite  true. 
So  do  other  countries. 

Denmark  has  a  system  of  rural  credit  and  a  cu-op- 
erative  marketing  system  that  has  for  years  had  the 
admiration  of  the  world.  Germany  and  France  both 
have  systems  of  rural  credit.  The  systems  of  rural 
credit  in  Ireland  on  which  the  Land  Bill  was  based 
is  said  to  have  revolutionized  Ireland  and  has  virtually 
stopped  Irish  immigration  to  America,  much  as  immi- 
gration from  Xorthern  Europe  had  largely  ceased  be- 
fore the  present  conflict.  It  is  no  far  cry  to  assert 
that  it  has  shortened  the  traditional  supply  of  police- 
men in  New  York  City  and  resulted  in  the  downfall 
of  Tammany  Hall.  It  is  asserted  that  the  immigra- 
tion into  .Australia  from  the  British  Isles  and  North- 
ern Europe  had  largely  declined  and  that  North  .Xmer- 
ica  had  become  .Australia's  chief  source  of  settlers.  We 
know  in  this  country  too  well  of  the  shift  in  the 
source  of  immigration  and  its  effect  on  our  political 
and  social  conditions. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  has  a  land  settle- 
ment and  rural  credit  systein  all  its  own.  They  have 
what  they  call  "Ready  made"  farms  and  "loan"  farms. 
Piriefly  the  idea  is  to  assist  the  settler  over  the  first 
years  of  development,  that  is  until  his  farm  becomes  a 
going  concern  and  to  give  him  twenty  years  to  pay 
back  the  principal  with  interest  at  commercial  rates. 
It  is  this  system,  together  with  the  low  price  of  land 
that  has  diverted  from  California  tens  of  thousands 
of  the  best  types  of  American  citizens. 

In  the  last  few  months  there  has  been  a  wide  spread 
discussion,  not  only  in  California,  but  throughout  the 
L'nited  States,  concerning  the  opportunity  of  securing 
Belgian  settlers.  Here  is  a  clipping  from  an  authori- 
tative source  which  may  give  us  some  idea  of  the 
opportunities  of  the  Belgian  farmer,  especially  as  we 
remember  that  there  are  about  the  same  number  of 
farmers  in  Belgium  that  there  are  in  California.  "Bel- 
gium farmers  are  accustomed  to  get  loans  at  interest 


of  four  per  cent  or  less  and  often  without  the  ne- 
cessity of  giving  mortgages.  The  Comptoir  Agricoles 
or  small  corporate  body  of  four  or  more  men  in  a 
community  organized  to  guarantee  loans,  first  made 
this  possible,  but  since  1892  Belgium  has  enjoyed  the 
Raiffeisen  Credit  System."  Thus  for  more  than  twenty 
years  the  German  system  of  rural  credit  has  been  in 
vogue  in  Belgium. 

I  have  taken  too  much  of  your  time  in  emphasizing 
our  backwardness  in  this  almost  world-wide  movement 
for  the  permanent  development  of  the  natural  re- 
sources of  a  country.  The  real  question  before  us 
today  is  to  consider  the  best  means  of  meeting  the 
situation  in  California. 

Three  bills  or  three  types  of  bills  have  been  intro- 
duced into  the  present  Legislature  which  are  more 
or  less  related  and  all  bear  on  ths;  solution  of  the  gen- 
eral problem  popularly  known  as  "Rural  Credit."  First, 
is  a  Bill  to  create  a  State  Department  of  Agriculture, 
second,  a  number  of  Bills  to  provide  rural  credit  and 
third,  a  land  settlement  Bill. 

The  first  thing  to  observe  concerning  the  Bill  to 
create  a  State  Department  of  .Agriculture  is  that  it  does 
not  create  a  commission  or  a  board,  but  it  creates  a 
State  Department.  In  its  internal  aspect  it  is  to  bring 
together  for  the  sake  of  economy  and  efficiency  a  num- 
ber of  different  boards  and  commissions  which  have 
to  do  with  agriculture  and  which  for  the  most  part 
possess  police  powers.  It  is  intended  to  recognize  the 
executive  and  regulatory  functions  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment while  at  the  same  time  place  upon  the  Col- 
lege of  .\griculture  of  the  L'niversity  of  California  the 
whole  responsibility  concerning  investigations  and 
education  in  agriculture.  In  its  wider  reach,  however, 
this  Department  of  .Agriculture  with  a  Secretary  of 
.Agriculture  appointed  by  the  Governor  recognizes  that 
the  state  administration  in  California  or  any  other 
state  should  have  an  agricultural  policy  as  well  as  a 
political  policy.  If  the  administration  is  going  to  pro- 
mote the  public  welfare  through  the  creation  of  rural 
credit  and  land  settlement,  it  must  have  a  strong 
liranch  of  the  executive  government  directly  respon- 
sible to  the  Governor  to  carry  dul  the  administra- 
tion's policies. 

There  have  been  several  bills  introduced  in  the  State 
Legislature  on  the  subject  of  rural  credit.  All  of  these 
bills  seek  to  accomplish  the  same  ends  although  by 
somewhat  different  means.  It  is  proposed  to  make 
farm  securities  secure  by  blanketing  the  risks  of  the 
mortgages  in  a  given  region  and  to  secure  money  at 
reasonable  rates  by  selling  bonds  against  this  com- 
bined security.  To  make  these  bonds  more  secure  and 
therefore  to  be  able  to  sell  them  in  the  genera!  market 
at  a  lower  rate,  one  of  those  measures  proposes  that 
$1,000,000  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature as  a  revolving  fund.  It  has  been  estimated  that 
twenty  millions  of  credit  could  be  easily  divided  up  in 
this  way.  .Another  plan  proposes  in  place  of  a  state 
appropriation,  a  system   similar  to  that  employed  by 


llic  Rc'orvo  Hanks.  'I'liis  plan  proposes  llial  tlic  Sav- 
ings lianks  sliall  cniitribntc  an  anKjimt  proportionate 
to  their  capitalization  and  snrplns,  snfficiinl  to  creato 
the  guarantee  fund  desired.  Still  other  plans  have  been 
proposed  but  the  object  in  all  cases  is  to  obtain  long 
time  credit  secured  by  farm  property,  paying  back  the 
princii)al  and  interest  on  an  amortized  ])lan,  over  a 
period  of  fifteen  to  thirty-five  years.  These  loans  are 
to  be  made  only  to  people  who  intend  to  live  upon  the 
land  and  only  after  proper  investigation,  not  only  of 
the  land,  but  of  the  persons  w^ho  wish  to  obtain  the 
credit. 

The  Land  SettLcnicnt  I'dll  provides  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  .Agriculture  may  purchase  tracts  of  land  suit- 
able for  intensive  cidtivation  ;  may  issue  bonds  for  the 
purchase  of  such  lands  and  subdivide  the  land ;  may 
develop  water ;  may  make  improvements,  and  after 
proper  investigation,  may  sell  the  land  to  persons 
whom  the  Secretary  finds  capable,  on  long  term  pay- 
ments not  to  exceed  thirty-five  years.  Payments  of 
principal  and  interest  are  to  be  paid  annually,  under 
a  system  of  amortization. 

It  is  proposed  through  this  Land  Settlement  Bill 
to  reduce  the  overhead  charges  of  subdividing  the 
lands  of  California,  to  assist  the  settler  over  the  tirst 
years  of  development  until  his  property  becomes  a 
going  concern  and  to  see  to  it  that  the  settler  gets 
land  suited  to  the  type  of  farming  in  which  he  intends 
to  engage.  Instead  of  selling  every  prospect  a  tract  of 
land,  it  will  be  sold  only  to  people  who  are  capable 
and  who  desire  to  build  a  successful  home  in  the  open 
country. 

It  is  not  supposed  that  these  measures  will  furnish 
either  all  the  credit  that  is  needed  to  develop  the  Agri- 
culture of  California  or  that  the  State  will  take  over 
the  gigantic  task  of  subdividing  and  selling  the  lands 
of  California,  but  rather  that  it  will  set  standards  for 
private  enterprises. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  these  measures  do 
not  apply  primarily  to  the  present  generation,  but  to 
future  generations.  The  people  who  now  occupy  the 
land  are  not  greatly  interested  in  this  movement.  It 
is  a  movement  to  provide  machinery  by  which  the  land 
may  be  cultivated  by  our  children,  our  grandchildren 
and  our  great  grandchildren.  Our  children  are  more 
concerned  than  we  are.  Our  grandchildren  will  be 
.even  more  benefited.  Our  great-grandchildren  will 
not  inhabit  California  if  some  method  of  recapitaliza- 
tion of  the  land  is  not  organized.  If  our  grandchildren 
do  not  inhabit  the  land  our  great-grandchildren  will 
not  inhabit  the  cities.  It  is  the  peoples  who  occupy 
the  land  who  eventually  inherit  the  earth. 

Let  us  see  what  ordinarily  happens.  A  farmer  dies 
leaving  three  children.  If  one  of  the  children  con- 
tinues to  operate  the  farm  he  must  assume  in  some 
form  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. The  average  value  of  a  farm  in  California,  ac- 
cording to  the  census  in  1910,  and  it  is  certainly  not 
less  now,  was  S16,000.  not  counting  tools  or  live  stock. 
Assuming  it  to  be  only  $15,000,  the  son  must  assume 
a  debt  of  $10,000.  If  he  could  have,  as  in  other  coun- 
tries, twenty  or  more  years  in  which  to  meet  this  ob- 
ligation, paying  the  interest  and  a  fixed  portion  of  the 
principal  annually,  on  a  plan  of  amortization,  at  six 
or  seven  or  eight  per  cent  as  conditions  demand,  he 


could  work  his  way  out.  .'\s  it  is  today,  usually  all 
the  children  leave  the  farm,  and  the  property  falls 
into  the  hands  of  people  of  other  nationalities  who 
1ki\  e  dillerenl  economic,  social  and  religious  ideals. 
The  whole  social  order  changes.  Further  the  chil- 
dren of  these  new  races  must  inevitably  occupy  the 
cities. 

What  is  needed  is  some  method  by  which  our  own 
sons  may  become  farmers.  V\'e  have  eight  hundred 
young  men  studying  Agriculture  in  the  College  of 
Agriculture  of  the  L'niversity.  Only  about  one-fifth 
of  them  expect  to  inherit  a  farm  or  the  money  with 
which  to  secure  one.  Here  is  a  picked  body  of  men, 
the  flower  of  the  youth  of  California,  educated,  able, 
earnest,  ambitious  to  create  wealth  from  the  soil  and 
society  has  provided  no  proper  means  by  which  thpy 
can  accomplish  their  objective. 

For  the  moment  I  have  purposely  ignored  that  poi*- 
tion  of  the  problem  which  touches  most  closely  the 
commercial  interests  of  the  gentlemen  belonging  to 
this  club.  What  I  have  just  been  saying  applies 
to  the  settled  portions  of  the  State.  The  settlement 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  the  State  are  of  deep  con- 
cern to  the  present  generation;  of  deep  commercial  in- 
terest to  the  members  of  this  club.  Only  three  per 
cent  of  the  State  of  California  in  1910  was  held  in 
farms  of  less  than  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres. 
The  State  of  California  is  equal  in  size  to  the  nine 
North  Atlantic  States,  the  six  New  England  States 
plus  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey.  These 
nine  States  contain  twenty-five  millions  of  people; 
California  of  equal  size,  about  two  and  one-half  mil- 
lions. The  people  of  the  North  Atlantic  States  ar'e 
now  better  fed,  better  clothed,  better  housed  and  bet- 
ter educated  than  when  that  area  had  but  two  and 
one-half  millions  of  people.  I  do  not  say  that  the 
greater  population  is  necessarily  the  cause,  but  I  do 
say  that  this  condition  exists  in  spite  of  it.  California 
will  under  a  broad  and  true  statesmanship  some  day 
contain  ten  millions  of  people.  When  that  time  comes 
they  will  be  better  fed,  better  clothed,  better  housed 
and  better  educated  than  the  present  generation. 

However,  the  colonization  of  the  lands  of  Californiji 
is  a  temporary  matter.  The  one  fact  that  I  wish  to 
drive  home  to  this  audience  is  that  after  we  have  th« 
land  occupied  we  are  not  through  with  the  probletS. 
The  one  undeniable,  unescapable,  inevitable  condition 
is  that  the  farms  of  the  United  States  must  be  re- 
capitalized at  least  three  times  in  a  century.  In  trade, 
commerce  and  manufacturing  there  has  been  worked 
out  a  system  of  capitalization  by  which  the  savings!  of 
the  people  have  been  used,  often  extravagantly,  but 
nevertheless  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  people.  No 
adequate  plan  exists  in  California,  although  it  exists 
elsewhere,  for  the  capitalization  of  the  land.  Our 
present  methods  are  crude,  inefficient,  unproductive, 
suited  only  to  times  when  a  man  could  homestead  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  virgin  soil.  What  is  needed 
is  a  statesman-like  program  for  the  recapitalization  of 
the  land,  a  program  which  involves  not  merely  the 
present  generation  but  future  generations.  That  is 
the  question  of  the  hour.  Will  the  people  of  California 
rise  to  it?  I  think  they  will.  California  has  a  habit 
of  solving  her  problems  and  solving  them  in  a  large 
way.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  announced  that  a  strong 
cflfort  would  be  made  looking  to  the  proper  presentation  of 
the  legislative  needs  of  business  interests,  and  I  believe  that 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  and  that  the  Chamber 
through  its  legislative  committee  is  now  for  the  first  time 
in  a  position  to  properly  present  these  needs  to  the  con- 
stituted authorities.  We  have  a  very  effective  legislative 
committee  and  under  a  well  delined  policy  they  have  made 
a  careful  study  of  the  laws,  municipal,  state  and  national, 
affecting  the  business  interests  of  San  Francisco,  and  every 
opportunity  has  been  grasped  to  represent  these  interests. 

The  finances  of  the  Chamber  have  received  the  constant 
attention  of  your  directors  during  the  year,  and  the  expendi- 
tures have  been  reduced  to  a  point  within  the  normal  income. 
Not  only  has  this  economy  been  effected  without  in  any 
manner  reducing  the  efi'iciency  of  any  department  of  the 
Chamber,  but  I  believe  that  the  work  is  more  efficient  at 
present  than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

.■Kt  present  the  position  of  influence  which  the  Chamber 
occupies  in   the  coniniunity  is  due  to  the  unselfish  and   sac- 


rificing service  given  to  it,  not  only  by  every  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  but  various  committees  as  well,  and 
I  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  them  in  be- 
half of  the  Chamber  for  their  services  during  the  past  year. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  activities  of  the  year  will  show 
you  how  widely  the  influences  of  the  organization  ramify, 
and  I  believe  makes  an  impressive  showing  of  the  varied 
interests  of  San  Francisco.  The  Directors  were  called  upon 
during  the  year  to  take  action  on  many  vital  questions,  and 
I  believe  that  their  constant  attention  at  all  times  to  the 
best  interests  of  San  Francisco  and  California  has  given  the 
Chamber  a  much  wider  and  more  effective  influence  than 
it   has   had  before. 

Members  are  earnestly  requested  to  carefully  study  the 
annual  report  and  during  the  coming  year  to  make  greater 
use  of  tlie  various  departments,  and  on  behalf  of  the  new 
Board  of  Directors  that  I  ask  your  earnest  co-operation, 
without  which  they  will  be  unable  to  accomplish  that  which 
they    desire.

The  above  table  will  give  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the 
amount  of  publicity  literature  distributed  by  the  Information 
and  Statistical  Department  during  the  year  of  1914.  The 
amount  totaled  334,879  pieces  of  San  Francisco  literature  as 
against  323,161  distributed  during  1913.  Fifty-four  articles  on 
San  Francisco  and  subjects  pertaining  thereto  were  written 
and  forwarded  for  publication  by  this  department  during 
1914,  all  of  which  were  furnished  in  answer  to  requests  re- 
ceived unsolicited  and  without  advertising.  Various  publicity 
matters  have  been  furnished  to  the  daily  press  by  this  depart- 
ment during  1914,  the  clippings  being  preserved  in  a  scrap- 
book. 

A  new  edition  of  what  is  now  well  known  as  the  Purple 
Book  (on  account  of  its  attractive  cover)  has  been  prepared. 
It  is  a  complete  souvenir  of  San  Francisco,  containing  much 
valuable  information,  is  partly  a  guide,  well  illustrated,  and 
otherwise  of  interest. 

It  is  hoped  that  enough  money  can  be  raised  (every  cent 
of  which  will  go  into  printer's  bills)  to  .print  several  hundred 
thousand  editions  of  this  book  during  the  year.  Every  East- 
ern visitor  should  be  presented  with  a  copy.

For  over  a  year  this  department  has  been  working  on  an 
Industrial  Survey  of  San  Francisco.  It  may  be  that  our  plans 
were  announced  at  the  psychological  moment  due  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  international  European 
war;  at  any  rate,  the  result  of  this  work  has  taken  the  city 
by  storm  and  from  every  quarter  the  Chamber  is  receiving 
assistance  and  encouragement.  At  the  present  time  a  com- 
plete card  index  is  on  file  of  every  factory  in  San  Francisco 
totaling  2,372,  which  is  an  increase  of  30  per  cent  over  the 
1796  factories  listed  in  the  United  States  Industrial  Census 
of  1909.  This  card  index  is  now  being  completed  for  all  fac- 
tories in  the  bay  region,  as  well  as  all  factories  in  the  State 
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whose  headquarters  are  in  San  Francisco.  In  addition  to  this 
index  a  cross  index  has  been  completed,  giving  the  name  and 
address  of  manufacturers  in  San  Francisco  by  articles  manu- 
factured. This  list  has  been  supplied  the  United  States  Cen- 
sus Bureau  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  Hon.  Wm.  Harris, 
director  of  the  Census,  has  instructed  his  fieldmen  to  make 
this  office  his  headquarters  when  the  Industrial  Census  is 
taken  early  this  year.  They  are  to  use  this  card  index  list, 
compiled  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  a  basis  for  taking 
the  1914  industrial  census.  While  this  30  per  cent  increase  is 
not  claimed  as  an  actual  increase  over  the  number  of  fac- 
tories that  were   in   existence   in   1909,  it   is  claimed  that  the

census  taken  ;it  that  time  was  incomplete,  due  to  the  unset- 
tled conditions  existing  in  this  citj'  after  the  fire,  which  made 
it  doubly  hard  for  any  fieldmen  coming  to  this  city  from 
Washington  to  secure  reliable  data  relating  to  the  factories 
in  this  city.  If  this  card  index  serves  no  other  purpose,  it 
will  act  as  an  authentic  guide  in  assisting  the  fieldmen  of 
llie  United  Stales  Industrial  Census  in  taking  their  census 
when  they  arrive  in  San  Francisco.  The  Chamber  has  been 
furnished  with  blanks  and  envelopes  to  be  returned  to  Wash- 
ington in  case  any  of  the  local  factories  have  not  secured 
the  official  blank  to  be  filled  out  in  connection  with  the 
industrial  census.  This  official  recognition  by  the  United 
States  Government  is  most  encouraging  and  the  letters  re- 
ceived from  the  Hon.  Wm.  Harris  have  proven  to  the  Cham- 
ber the  value  of  conducting  original  work  of  this  character. 

Upwards  of  3,000  letters  have  been  sent  out  to  the  various 
factories  in  San  Francisco  asking  specific  information  as  to 
conditions  existing  in  this  city.  Various  questions  were 
asked  relative  to  cost  systems  installed,  field  of  business, 
competition,  opposition,  laws,  labor  and  local  conditions,  and 
in  fact  any  elements  which  the  manufacturer  deemed  a  hin- 
drance to  the  manufacture  of  his  special  line  of  goods  in 
this  city.  The  results  of  all  these  answers  have  been  tabu- 
lated and  the  percentage  of  manufacturers  who  ascribe  local 
high  rents,  competition,  cut-throat  competition,  lack  of  pat- 
ronage of  home  industry,  and  various  other  reasons  to  the 
elements  affecting  manufacturing  here  proves  an  interesting 
study  in  itself.  The  completing  of  this  data  is  a  practically 
endless  phase  of  this  work,  and  it  will  be  continued  and  kept 
up  to  date  in  the  future. 

The  third  phase  of  this  work  resulted  in  preparing  a  most 
comprehensive  system  of  securing  the  names  and  addresses 
nf  all  prominent  manufacturers  visiting  this  city  during  the 
exposition.  It  is  realized  that  the  period  of  the  exposition 
is  the  golden  opportunity  for  this  city  to  secure  data  and 
information  and  opportunities  that  will  undoubtedly  never 
occur  again.  It  is  firmly  believed  that  the  work  done  along 
these  lines  will  prove  the  basis  of  investigations  for  results 
that  will  be  secured  during  the  next  five  years.  First  of  all.  a 
list  of  all  exhibitors  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex- 
position was  secured  and  four  hundred  prominent  manufac- 
turers exhibiting  there  were  written  to.  None  of  these  manu- 
facturers exhibiting,  manufacture  in  San  Francisco.  Probably 
50  per  cent  of  them  have  no  San  Francisco  office,  a  few  have 
Pacific  Coast  ofiices  but  not  in  San  Francisco,  while  the  great 
majority  doing  a  business  on  the  Pacific  Coast  are  represented 
only  by  salesmen  or  manufacturers'  agents.  It  is  the  endeavor 
of  this  department  to  supply  every  one  of  these  manufactur- 
er.s  with  facts  and  figures  that  will  result  in  their  establishing 
their  own  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  in  San  Francisco.    Ex- 


cept in  a  few  remote  cases,  such  as  the  logging  and  fishing 
industry,  where  the  headquarters  are  not  in  San  Francisco, 
there  is  no  legitimate  business  reason  for  Eastern  manufac- 
turers doing  a  business  on  the  Pacific  Coast  not  to  have  their 
Pacific  Coast  headquarters  in  San  Francisco.  The  tremendous 
advantages  in  favor  of  San  Francisco  make  this  the  logical 
point  for  Pacific  Coast  headquarters.  These  manufacturers 
have  been  written  to,  inviting  them  to  call  at  the  otifice  of 
the  Chamber  when  they  visit  San  Francisco.  They  will  be 
entertained,  shown  whatever  points  of  interest  they  desire  to 
visit,  any  factories  they  may  be  interested  in,  and  various 
data  and  information  given  them.  This  work  is  now  being 
extended  so  that  every  Eastern  manufacturer  who  is  doing 
any  business  whatever  on  the  Pacific  Coast  is  being  written 
to  and  his  local  salesmen  are  being  interviewed.  As  stated 
before,  it  is  believed  that  this  work  will  result  in  a  vast  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  plants  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  although 
factories  are  not  going  to  establish  branch  factories  in  this 
city  immediately.  Gradual  steps  must  be  taken:  First,  the 
traveling  salesman  will  get  his  orders,  next  he  will  have  a 
local  office  with  an  assistant  in  charge  to  receive  mail  and 
calls,  later  a  warehouse  will  be  established.  When  the  busi- 
ness increases  to  such  an  extent  that  it  warrants  it,  separate 
books  are  kept  for  the  Pacific  Coast  business.  The  next 
natural  step  is  the  establishment  of  a  Pacific  Coast  head- 
quarters, and  the  last  of  all  the  establishment  of  a  branch 
factory.  These  steps  are  the  natural  results  of  an  expansion 
of  business  of  any  Eastern  firm  that  has  a  large  Pacific  Coast 
business  as  well  as  a  large  business  with  the  west  coast  of 
Central  and  South  America  a  well  as  Mexico,  Alaska,  Hawaii, 
New  Zealand,  Australia  and  the  Orient. 

The  daily  papers  have  taken  most  kindly  to  this  work,  and 
the  real  estate  sections  in  the  morning  papers  are  devoting 
space  weekly  to  the  results  of  the  investigations.  Complete 
data  will  be  on  hand  in  the  office  of  this  department  relating 
to  taxes,  municipal.  State  and  Federal  laws,  rents,  leases, 
schools  and  homes,  the  cost  of  light,  heat,  power,  complete 
transportation  rates  (both  by  land  and  sea),  all  steamer  lines, 
dates  of  sailing,  rales  of  dockage,  stevedoring,  etc.;  in  fact, 
every  bit  of  information  that  may  be  desired  by  a  manufac- 
turer in  order  to  do  business  in  this  city  and  vicinity  will  be 
tabulated  and  on  hand  in  presentable  form  so  that  the  pros- 
pective manufacturer  who  contemplates  securing  Pacific  Coast 
business  can  be  convinced  at  a  glance  with  facts  and  figures. 
Information  will  be  on  hand  relative  to  raw  materials  avail- 
able, and,  last  but  not  least,  real  estate  holdings  are  now  be- 
ing listed  with  full  descriptions  of  the  property  in  regard  to 
size,  accessibility,  shipping  facilities,  costs,  mortgages,  time 
payments,  etc. 
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The  Publicity  Committee  has  continued  its  work  of  "making 
San   Francisco  known." 

The  first  10,000  edition  of  the  "Chamber  of  Commerce 
Handbook  for  San  Francisco"  has  been  almost  sold  out.  As 
an  instance  of  the  esteem  in  which  this  very  complete  San 
Francisco  guide  book  is  held,  one  thousand  copies  were  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  delegates  to  the  annual  convention 
of  the  National  Electric  Light  Association  to  be  held  here 
next  June.     These  were  specially  bound  for  their  use. 

The  committee  had  five  hundred  copies  bound  in  high-class 


persons  wishing  to  send  such  a  San  Francisco  souvenir  as 
Christmas  gifts  to  friends  abroad. 

These  special  copies  were  sold  at  $L0O  and  they  met  with  a 
ready  sale. 

The  committee  has  decided  to  concentrate  on  a  single  at- 
tractive booklet  on  San  Francisco  for  free  distribution  during 
the  exposition,  and  this  is  now  being  prepared. 

The  amount  of  general  publicity  through  free  distribution 
of  literature  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Information  and 
Statistical    Department,    which    handles    that    work    for    the 
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The  Transportation  Department,  working  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Transportation  Committee,  Mr.  James  K.  Lyncli, 
Chairman,  and  after  liis  resignation,  Mr.  W.  N.  Moore,  Chair- 
man, has  been  engaged  in  its  duties  of  protecting  tlie  com- 
merce of  San  Erancisco  against  discrimination,  and  securing 
for  it  the  best  possible  shipping  and  transportation  conditions 
in  carrying  on  the  great  business  of  receiving  and  distributing 
merchandise,  export,  import  and  domestic.  Space  docs  not 
permit  of  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  being  done  and 
the  results  accomplished  during  the  past  year.  The  following 
brief  synopsis  of  some  of  the  more  important  matters  handled 
in  this  department  is  submitted  in  order  that  the  members 
may  have  at  least  a  general  idea  of  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment. 

LUMBER     RATES. 

The  proceedings  begun  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  in  1913  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  seeking  a 
general  readjustment  of  lumber  rates  out  of  San  Francisco, 
have  been  partly  heard  and  are  still  pending. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  also  instituted  proceedings 
on  its  own  motion  to  review  the  facts  and  determine  the 
necessary  remedies  w'ith  respect  to  the  whole  lumber-rate 
situation  in  the  state.  This  case  is  also  pending,  and  the 
two  cases  are  beard  together  by  the  Commission. 

SACRAMENTO  VALLEY-NORTHERN    CALIFORNIA 
RATE   CASE. 

The  case  in  which  proceedings  were  instituted  last  year 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  petitioning  a 
reduction  and  readjustment  of  class  rates  from  San  Francisco 
to  points  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  and  Northern  California, 
is  still  pending. 

In  this  case,  as  in  the  lumber  case,  the  importance  of  the 
matter  was  so  apparent  that  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  also  instituted  proceedings  on  its  own  motion  to 
adjust  all  of  the  class  rates  to  and  between  Sacramento 
Valley  and  Northern   California  points. 

KANSAS-CALIFORNIA    FLOUR    RATE    CASE. 

This  is  a  case  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
in  which  the  Chamber  intervened  in  behalf  of  the  California 
Millers'  League  during  1913.  The  case  was  decided  adversely 
to  the  interests  of  the  California  millers,  and  a  rehearing  has 
been  obtained.  A  decision  on  the  rehearing  has  not  yet 
been   rendered. 

A  case  is  pending  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, seeking  milling  in  transit  privileges  in  California  simi- 
lar to  those  granted  by  the  carriers  in  the  middle  western  and 
eastern  states.  The  interests  of  Northern  California  are  be- 
ing supported  by  this  department. 

CALIFORNIA    SWITCHING    CASES. 

On  June  8,  1914,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
rendered  a  decision  in  the  California  switching  cases  which 
had  the  efifect  of  confirming  the  decision  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  which  declared  industrial  spur  track 
switching  charges  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  .Angeles  to  be 
illegal,  unjust  and  discriminatory,  when  such  switching  serv- 
ice is  rendered  incidentally  to  a  line  haul. 

The  railroad  companies  published  tariffs  in  compliance  with 
the   Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  order,  and  abolished 
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the  switching  charge  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  .\ngeles,  el- 
fectivc  August  12,  1914,  on  interstate  business. 

The  Chamber  then  arranged  to  file  claims  for  reparation 
of  switching  charges  already  paid,  and  a  great  many  of  these 
complaints  have  already  been  filed,  both  with  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California  on  state  business,  and  with  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  on  interstate  business.  Hear- 
ings were  held  in  December,  1914,  before  an  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  examiner  in  San  Francisco  on  two  of  the 
interstate  complaints,  and  the  others  will  be  held  as  soon  a-- 
dates  are  fixed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Cominission's  ruling,  sustained 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  results  in  a  great 
saving  to  the  shippers  of  San  Francisco,  approximating  $200,- 
000  per  year. 

SWITCHING    ON     INTRASTATE   BUSINESS. 

Complaints  have  been  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California,  praying  that  the  railroads  be  ordered  to  cease 
and  desist  from  charging  and  collecting  switching  charges  on 
intrastate  business  delivered  to  or  received  at  industrial  spur 
tracks  when  incidental  to  a  line  haul.  It  now  appears  that 
the  railroads  intend  to  make  some  voluntary  adjustments 
without  a  formal  hearing,  which  will  materially  help  the 
switching  situation  in  California. 

BELT    LINE    SWITCHING. 

The  three  transcontinental  terminal  lines,  after  conferences 
at  which  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  represented,  have 
agreed  to  absorb  industrial  spur  track  switching  on  the  Belt 
Line,  on  competitive  and  non-competitive  business  both  state 
and  interstate,  and  have  agreed,  upon  consent  of  the  commis- 
sions, to  make  the  absorptions  retroactive  to  .August  12,  1914, 
and  to  refund  switching  charges  accordingly. 

The  victory  won  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  its  long 
and  arduous  fight  tohave  San  Francisco  placed  upon  a  proper 
and  equitable  basis  with  respect  to  industrial  spur  track 
switching  may  be  counted  one  of  the  great  achievements  of 
the  Chamber.  Traffic  experts  throughout  the  United  States 
now  realize  that  this  case  was  of  nation-wide  importance. 

CLASS  AND  COMMODITY  RATES  BETWEEN  STOCKTON, 
SACRAMENTO  AND  SAN  FRANCISCO. 
The  application  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California 
by  the  rail  lines  and  the  river  lines,  to  increase  their  class 
and  certain  commodity  rates  between  San  Francisco  and 
Stockton  and  Sacramento,  was  resisted  by  the  Chamber.  The 
Railroad  Commission  decided  that  rail  carriers  should  be  per- 
mitted to  advance  their  class  rates  between  Stockton  and 
San  Francisco,  but  denied  the  application  of  the  river  car- 
riers. The  rail  carriers  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  per- 
missive order,  and  their  rates  remain  the  same  as  the 
rates. 
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PULLMAN  COMPARTMENT  AND  DRAWING  ROOM 
REGULATIONS. 

The  railroads  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia for  permission  to  publish  rules  and  regulations  re- 
quiring a  passenger  traveling  singly  to  purchase  two  first- 
class  tickets  when  occupying  a  Pullman  drawing  room,  and 
one  and  one-half   first   class  tickets   when   occupying  a  com- 
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l>;irtnunt.     Tliis  application  was  resisted  bj-  tin-  Chamber  of 
Commerce,   and   was   denied  by  the   Commission. 

REVISION    OF    CAR    DEMURRAGE    RULES. 

On  application  of  the  Pacific  Car  nemurragc  Bureau,  to 
tlie  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  the  Chamber  appeared 
ami  took  part  in  the  hearing  and  investigation.  The  rules 
as  revised  and  published  in  a  general  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  arc  considered  satisfactory. 
CANAL    TOLLS. 

The  Chamber  opposed  the  :.!)olition  of  the  free  tolls  for 
American  coastwise  vessels  through  the  Panama  Canal,  but 
as  is  well  known,  Congress  repealed  the  free  tolls,  and  fixed 
tolls  for  American  coastwise  vessels  on  the  same  basis  as  all 
other  vessels  using  the  Canal. 

ROUND-TRIP    PASSENGER    FARES. 

Round-trip  summer  excursion  passenger  fares  from  San 
Joaquin  Valley  points  to  southern  beach  resorts  seemed  to 
discriminate  against  San  Francisco.  The  department  now  has 
assurances  from  the  railroads  that  the  round-trip  summer  ex- 
.cursion  fares  will  be  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  discrimination  heretofore  complained  of  will  be 
removed  when  rates  are  published  for  the  1915  season. 
LONG  AND  SHORT  HAUL  CLAUSE,  OR  FOURTH  SECTION 
OF    THE    INTERSTATE    COMMERCE    ACT. 

The  Uepartment  was  reprcicntcd  at  the  important  hear- 
ing at  Chicago  in  October  on  the  application  of  the  transcon- 
tinental rail  carriers  for  permission  to  carry  lower  freight 
rates  on  certain  commodities  to  Pacific  Coast  terminal  points 
than  they  at  the  same  time  carry  to  intermediate  points,  and 
lower  than  the  rates  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission's  order  in  the  Intermountain  Rate  Cases.  The 
attorney  and  manager  of  the  Department  put  into  the  record 
of  the  hearing  matters  of  great  importance  affecting  the  so- 
called  California  terminal  points  and  the  actual  ocean  com- 
petition existing  at  the  port  of  San  Francisco  and  not  else- 
where in  California  north  of  San  Pedro.  The  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  has  not  yet  rendered  its  decision  on  the 
application  for  these  lower  rates. 

THE    BROOM    CASE. 

This  case  was  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
and  was  heard  in  San  Fraticisco  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  Examiner.  The  application  of  the  Kansas 
Broom  Manufacturers  was  for  a  lower  rate  on  brooms  to  Pa- 
cific Coast  terminal  points.  The  Department  entered  an  ap- 
pearance and  resisted  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  because 
the  granting  of  their  request  would  have  been  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  San  Francisco  broom  manufacturers. 
LESS-THAN-CARLOAD     MINIMUM     CHARGE. 

This  was  an  application  of  the  rail  carriers  before  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  California  to  increase  the  minimum 
charge  on  less-than-carload  freight  shipments.  The  appli- 
cation was  resisted  by  the  Department  and  denied  by  the 
Commission. 


SAND    RATES. 

This  was  an  application  of  the  railroad  before  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California  for  permission  to  increase  the  rates 
on  sand.  The  application  was  resisted  by  the  Department  and 
denied  by  the  State  Commission. 

BEDDING    STOCK    CARS. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  rail  carriers  before  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California  for  permission  to  increase 
the  charge  for  sanding  or  bedding  stock  cars  for  live  stock 
shipments.  The  application  was  resisted  by  the  Department 
and  has  since  been  withdrawn  by  the  railroads. 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  some  of  the  other  im- 
portant matters  which  have  received  the  attention  of  the 
Transportation    Department:

6.  Adequate  steamship  service  between  Gulf  of  Mexico 
ports  and  San  Francisco. 

7.  Improved   mail   delivery   service   in   San    Francisco. 

8.  Differentials  between  carload  and  less  than  carload 
freight  by  steamship  from  Atlantic  Coast  points. 

9.  More  favorable  eastbound  commodity  rates  on  vari- 
ous  San   F"rancisco  manufactures  and  merchandise. 

10.  Westbound  rates  on  ground  chickory,  carloads. 
Rates  on  fabricated  and  unfabricated  materials. 
Change  in  westbound  commodity  rate  on  office  tables, 
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automobile  parts  and

13.  Change  in  classification  ratings 
accessories. 

14.  Westbound  rate  on  beer  in  glass. 

15.  Reduction  in  classification  rating  on  galvani: 
irrigation  pipe. 

16.  Removing  discrimination  occasioned  by  new  rates  on 
salt  from  Kansas  points. 

17.  Proper  adjustment  of  passenger  fares  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  points  in  Idaho  and  Spokane  territory. 

18.  New  round  trip  tickets  from  San  Francisco  suitable  for 
the  use  of  San  Francisco  wholesale  representatives. 

19.  Enlarging  industrial  spur  track  area  in  San  Francisco.' 

20.  .Adjustment  of  class  rates  to  points  south  on  coast 
lines. 

21.  .Attendance  of  Western  Classification  Committee  at 
hearing  in  San  Francisco. 

22.  .Appearance  before  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
Examiner  relative  to  Fourth  Section  hearing  on  certain  rates 
to  Portland,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  and  Colorado. 


MARINE   DEPARTMENT. 


With  the  starting  of  the  year  1914  the  marine  department 
had  predicted  a  banner  year  in  shipping  for  the  port  of  San 
Francisco  but  war  conditions  in  Europe  for  the  past  five 
months  caused   same  to  drop  behind   our  expectations. 

During  the  year  1914  the  Marine  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  reported  to  its  members  5,857  vessels  ar- 
riving in  the  port  of  San  Francisco  and  5.870  vessels  depart- 
ing from  San  Francisco,  also  242  marine  mishaps  and  dis- 
asters to  vessels  bound  to  and  from  Pacific  Coast  ports.  We 
have  also   placed   on   file   the   manifests   of  cargo  of  all   ves- 


sels arriving  as  well  as  cargoes  leaving  the  port  of  San 
Francisco  for  all  ports  other  than  Pacific  Coast  ports.  This 
department  since  starting  of  European  war  has  also  kept  the 
members  posted  daily  by  posting  war  bulletins  on  black 
boards  in  hall  of  the  Chamber. 

From  the  present  outlook  with  the  number  of  new  steam- 
ship companies  which  are  about  to  enter  Pacific  Coast  trade 
the   year    1915    should   be    the   largest   in    the    bi-tory   of   the

FOREIGN   TRADE  DEPARTMENT.

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  lield  ten  meetings  during 
the  year.  Over  3,000  communications  were  sent  out  and 
approximately  the  same  number  were  received.  This  corre- 
spondence covered  practically  every  large  city  and  every 
country  in  the  world 

LIBRARY. 

The  Libr.iry  of  tlie  Department  lias  been  increased  since 
last  year  by  several  hundred  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  all  bear- 
ing on  foreign  commerce.  Statistics  of  the  principal  cities 
of  the  world.  Exporters'  Encyclopedia  with  monthly  correc- 
tions showing  the  routing,  steamship  lines,  etc.,  to  all  the 
principal  ports  of  the  world,  classified  works  on  raw  materials 
their  sources  and  uses,  a  copy  of  the  International  Law, 
Trade  Directories  of  London,  Liverpool,  South  America,  In- 
dia, China,  Japan,  East  Indies,  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 
The  current  publications  of  the  London  and  Liverpool  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  with  circulars  bearing  on  the  conditions  as 
brought  out  by  the  war,  issues  of  the  National  City  Bank, 
Dun's  International  Agency,  National  Association  of  Manu- 
facturers, Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum  and  the  larger 
Chambers  of  Commerce  in  the  various  American  cities.  The 
monthly  issue  of  the  Panama  Canal  Office  containing  the  or- 
ders and  rules  of  the  Governor,  an  excellent  article  on  the 
mineral  resources  and  mining  industry  of  Latin  .'\merica  and 
many  other  books,  pamphlets  and  periodicals. 

PUBLICITY. 

The   Department  has   received   many   notices   in   the   Daily 
Press,  Pan  American  Bulletin,  Nations  Business,  Daily  Con- 
sular and  Trade   Reports  and  other  cominercial   publications 
in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 
HONORARY    COMMISSIONER    OF    FOREIGN    COMMERCE. 

Two  years  ago  the  Hon.  Wm.  M.  Bunker  was  appointed 
Honorary  Commissioner  of  Foreign  Commerce  of  the  Cham- 
ber and  has  just  completed  a  two-year  trip  around  the  world, 
visiting  the  principal  cities  in  the  Orient,  Northern  Africa  and 
Europe.  Valuable  reports  have  been  received  from  time  to 
time  as  to  trade  conditions  and  opportunities  in  the  various 
sections  visited  with  especially  valuable  articles  on  the  pos- 
sibilities in  China  and  the  Philippines. 

FOREIGN    TRADE    OPPORTUNITIES. 

Nearly  six  hundred  requests  have  been  received  from  for- 
eign merchants  seeking  to  do  business  with  San  Francisco 
merchants.  These  have  been  listed  each  week  in  the  Cham- 
ber's Journal  and  four  or  five  hundred  inquiries  have  been 
received  from  members  in  regard  thereto.  Several  members 
have  stated  considerable  business  resulted  from  these  no- 
tices. 

LOCAL   INQUIRIES. 

Several   hundred   inquiries  have  been   received  from  mem- 
bers for  information  and  assistance  and  the  Department  has 
furnished  over  two  hundred  lists  of  foreign  buyers,  foreign 
rates  of  duty,  steanishij)  rates  and  routes,  etc. 
WAR    CONDITIONS. 

From  the  Department  uf  State,  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
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mestie  Commerce,  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  vari- 
ous Commercial  bodies  in  this  country  have  been  received 
circulars  and  rulings  as  to  embargoes,  contraband,  moratoria, 
etc.     These  are  on  fde  for  use  of  members. 

TRADE    WITH    ALASKA. 

.■\lthougli  Alaska  is  not  considered  foreign  territory  the  De- 
partment has  been  making  efforts  to  enable  San  Francisco 
merchants  to  secure  a  larger  share  of  the  business  of  that 
territory.  Assurances  have  been  received  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  that  when  material  and  supplies  are  re- 
quired for  the  Government  Railways,  San  Francisco  will  be 
given  an'  equal  opportunity  with  other  coast  cities  to  bid 
and  secure  its  share  of  this  business. 
GUAM. 

LInavailing  efforts  have  been  made  to  have  the  United 
States  .Xrmy  Transports  call  at  Guam  on  their  return  trip. 
.\t  the  present  time  merchandise  can  be  forwarded  from  here 
by  the  Transports  but  there  are  no  east-bound  facilities.  Man- 
ila is  rapidly  securing  the  trade  of  Guam  and  San  Francisco 
merchants  should  endeavor  to  capture  this  trade,  as  sooner 
or  later  there  will  be  direct  connection  with  this  island  from 
San  Francisco.  Already  two  San  Francisco  merchants  have 
representatives  located  on  the  island. 

DELAY    IN    DELIVERY    OF    FOREIGN    MAIL. 

The  Department  has  made  efforts  to  Iiave  mail  from  for- 
eign countries  delivered  more  promptly  with  the  result  that 
considerable  improvement  has  been  noted  and  when  the  Ferry 
.Station  is  fully  completed  still  more  dispatch  will  result. 
TEMPERATURE   CHART. 

For  the  information  of  steamship  companies  and  fruit  ship- 
pers, the  Department  issued  a  temperature  chart  showing  the 
temperature  for  the   four  seasons   in   every  five   degrees   be- 
tween San  Francisco,  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  Europe. 
NEW    MAP  OF  THE   WORLD. 

The  Department  is  working  on  a  new  map  of  the  world 
which  will  show  all  the  foreign  steamship  lines  from  Pacific 
Coast  ports,  their  ports  of  call,  distances  and  connections.  It 
will  also  give  the  names  and  ports  of  call  of  the  principal 
connecting  steamship  lines.  It  is  lioped  to  get  this  put  early 
in  1915. 

UNIFORM    CONSULAR    INVOICE. 

Efforts  are  still  being  made  to  prevail  on  the  Latin  .Ameri- 
can countries  to  adopt  a  uniform  consular  invoice  and  these 
efforts  have  reached  a  point  where  it  is  practically  assured. 
Many  of  the  Latin  .American  countries  have  endorsed  the  sug- 
gestion and  a  blank  is  now  being  prepared  to  submit  to  each 
country  for  approval. 

INTERNATIONAL     CONGRESS     OF     CHAMBER     OF     COM- 
MERCE    IN     PARIS. 

On  June  8th,  9th  and  10th  last  tliere  was  held  in  Paris  an 
International  Congress  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the 
world,  at  which  this  Committee  was  represented.  The  ob- 
jects of  this  Congress  is  to  adopt  International  rules  for  in- 
terchange of  commerce,  arbitration,  etc.     While  the  European 
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war  has  to  a  certain  extent  nullified  the  work  done,  there  is 
no  question  that  when  peace  comes  the  foundations  laid  for 
uniform  and  simplified  methods  of  interchanging  traffic,  etc., 
will  bear  fruit  and  methods  of  foreign  interchange  be  ma- 
terially simplified. 

PARCEL    POST    WITH    RUSSIA. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Department  negotiations  are  be- 
ing carried  on  by  the  Department  of  State  for  Parcel  Post 
arrangements  with  Russia  which  will  materially  cheapen  the 
interchange  of  small  packages  of  freight. 

COLD  STORAGE  SPACE  FOR  ORIENT  AND 
AUSTRALIA. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  induce  the  steamship  lines  op- 
erating to  and  from  Australia  and  the  Orient  to  provide  more 
cold  storage  space  to  enable  our  fruit  exporters  to  enlarge 
their  markets.  The  Australian  lines  have  already  consider- 
ably increased  their  space  and  the  Oriental  lines  now  have 
the  subject  under  consideration  with  a  probable  favorable 
decision  at  an  early  date. 

SUPPLIES    FOR    MARINE    CORPS. 

The  Department  has  prevailed  upon  the  War  Department 
to  specify  "San  Francisco  Delivery"  on  all  bids  for  supplies 
for  the  Marine  Corps  located  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  This 
was  previously  omitted  causing  considerable  loss  to  San 
P'rancisco  merchants. 

U.    S.    ARMY    TRANSPORTS    COMPETING    WITH     AMERI- 
CAN   SHIPS. 

Protest  has  been  made  to  the  War  Department  of  allowing 
United  States  .\rmy  Transports  to  compete  with  American 
ships  as  was  recently  the  case  in  the  Orient,  where  a  Trans- 
port took  a  cargo  of  rice  away  from  an  American  vessel  in 
Cochin,   China. 

IRREGULAR    AWARD    OF   COPRA    CONTRACT. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  have  the  Navy  Department  ex- 
plain a  very  irregular  award  for  copra  sale  at  Pago  Pago, 
wliere  allotment  was  made  to  a  foreign  firm  several  days 
after  advertised  bids  had  been  opened,  thereby  depriving  a 
San  Francisco  firm  of  the  contract.  Having  been  unable 
to  procure  any  explanation  the  matter  has  been  referred  to 
Congress  for  investigation. 

MISTREATMENT    OF    CHINESE    MERCHANTS. 

Gross  mistreatment  of  Chinese  merchants  by  Immigra- 
tion officials  in  San  Francisco  and  other  California  cities  has 
been  reported  to  the  Department  and  affidavits  and  detailed 
statements  have  been  submitted  to  the  President  in  Wash- 
ington, asking  for  relief.  It  is  reported  considerable  improve- 
ment has  been  made  and  violations  of  the  law  by  Immigra- 
tion officials  are  not  so  frequent. 

PERMANENT  EXHIBIT  OF  FOREIGN  RAW  MATERIALS. 
The  Department  is  endeavoring  to  secure  samples  of  the 
various  foreign  exhibits  of  raw  materials  in  the  Exposition  to 
form  a  permanent  exhibit  in  connection  with  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department  for  the  information  of  San  Francisco  and 
visiting  American  merchants. 

NATIONAL    FOREIGN    TRADE    CONVENTION. 

The  Committee  was  represented  at  the  National  Foreign 
Trade  Convention,  held  in  Washington  May  27th  and  28th. 
This  Convention  was  composed  of  the  leading  merchants  and 
steamship  men  of  the  country  and  the  result  largely  con- 
tributed to  decrease  hostile  legislation  and  encourage  meas- 
ures favorable  to  American  exporters.  There  will  be  an- 
other Convention  in  St.  Louis  in  May,  at  which  the  Chamber 
will  be   represented. 


MERCHANT    MARINE. 

Active  efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  just  legislation 
and  regulationrfor  the  American  Merchant  Marine,  and  Capt. 
Robert  Dollar  is  one  of  the  delegates  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  consider  this  important  question. 

NEUTRALITY. 

A  strong  protest  was  made  to  Washington  of  apparent 
discrimination  against  San  Francisco  by  Federal  officials  in 
the  shipment  of  contraband,  and  the  Department  believes 
hereafter  shipments  from  tliis  port  will  not  be  further  dis- 
criminated against. 

CANAL  TOLLS  ON  DECK  LOADS. 

The  Department  has  been  using  every  effort  to  have  the 
canal  tolls  assessed  on  deck  loads  withdrawn  both  because 
they  are  a  direct  discrimination  against  the  lumber  and  ship- 
ping interests  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  because  the  Depart- 
ment is  assured  they  are  in  violation  of  the  law. 

Failing  to  receive  any  satisfaction  from  the  Departments 
at  Washington,  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  Congress, 
asking  for  an  investigation,  and  hopes  are  entertained  of  a 
satisfactory  adjustment  prior  to  or  just  after  the  publication 
of  this  report. 

MAKING    MANILA    THE    ORIENTAL    METROPOLIS. 

The  Department  has  taken  up  the  question  of  having  Man- 
ila made  a  "Free  Port"  and  of  increasing  American  banking 
facilities  in  that  city  with  a  view  to  having  Manila  supplant 
to  a  large  extent  Hongkong  as  the  commercial  and  financial 
metropolis  of  the  Far  East.  Letters  have  been  received  from 
the  large  commercial  organizations  throughout  the  United 
States  favoring  this  suggestion  and  upon  receipt  of  advices 
from  Manila  as  to  how  best  to  bring  this  desired  result  about 
further  action  will  be  taken.  This  would  very  largely  increase 
•Vnierican  importance  in  the   Orient  commercially. 

FOREIGN     RAILROADS. 

The  Department  has  on  file  reports  from  American  Con- 
suls in  South  America  and  China,  giving  detailed  statements 
of  the  various  existing  and  proposed  railroads  in  those  coun- 
tries. These  reports,  in  many  cases,  give  the  length  and  gauge 
of  the  roads  with  their  purchasing  officials. 

COMMERCIAL   TRAVELERS   ABROAD. 

The    Department   has  on    file  a   publication   by  the   British 
Government  giving  the  rules  and  conditions  governing  com- 
mercial  travelers   in   nearly  every  country  in   the   world. 
FOREIGN    IMPORT   DUTIES. 

Efforts  are  still  being  made  to  secure  reductions  in  the 
import  duties  on  California  products  into  .Argentine,  Brazil, 
Japan  and  Canada,  and  while  nothing  definite  has  been  ac- 
complished the  prospects  appear  much  more  favorable  than 
last  year.  The  Department  of  State  is  actively  assisting  the 
Department  in  endeavoring  to  secure  reductions  and  in  the 
case  of  Japan  the  matter  is  now  before  the  Cabinet  for  con- 
sideration and  we  have  prevailed  upon  the  local  Japanese 
Consul  General  to  endorse  our  request. 

Efforts  are  also   being  made  to  have   Australia   modify  or 
abrogate  the  preferential  duties  imposed  against  the  United 
States  and  while  it  is  hardly  expected  they  will  be  entirely 
withdrawn  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  considerably  modilied. 
STEAMSHIP    SCHEDULES    AND    RATES. 

The  Department  has  arranged  for  receipt  of  sailing  sched- 
ules of  the  principal  steamship  lines  of  the  world  and  in  a 
great  many  instances  is  receiving  their  rates  of  freight, 
which  can  be  used  as  approximate  figures  in  making  de- 
livered prices  on  goods.

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FOREIGN     STEAMSHIP     LINES. 

Tlic  DcparlmciU  has  been  ciKleavoring  to  prevail  on  vari- 
ous steamship  lines  lo  make  San  Francisco  a  port  of  call  a 
few  of  the  princip:il  of  which  arc  listed  below: 

White  Cross  Line. — Promise  has  been  made  that  tliis  com- 
pany will  put  on  a  line  of  refrigerator  ships  between  Tientsin 
and  San  Krancisco,  which  will  open  up  opportunities  for  im- 
porting various  commodities  from  Northern  China,  Man- 
churia and   Mongolia. 

Russian  Volunteer  Fleet.— This  line  now  operates  between 
Vladivostock  and  Tuget  Sound  and  assurances  have  been 
given  that  they  will  come  to  San  Francisco  if  sufficient  cargo 
can  be  secured.  This  would  give  direct  service  to  Siberia 
wilhcuit   transfer  at    Kobe,  and  at   reduced   rates. 

New  Line  to  Manila  and  East  Indies.— Negotiations  are  in 
progress  for  the  establishment  of  a  line  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Manila  and  East  Indian  ports  direct.  This  would 
be  a  great  saving  in  time  and  expense  between  these  ports 
and  give  San  Francisco  a  material  advantage  over  other  ports 
inasmuch  as  it  would  save  the  delay  in  shipping  via  Japan 
and  China. 

New  York-Oriental  Lines.— Efforts  arc  being  made  to  liave 
the  lines  operating  between  New  York  and  the  Orient  call 
at  San  Francisco  on  their  way  as  they  have  changed  from 
the  Suez  to  the   Panama   route. 

Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Line.— Efiforts  are  being  made  to 
prevail  upon  the  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Line  to  extend 
their  service  from  west  coast  of  South  .America  to  San  Fran- 
cisco.   They  now  stop  at  Balboa. 

Peruvian  Steamship  and  Floating  Dock  Company. — Tlie 
Department  has  up  with  this  company  direct  and  through  the 
Peruvian  .Embassador  trying  to  induce  them  to  extend  their 
service  beyond  Balboa  to  San  Francisco.  The  Ambassador 
has  recommended  this  service  and  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  govern- 
ment line  he  is  confident  the  recommendation  will  be  favor- 
ably considered  next  February. 

East  Asiatic  Company,  Ltd. — We  arc  pleased  to  announce 
this  company  has  established  direct  service  to  and  from  Cop- 
enhagen and  English  ports,  stopping  at  St.  Thomas,  West 
Indies,  in  both  directions  and  affording  connection  with  all 
the  other  principal  West  Indian  ports. 

Blue  Funnel  Line. — This  company  is  about  to  establish 
direct  service  between  Liverpool,  London  and  Glasgow,  and 
this  coast,  stopping  at  Kingston,  Jamaica,  in  both  directions. 
These  two  lines  open  up  the  West  Indies  to  San  Francisco 
exporters. 

United  Fruit  Company. — It  is  practically  settled  that  the 
United  Fruit  Company  will  put  on  a  line  from  the  east  coast 
of  Central  .\merica  to  San  Francisco,  bringing  in  bananas 
and  other  tropical  fruits  and  offering  a  line  for  California 
products  east-bound  to  a  territory  hitherto  practically  un- 
accessible  to  San  Francisco. 

A  Line  to  Gulf  Ports. — The  Department  is  still  endeavoring 
to  prevail  upon  the  steamship  lines  the  desirability  of  es- 
tablishing an  east  and  west-bound  line  to  Gulf  ports.  While 
Sudden  &  Christenson  have  established  a  west-bound  service 
no  east-bound  line  has  yet  been  put  on,  but  assurances  have 
been  received  that  this  service  will  be  arranged  shortly  after 
the  first  of  the  year. 


Mississippi  River  Barge  Line. — Efforts  are  being  made  to 
prevail  upon  Eastern  companies  to  establish  barge  lines  on 
the  Mississippi  river  and  tributaries,  and  at  a  recent  con- 
vention of  commercial  organizations  held  in  Memphis,  a 
strong  committee  was  appointed  from  New  Orleans,  St. 
Louis,  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  with  this  object  in  view. 
When  established  this  line  will  enable  San  P'rancisco  mer- 
chants to  sell  and  buy  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  ship 
via  water  to  New  Orleans  and  the  Gulf  line  at  a  great  sav-  | 
ing  on  present  rail  rates. 

DEPARTMENT    PUBLICATIONS. 

During  the  year  the  iJepartmcTit  has  prepared  and  pub- 
lished a  number  of  reports  and  pamphlets  in  addition  to  news- 
paper articles,  chief  among  which  are  a  report  on  the  West 
Indies,  lumber  opportunities,  opportunities  for  wine  ship- 
pers, opportunities  for  hay  exporters,  opportunities  in  Latin 
.\merica,  raw  materials  of  South  .Vmerica,  opportunities  in 
the  Orient,  etc.,  and  in  addition  has  compiled  the  exports 
and  imports  of  San  Francisco  for  the  last  annual  report,  and 
issues  monthly  the  tonnage,  etc  ,  passing  through  the  P:iii:inia 
Canal. 

GETTING   IN   TOUCH   WITH    FOREIGN    MERCHANTS   WHO 
VISIT   THE    EXPOSITION. 

The  question  of  bringing  foreign  merchants  who  visit  the 
Exposition  in  touch  with  local  exporters  and  importers  is 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Department  and  the  St.  Louis 
Business  Men's  League  has  been  asked  to  advise  what  method 
was  pursued  during  the  St.  Louis  Fair.  When  full  informa- 
tion is  received  the  Committee  will  have  recommendations 
to  make  to  the   Board  of  Directors. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 
The  Department  has  entertained  a  number  of  prominent 
men  interested  in  the  development  of  Foreign  Trade,  such 
as  the  Hon.  E.  A.  Brand,  Asst.  Chief,  Bureau  of  Foreign  & 
Domestic  Commerce;  Hon.  J.  Alexis  Shriver,  Commercial 
Agent,  Department  of  Commerce;  Capt.  William  J.  Maxwell, 
Governor  of  Guam;  Hon.  Wm.  M.  Bunker,  Honorary  Com- 
missioner of  Foreign  Commerce  for  the  Chamber,  and  sev- 
eral others. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  is  pertinent  to  repiirt  thai  the  Department  is  now  be- 
coming generally  used  by  members  and  there  are  numerous 
daily  calls  and  letters  asking  for  information,  etc.  Com- 
plete data  has  been  secured  as  to  the  possibilities  of  intro- 
ducing marble  in  South  Africa,  candles  and  knit  goods  in 
South  America,  candy  in  the  Orient,  etc.  Many  prominent 
foreign  merchants  have  visited  the  department  and  been  put 
in  touch  with  exporters.  The  Department  is  also  assist- 
ing in  the  formation  of  a  "Foreign  Trade  School,"  by  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  has  been  highly  endorsed  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Commerce  and  other  bodies. 

The    Department   has   now   passed   the   experimental    stage 
and   its   files  prove  conclusively  the  value  of  its   services  to       j' 
San  Francisco  exporters.  \^ 

For  the  coming  year  still  more  elaborate  plans  are  con- 
templated and  the  Department  hopes  to  gain  much  by  the 
Exposition  and  the  conseciuent  advent  of  foreign  business 
men.  It  is  hoped  members  will  still  further  avail  themselves 
of  the  valuable  records  on  file  and  where  any  information  is 
required  in  regard  to  foreign  trade  will  give  the  department 
an  opportunity  to  prove  its  usefulness.

Your  Legislative  Committee  began  active  work  .August 
15th  by  the  appointment  of  a  secretary  and  apportioning  the 
forty-eighth  ballot  measures  among  three  sub-committees  for 
study,  investigation  and  report.  This  work  was  linished 
early   in   October. 

In  the  interim  the  secretary  had  corresponded  with  over 
300  newspaper  editors  and  135  commercial  organizations 
throughout  the  state,  arranging  for  publicity  to  be  given  the 
findings  of  the  committee  and  the  arguments  which  would 
be  advanced  from  time  to  time  for  or  against  those  meas- 
ures considered  to  be  of  the  most  vital  importance. 

The    reports    of   the    sub-committees   comprised    .ibout    15,- 


000  words,  which  were  summarized  into  a  four-page  pamph- 
let, which  gave  the  ballot  number  of  each  measure  with  a 
condensed  recommendation  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  or  against  each  proposition.  Ten  thousand  of  these  were 
printed  on  the  first  order  and  these  were  exhausted  within 
less  than  twenty-four  hours.  The  first  order  was  dupli- 
cated again  and  again  until  50,0(X)  had  been  printed.  Or- 
ders for  these  recommendations  came  from  all  parts  of  the 
state  by  wire  and  mail.  These  orders  were  from  Chambers 
of  Commerce,  other  commercial  bodies,  civic  organizations, 
banks,  manufacturing  concerns,  public  utility  corporations 
and    individual    firms.      Newspapers    to    the    number    of    360 
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were  supplied  with  copies  and  some  reproduced  llic  Cham- 
ber's recommendation  in  full.  Copies  were  sent  to  456 
banks  for  distribution. 

In  addition  the  Chamber  of  Connnerce  was  able  to  secure 
a  page  a  day  each  in  the  Call  and  Bulletin  for  four  days,  in 
which  to  print  display  advertisements  of  its  recommenda- 
tions on  the  more  vital  measures. 

During  the  month  of  October  thousands  of  articles  were 
sent  out  against  the  Eight  Hour  law,  the  Single  Tax  and  the 
One  Day  Rest  In  Seven,  which  carried,  also  an  eight  hour 
provision.  The  Eight  Hour  Law  was  defeated  by  a  ma- 
jority of  326,189,  the  Single  Tax  by  108,016,  the  One  Day 
Rest  by  167,211. 

Other  thousands  of  pieces  of  literature  were  sent  out  in 
favor  of  Exempting  Vessels  From  Taxation,  the  Harbor 
Bonds,  State  Building  for  San  Francisco,  Regulating  Public 
Utilities,  Alameda's  Contribution  to  the  Exposition  and  the 
University  bonds.  On  these  the  recommendations  of  the 
Chamber  of   Commerce  were   followed   by  these  majorities: 

Exempting  Vessels  From  Taxation,  57,207;  San  Francisco 
Harbor  Bonds,  228,044;  State  Building  for  San  Francisco, 
42,909;  Regulating  Public  Utilities,  31,706;  Alameda's  Con- 
tribution,  188,707;  University  Bonds   173,688. 

The  Legislative  Bureau  to  be  maintained  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  Sacramento  during  legislative  sessions  has 
outlined  a  program  which,  in  general,  is  as  follows: 

To  study  bills  affecting  the  commerce  and  industries  of 
the     state     and     to     advise     local     boards     of     trade     and 


Chambers  of  Commerce  what  action  is  necessary  to  aid 
in  the  defeat  o.r  adoption  of  measures  deemed  of  importance, 
giving  the  reasons  therefor  in  order  that  the  various  bodies 
may  act  with  full  knowledge  before  taking  a  stand  for  or 
against  such  measures. 

To  watch  the  progress  of  bills  in  committee  and  arrange 
for  hearings  when  said  bills  are  taken  up. 

To  advise  sections  interested  of  such  hearings  in  order 
that  they  may  have  a  representative  present.  To  keep  the  / 
state  advised  by  means  of  a  weekly  letter  to  the  press  and 
to  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Legislature,  the  progress  of  important  bills  and  comment  on 
measures  submitted. 

Between  sessions  it  is  the  purpose  of  your  committee  to 
investigate  such  national  Legislation  as  may  be  referred  to 
it  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

To  investigate  the  present  statutes  of  California  with  a 
view  to  suggesting  such  changes  in  existing  laws  as  would 
be  of  service  for  the  protection  and  development  of  the 
state. 

To  conduct  investigations  with  a  view  to  suggesting  rem- 
edial and  constructive  legislation  that  would  be  beneficial  in 
developing  and  protecting  the  state's  many  industries. 

With  that  end  in  view  your  committee  requests  every  cham- 
ber of  commerce  and  business  man  to  send  in  suggestions, 
in  writing,  for  such  changes  in  existing  laws,  and  remedial 
and  constructive  legislation  as  seems  proper  or  desirable.

The  National  and  Foreign  Affairs  Committee  has  con- 
sidered the  numerous  national  matters  coming  before  the 
Chamber  for  action,  exclusive  of  those  relating  particularly 
to  foreign  trade,  and  the  following  are  some  of  the  more 
itnportant  matters  acted  upon. 

The  Newlands  Bill  relative  to  flood  control  and  improve- 
ment of  navigation  was  opposed  unless  it  be  amended  to  ex- 
clude from  its  provisions  the  flood  control  project  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Rivers 
under  the  management  of  the  California  Debris  Commission 
and  the  Stale  Reclamation  Board  as  this  plan  had  already 
been  approved  and  work  on  the  same  had  started  under  the 
co-operation  of  the  State  and  Federal  Governments. 

Endorsement  was  given  to  legislation  intended  to  improve 
the  mail  service  between  San  Francisco  and  the  ports  of 
South  America  and  the  Orient,  particularly  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

.^n  appropriation  by  Congress  for  the  removal  of  the 
Life  Saving  Station  at  Mafshfield  to  a  point  nearer  the  Har- 
bor was   endorsed. 

Careful  study  and  report  was  made  in  regard  to  legisla- 
tion to  establish  an   Interstate  Trade   Commission. 

Favorable  action  was  taken  on  a  bill  in  Congress  to  pro- 
hibit the  sending  through  the  mails  false  statements  in 
writing  for  the  procuring  of  credit  thereon. 

Favorable  action  was  taken  on  legislation  aimed  to  give 
State  control  of  water  powers  under  one  thousand  horse 
power  not  located  on  navigable  streams  in  the  belief  that  this 
would  result  in  developing  industries  now  prohibited  by 
Federal  statutes. 

Endorsement  was  given  to  an  appropriation  to  determine 
the  most  feasible  plan  for  the   economical  development  and 


distribution  of  the  water  and  power  from  the  watershed  of 
the  Mojave  River  upon  the  lands  of  Victor  Valley,  California, 
as  the  possible  reclamation  and  development  of  some  300,000 
acres  of  land  in  Victor  Valley  were  dependent  upon  this 
survey. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  the  Chamber 
joined  with  the  Imperial  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
a  request  to  Congress  to  assume  control  of  the  Colorado 
River  and  to  protect  the  Imperial  and  Yuma  Valleys  from 
overflow,  as  this  could  only  be  accomplished  by  work  on 
Mexican  territory  and  therefore  was  an  international  matter.

An  important  work  undertaken  by  the  Chamber  at  the 
suggestion  of  Dr.  F.  J.  V.  Skiff,  Director-in-Chief  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  is  that  of  securing, 
from  the  Exposition  when  it  ends,  a  large  number  of  its 
exhibits  for  a  permanent  Municipal  Museum  for  San  Fran- 
cisco.

The  special  committee  formed  to  have  charge  of  this  im- 
portant work  is  now  engaged  in  formulating  plans  for  carry- 
ing it  out,  and  we  can  confidently  look  forward  to  this  move- 
ment started  by  the  Chamber,  resulting  in  another  great 
attraction  being  added  to  those  already  possessed  by  San 
Francisco.

The  Committee  on  Insurance  and  Fire  Protection  has 
considered  how  the  fire  risk  in  San  Francisco  could  be  re- 
duced and  how  the  Chamber  could  best  co-operate  with  the 
Fire  Commissioners  in  securing  that  result.  The  most  im- 
portant work  performed  by  the  Committee  was  that  of  se- 
curing a  joint  inspection  of  the  various  school  buildings  in 
San  Francisco  by  inspectors  from  the  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers and  the  Fire  Department  in  order  to  determine  what 
was  the  existing  fire  hazard  in  such  buildings  that  might 
endanger  the  lives  of  pupils  and  teachers  in  case  of  fire.  A 
most  complete  and  comprehensive  report  was  received  on 
every  school  building  in  the  city  and  this  inspection  showed 
that  a  most  dangerous  fire  hazard  existed  in  a  number  of 
schools.  A  copy  of  this  report  was  at  once  furnished  to  the 
Mayor  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  most  serious  mat- 
ters were  remedied  so  that  tlie  former  hazardous  condition 
in  those  buildings  no  longer  prevails,  but  much  work  yet 
remains  to  be  done  before  all  of  the  schools  will  be  fully 
up  to  the  standard  in  regard  to  fire  risk. 

The  Chamber  is  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers for  their  willing  co-operation  in  this  work  in  promptly 
assigning,  at  the  request  of  the  Chamber,  a  special  inspector 
to  make  this  inspection  in  company  with  an  inspector  from 
llie   Fire   Department.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Trade  Extension  has  studied 
wholesale  trade  conditions  and  how  that  trade  can  be  ex- 
tended throughout  territory  tributary  to  San  Francisco. 

The  Committee  planned  a  trade  extension  excursion 
through  the  Sacramento  Valley,  for  October,  but  owing  to 
unsettled  business  conditions  affecting  commodities  and 
prices  resulting  from  the  war  in  Europe,  it  was  deemed  best 
to  postpone  that  trip  to  a  more  opportune  time. 

The  Committee  has  planned  to  run  a  trade  extension  ex- 
cursion to  Eureka  and  the  adjacent  district  next  Spring  as 
soon  as  the  new  railroad  to  that  section  is  ready  for  heavy 
Pullman  trains.  Great  interest  has  been  shown  by  whole- 
salers generally  in  this  trip  and  a  large  attendance  is  pre- 
dicted. 

These  excursions,  on  account  of  their  being  "personal 
visit"  trips  of  the  heads  of  our  wholesale,  manufacturing  and 
banking  firms  to  interior  merchants,  have  a  distinctive  char- 
acter that  results  in  their  being  attended  by  a  class  of  busi- 
ness men  who  do  not  often  participate  in  regular  sight-seeing 
excursions.

Tlic  Retail  Trade  Coniniittcc  has  been  one  of  the  most 
active  committees  during  the  past  year,  tlie  Executive  Com- 
mittee having  held  thirty-seven  meetings,  and  the  general 
committee,  consisting  of  ninety  delegates,  Iield  five  meet- 
ings. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  considered  and  taken  action 
on  a  large  number  of  matters  affecting  retail  interests. 

REGISTRATION    OF    REMOVALS. 

The  Registration  of  Removals  Ordinance,  prepared  by  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, nominally  went  into  effect  July  1,  1914,  but  its 
enforcement  was  not  actually  begun  until  November,  1914, 
on  account  of  the  Police  Department  not  being  supplied  with 
the  necessary  blanks.  This  ordinance  requires  licensed  ex- 
pressmen to  register  with  the  Police  Department  all  re- 
movals of  household  goods  in  San  Francisco,  thus  enabling 
merchants  to  find  the  new  address  of  parties  \vho  have  moved 
without  paying  bills  owed  by  them. 

ITINERANT    VENDORS. 

The  Committee  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  secure  an 
effective  plan  for  preventing  transient  salesmen  from  selling 
at  retail  from  rooms  in  hotels  in  competition  with  regular 
retail  stores  that  are  under  heavy  overhead  expenses. 

SUIT    CLUBS. 

The  Cotnniittee  has  opposed  the  so-called  "suit  club"  sys- 
tem of  selling  merchandise,  believing  that  such  clubs,  as 
ordinarily  conducted,  are  unlawful  and  a  detriment  to  legiti- 
mate  retail  business. 

CREDIT    BUREAU. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  advisability  of  estab- 
lishing a  Chamber  credit  bureau  or  arranging  with  one  of 
the  existing  outside  bureaus  for  a  special  credit  rating  serv- 
ice open  to  all  retail  members  of  the  Chamber. 

A  special  committee  is  working  upon  this  matter  and 
hopes  to  be  able  to  perfect  some  arrangement  during  the 
coming  year. 

PROSPERITY    DINNER. 

The  most  spectacular  thing  done  by  the  committee  was 
the  giving  of  a  "Prosperity  Dinner"  in  the  Ferry  Building 
last  March,  as  a  demonstration  of  San  Francisco's  optimism 
in  its  future.  Seventeen  hundred  persons  attended  this  din- 
ner and  many  more  tried  to  get  in  but  were  turned  away  as 
no  more  seats  could  be  provided. 

It  was  the  greatest  gathering  of  its  kind  ever  held  in 
San  Francisco,  the  next  greatest  being  the  "One  Year  After 
Banquet,"  given  by  the  Merchants  Association  at  the  Fair- 
mont Hotel  on  .April  18,  1907 — just  one  year  after  the  de- 
struction of  the  city  in  1906 — which  was  attended  by  906 
persons. 

At  the  Prosperity  Dinner,  a  brilliant  program  of  speeches 
had  been  prepared  but  the  gathering  was  so  large  that  it 
occupied  over  half  of  the  nave  of  the  Ferry  Building  and  no 


speaker  ever  possessed  a  voice  that  could  make  itself  heard 
amid  the  enthusiasm  prevailing. 

The  Rotary  Club,  Advertising  Men's  Association,  Down- 
town Association,  Home  Industry  League  and  other  organ- 
izations all  assisted   in  making  this  dinner  a  success. 

STREET    BANNERS. 

The  Committee  opposed  the  suspending  from  the  trolley 
span  wires  on  Market  Street  of  placards  or  banners  adver- 
tising matter,  as  this  practice  was  in  violation  of  the  city 
ordinance  and  disfigured  the  streets. 

Assurances  have  been  received  from  city  officials  and  the 
street  railroad  company  that  permits  for  suspending  such 
banners  over  the  streets  will  not  be  granted  in  future. 

SMALL    DEBTORS'    COURT. 

The  Committee  has  engaged  in  an  cxhausli\'e  investiga- 
tion of  a  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a  Small  Debtors' 
Court.  The  features  of  the  plan  desired  by  the  Committee 
are: 

.A  quick  and  inexpensive  adjudication  of  all  cases  involv- 
ing less  than  $50.  The  retail  merchants,  as  well  as  the  la- 
borer, lose  many  small  accounts  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
present  method  of  court  procedure  for  the  collection  of  small 
accounts  makes  the  cost  prohibitive. 

TRADING   STAMPS,   SCRIP,    ETC. 

The  Committee  has  taken  action,  strongly  disajiproving 
of  the  trading  stamp  and  like  devices,  and  sent  out  letters 
to  all  the  different  guilds,  stating  the  reason  for  its  stand. 
The  Committee  is  awaiting  the  outcome  of  the  trading  stamp 
legislation,  with  the  view  of  securing  state  regulation  of  the 
practice  of  using  trading  stamps,  provided  that  is  proven 
practicable. 

FICTITIOUS    NAMES. 

The  Committee  has  prepared  an  ordinance  making  it  a 
misdemeanor  to  use  fictitious  names  in  securing  credit,  and 
hopes  to  have  this  ordinance  passed  by  the  Supervisors  at 
an  early  date,  thus  giving  protection  to  the  merchants  against 
one  of  the  most  common  forms  of  dishonesty. 

FRAUDULENT    ADVERTISING. 

The  Committee  has  backed  up  the  Advertising  Association 
of  San  Francisco  in  their  stand  against  fraudulent  advertis- 
ing, and  has  pledged  itself  to  assist  in  securing  state  legisla- 
tion on  this  matter.  The  Committee  has  also  taken  ag- 
gressive action  against  the  display  of  fraudulent  signs  on  fl 
buildings,  and   has  investigated  window  displays.  ^ 

DISCRIMINATORY    TAXES. 

The  Retail  Trade  Committee  has  gone  on  record  as  op- 
posing discriminatory  taxes  which  have  been  levied  against 
retail  merchants  doing  business  in  the  nearby  cities  and 
towns.  The  Committee  is  awaiting  the  outcome  of  legal 
proceedings  now  in  court  before  taking  further  steps  to 
eliminate   unjust   discrimination. 
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LEGISLATION. 

Ihc  Conimiitce  has  given  the  different  Guilds  the  oppor- 
tiniity  of  proposing  any  constructive  legislation  necessary 
to  the  conduct  of  the  different  lines  of  business.  It  is  also 
about  to  issue  a  synopsis  of  the  proposed  legislation  with 
the  idea  of  lending  its  co-operation  in  the  opposition  of 
vicious  or  harmful  hills  that  may  be  placed  before  the  State 
Legislature. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  Committee  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  has 
spent  considerable  time  during  the  year  in  strengthening  the 
general  organization  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee,  and 
assisting  the  Guilds  to  strengthen  their  organizations.  The 
Committee  believes  that  this  work  is  of  vital  importance 
and  proposes  to  continue  this  activity  in  a  more  aggressive 

CO-OPERATION. 

The  E-xecutive  Committee  has  endeavored  to  secure  the 
co-operation  of  the  city  officials  and  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  its  work.  The  Mayor  and  the  District  .Attorney  have  both 
attended  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  pledged  their  co- 
operation, and  the  requests  and  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  have  also  been  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, Chief  of  Police  and  the  District  Attorney's  o0icc. 

BELGIAN    RELIEF. 

When  the  call  came  from  the  President  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  contributions  to  the  Belgian  Relief  Fund, 
the  Retail  Trade  Committee  immediately  placed  the  matter 
before  its  different  guilds,  with  the  result  that  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  retailers  were  easily  and  quickly  secured.

Koster,  Chairman,  has  ably  carried  out  its  work  of  receiv- 
ing and  entertaining  notable  visitors  to  San  Francisco,  when- 
ever it  was  the  duty  of  the  Chamber  to  provide  for  their 
entertainment. 

The  Chamber  has  had  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Com- 
mercial Club  and  the  Exposition  Company  in  such  entertain- 
ments and  due  acknowledgment  of  the  same  is  now  made. 

Among  those  entertained  were  the  Hon.  Wm.  C.  Rcdfield, 
Vice-.\dmiral  Teijiro  Kuroi  and  Staff,  Hon.  Y.  Numano, 
Japanese  Consul  General,  Hon.  H.  Yamawaki,  Commissioner 
General  to  the  Exposition,  and  Staff;  Hon.  John  Barrett.

The  I'inance  and  Auditing  Committee  has  audited  all  bills 
incurred  and  has  kept  a  careful  watch  upon  the  Chamber's  in- 
come and  expenditures. 


WEEKLY  LUNCHEON  MEETINGS. 

For  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  members  together  fre- 
quently, promoting  better  acquaintance  among  themselves, 
and  getting  them  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  Chamber's 
work,  arrangements  were  made  last  June  for  holding  weekly 
luncheon  meetings  that  would  be  open  to  the  entire  member- 
ship and  their  guests,  .^t  each  meeting  one  or  more  speakers 
gave  addresses  on  live  topics  in  which  the  Chamber  is  inter- 
ested. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  San  Francisco  Commercial 
Club,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  hold  these  meetings 
in  the  Club's  large  dining  room  on  Friday  of  each  week, 
beginning  January  8th.  and  as  so  tiiany  of  the  Club's  members 
are  also  members  of  the  Chamber,  this  will  secure  a  larger 
and  more  representative  attendance  at  these  meetings. 


LIQUOR  REGULATION. 

At  the  last  Charter  .\mendment  election  an  amendment  to 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  was  submitted,  which  aimed  to 
give  local  option  in  districts  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of 
granting  saloon  licenses,  the  purpose  being  to  remove  saloons 
from  the  resident  districts. 

The  amendment,  however,  was  defective  and  open  to 
serious  abuse  in  regard  to  gerrymanding  districts  so  tliat 
its  real  purpose  was  liable  to  be  defeated.  For  that  reason 
the  Board  of  Directors  opposed  the  amendment  and  stated 
that  if  it  were  defeated  the  Chamber  would  endeavor  to 
prepare  and  have  adopted  legislation  that  would  accomplish 
the  desired  purpose  without  being  open  to  the  objections 
against  the   original  amendment. 

The  amendment  submitted  failed  to  carry  and  the  Mu- 
nicipal .Affairs  and  Executive  Committees,  after  several 
months'  study  of  the  distribution  of  saloons  in  the  city,  and 
how  the  resident  districts  could  best  be  freed  of  them,  pre- 
pared a  charter  amendment  regulating  generally  the  sale  of 
liquor  in  San  Francisco,  which  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Directors.  A  number  of  members,  however,  urged  that 
if  the  amendment  were  submitted  at  the  general  election 
last  November  it  might  seriously  complicate  the  vote  on 
the  State  prohibition  constitutional  amendment,  to  be  voted 
upon  then,  and  asked  that  no  action  be  taken  on  it  that  year. 
While  the  Board  did  not  hold  the  same  view,  it  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  membership,  the  question  of  whether  the 
amendment  should  be  submitted  at  the  November  election, 
and  also  asked  their  opinion  of  the  amendment  itself.  The 
result  of  the  vote  was  that  a  majority  of  those  voting  ap- 
proved the  amendment,  but  a  majority  also  favored  not 
submitting  it  at  the  November  election,  and  accordingly  it 
was  not  submitted  then.  At  that  election  a  constitutional 
amendment  was  adopted,  that  prevents  any  amendments  to 
charters  being  submitted  under  the  initiative  in  1915.  and 
the  proposed  charter  amendment  cannot  be  submitted  at 
the   March  election.

During   the   yc.ir  the   Committee   held   twenty-one   regular      matter  was  left  in  ilie  hands  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Com 
iicetings   with   a   total   attendance   of   123   out  of  a  possible      mittee  with  power  to  act. 


184,  or  si.xty-sevcn  per  cent.  Besides  the  regular  meetings 
the  Committee,  or  its  sub-committees,  held  three  special 
meetings,  and  the  sub-committees  or  the  members  thereof 
also  attended  many  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or 
other  organizations. 

The  Committee  was  organized  under  the  following  sub- 
committee; Water  Supply,  Ocean  Beach  Improvement, 
Transportation  into  Outlying  Districts  and  Down  the  Penin- 
sula, Rincon  Hill  Removal,  Public  Efficiency,  Health  and 
Sanitation,  Streets  and  Sidewalks,  Buildings  and  Building 
Laws  and  City  Transportation. 

The  Committee  adopted  as  its  principal  work  for  the  year 
the  following  subjects:  Securing  a  water  supply  for  the 
outside  districts  of  the  city,  investigation  of  the  funds  of 
the  city  in  conjunction  with  the  California  State  Taxpayers' 
.'\ssociation,  promoting  the  building  of  the  Ocean  Beach  Es- 
planade, the  construction  of  boulevards  and  highways  to  the 
outlying  districts,  removal  of  Rincon  Hill  and  Main  Street 
regrade. 

The  Committee  also  maintained  an  investigation  of  the 
sewers  erected  under  the  bond  issue  of  1908  and  inspected 
the  construction  of  the  municipal  auditorium  being  erected 
by  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  Early  in  the  year  the  Committee  com- 
pleted a  report  on  the  operations  of  the  Street  Cleaning  De- 
partment of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  presented  the 
same  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  requested  action  on  the 
matter.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  by  the  direction  of  the 
Mayor,  made  an  investigation.  In  all  eleven  hearings  were 
held  but  no  decision  has  been  rendered  so  far  as  we  know. 
Meanwhile,  from  subsequent  observations  of  the  Street 
Cleaning  Department  it  has  been  noticed  that  some  of  the 
important  recommendations  made  in  the  report  have  been 
carried  out  in  part  at  least,  namely,  a  change  in  the  work- 
ing hours  of  the  teamsters  and  the  use  of  broom  sweeping 
machines  in  those  districts  which  were  formerly  swept  at 
night  only.  A  plan  is  now  under  way  to  provide  for  a  char- 
ter amendment  to  pension  superannuated  employees  as  rec- 
ommended in  the  report. 

Proceedings  to  regrade  Main  Street  have  been  given  two 
hearings  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  so  far  the  Com- 
mittee has  not  been  able  to  get  final  action  and  have  the 
grading  ordered  done. 

The  Committee  actively  promoted  the  idea  of  permanently 
improving  the  Ocean  Beach  Esplanade,  and  prepared  colored 
half  tones  showing  a  200-foot  boulevard  along  the  Great 
Highway.  The  proposition  has  now  progressed  to  the  point 
where  it  will  be  necessary  to  determine  what  means  shall 
be   adopted  for  financing  the   project. 

In  our  endeavor  to  have  the  Rincon  Hill  District  regraded 
we  found  it  would  be  necessary  to  provide  some  way  for 
financing  invididuals  who  might  need  such  assistance.  To 
this  end  an  appraisement  of  the  Rincon  Hill  district  was 
secured  from  the  Real  Estate  Board  and  submitted  to  the 
-Associated  Savings  Banks  with  the  request  that  they  an- 
nounce some  plan  whereby  they  would  make  loans  to  prop- 
erty owners.  After  considerable  delay,  the  Associated  Sav- 
ing Banks  reported  that  they  were  not  able  to  propose  any 
definite   plan   of  loans   under  present   circumstances,  and   the 


Efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  some  systematic  plan 
by  which  the  Board  of  Public  Works  could  compel  the 
prompt  reconstruction  or  repair  of  the  many  sidewalks  need- 
ing such  attention.  A  plan  has  been  successfully  started 
by  which  contractors  may  include  in  their  bids  costs  of  se- 
curing payment  for  work  done  under  public  contract  on 
sidewalks,  and  if  this  is  pushed  vigorously  it  is  believed  a 
very  material  improvement  in  the  sidewalks  in  the  down  town 
district   will   follow. 

The  Committee  has  been  actively  engaged  in  promoting 
the  construction  of  the  State  Highway  from  San  Francisco 
south.  It  developed  that  Monterey  County  was  financially 
unable  to  raise  the  $35,000  required  to  meet  the  discount  on 
the  state  highway  bonds  for  a  stretch  of  ninety-eight  miles 
of  road.  Meetings  of  representatives  of  the  counties  from 
San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles  were  held  and  plans  made 
to  go  out  and  secure  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $35,000, 
the  share  for  San  Francisco  amounting  to  $9,000.  Subse- 
quently the  county  of  Monterey  held  a  bond  election  to  raise 
the  money  for  building  roads  to  meet  this  discount  on  the 
state  bonds.  Members  of  the  Committee  actively  campaigned 
for  the  bonds  and  were  instrumental  in  bringing  about  a 
successful   vote. 

Steps  were  taken  to  bring  to  a  head  a  definite  policy  on 
the  part  of  the  Supervisors  as  to  defining  districts  in  the 
city  where  spur  track  permits  would  be  granted.  To  this 
end  a  map  was  prepared  showing  the  boundaries  of  city  dis- 
tricts, and  the  approval  of  which  was  secured  from  the  va- 
rious improvement  clubs  in  the  districts  affected,  and  then 
presented  to  the  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  for  his  con- 
sideration and  approval.  After  a  thorough  investigation,  his 
approval  was  given  to  the  same  and  he  delivered  a  talk  on 
the  subject  of  "Spur  Track  Development  and  Use,"  at  the 
weekly  luncheon  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  held  on  the 
18th  of  December.  The  map  and  communications  pertain- 
ing thereto  will  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  an 
early  date. 

During  the  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  have  the  spur 
track  permit  revoked  for  the  track  that  serves  a  large  num- 
ber of  industries  on  Bluxome  Street,  between  Sixth  and  Third 
Streets.  Members  of  the  Committee  took  an  active  and  sue-- 
cessful  hand  against  the  revocation  of  that  permit. 

The  Committee  called  a  meeting  of  delegates  from  Con- 
tractors' ."Associations,  Builders'  Exchanges,  Chief  of  Police 
and  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  make  plans 
whereby  a  better  regulation  of  the  use  of  sidewalk  space  dur- 
ing building  operations  would  be  secured.  The  meeting  has 
been  held  with  the  delegates  from  these  associations  and 
tentative  plans  were  adopted.  These  will  be  submitted  to  the 
associations  for  correction  and  approval  and  then  will  form 
a  mode  of  procedure  for  the  handling  of  our  building  work 
in  the  city  and  county. 

The  proposition  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  was  considered  at  length  by 
the  Committee. 

City  Engineer  O'Shaughnessy  was  present  at  one  meeting 
and  talked  at  length  on  the  subject,  explaining  the  same  in 
all  its  many  details.     After  further  discussion  the  project  to 
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buy  those  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
as  noted  in  the  report  of  the  Advisory  Water  Committee  of 
1914,  for  the  price  of  $34,500,000,  was  recommended  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  their  approval.  The  Board  of  Direc- 
tors approved  the  action  of  the  Committee  and  thereupon  a 
special  committee  was  appointed  to  plan  for  and  carry  out  a 
campaign  to  secure  a  favorable  vote. 

The  Committee  has  renewed  its  eflforts  to  open  Berry 
Street  to  public  traffic  between  Second  and  Third  Streets,  and 
negotiations  are  now  pending  between  Pope  and  Talbot, 
abutting  property  owners,  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Com- 
missioners and  our  Committee. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  investigating  the  sub- 
urban peninsula  traffic  situation,  and  it  is  expected  that  some 
plan  for  its  development  will  be  advanced  at  an  early  date. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  de- 
sires to  amend  that  clause  in  the  charter  providing  for  a 
tax  limit  of  $1.00  for  each  $100.00  valuation.  The  subject 
lias  been  given  careful  consideration  by  the  Committee  and 
the  Board  of  Directors,  as  some  provision  for  legally  in- 
creasing the  dollar  limit  of  taxation  is  necessary.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  satisfactory  amendment  will  be  devised  and  that 
it  will  be  adopted. 

The  Committee  opposed  the  construction  of  the  auxiliary 
cable  railway  on  Church  Street,  between  Dorland  and  Twen- 
ty-second Streets,  on  the  grounds  that  the  construction  of 
that  type  of  road  would  be  unnecessary  and  unsafe  and  that 


the  increased  expense  of  operating  such  a  cable  would  jeop- 
ardize the  future  of  municipal  ownership  and  operation  in  the 
city.  The  plan  to  build  this  auxiliary  cable  road  has  been 
abandoned. 

The  California  State  Automobile  Association  is  preparing 
amendments  to  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act,  the  principal  amend- 
ment being  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission  all  the  moneys  received  from  automobile  licenses, 
instead  of  the  present  division  of  50  per  cent  to  the  counties 
from  which  the  licenses  are  received.  The  Committee  decided 
that  the  amendment  would  be  grossly  unfair  and  prejudicial 
to  the  interests  of  San  Francisco  County  and  recommended  to 
the  Legislative  Committee  that  the  amendment  be  opposed. 

Other  matters  that  were  given  more  or  less  consideration 
are: 

Plans  for  relieving  congestion  at  the  Ferry  Building  either 
by  the  erection  of  an  elevated  structure  or  the  opening  of 
new  streets. 

Ordinance  prescribing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  premises  where  foodstuffs  are 
being  manufactured. 

Parking  of  automobiles  on  what  is  now  the  sidewalk  space 
around  Union  Square. 

.^doption  of  uniform  system  of  street  lighting. 

Better  regulation  and  control  of  taxi  and  hotel  runners  on 
the  Waterfront. 

Construction  and  test  of  Islais  Creek  Incinerator.

GENERAL    PURPOSE    OF   THE    WORK. 

the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  appoint- 


ment of  a  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  to  take  up  and 
continue  the  work  of  a  similar  committee  of  the  former  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  investigating  the  various  charitable  or- 
ganizations in  San  Francisco  that  solicit  funds  and  endorse 
those  found  worthy  and  necessary  to  the  community. 

The  demand  for  this  endorsement  work  came  from  the 
old  Charities  Endorsement  Committee,  from  societies  that 
seek  endorsement,  from  persons  of  long  experience  in  the 
philanthropic  work  of  the  city  and  from  representative  men 
among  the  contributors  to  charity. 

As  to  the  membership  of  the  committee,  the  theory  urged 
was  that  representatives  of  contributors  of  funds  rather  than 
the  distributors  ought  to  constitute  such  committee,  which 
should  be  appointed  by  the  leading  commercial  body  of  the 
city. 

To  meet  the  wide  deinand  above  mentioned,  a  conference 
was  arranged  between  a  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  a  committee  of  the  late  Board  of  Relief  and  Red 
^  Cross  Funds,  at  the  instance  of  the  late  Frederick  W.  Dohr- 
y  mann.  Chairman  of  said  board  and  past  president  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Association. 

The  outcome  of  this  conference  was  the  appointment  by 
the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  seven  prominent  business 
or  professional  men,  long  interested  and  experienced  in  char- 
itable work,  to  serve  as  the  Endorsement  Committee. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  the  late  Frederick  W.  Dohr- 
mann,  Chairman;  Rev.  D.  O.  Crowley  and  Messrs.  Robert 
Newton  Lynch,  M.  H.  Esberg,  M.  J.  Fontana,  Abraham  Haas 
and   Fairfax  Wheelan.     Within   a   few  weeks  the  committee

was  called  upon  to  lament  the  death  of  its  Chairman.  Sub- 
sequently Mr.  F.  W.  Dohrmann,  Jr.,  was  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  and  Mr.  M.  H.  Esberg  was  appointed 
Chairman. 

THE    PREPARATORY    WORK. 

Immediately  upon  organizing,  the  different  members  of 
the  committee  gave  much  time,  research  and  thought  to  the 
preparation  of  circulars  to  all  the  charitable  or  social  welfare 
organizations  of  the  community  together  with  schedules  of 
questions  to  be  answered,  and  forms  of  collection  books  that 
could  be  used  by  the  endorsed  societies.  For  months  prior 
to  this  the  late  secretary  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Charles  J. 
O'Connor,  had  been  working  over  the  files  of  the  old  Chari- 
ties Endorsement  Committee  and  bringing  the  same  up  to 
date.  He  had  also  been  getting  information  from  news- 
paper clippings  and  every  available  source  of  the  addresses  of 
all  such  societies.  By  his  agents  every  building  in  the  city, 
and  some  parts  of  Oakland,  was  visited  that  could  be  sup- 
posed to  contain  a  charitable  or  social  welfare  agency.  In 
such  investigation  and  upon  the  societies  themselves  nearly 
1,500  calls  were  made. 

The  societies  of  all  kinds  brought  to  light  by  this  dragnet 
process  numbered  over  550.  Upon  closer  acquaintance  many 
proved  to  be,  primarily  or  entirely,  religious,  patriotic,  recrea- 
tional, social  or  mutual  benefit  associations.  But  to  all  sched- 
ules or  shorter  blanks  or  requests  for  information  were  sent 
and  replies  received  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  thus  mak- 
ing, for  the  first  time  in  San  Francisco,  as  complete  a  list 
as  possible  of  all  charitable,  semi-charitable  and  social  wel- 
fare work.  The  information  thus  obtained  is  now  at  the 
service  of  our  members  and  the  public. 
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Moreover,  valualile  dala  and  statistics  have  been  secured 
whicli.  wlicii  cuinpKud  and  revised,  will  eventually  appear 
in  l.,i,.k  ..r  pamphlet  form, 

ENDORSEMENT  WORK  AND  PLANS. 
Owing  to  the  long  delay  of  various  applicants  in  sending 
in  or  completing  their  reports  it  was  not  until  December  that 
the  Committee  reached  endorsement.  On  December  7th, 
however,  seventy-one  societies  were  granted  and  notified  of 
endorsement  and  on  December  31st  the  list  was  published  in 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  "Activities."  At  the  same  time 
a  number  of  applications  were  taken  and  some  still  remain, 
under  advisement — because  of  the   special   or   doubtful   char- 


acter of  their  work,  .\pplications  from  other  societies  are  still 
coming  in  and  will  jirobably  continue  to  do  so. 

.Ml  societies  are  endorsed  upon  agreement  to  comply  with 
the  rules  of  the  Committee.  Owing  to  their  trying  experi- 
ences following  the  lire  and  financial  depression,  the  com- 
mittee is  not  disposed  to  be  exacting  in  enforcing  their  re- 
quirements during  the  payment  period  of  endorsement,  which, 
because  of  the  delay  above  referred  to,  expires  July  1,  1915. 

But  thereafter  wc  hope  to  introduce  in  those  societies  which 
require  it  a  better  system  of  accounting,  improved  adminis- 
tration and  greater  efficiency.  This  will  not  only  add  to  the 
value  of  their  work  but  strengthen  their  standing  and  directly 
tend  to  increase  the  volume  of  their  contributions.

CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES. 

The  Tacific  Coast  Office  of  the  Chamber  of  ComnKicc  of 
the  United  States  is  located  with  an  office  in  connection  with 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Coinmerce  offices.  The  Pa- 
cific Coast  Office  embraces  the  State  of  California,  Oregon, 
Washington,  Nevada,  Arizona,  Idaho  and  Utah,  embracing 
forty-six  commercial  organizations  that  are  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  and  nearly  three 
hundred  individual  members.  There  are  one  hundred  and 
fifty  individual  members  in  San  Francisco  alone.  This  of- 
fice was  created  in  order  to  better  serve  these  commercial 
organizations  and  the  members  thereof.  An  individual  mem- 
ber must  be  a  member  of  the  commercial  organizations  af- 
filiated with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States 
in  order  to  join  as  an  individual  member.  The  result  is  that 
the  National  Organization,  through  its  Pacific  Coast  Office, 
is  furnishing  a  direct  service  to  members  of  the  various 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  especially  to  the  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  It  is  naturally  of 
great  service  to  this  city  and  to  the  inembers  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  have  the  Pacific  Coast 
Office  located  in  conjunction  with  the  offices  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber. 

Extra  copies  are  kept  on  file  of  the  "Nation's  Business," 
the  monthly  publication  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  United  States,  as  well  as  copies  of  the  weekly  general 
Bulletin,  the  weekly  legislative  Bulletin  (published  during 
sessions  of  Congress),  as  well  as  copies  of  all  other  reports 
and  publications  issued  by  the  National  Chamber. 

The  National  Organization  has  been  making  a  specialty, 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  of  publishing  data  relative 
to  the  trade,  commerce  and  finance  of  the  South  American, 
ICuropean  and  Oriental  countries,  with  special  report  on  the 
trade  and  commerce  formerly  enjoyed  between  these  coun- 
tries and  Germany  and  .Austria,  as  well  as  other  countries 
now  at  war,  with  a  view  towards  showing  American  manu- 
facturers what  business  they  can  most  profitably  go  after. 
The  vast  ainount  of  data  secured  by  this  organization, 
through  its  Washington  office,  which  is  in  direct  touch  with 
all  departments  of  the  Federal  Government,  is  invaluable  to 
any  merchant. 

The  luncheon  held  at  the  Palace  Hotel  on  October  2nd, 
and  addressed  by  Edward  F.  Trefz,  Field  Secretary  of  thef 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  on  the  subject 
of  the  "New  Crisis  and  New  Patriotism,"  was  the  largest  at- 
tended luncheon-meeting  held  previous  to  the  meetings  now 
being  held  in  the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club.  This 
was  a  joint  meeting  of  the  membership  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  individual  members  in 
San  Francisco  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States. 
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Chamber's  Legislative  Bureau 


Headquarters  Legislative  Bureau,  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Sacramento,  January  25tli. — 
The  State  revenue  and  taxation  measure  carrying  an 
increase  of  20  per  cent  in  the  taxes  of  private  cor- 
porations and  from  7  to  14.28  per  cent  increase  for 
public  utility  corporations  has  passed  both  houses. 

The  Legislative  Bureau,  aided  bj'  Senator  Kchoe  of 
Humboldt,  made  a  determined  stand  against  the  in- 
crease on  private  corporations  for  the  reason  that  in 
addition  to  the  $1  per  $100  they  are  already  paying  the 
state  they  are  being  assessed  for  city  and  county  taxes. 
It  was  a  foregone  conclusion  from  the  start  that  tlie 
fight  was  hopeless,  one  of  the  senatorial  committee 
admitting,  frankly,  that  it  was  a  case  of  necessity,  that 
"the  state  needs  the  money."  That  this  is  true  is 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Control 
from  which  he  following  figures  are  taken  : 

The  State  Controller  estimates  the  receipts  for  the 
next  two  years  at  $33,266,800;  his  estimate  of  ex- 
penditures for  the  same  period  is  $14,432,802. 

In  addition  to  this  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Control 
carries  recommendations  for  $21,705,061.74,  divided 
as  follows:  General  appropriation,  $15,358,200;  spe- 
cial appropriations  for  established  projects,  $3,288,- 
926.74;  special  appropriation  for  new  projects,  $692,- 
500;  allowance  for  needs  not  reported,  $500,000;  Uni- 
versity Fund.  3  cent  tax,  $1,865,435.  This  makes  a  to- 
tal budget  of  $36,137,863.74  leaving  a  deficiency  in 
the  estimated  revenue  for  the  67th  and  68th  fiscal  years 
of  $2,871,063.74,  to  be  provided  for.  The  abolition 
of  the  poll  tax  causes  a  loss  in  revenue  for  the  next 
two  years  of  $1,700,000;  the  abolition  of  the  corpora- 
tion license  tax  caused  a  further  loss  of  $1,550,000  and 
it  is  said  that  the  estimated  increase  in  taxes  on  the 
gross  earnings  of  public  utility  corporations  will  be 
about  $2,000,000  short  of  the  estimate. 

It  is  a  question  whether  the  state  will  concern  itself 
in  the  loss  by  the  abolition  of  the  poll  tax,  leaving  the 
individual  counties  to  make  good  the  loss.  Aside  from 
that,  however,  is  that  $2,871,063.74,  which  had  to  be 
made  up.  This  was  done  by  increasing  the  taxes  on 
corporations  as  first  above  stated. 

There  is  every  indication  that  the  Administration  is 
endeavoring  to  prevent  a  flood  of  measures  such  as 
occurred  last  session  when  about  4,000  were  intro- 
duced. In  all  there  have  been  introduced  to  date  ap- 
proximately 1.100  bills  in  both  houses,  but  as  many  of 
these  are  duplicates  it  is  estimated  that  not  over  700 
original  bills  are  in  and  there  is  another  estimate  to  the 
effect  that  not  500  of  them  will  be  enacted.  Many  of 
the  bills  make  important  changes  in  the  existing  laws 
governing  commerce,  finance,  manufacturing,  water, 
electricity,  agriculture,   dairying,  horticulture,   etc. 

There  are  five  bills  regulating  motor  vehicles,  two 
bills  regulating  the  conduct  and  operation  of  hotels, 
^building  and  loan  commission  bills,  three  bills  affect- 
Fing  the  importation  of  Chinese  eggs,  three  bills  af- 
fecting the  distribution  of  electricity,  several  bills  regu- 
lating cemetery  removals,  bill  licensing  and  regulat- 
ing stationary  engineers,  water  bills  having  to  do  with 
riparian  rights,  with  mines,  the  loaning  of  money  and 
the  use  of  irrigation  bonds,  a  weekh'  and  a  semi- 
monthly wage  bill,  a  bill  regulating  the  preparation 
and  distribution  of  foodstuffs,  a  bill  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  elevators,  a  bill  regulating  the  manufac- 


ture and  distribution  of  dairy  products  and  the  sale 
of  pasteurized  milk,  bills  requiring  imported  crabs  to 
be  stamped,  bills  regulating  contracts  on  public  im- 
provements, bills  aiTecting  insurance  companies  and 
rates,  another  universal  Eight  Hour  Law  exempting 
the  farmer  in  times  of  harvest,  graduate  nurses  and 
the  canning  and  curing  of  perishable  fruits  and  vege- 
tables. 

The  proposed  measures  of  the  State  Federation  of 
Labor  have  not  all  been  introduced  but  probably  will 
be  by  the  end  of  this  first  session.  Among  those  al- 
ready in  may  be  mentioned  several  state  employment 
bureau  bills,  repeal  of  the  leading  clause  in  the  alien 
land  bill  to  abolish  the  property  qualification  of  jurors, 
the  "State  Factory  Bill"  to  permit  the  state  to  buy 
sites  and  engage  in  all  lines  of  manufacturing  and 
other  industries  and  sell  the  product  to  the  people ;  the 
eight  hour  bill,  the  weekly  and  semi-monthly  wage 
bills,  restricting  private  detectives,  bill  providing  that 
no  employe  may  be  discharged  on  the  evidence  of  a 
"spotter"  without  being  confronted  with  the  accuser 
and  the  evidence. 

There  is  a  bill  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  Com- 
pensation Act  to  occupational  diseases  and  providing 
a  burial  fund,  a  bill  regulating  the  employment  of  min- 
ors and  a  bill  compelling  employers  to  provide  pure 
drinking  water 'for  employes.  The  anti-injunction  bill 
is  still  held  back  though  its  introduction  is  promised. 

Senator  Chandler  of  Fresno  is  still  at  work  on  the 
amendment  to  the  initiative  and  it  is  possible  that  he 
may  not  have  it  introduced.  Another,  however,  is  in 
preparation  which  provides  for  depositing  the  petitions 
with  registrars  of  voters  where  they  may  be  signed, 
the  voters  to  be  notified  that  such  petitions  are  ready 
for  signatures.  The  proposed  measure  prohibits  so- 
liciting signatures  and  the  only  persons  to  be  author- 
ized to  carry  the  petitions  about  are  deputy  registrars 
of  voters  when  on  duty  and  who  must  explain  the 
contents  of  the  petition  to  the  voter  but  is  prohibited 
from  using  any  argument  for  or  against  the  measure. 
The  existing  percentage  of  voters  is  maintained. 

As  the  bills  come  from  the  state  printer  a  com- 
plete file  is  despatched  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  by  the  Bureau,  where  they  may  be  in- 
spected and  studied.

must    be  marked    as  required    for    less    than    carload 
freight." 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  importance 
of  the  strict  observance  of  the  foregoing  provisions. 
A  shipment  improperly  marked,  or  upon  which  old 
marks  have  not  been  eflfaced,  is  liable  to  go  astray,  and 
in  that  event  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  carrier's 
agent  to  locate  the  original  billing  in  order  to  forward 
the  shipment  to  its  proper  destination. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  urges  the  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  to  comply  with  these  provisions  of 
the  tariff  as  to  the  marking  of  shipments  and  the  re- 
moval of  old  marks,  and  takes  this  occasion  to  direct 
attention  to  their  importance.

This  Bureau  was  organized  to  protect  San  Francisco 
in  transportation  matters  from  undue  discrimination  in 
favor  of  other  sections  of  the  country-  with  which  San 
Francisco  competes  commercially,  and  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  San  Francisco  business  men  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  general  adjustment  of  rates. 

The  Bureau  is  in  a  position  to  give  to  individual 
members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
a  service  in  transportation  affairs  which  they  can  ob- 
tain from  no  other  source. 

Where  differences  arise  between  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  and  the  carriers,  the  Traffic  Bureau  will  give 
help  and  advice  when  needed.  It  will  indicate  the  bes* 
method  of  procedure  in  all  cases  in  which  traffic  prott^, 
lenis  are  involved,  and  wdiich  require  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  traffic  matters. 

It  is  hoped  that  no  member  of  the  Chamber  will 
hesitate  to  call  upon  the  Bureau  whenever  in  need  of 
advice  in  matters  relating  to  transportation.  Its  serv- 
ice is  yours  as  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  the  Bureau  was  established  and 
is  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  members. 
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The  Life -Saving  Service  as  it  Relates  to  the 
Pacific  Coa^

Shipping  men  and  the  insurance  world  will  be  especially  interested  in  to-morrow's  weekly  luncheon  meet- 
ing. In  fact,  any  wholesaler,  retailer  or  manufacturer  of  San  Francisco,  as  a  shipper  of  goods  will  be  interested 
in  knowing  something  about  the  heroic  work  that  is  going  on  daily  "Outside  the  Heads."  The  Revenue  Cutter 
Service  and  the  Life-Saving  Service  have  just  been  consolidated  by  an  act  of  Congress  and  are  now  known  as 
the  United  States  Coast  Guard  Service. 

The  business  man  need  only  be  reminded  of  the  wreck  of  the  "Hanalei"  and  many  others  to  realize  how 
strongly  these  matters  are  brought  home  to  us.  Captain  Cantwell  is  an  instructive  talker  and  has  a  real  mes- 
sage to  deliver  to-morrow.

ENDORSED  CHARITIES. 

Warning  against  fraud  or  misrepresentation  a  num- 
ber of  cases  of  improper  methods  of  soliciting,  or  al- 
leged misrepresentation  have  recently  been  drawn  to 
our  attention.  In  one  of  these  cases  a  solicitor  ap- 
pears to  have  obtained  several  contributions  purely  on 
the  strength  of  statements  that  the  society  she  repre- 
sented is  on  the  endorsed  list.  It  so  happens  that  such 
is  not  the  case. 

Whenever  such  claim  is  made  the  solicitor  should 
be  asked  for  the  collection  book,  as  furnished,  signed 
by  representatives  of  the  Endorsement  Committee. 

There  may  be  good  reasons  why.  the  soliciting  so- 
ciety does  not  use  these  books,  the  design  of  which  is 
to  prevent  fraud,  just  as  there  are  charitable  societies 
doing  good  work  so  circumstanced  that  they  do  no  gen- 
eral soliciting  and  do  not  feel  need  for  endorsement,  but 
in  every  case  of  doubt  an  inquiry  of  the  Endorsement 
Committee,  telephone  Kearny  112.  will  indicate  the 
general  nature  of  the  society's  work,  and  whether  it  is 
endorsed  or  not. 

By  asking  for  books  in  all  cases  that  seem  to  re- 
quire it,  our  members  will  protect  themselves,  the  en- 
tire public  and  the  genuine  charitable  work  of  the  com- 
munity. At  the  same  time  they  will  greatly  help  to 
clear  up  cases  of  suspicion  and  stamp  out  fraud. 


HOW    SAN    FRANCISCO   WILL   CELEBRATE 
OPENING  DAY  AT  THE  EXPOSITION. 

"How  .San  h'rancisco  will  celebrate  opening  i1;l\  at 
the  lixposition,"  was  the  theme  of  Charles  A.  Vogel- 
sang's atldress  to  the  members  of  the  Chamber  (jf 
Commerce  at  their  weekly  luncheon  at  the  Commer- 
cial Club,  on  last  Friday. 

Reminding  his  hearers  tliat  this  was  a  time  when 
"hot  air"  did  not  go,  the  speaker  jiointcd  out  to  them 
a  few  facts  in  connection  with  the  coming  event.  He 
said  in  part:  "You  San  Franciscans  are  living  in  the 
shadow  of  a  great  event — one  that  you  don't  appreciate. 
It  is  left  for  the  outsider,  the  one  from  other  states 
to  properly  conceive  of  the  magnitude  of  our  under- 
taking. It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  the  Exposition  will 
open  on  time.  The  seed  was  planted  here  in  the  Mer- 
chants Exchange,  by  one  of  your  members.  You  ha\c 
built  a  frame — the  picture  is  inside.  In  foreign  exhib- 
its this  Exposition  will  be  greater  than  Chicago  or  St. 
Louis,  and  in  exhibition  by  States,  greater  than  either. 

"The  undertaking  has  had  its  trials  and  tribulations, 
but  as  in  times  past  when  adversity  has  threatened, 
we  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder,  and  our  efforts  have 
been  crowned  with  success.  Our  railway  line  alone, 
out  of  six  transcontinental  lines,  has  already  contracted 
for  the  supplying  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  special 
trains.  I-'our  hundred  is  a  modest  estimate  of  the  num- 
ber of  Congresses  and  Conventions  to  be  held  at  this 
Exposition.  They  will  average  si.x  per  day  and  they 
will  last  from  six  to  fifteen  days.  A  conservative  esti- 
mate is  that  these  conventions  will  bring  eight  hundred 
thousand  people  to  the  city,  and  they  will  remain  for 
at  least  one  week.  An  event  like  this  will  never  oc- 
cur again.  There  will  be  Expositions  held  to  celebrate 
special  events,  but  never  another  to  commemorate  the 
opening  of  such  a  waterway.  And  now  you  San  Fran- 
ciscans have  a  duty  to  perform.  You  should  meet  and 
as  a  vast,  sober,  dignified  throng  march  out  Van  Ness 
Avenue  to  this  picture  which  you  have  completed.  So 
will  you  impress  the  world.  Marching  not  with  ban- 
ners and  the  panoply  of  war,  but  in  solemn  dignity  and 
a  consciousness  of  a  work  well  done.  This  is  our  op- 
portunity. Pictures  will  be  taken  and  will  go  out  to 
the  world — and  the  world,  seeing,  will  say  "This  is  the 
spirit  of  San  Francisco."  Many  peoples  will  visit  this 
Exposition,  and  who  knows  if  in  some  convention,  or 
otherwise,  that  this  may  be  the  land  and  the  time  where 
definite  steps  will  be  taken  to  silence  the  war  drums 
that  now  disturb  the  peace  of  the  world.  Yonder  lies 
the  battleship  'Oregon.'  You  know  what  she  meant 
to  us  when  she  last  sailed  out  of  this  harbor.  But  now 
slie  is  here  on  a  different  mission — one  of  peace.  With 
all  the  elements  tending  to  one  common  point,  we 
have  somethin.g  to  be  proud  of — so  on  that  day  which 
marks  the  opening  of  the  greatest  Exposition  the  world 
has  ever  known,  we  can  do  nothing  better  than  in- 
vite our  friends,  pin  badges  upon  ourselves  and  march 
out  to  this  city  within  a  cit)',  which  we  have  budded 
by  the  sea.  It  may  cause  you  some  personal  discom- 
fort— some  inconvenience,  but  for  one  day  only — re- 
member. You  will  have  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
(lavs  left  in  which  to  visit  it  at  vour  leisure." 
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THE  LEGISLATIVE  SESSION 


Legislative  Bureau,  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, Sacramento,  Cal.,  Februjuy  1. — The  first  half 
(i|  the  I'orty-first  Session  of  the  California  Legislature 
ailjourneil  Saturday  at  one  o'clock  p.  ni.,  until  March 
8th  at  noon. 
t^  Those  who  prophesied  a  minimum  number  of  bills 
Jfcvoii  as  low  as  600  have  been  proven  wrong  for  there 
was  introduced  in  both  houses  a  total  of  2,686  bills — 
1,484  in  the  Assembly  and  1,202  in  the  Senate.  While 
lliis  number  is  far  below  that  of  the  last  session  when 
ajiproximately  4,000  bills  were  introduced,  yet  the 
luunber  of  original  bills  in  this  session  is  larger  for 
the  reason  that  in  the  last  session  a  majority  of  the 
bills  were  duplicates  or  companion  bills  issued  in  both 
houses.  In  this  session  that  practice  was  discouraged. 
The  flood  of  bills  the  last  week  severely  taxed  the 
State  Printing  Office  and  when  the  session  adjourned 
about  half  the  bills  were  printed.  State  Printer  Tellfer 
hopes  by  the  last  of  this  week  to  have  all  the  bills 
printed. 

The  length  of  the  second  session  is  problematical, 
predictions  being  freely  made  that  it  will  last  until 
the  latter  part  of  April  or  the  first  of  May.  Some  more 
optimistic  hold  to  the  opinion  that  the  work  will  be 
finished  during  March.  Those  holding  to  the  idea  of 
a  long  session  point  to  the  large  number  of  bills,  many 
of  which  carry  the  promise  of  a  fight. 

Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  non-partisan  bill 
doing  away  with  party  designation  on  the  ballot  in 
state  elections,  the  rural  credits  bills,  the  state  market- 
ing commission  bill,  a  number  of  motor  vehicle  bills, 
water  bills,  department  of  agriculture,  department  of 
natural  resources,  bills  affecting  railroads  and  public 
utilities,  banks,  building  and  loan  commissions,  bills 
aliolishing  capital  punishment,  bills  affecting  agricul- 
tural interests  and  irrigation  districts,  liquor  bills,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  fifty  or  more  measures  that  are 
classed  generally  as  labor  bills.  The  latter  were  pro- 
posed generally  by  the  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Labor,  which  has  had  a  strong  lobby 
here  during  the  greater  part  of  the  session. 

.^mong  these  are  the  repeal  of  the  leasing  clause  in 
tlic  alien  land  bill,  the  bill  prohibiting  courts  from  is- 
suing injunctions  in  labor  disputes,  the  bill  abolishing 
property  qualifications  of  jurors,  reducing  the  waiting 
period  under  the  compensation  act  from  two  weeks  to 
■one,  the  bill  practically  preventing  courts  from  declar- 
ing laws  unconstitutional,  the  bill  restricting  the  em- 
ployment of  private  detectives  and  private  armed 
guards,  the  bill  asking  for  jury  trials  in  cases  of  con- 
tempt of  court  growing  out  of  labor  disputes,  the  bill 
prohibiting  the  discharge  of  an  employee  on  the  report 
of  a  special  agent  until  such  time  as  the  employee  has 
a  hearing  and   licing  confronted   by   the   accuser  and 


the  evidence,  the  several  bills  providing  for  free  state 
employment  agencies,  each  carrying  an  appropriation, 
one  as  high  as  $250,000,  another  labor  bill  providing  a 
ninety-day  residence  in  the  state  sufficient  to  give  a 
citizen  the  right  to  vote.  There  is  another  bill  known 
as  the  State  Factory  bill,  which  permits  the  state  to 
buy  laud,  factory  sites,  etc.,  and  authorizing  it  to  en- 
ter into  every  kind  of  manufacturing  industry  and  ag- 
ricultural pursuit,  which  the  people  may  designate  and 
sell  its  product  to  the  people. 

Then  there  is  a  revival  of  the  eight-hour  law,  de- 
feated by  so  large  a  majority  at  the  last  election.  The 
proposed  bill  now  pending  exempts  graduate  nurses, 
farmers  during  the  harvest  season  only  and  the  can- 
ning and  curing  of  perishable  fruits  and  vegetables. 

The  number  of  labor  bills  far  exceeds  those  of  any 
previous  session.  It  is  probable  that  some  will  never 
get  out  of  connnittee,  but  this  is  not  believed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislature  who  point 
to  the  votes  in  the  Labor  and  Capital  Committees  of 
both  houses.  The  division  in  the  vote  so  far  has  been 
— in  the  Senate  Committee  seven  for  labor  and  four 
against ;  in  the  Assembly  ten  for  labor  and  three 
against.  This,  however,  is  susceptible  to  variation  on 
the  more  drastic  measures. 

Assemblyman  Ashley,  a  farmer  of  San  Joaquin  Coun-' 
ty.  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  initiative,  refer- 
endum and  recall  designed  to  prevent  fraudulent  peti- 
tions and  at  the  same  time  makes  it  possible  for  an 
elector  to  have  an  initiative  petition  made  available  for 
signatures  in  each  county  in  the  state  without  cost  to 
him.  Soliciting  si.gnatures  is  eliminated,  only  qualified 
electors  being  permitted  to  sign  petitions  which  are  to 
be  filed  with  count}'  clerks  or  registrars  of  voters  and 
kept  available  for  examination  and  signatures  during 
regular  office  hours.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  peti- 
tions shall  be  kept  available  for  signatures  at  all 
branch  offices  of  clerks  and  also  that  registration  dep- 
uties shall  carry  with  them  copies  of  any  petition.  All 
clerks  and  deputies  are  forbidden  to  express  any  infor- 
mation favoring  or  opposing  any  proposed  act,  statute 
or  amendment  to  the  constitution  when  informing  an 
elector  that  a  certain  petition  is  available  for  signa- 
ture. The  proposed  change  allows  an  elector  or  group 
of  electors  to  propose  any  act  or  statute  merely  by  fil- 
ing the  proposition  with  any  county  clerk  or  registrai'.= 
Automatically  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  initiate  the  identical  measure  in  all  other  coun- 
ties of  the  state  and  the  electorate  is  notified  by  means 
of  advertisements  in  newspapers  of  such  petition.  The 
percentage  required  to  invoke  the  initiative,  referen- 
dum and  recall  are  left  the  same  as  at  present. 

Labor  has  announced  that  it  will  fight  any  change 
in  the  proposed  law.  The  state  marketing  or  produce

commission  bills,  of  which  there  are  two  or  three, 
provide  a  commission  of  from  three  to  six  members 
with  a  minimum  salary  of  $5,000  each  per  annum.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  these  commissioners  to  establish 
markets  in  populous  centers  to  which  any  grower  or 
producer  in  the  state  may  consign  his  produce  to  be 
sold  on  commission  by  the  state  and  distributed  by 
the  commission  to  jobbers,  retailers  and  consumers. 

The  great  majority  of  legislators  have  placed  on  their 
mailing  lists  either  public  libraries.  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce or  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  cities  and  towns  in 
their  respective  districts  to  which  have  been  sent  com- 
plete files  of  all  Senate  and  Assembly  bills,  and  where 
they  may  be  studied  by  those  whose  interests  are  af- 
fected by  the  proposed  measures.     This  is  the  design

of  the  February  recess,  to  give  the  electors  an  oppor-  " 
tunity  to  study  the  bills  and  communicate  their  de- 
sires respecting  any  measure  or  measures  to  their  rep- 
resentatives. 

Very  few  bills  have  been  acted  upon  finally  by  the 
Committees  ;  none  of  any  great  importance  except  those 
declared  to  be  emergency  measures,  among  which  is 
the  revenue  and  taxation  bill,  the  bill  changing  the  time 
to  fix  the  price  of  jute  bags  by  the  prison  commission-T 
ers,  the  bill  requiring  dust  proof  containers  for  cement 
bags  and  the  bill  permitting  convicts  to  work  on  the 
lateral  on  state  highways. 

When  the  second  half  of  the  session  opens  in  March 
the  legislature  will  be  ready  to  act  on  bills  as  rapidly 
as  they  come  out  of  committee.  ■ 
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PROPOSED  INDUSTRIAL  SPUR  TRACK  AREA  FOR  SAN  FRA   :  :.. 

The  above  map  shows  the  area  in  San  Francisco  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  create  an  Industrial  District,  in  which  manu- 
facturers can  feel  assured  spur  track  facilities  will  be  granted.  The  original  of  this  map  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who,  in  turn,  referred  the  matter  to  the  Street  Committee,  which  committee  has  approved  the  dis- 
trict with  the  exception  of  the  blocks  between  Howard  and  Mission  Streets,  and  from  the  water  front  to  First  Street. 

The  white  lines  denote  streets  which  are  needed  as  laterals  and  are  to  be  kept  open  for  traffic  and  street  cars.  All  of  this 
proposed  zone  has  been  carefully  gone  over  by  the  Chamber,  and  the  area  included  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  various  Improve- 
ment Clubs  in  the  districts  affected. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  district  will  be  created  so  that  prospective  manufacturers  may  select  a  site  with  assurance  of  being  able 
to  secure  spur  track  facilities.  

PUBLICATION  OF  CENSUS  DELAYED  BECAUSE  MANUFACTURERS  NEGLECT 
TO  MAKE  REPORTS. 


Director  W'ni.  J.  Harris  of  the  Census  Bureau  regrets 
the  necessity  of  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  a 
large  number  of  manufacturers  have  neglected  to  make 
the  reports  required  for  the  census  of  1914.  This  not 
only  delays  the  publication  of  the  census,  but  adds 
greatly  to  the  cost  of  the  work.  The  law  directs  that 
a  census  of  manufactures  shall  be  taken  every  fifth  year, 
and  the  director  has  done  everything  possible  to  fa- 
cilitate the  work.  The  blanks  on  which  to  make  the 
reports  were  mailed  to  all  manufacturers  with  the  re- 
quest that  the  returns  be  forwarded  to  the  Census  Bu- 
reau by  January  15,  1915.  The  co-operation  of  cham- 
bers of  commerce,  boards  of  trade,  and  other  organi- 
zations interested  in  our  industrial  development  has 
been  solicited,  but,  notwithstanding  their  very  general 
response  and  assistance,  comparatively  few  reports 
have  been  received,  and  a  large  number  of  those  that 
have  reached  the  office  are  verv  defective. 


It  is  feared  that  the  importance  of  these  statistics 
showing  the  condition  of  all  industries  during  the  year 
1914  is  not  appreciated.  Unless  all  manufacturers  make  . 
proper  returns  the  relative  standing  of  one  industry 
with  anotlier  and  of  one  city  with  another  will  be 
seriously  affected.  The  city  of  San  Francisco  should 
not  lose  the  position  to  which  it  is  entitled  industrial- 
ly, and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  see  that  full 
and  complete  returns  are  made  of  all  our  industries. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  recognized  the  impor- 
tance of  having  the  city  properly  represented  in  this 
census,  and  have  recommended  that  all  manufacturers 
give  the  requests  for  census  reports  prompt  and  care- 
ful consideration.  It  is  hoped  that  each  manufacturer 
will  appreciate  his  individual  responsibility,  and  send 
in   his  ci:>ni|)lctcil  schedules  .it  once. 


PAGO  PAGO  SERVICE  DISCONTINUED. 
J,  The  service  of  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Company  from 
Pago  Pago  east-bound,  has  been  discontinued  on  ac- 
count of  being  unremunerative.  This  leaves  the  Amer- 
ican colony  of  Samoa  unprovided  with  steamship  serv- 
ice to  the  United  States  the  same  as  Guam.  The  For- 
eign Trade  Department  is  making  eflforts  to  have  this 
service  re-established,  At  present  the  only  service 
cast-bound  is  to  British  Columbia.

Dodwcll  i^  Co.  anniiiiiK'i.-  that  llie  r.rilisli  sU-aim-r 
A.-lyanax  will  leave  Liverpool  on  January  30th  for  San 
I'Vancisco  via  the  Canal  in  the  Hhie  Funnel  Line.  Fol- 
lowiufj-  this  vessel  will  be  the  British  steamer  Machaon 
on  February  27th  and  tlie  Calchas  on  March  27th.  The 
latter  two  have  a  carrying  capacity  of  12,000  tons. 


Tiie  steamer  California,  late  I'jritish  steamer  Algfoa, 
sailed  from  San  Francisco  on  January  2Dth  for  Galves- 
ton to  load  cargo  of  cotton  for  Europe.  This  vessel  will 
transport  about  20,000  bales  across  the  Atlantic. 


A  new  addition  to  the  coast  lumber  fleet  was 
launched  on  January  19th  at  St.  Helens  for  the  Chas. 
R.  McCormick  Co.  of  San  Francisco  and  named  W'z- 
pama.  

The  .American  Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  has  let 
contracts  for  three  additional  steamers  for  the  .Atlantic- 
Pacific  trade.  Two  of  the  vessels  will  be  desi.s;ned  to 
carry  lumber,  of  which  increasing  amounts  are  stead- 
ily being  offered.  

The  British  steamer  Pectan,  property  of  the  Union 
( )il  Company,  has  had  her  name  changed  to  Coalinga 
and  is  now  flying  the  .American  flag. 

About  twenty-five  \essels  which  have  been  laid  up 
for  several  months  during  the  year  1914  went  into 
commission  in  the  month  of  January,  1915.  These  ves- 
sels range  from  300  tons  to  3,000  tons,  and  ply  along 
the  Pacific  Coast  ports.  Vessels  of  larger  carrying  ca- 
pacity, which  have  been  plying  on  this  coast,  have  gone 
off  shore  where  freights  and  tonnage  are  in  den^and 
f'  ir  large  vessels.     

NEW  WESTERN  CLASSIFICATION  NO.  53. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  West- 
ern Classification  No.  53,  effective  February  20.  1915, 
which  makes  a  good  many  changes  in  the  present 
classification  and  rating  of  merchandise.  T^Iost  of  the 
changes  are  in  the  nature  -of  modifications  or  reduc- 
'tions.    There  are  a  few  advances. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  course  cannot  determine  what 
IS  to  the  advantage  or  disadvantage  of  the  various  ship- 
pers, but  if  the  members  will  take  pains  to  inform  them- 
selves or  to  communicate  with  the  Traffic  Bureau  con- 
cerning any  changes  in  their  particular  commodities, 
the  Traffic  Bureau  will  immediately  give  them  full  in- 
formation relative  to  any  changes  that  may  have  been 
made  respecting  such  commodities,  and  co-operate 
with  them  in  any  proper  action  to  adjust  the  change 
on  an  equitable  basis. 

In  the  very  nature  of  things  the  Traffic  Bureau  can- 
not possibly  be  informed  by  a  mere  checking  of  the 
classification  as  to  what  effect  the  changes  may  have 
upon  the  movement  of  the  business,  and  therefore 
members  are  requested  to  take  up  matters  of  changes 
in  the  new  classification  wdth  the  Traffic  Bureau. 

INCREASED  AUSTRALIAN   DUTIES. 

The  Australian  Government  has  recently  increased 
the  duty  on  American  goods  from  five  per  cent  to  prac- 
tically ten  per  cent.  The  Foreign  Trade  Department 
IS  endeavoring  to  have  this  put  back  to  the  old  prefer- 
ential figures  and  has  secured  the  active  support  of 
the  .Australian  Trade  Commissioner  in  this  citv.

THE  LIFE-SAVING  SERVICE  AS  IT  RELATES 
TO  THE  PACIFIC  COAST. 

By  Captain  J.  C.  Cantwell. 
Captain  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Service. 

'i'he  regular  weekly  luncheon  meeting  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  addressed  last 
Friday  by  Captain  J.  C.  Cantwell,  Captain  of  the  U.  S. 
Coast  Guard  Service,  on  the  subject  of  "The  Life- 
Saving  Service  as  it  Relates  to  the  Pacific  Coast." 

President  W.  N.  Moore  presided  at  the  meeting, 
and  in  a  few  well-chosen  words  introduced  the  guest 
of  honor. 

Captain  Cantwell  said  in  part: 

"It  is  an  honor,  I  assure  you,  to  speak  on  this,  or 
any  other  subject  before  such  an  assemblage.  This  is 
a  subject  that  I  have  been  interested  in  all  my  life, 
beginning  at  nineteen  years  of  age.  I  have  been  de- 
tailed as  Inspector  in  several  districts  of  the  Life- 
Saving  Service  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States, 
and  am  therefore  personally  acquainted  with  over  fifty 
jier  cent  of  its  personnel.  In  my  talk  to-day  I  am  par- 
ticularly anxious  to  have  heroic  deeds  ascribed  to  in- 
dividuals and  not  the  Service.  Tlie  success  of  the 
Service  lies  in  the  members.  The  stations  are  not  con- 
tiguous, and  are  separated  from  three  miles  on  the 
.Atlantic  Coast  to  140  miles  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  In- 
dividual initiative  and  enterprise  go  a  long  ways  in 
this  service. 

"In  1879,  the  year  the  Life-Saving  Service  was  in- 
augurated, a  succession  of  disastrous  gales  occurred 
on  tlie  Atlantic  Coast,  bringing  forth  a  general  protest 
from  the  public  on  the  great  loss  of  life.  ^Ir.  Kimball, 
the  veteran  head  of  the  Service,  applied  to  Congress 
in  that  year  for  the  establishment  of  a  life-saving 
service.  There  are  now  285  stations  on  the  coast  of 
the  LTnited  States  from  Maine  to  Texas,  and  from 
.San  Diego  to  Puget  Sound ;  203  stations  are  on  the 
.Atlantic  Coast.  63  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  19  on  the 
Pacific  Coa.st,  including  one  at  Nome,  Alaska. 

"The  particular  point  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention 
of  this  meeting  to  to-day  is  the  lack  of  stations  on  the 
Pacific  Coast.  From  Florida  to  !Maine,  with  a  coast 
line  of  1700  miles,  there  are  197  stations,  while  from 
San  Diego  to  Puget  Sound,  a  stretch  of  1300  miles,  we 
have  only  18  stations.  The  450  miles  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  San  Diego  is  absolutely  unprotected  and  de- 
void of  stations. 

"Our  commerce  is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
-At  the  close  of  the  European  war  a  treinendous  in- 
crease in  shipping  will  take  place  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
coming  from  the  Panama  Canal  along  our  coast  to 
.San  Francisco.  In  the  old  days  of  the  wind-jammer, 
the  sailing  ships  went  far  out  to  sea  in  order  to  catch 
the  wind,  often  going  as  far  as  Honolulu.  Steamers 
will  take  the  shortest  course  between  two  points,  which 
is  along  the  coast.  The  officers  who  have  luanned  the 
steamers  moving'  along  the  coast  in  the  past  have  been 
fully  acquainted  with  the  navigation  of  the  Coast. 
Foreign  ships  coming  through  the  Canal  will  not  be 
familiar  with  the  coast,  and  thus  exposed  to  all  the 
dangerous  points.  There  are  only  two  harbors  from 
San  Diego  to  Puget  Sound  in  which  a  vessel  can  find 
shelter  during  a  storm.  San  Francisco  is  the  only  open 
harbor  on  the  coast  with  the  exception  of  San  Diego. 
With  increased  commerce  we  will  have  increased  ac- 
cidents.

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INDUSTRIAL  WORK. 

r'roni  San  Francisco  to  New  York  clear  across  the 
continent  lias  spread  the  news  of  the  indnstrial  work 
being  condncted  by  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  Chamljer  has  receixed  a  bine  print  and  specifi- 
cations of  a  piece  of  property  of  the  IJorong'h  of 
r.rooklyn,  New  York,  snitable  for  factory  sites,  from 
a  pronn'nent  New  York  real  estate  com|)any.  The 
Chandler  has  received  this  inqniry  as  a  direct  resnlt 
of  the  hundreds  of  letters  that  arc  beins  sent  to  manu- 
facturers throughout  the  United  States  in  an  endeavor 
to  persuade  them  to  locate  branch  factories  or  Pa- 
cific Coast  headquarters  in  San  Francisco  or  vicinity. 
It  is,  therefore,  quite  a  com]diment  to  be  asked  to  fur- 
nish possible  buyers  for  a  valuable  strip  of  land  in  the 
metropolis  of  the  country. 

The  answers  to  the  iiK|uirics  sent  thnuighoul  the 
country  arc  now  coming  in  and  the  results  are  most 
encouraging.  Practically  every  manufacturer  exhib- 
iting at  the  Exposition  will  send  a  principal  of  the 
company  to  this  city  some  time  during  the  year.  It 
will  be  the  aim  of  the  Chamber  to  personally  interest 
these  manufacturers  in  the  advantages  of  the  me- 
tropolis of  the  West.  Several  of  the  largest  concerns 
in  the  United  States  have  signified  their  intention  of 
oiiening  branch  offices  in  San  Francisco  after  the  Ex- 
position, with  a  view  toward  establishing  branch  fac- 
tories when  the  business  warrants  it.  Many  others  are 
open  to  argument  and  are  rapidly  being  convinced. 
Even  the  smaller  concerns  who  have  answered  to  the 
effect  that  they  did  not  contemplate  establishing  in 
the  West  are  being  persuaded  by  various  methods  to 
at  least  consider  the  matter  by  making  a  personal 
investigation,  that  they  will  be  the  better  equipped 
to  come  to  a  more  business-like  decision. 

The  street  connnittee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  approved  the  proposed  industrial  spur  track  area 
as  suggested  by  the  Chamber,  with  one  or  two  minor 
changes.  This  matter  will  come  up  before  the  full 
Board  at  an  early  date,  so  that  it  is  confidently  ex- 
[lected  that  the  Chamber  will  be  able  to  point  out  to 
])rospective  manufacturers,  during  the  year,  exactly 
where  tliey  may  locate  with  full  assurances  of  being 
able  to  secure  spur  track  facilities. 


"ACTIVITIES"   APPRECIATED. 

.As  indicating  the  wide  circulation  given  articles  ap- 
pearing in  the  weekly  ".Activities."  it  is  interesting  to 
learn  that  the  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  an  inquiry 
from  Jacksonville,  Florida,  based  on  an  article  which 
appeared  in  the  ".Activities"  of  January  7.  1915.  "In- 
dustrial Switching  Charges  .Abolished  in  San  Fran- 
cisco." This  article  was  reproduced  in  a  Chicago  pub- 
lication called  "Public  Service  Regulation,"  January 
15th,  and  a  large  hnnber  concern  in  Jacksonville  is 
writing  the  Chamber's  Traffic  Bureau  for  information 
and  advice  in  connection  therewith. 


WORK  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  BUREAU  DUR- 
ING RECESS. 

During  the  interim  between  the  sessions  of  the 
Legislature  the  2686  bills  introduced  arc  being  segre- 
gated under  departmental  heads.  In  al!  there  are  about 
fift)^  industries  and  activities  affected  by  bills  ranging  in 
number  from  four  or  five  to  over  sixty.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  make  a  digest  of  the  bills  afTecting  each  de- 
partment, showing  concisely  just  what  each  Ijill  means 
or  proposes  to  do.  Labor  alone  has  over  sixty  bills 
ranging  from  a  weekly  pay-day  and  the  eight-hour  day 
to  the  repeal  of  the  leasing  clause  in  the  alien  land  law 
and  abolishing  the  property  qualification  of  jurors. 

Lender  the  appropriate  headings  for  legislative 
measures  may  be  mentioned  the  following:  Banks  and 
Finance,  Corporations,  stockholders,  etc..  Electricity 
and  Public  Utilities,  Water  and  Irrigation,  Railroads, 
.Motor  Vehicles,  Insurance,  Forestry,  Elevators,  Li(|- 
uor  measures.  State  Markets,  Dairies,  Labor,  Contrac- 
tors, Manufacturers,  Foodstuffs,  Motels,  Coal,  Brokers 
Real  Estate,  Agriculture,  Advertisements,  Dentists. 
Physicians,  Druggists,  Cemeteries,  Agents,  Building 
and  Loan  Companies,  .Abolishing  Capital  Punishment, 
Initiative,  Recall  and  Referendum,  Rural  Credits,  De- 
partment of  .Agriculture,  Department  State  Engineer- 
ing, Department  Natural  Resources,  State  Forestry, 
Direct  Primary,  Open  Accounts,  Attachments, 
Weights  and  Measures,  Taxes  and  Revenue,  Tene- 
ment Houses,  .Amendments  to  the  Compensation  .Act 
and  others. 

The  flood  of  bills  the  last  week  of  the  first  half  of 
the  session  over-taxed  the  State  Printing  Office  and 
complete  files  of  all  bills  were  not  received  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  until  the  first  of  this  week. 
The  work  of  segregating  the  bills  and  making  the  di- 
,gest  is  being  prosecuted  actively,  and  it  will  probably 
be  completed  a  week  before  the  convening  of  the  sec- 
ond session,  March  8th. 

Of  the  2,686  bills  there  are  many  which  probably 
will  never  be  reported  out  of  committee,  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  a  number  of  special  appropriation 
bills  and  numerous  amendments  to  the  Code.  On  the 
other  hand  there  are  many  bills  having  a  direct  bear- 
ing on  the  commerce,  manufacturing,  agricultural  and 
financial  interests  of  the  State  wdnich  are  morally  cer- 
tain to  be  reported  out  of  committee,  many  with  the 
recommendation  that  they  "do  pass."  These  are  the 
bills  that  must  be  studied  carefully. 

.At  the  coming  session  arrangements  will  be  made 
to  notify  those  interested  in  particular  bills  of  legis- 
lative hearings  at  which  their  views  may  be  expressed. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  maintaining  a  complete 
file  of  all  legislative  measures  introduced  where  those 
interested  in  any  particular  bill  may  make  a  study 
of  it. 

The  Legislative  Bureau  will  give  members  of  the 
Chandjer  information  on  any  of  the  proposed  measures, 
either  personally  or  by  letter.  Call  or  address  Legis- 
lative  Bureau,  Chandier  of  Commerce.

Owing  to  confusion  that  has  arisen  Ihroiigli  tlie  ac- 
tivities of  various  individual  committees,  the  Commis- 
sion for  Relief  in  Belgium  finds  it  necessary  to  make 
plain  certain  matters  connected  with  Relief  Work  in 
the  United  States. 

Within  the  past  few  days  the  Commission  has  re- 
ceived many  telegrams  from  various  states  asking  if 
hereafter  cash  only  is  to  be  accepted  for  relief  work  . 
in  Belgium.  It  appears  several  individual  committees 
liave  issued  appeals  for  cash  contrihutions  only,  and 
obviously  their  names  have  been  confused  with  the 
main  organization  because  of  the  similarity  of  all  re- 
lief names.  .Such  appeals  of  individual  committees,  it 
should  be  understood,  do  not  come  from  the  Com- 
mission for  Relief  in  Belgium,  the  international  body 
which  is  constituted  under  nuuierous  diplomatic,  naval 
and  military  conventions. 

In  general,  it  .should  be  understood  that  the  Com- 
mission desires  more  particularly  non-perishable  food- 
stufTs.  From  the  states  not  as  yet  officially  organized 
and  represented  by  a  recognized  committee,  it  desires 
contributions  of  either  foodstuffs  or  money  l)y  check 
or  postoffice  order. 

The  urgent  need  of  further  contributions,  not  only 
of  cash,  but  of  foodstuff's  as  well,  is  shown  by  the  fig- 
ures of  the  Commission  for  the  month  of  February, 
which  indicates  a  shortage  of  many  thousand  tons. 

The  Commission  is  actually  short  in  the  department 
for  the  feeding  of  destitute  Belgians,  twenty-one  thou- 
sand tons  for  February,  twenty-five  thousand  tons  for 
March,  and  thirty  thousand  tons  for  .\pril.  The  en- 
forced transfer  of  food  from  the  department  for  pro- 
visioning those  who  can  still  pay  something  for  ra- 
tions during  these  months  is  bound  to  eat  up  its  pro- 
visioning capitals  seriously. 


'J'hcrc  are  now  1,400,000  destitute,  and  all  others 
likewise  are  foodless  except  as  the  Commission  sup- 
plies them.  The  actual  cost  of  supplying  and  admin- 
istering the  canteens  for  the  destitute  now  is  less 
than  fiftv  cents  a  week,  or  two  dollars  per  person  each 
month,  'or  $2,800,000,  The  number  of  the  destitute 
daily  increases.  The  Commission  alone  through  prior 
arrangements  for  babies  and  young  children  has  now 
over  83,491  cases,  or  3,99.^,165  cans  of  condensed,  un- 
sweetened and  powdered  milk  already  sent  forward, 
in  hand,  or  on  order  for  early  shipment.  It  has  been 
able  to  establish  and  maintain  a  number  of  dairies  in 
Belgium.  With  the  condensed  milk  purchased  and 
already  donated  through  this  and  other  avenues,  the 
present  supply  in  sight  is  enough  for  two  months.  But 
the  Commission  needs  other  food — it  needs  the  largest 
tonnage  of  healthful  nutriment  that  can  be  procured 
from  donations,  and  from  purchases  not  only  expert- 
ly bought,  but  even  more  important  foodstuffs  ex- 
pertly selected  to  sustain  healthy  life.  The  Commis- 
sion must  obtain  sufficient  quantities  of  such  food  or 
people  will  perish. 

The  Commission  has  nearly  one  hundred  author- 
ized assembling  depots  and  agents  to  serve  forty-nine 
states.  It  has  terminal  warehouses  or  docks  in  four- 
teen American  ports.  It  has  special  arrangements  with 
many  railways,  special  express  reductions  from  each 
express  office  in  the  United  States,  and  has  been  ac- 
corded a  helping  hand  in  connection  with  the  parcel 
post. 

This  problem  is  so  great,  so  menacing  of  colossal 
catastrophes  that  the  Commission  for  Relief  in  Bel- 
gium asks  for  intelligent  team  work,  in  which  equal 
justice  obtains  for  every  helping  Committee  and  in- 
dividual.

"The  total  cost  of  the  Life-Saving  Service  during  the 
fiscal  year  1913-14,  was  $2,312,700.  The  property  saved 
during  this  same  period  was  valued  at  $18,/83,200. 
Every  dollar  expended  by  the  Life-Saving  Service  re- 
turned $9. 

"During  last  year  there  were  9.296  lives  imperiled, 
and  only  38  lost,  in  the  Life-Saving  Service  of  the 
United  States.  Compared  to  any  other  life-saving 
service  in  the  world,  and  every  other  nation  has  a  life- 
saving  service,  the  LInited  States  beats  them  all.  The 
Royal  Life-Saving  Service  of  England  during  the  year 
had  a  record  of  36,000  lives  imperiled,  and  1200  lost. 

"On  the  125  miles  of  New  Jersey  coast-line  there 
are  41  life-saving  stations,  while  if  a  wreck  occurred 
at  Pt.  Arena  on  this  coast,  the  nearest  station  is  140 
miles  north  of  Eureka. 

"During  the  past  year,  of  the  disasters  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  vessels  amounting  to  150,404  tons  were  lost  or 
injured,  representing  a  property  valuation  of  $14,388,- 
885.  On  the  Atlantic  Coast  106  vessels  were  lost, 
representing  a  tonnage  of  366,660  and  valued  at  $38,- 
690,695. 

"The  remedy  is  co-operation  of  effort.  You  should 
secure  an  appropriation  from  Congress  to  build  and 
equip  new  stations,  ^^■e,  as  oflficers  of  the  Service, 
have  no  power  to  build  new  stations.  Now,  the  ques- 
tion is,  have  we  neglected  our  part,  or  is  Congress  to 
blame  for  not  making  the  needed  remedv  under  a  mis- 


understanding. Congress  appropriates  $275,000,000 
annually  to  the  army  and  navy,  and  only  $2,212,000 
for  the  purpose  of  life-saving. 

"Life-saving  stations  should  be  equipped  with  wire- 
less. The  crew  at  the  station  of  Bandon,  Oregon,  as 
an  experiment,  and  at  their  own  expense,  equipped 
a  wireless  at  a  cost  of  $112.  They  have  received  mes- 
sages from  Honolulu,  and  can  send  a  message  for  a 
distance  of  150  miles.  The  hand  trucks  should  be 
supplanted  by  motor  trucks.  The  29  lives  saved  at  the 
wreck  of  the  "Hanalei'  would  have  been  lost  were  it 
not  for  the  use  of  the  motor  trucks  with  which  we 
shipped  the  apparatus  to  Bolinas.  Points  along  the 
Pacific  Coast  are  connected  by  county  roads,  paral- 
leling the  coast.  A  motor  truck  will  greatly  reduce 
the  necessary  number  of  stations.  Our  men  are  trained 
in  the  signal  service,  and  know  the  Morse  code.  A 
cheap  installation  of  wireless  is  absolutely  necessary, 
as  wrecks  could  then  be  reported  from  sea  and  com- 
municated to  a  central  station. 

"The  Fort  Point  station  could  install  a  hydroplane 
to  pick  up  small  boats.  Hundreds  of  small  boats  are 
picked  up  by  this  station  each  year,  that  otherwise 
would  drift  out  to  sea. 

"On  January  29th,  after  a  long  and  protracted  serv- 
ice, a  law  was  passed  conferring  benefits  on  old  age 
and  retirement  for  disability  in  this  Service.  By  this 
bill  the  LI.  S.  Coast  Guard  Service  was  created,  com- 
bining the  Revenue  Cutter  Service  (the  life-saving 
service  at  sea),  and  the  old  Life-Saving  Service."

The  gross 
tonnage  ainonnts  to  455.021  tons. 


The  ship  .Star  of  Poland  left  jxirt  in  low  on  the 
4th  for  Nanaimo  to  bring  back  a  cargo  of  coal  for  the 
fleet  of  the  Alaska  Packers'  Association,  which  will  fit 
out  shortly  for  the  different  cannery  stations  of  the 
company  in  .'Maska. 


I'ive  coasting  steamers  hailing  from  San  Francisco 
have  been  chartered  by  the  United  States  Government 
to  bring  coal  from  the  Atlantic  to  this  port.  Previous 
to  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal,  most  of  the 
na\v  coal  was  transported  in  I'ritish  bottoms. 


.Se\eral  vessels  are  about  due  here  from  foreign 
ports  to  load  barley  for  the  Ihiited  Kingdom.  Two 
steamers  are  now  loading  at  Port  Costa  and  should 
get  to  sea  within  a  week. 


Three  of  the  vessels  of  the  Fast  .\siatic  Company. 
Hying  the  Danish  flag,  have  visited  this  port  during 
the  week,  namely  the  Rhodesia.  Tongking  and  An- 
nam.  Another  of  their  fleet,  the  Flonia,  is  due  next 
week.

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  notice  that  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  Examiner  Thurtell  will 
conduct  a  hearing  in  San  Francisco,  beginning  Febru- 
ary ISth,  on  a  number  of  Fourth  Section  applications 
of  the  various  railroads.  There  are  twenty-seven  appli- 
cations in  which  the  carriers  are  seeking  permission 
from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  publish 
and  maintain  lower  rates  for  certain  long  hauls  than 
they  at  the  same  time  publish  to  less  distant  points, 
and  to  that  extent  violate  the  provisions  of  the  Fourth 
Section  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act.  The  Traffic 
Bureau  will  be  represented  at  these  hearings  to  look 
after  the  interests  of  San  Francisco  shippers.

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SACRAMENTO  VALLEY  DEVELOPMENT 
ASSOCIATION  MEETS. 

The  open  meeting  of  this  Association  held  on  Sat- 
urday, January  16th,  was  one  of  the  most  representa- 
tive meetings  ever  held  in  all  the  fifteen  years  of  its 
e.xistence.  the  attendance  exceeding  the  most  sanguine 
expectations,  while  the  enthusiasm  and  harmony 
which  prevailed  were  most  gratifying  as  bespeaking 
a  future  of  united,  aggressive  and  effective  activity  on 
behalf  of  Sacramento  Valley  progress  and  Sacramento 
Valley  development. 

The  meeting  adopted  unanimously  a  plan  for  bring- 
ing Exposition  visitors  into  the  Sacramento  Valley. 
This  contemplates  extensive  information  bureaus  at 
San  Francisco  and  a  lesser  bureau  at  San  Diego  with 
aggressive  personal  work  designed  to  actually  land  the 
people  here.  .\n  speakers  were  enthusiastic  over  the 
splendid  exhibits  which  have  been  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  Expositions  Com- 
mission, and  all  expressed  the  desire  that  every  efTort 
be  now  put  forth  to  the  end  that  the  people  of  this 
valley  may  reap  the  largest  possible  harvest  from  their 
large  investment  in  exhibits,  which  undoubtedly  sur- 
pass anything  heretofore  attempted  by  any  great  sec- 
tion of  the  State  of  California. 


PACIFIC  COAST  TERMINAL  RATES. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  announced 
its  decision  February  lllh  on  the  application  of  the 
rail  carriers  in  the  Fourth  Section  Case,  granting  them 
relief  from  the  Connnission's  former  order  in  the 
Interniountain  Case  and  from  application  of  the  "Long 
and  .Short  Haul  Clause."  The  decision  is  a  permissive 
order  for  the  rail  carriers  to  publish  lower  rates  to 
Pacific  Coast  ports  than  they  publish  and  maintain  to 
intermediate  points,  thus  allowing  them  to  meet  com- 
petition by  sea  at  the  ports  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland. 
San  Pedro,  Wilmington.  East  Wilmington,  San  Diego, 
Portland.  Tacoma  and  Seattle. 

The  full  text  of  the  decision  has  of  course  not  as  yet 
lieen  received  in  San  Francisco,  and  therefore  it  is  im- 
possible to  state  in  other  than  general  terms  what 
effect  it  will  have  upon  the  business  of  San  Francisco 
shippers. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  a  brief  summary  of  the  de- 
cision, which  is  as  follows: 

On  about  twenty-five  items  which  move  in  carloads 
from  Missouri  River  to  Pacific  Coast  at  rates  less  than 
75c  per  100  lbs.,  carriers  are  permitted  to  establish 
rates  proposed  to  California  terminals  and  to  continue 
rates  to  intermediate  points  not  higher  than  75c  per 
100  lbs.  On  the  same  adjustment  the  maximum  rate 
from  Chicago  would  be  90c,  from  Pittsburg  $1,  from 
New  York  $1.10. 

On  all  other  traffic,  rates  from  Missouri  River  to 
Pacific  Coast  must  be  carried  as  maximum  to  inter- 
mediate points.  From  Chicago.  Buffalo  and  New 
York  carriers  are  permitted  to  carry  carload  rates  to 
intermediate  points  15c.  25c  and  3Sc  respectively 
higher  than  from  Missouri  River  to  same  destination. 

Less-than-carload  commodity  rates  on  articles  classi- 
fied as  first  or  second  class.  Western  Classification, 
which  are  less  than  $1.50  per  100  lbs.  from  Missouri 
River  to  Pacific  Coast,  may  be  exceeded  at  inter- 
mediate points,  but  rates  on  such  articles  to  such  inter- 
mediate points  must  not  exceed  $1.50  per  100  lbs. 
Less-than-carload  commodity  rates  on  articles  which 
are  classified  as  third  class  and  lower,  ^^'estern  Classi- 
fication, which  are  less  than  $1.25  per  100  lbs.  from 
Missouri  River  to  Pacific  Coast  may  be  exceeded  at 
intermediate  points,  but  rates  on  such  articles  to  such 
intermediate  points  must  not  exceed  $1.25  per  100  lbs. 

Less-than-carload  commodity  rates  from  Chicago, 
Pittsburg  and  New  York  to  intermediate  points  may 
exceed  rates  from  Missouri  River  to  same  destinations 
by  25c,  40c  and  5Sc  respectively. 

Carload  rates  on  coal  and  pig  iron  may  be  less  to 
Pacific  Coast  than  to  intermediate  points..  But  rates 
on  such  articles  to  higher  rated  intermediate  points 
must  not  exceed  5  mills  per  ton  per  mile.

THE  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  gives  herewith  a  digest  of  Senate  and  .\sseml)ly 
bills  affecting  emploj'ing  industries  now  pending  before  the   Legislature  and   wliich   will  be  acted   upon 
during  the  March  session. 

The  Legislative  Bureau  asks  the  opinion  of  members  on  these  measures  for  reference  in  formulating 
recommendations.

.\.  C.  .A.  Asseml.ly  Constitutional  Amendment. 

A.  B.  6,  by  Collins — Provides  for  a  weekly  pay  day,  excepts 
n,il\    tiup^e  employers  engaged  ni  agriculture. 

A.  B.  14,  by  McDonald:  S.  B.  10,  by  Flaherty— Provides  tliat 
all  Portland  Cement  for  shipment  must  be  packed  in  pa- 
per bags  or  other  dust  proof  containers. 


A.  B.  355,  by  Harris;  S.  B.  349,  by  Kehoe— Creates  a  free 
Labor  E.xchange  under  the  control  of  the  Commission 
of  Immigration  and  Housing.  The  Commission  is  to  ap- 
point a  director  and  other  employees  as  deemed  neces- 
sary. In  each  designated  city  the  governor  is  to  appoint 
three  representative  employers  and  two  representative 
employes  to  act  as  an  advisory  board.  Employers  to  file 
with  the  exchange  notice  of  a  strike  or  lockout  affecting 
his  trade.  .Ml  private  employment  agencies  to  be  li- 
censed and  file  bond.  No  applicant  shall  be  sent  out 
to  employment  without  a  bona  fide  order.  Appropriates 
$150,000  to  carry  out  the  act. 


A.  B.  15,  by  Mouser — Provides  semi-monthly  pay  day  in  all 
public  employments,  and  in  all  other  employments  where 
ten  or  more  persons  are  employed. 

A.  B.  19,  by  Spengler — Creates  free  Employment  Bureaus  un- 
der State  Bureau  of  Labor  with  a  director  at  $2000  a 
year;  prohibits  private  agencies  charging  a  fee  in  cities 
having  free  Bureaus  and  appropriates  $250,000  to  carry 
cHit  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

A.  B.  38.  by  Spengler — Abolishes  property  qualifications  of 
jurors.  .\ny  person  on  the  great  register  is  competent 
juror. 

A.  B.  58,  by  McDonald — Omits  the  requirement  that  a  juror 
must  Ik-  on  the  assessment  roll. 

A.  B.  59.  by  McDonald — Similar  to  No.  38.  The  juror's  name 
need  oidy  be  on  the  Great  Register  of  the  County. 

A.  B.  64,  by  Ryan — Provides  that  no  employee  shall  be  disci- 
plined or  discharged  on  the  report  of  any  agent  or  de- 
tective, until  such  employee  shall  be  given  a  hearing  and 
be  confronted  by  his  accuser  and  the  evidence.  Maximum 
fine  of  $1,000  for  violation,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment.  Known  as  "Spot- 
ter's Bill." 

A.  B.  108,  by  Rodgers — Provides  minimum  wage  of  $3.00  per 
day  on  all  public  work  by  contract  and  requires  a  stipu- 
lation to  that  effect  in  all  contracts.  Violation  punish- 
able by  maximum  fine  of  $500  or  seven  months'  imprison- 
ment. 

A.  B.  251,  by  Ferguson — Establishes  free  employment  bureaus 
under  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Es- 
talilishes  otlices  in  eight  of  the  principal  cities  of  the 
state.  Provides  a  superintendent  at  $2,100  a  year,  clerks 
in  every  office  with  salaries  ranging  from  $1,800  to  $1,080, 
and  appropriates  $35,000  to  carry  the  act  into  effect. 

A.  B.  333,  by  McDonald;  S.  B.  325,  by  Lyon— Provides  that 
the  Labor  Commissioner  shall  establish  free  employment 
bureaus  in  as  many  cities  and  towns  as  he  deems  neces- 
sary and  appropriates  $50,000  for  the  work. 


A.  B.,  by  Harris— Provides  that  in  underground  work  all  drills 
driven  by  other  than  hand  power  shall  be  equipped  with 
a  stream  of  water  forced  to  play  on  the  collar  of  the 
drill  hole.  After  each  blast  all  gases  and  smoke  must 
be  forced  out  and  the  air  made  wholesome  before  per- 
mitting employes  to  re-enter.  Violations  are  punishable 
by  a  maximum  fine  of  $500,  six  months  in  jail,  or  both. 

A.  B.  362,  by  Spengler — Prohibits  the  fraudulent  use  of  a 
Union  Label  and  punishes  any  manufacturer  fraudulently 
claiming  that  any  article  was  made  by  union  labor.  Vio- 
lations   are    punishable    by    fine    and    imprisonment. 

A.  B.  388,  by  McDonald;  S.  B.  257,  by  Lyon— Prohibits  the 
employment  of  minors  under  fifteen  in  mercantile,  manu- 
facturing or  mechanical  establishments,  workshops,  of- 
fices, laundries,  places  of  amusement,  restaurants,  hotels, 
apartment  houses,  delivery  of  merchandise  or  messages 
or  any  other  place  of  labor  at  any  time  except  during 
school  vacations  and  then  only  by  signed  permit. 

No  minor  under  sixteen  is  permitted  to  work  about  ma- 
chinery nor  where  poisonous  acids  are  used  or  in  the 
manufacture  of  paints  nor  any  mine,  nor  in  handling 
tobacco  nor  in  any  occupation  dangerous  to  life  and  limb 
or  to  impairment  to  health  and  morals  of  a  child. 

No  minor  under  eighteen  is  permitted  to  work  more 
than  six  days  a  week  or  eight  hours  a  day. 

Every  employer  of  minors  under  eighteen  shall  keep 
a  register  of  such  employes  and  shall  post  conspicuously 
in  every  room  where  such  minors  are  employed  a  printed 
notice  stating  the  hours  per  day  for  each  day  of  the 
week  required  of  each  minor. 

No  boy  under  fourteen  nor  girl  under  eighteen  shall 
be  permitted  to  work  at  any  street  occupation,  such  as 
peddling,  bootblacking,  selling  papers,  magazines  or  peri- 
odicals or  distributing  circulars  except  on  proper  certifi- 
cation by  school  authorities.

B.  447,  by  Dowrning—  Create- 
vestigation  to  ascertain  the 
])Ower  in   the    state. 

To  investigate  the  cost  of  constructing  and  equipping 
electric  railroad  systems  from  Red  Bluff  to  San  Diego 
with  lateral  lines  to  all  industrial  and  commercial  centers. 
The  cost  of  maintaining  cold  storage  plants  in  various 
county  seats. 
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To  investigate  the  cost  of  constructing  and  maintain- 
ing a  steamship  line  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacilk. 
To  investigate  the  cost  of  constructing  hydro-electric 
plants.  To  investigate  the  cost  of  establishing  and  equip- 
ping such  industries  necessary  to  maintain  aforesaid  in- 
dustries. Appropriates  $50,000  to  be  paid  as  salaries  to 
ihc  Bureau  from  month  to  month  and  incidental  expenses 
not  exceeding  $5,000  per  month. 

A.  B.  448,  by  Spengler — Prohibits  any  electric,  telephone  or 
telegraph  cimipany  from  requiring  or  permitting  any  em- 
ploye to  clear  trouble  on  any  pole  or  tower  without  be- 
ing accompanied  by  an  assistant  or  working  on  any  tower, 
pole,  tower  wagon  or  in  a  manhole  without  an  assistant. 
Violation   is   punishable   by  a  maximum   fine   of  $1,000. 

A.  B.  452,  by  Kennedy;  S.  B.  328.  by  Flaherty— Requires  all 
stationary  engineers  where  boilers  are  over  four-horse- 
])Ower  to  take  out  license;  exempts  government  engineers, 
logging  camps,  dairies  and  agricultural  pursuits  and  bor- 
ing for  oil  or  water  with  skilled  foreman  in  charge.  Re- 
quires an  examination,  a  $5.00  registration  fee  and  $2.00 
per  annum  for  license.  Creates  chief  examiner  at  $2,400 
and  two  assistants  at  $2,000  per  year  each. 

A.  B.  474,  by  Godsil;  S.  B.  402,  by  Flaherty— Prohibits  dis- 
crimination against  employe  who  belongs  to  any  labor 
union.  Violation  punished  by  maximum  fine  of  $500  or 
one  year  imprisonment  or  both. 

A.  B.  487,  by  Mouser;  S.  B.  405,  by  Scott— Where  ten  or  more 
are  employed  their  wages  shall  be  paid  semi-monthly  in 
money  or  negotiable  check  payable  at  some  bank  with- 
out discount.  An  employe  absent  on  pay  day  shall  be 
paid  within  three  days  after  demand.  An  employe  who 
is  discharged  or  quits  must  be  paid  within  five  days. 
Violations  are  punishable  by  fines  of  from  $25  to  $500 
for  each  offense. 

A.  B.  488,  by  Mouser;  S.  B.  433,  by  Flaherty— Any  employe 
in  public  employment,  state,  county  or  city,  must  be 
jtaid  semi-monthly. 

A.  B.  502,  by  Spengler — Every  Board  and  official  of  the  state, 
city  and  county  who  shall  employ  labor  or  help  shall 
so  arrange  the  work  as  to  employ  the  maximum  number 
during  seasons  of  greatest  unemployment. 

A.  B.  505,  by  Wright;  S.  B.  483,  by  Crowley— Gives  the  Labor 
Commissioner  authority  to  enforce  all  labor  laws  not  vest- 
ed in  others,  and  invests  his  deputies  and  agents  with 
the  power  of  sheriffs  and  other  peace  officers  to  make 
arrests. 

A.  B.  506,  by  Ferguson — Provides  one  day's  rest  in  seven  for 
all  public  employes. 

A.  B.  507,  by  Ferguson;  S.  B.  153,  by  Benson — Provides  one 
day  rest  in  seven  for  all  employes  in  any  trade,  busi- 
ness, profession  or  occupation.  Excepts  domestic  serv- 
ants, cases  of  urgent  emergency,  any  caring  for  ani- 
mals. Violations  punishable  by  a  maximum  fine  of  $300 
or  thirty  days  in  jail. 

A.  B.  512,  by  Rodgers;  S.  B.  328,  by  Flaherty— Regulating 
stationary  engineers  similar  to  No.  452  above. 

A.  B.  515,  by  Edwards — Amends  private  employment  agency 
act  by  prohibiting  any  person  applying  to  an  agency  for 
labor  unless  be  has  positions  to  be  filled;  applicant  hav- 
ing no  positions  to  be  filled  or  refusing  without  valid 
reason,  to  employ  help  furnished  on  his  application  is 
liable  to  the  agency  for  damages. 

A.  B.  516,  by  Edwards — No  licensed  employment  agent  shall 
send  out  an  applicant  without  a  bona  fide  order.  If  the 
employe  is  discharged  within  seven  days  the  agency  must 
return  the  diflterence  between  five  per  cent  of  the  amount 
earned  and  the  fee. 

A.  B.  521,  by  McDonald;  S.  B.  478,  by  Beban— Prisoners  in 

tlie  county  jail  permitted  to  work  only  within  the  limits 
of  the  jail. 


A.  B.  524,  by  McDonald,  J.  J.;  S.  B.  403,  by  Beban— Compels 
employers  to  provide  employes  with  pure  drinking  water. 

A.  B.  525,  by  Godsil;  S.  B.  512,  by  Beban— Prohibits  employers 
from  interfering  with  social  and  business  dealings  of  any 
employees  outside  the  scope  of  their  employment  or  re- 
quire such  employe  to  refrain  from  having  social  or  busi- 
ness dealings  with  any  person  or  persons  not  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  employer. 

A.  B.  541,  by  Kennedy;  S.  B.  437,  by  Finn — Imposes  an  an- 
nual license  tax  of  $1,000  on  each  private  detective  agency 
and  an  annual  license  tax  of  $100  for  each  employee. 
Every  agent  or  detective  must  be  a  resident  of  the  state 
for  one  year.  Each  agency  must  give  a  bond  to  the  state 
of  $25,000  and  every  independent  operator  or  detective  a 
$3,000  bond.  Every  person  injured  or  damaged  by  the 
misconduct  of  the  detective  may  recover  on  the  bond. 

A.  B.  540,  by  Prendergast;  S.  B.  903,  by  Benedict— Regulates 

sanitation  of  labor  camps.  Shall  be  located  on  well  drained 
ground.  Tents  and  portable  houses,  floored  and  screened 
must  be  provided.  Beds  shall  be  of  iron  or  canvas;  sta- 
bles 600  feet  from  the  mess.  Tub  and  shower  baths  or 
bath  house  on  a  stream  must  be  provided,  individual 
towels  used,  warm  water  provided  in  winter.  For  every 
fifty  persons  one  man  must  be  employed  to  keep  the 
camp  clean.  Portable  toilets  must  be  provided  in  field 
work.  The  housing  commission  enforces  the  act  and 
$50,000  is  to  be  appropriated  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

A.  B.  563,  by  Harris — Prohibits  the  employment  in  hazard- 
ous occupations  of  any  deaf  or  dumb  person  or  any  per- 
son not  sufficiently  versed  in  the  English  language  to  un- 
derstand the  rules  and  regulations  or  the  customary  or- 
ders. "Hazardous"  work  in  part  includes  mines,  tunnels, 
underground  excavations,  all  work  in  connection  with  ma- 
chinery; all  work  connected  with  the  operation  of  steam, 
electric  and  other  trains,  motors,  cars  or  other  vehicles. 

A.  B.  612,  by  Shartel — Is  a  repeal  of  the  three-year  leasing 
clause  in  the  alien  land  bill  by  providing  that  aliens  may 
acquire,  hold  and  transfer  realty  only  in  conformity  with 
the  treaty  that  may  exist  between  this  country  and  that 
of  such  aliens. 

A.  B.  656,  by  Downing — Prohibits  superintendents,  or  others 
having  authority  to  employ  labor,  from  charging  fees 
for  giving  employment. 

A.  B.  663,  by  Godsil — .Application  for  leave  of  absence  to  vote 
must  be  made  before  election  day.  Employes  are  allowed 
two  hours  off  to  vote,  the  employer  to  fix  the  time.  Re- 
fusal to  permit  leave  of  absence  or  deducting  time  from 
the  wages  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  from  $10  to  $50. 

A.  B.  670,  by  Kramer— Appropriates  $500,000  with  which  to 
purchase,  establish  and  equip  a  state  farm  for  the  un- 
employed. The  farm  to  comprise  not  less  than  5,000 
acres. 

A.  B.  684,  by  Lyon — Similar  to  No.  656  and  provides  that  any 
manager  or  others  in  authority  demanding  or  accepting 
a  fee  to  retain  any  person  in  his  or  their  employment  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

A.  B.  750,  by  Browne — Limits  the  hours  in  the  manufacture 
of  lumber  to  ten  in  twenty-four,  except  in  emergencies. 

A.  B.  842,  by  Gelder;  S.  B.  857,  by  Lyon— This  is  the  anti- 
injunction  bill.  It  makes  it  lawful  for  employes  to  enter 
into  any  agreements  or  combinations  to  lessen  hours  of 
labor  or  increase  wages  and  prohibits  the  issuance  of  in- 
junctions in  labor  disputes  unless  it  is  shown  that  such 
injunction  is  necessary  to  prevent  irreparable  injury  to 
property  or  property  rights  for  which  there  is  no  adequate 
remedy  at  law. 

A.  B.  849,  by  Harris— Amends  Sections  12,  14,  15,  49  and  50 
of  the  compensation  act  and  reduces  the  waiting  period 
from  two  weeks  to  one. 

A.  B.  850,  by  Harris— Prohibits  fraudulent  use  of  a  union  la- 
bel and  the  fraudulent  claiming  of  the  employment  of 
union  labor. 
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A.  B.  927,  by  Gelder — Provides  for  the  manning  of  trains  by 
requiring  all  railroads  running  more  than  four  trains  a 
day  each  way  to  have  on  each  train  an  engineer,  a  fire- 
man, one  conductor,  one  brakeman,  one  baggageman;  two 
brakemen  must  be  carried  on  trains  of  four  cars  or  more. 
No  passenger  trains  shall  carry  more  than  twelve  cars  and 
no  freight  train  more  than  sixty  cars.  The  latter  train 
in  addition  to  two  brakemen  must  carry  a  flagman. 

A.  B.  974,  by  Ream — Regulates  the  working  of  mines  and  un- 
derground excavations  and  creates  a  chief  inspector  of 
mines  at  $,irK)0  a  year  and  an  assistant  at  $1,800.  On 
complaint  of  any  one  or  more  persons  that  a  mine  is  un- 
safe the  inspector  must  examine  the  mine  and  if  complaint 
is  justified  the  owner  must  remedy  the  defect  or  have  the 
works  closed. 

A.  B.  1076,  by  Downing — Defines  juries  and  declares  that  a 
"trial  jury  shall  consist  of  twelve  citizens." 

A.  B.  1077,  by  Downing — Requires  all  establishments  where 
labor  is  employed,  to  be  comfortably  heated,  having  due 
regard  to  the  nature  of  the  work. 

A.  B.  1189,  by  Johnson — Provides  that  all  contractors  on  pub- 
lic work  shall  pay  their  employes  weekly;  all  discharged 
employes  shall  be  paid  on  day  of  discharge.  All  contracts 
shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  the  contractor  shall  for- 
feit $10  for  each  day  wages  are  not  paid  as  provided.  Vio- 
lations are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

A.  B.  1190,  by  Johnson — Provides  that  every  employer  of  labor 
shall  pay  each  employe  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each 
month  the  wages  earned  during  the  first  half  of  the  month 
and  on  or  before  the  15th  shall  pay  the  wages  earned 
the  last  half  of  the  month — a  semi-monthly  pay  day.  No 
assignment  of  future  wages  valid  if  made  to  avoid  the 
purpose  of  the  act. 

A.  B.  1259,  by  Encell — Provides  that  eight  consecutive  hours 
with  time  out  for  meals,  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  in 
mines,  underground  works,  smelters  and  other  institu- 
tions for  the  reduction  of  ores  and  minerals. 

A.  B.  1354,  by  Spengler — Provides  One  Day  Rest  in  seven. 

A.  B.  1392,  by  Ream — Makes  all  wages  earned  payable  in 
cash.     Violation  is  a  misdemeanor. 

A.  B.  1449,  by  Downing — Relates  to  qualifications  of  jurors. 
Includes  both  sexes,  abolishes  property  qualification  and 
makes  any  person  eligible  whose  name  is  on  the  Great 
Register. 

A.  B.  1450,  by  Downing — Compensates  all  persons  arrested 
but  not  convicted  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  day  to  be  paid 
by  the  county. 

A.  B.  1478,  by  Downing — Places  all  private  detectives  and 
private  detective  agencies  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board 
of  Prison  Directors. 

A.  C.  A.  3,  by  Downing — Provides  for  the  establishment  by 
the  state  of  farms,  factories,  workshops  and  all  other  in- 
dustries that  the  people  shall  designate  and  the  sale  of 
the  product  to  the  people:  to  buy  land  .and  lease  it  on 
easy  terms. 

A.  C.  A.  6,  by  Downing — Provides  a  ninety-day  residence  in 
the  state,  as  sufficient  qualification  for  a  citizen  to  vote. 
The  law  now  requires  a  residence  of  one  year. 

A.  C.  A.  28,  by  Hayes,  J.  J. — Provides  that  the  state  and  each 
municipal  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  engage  in 
industrial  pursuits,  manufacturing,  etc. 

A.  J.  R.  1,  by  McDonald,  J.  J.— Asks  the  Federal  government 
to  furnish  employment  to  persons  out  of  work  by  reason 
of  labor  saving  machinery.  Wants  public  lands  set  aside 
as  farm  colonies. 

A.  J.  R.  7,  by  Spengler — Petitions  Congress  to  make  it  less 
expensive  for  an  alien  to  become  a  citizen. 


S.  B.  20,  by  Purkitt — Licenses  private  detectives,  whose  ap- 
plication must  be  signed  by  five  reputable  free-holders 
of  the  county;  he  must  pay  a  license  fee  of  $100  for  five 
years  and  fill  a  $2000  bond;  $150  fee  and  $3000  bond  in 
the  case  of  a  firm. 

S.  B.  256,  by  Lyon — Creates  an  Industrial  Commission  con- 
sisting of  five  members  at  an  annual  salary  of  $5,000 
each.  This  Commission  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  Labor 
Statistics  Bureau,  the  State  Labor  Commissioner,  the  In- 
dustrial Welfare  Commission  and  the  Commission  on 
Housing  and  Immigration.  This  Commission  is  to  ad- 
minister all  labor  laws,  prescribe  the  hours  of  labor  and 
conditions  of  employment;  to  prescribe  safety  devices 
and  other  measures  for  the  protection  of  life  and  health. 
To  set  a  standard  for  construction,  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  places  of  employment.  The  bill  is  far  reach- 
ing in  scope  giving  the  Commission  a  wide  range  of 
power. 

S.  B.  438,  by  Finn — Prohibits  any  employer  from  discriminat- 
ing against  any  employe  who  engages  in  politics  or  be- 
comes a  candidate  for  office. 

S.  B.  505,  by  Lyon — Amends  the  act  relating  to  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics,  relating  to  deputies. 

S.  B.  803,  by  Luce — This  is  the  bill  providing  for  jury  trials 
in  cases  of  contempt  committed  out  of  the  presence  of 
tlic    court. 

S.  B.  954,  by  Lyon — ,\mends  the  act  relating  to  employment 
of  women  and  minors  by  providing  a  special  license  to 
work  for  a  wage  less  than  the  legal  minimum  in  case 
of  women  physically  defective  by  age  or  otherwise.  Vio- 
lations of  the  minimum  wage  act  is  made  a  misdemeanor 
and  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment.  In  every  pros- 
ecution the  maximum  hours  of  work  and  the  standard 
conditions  of  labor  fixed  by  the  Commission  shall  be 
prima  facie  presumed  to  be  reasonable  and  lawful  and 
to  be  the  living  wage  and  maximum  hours  and  standard 
conditions  of  labor. 

S.  B.  955,  by  Lyon — Makes  it  unlawful  to  encourage  any  per- 
son to  change  from  one  place  to  another  by  making 
false  representations  of  labor  and  sanitary  conditions. 

S.  B.  983,  by  Lyon — Places  all  private  employment  agencies 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  of  Labor.  An 
applicant  paying  a  fee  and  failing  to  obtain  employment 
shall  have  his  fee  returned  on  demand.  If  sent  beyond 
the  city  his  actual  expenses  may  be  returned  where  the 
applicant  is  employed  less  than  seven  days. 

S.  B.  984,  by  Lyon — Provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  chief 
deputy  of  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  in  San  Francisco, 
a  deputy  in  Los  Angeles  and  assistant  in  Los  Angeles  and 
statistician  and  stenographer,  agents  and  assistants.  Rental 
of  offices  in  San  Francisco,  .Los  Angeles,  Sacramento  and 
in  San  Diego  must  not  exceed  $400  per  month.  Salaries 
of  the  Commissioner  shall  be  $5,000  per  annum;  the  chief 
deputy  $3,000  and  deputy  $2,700,  each  assistant  $2,100  and 
statistician  $2,700,  and  the  stenographer  $1,200.  There  is 
also  allowed  a  sum  not  exceeding  $40,000  per  annum  for 
salaries  of  agents,  assistants,  traveling  expenses  and 
contingent  expenses. 

S.  B.  985,  by  Lyon— Amends  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code 
relating  to  employes.  An  employment  having  no  speci- 
fied term  may  be  terminated  at  the  will  of  either  party. 
Employment  having  a  specified  term  means  employment 
for  a  period  greater  than  one  month.  A  dismissed  em- 
ploye or  one  not  employed  for  a  specified  term  and  who 
quits  is  entitled  to  compensation  up  to  the  time  of  his 
leaving  the  employ. 

S.  B.  985,  by  Lyon — Provides  fees  for  employment  agencies 
of  $100  where  the  employment  is  less  than  one  week; 
one  day's  wages  between  one  week  and  one  month;  be- 
tween one  month  and  one  year  seven  per  cent  of  the 
first  month's  wages.  For  one  year  or  more  three  per  cent 
of  the  first  year's  wages. 
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S.  B.  987,  by  Lyon — Provides  that  no  payment  of  wages  or 
oilier  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  be  made  unless  the 
same  is  negotiable  and  payable  upon  demand  vvilhciut  dis- 
count, and  no  employer  shall  issue  any  coupons,  scrip, 
cards,  or  anything  redeemable  in  merchandise  or  pay- 
able in  anything  otherwise  than  in  money.  Violations 
are  punishable  by  a  maximum  fine  of  $500,  six  months 
in  the  county  jail,  or  both. 

S.  B.  1050.  by  Rush— Provides  for  one  day  rest  in  seven  for 
all   .l.clc-  .niph.yes. 

S.  B.  1058,  by  Duncan — Makes  it  the  duty  of  each  Justice  of 
the  Peace  within  townships  having  a  population  of  less 
than  15,000  to  act  as  employment  and  labor  agents  for 
such  township,  and  he  shall  serve  without  cost  to  either 
employer  or  employee. 

S.  C.  A.  20,  by  Flaherty.  Limits  the  power  of  courts  in  de- 
claring laws  nncon.tilutional. 


BILLS  AFFECTING  THE  LIQUOR  INTERESTS. 

Following  is  a  digest  of  the  bills  affecting  the  liquor  inter- 
ests, now  pending  before  the  Legislature: 

A.  B.  22,  by  Wright — Declares  all  buildings,  nuisances  where- 
in liquor  is  unlawfully  sold  or  given  away.  If  established 
the  costs  of  an  action  in  abatement  is  a  lien  on  the 
building  and  place.  .'\ny  violation  of  an  injunction  order 
is  punished  by  fine  and  imprisonment  and  the  fine  shall 
be  a  lien  on  the  place. 

A.  B.  224,  by  Rodgers — Permits  the  sale  of  liquor  all  night 
until  January  1,  1916. 

A.  B.  5308,  by  Pettis— Adds  new  Section,  397d,  to  penal  code 
and  increases  the  penalty  for  unlawfully  selling  or  giving 
away  liquor,  to  a  maximum  fine  of  $600  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  seven  months,  or  both. 

A.  B.  562,  by  Bruck— Amends  Section  172  of  the  Penal  Code 
relating  to  the  sale  of  liquor  near  certain  state  build- 
ings by  declaring  that  the  possession  of  a  United  States 
license  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  violation.  The 
maximum  fine  is  fixed  at  $100  or  imprisonment  for  fifty 
daj'S.  or  both. 

A.  B.  792,  by  Schmitt — Establishes  a  State  Laboratory  for  the 
analysis  and  examination  of  food,  liquors  and  drugs,  with 
a  director  at  $3,000,  an  assistant  at  $1,800  and  nutrition  ex- 
pert at  $1,000  per  year. 

A.  B.  874.  by  Bruck— This  is  known  as  the  Liquor  Code  of 
California,  introduced  at  the  instance  of  the  California 
Grape  Growers'  .\5s0ciati0n,  and  transmits  jurisdiction 
over  saloons  from  cities  and  counties  to  a  State  Excise 
Commission  consisting  of  three  members  who  shall  re- 
ceive salaries  of  $4,000  each  per  annum.  Eight  district 
commissions  of  three  members  each  are  provided.  The 
power  to  grant  and  revoke  liquor  licenses  is  placed  ex- 
clusively in  the  hands  of  the  commission.  City  and 
county  authorities  will  have  no  right  to  revoke  any  per- 
mit. The  commission  may  grant  not  more  than  one 
saloon  license  to  every  500  population.  It  cannot  take 
away  a  license  until  after  a  saloon  man  has  been  con- 
victed in  the  Superior  Court  of  improper  conduct  of  his 
business.  The  license  fee  is  fixed  at  $1,000  a  year.  Ten 
per  cent  of  this  amount  will  go  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  commission.  Every  saloon  man  who  obtains  a  li- 
cense will  be  required  to  contribute  $1,000  to  a  fund  out 
of  which  the  commission  will  compensate  saloon  men  who 
do  not  get  permits.  The  property  of  persons  refused  li- 
censes will  be  sold  at  auction  after  apprizal  by  the  com- 
mission and  the  owners  will  be  paid  out  of  the  compen- 


sation fund  the  difference  between  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  and  the  apprized  value  of  the  property  disposed  of 
Barkeepers  will  be  required  to  wear  badges  issued  by  tlu 
commission  and  carry  an  annual  tax  of  $3.00.  The  hadgi  - 
are  revokable  at  any  time. 

A.  B.  1037,  by  Scott — Provides  that  no  dealer  can  be  prose- 
cuted if  lie  establishes  a  guaranty  signed  by  a  dealer 
williin  the  United  Slates,  from  whom  he  purchased,  that 
the  goods  are  not  mislabeled  nor  adulterated.  Such  guar- 
anty must  carry  the  name  and  address  of  the  guarantor 
and  an  itemized  statement  of  goods  purchased. 

A.  B.  1039,  by  Scott,  F.  C— Relates  to  exceptions  in  no  li- 
cense territory  by  amending  the  seventh  subdivision  of 
Section  16  to  read  as  follows:  "(e)  to  any  common  car- 
rier for  shipment  to  any  person  at  his  or  her  permanent 
residence;  (f)  to  any  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  in  cjuantities  not  less  than  three  gallons,  on  the 
premises  where  manufactured;  provided,  that  such  per- 
son shall  before  the  delivery  of  such  liquor  be  required 
to  enter  in  a  register  to  be  kept  by  the  person  selling  or 
disposing  of  such  liquor,  his  name,  address,  age,  and  the 
amount  of  liquor  purchased.  None  of  such  liquor  shall 
be  drunk  on  the  premises  where  purchased,  but  the  bot- 
tles, jugs,  or  other  containers  of  such  liquors  shall  be- 
fore such  delivery  be  sealed  by  the  person  selling  the 
same  which  seal  shall  remain  unbroken  until  after  such 
liquor  shall  have  left  the  premises.  A  certified  copy  of 
the  register  hereinabove  referred  to  shall,  upon  demand 
of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  said  liquor^ 
are  sold,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said  county  clerk;  (gi 
to  registered  pharmacists  at  their  place  of  business." 

A.  B.  1185,  by  Phelps — Adds  transportation  companies  to 
those  forbidden  to  distribute  liquor  in  no  license  terri- 
tory, and  in  prosecutions  for  violations  the  common  re- 
pute of  the  places  (blind  pigs)  may  be  received  as  com- 
petent evidence. 

A.  B.  1336,  by  Long — Provides  that  no  election  under  the  lo- 
cal option  act  shall  be  held  w'ithin  four  years  of  any 
previous  election  held  under  the  act  within  the  same 
territory.  The  provision  shall  not  apply  until  six  months 
after  its  approval. 

S.  B.  8,  by  Duncan— Fixes  8.000  as  the  unit  of  population  of 
any  territory  within  a  county  in  which  25  per  cent  oi 
the  qualified  electors  may  call  a  local  option  election. 

S.  B.  343,  by  Butler — Makes  it  unlawful  to  solicit  or  receive 
orders  for,  sell,  serve  or  give  away  any  liquor  within  one 
mile  of  the  grounds  of  any  university  or  State  Normal 
School.  The  exceptions  are,  the  hospitality  of  the  home, 
a  sacramental  service,  licensed  pharmacists  on  prescrip- 
tion from  a  phj-sician  containing  not  only  his  but  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  prescription  was  issued. 

S.  B.  401,  by  Duncan — Provides  for  the  calling  of  a  local 
option  election  in  any  supervisor  district  not  within  the 
boundaries  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  and  makes 
no  reference  to  a  unit  of  population  in  such  districts. 

S.  B.  588,  by  Campbell — Prohibits  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor  to  persons  who  are  addicted  to  the  inordinate  use 
of  intoxicants. 

S.  B.  1046,  by  Thompson— This  bill  is  similar  to  .A.  B.  1037, 
relating  to  guaranties  by  wholesalers,  jobbers  and  manu- 
facturers. 

S.  B.  1069,  by  Duncan— This  bill  limits  the  number  of  saloon 
licenses  to  one  for  each  one  thousand  population.

PROPOSED  JITNEY  BUS  REGULATIONS. 

.'\  special  committee  of  the  Chamber  has  made  the 
following  recommendations: 

"1.  That  the  adoption  of  safety  spaces  marked  on 
the  street  pavement  at  street  crossings,  which  spaces 
are  to  be  kept  clear  for  passage  of  pedestrians,  be  ap- 
proved : 

"2.  That  jitney  busses  pull  up  within  three  feet  of 
the  street  curb,  or  as  near  thereto  as  possible,  when 
taking  on  or  letting  ofif  passengers ; 

"3.  That  the  following  zone  should  be  established 
in  which,  during  1915,  no  automobile  or  other  vehicle 
should  be  permitted  to  stand  next  to  the  curb  between 
the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.,  except  when  actually 
taking  on  or  letting  ofif  passengers,  or  loading  or  un- 
loading merchandise: 

"  Market  St.,  from  Sansome  to  Sixth ; 

Kearny  St.,  from  Market  to  Sutter ; 

Post  St.,  from  I^Iarkct  to  Grant  Ave. ; 

Grant  Ave.,  from  ]\Iarket  to  Post ; 

Geary  St.,  from  Market  to  Stockton ; 

Stockton  St.,  from  IMarket  to  Geary ; 

O'Farrell  St.,  from  Market  to  Powell ; 

Ellis  St..  from  Market  to  Powell; 

Powell  St..  from  Market  to  Ellis. 
"The  committee  also  recommended  that  the  penalty 
for  violating  the  regulations  regarding  the  standing  of 
vehicles  within  the'  above  zone  be  $2  for  each  ofifense. 
The  committee  recommended  that  this  low  fine  be 
adopted,  as  it  is  felt  that  the  penalty  will  be  more 
automatically  enforced,  as  few  oflfenders  will  go  to 
the  expense  and  trouble  of  contesting  it  as  they  now 
do,  when  the  fine  is  $25."

LIFE  SAVING  STATION  NEEDED  AT  MON-      • 
TARA  POINT. 

The  recent  striking  on  the  rocks  near  Montara 
Point,  in  San  Mateo  County,  of  one  of  the  LInion 
Steamship  Company's  steamers  and  its  narrow  escape 
from  what  might  have  been  a  serious  disaster  result- 
ing in  considerable  loss  of  life,  again  demonstrates  s 
forcibly  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  installation  by  the  I 
Government  of  a  life  saving  station  at  Montara  Point. 
This  matter  has  been  urged  in  the  past  but  without 
definite  results. 

It  is  understood  that  a  suitable  site  on  Govern- 
ment land  at  Montara  Point  near  the  light-house  sta- 
tion there  has  been  selected  and  is  available  for  a  life 
saving  station. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  communicated  these 
facts  to  the  proper  authorities  and  has  urged  that  the 
proposed  station  be  established  as  soon  as  possible.

California. 

A  big  subject,  handled  by  an  able  and  well  qualified 
speaker,  is  the  treat  for  the  membership  tomorrow. 
President  Wheeler  will  not  attempt  to  speak  on  all  the 
assets  of  California,  as  they  are  too  numerous,  but 
merely  on  the  "Chief  Assets  of  California."  We,  as 
Californians,  rarely  know  our  state,  as  the  state  is 
barely  touched  by  the  railroads  from  whence  the  av- 
erage citizen  gleans  his  experience.  Mr.  Wheeler,  as 
the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  institutions  of  learning 
in  the  country  and  one  which  is  playing  a  most  impor- 
tant part  in  the  scientific  upbuilding  of  the  state,  is  the 
man  to  tell  us  what  we  really  have  here. 

Opinions  may  differ  as  to  just  what  are  the  chief 
assets  of  the  state,  but  tomorrow  we  are  not  to  be  pre- 
sented with  opinions  but  with  facts.  Now  is  the  time 
to  learn  about  California.

INDUSTRIAL  SPUR  TRACK  AREA  CREATED 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  on  Februar\'  l.^th.  The  Chamber  was 
instrumental  in  securing  the  passage  of  this  resolution, 
which  puts  the  Board  on  record  in  the  matter  of  es- 
tablishing recognized  industrial  districts  within  which 
applications  for  spur  track  privileges  will  be  favorably 
considered : 

WHEREAS,  Spur  track  privileges  are  essential  to  the  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  growth  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco; 
and 

WHEREAS.  It  should  be  generally  known  and  understood 
that  there  are  large  areas  within  this  city  which  are  suitable 
for  the  construction  of  warehouses  and  factories  and  the  con- 
struction of  spur  tracks  to  serve  them,  and  also  that  within 
these  areas  spur  track  privileges  will  be  granted:  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  districts  of  this  city  hereinafter  de- 
scribed shall  be  known  and  designated  as  industrial  districts, 
and  that  within  said  districts  the  right  to  construct  spur  tracks 
will  be  granted  upon  proper  application  made  therefor,  such 
tracks  to  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  ordinances  regulating  spur  tracks  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  now  in  force  or  hereafter 
amended:  and  whenever  it  shall  appear  that  such  spur  tracks 
will  be  of  benefit  and  advantage  to  the  applicant  and  can  be 
conveniently  constructed: 

RESOLVED,  That  nothing  in  this  resolution  shall  be  con- 
strued as  abridging  or  limiting  the  rights  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  regulate  the  construction,  maintenance,  or  oD- 
eration  of  spur  tracks  within  said  industrial  districts:  and  be 
it  further 

RESOLVED.  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  granting  spur  track  permits  in 
the  future  to  require  such  tracks  to  enter  the  property  of  the 
applicant  wherever  it  is  practical  and  reasonable  to  so  con- 
struct the  same.

THE  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  gives  herewith  a  digest  of  Senate  and  Assembly 
bills  affecting  banks,  and  financial  interests  now  pending  before  the  Legislature  and  which  will  be  acted 
upon  during  the  March  sessimi.

A.  C.  A.  Assembly  Constitutional  Amendment. 

A.  B.  3,  by  H.  W.  Brown— Provides  that  interest  up  to  9 
per  cent  per  annum  and  no  more  may  be  charged  when 
the  parties  so  agree  in  writing.  At  present  any  rate 
agreed  upon  may  be  charged  e.Kcept  in  case  of  a  pledge 
of  personal  property  or  a  chattel  mortgage  or  assign- 
ment of  salary. 

A.  B.  7,  by  Mr.  Ferguson— Makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  pub- 
lish or  threaten  to  publish,  in  a  newspaper,  or  hand  bill, 
the  fact  tliat  one  person  is  indebted  to  another  when 
such  publication  is  for  tJie  purpose  of  impeaching  the 
honesty,  integrity  or  reputation  of  the  debtor,  or  would, 
if  published,  impeach  the  honesty,  integrity,  or  reputa- 
tion of  the  debtor. 

A.  B.  82,  S.  B.  7,  by  Mr.  Collins — Provides  that  surviving 
heirs  may  collect  money  or  deposit  in  bank  without  let- 
ters of  administration  when  such  deposit  does  not  ex- 
ceed  the   sunt  of  $1,000. 

S.  B.  105,  by  H.  W.  Brown— Provides  that  when  any  person 
owning  property  in  this  state  conceals  or  absents  himself 
for  a  period  of  seven  years,  he  shall  be  presumed  to  be 
dead,  and  administration  upon  his  estate  may  be  had  and 
all  the  acts  of  the  administrator  shall  be  valid  and  bind- 
ing, even  though  it  should  subsequently  develop  that  the 
supposed  decedent  is  living.  When  the  supposed  deced- 
ent is  proved  to  be  living,  the  administration  proceedings 
shall  cease.

\.  B.  227,  by  Mr.  Prendergast— Makes  the  separate  property 
of  the  wife,  held  by  her  at  the  time  of  her  marriage, 
and  acquired  by  her  thereafter  by  succession  or  device, 
liable  for  debts  contracted  by  either  spouse  for  the  nec- 
essaries of  life  furnished  to  either  of  them  while  they  are 
living  together.

A.  B.  376,  S.  B.  56  by  Mr.  Chamberlain--Gives  keeper  of  gar- 
age a  lien  dependent  upon  possessor  for  charge  for  oil 
and  gasoline  furnished  the  owner  or  legal  possessor  of 
a  motor-propelled  vehicle. 

A.  B.  425,  by  Mr.  Dennett — Repeals  Section  680  of  the  po- 
litical code  relative  to  the  investment  of  school  funds. 

A.  B.  455,  S.  B.  609,  A.  B.  456,  A.  B.  608,  by  Mr.  M.  Manny- 
Relates  to  the  issuance  of  street  improvement  bonds  to 
pay  the  cost  of  improvements  upon  property  owned  by 
municipalities. 

A.  B.  492,  S.  B.  316,  by  Mr.  Encell— Provides  that  where  a 
bond  of  a  corporation  has  been  stolen  by  robbers  or 
burglars,  the  owner  thereof  may  institute  an  action 
against  the  corporation  to  compel  it  to  issue  a  new 
bond. 

A.  B.  542,  by  Mr.  Benton— Limits  the  rate  of  interest  to  2 
per  cent  per  month,  and  provides  that  a  broker  shall 
not  charge  more  than  fifty  cents  per  $100  for  negotiat- 
ing a  loan,  except  loan  on  real  estate. 

A.  B.  607,  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Brown — Limits  the  rate  of  interest 
on  claims  against  estates  to  that  allowed  on  judgments. 

A.  B.  628,  by  Mr.  Dennett — Requires  State  Treasurer  to  in- 
vest at  least  20  per  cent  of  surplus  money  in  bonds  of 
irrigation  districts. 

A.  B.  629,  by  Mr.  Dennett— To  the  same  effect  as  A.  B.  628, 
except  that  it  applies  to  the  Board  of  Control. 

A.  B.  630,  by  Mr.  Dennett — .Authorizes  counties  and  cities  to 
invest  surplus  funds  in  bonds  including  irrigation  bonds. 

A.  B.  655,  by  Mr.  Encell — Provides  that  no  loan  shall  be  made 
by  a  savings  bank  on  the  security  of  real  estate  without 
a  policy  of  title  insurance  or  a  certificate  of  title  by  a 
Title  Company,  or  by  an  abstract  of  title  examined  and 
approved  by  the  bank's  attorney. 

A.  B.  660,  by  Mr.  Spengler — Exempts  from  execution  the 
tools  of  a  mechanic  or  artisan,  and  a  reasonable  amount 
of  material.

A.  B.  724,  by  Mr.  Chenoweth — Relates  to  the  capital  stock 
and  certificates  of  Building  and  Loan  Associations,  and 
the  amounts  necessary  to  be  carried  as  a  reserve  fund. 

A.  B.  805,  by  Mr.  Downing — Makes  heavy  increases  in  the 
tax   rates  on   inheritance   in   excess  of  $25,000. 
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A.  B.  812.  by  Mr.  McKnight-  I'rovidLS  ili.u  ;uiy  r:iic  of  iii- 
liTcst  not  exceeding  12  per  cent,  vvliieh  the  parlies  may 
agree  upon,  shall  be  lawful  and  |>rovides  further  that 
certain  licensed  brokers  and  money-lenders  may  charge 
brokerage   fees  in  addition   to  the   12  per  cent. 

A.  B.  817,  by  Mr.  Ferguson— .Makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to 
knowingly  misrepresent  ibc  extent,  location,  ownership 
or  quality  of  real  estate  to  an  intending  purchaser. 

A.  B.  944,  by  Mr.  Harris — Prohibits  common  carriers  which 
carry  petroleum  from  owning  stock  in  petroleum  com- 
panies; and  also  prohibits  companies  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  refining  or  buying  petroleum  from  engaging  in 
the  business  of  buying  and  selling  oil  well  supplies. 

A.  B.  1083,  by  Mr.  Sesson — .Authorizes  governing  boards  of 
municipalities  to  reassess  property  to  pay  for  the  street 
nni)ro\ements  where  the  improvements  have  actually 
been   made  imder  a   void  assessment. 

A.  B.  1106,  by  Mr.  Shartel — Provides  that  money  belonging  to 
municipalities  may  be  deposited  in  banks  upon  the  se- 
curity of  a  bond  of  any  reputable  bonding  company. 

A.  B.  1109,  by  Mr.  Shartel — Authorizes  municipalities  to  loan 
surplus  money  to  any  person  on  the  security  of  real 
property. 

A.  B.  1201,  by  Mr.  Collins — .\uthorizes  a  person  from  whom 
a  bund  is  required  to  dejjosit  money  held  by  him  with 
a  bank  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  its  withdrawal 
without  the  counent  of  the  Surety  Cmnpany. 

A.  B.  1241,  by  Mr.  Wishard — Regulates  the  rate  of  interest 
to  be  paid  by  depositories  of  public  money.  Such  rate 
to  be  not  less  than  2  per  cent,  and  providing  for  com- 
petitive bids. 

A.  B.  1245,  by  Mr.  McKnight — Requires  corporations  and 
joint  stock  companies,  having  an  investment  of  more  than 
$30,000,  to  send  out  to  stockholders  yearly  statements  of 
operations,  and  a  complete  statement  of  its  financial 
status.  It  also  requires  statements  to  be  given  to  cred- 
itors when  the  debts  exceed  12J4  per  cent  of  the  in- 
vestment. 

A.  B.  1261,  by  Mr.  Satterwhite — Authorizes  the  promotion  of 
Ijublic  utility  districts  in  municipalities  to  take  over  and 
operate  public  utilities,  and  authorizes  the  creation  of 
bonded  indebtedness  for  such  purpose. 

A.  C.  A.  No.  10,  by  Mr.  Bartlett— Eliminates  the  provision  in 
the  Constitution  exempting  stockholders  in  World's  Fair 
corporations  from  liability. 

A.  C.  A.  37,  by  Mr.  Schmitt — Declares  cities  owning  or  op- 
erating telephone  or  telegraph  lines  or  plants  for  gener- 
ating heat  or  power  to  be  public  utilities  and  subject  to 
the  Public  Utility  law. 

S.  B.  4,  by  Mr.  Breed — Provides  that  money  belonging  to  a 
person  whose  whereabouts  are  unknown,  and  which  has 
been  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer,  shall  be  repaid  to  the 
ow-ner  upon  the  State  Treasurer  receiving  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  identity  of  such  owner. 

S.  B.  26,  by  Mr.  Purkitt — Provides  that  an  inventory  of  com- 
munity property  may  be  made  by  husband  and  wife  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder,  and  upon 
the  death  of  either  spouse  the  property  described  in  the 
inventory  vests  absolutely  in  the  survivor. 

S.  B.  38 — Provides  that  when  it  shall  become  necessary  for 
the  Building  and  Loan  Commission  to  take  action  against 
an  association  for  certain  reasons,  the  refusal  of  any 
officer  of  the  association  to  comply  with  the  written 
demand  of  the  commissioner  to  surrender  such  posses- 
sion of  the  property  and  assets  shall  constitute  a  mis- 
demeanor and  be  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
both. 

S.  B.  57 — .Attempts  to  provide  that  a  person  who  is  lawfully 
in  possession  of  personal  property  and  orders  altera- 
tions and  repairs  made  thereon,  shall  be  deemed  the  agent 
of  the  owner  of  such  automobiles,  etc.

S.  B.  62 — Provides  that  collection  agencies  shall  lile  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  to  the 
etifect  that  such  agency  shall  pay  over  the  money  col- 
lected to  the  person  entitled  thereto. 

S.  B.  72,  by  Mr.  Duncan — Provides  that  a  mortgage  upon 
which  no  suit  in  foreclosure  has  been  instituted  for  a  pe- 
riod of  10  years  is  conclusively  presumed  to  be  fully  paid, 
and  shall  not  thereafter  be  a  lien  upon  the  property. 

S.  B.  81,  by  Mr.  Jones — .Adds  a  new  section  to  the  Bank  .Act 
relating  to  certain  corporations  acting  as  trustees. 

S.  B.  98,  by  Mr.  Carr — Validating  municipal  bonds  which 
have  received  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  municipality. 

S.  B.  99,  by  Mr.  Carr— To  the  same  effect  validating  school 
district   bonds. 

S.  B.  138,  by  Mr.  Luce — Provides  that  judgments  are  to  bear 
interest  at  12  per  cent  unless  within  thirty  days  the  judg- 
ment debtor  file  a  waiver  of  his  right  of  appeal. 

S.  B.  178 — Amends  law  relating  to  husband's  control  over 
community  property,  by  prohibiting  him  from  conveying 
the  real  properly  or  encumbering  the  real  or  i)ersonal 
property  without  the  wife's  consent. 

S.  B.  189,  by  Mr.  Brown — Provides  that  interest  on  accounts 
after  demand  and  on  judgments  shall  be  at  6  per  cent,  and 
that  parties  may  agree  to  pay  not  to  exceed  10  per  cent. 

S.  B.  223  and  224 — Provides  that  an  action  on  an  account 
slated  may  be  commenced  within  four  years  and  that  in 
an  action  on  an  open  book  account  the  cause  of  action 
is  deemed  to  have  accrued  from  the  date  of  the  last 
item  in  the  account. 

S.  B.  258,  by  Mr.  Luce— Provides  that  the  earnings  of  the 
wife  are  her  separate  property  as  is  also  the  earnings  of 
minor  children  who  live  with  her  while  she  is  living 
apart  from  her  husband. 

S.  B.  279 — Relates  to  the  time  within  which  claims  against 
the  estates  of  decedents  must  be  filed. 

S.  B.  428,  by  Mr.  .Jones — Relates  to  the  manner  in  which 
personal  property  may  be  sold  by  sherifT  after  fore- 
closure. 

S.  B.  652,  by  Senator  Thompson- .Amends  Section  96  of  the 
Bank  Act  by  eliminating  from  the  list  of  securities  which 
may  be  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  by  trust  com- 
panies, the  notes  or  bonds  secured  by  mortgage  or  deeil 
of  trust,  payment  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  a  policy  of 
mortgage  insurance. 

S.  B.  663,  S.  B.  664,  by  Senator  Beban— Provides  that  when- 
ever real  estate  is  conveyed  as  security  for  the  payment 
of  money,  whether  the  instrument  of  conveyance  be  in 
the  form  of  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  or  deed  abso- 
lute, the  person  conveying  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
deem the  same  before  sale,  and  after  sale  in  the  same 
manner  as  sales  made  under  execution,  and  providing 
for  the   manner  of  making  sales. 

S.  B.  568.  by  Senator  Hans — .Amends  the  Bank  .Act  by  adding 
a  new  section  providing  that  an  officer  or  agent  of  a 
bank,  who  knowingly  fails  or  neglects  to  report  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  any  shortage,  or  defalcation,  or 
unsatisfactory  condition  in  vhe  affairs  of  a  bank  of  which 
he  is  an  officer,  agent  or  employee,  may  be  removed  from 
his  position  hy  ihc  Superintendent  of  Banks.  Several 
other   sections    of   the   act   are   also    materially   changed. 

S.  B.  670,  by  Senator  Hans — Regulates  the  promotion  of  trust 
companies  and  the  filing  of  the  articles  of  incorporation 
thereof. 
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S.  B.  671.  by  Senator  Hans— Pr..i  i.k-  ili;it  ilu-  Au.jrncy  C.cn- 
ir.il  sh.iil  institute  .ictions  on  lieh:ilf  of  tlic  State  against 
l.aiiks  for  the  recovery  of  unclaimed  deposits. 

S.  B.  672,  by  Senator  Hans — Requires  tlic  perinissiou  of  the 
Rank  Commissioner  for  a  bank  to  change  its  name. 

S.  B.  748,  by  S«nator  Benson — Changes  the  procedure  for 
the  foreclosure  of  mechanics'  liens  by  providing  that  a 
certified  copy  of  the  lien,  as  recorded,  may  be  filed  with 
the  proper  court,  instead  of  tiling  a  complaint.  Sum- 
mons may  be  issued  and  served  as  in  other  actions.  Within 
the  time  specified  in  the  summons  any  person  interested 
may  appear  and  contest  the  same  by  filing  objections  in 
writing.  No  other  pleadings  shall  be  permitted,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  objections,  the  court 
shall  set  the  cause  for  trial  within  ten  days  thereafter. 
If  the  judge  should  not  be  able  to  hear  the  case  at  the 
time  set,  he  must  call  in  another  judge  to  hold  an  extra 


S.  B.  802,  by  Senator  Luce— Recjuires  that  every  life  insur- 
ance company  doing  business  in  California,  invest  and 
keep  invested  in  California  securities,  at  least  75  per  cent 
of  its  legal  reserve.  The  term  "California  securities"  shall 
he  held  to  include  bunds  of  the  State,  or  ninnieipal  bonds, 
or  bonds  ,>f  ^1  California  corporation  secured  liy  real  es- 
tate. 

S.  B.  843,  by  Senator  Anderson — This  is  one  of  the  most 
unique  hills  ever  introduced  by  a  legislator. 

It  is  declared  that  the  stockholders  of  corporations 
are  dependent  upon  the  payment  of  dividends  by  corpora- 
tions in  which  they  own  stock.  It  then  provides  that  all 
corporations  during  the  third  year  after  their  organiza- 
tion, and  every  year  thereafter,  shall  pay  at  least  one 
dividend  of  not  less  than  6  per  cent,  unless  at  a  meet- 
ing of  stockholders  it  is  determined  by  the  holders  of 
75  per  cent  of  the  stock  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  corporation,  or  for  any  other  reason,  not  to  de- 
clare such  a  dividend.  A  method  is  provided  by  which 
the  court  shall  dissolve  any  corporation  which  docs  not 
pay  such  dividend. 

S.  B.  917,  by  Senator  Campbell — Provides  that  the  meetings 
of  stockholders  and  the  board  of  directors  of  corpora- 
tions shall  be  held  at  the  principal  place  of  business,  or 
any  other  place  in  the  State  of  California,  designated  by 
the  board  of  directors,  or  fixed  by  the  by-laws. 

S.  B.  957 — Amends  Section  10  of  the  Banking  Act  by  provid- 
ing that  no  person  shall  be  a  director  of  a  bank,  unless 
he  is  a  stockholder  owning  five  shares  of  the  par  value 
of  at  least  $500.00. 

It  is  also  provided  that  if  any  director  shall  cease  to  be 
the  owner  in  his  own  right  of  such  stock,  or  shall  pledge 
the  same,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent 
of  banks,  and  such  director  may  be  removed  from  office 
by  the  superintendent. 

S.  B.  1057  and  1058,  by  Senator  Breed— These  bills  provide 
that  no  nuinieipalities  shall  incur  an  indebtedness  for 
public  improvements,  which  shall,  in  the  aggregate,  ex- 
ceed 15  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and 
personal  property. 

S.  B.  1063,  by  Senator  Chandler— This  bill  provides  that  the 
.\ttorney  General,  the  State  engineer  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  banks  sliall  constitute  a  commission  to  regu- 
late the  sale  of  bonds  of  drainage  districts. 

It  is  also  provided  that  all  bonds  of  such  districts 
wbicli  have  met  with  the  approval  of  the  commission, 
shall  be  legal  investments  for  trust  funds  and  the  funds 
of  all  insurance  companies  and  hanks  and  certain  state 
funds. 

S.  B.  1099,  by  Senator  Duncan — Changes  the  minimum  rate 
of  interest  on  public  moneys,  which  have  been  deposited 
in  banks,  from  2  per  cent  to  3  per  cent. 

BILLS   AFFECTING   FOODSTUFFS 

A.  B.  47,  by  Schmitt;  S.  B.  616,  by  Gerdes— All  buildings, 
rofuus.  basements  or  cellars  used  for  the  packing,  prej)- 
aration.  manufacture,  storage,  sale  or  distribution  of  food 


shall  have  an  impermeable  floor  of  cemenl  tile  laid  in 
cement,  brick  or  other  non-absorbent  material.  Toilet 
rooms  shall  be  separate  and  have  similar  floors;  wash 
rooms  shall  be  supplied  with  soap,  running  water  and 
towels. 

A.  B.  184,  185,  186,  by  Boude — Provides  that  any  egg  or  eggs 
imported  from  any  point  outside  the  state  shall  be  brand- 
ed on  one  end  with  the  word  "imported."  All  persons 
selling  imported  eggs  shall  display  in  their  salesrooms  a 
sign  SIX  feet  long  and  one  foot  high,  bearing  the  words 
"imported  eggs  sold  here."  All  persons  selling  or  of- 
fering for  sale  any  food  or  drink  composed  in  part  of 
imported  eggs  shall  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  menu 
the  words  "imported  eggs  used  here." 

In  the  public  salesrooms  of  all  persons  selling  or  of- 
fering for  sale  food  or  drink  composed  in  part  of  im- 
ported eggs  shall  be  displayed  a  sign  three  feet  long  and 
six  inches  high  with  the  words  "imported  eggs  used 
here."  All  persons  selling  or  ofifering  for  sale  manufac- 
tured food  products  composed  in  part  of  imported  eggs 
shall  place  in  each  package  or  wrapper  a  card  one  and 
one-half  inches  wide  and  three  inches  long,  bearing  the 
words  "imported  eggs  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this 
article." 

Violations   arc   punishable   by   line   and   imprisonment. 

A.  B.  792,  by  Schmitt;  S.  B.  817,  by  Cogswell— Establishes  a 
state  laboratory  for  the  analysis  and  examination  of  food 
and  drugs;  the  director's  salary  shall  be  $3,000,  the  as- 
sistant's $1,500  and  the  nutrition  expert  $1,000  per  year. 
No  dealer  can  be  prosecuted  if  he  establishes  a  guaranty 
signed  by  the  wholesaler,  jobber  or  manufacturer  that 
the  article  is  not  mislabeled  nor  adulterated. 

A.  B.  846,  by  Scott;  S.  B.  796,  by  Campbell— Regulates  cold 
storage  plants.  License  for  same  is  fixed  at  $50  per 
year  for  each  storehouse.  License  to  be  issued  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  after  examination  as  to  sanitary 
conditions  and  equipment. 

A.  B.  975,  by  McDonald,  J.  J.;  S.  B.  940,  by  Flaherty— Any 

foodstuff  about  to  be  destroyed  in  restraint  of  trade  shall 
be  seized  and  the  arresting  officer  shall  be  given  author- 
ity to  donate  the  same  to  charitable  institutions  and  the 
needy  without  charge.  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  and 
the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  are  given  authority  to 
make   arrests. 

A.  B.  1037,  by  Scott— Similar  1..  A.  B.  792,  as  regards  ex- 
empting a  local  dealer  from  prosecution  if  he  can  show 
a  guaranty  from  a  party  or  parties  within  the  United 
States  that  the  article  is  not  mislabeled  nor  adulterated. 

A.  B.  1053,  by  McDonald,  W.  A. — Makes  it  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  destroy  in  restraint  of  trade  any 
foodstuf^^s,  food  products,  or  food  articles  or  products 
customary  for  food,  or  articles  that  are  proper  for  food 
and  in  a  fit  sanitary  condition. 

A.  B.  1100,  by  Rodgers— Provides  that  all  foodstuffs  in  con- 
tainers shall  contain  conspicuously  on  the  outside  or  top, 
or  on  a  label  or  tag  attached  thereto,  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  manufacturer,  packer  or  canner.  Does  not 
apply  to  goods  delivered  outside  of  state.  Prohibits  the 
erasing,  altering  or  defacing  such  label.  Provides  that 
a  dealer's  name  may  be  placed  on  the  outside  or  top 
or  label  or  tag  in  addition  thereto.  Violations  are  pun- 
ished by  a  maximum  fine  of  $500.  six  months  in  jail,  or 
both.     In  effect  one  year  after  passage. 

A.  B.  1147,  by  Gebhart— .'Amends  the  Pure  Food  ■'Kct  of  1907 
by  adding  paragraph  10  to  Section  4  to  read  as  follows: 
"If  meat  or  meat  products  contain  or  are  colored  with 
analine  colors." 

A.  B.  1304,  by  Hawson — Makes  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  to 
sell  any  box,  package  or  carton  containing  raisins,  unless 
the  same  shall  have  marked  conspicuously  thereon  the 
variety  of  grape  from  which  the  raisins  were  manu- 
factured.

It 
permits  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  raise  a  fund  of

SUPERVISORS    FAVOR    OCEAN    BEACH 
ESPLANADE 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its  meeting  on  Feb- 
ruary 1 5th : 

"RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  recognizing  the  importance  of 
improving  San  Francisco's  ocean  beach,  hereby  expresses  it- 
self in  favor  of  the  construction  of  an  Esplanade  along  said 
beach  from  the  foot  of  the  Cliff  House  grade  to  Sloat  Boule- 
vard, but  believes  that  such  an  Esplanade  should  not  be  built 
under  a  bond  issue,  but  should  be  built  one  section  at  a  time, 
the  cost  thereof  to  be  paid  under  the  annual  tax  levy;  and 
the  Board  declares  its  intention  to  proceed  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  first  section  of  said  Esplanade  whenever  a  way 
may  be  found  by  which  the  necessary  funds  to  defray  the 
cost  thereof  can  be  provided."

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  H.  S.  Crocker 
Company  to  publish  a  large  edition  of  a  new,  com- 
plete, up-to-the-minute,  accurate  and  authentic  edition 
of  a  new  book  on  this  city,  to  be  known  as  "San  Fran- 
cisco, the  Commercial,  Financial,  and  Industrial  Me- 
tropolis of  the  Pacific  Coast."

S.  B.  657,  by  King — Regulates  the  sale  of  oranges  and  pro- 
vides that  navel  oranges  below  one  part  acid  to  eight 
parts  solids,  with  the  surface  showing  less  than  50  per 
cent  orange  color,  shall  be  deemed  immature.  The  sale 
of  immature  oranges,  colored  by  sweating  or  other  man- 
ipulation, is  prohibited.  Navel  oranges  in  packages  or 
wrappers  bearing  false  or  misleading  statements  or  de- 
vices is  prohibited.  Boxes  and  packages  containing  im- 
mature oranges  shall  be  so  labeled.  The  ."Xct  does  not 
apply  to  oranges  sold  in  bulk  or  sales  on  the  trees. 

S.  B.  658,  by  King — Makes  it  unlawful  to  sell  citrus  fruit 
more  than  20  per  cent  damaged  by  frost,  unless  the  con- 
tainer is  plainly  marked  "damaged  by  frost." 

S.  B.  858,  by  Lyon — Provides  that  no  food  of  a  perishable 
nature  must  be  kept  more  than  ninety  days  without  be- 
ing in  cold  storage.  Failure  to  stamp  any  article  of  food 
with  the  date  when  it  was  received  for  cold  storage  is  a 
misdemeanor. 

S.  B.  1046,  by  Thompson— .\mends  Section  22 — Sale,  manu- 
facture, etc.,  of  adulterated,  mislabeled,  misbranded  foods, 
etc.  Provides  that  no  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  when  he  can  establish  a  guar- 
anty signed  by  the  wholesaler,  jobber,  manufacturer  or 
Dther  party  residing  in  the  United  States  from  whom  he 


purchased  such  article,  to  the  eflfect  that  the  same  is  not 
adulterated,  mislabeled  or  misbranded  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act  and  establishes  by  satisfactory  evidence 
that  he  was  not  aware  at  the  time  of  making  the  sale 
that  such  article  was  mislabeled. 
S.  B.  1174,  1175,  1176,  by  Kehoe— Regulates  the  sale  of  food 
ingredients  which  are  in  part  composed  of  butter  shipped 
or  imported  into  the  United  Slates.  Requires  the  mark- 
ing of  all  bills  of  fare  or  menu  cards  in  establishments 
serving  or  offering  for  sale  any  such  food.  Requires  the 
marking  of  such  imported  butter  by  all  persons  selling 
or  ofifering  the  same  for  sale.  Requires  the  placing  in 
all  packages  of  food  products  composed  in  part  of  butter 
imported  from  outside  the  United  States,  a  white  card 
one  and  one-half  inches  wide  and  three  inches  in  length, 
on  one  side  of  which  shall  be  printed  in  legible  black 
letters,  "Imported  butter  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this 
article." 

All  persons  selling  or  offering  for  sale  any  food,  the 
ingredients  of  which  are  in  part  composed  of  imported 
butter,  shall  display  a  sign  in  the  public  salesroom,  not 
less  than  six  inches  in  height  and  one  foot  in  length, 
bearing   the    words,   "Imported    Butter   Used    Here." 

Violations  are  declared  a  misdemeanor  and  punish- 
able by  a  maximum  fine  of  $250,  six  months  in  the 
county  jail,  or  both. 
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OUR    HARBOR 


San  Francisco  Bay  is  the  largest  land-locked  harbor  in  the  world. 
San  Francisco  has  a  water  frontage  on  the  bay  of  ten  miles. 

There   are   thirty-four  completed   piers  and  three  contemplated,  ranging  in  length  from  600 
to  1,000  feet,  and  from  100  to  200  feet  wide. 

The  bay  covers  an  area  of  over  420  square  miles  and  has  a  shore  line,  exclusive  of  navig- 
able inlets,  of  100  miles. 

Total  completed  sea  wall  is  18,690  feet  long,  total  berth  space  of  all  piers  48,728  lineal  feet. 
The  dock  area  of  all  piers  is  3,471,697   square  feet. 

The  San  Francisco  side  of  San  Francisco  bay  is  the  deep  water  and  sheltered  side  of  the 
bay,  from  where  all  deep  water  vessels  dock  and  sail. 
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Excess  Canal  Tolls  Not  To  Be  Collected 


It  has  been  c;illed  to  the  attention  of  the  Chamber 
that  in  a  letter  to  Secretary  Garrison,  President  Wilson 
ruled  that  no  tolls  should  be  demanded  of  ships  pass- 
ing through  the  canal  which  would  aggregate  more 
than  $1.2.S  upon  net  registered  tonnage,  as  measured 
under  United  States  statutes. 

Very  few  reading  this  notice  realized  how  much  it 
meant  to  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Coast.  Under 
the  old  ruling  it  was  almost  prohibitive  to  ship  Pacific 
Coast  lumber  to  the  .Atlantic  Coast.  With  the  toll  on 
deck  loads  eliminated  our  lumber  can  now  be  shipped 
east  via  the  Canal. 


The  following  telegram  has  been  received  by  the 
Chamber  from  Secretary  of  State  Bryan : 

"Secretary  of  War  has  cabled  to  Governor  of  Panama  Canal 
in  part  as  follows:  'That  no  tolls  shall  be  demanded  or  col- 
lected upon  any  vessel  of  commerce  which  shall  aggregate 
more  than  $1.25  upon  the  net  registered  tonnage  as  measured 
under  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  that  the  toll  rates 
shall  remain  as  at  present,  $1.20  per  net  registered  ton  as 
measured  by  Panama  Canal  rules,  so  applied,  however,  that 
where  such  measurement,  when  multiplied  by  $1.20  a  greater 
sum  is  produced  than  would  be  procured  by  multiplying  by 
$1.25  the  net  registered  tonnage  under  the  United  States 
statutes  rules,  such  excess  shall  not  be  demanded  or  col- 
lected." 


IMPROVEMENTS   FOR   THE   PRESIDIO. 

.'\s  a  result  of  the  investigations  made  by  a  special 
committee  of  the  Chamber  relative  to  the  much  needed 
improvements  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  the 
Chamber  has  endorsed  the  following  recommenda- 
tions that  have  been  made  to  the  authorities  at  Wash- 
ington by  Major  General  Arthur  Murray,  U.  S.  A. : 

It  is  recommended  that  there  be  included  in  the  es- 
timates for  1916: 

1.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  additional  construc- 
tion of  barracks  and  quarters  required  for  an  infantry 
brigade  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  $1,464,000. 

2.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  construct- 
ing roads  and  walks  on  the  Presidio  and  Fort  Win- 
field  Scott  reservations.  $100,000.     Total,  $1,564,000. 

And  in  the  estimates  for  1917: 

1.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  buildings, 
other  than  barracks  and  quarters,  required  to  complete 
the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  as  an  Infantry  Brigade 
post,  $250,500. 

2.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  additional  construction 
required  to  complete  Fort  Winfield  Scott,  Cal.,  as  a 


14th  Company  Coast  Artillerv  post,  $431,000.     Total, 
$581,500. 

Grand  total,  $2,245,500. 

The  Presidio  is  not  only  the  largest  and  most  im- 
portant army  post  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  but  it  is  a  post 
about  the  permanency  of  which  there  has  never  been 
any  question,  and  still  its  accommodations  are  inferior 
to  any  other  similar  army  post  in  the  country.  Mem- 
bers are  urged  to  use  their  influence  to  secure  favor- 
able action  on  these  appropriations.

Out  to  shatter  more  records  for  speed  the  (Ircat 
Northern  Paeilie  Steamshi])  Conii)any's  steamer  (Ireat 
Northern  sailed  from  San  Francisco  on  the  16th  for 
llonohihi.  via  San  Pedro,  thence  to  the  Island  port  in 
four  days  or  better,  is  the  time  announced  by  her 
owners.  The  best  previous  lime  to  Honolulu  was 
slightly  under  five  days.

Several  new  freight  steamers  are  under  construction 
at  the  present  time  for  trading  out  of  this  port.  Three 
for  the  .\merican-Hawaiiau  Steamshi])  Company;  one 
for  the  Luckcnbach  Steamship  Company,  and  two  just 
about  to  be  started  at  Ihc  l^nion  Iron  \\'orks.  (If  the 
latter,  one  is  for  Hind  Rolph  &  Co.,  and  the  other  will 
be  built  for  the  account  of  the  company  it?elf.  and  dis- 
posed of  later.  .\H  these  vessels  are  of  10.000  Ions  ca- 
pacity or  greater,  and  will  be  in  commission  this  year. 


The  .\merican-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  has 
cliartered  three  additional  coasting  steamers  for  .Xt- 
lantic-Pacific  trading,  owing  to  the  immense  amount  of 
freight  offering  between  the  coasts.  They  are  the 
steamers  Stanley  Dollar,  Olson  &  Mahony  and  Mon- 
tara.  The  steamers  Isthmian  and  Pennsylvania,  owned 
by  the  company,  have  been  fixed  for  nitrate  from  South 
.\merica  to  New  York. 


Steamer  Manila  will  sail  from  San  Francisco  March 
10th  for  Balboa  via  Central  American  and  Mexican 
ports.  This  is  a  new  vessel  for  this  run  and  will  ply 
regularly  between  San  Francisco  and  forementioned 
ports.    W.  H.  Thoruley  is  the  agent  here.

TRAFFIC  BUREAU  DOINGS 


The  hearing  before  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion Examiner  Henry  Thurtell  upon  "Fourth  Section," 
applications  by  the  various  carriers  was  begun  in  San 
Francisco  Monday.  February  15th.  and  was  finished 
February  17th. 

The  most  important  application  heard  \>y  tlie  F,x- 
aminer  was  that  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
for  permission  to  publish  a  carload  rate  of  -10  cents 
per  100  pounds  on  asphaltum.  barley,  beans,  and  canned 
goods,  including  canned  salmon,  from  San  Francisco 
and  San  Pedro  to  New  York  and  other  Atlantic  Coast 
ports,  while  at  the  same  time  maintaining  a  higher 
rate  to  intermediate  points. 

Permission  was  requested  to  publish  this  rate  on  the 


the  rail  carrier  so  it  may  be  enabled  to  meet  the  Pan- 
ama L'anal  route  steamship  competition. 

Rates  from  interior  California  points  would  be  based 
upon  the  40  cent  port-to-port  rate  plus  the  local  from 
the  interior  producing  point  to  the  Pacific  Coast  port. 
The  40  cent  rate  applied  for  on  the  commodities  named 
compares  with  the  present  rate  from  San  Francisco 
to  New  York  of  .^0  cents  per  100  pounds  on  asphaltum. 
62j4  cents  on  barle_y,  and  8.S  cents  on  beans  and  canned 
goods  other  than  canned  salmon,  and  70  cents  on 
canned  salmon.

INDUSTRY    TRACK    SWITCHING. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  supplements  to  the 
terminal  and  switching  tariffs  of  the  San  Francisco  term- 
inal lines,  effective  April  i,  1915,  which  provide  for: 

Switching-  without  additional  cost  to  all  industry  tracks 
in  San  Francisco,  when  such  switching  is  performed  in- 
cidentally to  a  line  haul  of  the  carrier  switching  the  car. 

Absorption  of  Belt  Line  switching  on  industry  spur 
tracks  situated  on  the  Belt  Line. 

The  new  provisions  apply  to  intra-state  and  inter- 
state, competitive  and  non-competitive  business. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  carriers  to  arrange  by  permis- 
sion of  the  State  and  Interstate  Commissions  to  refund 
all  switching  charges  in  connection  with  industry  spur 
track  switching  accruing  on  and  after  August  12,  1914. 
The  carriers  are  making  these  arrangements  so  as  to 
expedite  the  refund  of  switching  charges  since  August 
12,  1914,  and  in  order  to  make  the  payments  with  as  little 
delay  and  trouble  to  the  shippers  as  it  is  possible  to  ar- 
range. Immediately  after  April  Tst,  when  the  new  tariffs 
are  in  effect,  all  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
who  have  such  claims  to  collect  should  inquire  at  the 
Traffic  Bureau  for  specific  instructions  how  to  proceed. 


SAN   FRANCISCO   RADIO   WAVES  OPEN  THE 
EXPOSITION. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  wireless  waves  which 
1 'resident  Wilson  set  in   motion  when  he  pressed  the 
button  at  the  Whie  House  at  noon  on  the  20th  inst., 
nn  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  Exi>osition,  there-    1 
by  throAving  open  the  massive  doors  of  Machinery  Hall    i 
and  causing  the  Fountain  of  Energy  to  play,  were  gen-   \ 
erated  hy  apparatus  manufactured  by  the  Federal  Tele-    , 
graph  Company  of  San  Francisco  in  their  plant  at  Palo 
Alto.    The  key  pressed  by  the  President  was  directly 
connected  with  the  powerful  radio  station  at  Tucker- 
ton,  N.  J.,  which  is  operated  by  the  United  States  Navy 
Oepartment,  extensive  users  of  the  Federal  Company's    ' 
apparatus.     From  the  immense  aerials  of  this  station, 
385  feel  in  the  air,  the  waves  traveled  a  distance  of  over 
3.000  miles  to  the  receiving  antenna  stretched   from 
the  Tower  of  Jewels,  400  feet  above  the  throng  which 
gathered  at  its  base  to  participate  in  the  opening  cere- 
monies.   The  sending  of  radio  waves  over  land  for  this 
distance  is  unusual,  and  that  it  was  successful  speak> 
well  for  the  perfection  of  the  apparatus  employed. 

The  United  States  Navy  Department  has  installed 
the  radio  apparatus  of  the  Federal  Telegraph  Company 
on  many  of  the  largest  battleships  and  is  using  it  on 
all  important  installations,  including  the  large  station 
in  the  Panama  Canal  zone,  known  as  the  Darien 
Station. 

This  company  was  financed  entirely  by  local  capital 
and  is  only  four  years  old.  It  is  to  be  commended  for 
its  success.  J 


CALIFORNIA   RIPE   OLIVE   DAY. 

The  olive  growers  of  California  have  declared 
^^'ednesday,  March  31st,  as  California  Ripe  Olive  Day. 
The  purpose  of  thus  setting  a  day  apart  to  honor  the 
olive  is  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  that  the 
olive  industry  is  assuming  in  California,  and  to  the 
remarkable  food  qualities  of  the  flavorous  ripe  olive 
of  this  State. 

A  general  headquarters  for  a  great  national  campaign 
have  been  estabh'.shed  at  Oroville,  and  from  now  on 
the  gospel  of  the  California  ripe  olive  is  to  be  carried  to 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

W'hile  the  olive  is  one  of  the  oldest  trees  of  which 
history  bears  record,  yet  it  is  a  surprising  fact  that  not 
one  out  of  one  hundred  people  is  acquainted  with  the 
food  value  and  the  delicious  flavor  of  the  ripe  pickled 
oli\-e.  California  has  practicalh'  a  monopoly  on  this 
product,  and  the  most  eminent  physicians  in  the  world 
have  borne  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  olive  is  not 
only  a  good  food,  but  that  it  is  a  most  healthful  and 
nutritious  substance.  California  Ripe  Olive  Day  prom- 
ises to  call  striking  attention  to  this  important  product 
of  California.

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DIGEST  OF  CORPORATION  MEASURES 

THE  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Coninierce  gives  herewith  a  digest  of  Senate  and  Assembly 
bills  affecting  corporation  laws,  motor  vehicles,  and  revenue  and  taxation,  now  pending  before  the  Legis- 
lature and  which  will  be  acted  upon  during  the  March  session. 

The  Legislative  Bureau  asks  the  opinion  of  members  on  these  measures  for  reference  in  formulating 
recommendations.  Furtlier  information  may  be  had  by  addressing  the  f,egislative  Bureau  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce.

A.  B.  944,  by  Mr.  Harris — Prohibits  common  carriers  of  pe- 
troleum from  owning  stock  m  petroleum  companies;  and 
also  prohibits  companies  engaged  in  the  business  of  re- 
lining  or  buying  petroleum  from  engaging  in  the  business 
of  buying  and  selling  oil-well   supplies. 

A.  B.  1245,  by  Mr.  McKnight  —  Requires  corporations  and 
joint  slock  companies  having  an  investment  of  more  than 
$30,000  to  send  out  to  stockholders  yearly  statements  of 
operations  and  a  complete  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
dition. Statements  are  also  required  to  be  given  to  credi- 
tors when  the  debts  exceed  I2j'2  per  cent  of  the  invest- 
ment. 

A.  B.  1436,  1437,  1438,  by  Mr.  Encell— These  bills  relate  to 
the  tiling  of  articles  of  incorporation  and  tlie  requirement 
thereof.  The  most  important  change  is  that  providing 
for  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the  number  of  directors 
by  written  consent  of  stockholders.  At  present  such  de- 
crease or  increase  cannot  be  made  except  by  stockholders 
at  a  meeting. 

S.  B.  421,  by  Senator  King — Requires  statements  of  the  finan- 
cial con<lition  of  corporations  to  be  sent  to  each  stock- 
lioider  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  election  of  officers. 

S.  B.  642,  by  Senator  Thompson — .Adds  a  new  section  to  the 
Civil  Code  to  the  efifect  that  if  all  the  directors  of  a  cor- 
poration are  present  at  a  meeting,  however  called  or  held, 
and  sign  a  written  consent  thereto,  all  transactions  liad 
at  the  meeting  shall  be  valid. 

S.  B.  646,  by  Senator  Thompson — Provides  that  if  any  director 
of  a  corporation  is  present  at  a  place  where  a  directors' 
meeting  is  lawfully  held  he  shall  be  deemed  as  present 
and  acting  at  such  meeting. 

S.  B.  647,  by  Senator  Thompson — Provides  that  if  a  director 
is  present  at  a  lawfully  convened  meeting  and  fails  or 
refuses  to  vote  on  any  proposition,  he  shall  be  considered 
as  favoring  the  question  and  as  voting  in  the  affirmative. 

S.  B.  795,  by  Senator  Campbell — Provides  that  persons  or  cor- 
porations may  put  tlicmselves  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  railroad  commission  if  they  so  elect. 

S.  B.  843,  by  Senator  Anderson — This  bill  requires  all  cor- 
Ijorations  to  pay  dividends  of  at  least  6  per  cent  per  an- 
num after  the  third  year  of  their  organization.  If  such 
dividend  is  not  paid  or  if  the  stockholders  have  not  de- 
clared it  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  corporation 
not  to  pay  such  dividend,  the  Superior  Court  shall  dis- 
soUe  the  corporation. 

S.  B.  917,  by  Senator  Campbell — Provides  that  meetings  of 
■.tockhohlers  and  directors  may  be  held  at  the  principal 
place  of  business  or  at  any  other  place  in  the  State  which 
may  be  designated  by  the  board  or  fi.xed  by  the  Court. 

S.  B.  1093,  by  Senator  King — Prohibits  corporations  and  firms 
from  carrying  on  what  is  known  as  a  "company  store."  if 
there  be  any  other  store  selling  supplies  within  two  miles. 

S.  C.  A.  6,  by  Senator  Ballard— This  amendment  would  limit 
the  liability  of  a  stockholder  to  the  amount  of  the  par 
value  of  the  stock  held  by  him. 

S.  C.  A.  17,  by  Senator  Brown — This  amendment  would  en- 
able the  Legislature  to  establish  a  trust  fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  and  creating  credit  in  aid  of  the  agricul- 
ture of  the  State. 


MOTOR  VEHICLE  LAW.

A.  B.  2,  Ashley— Amends  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act  by  fixing 
the  following  schedule  of  fees  for  registration:  Motor 
cycles,  $2.00;  automobiles  under  25  H.  P.,  $5.00;  25  to  35 
H.  P.,  $10.00;  35  to  45  II.  P.,  $15.00;  45  to  55  H.  P.,  $20.00; 
55  to  65  H.  P.,  $25.00;  65  H.  P.  and  up,  $30.00. 

Adds  two  new  subdivisions  to  Section  13,  providing 
that  every  other  vehicle  shall  carry  at  least  one  white 
light  between  the  hours  of  one-half  hour  after  sunset  and 
one-half  hour  before  sunrise,  and  visible  for  500  feet  in 
either  direction.  Every  vehicle  left  on  the  highways  be- 
tween these  hours  shall  display  one  lighted  lamp  visible 
for  500  feet  in  either  direction.  Provides  that  those  coun- 
ties in  which  at  least  one-half  of  the  State  Highways  un- 
der the  Act  of  1909  have  not  been  constructed,  all  of  the 
net  receipts  collected  under  this  act  shall  be  returned  from 
the  counties  from  which  received,  and  all  such  amounts 
returned  shall  be  paid  into  the  road  funds  of  the  counties 
receiving  the  same. 

A.  B.  23,  Schmidt— Provides  that  the  registration  fee  for  au- 
tomobiles less  than  20  H.  P.  shall  be  $2.50;  20  to  30  H.  P., 
$5.00;  30  to  40  H.  P.,  $7.50;  40  to  50  H.  P.,  $10.00;  50  to 
60  H.  P.,  $12.00;  60  H.  P.  and  up,  $15.00.  For  registration 
of  motor  vehicles  not  in  excess  of  five,  owned  by  dealers 
and  manufacturers,  and  operated  on  the  public  highway, 
$10.00,  and  $1.00  for  every  automobile  in  excess  of  five. 

A.  B.  284,  Mouser — This  act  is  to  be  known  as  the  "Vehicle 
.Act"  and  amends  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act  of  1913  in  many 
of  its  provisions.  Defines  "owner"  as  any  person  or  per- 
sons having  the  use,  control  or  right  to  use  or  control  a 
vehicle  under  lease  or  otherwise  for  a  period  of  ten  or 
more  days.  Declares  that  "vehicle"  shall  include  every 
wagon,  hack,  coach,  carriage,  bus,  push  cart,  bicycle,  tri- 
cycle, automobile,  cycle  car,  motor-cycle,  sleigh,  traction 
engine,  tractor,  or  other  conveyance  in  whatever  manner 
and  by  whatever  force  or  power  the  same  may  be  ridden, 
driven,  or  propelled,  operated  upon  the  highway,  except- 
ing only  baby-carriages,  railroad,  street  and  interurban 
cars. 

Section  3  declares  that  the  figures  of  horse  power  shall 
be  computed  according  to  the  rating  and  formula  hereto- 
fore established  by  the  association  of  licensed  automobile 
manufacturers. 

Sub-division  B  of  Section  3  retiuires  every  owner  of  a 
vehicle,  other  than  a  motor  vehicle  operated  on  the  public 
highways  of  the  State,  to  file  an  application  for  registra- 
tion on  a  blank  to  be  furnished  by  the  Department  of  En- 
gineering, giving  applicant's  name  and  address,  with  the 
description  of  such  vehicle,  including  the  name  of  the 
maker,  number  (if  any)  fixed  by  the  maker,  character  of 
the  motive  power,  and,  if  drawn  by  a  horse  or  horses,  or 
other  animals,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  such  horses 
or  other  animals  by  which  the  vehicle  is  drawn.  Provides 
that  a  list  of  such  registrations  shall  be  published  daily 
by  the  department,  wdiich  list  shall  be  furnished  on  ap- 
plication, without  charge,  to  the  sheriffs  of  counties,  to 
the  chief  of  police  of  county  cities;  and  also  at  a  charge 
to  be  fixed  by  said  department  not  exceeding  the  expense 
of  publication  and  transmission  of  such  list  to  such  other 
local  authorities  as  said  department  may  see  fit. 

Section  S  provides  that  the  department,  without  further 
charge,  shall  furnish  to  applicant  a  seal  of  suitable  metal, 
etc.    Such  registration  shall  be  renewed  annually. 

Section  7  provides  the  following  registration  fees,  which 
are  fixed:  For  automobiles  less  than  30  H.  P..  $5.00;  30 
to  40  H.  P.,  $10.00;  40  to  60  H.  P.,  $20.00;  60  H.  P.  and

up,  $.«).00.  l-"or  the  rc«istr:Hion  of  vi-liicks  otIuT  iIkiii 
motor  vehicles  opcTatcd,  driven  or  drawn  upon  the  high- 
ways otlicrwisc  that!  exclusively  upon  streets  within  in- 
corporated cities  and  towns  as  follows:  I'"or  a  vehicle 
drawn  hy  two  or  more  horses  or  other  animals,  $5.00. 

Section  8:  The  provisions  of  Section  8  with  reference  to 
the  transfer  of  ownersiiip  and  change  of  registration  are 
extended  to  all  vehicles  and  provides  that  in  case  the  own- 
er of  a  one-horse  vehicle  seeks  registration  for  another, 
to  be  drawn  by  two  or  more  horses,  or  other  animals,  he 
shall  pay  the  diflcrence  between  the  fee  paid  for  the  first 
vehicle  and  the  one  he  seeks  to  register. 

Section  9  provides  that  the  department  shall  furnish, 
without  cost,  transportation  charges  prepaid,  to  Ibc  ad- 
dress of  every  manufacturer  or  dealer  in  automobiles 
than  those  whose  vehicles  are  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section  such  quantity  of  seals 
and  number  plates  as  the  applicant  may  be  entitled  to,  as 
hereinbefore  provided.  Tlic  plates  to  have  displayed  upon 
them  the  register  numl)er  which  is  assigned  to  the  motor 
vehicle  of  sucli  manufacturer  or  dealer,  with  a  diflfcrent 
letter  or  letters  or  mark  on  each  pair  of  number  plates. 
Said  department  shall  also  provide  by  arrangement  with 
the  dealer  or  manufacturer,  or  others,  for  the  temporary 
registration  of  and  the  display  of  cardboard  or  other  tem- 
porary numbers  or  distinguishing  marks  on  motor  and 
other  vehicles  in  transit,  and  motor  and  other  vehicles  in 
course  of  delivery  to  purchasers  and  pending  issuance  of 
permanent  registration  as  herein  provided.  Any  such  tem- 
porary registration,  iiowever.  shall  be  included  in  the 
time  covered  by  the  permanent  registration  under  this  act. 

Section  10  relating  to  non-residents  has  this  added  pro- 
vision that  said  non-resident,  upon  arrival  within  this 
State,  and  not  later  than  iive  days  thereafter,  shall  apply 
to  the  department  for  registration.  The  said  non-resident 
applicant  to  give  his  residence  address,  business  address 
(if  any),  together  with  the  registration  number  of  said 
vehicle  m  the  country  or  state  in  which  said  applicant 
resides. 

Subdivision  B.  of  Section  11,  provides  that  all  vehicles 
driven  upon  the  public  highways  outside  of  cities  and 
towns  incorporated,  shall  display  its  number  at  the  back 
of  the  vehicle  at  a  minimum  distance  of  26  inches  from 
the  ground. 

Section  13:  Every  vehicle,  other  than  a  motor  vehicle, 
during  the  period  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset  or  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise,  and  at  all  times  when  fog  or 
other  atmospheric  conditions  render  the  operation  of 
vehicles  dangerous  to  the  traftic,  shall  have  attached  to 
the  left  side  thereof,  a  lighted  lamp,  showing  a  white  light, 
visible  for  200  feet  in  the  direction  toward  wdiich  said 
vehicle  is  going,  and  a  red  light  visible  200  feet  toward 
the  rear. 

Section  15  provides  that  no  motor  vehicle  shall  have 
on  its  periphery  any  block,  stud,  cleat,  ridge,  bead,  or 
any  protuberance,  metal  or  other  hard  substance,  which 
projects  more  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  beyond  the 
tread.  (The  present  law  reads  "one-fourth  of  an  inch.") 
This  provision  does  not  apply  to  speed  devices  to  prevent 
such  vehicles  from  sliding  or  skidding  nor  the  use  of  trac- 
tion engines  with  cleats  on  the  driving-wheel. 

Under  Section  20  the  proposed  act  omits  the  provisions 
that  "if  requested  by  signal,  or  otherwise  by  the  driver, 
or  rider  of  such  horse  or  horses,  (motor  vehicle)  shall  not 
proceed  further  toward  such  animal  or  animals,  unless 
such  movement  be  necessary  to  avoid  accident  or  injury, 
until  such  animal  or  animals  be  under  the  control  of  their 
driver  or  rider. 

Section  21  provides  that  when  any  vehicle  strikes  any 
person  or  collides  with  any  vehicle  containing  a  person, 
the  driver  shall  stop  and  render  all  necessary  assistance  to 
the  occupants  of  the  vehicle  collided  with,  carry  them  to 
a  hospital  or  to  a  physician,  if  medical  or  surgical  treat- 
ment is  required.  The  driver  of  the  vehicle  colliding 
with  another  shall  give  the  occupants  of  the  other  vehicle 
the  number  of  bis  vehicle,  his  name  and  address,  and  the 
name  of  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  passenger 
or  passengers  not  e.NCceding  five. 

Subdivision  C  is  added  to  Section  22  with  reference  to 
speeding,  and  requires  that  unless  such  person  shall  de- 
mand to  be  taken  forthwith  before  the  most  accessible 
magistrate,  the  arresting  officer  shall  take  the  name  and 
address  of  such  person,  the  number  of  his  vehicle,  and 
notifv  him   in   writing  to  appear  before  such   magistrate 


:il  least  five  days  subsequent  to  such  notice,  and  upon 
tin-  written  promise  of  such  person  to  appear  he  shall  be 
released '  from  custody.  Any  person  willfully  violating 
such  promise  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  regard- 
less of  the  disposition  of  the  charge  upon  which  he  was 
originally  arrested. 

Sub-division  D  of  Section  22  declares  that  local  author- 
ities shall  have  no  power  to  pass  or  enforce  any  ordin-    j 
ance,  rule,  or  regulation  in  any  way  conflicting  with  the     ' 
act  except  as  provided  in  the  act,  except  as  to  the  regula-    i 
tion  of  traffic  at  crossing,  or  on  public  highways,  where    ' 
the   traffic    is   heavy   and   continuous,   or   to   regulate   the 
operation   of  vehicles   for  hire  and  the   use  of  the   high- 
ways  for  processions  and  assemblages.     Provided,   how- 
ever, local  authorities  may  set  aside  for  a  given  time  pub- 
lic highway  or  highways  for  speed  contests  or  races.     Or 
local   authorities    may   exclude    vehicles   from   any   ceme- 
tery, or  vehicles  used  solely  or  principally  for  commer 
cial  purposes  from  any  park.     ,\11  such  local  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations,  must  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form, 
and  issued  to  the  public  without  charge,  and  shall  have 
no  force  nor  effect  unless  filed  with  the  department. 

Section  23A  provides  that  the  department  may,  after 
due  hearing,  suspend  or  revoke  the  registration  of  any 
vehicle  or.  the  right  of  any  person  to  operate,  drive,  etc. 
.\  further  provision  gives  the  defendant  a  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Superior  Court,  whose  judgment  shall  be  final 
without  further  right  of  repeal  or  other  revenue.  In 
case  of  arrest  three  times  within  60  days  in  any  one  year 
the  department  shall  revoke  the  license  of  such  person, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  him  to  operate  or  drive  a 
vehicle  upon  the  public  highway  anywhere  within  this 
state  for  six  months. 

Section  24  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person,  less  than 
13  years  of  age,  to  drive  upon  the  public  highway,  any 
vehicle  drawn,  by  a  horse  or  horses  or  other  animals; 
unlawful  for  any  person  less  than  15  years  of  age  to 
operate  a  motor-cycle  upon  the  public  highway,  and  for 
any  person  less  than  16  years  of  age  to  operate  an  auto- 
mobile on  the  public  highway. 

Section  28  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  drive 
or  cause  to  be  driven  upon  the  public  highway  any 
motor  vehicle  not  his  own  with  or  without  intent  to  steal 
the  same  in  the  absence  of  the  owner,  and  without  the 
owner's  consent,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  not  ap- 
plicable to  motor  vehicles  valued  at  less  than  $300.00. 

Section  38  provides  for  the  transfer  of  funds  in  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Fund  to  the  Vehicle  Fund,  created  by 
Section  35  of  the  proposed  act;  and  authorizes  the  appro- 
priation of  an  amount  to  create  a  fund  of  $20,000.00  for 
the  use  of  the  Department  of  Engineering, 

A.  B.  394,  Gelder — Makes  it  the  duty  of  every  common  car- 
rier of  passengers,  every  operator  of  a  motor  or  other 
vehicle,  in  case  of  any  accident  in  which  passengers  or 
others  have  been  injured,  to  file  within  two  days  after 
the  accident  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  passengers 
and  others  with  the  County  Clerk.  It  makes  it  the  duty 
of  any  person  or  persons  injured  in  such  accident,  to  file 
with  the  County  Clerk  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  persons  who  are  witnesses  to  said  accident,  and  no 
person  whose  name  is  not  contained  in  such  list  shall 
thereafter  be  permitted  to  testify  in  any  action  at  law 
brought  against  such  carrier,  operator  or  owner  of  such 
motor  or  other  vehicle  unless  it  appears  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  court  that  the  name  and  address  of  such 
person  could  not  have  been  obtained  at  the  time  of  such 
accident. 

A.  B.  409,  Collins — Provides  that  all  number  plates,  seals  of 
registration,  or  licenses  shall  be  wholly  manufactured  in 
this  state,  .ind  the  contract  let  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

A.  B.  410,  Chenoweth — Provides  that  every  horse-drawn  ve- 
hicle, and  all  other  vehicles  propelled  by  muscular  power 
while  on  the  public  highways,  shall  carry  from  one-half 
hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  one 
lighted  lamp  visible  200  feet  in  the  direction  toward 
which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding,  and  shall  carry  at  the 
rear  a  red  light  visible  for  500  feet. 

A.  B.  534,  Sharkey— .Xmends  Section  13  of  the  Motor  Vehicle 
.\ct  by  declaring  that  all  vehicles  other  than  motor  ve- 
hicles shall  carry  lights  during  the  hours  prescribed  above. 

A.  B.  584,  Arnerich — Fixes  the  fees  for  registration  of  auto- 
moblcs  .IS  follows:  Weight  less  than  2,500  pounds,  $5.00: 
weight    between   2,500   and   3,500  pounds,   $10,00;    weight 
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between  3,500  to  4,500,  $15.00;  over  4,500  pounds,  $20.00. 
Graded  into  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  classes  re- 
spectively, and  providing  that  electric  pleasure  cars,  ir- 
respective of  weiglit.  shall  be  of  the  lirst  class.  For 
motor  vcliicles  under  the  control  of  a  manufacturer  or 
dealer.  $50.00  for  not  more  than  live  automobiles,  and 
$10.00  for  every  automobile  in  excess  of  five.  The  weight 
of  every  automobile  sought  to  be  registered  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  Department  of  Engineering. 

A.  B.  744.  F.  C.  Scott;  S.  B.  878,  Luce;  also  S.  B.  714,  Struck- 
enbruck — Provides  that  no  motor  or  other  vehicle  in 
excess  of  a  total  weight  of  30.000  pounds,  (except  those 
running  on  rails  or  tracks),  shall  be  operated  over  any 
bridge  or  highway  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from 
the  authorities  in  control  of  said  highway  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  authorities  in  control  of  said 
highway  or  bridge.  The  owner.  <lriver.  operator  or 
mover  of  any  such  vehicle  shall  be  responsible  for  all 
damages  to  said  highway  and  bridge  unless  relieved  from 
liability  under  said  permit. 

No  motor  carrying  a  weight  in  excess  of  8.(XX)  pounds 
shall  be  operated  on  any  highway  or  bridge  at  a  speed 
greater  than  twelve  miles  per  hour;  and  no  speed  greater 
than  eight  miles  per  hour  when  carrying  a  weight  in 
excess  of  12.000  pounds,  nor  greater  than  ten  miles  per 
hour  when  the  vehicle  is  equipped  with  tires  made  of 
other  material  than  metal. 

A.  B.  798.  Mouser;  S.  B.  1019,  Cogswell— Is  a  bill  similar  to 
284  introduced  by  Mouser  with  a  few  changes,  among 
which  may  be  mentioned,  in  798.  the  formula  for  deter- 
mining the  horsepower  of  an  automobile.  Strikes  out  the 
provisions  of  Section  4  requiring  the  daily  publication  of 
registration  lists.  Makes  the  following  change  in  regis- 
tration fees  for  automobiles:  35c  for  each  horsepower 
or  fraction  thereof,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  minimum 
horsepower  be  less  than  20;  for  every  motor  vehicle  with 
solid  tires,  used  for  commercial  purposes,  other  than 
traction  engines  weighing  under  4,000  pounds.  $5.00  in 
addition  to  the  fees  provided  herein  for  horsepower 
rating;  between  4.000  and  6.000  pounds.  $10.00  in  addi- 
tion to  the  horsepower  fee;  vehicles  weighing  over  6.000 
pounds.  $15.00  in  addition  to  horsepower  fees;  manu- 
facturers or  dealers  operating  not  more  than  five  auto- 
mobiles on  the  public  highway.  $25.00  and  $2.00  for  each 
automobile  in  excess  of  five. 

A.  B.  800,  Anderson — Amends  Section  8  of  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Act  by  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  En- 
gineering to  ship  or  mail  number  plates  to  the  address 
of  an  applicant  living  within  the  State,  and  to  prepay  all 
the  charges  for  transportation  thereon. 

A.  B.  1155,  Gebhart;  S.  B.  285,  Carr— Amends  Section  36  of 
the  Mtitdr  W'hicle  Act  by  providing  that  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  cllected  in  Incorporated  municipalities  shall 
he  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  municipality  to  be  used 
by  the  legislative  body  of  that  innnicipality  for  the  con- 
struction, improvement,  maintenance  and  repair  of  high- 
ways within  such  municipality. 

S.  B.  1118,  Breed — Appropriates  from  the  Motor  Vehicle  Fund 
$5U.II0(M10  to  he  used  in  repaying  persons  for  any  illegally 
imix.scil  charge  for  registration  of  any  motor  vehicle, 
or  paid  to  the  State  by  mistake  in  connection  with  the 
registration  of  any  motor  vehicles. 

A.  C.  A.  19,  Chamberlin— Provides  that  all  motor  vehicles 
required  to  pay  a  motor  vehicle  tax  shall  be  exempted 
from  further  taxation  as  personal  property. 

A.  C.  A.  22,  Rogers— Declares  all  automobiles,  motor  vehicles, 
and  motorcycles  shall  be  free  and  exempt  from  taxation 
except  for  the  state  purposes  enumerated  in  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Act. 

S.  B.  2,  Beban — Provides  no  chauffeur  license  shall  be  issued 
to  any  person  under  20  years  of  age.  .Application  for  a 
license  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  photograph  of  the 
applicant.  Applications  for  license  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  fee  of  $5.00,  of  which  $2.00  shall  be  for  applicant's 
examination,  and  $3.00  for  his  license  fee.  The  Secretary 
of  State  is  authorized  to  appoint  three  persons  to  act  as 
examiners  of  applicants  for  chauffeur  license,  and  said 
examiners  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $5.00  each  for  each 
day's    service,    including    the    necessary    expenses.      Said 


Board  shall  examine  each  applicant  in  the  laws  and  rules 
governing  traffic  on  the  public  highways,  as  to  his  me- 
chanical ability  in  regard  to  automobiles,  and  applicant 
shall  give  a  practical  demonstration  of  his  ability. 
S.  B.  41,  Birdsall — Provides  that  upon  application  for  registra- 
tion the  applicant  must  state  the  amount  of  motive  power 
and  figures  of  horsepower  and  diameter  of  cylinder  bore 
and  number  of  cylinders.  Gives  the  formula  for  deter- 
mining the  horsepower  as  follows:  Square  the  diameter  of 
the  cylinder,  multiply  by  number  of  cylinders,  and  divide 
by  2  5/10.  Fees  for  registration  are  fixed  as  follows: 
Less  than  20  H.  P.,  $5.00;  20  to  30  H.  P.,  $10.00;  30  to 
40  H.  P.,  $15.00;  40  to  SO  H.  P.,  $20.00;  $50  to  60  H.  P., 
$25.00;  60  H.  P.  and  up  $30.00. 

Provides  that  all  other  vehicles,  except  such  as  may 
be  propelled  by  pedestrians,  shall  carry  at  night  a  lighted 
lamp  visible  on  all  sides  for  a  distance  of  at  least  200 
feet,  and  show  red  toward  the  rear. 

Provides  further  that  the  operator  shall  drive  at  no 
greater  speed  than  one  mile  in  three  minutes  in  a  closely 
built-up  territory  or  more  than  one  mile  in  four  minutes 
in  the  business  district  of  an  incorporated  city,  or  at  a 
greater  speed  than  one  mile  in  six  minutes  where  the 
view  of  the  road  traftic  is  obstructed  or  transversing  a 
bridge,  dam,  trestle,  causeway,  or  viaduct. 

Provides  that  a  person  arrested  for  violation  of  that 
section  may  be  released  on  giving  his  name  and  address, 
and  a  written  promise  to  appear  before  the  most  acces- 
sible magistrate  within  five  days. 

S.  B.  55,  Finn — .•\mends  Section  3051,  Civil  Code,  relating  to 
liens  upon  personal  property;  includes  other  motor-pro- 
pelled vehicles  and  extends  the  lien  to  keepers  of  garages 
and  for  charges  for  all  gasoline,  distillate,  oils,  greases, 
supplies  and  accessories  furnished  to  the  owner  or  legal 
possessor  of  automobiles  or  other  motor  propelled  ve- 
liiclcs. 

S.  B.  58.  Finn — Provides  that  any  person  who  hires  an  auto- 
mobile, obtains  repairs,  gasoline,  oils,  supplies,  accessor- 
ies, or  other  accommodations  at  a  garage,  or  who  ob- 
tains credit  of  such  garage  under  false  pretense,  or  who 
shall  take  an  automobile  to  a  greater  distance  than  con- 
tracted for,  or  for  oils  and  supply  bills,  storage  bills, 
or  other  charges  to  accumulate  against  said  property 
without  paying  therefor,  or  abandons  or  leaves  the  same 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

S.  B.  492,  Birdsall— .Adds  Section  7A  to  the  Motor  Federal 
.\ct,  providing  a  registration  fee  for  every  motor  ve- 
hicle with  solid  tires,  other  than  traction  engines,  weigh- 
ing under  4,000  pounds,  $5.00  in  addition  to  horsepower 
rating;  over  4,000  pounds  and  less  than  6,000  pounds, 
$10.00.  in  addition  to  horsepower  fees.  Over  6.000,  $15.00 
in  addition  to  horsepower  rating. 

S.  B.  502,  Senator  Benedict — .Amends  the  motor  vehicle  act 
by  providing  that  one-half  of  the  net  receipts  under  the 
act  be  returned  to  the  counties  from  which  received. 
At  present,  three-fourths  of  the  net  receipts  are  returned. 

S.  B.  792,  Beban — Is  similar  to  No.  2  above,  with  an  added 
Subdivision  D,  that  no  person  shall  operate  or  drive  a 
motor  vehicle  as  a  chauffeur  after  the  first  day  of  Aug- 
ust, 1915,  unless  such  person  shall  have  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section  (Section  24).  The  Sec- 
retary of  State  may  refuse  to  issue  or  renew  a  license,  but 
the  refusal  of  the  Secretary  may  be  reviewed  by  a  writ 
of  certiorari.  Provides  for  the  payment  of  three  commis- 
sioners at  $5.00  per  day. 

S.  B.  814,  Cogswell — Provides  for  a  motor  vehicle  registration 
fee  based  on  the  passenger  seating  capacity.  This  bill 
was  introduced  in  blank — that  is.  the  fee  per  annum  was 
left  blank  and  provides  the  classification  for  automobiles 
of  I.  2.  3.  4,  5.  6.  7.  8.  9.  10  passengers  inclusive  of  the 
driver,  comprising  10  classes.  The  llth  class  is  for  auto- 
mobiles from  10  to  20  passengers,  the  12th  class  is  for 
automobiles   exceeding  20  passengers. 

This  bill  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Revenue 
and  Taxation. 

S.  B.  893,  Birdsall— Provides  that  the  horsepower  of  auto- 
mobiles or  motor  vehicles  shall  be  determined  only  by 
that  formula  adopted  by  the  Association  of  Licensed 
.AutonTobile  Manufacturers  and  in  no  other  way  and  that 
fractions  of  horsepower  shall  not   be  considered. 
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The  Chief  Assets  of  California 

By  President  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler,  of  the 
University  of  California. 


Ill  an  iiispiiiiif;  aiMrcss  that  was  as  characteristic  as 
liis  description  of  the  early  Californians,  President 
Wheeler  enthnsed  and  interested  those  present  at  the 
weekly  Inncheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
last  l'"riday. 

"The  assets  of  California  are  generally  told  in  terms 
of  gold,  grain  and  seed.  We  started  on  the  mountains 
and  descended  to  the  plains  and  only  recently  opened 
onr  eyes  to  the  ocean  which  washes  our  shore.  The 
gold  is  all  right  and  the  oil  is  all  right,  but  we  have  not 
yet  learned  how  to  handle  the  situation.  Wo  came 
down  to  the  plains  and  tried  to  raise  wheat  and  tlic 
fruit  to  feed  the  world.  We  now  have  in  California  an 
average  farm  of  3.S0  acres,  while  the  average  farm  in 
the  United  States  contains  but  150  acres.  We  have 
tried  to  run  farms  as  the  basis  of  town  and  country 
life.  The  wheat  and  the  fruit  are  all  right,  but  we  are 
all  wrong.  Each  farmer  must  raise  a  family  and  be  the 
home  and  altar  of  a  family.  We  cannot  make  farming 
a  success  unless  you  make  it  the  unit  of  family  life.  I 
have  noticed  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  Dean 
Hunt  of  the  University  in  all  of  his  talks  has  always 
emphasized  this  point. 

"In  1908  we  realized  that  we  had  an  ocean  washing 
on  our  west  shore.  The  Pacific  Ocean  has  leaped  into 
the  foreground;  the  ocean,  which  is  often  not  even 
mentioned  in  the  old  geographies.  In  the  decade  since 
1908  California  has  shown  an  increase  of  fifty  per  cent, 
while  in  the  previous  decade  we  showed  an  increase  of 
but  ten  per  cent.  The  Pacific  Ocean  in  1908  not  only  set 
us  thinking  but  set  us  adoing.  We  are  now  measuring 
our  future  in  terms  of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  Pacific 
Coast,  if  stretched  out  on  the  Atlantic,  would  extend 
from  Boston  to  Charleston.  Our  area  is  as  great  as  ten 
Eastern  States.  If  we  cut  out  one-half  of  the  State 
and  called  it  mountainous  and  populated  the  remainder 
with  a  density  as  great  as  that  of  Rhode  Island,  we 
would  have  40,000,000  people.  Japan,  including  For- 
mosa, is  smaller  than  California  and  has  50,000,000. 
Italy  is  two-thirds  the  area  of  California  and  has  33,- 
000,000. 

"California  has  always  been  a  most  out-of-the-way 
place.  It  was  evidently  created  by  the  Almighty  so 
that  people  living  here  would  have  the  best  wine  at  the 
end  of  the  feast— so  that  after  long  struggles  and  hard- 
ships we  are  to  reap  the  benefit  of  all  our  past  ex- 
periences. Up  to  the  time  that  people  went  west  of 
Omaha  and  traveled  to  the  real  West — to  the  promised 
land  west  of  the  Sierras — America  had  been  the  back- 
yard of  Europe.  Instead  of  being  to  the  rear  of  Europe 
we  are  now  midway  between  Europe  and  tlTe  (Orient. 


Four  hundred  3cars  after  Columbus  was  foiled  by 
.-\raerica  in  his  quest  of  India,  we  have  had  the  oceans 
connected  and  now  the  East  and  the  West  face  each 
other  here  in  California.  We  now  look  down  into  the 
arena  from  the  grandstand  here  in  California,  where 
will  be  lived  out,  worked  out  and  brought  out  in  the 
coming  ccntur\',  tlie  world's  future. 

"The  old  Californian  made  the  character  of  Cali- 
fornia— generous  and  liberal — they  viewed  human  fail- 
ings. They  were  very  human,  gracious  withal,  kindly 
toward  women,  most  gracious  and  hospitable.  God 
grant  that  their  characteristics  may  never  be  entirely 
blotted  out.    They  were  strikingly  individualistic. 

"There  have  come  in  other  elements  that  have  toned 
down  the  characteristics  of  the  old  Californians.  The 
mixture  of  blood  that  has  been  coming  into  California 
is  a  splendid  blend.  We  do  not  want  to  lost  the  old — 
we  welcome  the  new. 

"I  have  never  seen  such  chaps  for  telling  the  truth 
as  the  Berkeley  boys  and  I  have  taught  in  four  uni- 
versities. They  go  to  New  York  and  go  straight  to  the 
front  because  they  know  that  it  is  to  take  care  of  them- 
selves and  to  initiate. 

"Californians  have  an  inherent  love  of  all  that  is  fair 
and  beautiful  in  color  and  form.  Music,  literature  and 
classic  art  they  always  appreciate.  Now,  I  am  getting 
nearer  to  what  is  the  chief  asset  of  California — the 
humanism  of  its  people.  There  is  not  anything  in  the 
world  which  gets  nearer  to  the  soul  than  humanism. 
Give  me  souls  which  are  strong  and  we  will  have  com- 
munities that  are  strong.  That  is  what  we  want — that's 
what  is  to-day  California's  chief  asset. 

"At  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  banquet  last  year, 
which  Secretary  JMc-Adoo  attended.  Secretary  Houston 
said,  'Your  chief  asset  here  is  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia.' I  quote  it  as  I  can't  say  it,  but  I  believe  it.  It 
is  the  largest  undergraduate  body  of  students  in  the 
country — 5,000  of  them — 9,000  of  them  if  we  include 
summer  school  and  the  colleges  in  San  Francisco; 
70,000,  including  all  in  contact  with  the  University, 
through  the  courses  at  Davis  and  the  various  extension 
courses.  I  can  readily  see  why  it  has  grown  up  because 
the  people  in  California  don't  want  their  children  to 
grow  up  without  having  the  best  there  is  in  life — the 
best  opportunity — so  the  Californian  believes  in  and 
supports  all  this.  California  wants  to  be  free.  She 
wants  freedom  for  her  children.  She  believes  in  free- 
dom ;  she  believes  in  beauty.  Man  must  live  here  as  a 
soul  unit  and  have  his  chance  to  be  what  God  intended 
everv  man  should  be. 
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Advertise  San  Francisco ! 


Amendment  20  on  the  ballot  for  theMarch  16th  elec- 
tion is  being  pushed  vigorously  by  a  special  committee 
made  up  of  the  representatives  of  all  the  commercial, 
civic  and  improvement  bodies  in  the  city.  This  com- 
mittee is  systematically  canvassing  every  organization 
through  its'  regular  meetings,  with  brief  talks  on  what 
Amendment  20  means,  and  through  the  use  of  cards  and 
campaign  letters.  No  opposition  whatever  has  been 
met  with  and  in  every  instance  resolutions  of  endorse- 
ment have  been  unanimous. 

The  organizations  which  have  endorsed  the  amend- 
ment, giving  the  Supervisors  power  to  create  an  ad- 
vertising fund  for  San  I'rancisco,  arc  as  follows:

The  committee  is  preparing  to  continue  a  vigorous 
campaign  up  to  the  very  day  of  election.  In  their  letter 
to  voters,  they  present  a  strong  appeal.  Among  other 
statements  is  the  following: 

"San  Franciscans  have  often  complained  that  they 
did  not  have  an  advertising  fund  to  exploit  the  climate, 
attractions  and  advantages  of  our  city.  They  have 
been  very  fond  of  citing  Los  Angeles  as  a  striking 
example  of  community  advertising.  San  Francisco  now 
has  an  opportunity  to  create  a  fund  with  which  she  may 
advertise  herself.  If  this  amendment  is  turned  down,  it 
will  be  a  long  time  before  we  again  have  the  oppor- 
tunit}-  of  doing  something  for  ourselves  in  this  regard. 

"People  should  remember  that  while  we  have  the 
crowds  this  year,  we  must  look  out  for  the  years  to 
come.  Now  is  the  opportunity  to  turn  the  tide  of  travel 
this  way.  The  European  avenues  are  closed  and  if  we 
can  set  the  tide  of  travel  this  way,  it  will  continue 
permanently,  growing  year  after  year.  This  is  a  busi- 
ness proposition,  and  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
should  look  upon  it  in  that  light. 

"Amendment  20  does  not  make  it  mandatory  on  the 
Supervisors  to  create  this  fund.  It  simply  gives  them 
the  power  to  do  so  if  they  see  fit.  and  it  places  the  fund 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Supervisors  to  be  used  in 
the  way  that  they  may  deem  best  to  give  publicity  to 
San  Francisco's  many  attractions." 


Restoring  Shattered  Confidence 

A  LESSON  OF  THE  WAR 
By  John  H.  Fahey, 
President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States. 


Shocked  as  almost  never  before  in  our  history  by  the 
terrific  impact  of  an  unexpected  war,  the  countr>''s  busi- 
ness was  almost  prostrated  less  than  six  months  ago. 
The  unsettling  character  of  this  disturbance  you  well 
know ;  and  yet  within  this  short  period  the  recovery  from 
it  has  been  little  .short  of  marvelous.  Able  and  patriotic 
business  men,  and  resourceful  organizations  of  business 
men,  did  their  full  share,  working  shoulder  to  shoulder 
with  the  responsible  heads  of  the  Government  in  repair- 
ing the  broken-down  machinery  and  in  restoring  shattered 
confidence. 

That  this  great  historical  happening  will  have  far- 
reaching  results  cannot  be  denied.  What  the  ultimate 
efTect  will  be  depends  largely  on  us  as  a  people,  on  the 
wisdom  of  our  statesmen  and  the  courage  and  leadership 
of  our  business  men.  Perhaps  this  catastrophe  has 
brought  us  to  a  keener  realization  of  our  common  in- 
terest than  ever  before.  The  farmer  and  the  worker  have 
come  to  see  their  dependence  on  the  transportation  agen- 
cies and  the  business  men  and  likewise  there  has  de- 
veloped an  equally  better  understanding  on  our  own 
part  of  our  relation  to  these  other  great  interests. 

It  seems  clear  that  we  are  going  further  out  into  the 
world  than  ever  before ;  that  America  and  things  Ameri- 
can will  be  better  known  in  lands  Avhere  we  have  been 
almost  strangers.  In  this  evolution  let  us  see  fo  it  tliat 
iiur   .America   carries   the   impression   we   would   like   to 


have  it  convey,  that  it  stands  for  liberty  and  justice  and 
honest  dealing.  On  no  other  basis  can  our  influence  be 
long  sustained. 

In  the  countries  across  the  Atlantic  now  rent  by  strife, 
but  a  few  months  ago  things  of  serious  portent  were  de- 
veloping. Violent  social,  racial  and  religious  prejudices 
were  aroused  over  projected  reforms  in  nearly  all  of  them. 
Even  civil  war  threatened.  But  when  the  cataclysm 
came  dissensions  were  forgotten  over  night.  Rich  and 
jioor,  high  and  low,  came  together  in  each  nation  in  the 
common  cause. 

The  example  is  sharply  before  us.  Do  we  need  any 
greater  crisis  than  that  through  which  we  have  passed 
so  recently  to  make  clear  to  all  of  us  the  necessity  of  real 
national  co-operation  and  understanding?  It  is  quite  as 
patriotic,  it  is  quite  as  much  our  duty,  that  in  the  blessed- 
ness of  peace  we  should  forget  prejudices  and  partisan- 
ships and  undertake  to  work  together  efficiently  and  per- 
sistently, supporting  with  all  our  energy  that  which  makes 
for  the  greatness  of  the  Republic  and  of  its  people. 

.As  we  go  forward  in  this  effort  we  will  surely  find  that 
so  far  as  business  is  concerned,  unity  of  action  and  effi- 
cient organization  will  prove  a  great  instrument  for  help- 
fulness and  service.  It  is  with  this  sense  of  service  that 
wc  should  support  it  and  work  for  it, — for  better  business 
and  a  grander  Republic.

Special  Representative  of  the  Governor  of  Ohio.

Now  the  nation  must  dis- 
cliarge  its  duty  ;  the  people  of  the  nation  must  furnish 
the  attendance.  From  now  on  I  will  be  a  delegate  to 
Ohio  for  attendance  to  your  Exposition — the  most 
beautiful  Exposition  on  which  the  sun  has  ever  set  on 
this  planet.  There  is  one  thing  that  America  should 
achieve  in  this  great  year  of  1915  ;  that  the  republic  of 
America  give  to  the  world  the  infinite  blessings  of 
peace  to  the  world." 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  met  in  Chicago, 
Monday.  ^Nfarch  ist,  to  take  up  the  arduous  duties  and 
the  perplexing  questions  confronting  the  transcontinental 
rail  lines  in  getting  their  tariflfs  in  shape,  so  that  the  new 
rates  authorized  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Conunission 
in  the  recent  Fourth  Section  decision  may  go  into  effect 
^fay  1st.  The  sessions  of  the  Transcontinental  Freight 
Bureau  are  executive,  but  a  great  many  consultations  and 
committee  meetings  are  held  outside  of  the  executive 
meetings. 

Mr.  Seth  Mann.  .Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic 
Bureau,  went  to  Chicago  in  order  to  be  present  and  con- 
fer and  consult  with  the  numerous  high  traffic  officials  of 
the  railroads  attending  the  meeting. 


SOME  TRADE  POSSIBILITIES. 

By  Alfred  Deakin. 

IVcsident  Moore,  in  introducing  Mr,  Deakin  as  the 
speaker  at  the  last  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of 
Cnmmercc,  said ; 

"1  am  sure  we  have  all  enjoyed  as  I  have  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  -Australian  Boys.     We  of  San  Francisco 
as  well  as  the  entire  nation,  regretted  that  England  de- 
cided not  to  participate  in  the  Exposition  for  reasons  of 
her  own.    However,  the  daughters  of  the  mother  country  j 
arc  here  in  full  force — Canada,  New  Zealand  and  Aus-  ' 
tralia."    lie  then  introduced  Mr.  Deakin,  who  was  greeted  j 
effusively. 

Mr.  Deakin  said  in  part: 

"I  am  going  to  deal  with  the  means  and  methods  and 
their  consequences  and  cannot  tell  of  trade  possibilities 
in  fifteen  minutes,  as  it  would  take  very  many  more  to  tell 
of  the  trade  possibilities  for  Australia.  Our  trade  in- 
timacy with  our  kindred  and  allies  has  been  long  en- 
croached. I  have  to  credit  Australia  for  her  development 
to  the  help  and  guidance  of  those  who  have  won  their  way 
in  .America  but  for  whom  no  country  was  large  enough. 

"We  eagerly  desire  without  entrenching  upon  any  of 
the  dominions  for  our  associations  to  become  more  in- 
timate and  more  closely  woven  than  ever  before  so  that 
in  future  wars  the  friendship  between  the  Anglo-Saxon 
will  be  solidly  united. 

"The  Engli.sh  constitution  has  allowed  every  state  in 
Australia  to  fonn  their  own  laws  to  govern  their  own 
people.  It  is  the  United  Australia  to-day  that  is  facint; 
the  problems  of  that  great  continent.  Eighteen  montIi> 
ago  we  were  favored  with  a  visit  from  three  experts  of 
your  national  manufacturing  association  who  studied  the 
methods,  products,  trade  laws  and  principles  of  Australia. 
They  foresaw  no  prospect  other  than  those  that  were 
sound  and  reasonable. 

"Fruitful  of  significance  was  the  visit  of  .Admiral 
Sperry's  fleet  to  Australia.  It  took  a  great  deal  of  cour- 
age for  us  to  invite  the  lieet.  Its  visit  to  Australia 
aroused  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  that  was  unknown  to  us 
before.  Our  welcome  to  that  fleet  was  due  to  a  true 
friendship  to  the  splendid  men  who  have  built  up  the 
Republic.  You  have  completed  the  greatest  undertaking 
yet  done  by  man  'on  this  planet.  You  have  successfully 
accomplished  the  digging  of  the  Panama  Canal,  to  be 
sure,  at  great  cost.  You  have  shown  us  how  to  deal  with  a 
most  malarial  district.  The  work  of  severing  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama  and  thus  drawing  closer  together  all  of  the 
United  States  is  a  lesson  to  us  of  what  can  be  done  by 
capacity  and  courage  and  devotion — it  is  not  only  sec- 
onded heartily  by  every  part  of  the  English  race,  but 
bv  every  other  race  in  the  universe. 

"A  turning  point  in  history  has  been  reached  in  this, 
your  Exposition,  in  making  this  world  better  than  the 
people  found  it  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Pan- 
ama Canal  brings  Sydney.  ^Melbourne  and  Brisbane  nearer 
to  New  York  than  London,  and  it  brings  Auckland  and 
Wellington  nearer  still.  Y'ou  Americans  are  the  most 
livin.g.  active,  raovin,g  people  that  we  can  discover  any- 
where. ^^'e  thank  God  you  are  at  peace.  We  see  no  | 
obstacles  except  those  you  may  raise  for  yourselves.  No 
nation  ever  had  such  opportunities  as  you  possess.  This 
is  the  opportunity  of  a  life-time  for  America  and  an  op- 
portunity in  a  less  degree  for  Australia.  We  are  not  as 
fast  as  you  are.  but  we  are  going  to  have  a  good  try  and 
in  the  end  we  will  have  a  good  race  with  you.  We  are  not 
to  forget  that  while  we  are  serving  man  we  are  not  to 
forget  our  obligations  to  the  Highest."

RECOMMENDATIONS     OF    THE     BOARD     OF     DIRECTORS    UPON      PROPOSED     CHARTER 

AMENDMENTS  TO   BE  VOTED  UPON   AT  THE  SPECIAL  ELECTION, 

TUESDAY,   MARCH   16,   1915 

The  Chamber's  Committee  on  Municipal  Affairs  has  given  very  careful  consideration  to  the  36  Charter 
amendments  to  be  voted  upon  next  Tuesday,  March  16th,  and  gave  hearings  to  various  interested  parties  on 
many  of  the  amendments,  and  in  every  case  when  such  hearings  were  requested. 

The  Board  of  Directors  considered  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee,  and,  following  the  usual  cus- 
tom of  many  years,  submits,  in  this  issue  of  the  "Activities,"  its  conclusions  on  each  amendment  and  its  recom- 
mendations thereon. 

Some  of  the  amendments  disapproved  by  the  Board  are  not  without  merit,  but  have  been  disapproved,  not- 
withstanding their  general  merit,  because  such  amendments  have  incorporated  in  them  provisions  which  it  is 
felt  are  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

These  recommendations  are  submitted  to  the  membership  for  their  information  and  without  prejudice. 


1      Raises  the  limit  on  taxation  from  $1.00  to  $1.65.    Allows  the  $1.65  limit  to  be  exceeded  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  the  cost  of  elections  and  paying  other  obligations  imposed  upon  the  city  by  legislative  or  constitu- 
tional enactments,  or  to  meet  increases  in  salaries,  etc.,  created  by  popular  vote,  and  to  meet  the  cost  of     ^-^ 
maintaining  public  libraries  and  the  purchase  of  books  therefor. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  increase  in  the  limit  on  the  rate  of  taxation  from  $1.00  to  $1.65  is  neces- 
sary to  legalize  existing  rates  of  taxation  which  are  no  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  and  necessary 
demands  of  the  city  government.  VOTE    YES. 

2  Requires  all  printed  stationery  and  printed  supplies  furnished  the  city,  except  election  ballots,  to  bear  the 
imprint  of  the  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council  of  San  Francisco,  and  makes  void  any  contract 
for  such  supplies  not  requiring  such  imprint. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  city  should  not  make  any  distinction  between  classes  of  its  citizens  en- 
gaged in  labor,  or  officially  support  organized  as  against  unorganized  labor.  A  city  that  will  officially  declare 
that  any  of  its  work  can  only  be  done  by  such  citizens  as  may  be  allied  with  organized  labor  has  lost  sight  of 
the  American  ideal.  VOTE    NO. 

3  Allows  a  differential  of  ten  per  cent  in  favor  of  local  industry  in  connection  with  bids  for  supplying  manu- 
factured articles,  provided  that  such  local  industry  is  conducted  upon  conditions  fair  to  union  labor  in  all 
departments  thereof. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  restriction  of  differential  in  favor  of  local  industries  to  those  industries 
only  which  operate  under  conditions  prescribed  by  organized  labor  is  open  to  the  same  objections  as  are  raised 
to  Amendment  No.  2.  VOTE    NO. 

4  Authorizes  the  city  to  make  and  enforce  all  laws  and  regulations  in  respect  to  municipal  affairs,  subject 
only  to  restrictions  and  limitations  provided  in  the  Charter. 

RECOMMENDATION :  By  reason  of  a  recent  constitutional  amendment  this  charter  amendment  is 
necessary  in  order  to  give  the  city  unchallenged  authority  over  the  regulation  of  its  municipal  affairs. 

VOTE  YES. 

5      Does  away  with  the  present  fifteen  per  cent  limitation  upon  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  and  substi- 
tutes therefor  an  eight  per  cent  limitation  on  all  bonds  except  bonds  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of 
a  municipal  water  supply  and  works  pertaining  thereto,  for  which  bonds  may  be  authorized  and  sold  with- 
out any  limit  whatsoever.    The  amendment,  like  the  present  Charter  provision,  does  not  affect  the  Panama-Pa- 
cific International  Exposition  bonds. 

RECOMMENDATION:  will  affect  the  marketability  of  city  bonds  by  taking  off  the  limit  to  the  bond- 
ed indebtedness,  and  the  limit  for  bonded  indebtedness  with  reference  to  matters  not  relating  to  water  supply 
is  also  too  high  and  is  higher  than  the  legal  rate  prescribed  in  various  States  as  determining  what  municipal 
bonds  may  or  may  not  be  invested  in  by  savings  banks.  VOTE    NO. 

6     Authorizes  the  Supervisors  by  ordinance  to  postpone  the  delinquent  date  of  the  first  installment  of  city  ,^^ 
and  county  taxes  for  any  fiscal  year  from  November  until  the  second  Monday  in  the  January  following. 

NO  RECOMMENDATION. 

7  Authorizes  the  Supervisors,  instead  of  letting  contracts  for  supplies  to  lowest  bidders,  to  let  the  same  to  low- 
est responsible  bidder;  also  authorizes  the  Supervisors  to  reject  all  bids  and  to  then  purchase  articles  in  the 

open  market  without  further  bids  and  at  a  price  below  any  bid  submitted;  authorizes  the  purchase  of  ar- 
ticles without  advertising  for  bids  where  the  article  can  only  be  supplied  by  one  dealer  or  manufacturer,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Supervisors  when  the  price  exceeds  $500.00;  authorizes  articles  of  supply  required  in 
the  construction  or  maintenance  of  works  outside  of  the  city  to  be  procured  by  separate  contract  in  any  manner 
above  provided,  evidently  either  by  competitive  bids  or  without  the  same,  with  the  proviso  that  the  price 
paid  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  price  of  the  same  in  the  city,  plus  the  cost  of  packing,  freight  and  cartage. 

RECOMMENDATION :  By  allowing  the  Supervisors  to  pass  upon  the  responsibility  of  bidders,  the 
amendment  would   give  them  wide  discretion,  which  could  be   easily  abused  with   resulting  favoritism.      A

Union  Labor  Board  of  Supervisors  would  probably  determine  that  no  bidder  was  responsible  who  did  not 
operate  a  union  shop.  The  allowance  of  purchases  in  the  open  market  without  competitive  bids  gives  the 
Supervisors  a  dangerous  latitude.  VOTL.    INO. 
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Authorizes  the  Supervisors  to  regulate  and  control  the  quantity  of  appliances  necessary  to  the  furnishing 

of  water,  heat,  light,  power,  telephonic  and  telegraphic  service  to  the  city. 

RECOMMENDATION :  As  the  Supervisors  can  control  the  QUANTITY  of  this  SERVICE  and  as 
fhpv  now  have  the  right  to  control  the  location  and  quality  of  all  appliances  therefor,  it  is  not  deemed  neces- 
sarv  to  give  them  any  authority  over  the  QUANTITY  of  the  APPLIANCES.  The  power  could  be  abused 
and  a  quantity  of  appliances  ordered  in  excess  of  the  needs  for  supplying  the  service.  VOTE    NO. 

9      Provides  for  the  publication  of  City  Advertising  in  the  Municipal  Record  or,  as  at  present  required,  a  daily 
newspaper.     Reduces  the  circulation  required  from  8,000  to  5,000.     Bids  for  the  publication  of  official  ad- 
vertising are  taken  each  year  and  this  opportunity  afforded  any  paper  to  bid  prevents  an  excessive  figure 
being  charged.     If  the  Supervisors  should  determine  to  use  the  Municipal  Record  for  this  purpose  the  cost  of 
Dublication  and  distribution  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors  materially  increase  the  expense  to 

the  City  VOTE    NO. 

1  A    Reduces  the  period  of  publication  of  bills  and  resolutions  from  five  to  three  days. 

RECOMMENDATION ;     Three  days'  notice  seems  to  be  quite  sufficient.  VOTE    YES. 

n  Extends  the  Civil  Service  provisions  of  the  Charter  so  as  to  bring  all  employees,  with  certain  minor  excep- 
tions under  it  and  complies  with  the  original  intention  of  the  Charter  makers.    Will  make  all  non-Civil  Serv- 
ice employees  now  holding  positions  who  have  held  the  same  for  a  year  continue  in  their  present  positions 
as  Civil  Service  employees. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  continuation  of  city  employees  as  Civil  Service  employees  as  the  Civil 
Service  has  been  extended  has  been  the  poUcy  of  the  various  extensions  of  the  Civil  Service.  With  certain 
minor  exceptions,  the  Civil  Service  provisions  of  the  Charter  should  apply  to  all  departments  and  any  extension 

is  therefore  desirable.  VOTE    YES. 

Requires  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  certify  highest  rated  candidate  on  the  ehgible  list  for  appoint- 
ment ■  requires  eligible  lists  for  promotional  positions  three  years  after  examination  to  be  abolished  and  new 
lists  to  be  created;  requires  examinations  to  be  held  within  sixty  days  after  exhaustion  or  abolishment  of 
any  eligible  list  or  after  the  creation  of  newly  classified  positions.  VOTE    YES. 

4  A  Authorizes  the  Supervisors  to  submit  to  the  voters  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  retirement  and  pensioning 
1.1  of  municipal  employees  other  than  those  now  protected  by  the  pension  provisions  of  the  Charter.    The  or- 
dinance  so  submitted  must  provide  for  the  accumulation  of  a  fund  from  the  contributions  of  municipal  em- 
ployees benefited  and  such  additional  contributions  from  the  city  as  the  voters  might  approve. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  idea  of  pensioning  deserving  municipal  employees  who  have  rendered 
^he  citv  long  and  faithful  service  is  approved,  but  such  a  Charter  amendment  should  be  hedged  around  with 
restrictions  preventing  abuse  of  the  authority.  The  amendment  proposed  is  guarded  by  no  such  restrictions,  is 
entirely  too  broad  and  ambiguous  in  its  character  and  should  not  be  adopted  in  its  present  form. 

VOTE  NO. 

4  H  Provides  for  relief  work  for  the  unemployed  in  times  of  general  depression.     A  fund  is  raised  by  taxation 

14  which  shall  never  exceed  more  than  1/100  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  property  on  the  as- 
sessment  roll    The  Relief  Work  Fund  is  to  be  handled  by  the  Commonwealth  Club  of  California.    The  relief 

work  to  be  performed  with  this  fund  will  be  on  public  streets,  parks,  squares,  public  grounds  or  boulevards, 
as  may  be  desit'nated  by  the  Supervisors.  Preference  shall  be  given  residents  in  San  Francisco  in  providing 
work  for  the  unemployed.  Before  the  fund  can  become  available  there  must  be  registered  as  unemployed  at 
least  one  per  cent  or  more  of  the  last  prior  total  registration  of  voters  and  at  least  one-half  thereof  shall  have 
resided  in  the  city  for  the  preceding  three  months.  So  long  as  these  conditions  of  unemployment  exist  and 
funds  hold  out  unemployment  work  shall  be  continued  from  week  to  week.  Such  relief  work,  however,  shall 
not  be  done  except  during  that  portion  of  the  fiscal  year  after  December  21st  and  before  March  21st  following. 
The  amounts  of  pay,  the  time  and  method  of  payment  and  the  hours  of  labor  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
monwealth Club  but  they  shall  give  preference,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  amounts  paid  to  men  having  depen- 
dents Should  the  Commonwealth  Club  cease  to  exist  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  to  distribute  this  fund.  VOTE    YES. 

15  Extends  amount  of  progress  payments  on  public  work  from  75  per  cent  to  90  per  cent. 

RECOMMENDATION :  Progress  payments  up  to  75  per  cent  being  the  present  rule  of  the  Charter, 
and  being  the  custom  generally  in  vogue  in  private  contracts,  offers  a  safe  guide  from  which  it  is  unwise  to 
depart  when  it  comes  to  the  consideration  of  public  contracts.  VOTE    NO. 

-I  g  Authorizes  the  Supervisors  to  provide  methods  of  doing  street  work  where  the  cost  is  to  be  assessed  on 
XO  private  property,  by  ordinance  passed  and  adopted  by  them. 

RECOMMENDATION:  This  would  permit  the  Supervisors  to  provide  by  ordinance  that  the  work  on 
accepted  streets,  which  under  the  present  Charter  provisions  must  now  be  done  by  the  city,  could  be  assessed 
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against  private  property.     By  such  an  ordinance  the  Supervisors  could  also  authorize  assessments  on  private 
property  in  an  amount  greater  than  50  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  lot,  which  is  now  the  charter  limit. 

VOTE  NO. 

n  Relates  to  delinquent  assessments,  notices  of  sale  and  sales  of  property  assessed,  and  also  gives  the  Su- 
pervisors power  to  provide  methods  of  assessing  property  for  the  modification  or  change  of  street  grades 
and  for  street  work  peformed  in  connection  therewith. 

RECOMMENDATION :  While  the  provisions  relating  to  delinquent  assessments  submitted  by  this 
Charter  amendment  appear  to  be  advisable,  the  authority  to  adopt  methods  of  such  street  work  by  ordinance, 
involving  as  it  does  the  authority  to  impose  the  cost  thereof  upon  private  property  where  the  street  was  an 
accepted  street,  and  involving  as  it  does  the  right  to  justify  an  assessment  in  cases  of  50  per  cent  of  the  as- 
sessed value  of  the  lot,  is  open  to  the  same  objections  as  Amendment  No.  16.  VOTE    NO. 

■1  Q  Authorizes  the  issuance  of  $1,000,000  in  bonds  to  create  a  revolving  fund  for  street  improvements.     The 
XO  interest  and  sinking  fund  to  redeem  such  bonds  shall  be  derived  from  assessments  levied  on  private  prop- 
erty. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  Charter  now  provides  for  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $500,000  to  be  assessed  for 
a  similar  purpose  when  the  work  to  be  done  aggregates  that  amount.  The  necessity  for  an  additional  charter 
provision  upon  the  subject  is  not  apparent,  and  there  is  danger  that  some  of  these  bonds  might  be  repudiated 
owing  to  successful  defenses  interposed  by  property  owners  against  the  assessments  to  which  alone  the  city 
proposes  to  look  for  moneys  to  pay  the  interest  and  redeem  these  bonds.  If  such  bonds  were  repudiated,  it 
would  affect  the  credit  of  the  city,  and  if  such  bonds  were  not  repudiated  but  were  paid  by  the  city,  it  would 
mean  an  increased  cost  to  taxpayers  for  the  benefit  of  the  private  property  owner.  VOTE    NO. 
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Without  increasing  the  appropriations  for  celebrations,  readjusts  the  same  by  cutting  down  the  appropria- 
tion for  July  4th  from  $2500  to  $1,500,  and  by  distributing  the  $1000  so  saved  equally  between  Admission 
Day  and  Columbus  Day.  NO   RECOMMENDATION. 


(ilA  Authorizes  the  Supervisors  to  levy  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  a  tax  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  one  cent 
^V  on  each  $100.00  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  for  publicity  purposes. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  other  counties  in  the  State  have  authority  to  levy  such  a  tax  and  San  Fran- 
cisco should  therefore  also  have  authority  to  do  the  same  thing,  so  that  it  may  contribute  its  share  in  adver- 
tising the  resources  of  the  State,  and  thereby  encourage  the  development  and  location  of  new  enterprises. 

VOTE  YES. 

^l  Gives  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  the  right  to  vote  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

RECOMMENDATION;  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  now  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board  with- 
out the  right  to  vote,  and  as  he  occupies  the  relation  to  the  Board  of  a  subordinate,  it  is  not  deemed  wise  that  he 
should  have  the  right  to  vote  with  those  who  are  by  law  vested  with  control  over  him.  VOTE    NO. 


nn  Relates  to  initiative,  referendum  and  recall  petitions.  Surrounds  the  circulation  and  filing  of  such  petitions 
itU  with  safeguards  and  formalities  designed  to  prevent  fraudulent  signatures  and  misrepresentation  of  the  sub- 
stance of  a  petition ;  raises  the  percentage  of  voters  necessary  to  sign  referendum  petitions  from  five  to  eight. 
Special  elections  on  initiative  or  referendum  petitions  can  not  be  held  more  frequently  than  once  in  six  months. 
Raises  the  percentage  necessary  to  sign  a  recall  petition  from  10  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  for  Mayor  to 
10  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  cast  at  the  last  general  State  or  presidential  election.  Does  away  with  electing  a 
successor  at  a  recall  election,  presenting  at  such  election  the  sole  question  v/hether  the  officer  involved  should 
be  recalled  or  not.  If  the  attempt  to  recall  a  candidate  fails,  it  will  take  twice  the  number  of  signatures  to 
initiate  a  second  recall  against  him,  and  if  the  attempt  to  recall  him  a  second  time  fails,  it  will  take  three  times 
the  number  of  signatures  to  initiate  a  third  recall. 

RECOMMENDATION:  VOTE   YES. 
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Prohibits  the  sale  of  firearms  and  deadly  weapons  by  the  Property  Clerk  of  the  Police  Department,  and  , 
requires  that  such  deadly  weapons  be  destroyed  by  the  clerk.  VOTE    YES. 


(%M  Gives  the  Police  Commissioners  authority  to  grant  permits  to  persons  desiring  to  sell,  vend  or  dispose  of 

Um.  spirituous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors  or  wines  or  any  admixture  thereof  in  quantity  less  than  two  gallons, 

as  well  as  to  persons  desiring  to  sell,  vend  or  dispose  of  such  liquors  or  wines  or  any  admixture  thereof  to 

be  drunk  upon  the  premises.    Permits  shall  be  granted  for  a  period  of  three  months,  but  not  for  any  lesser  period. 

NO  RECOMMENDATION. 

Increases  the  maximum  tax  rate  to  be  levied  for  the  maintenance,  preservation  and  improvement  of  parks, 
squares,  avenues  and  grounds  from  seven  cents  to  nine  cents.  VOTE    YES. 
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^Q  Increases  the  salaries  of  twenty-two  jail  guards  from  $600  to  $900  each. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  jail  guards  are  permanent  employees,  being  under  Civil  Service,  and  at 
present  receive  a  salary  of  $50  per  month  and  are  furnished  board  and  lodging  if  they  live  at  the  jail,  which 
was  supposed,  when  the  Charter  was  adopted,  to  be  equal  to  an  increased  compensation.  About  three-fourths 
of  them,  however,  are  married  men  who  are  obliged  to  live  at  home,  as  the  jail  only  furnishes  cots  in  a  large 
dormitory  for  the  guards'  sleeping  quarters,  and  they  can  take  only  one  meal  at  the  jail  each  day  during  their 
watch,  unless  they  remain  away  from  home  when  off  duty.  No  extra  compensation  is  allowed  guards  living  at 
home  for  board  and  lodging  not  used  at  the  jail.  Hence  the  full  compensation  paid  married  guards  living  with 
their  families  is  only  $50  per  month.  VOTE    YES. 

nn  Increases  the  number  of  lieutenants  in  the  Police  Department  and  the  number  of  sergeants;  abolishes  the 
U  I  rank  of  corporal ;  increases  the  number  of  detectives  and  allows  the  captain  of  detectives  to  be  selected 

from  the  detective  sergeants;  also  provides  for  a  lieutenant  of  detectives. 

RECOMMENDATION ;  The  amendment  would  give  three  lieutenants  to  a  company,  and  as  the  com- 
pany stands  duty  by  being  divided  into  three  sections,  each  doing  eight  hours'  duty,  it  is  advisable  that  each 
section  be  commanded  by  a  lieutenant  instead  of  having  one  section  as  now  commanded  by  a  sergeant,  who  has 
less  authority  over  his  men,  yet  who  renders  the  same  service  as  a  lieutenant,  but  receives  the  decreased  pay. 
For  similar  reasons,  it  is  desirable  to  increase  the  number  of  police  sergeants  and  do  away  with  corporals,  as 
corporals  are  now  obliged  to  do  the  work  of  sergeants,  for  which  they  only  receive  the  corporal's  pay.  The  rank 
of  corporal  in  the  Police  Department  is  a  rank  that  does  not  exist  in  police  departments  of  the  large  cities.  The 
amendment  also  permits  the  captain  of  detectives  instead  of  being  selected  from  captains  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  be  selected  from  the  detectives,  and  thereby  insures  the  selection  of  a  man  more  familiar  with  detective 
work.     The  increased  expense  by  this  change  is  more  than  offset  by  the  increased  efficiency  which  will  result. 

VOTE  YES. 

AQ  Increases  the  term  of  the  Recorder  from  two  to  four  years.    Increases  the  rate  per  folio  paid  copyists  from 
UO  six  cents  to  not  less  than  seven  cents,  but  retains  the  present  Charter  limitation  which  would  prohibit  a 
copyist  from  receiving  under  any  circumstances  more  than  $125.00  per  month. 

RECOMMENDATION :  The  Recorder's  office  for  some  time  past  has  been  self-sustaining  and  under  the 
amendment  would  undoubtedly  continue  to  remain  so.

As  the  copyist  is  only  paid  at  the  rate  of  the  number  of  folios  copied 
by  him,  and  as  among  other  duties  he  is  obliged  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  comparing  and  proofreading,  for 
which  he  receives  no  pay,  this  provision  for  an  increase  in  the  folio  rate  is  deemed  just.  VOTE    YES. 

OQ  Raises  the  annual  salary  of  hydrantmen  from  $1200  to  $1440,  and  of  firemen  on  fireboats  from  $1200  to  $1440.

RECOMMENDATION ;  it  does  not  seem  desirable  that  the  members  of  this  Board  should  be  paid  a 
salary  at  all,  but  if  they  are  to  be  put  upon  a  salary  basis,  the  number  composing  the  Board  should  be  material- 
ly reduced.  VOTE   NO. 

S%4  Authorizes  members  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commission,  the  Registrar  of  Voters  and  Deputy  Regis-

Without  affecting  the  four-year  term  of  the  Playground  Commissioners,  provides  for  their  classification  so 
that  there  will  be  changes  in  the  Commission  every  year.

ar  Authorizes  the  Supervisors  to  exchange  certain  real  estate  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Van  Ness  Avenue 
Ov  and  Fell  Street,  part  of  the  old  library  site,  for  lands  lying  northerly  of  Lincoln  Park  between  that  park  and 
the  Pacific  Ocean. 
RECOMMENDATION :  While  the  acquisition  of  the  lands  lying  north  of  Lincoln  Park  is  probably 
desirable,  the  exchange  of  property  like  the  Van  Ness  Avenue  lot,  which  is  constantly  increasing  in  value,  is 
not  deemed  either  a  good  or  wise  business  transaction.  VOTE    NO.

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Amendment  20  and  San  Francisco 


The  time  has  come  when  every  man  and  woman  voter 
of  San  Francisco  must  turn  to  and  boost  for  our  city.

Los  Ang- 
eles County  alone  spends  seven  times  this  amount  annu- 
ally in  boosting  Los  Angeles.  It  is  high  time  the  citizens 
of  San  Francisco  got  together  to  put  San  Francisco  prop- 
erly on  the  world's  map. 

This  movement  for  Charter  .'\mendment  No.  20  is  one 
of  the  citizenship  of  San  Francisco,  organized  by  the 
business,  labor  and  property  interests  of  the  city.  There 
is  no  politics  behind  it ;  no  one  will  be  benefited  except 
the  commonwealth  and  the  citizens  of  the  citv  of  San 
Francisco.  It  will  bring  in  tourists  with  new  money,  and 
increase  business. 

Charter  Amendment  No.  20  enables  the  Board  of  Sup- 
ervisors to  raise  a  fund  which  shall  not  exceed  one  cent 
on  each  $100  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  property 
within  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  not  exempt 
from  taxation,  to  be  used  for  publicity  purposes.

FREIGHT    DELIVERIES    TO    EXPOSITION. 

L'pon  re(iuest  of  the  Chamber  the  time  of  freight 
deliveries  to  the  Exposition  in  the  morning  has  been 
extended  from  eight  to  nine  a.  m.  A.  M.  Mortensen 
has  notified  the  office  that  a  service  warehouse  is 
operated  by  the  Exposition  that  can  be  reached  through 
the  Beach  Street  gate  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  where 
deliveries  can  be  made  and  from  which  point  deliver- 
ies are  made  by  special  electric  truck  service  immedi- 
ately, upon  receipt  of  a  nominal  charge. 


Should  Water  Lines  Be  Placed  Under  the  Control  of  the  I.  C.  C. 


The  question  whether  water  lines  engaged  in  domestic 
connnerce  between  Atlantic  Coast,  Gulf  of  Mexico  and 
Pacific  Coast  points  should  be  placed  under  jurisdiction 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  receiving  a 
great  deal  of  consideration  at  this  time ;  and  some  in- 
terests, especially  the  transcontinental  railroads,  are 
anxious  that  such  jurisdiction  be  established. 

Federal  regulation  of  the  rates  and  general  operation 
of  the  rail  carriers  has  proved  beneficial  to  the  shipping 
public,  and  there  are  many  reasons  why  this  control 
should  be  continued.  But  it  by  no  means  follows  that 
such  control  would  be  beneficial  to  the  general  public  if 
extended  to  the  water  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  com- 
merce. Tlic  railroad  is  an  agency  of  the  State,  perform- 
ing a  public  function,  constructed  under  State  and  Fed- 
eral franchises,  and  even  in  many  instances  with  State 
and  Federal  assistance.  Once  constructed,  it  must  be 
maintained,  and  is  subject  to  certain  fixed  expense  for 
maintenance  and  operation,  regardless  of  the  volume  of 
business  handled.  Rates  by  rail  carrier  cannot  be  based 
on  the  amount  of  business  done,  and  the  shipper  of  a 
single  carload  is  entitled  to  and  receives  rates  equally  as 
favorable  as  the  shipper  of  a  trainload.  These  rates  can- 
not be  changed  except  upon  legal  notice,  and  are  always 
•subject  to  review  upon  complaint  or  otherwise  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  their  reasonable- 
ness determined. 


On  the  other  hand,  the  ocean  is  a  free  highway,  and 
it  makes  no  difference  how  many  diflPerent  lines  of  water 
carriers  are  established  and  operated  thereon.  If  busi- 
ness is  offered  at  rates  at  which  the  steamship  line  can 
operate  profitably,  the  way  is  open  and  perfectly  free  for 
any  steamship  company  to  enter  into  that  trade ;  and 
whenever  it  proves  to  be  unprofitable  the  steamship  com- 
l)any  may  seek  some  more  profitable  field,  and  cannot  be 
compelled  to  operate  upon  the  high  seas. 

\\'ith  a  rail  carrier  it  is  practically  impossible  to  de- 
termine whether  certain  business  is  profitable  or  other- 
wise within  any  reasonable  space  of  time  after  any  given 
transaction.  But  the  steamship  or  steamboat  is  able  to 
determine  at  the  end  of  every  trip  whether  it  has  been 
operated  at  a  profit  or  not,  and  is  thus  in  a  position  to 
adjust  its  rates  promptly  to  meet  changing  conditions. 
If  they  were  under  the  control  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commis.sion.  being  compelled  to  publish  their  rates 
upon  certain  specified  notice  and  maintain  them  for  a 
specified  length  of  time,  it  would  be  impossible  to  meet 
conditions,  and  competition  would  be  destroyed  and  the 
puli'.ic  thereby  suffer. 

Stability  of  rates  may  be  a  condition  very  much  to  be 
desired,  but  if  such  conditions  were  brought  about  by 
Federal  control  of  water  carriers,  leaving  no  elasticity  in 
rates,  it  would  be  disastrous  to  the  public  at  large. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Italian  Steamer  \'ej;a  sailed  fnun  (ieiiiia  on  I'el)- 
niary  41I1  via  Nai^les  l^'cbruary  I3tli  with  the  exhibits  of 
Italv  for  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition. 
The  vessel  will  proceed  to  San  I'rancisco  via  the  Panama 
("anal,  and  should  arrive  here  this  month.  Tlie  V.  S. 
Steamer  Jason  with  the  French.  Belsjian.  German.  Span- 
ish. F.njjlish  and  .Austrian  exhibits  will  arrive  here  shortly 
after  the  Vega. 


Ten  cargoes  of  barley  consigned  to  Scandinavian  and 
Knglish  ports  went  forward  from  San  Francisco  during 
the  month  of  February.  The  total  amount  carried  was 
848.775  centals,  valued  at  $1,394,702.  Since  the  first  of 
^^arch" 200.000  centals  additional  has  been  shipped,  vahied 
at  $320,000. 


The  shipment  of  rice  by  water  from  San  Francisco  to 
.\tlantic  and  Southern  ports  has  increased  immensely 
since  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  total  ex- 
ports of  this  commodity  from  January  1st  to  date  this 
year  amounts  to  29,027  centals. 


Two  Japanese  steamers  of  large  carrying  capacity  have 
been  chartered  this  week  to  carry  cargoes  of  cotton  and 
merchandise  from  Puget  Sound  to  Vladivostock.  There 
are  more  vessels  of  this  flag  under  charter  for  Pacific 
Coast  business  at  the  present  time  than  ever  before. 


Commencing  this  month  the  Alaska  Packers  Association 
vessels  will  make  sail  for  the  Alaskan  fishing  grounds  in 
Bristol  Bay.  This  fleet  comprises  thirty-two  vessels, 
which  are  fitted  out  in  this  port  at  an  enormous  outlay. 
Fourteen  other  vessels,  including  tenders  owned  and 
operated  bv  the  North  .\laska  Salmon  Company  and  F.  B. 
Peterson  and  several  others,  will  also  leave  this  port  for 
Bristol  Bav.

prises for  those  in  attendance. 

Special  permission  has  been  secured  fur  members 
desiring  to  go  to  the  banquet  in  their  autos,  to  enter 
at  the  Baker  Street  entrance  only.  After  delivering 
passengers,  autos  must  leave  the  grounds  and  will  be 
readmitted  at  11  p.  m..  as  parking  will  not  he  allowed 
within  the  grounds.

ELIMINATION  OF  THE  FRANCHISE  TAX. 

In  addition  to  enjoying  canned  salmon  as  prei)ared  by    • 
the  chefs  of  the  Commercial  Club,  the  members  of  the  ■ 
I'hambcr  of  Commerce  at  their  weekly  luncheon  yesterday  S 
listened  to  an  address  by  Senator  Kehoe,  of  Eureka,  on 
a  subject  of  vilal  interest  to  every  business  man.    Senator 
Kehoe  is  the  father  of  Senate  Bill  No.  581,  relating  to 
the  fn.nchise  lax  of  ])rivate  corporations,  and  the  .Senator 
explained  in  iletail  the  workings  of  the  present  law  and  in 
just   what   manner   his  bill   would   correct   certain   loose 
methods  of  fixing  valuation  now  in  effect,     lie  said  in 
part: 

"in  1905  the  .State  of  California  became  agitated  on  the 
subject  of  taxation  and  the  legislature  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  and  report  on  a  plan  for  a  change 
of  the  taxation  system.  In  1907  the  committee  reported 
back  a  plan  whereby  a  division  of  .State  and  county  taxes 
was  provided  for,  and  with  certain  changes  it  was  sub- 
mitted in  the  form  of  a  constitutional  amendment.  These 
changes  made  operative  property  of  public  corporations 
exempt  from  local  ta.xation.  This  measure  provided  that 
private  corporations  pay  according  to  capitalization. 

"A  constitutional  provision  also  provides  for  a  franchise 
tax  of  about  i  per  cent  of  the  franchise  value.  This  wa^ 
submitted  in  llie  fall  of  190S  and  was  rejected.  It  was  too 
long,  and  involved  too  much  legislation.  The  proposition 
was  again  submitted  in  1909,  at  which  time  the  legislature 
dropped  the  subdivision  relating  to  private  corporations 
paying  a  tax.  The  clause  providing  for  a  franchise  ta.x  of 
I  per  cent  was  left  in.  The  result  was  that  the  private 
corporations  came  within  this  latter  general  clause  and 
were  taxed  on  the  basis  of  i  per  cent  of  the  value  of  their 
franchise.  To-day  every  private  corporation  is  paying  a 
tax  under  this  provision.  There  would  not  be  so  much 
objection  lo  this  if  the  assessment  value  was  kept  down.  A 
This  condition  of  the  law  was  the  result  of  an  accident.  ■ 
but  has  been  taken  advantage  of  as  a  necessity.  It  was 
formerly  believed  that  there  was  a  direct  ratio  between 
])ublic  business  and  cost  of  operation  of  the  State,  but 
it  was  found  that  there  is  no  connection.  The  cost  of 
State  government  increases  at  a  greater  rate  than  the 
income  from  public  utility  corporations,  and  the  State  has 
resorted  to  every  -means  to  pay  its  expense.  Therefore, 
this  elastic  provision  of  the  constitution  has  been  taken 
advantage  of  in  fi.xing  the  value  of  the  franchise  of  private 
corporations,  which  was  naturally  made  higher. 

"The  inethod  adopted  was  to  secure  a  report  as  to  the 
capital  stock  and  bonded  indebtedness,  the  actual  value  of 
tangible  properties  and  the  assessed  value  of  the  same. 
From  the  stock  and  bonded  indebtedness  was  subtracted 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  and  the  result  was  taken 
as  the  value  of  the  corporation  franchise.  The  State 
Board  of  Equali7ation  then  determined  what  that  bodv 
thought  the  corporation  ought  to  pay  by  methods  which 
afforded  great  leeway.  Such  a  system  is  all  wrong.  There 
should  be  a  fixed  method — no  business  should  pay  more 
than  another,  whether  it  is  run  as  a  corporation  or  as  a  V 
simple  partnership.  Partnerships  are  now  free  from  ^^ 
.State  taxation. 

"I  have  introduced  a  bill  which  will  correct  the  unfair- 
ness now  existing.  I'nder  its  provisions  reports  will  be 
made  as  in  the  past.  In  addition  will  be  taken  the  value 
of  the  good  will,  value  of  trade  marks,  patents,  etc.  Then 
from  the  stock  and  bonded  indebtedness  is  subtracted  the 
actual  value  of  the  tangible  properties,  plus  value  of  trade 
marks,  patents,  etc.  The  result  is  the  actual  value  of  the 
franchise.  In  reality,  this  appro-ximatelv  eliminates  the 
franchise  tax."

Opposed  by  Chamber's  Bureau 


THE  Legislative  Piureau  of  the  San  iM-ancisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  lias  segTegate<l  the  2686 
bills  under  the  many  interests  affected  and  these 
segregations  were  divided  among  several  siib-com- 
mittecs  of  the  whole  for  study  and  recommendations. 
Many  of  these  proposed  legislative  measures  have  been 
passed  upon  and  among  the  more  important  opposed 
by  the  Bureau  are  the  following: 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  make  active  personal  opposition  to  all 
the  measures  digested  considered  inimical,  as  it  has 
not  the  time,  within  the  limits  of  the  session,  nor  the 
facilities.  It  may,  however,  arrange  for  Committee 
hearings,  or  advise  other  Chambers  of  the  date  of  such 
hearings,  if  those  communities  interested  in  certain 
bills  will  notify  the  Chamber's  Legislative  Bureau  at 
Sacramento  of  their  desire  to  be  heard.  Much  may  also 
be  accomplished  by  communicating  with  your  local 
representatives  in  the  Legislature. 

.\ssembly  Bill  No.  207  would  put  an  end  to  the  in- 
stallment business  in  the  purchase  of  automobiles, 
household  furniture,  etc.     Opposed. 

L'nder  the  Digest,  headed  Agriculture,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  98  is  the  eight-hour  law,  defeated  last  Novem- 
l)cr.    Opposed. 

.'\ssembly  Bill  No.  47  providing  for  the  regulation  of 
all  bakeries  and  manufactories  where  food  designed  for 
human  consumption  is  prepared  or  stored,  is  opposed 
on  the  ground  that  it  is  too  drastic  and  sweeping  in  its 
])rovisions.  Such  places  are  now  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Board  of  lleallh  and  city  and 
county  health  officers.    Oppcsed. 

.'\ssembly  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  3  is  the 
old  State  Factor}'  Bill,  permitting  the  State  to  engage 
in  all  manner  of  manufacturing  industries.     Opposed. 

Assembly  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  28  per- 
mits municipalities  to  engage  in  manufacturing  indus- 
tries.    Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  1100  requires  the  canner's  name 
on  every  package,  carton,  can,  etc.  Your  attention  is 
called  to  the  fact  that  this  will  be  a  serious  handicap 
to  the  smaller  concerns  who  put  up  their  pack  especi- 
ally for  wholesale  houses  under  said  houses'  special 
brand.     Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  1304  is  said  to  have  been  intro- 
duced by  parties  handling  a  certain  variety  of  raisins, 
and  will  result  in  advertising  extensively  one  or  two 
\  aricties  to  the  detriment  of  others.    Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  14:  Provides  for  the  lining  of  all 
cement  sacks  and  barrels  with  paper;  has  been  urged 
as  a  health  measure  but  medical  advice  from  unpreju- 
diced sources  demonstrates  that  it  has  no  relation  to 
health  whatever.  The  bill  would  increase  the  cost  of 
manufacturing  cement,  which  would  be  no  advantage 
to  the  consumer  but  would  give  foreign  manufacturers 
a  corresponding  advantage  over  local  industries.  Op- 
posed. 


.Vssembly  Bills  Nus.  (..  15  and  4S7 :  I'ldNides  for 
either  weekly  or  semi-monthly  pay-days.  These  bills 
laying  down  absolute  rules  without  regard  to  the 
locality  and  enforcible  without  regard  to  the  character 
of  industry  in  which  the  employee  is  engaged,  are  en- 
tirely too  sweeping  in  their  provisions.  What  might 
be  proper  enough  in  one  industry  might  be  thoroughly 
impracticable  in  another,  and  what  might  be  desirable 
in  large  cities  might  be  wholly  unsuited  to  conditions 
in  the  country.  Liberty  of  contract  on  matters  of  this 
sort  should  not  be  restricted  by  legislation  unless  there 
appears  to  be  a  decided  need  for  such  restriction,  which 
has  not  been  made  apparent.    Opposed. 

.\ssembly  Bills  Nos.  38,  58,  59  and  1449  abolish  the 
qualification  requiring  that  jurors  be  on  the  assess- 
ment roll — in  general,  the  purposes  of  the  bills  seem  to 
be  the  securing  of  irresponsible  jurors  in  labor  troubles 
and  in  a  part  of  labor's  program  to  legalize  violence 
by  weakening  the  corrective  influence  of  the  courts. 
( )pposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  108  fixes  $3  per  day  as  the  mini- 
mum wage  for  labor  on  public  contracts— such  con- 
tracts would  greatly  increase  the  co.st  of  State  highways 
and  other  public  work.  The  law  now  fixes  eight  hours 
as  a  day's  work  on  public  contracts,  and  this  bill  would 
hamper  the  State  in  providing  work  for  the  unem- 
ployed.    Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  447  creates  a  commission  of  three 
at  an  annual  salary  of  $2,000  each  for  industrial  inves- 
tigation, and  allows  the  commissioners  incidental  ex- 
penses not  exceeding  $2  per  day  and  traveling  ex- 
lienses.  Also  carries  an  appropriation  of  $50,000.  This 
highly  paid  commission  ($2,000  a  year),  is  to  investi- 
gate as  to  the  cost  and  advisability  and  desirabiUty  of  the 
State  going  into  the  hydro-electric  power  business,  and 
to  operate  an  electric  railroad  from  Red  BluiT  to  San 
Diego  with  lateral  lines  ;  a  cold  storage  plant  business  ; 
ocean  steamship  freight  and  passenger  line  between 
the  Pacific  and  the  Atlantic.    Opposed. 

Assembly  Bills  Nos.  6,  507  and  1345  provide  for  one 
day's  rest  in  seven.  A  bill  similar  to  this  was  defeated 
by  a  big  majority  of  the  public  vote  at  the  last  election 
in  November,  and  is  opposed  as  tending  to  restrict  the 
right  of  contract  and  as  persistently  keeping  alive  an 
issue  upon  which  popular  judgment  has  been  expressed. 
Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  521  prohibits  the  working  of  pris- 
oners outside  the  county  jail.  This  would  prohibit 
prisoners  being  used  for  road  work  and  other  im- 
provements, and  would  be  a  detriment  to  the  moral 
welfare  of  prisoners  and  prevent  the  efforts  to  make 
such  prisoners  in  a  measure  self-supporting,  and  less 
of  a  burden  upon  the  community.     Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  541,  under  the  guise  of  regulating 
private  detectives,  practically  prohibits  the  employ- 
ment of  armed  guards,  and  is  designed  to  prohibit  the 
protection  of  persons  and  property  from  armed  mobs. 
Opposed. 
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Assoinhly  Hill  No.  540  icjrulalcs  the  sanitation  of 
laliur  cainps.  Tiiis  law  is  unnecessary.  The  principle 
is  all  rit;lil.  lint  such  sanitation  is  now  niuler  the  direc- 
tion of.  antl  Ueing  fully  rcKulaleil  by  the  -State  Board 
of  I  Icalth.    Opposed. 

.\ssenihly  I'.ill  \o.  S6i  prohibits  the  employment  in 
so-called  hazardous  or  danfjerous  occupations  of  all 
people  "who  cannot  speak  and  understand  the  English 
lanfjuage  sufficiently  well  to  understand  any  rules  or 
regulations  established  by  law  rc.gulating  the  occupa- 
tion or  industry  in  which  the  employee  may  be  em- 
ployed"— though  what  particular  rules  or  regulations 
may  mean  are  luatters  about  which  trained  judges  often 
disa.grce.  This  bill  declares  that  the  so-called  hazard- 
ous and  dan,gerous  occupations  shall  include  under- 
ground work  in  mines,  tunnels,  and  excavations,  work 
in  connection  therewith  or  with  the  operation  of  steam, 
electric  and  other  trains,  locomotives,  engines,  motor 
cars  or  other  vehicles  propelled  by  steam,  electricity  or 
other  motive  power,  which  would  probably  include  a 
w.igcMi  drawn  by  a  team  of  horses.  The  subject  mat- 
ter of  this  bill  is  now  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Industrial  .\cci<lent  Cotuniission.  and  can  be  more 
-atisfacti>ril\'  adjusted  liy  that  Coiumission  than  by 
■-uch  a  fantastic  pniposal  as  is  included  in  this  bill. 
()p|,o.e,l. 

.\ssenil)h-  I'.ill  No.  612  repeals  the  leasing  clause  of 
the  alien  bill.  It  would  prohibit  the  leasing  of  agri- 
cultural lands  for  any  term  to  citizens  of  Japan.  The 
present  law  upon  this  subject  is  sufficiently  far-reach- 
ing for  all  practical  purposes  and  has  been  so  declared 
bv  the  Governor.  To  insist  upon  a  further  amend- 
ment of  this  law  which  could  only  prove  offensive  to  a 
nation  with  which  our  relations  are  amicaldc.  would 
be  not  only  highly  iinin'oper  Iiut  fudli-h  and  unwise  as 
well.     Opposed. 

.\.-sembly  I'.ill  \o.  670  apincpriates  $500,000  for  a 
.^tatc  farm  fur  the  uuempli.yed.     (  Ipposed. 

.\sseiubly  Hill  No.  842  is  the  anti-injunction  bill, — 
liractically  prohibits  the  issuance  of  injunctions  to  stop 
injury  to  persons  and  property  in  labor  disputes.  The 
purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  free  the  way  for  acts  of  vio- 
lence.    Opposed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  849  extends  the  compensation  act 
to  domestics  and  all  farm  labor,  and  reduces  the 
nialignering  period,  encourages  damage  suits  in  lieu  of 
compensation  claims,  and  requires  eni]iloyers  carrying 


their   own    compensation    insurance   1m   |nit    up   heavy 
liinds  to  cover  their  possible  liability.     (Jpposed. 

.\ssembly  I'.ill  No.  14.^0  provides  a  compensation  of 
S2  ])er  day  for  persons  arrested  but  not  convicted. 
This  would  become  a  great  source  of  graft  on  the  part 
of  loafers  and  tramps,  and  would  seriously  interfere 
with  the  pri)])er  discharge  of  duties  by  policemen  or 
the  enforcement  of  law  by  comnninities.    Opposed. 

.•\ssembly  Constitutional  .\iuendnient  No.  6  provides 
a  ninety-day  residence  in  the  State  instead  of  one  year, 
as  at  present,  as  a  qualification  for  a  voter.  This  would 
permit  extensive  colonization.     Opposed. 

Senate  Bill  No.  236  creates  an  Industrial  Coiumis- 
sion wth  extensive  powers,  among  which  are  the  right 
to  fix  the  hours  of  labor,  prescribe  safety  devices,  safe- 
guards, regulate  construction,  repair  and  maintenance 
of  places  of  eiuployiuent :  to  investigate  and  make 
reasonable  classifications  of  persons,  employments  aiul 
places  of  eiuployiuent;  to  conduct  free  employinent 
agencies,  to  enforce  the  laws  relating  to  the  employ- 
ment of  females,  and  supervise  private  employment 
agencies.  The  bill  covers  nine  pages,  is  known  as  the 
"Industrial  Commission  Law,"  consolidates  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics,  State  Labor  Commission,  Indus- 
trial ^\'elfare  Commission,  and  Commission  of  Immi- 
gration and  Housing,  Provides  for  five  commissioners 
at  an  annual  salary  of  $.^,000  each. 

So  far  as  the  bill  results  in  a  consolidation  into  one 
commission  of  various  existing  commissions,  it  is 
))robably  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency,  but 
this  commission  should  not  have  delegated  to  it,  as  the 
bill  proposes  to  do,  the  right  to  fix  the  hours  of  labor, 
fur  if  the  hours  of  labor  are  to  be  fixed  by  law  they 
should  be  fi.xed  by  a  general  law,  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. Nor  should  this  commission  have  the  right,  as 
the  bill  declares,  to  prescribe  what  safety  devices  or 
safeguards  should  be  used,  or  to  regulate  the  construc- 
tion or  repair  of  employment,  as  the  exercise  of  such 
power  would  be  in  conflict  with  the  exercise  of  similar 
power  on  the  part  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Commis- 
sion.    Opposed. 

Senate  Bill  No.  803  is  the  "Contempt  Bill."  Pro- 
\-ides  a  jury  trial  for  charges  of  contempt  conunitted 
outside  the  presence  of  the  court.  Is  designed  to  re- 
strict the  power  of  the  court  to  punish  violations  of  its 
orders  in  labor  disputes.     Opposed.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Restau- 
rant Men's  Association  has  issued  display  cards  to  all 
members  of  the  association  who  wished  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege,  announcing  that  their  prices  are  ap- 
proved, consistent  with  quality  and  service.  In  a  letter 
recently  sent  to  its  members,  the  association  stated : 
"Considerable  vinfavorable  comment  having  been  recently 
made  as  to  reported  raise  of  prices  by  some  hotels  and 
apartment  houses,  this  committee  desires  to  safeguard  the 


interests  of  the  members  of  the  association  and  to  protect 
the  resident  and  transient  public  who  will  visit  the  city 
during  the  Exposition  and  also  to  prevent  reports  being 
sent  abroad  as  to  exorbitant  prices  prevaihng  here  in 
restaurants  and  cafes.  To  further  satisfy  the  public  and 
to  protect  our  members  in  case  of  complaint,  menus  or 
bills  of  fare  must  be  sent  to  this  office  so  that  the  com- 
mittee can  inspect  same."

This  report  is  sent  all  over  the 
world  and  is  looked  upon  as  an  authority  by  investors, 
bankers  and  capitalists  who  are  interested  in  San 
I'rancisco. 


MEMBERS   EXHIBITING  AT  THE 
EXPOSITION. 

It  is  proposed  to  run  information  in  these  colunms 
relative  to  the  exhibits  of  the  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  at  the  Exposition.  There  is  a  great 
deal  to  be  seen  of  an  educational  nature  which  is  often 
passed  by  in  haste.

ENDORSED  CHARITIES  REPORT. 


THE   RELIEF-GIVING    SOCIETIES. 


Percentage  of  Receipts  Disbursed  for  Relief. 


I'.eforc  citing  the  figures  of  "Relief  Giving  Societies," 
attention  should  be  drawn  to  a  not  uncommon  but  very 
erroneous  impression  that  relief  giving,  direct  or  in- 
direct, constitutes  a  large  proportion  of  modern  charity. 

The  converse  is  true.  On  our  endorsed  list  are  fifteen 
relief  and  sixty-two  other  societies.  The  latter  are  not 
only  several  times  more  numerous  but  disburse  many  times 
as  much  money,  comprising,  as  they  do,  large  hospitals, 
homes,  orphanages,  etc. 

The  fifteen  Relief  Giving  Societies  are  so  classified 
because  direct  relief  forms  a  very  large  part  of  their 
work. 

Their  total  disbursements  are  by  no  means  small,  ex- 
cepting in  comparison  with  the  totals  of  the  other  organ- 
izations. The  annual  report  of  one  of  the  fifteen,  the 
.\ssociated  Charities,  recently  quoted  and  commented  on 
favorably  in  the  press,  showed  disbursements  of  $1,54-- 
058.40  for  "direct  relief,"  which  was  a  high  percentage  of 
the  total  receipts. 

The  other  fourteen  societies  of  this  group  last  year  re- 
ceived $149,238.54.  Of  this  they  disbursed  for  relief 
$133,116.31,  or  89J4  per  cent  of  the  receipts.  The  entire 
administrative  expenses  of  the  fourteen  was  $13,020.73, 
or  not  quite  8.6  per  cent  of  their  receipts. 


In  the  case  of  several  important  societies,  the  adminis- 
trative expense  is  considerably  less  than  8.6  per  cent,  be- 
cause they  belong  to  a  well-organized  group  of  their 
own.  If  the  Committee  can  by  degrees  induce  a  merger 
of  some  of  the  others  into  a  similar  group  of  their  own, 
probably  their  administrative  expenses  can  also  be  con- 
siderably lessened.  .\t  the  same  time,  in  this  particular, 
their  present  showing  seems  fair  enough  to  warrant  men- 
tion. Much  popular,  but  sometimes  mistaken  criticism, 
is  leveled  at  the  alleged  excessive  cost  of  present-day 
charity  relief.  Such  a  charge  cannot  be  made  in  this  in- 
stance. 

The  fourteen  societies  here  referred  to  are :  The  Brit- 
ish, Eureka.  First  Hebrew.  French  Ladies',  German 
ladies'.  Ladies'  United  Hebrew  Benevolent  Societies. 
The  Catholic  Ladies'  .\id  Society,  the  Hebrew  Board 
of  Relief,  Hebrew  Ladies'  Sewing  Societv.  The  Help- 
ers, the  Italian,  Francesca  and  the  Jewish  Ladies'  Re- 
lief Societies,  and  the  Mizpah  Charity  Club. 

Before  long  we  expect  to  publish  the  surprisingly  large 
disbursements  of  the  seventy-seven  Endorsed  Charities, 
an  estimate  of  those  of  the  unendorsed  ones,  with  a  refer- 
ence to  the  contributions  to  charity  made  by  the  churches, 
lodges,  and  benevolent  orders.

The  West  India  Company  of  St.  Thomas  have  already 
commenced  service  to  the  following  ports  in  San  Do- 
mingo and  Haiti :  Samana,  Sanchez,  Puerto  Plata,  Azua, 
San  Domingo  City,  San  Pedro  de  Macoris,  Cape  Hatien. 
Port  de  Paix,  Monte  Cristy,  Gonaives,  St.  Mare,  Port  au 
Prince,  Jeremie,  Aux  Cayes  and  Jacmel.  A  regular  line 
has  also  been  established  between  St.  Thomas  and 
Curacao,  Maracaibo  and  Baranquilla. 

This  service  should  give  San  Francisco  exporters  an 
opportunity  to  enter  the  West  Indian  business  in  good 
shape. 


TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 


The  Traffic  Bureau  announces  that  tlie  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  California  has  authorized  the  A.  T.  &  S.  I''. 
Railway,  the  Soutliern  Pacific  Company,  and  the  Western 
Pacific  Railway  Company  to  make  refunds  and  to  waive 
further  collection  of  intrastate  switching  as  follows : 

1.  To  refund  all  switching  charges  collected  on 
carload  shipments  of  intrastate  freight  since  August 
12,  1914,  on  wdiich  the  road  performing  the  switching" 
received  the  line  haul  into  or  out  of  San  Francisco. 

2.  To  refund  all  switching  charges  collected  since 
August  12,  1914,  on  all  carloads  of  intrastate  com- 
petitive shipments  switched  to  an  industry  on  the  com- 
peting line  or  the  connecting  line  of  the  road  which 
received  the  line  haul  into  or  out  of  San  Francisco. 
(See  Note.) 

Note. — Will  not  apply  when  the  refund  would  re- 
sult in  reducing  the  net  revenue  to  less  than  $lo.oo 
per  car. 

3.  To  refund  all  switching  and  teain  track  rental 
charges  assessed  and  collected  by  the  State  Belt. Rail- 
road at  San  Francisco  since  August  12,  1914.  on  all 
intrastate  carload  shipments  by  the  road  which  re- 
ceived the  line  haul  in  or  out  of  San  Francisco. 

4.  To  waive  collection  of  any  charges  as  above 
described  accruing  since  August  12,  1914,  and  which 
may  remain  uncollected  at  the  present  time,  and  also 


on  any  such  charges  accruing  between  now  and  April 
1,  1915,  which  is  the  date  upon  which  the  new  tariffs 
governing  switching  charges  become  effective. 

The  refunds  are  to  be  made  in  conformity  with  sup- 
plements to  the  various  tariffs  as  follows : 

A.  T.  &  S.  F.— Supplement  6  to  Tariff  81 17-E. 
Southern  Pacific — Supplements  to  Tariff  230-G. 
Western  Pacific — Supplement  2  to  Tariff  35-E. 

In  the  case  of  the  Santa  Fe,  claims  should  be  sent  to 
the  local  agent,  G.  W.  Lupton.  With  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific and  Western  Pacific,  claims  should  be  sent  to  the 
freight  claim  agents.  Claims  should  be  supported  by  the 
original  paid  freight  bill,  covering  the  switching.  ( The 
freight  bill  covering  the  line  charge  is  not  necessary.)  Be 
careful  to  include  in  your  claims  only  intrastate  shipments. 

Authority  has  been  recjuested  from  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  make  similar  refunds  on  interstate 
shipments  of  Belt  Line  charges  and  track  rental,  as  well 
as  any  other  industry  track  switching  charges  that  may 
have  been  erroneously  collected  in  San  Francisco. 

Owing  to  the  recent  receivership  of  the  Western  Pa- 
cific, it  will  be  necessary  for  that  company  to  secure  a 
court  order  to  make  these  switching  refunds;  but  the 
same  has  been  applied  for  and  it  is  anticipated  will  be 
promptly  granted.

R.  I.  Centley  presided  as  chairman  and  said:  "It 
is  a  time  like  this  when  I  realize  my  lack  of  a  vocabu- 
lar}'.

The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  Exposi- 
tion. William  T.  Sesnon,  one  of  our  past  presidents, 
visited  all  the  foreign  countries  in  the  interest  of  their 
participation.  Another  past  president  that  had  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  Exposition — a  man  of  great  execu- 
tive ability,  a  man  capable  of  going  to  the  four  quar- 
ters of  the  globe — to  make  system  and  order  out  of 
the  chaotic  condition  that  existed  here.  The  only 
criticism  I  have  to  offer  that  gentleman  is  the  slogan 
he  started  at  that  time,  'The  city  that  knows  how.'  It 
should  have  been  'The  man  that  knows  how.' 

I\Ir.  Bentley  then  introduced  President  Afoore  of  the 
Exposition,  who  was  greeted  with  enthusiasm.  He 
said :  "I  have  looked  forward  to  this  meeting.  I  do 
not  attend  many,  as  I  am  too  busy,  but  this  one  I 
could  not  be  denied.  I  was  detained  this  morning, 
and  you  have  helped  me  by  waiting  for  me.  Mr.  Bent- 
ley's  remarks  while  appreciated  are  not  exactly  correct, 
yet  I  do  not  want  to  say  appropriate.  We  stand  here 
you  and  I,  representative  of  organizations.  This  work 
has  been  effective  only  by  organization.  My  desire, 
which  has  been  the  plan  of  the  Exposition,  has  been 
organization — the  motive  in  asking  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  be  the  first  in  all  the  factors  and  influ- 
ences that  made  the  Exposition  a  success  was  to  give 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  first  recognition.

No 
great  accomplishment  can  be  obtained  without  the 
substantial  men  of  commerce,  coming  forward  and 
supporting  a  movement  for  the  common  good  of  all. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  should  have  come  before 
any  of  the  designers,  the  foreign  countries,  or  even  the 
stockholders.  Through  the  committees  of  the  Cham- 
ber came  all  of  the  preliminary  work.  Had  it  not  been 
for  the  good  work  of  this  grand  old  organization,  there 


never  would  have  been  an  Exposition  here.  The  syni- 
|ialhy,  support  and  assistance  delivered  at  all  times  by 
the  Chamber  has  been  of  great  assistance.  Our  pub- 
lic acknowledgment  of  what  you  have  done  does  not 
acquaint  you  with  anything  that  you  did  not  already 
know,  but  it  enables  us  to  discharge  an  obligation  so 
that  the  people  of  this  city  and  of  the  world  will  know 
that  in  this  city  there  is  a  strong  central  organization 
always  ready  and  alive  to  promote  the  public  work. 

■'I  wish  the  man  could  be  found  for  toniglit  who 
could  put  into  words  the  ideals  of  the  commercial  man, 
of  how  he  is  not  chasing  the  almighty  dollar,  but  is 
the  foundation  of  human  society  and  progress.  I  want 
to  express  the  pride  and  love  I  have  in  the  old  organ- 
ization, and  I  hope  that  in  years  to  come  the  heritage 
of  the  past  is  only  indicative  of  its  potentialities.  The 
organization  working  unselfishly  always  has  in  mind 
the  good  of  all.  I  desire,  therefore,  in  an  official  way, 
to  make  a  presentation  to  your  President.  It  isn't 
much — only  a  token,  expressing  our  feeling  toward 
you.

Synopsis  of  address  on  "Origin,  Development  and 
Effect  of  Chambers  of  Commerce,"  delivered  by  Robert 
Newton  Lynch,  in  Festival  Hall,  Friday,  March  19th, 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Day  : 

This  being  Chamber  of  Commerce  Day  it  is  appro- 
priate that  something  should  be  said  of  the  character 
of  organization  which  is  typified  by  the  local  body 
which  is  today  so  splendidly  recognized  by  the  Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition.  Chambers  of  Commerce  rep- 
resent an  interesting  phase  of  American  community 
life.  Under  various  names  they  represent  associations 
of  business  men,  organized  to  meet  general  needs  and 
to  make  for  better  business  and  community  conditions. 


The  beginning  of  these  organizations  arose  from 
the  realization  that  many  problems  were  not  met  by 
any  existing  political  or  other  agency  and  could  not 
be  handled  by  individuals  or  sections  of  the  com- 
munity. Trade  betterment  or  improvement  of  local 
conditions  demanded  co-operative  effort.  The  great 
optimistic  fact  of  this  movement  is  that  however  selfish 
or  narrow  the  beginning,  the  tendency  is  invariablj' 


Every  town  and  city  in  the  United  States  has  one  of  toward  unselfishness  and  for  community  good.  Men 
these  bodies  and  millions  of  dollars  are  spent  annually  do  not  like  to  show  their  worst  motives  in  such  organ- 
in  their  work.     Much  of  this  is  spent  inefficiently  and      izations  and  it  was  soon  seen  that  here  was  an  oppor- 
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Uinitv  fur  llic  expression  of  the  altruistic  spirit  which 
is  happily  so  ready  for  opportunity  in  every  properly 
constituted  person.  So  wc  have  in  these  organiza- 
tions the  most  hopeful  evidence  of  individual  sacrifice 
for  the  common  good. 

These  organizations  in  their  dcvelupment  have  had 
no  standards  to  guide  them.  Their  constitutions  gen- 
erally turned  them  loose  to  do  anything  which  miglit 
seem  immediately  desirable.  Thus  they  have  fre- 
quently attempted  great  and  varied  things  without 
sustained  eflfort  and  with  little  regard  for  information 
or  resources.  Sometimes  they  have  been  wisely  guided 
to  some  great  pressing  problem  and  have  attacked  the 
situation  with  force  and  wisdom.  Generally  speak- 
ing, the  organizations  have  fallen  into  one  of  four 
well  defined  types. 

1.  E.xploitive  organizations.  These  direct  their 
main  attention  to  publicity  and  do  everything  to  ad- 
\  erlise  the  merits  or  products  of  the  community  to  the 
world.  They  are  sometimes  termed,  and  sometimes 
uidilushingly  enjoy  the  title  of  "boost"  bodies. 

2.  Municipal  Chambers.  These  think  largely  of 
local  conditions.  They  emphasize  municipal  efficiency, 
think  of  city  planning,  street  cleaning,  municipal  works 
and  all  the  problems  that  make  the  big  American  city 
so  complex  and  difficult. 

3.  Organizations  looking  to  vital  commercial  ad- 
vancement. These  bodies  are  interested  in  transporta- 
tion, in  industrial  development,  in  wholesale  and  re- 
tail markets,  in  business  legislation  and  all  the  prob- 
lems concerned  w-ith  foreign  and  domestic  trade. 

4.  Welfare  and  social  betterment  bodies.  Some- 
times a  combination  of  business  men  see  in  social  and 
industrial  conditions  and  unrest  a  vital  relation  to 
business  progress  and  consciously  address  their  or- 
ganized movement  to  the  betterment  of  these  condi- 
tions. 


Tlie  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  essen- 
tially the  type  mentioned  as  concerned  with  vital  com- 
mercial expansion  and  advancement.  Though  it  docs 
not  neglect  altogether  matters  of  municipal  efficiency  ii 
represents  supremely  the  commercial  ambitions  and 
destiny  of  the  great  city  and  harbor  of  San  Francisco. 
It  lias  three  thousand  business  men  as  members  and 
gathers  together  the  personal  and  financial  strength 
represented  by  such  a  combination.  It  has  well  or- 
ganized departments  interested  in  foreign  trade,  in 
transportation,  in  legislation,  in  harbor  development. 
Each  year  it  seeks  the  signs  of  the  times  to  find  the 
psychological  emphasis.  Three  years  ago  it  empha'^ 
ized  the  gathering  together  of  the  various  forces  of 
San  Francisco  to  realize  new  co-operation  in  stronger 
and  more  effective  terms.  Two  years  ago  it  thought 
of  exploitation  in  its  highest  form  and  this  Exposition 
today  is  evidence  of  how  this  commercial  community 
has  called  the  attention  of  the  world  to  this  powerful 
western  empire  and  its  chief  city  and  glorious  harbor. 
Last  year  it  directed  attention  to  the  need  of  more 
intelligent  defense  and  constructive  program  in  legis- 
lation and  for  several  months  in  the  National  Con- 
gress and  the  State  Legislature,  has  made  itself  felt 
in  tlie  interests  of  legitimate  business.  This  year  it 
will  seek  to  realize  the  great  potential  distributive  area 
which  the  opening  of  the  Canal  has  given  to  our  west- 
ern coast.  Next  year  it  may  find  it  best  to  think  of 
a  great  industrial  epoch  which  is  just  dawning.  All 
in  all  it  seeks  to  gather  together  the  great  business 
forces  of  San  Francisco,  and  inspired  by  the  success- 
ful creation  of  a  great  world's  exposition  seek  to  build 
a  more  permanent  exposition  of  commercial  greatness. 
The  crowning  glory  of  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  to 
bring  out  a  commercial  statesmanship,  and  thus  con- 
tribute worthily  to  the  benefit  of  mankind. 


Mayor  Rolph.  in  his  address,  said :  "I  step  for- 
ward with  considerable  hesitancy,  being  unprepared, 
but  I  would  be  a  very  poor  member  of  the  Chamber 
and  an  incompetent  official  if  I  did  not  join  with  you 
in  paying  a  compliment  to  our  former  President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  President  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition.  I  am  very  much  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  T 
am  also  much  interested  in  the  Exchange  on  the  floor 
and  I  wonder  what  is  going  to  become  of  the  barley 
market  wdien  I  see  all  of  the  brokers  here  this  morning. 
I  take  it  you  have  declared  a  holiday  and  have  joined 
in  the  good  work. 

"Commerce  means  commerce.  I  have  an  idea  in 
connection  with  the  activities  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce that  came  to  me  as  I  sat  here  this  morning.  We 
have  with  us  the  representatives  of  His  Excellency,  the 
Emperor  of  Japan,  Her  Excellency  the  Queen  of  the 


Netherlands,  His  Excellency,  the  King  of  Norway,  and 
His  Excellency,  the  King  of  Italy.  They  all  have  their 
buildings  here,  and  I  would  suggest  that  a  committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  be  appointed  to  go 
through  all  of  these  buildings  and  palaces,  and  I  am 
sure  that  with  the  trained  minds  of  the  members  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  these  men  will  see  oppor- 
tunities to  develop  the  trade  and  finances  of  these 
ports.  You  would  be  surprised  to  see  what  is  here.  If 
you  would  go  around  and  see  what  goods  can  be  manu- 
factured here  in  this  country,  and  spread  the  idea  that 
what  can  be  manufactured  in  other  countries  can  be 
manufactured  right  here,  you  would  be  doing  a  great 
work.  Our  active  business  men  of  San  Francisco  can 
find  plenty  of  room  for  developing  the  commerce  of 
San  Francisco.  I  pay  my  respects  to  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  I  recognize  in  it  the  oldest  organiza- 
tion in  San  Francisco," 
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THE  ANNUAL  BANQUET 

,    OPENING   REMARKS   BY   W.   N.   MOORE, 
President  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Our  tli>linguishcd  guests  and  fellow  meiuhers  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce: 

As  the  newly  elected  executive  and  in  behalf  of  the 
recently  elected  Board  of  Directors  of  your  organiza- 
tion, I  greet  you. 

This  annual  gathering  around  the  banquet  board  has 
for  one  of  its  principal  objects  the  getting  together  of 
as  many  of  our  membership  as  possible.  Your  officers 
and  directors  wish  to  gain  inspiration  from  contact  with 
you. 

A  combination  of  circumstances  has  delayed  our 
gathering  this  year  to  a  date  later  than  usual,  but  I 
believe  that  you  will  agree  with  me,  that  we  are  to 
be  congratulated  upon  that  fact.  The  delay  has  af- 
forded us  the  opportunity  of  meeting  here  in  these 
beautiful  surroundings,  in  this  magnificent  building 
erected  by  the  Counties  of  the  .State  of  California  and 
which  forms  an  integral  part  of  this  beautiful  Jewel 
City.  The  delay  has  also  afforded  us  an  opportunity 
of  having  with  lis  as  our  guests  of  honor  and  speakers 
of  the  evening,  distinguished  sons  of  other  states, 
whose  presence  we  could  not  have  enjo3'ed,  had  our 
banquet  been  held  at  an  earlier  date.  Therefore,  it  is 
needless,  I  am  sure,  that  your  Board  of  Directors 
tender  any  apology  to  you  for  the  delay.  It  is  un- 
fortunate that  we  are  unable  to  meet  oftener  so  that 
your  Directors  may  be  able  to  keep  you  more  fully 
informed  of  their  activities.  Through  this  personal 
contact,  there  might  be  aroused  a  greater  interest  of 
the  membership  in  the  work  of  the  Chamber.  An  in- 
terest that  will  induce  more  of  the  individual  members 
to  lend  their  aid  at  least  by  suggestion.  The  defect 
caused  by  this  inability  to  be  in  closer  personal  con- 
tact with  tlie  membership,  has  been  in  some  measure 
cured  by  the  publication  of  the  weekly  "Activities," 
a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  each  member  and  which  I 
trust  you  all  read  religiously.  It  is  intended  to  give 
you  in  brief  a  .synopsis  of  the  doings  of  your  officers, 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  many  regular  and  special 
committees  which  are  engaged  daily  in  working  for 
the  upbuilding  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  but  human  that  some  of  our  failures  are  not 
mentioned  and  it  is  good  policy — not  to  say  good  taste 
— which  forbids  the  mention  of  many  of  our  accom- 
plishments. Every  citizen  of  San  Francisco  shouhl 
have  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  what  a  powerful 
weapon  for  good  they  have  in  their  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. The  Chamber  is  a  weak  or  a  strong  instru- 
ment for  good  in  exact  proportion  as  it  receives  or 
fails  to  receive  the  cordial,  sympathetic  support  of 
the  community  and  of  its  constituent  members.  It  is 
appropriate  on  this  occasion  that  I  tell  you  briefly  of 
some  of  the  more  important  activities  of  the  Chamber 
and  of  the  purposes  that  it  is  undertaking  to  accom- 
plish. 

It  controls  the  active  trading  on  the  floor  of  the 
Exchange  where  business  of  a  very  large  volume  is 
conducted  in  grain  and  other  commodities.  There  is 
conducted  on  the  same  floor  a  Marine  Department, 
where  full  records  are  kept  of  the  movements  of  the 
shipping  in   and   out  of  the  port  and  from   there,   is 


distributed  marine  intelligence  for  the  benefit  of  our 
members  and  of  the  community  in  general. 

At  our  banquet  held  something  more  than  a  year 
ago,  the  then  newly  elected  President  of  the  Chamber, 
]\ir.  C.  F.  Michaels,  in  his  address  to  you,  stated  that 
one  of  the  principal  activities  which  \vould  engage  the 
attention  of  the  Chamber  during  his  administration, 
would  be  the  matter  of  legislation,  such  legislation  as 
might  be  proposed  affecting  business.  In  keeping 
with  this  prom.ise.  the  Legislative  Committee  and  Bu- 
reau of  the  Chamber,  was  most  active  during  the  past 
year.  It  carefully  scanned  all  bills  introduced  in  either 
the  State  Legislature  or  in  the  National  Congress, 
which  in  anywise  could  affect  the  business  interests 
of  San  Francisco.  In  opposing  such  measures  as  were 
deemed  harmful,  advocating  such  as  were  thought 
would  be  helpful,  the  Chamber  was  fortunate  in  en- 
listing the  support  of  organizations  similar  in  charac- 
ter to  ours,  located  in  other  towns  and  cities  of  the 
State  and  in  some  cases  of  neighboring  States.  By 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  legislative  bodies  the 
impropriety,  or  harmful  eiifects  of  much  of  the  legis- 
lation proposed,  we  were  enabled  in  many  cases  to' 
secure  its  defeat.  When  you  reflect  that  during  the 
recent  past,  nothing  has  seemed  to  be  more  helpful 
to  cheap  politicians  in  gaining  the  applause  and  votes 
of  the  unthinking  electors  than  by  attacks  upon  busi- 
ness, you  will  readily  understand  that  to  have  ac- 
complished the  results  that  stand  to  its  credit,  our 
Legislative  Committee  must  have  been  quite  active 
during  the  past  year  or  more. 

It  is  only  appropriate  that  I  should  say  in  passing 
that  of  the  promises  that  were  made  to  you  by  Mr. 
Michaels  in  his  inaugural  address  referred  to,  all  were 
religiously  kept  and  that  his  administration  was  pro- 
ductive of  great  good  to  San  Francisco.  No  newly 
elected  President  of  the  Chamber,  can  have  a  more 
worthy  ambition,  than  to  make  his  administration  as 
successful  as  that  of  my  immediate  predecessor. 

Realizing  that  "Foreign  Commerce"  is  one  of  the 
dominant  problems  of  the  day,  the  Foreign  Trade  De- 
partment is  in  close  touch  with  the  markets  of  the 
world  and  has  on  file  for  inspection,  much  information 
of  value  to  exporters  and  importers.  It  has  alread}' 
placed  many  merchants  in  touch  with  prospective 
buyers  and  is  activelv  working  to  im|)riive  steamship 
service  to  all  foreign  ports. 

The  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  has  in  a  large 
measure  changed  the  trade  routes  of  the  world.  The 
existing  conflict  in  Europe  has  upset  the  trade  rela- 
tions of  the  world.  There  has  come  to  us  as  the  one 
great  power  at  peace,  the  advantage  of  being  able  to 
secure  an  entrance  into  foreign  markets  heretofore 
closed  to  us.  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  ports  of  the 
United  States  which  is  in  a  position  to  profit  greatest 
by  the  new  order  of  things.  We  are  in  active  touch 
with  the  Department  of  Commerce  at  Washington  and 
through  that  source,  we  are  obtaining  information  and 
assistance  very  helpful  to  those  of  our  merchants  who 
are  engaged  in  this  trade.  Nation  wide  encouragement 
has  come  from  remarks  of  President  Wilson,  made  in 
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a  speech  delivered  recently  before  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  tiie  United  States  in  Washington  on  this 
subject. 

.Matters  of  civic  interest  are  in  charge  of  our  Mu- 
nicijial  .\fiairs  Committee.  The  rebuilding  of  San  Fran- 
cisco made  it  mandatory  upon  the  citizens  to  inspect 
all  public  work  under  way.  This  has  been  done  in  a 
most  effective  manner  and  is  now  being  continued  by 
assisting  in  the  framing  and  passage  of  measures  af- 
fecting the  pul)lic  welfare,  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
laxiiaycr.  We  have  a  most  capable  committee  on  Mu- 
nicipal Affairs.  Its  objects  in  a  broad  sense  may  be 
staled  as  being,  to  make  San  Francisco  a  better  place 
to  live  in.  Working  in  harmony  with  the  city  ad- 
ministration and  carefull}'  avoiding  the  semblance  of 
"busybodies."  they  are  accomplishing  in  a  quiet  way 
much  that  is  good  for  the  city. 

During  the  past  year,  a  complete  and  authentic  sur- 
vey has  been  made  of  industrial  conditions  in  San 
I'rancisco.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  the 
first  time  that  a  commercial  organization  has  ap- 
proached this  subject  equipped  with  basic  facts. 
Through  this  work,  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  has  attracted  nearly  one  hundred  factories 
and  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  for  Eastern  concerns 
within  the  past  few  months.  This  department  also 
handles  the  publicity  work  of  the  Chamber  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  city  booklets,  cuts,  newspaper  articles, 
etc.  Over  7.500  letters  of  inquiry  were  answered  last 
year,  each  one  with  an  original  letter  pertaining  to 
every  conceivable  form  of  information.  This  work  is 
rapidly  growing  as  the  interest  in,  and  attendance  at 
the  Exposition  increases. 

Our  famous  harbor  is  the  reason  for  the  existence 
of  San  Francisco  and  is  the  foundation  of  its  prosperity. 
Our  committee  on  harbor  and  maritime  affairs  is  one 
of  great  importance  to  the  community.  It  is  working 
harmoniously  with  our  State  Board  of  Harbor  Com- 
missioners and  rendering  all  possible  assistance  to 
that  body  in  its  great  work  for  the  improvement  of  our 
harbor  facilities.  Few  of  you  have  a  full  appreciation 
of  the  great  improvements  which  have  been  made  to 
the  facilities  of  our  water  front.  Docks  of  large  di- 
mensions, capable  of  accommodating  the  largest  ships 
and  caring  for  freight  and  passengers  in  great  volume, 
have  been  provided  and  others  are  under  construction. 
I  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  publicly  ex- 
press the  appreciation  of  the  Chamber  to  the  State 
Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  for  its  uniform  court- 
esy and  co-operative  spirit. 

You  will  agree  with  me  that  all  of  the  subjects  which 
I  have  mentioned  are  of  prime  importance  to  San 
Francisco.  There  is  one  other  subject  which  in  my 
opinion  is  of  dominant  importance  to  our  city.  It  is 
transportation  rates  and  facilities  botli  by  land  and 
sea.  There  is  no  subject  of  greater  importance  to  any 
community.  Facilities  and  rates  that  will  enable  the 
establishment  and  profitable  conduct  of  the  industry, 
is  a  benefit  not  only  to  the  owners  of  the  industry, 
but  the  benefits  ramify  throusfh  the  entire  community. 
Tlie  owner  of  real  estate  is  benefited  by  the  increased 
value  and  use  of  his  property.  Additional  labor  is  em- 
ployed in  the  community  whose  wages  are  distributed 
to  the  owner  of  the  house  in  which  he  lives,  to  the 
retail  merchant,  to  the  local  transportation  company, 
to  those  who  furnish  him  light  and  heat,  and  to  many 
others.    It  is  because  of  the  superlative  importance  of 


transportation  rates  to  each  community,  that  no  cit.\' 
of  importance  longer  feels  that  its  interests  are  secure, 
unless  they  are  being  safeguarded  by  some  one  familiar 
with  transportation  problems.  Rates  form  the  sub- 
ject of  rivalry  between  cities,  each  seeking  to  gain  ad- 
vantage over  its  competitors  in  this  vital  matter.  It 
is  thus  evident  tliat  our  Transportation  Department  is 
a  most  important  adjunct  to  our  organization.  Our  ef- 
forts are  made  in  the  interest  of  no  one  class  in  the 
community.  It  is  a  matter  by  which  we  are  all  helped, 
or  all  injured.  There  is  no  citizen  of  the  community, 
so  humble,  with  interests  so  small,  nor  none  so  power- 
ful, with  interests  so  great,  that  he  will  not  feel  the 
ill  effects  of  adverse  or  prejudicial  freight  rates,  or 
who  would  fail  to  feel  the  stimulating  effect  of  just 
and  advantageous  freiglit  rates.  This  problem  is  be- 
ing handled  by  a  committee  of  gentlemen,  all  of  whom 
are  familiar  with  the  subject  with  which  they  arc  deal- 
ing, men  of  affairs  in  the  community,  intelligent  and 
painstaking.  Under  their  direction  we  have  a  force 
made  up  of  those  who  are  experts  in  the  science  and 
principle  of  rate  making  and  an  attorney  and  manager 
who  is  recognized  by  competent  authorities  as  a  spe- 
cialist in  the  laws  now  controlling  rate  making,  as  well 
as  the  principles  governing  rate  construction.  As  you 
are  aware,  all  rates  now  made  by  railroads,  are  un- 
der the  control  or  subject  to  revision  by  commissions, 
of  either  the  state  or  nation.  The  proceedings  before 
these  commissions  are  conducted  much  as  are  proceed- 
ings in  courts  of  law.  New  laws,  rules  and  decisions 
governing  rates  are  frequently  being  made,  so  that  it 
has  come  to  be  necessary,  that  if  a  community  is  to 
have  its  interests  presented  effectively,  it  must  have 
them  presented  and  argued  by  an  attorney  who  has 
specialized  in  transportation  law.  In  this  regard  we 
are  admirably  equipped  and  always  "on  the  job."  Let 
it  be  clearly  understood,  however,  that  we  are  not 
seeking  wherein  we  may  pick  a  quarrel  with  our  rail- 
road friends,  nor  antagonizing  the  legitimate  interests 
of  transportation  companies.  Our  attorney  has  not 
infrequently  appeared  in  behalf  of  contentions  made 
by  the  railroad  companies.  Where  their  contention  is 
right,  it  will  be  our  pleasure — as  it  is  our  duty — to 
champion  the  cause  of  the  railroads,  just  as  readily, 
just  as  whole  heartedly,  as  we  will  champion  the  cause 
of  any  other  member  of  our  organization  whose  cause 
is  a  just  one.  As  business  men,  we  recognize  the  vital 
importance  to  business  of  not  only  the  existence,  but 
of  the  prosperous  existence  of  great  transportation 
companies.  Their  rights  are  as  sacred  and  are  as  much 
entitled  to  the  sympathetic  protection  of  those  charged 
with  the  administration  of  the  laws,  as  are  the  rights 
of  less  gigantic  institutions.  Regardless  of  the  fact 
that  the  past  practices  of  railroad  managements  may 
have  been  such  as  to  create  a  feeling  of  resentment  in 
the  people,  which  formed  the  beginning  of  the  tidal 
wave  of  legislation  and  regulation  which  has  swept 
over  the  country,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  wave  may 
have  already  been  allowed  to  go  too  far.  While  its 
cleansing  qualities  are  welcome,  the  force  of  its  mo- 
mentum should  be  restrained  by  a  just  consideration 
for  the  healthy  prosperity  of  transportation  enter- 
prises. 

The  completion  of  the  Canal  has  brought  San  Fran- 
cisco into  possession  of  her  own,  so  far  as  rates  be- 
tween this  coast  and  the  coasts  of  the  .\tlantic  and 
Gulf  of  Mexico  are  concerned.     We  cannot  hereafter 
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be  deprived  of  a  sea  level  rate  of  any  great  length  of 
time  under  normal  conditions.  By  sea  level  rate,  I 
mean  one  which  results  from  true  competition  between 
water  carriers,  without  reference  to  the  competition 
of  the  rail.  During  the  existence  of  such  abnormal 
conditions  as  have  been  brought  about  by  the  war  now 
in  progress,  gentlemen's  agreements  between  steam- 
ship companies  may  perhaps  be  entered  into  and  main- 
tained. It  is  not  my  belief  that  such  agreements  can 
be  effective  in  controlling  transportation  rates  by  sea 
under  normal  conditions,  nor  can  I  believe  that  the 
managements  of  steamship  companies  would  be  so  un- 
wise as  to  follow  a  course  leading  inevitably  to  their 
control  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Un- 
der true  competitive  conditions,  San  Francisco  is  as- 
sured of  rates  that  will  greatl}'  increase  her  distributive 
area.  With  sea  level  rates  assured  for  our  California 
products,  which  must  seek  the  markets  of  the  world 
and  the  same  for  our  incoming  manufactured  products 
and  raw  materials,  there  still  remains  one  essential  to 
our  commercial  growth.  We  must  have  a  fair  and 
reasonable  system  of  distributive  rates  out  of  San 
Francisco  to  the  interior.  It  is  my  contention  that  San 
Francisco's  dollar  should  carry  a  hundred  pounds  of 
freight  as  far  eastward,  as  the  dollar  of  any  of  the 
cities  of  the  east  or  middle  west,  will  bring  a  hundred 


pounds  of  their  freight  westward ;  topographical  con- 
ditions, density  of  population  and  traffic  considered. 

Lest  I  be  misunderstood,  let  me  repeat,  that  it  is  not 
our  desire  to  force  transportation  companies  to  per- 
form services  at  unremunerative  rates.  I  do  submit, 
however,  that  if  our  present  distributive  rates  out  of 
San  Francisco  are  on  a  correct  basis,  then  those  out 
of  Eastern  cities  are  too  low  and  should  be  raised.  Con- 
trawise,  if  the  distributive  rates  of  Eastern  cities  are 
on  a  remunerative  basis,  then  it  is  evident  that  ours 
are  too  high  and  should  be  lowered.  With  sea  level 
rates  on  our  incoming  freights  and  fair  distributive 
rates  out  of  San  Francisco,  we  are  destined  to  make 
great  gains  in  our  relative  position,  as  the  commercial 
metropolis  of  the  west.  One  must  indeed  be  blind, 
who  fails  to  see  the  magnificent  future  within  our 
grasp.  With  fully  developed  transportation  facilities, 
with  cheap  hydraulic  power  brought  from  our  moun- 
tains and  cheap  oil  fuel  at  our  door,  San  Francisco 
Bay  should  become  a  manufacturing  and  commercial 
center  second  to  none.  The  merchants  and  manufac- 
turers of  San  Francisco  should  be  able  to  distribute 
their  wares  at  least  so  far  east  as  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains. Here  should  be  the  central  supply  point  of  the 
entire  Pacific  Slope.  The  opportunity  is  yours.  Will 
you  grasp  it? 


THE   NATION  AND  THE  PACIFIC   COAST 

By  Charles  Warren  Fairbanks 


CIVIC  DUTY 

Men  who  are  interested  in  commerce  should  not 
neglect,  as  too  many  men  do.  attention  to  the  political 
concerns  of  their  country.  They  should  not  allow  the 
pressure  of  business  to  interfere  with  the  discharge 
of  their  civic  duties.  In  a  country  like  ours  civic  in- 
difference is  indefinable.  It  is  a  form  of  treason,  and 
sooner  or  later  results  in  bad  laws,  lax  or  indifferent 
administration,  and  ultimate  peril  to  the  Republic. 
Every  man,  whether  he  is  engaged  in  business,  or  not; 
whether  he  is  a  laborer  or  capitalist,  should  feel  his 
civic  responsibility  and  should  take  a  part  in  solving 
public  questions  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  solved 
well. 

If  good  men  neglect  their  civic  affairs,  and  bad  laws 
are  enacted  and  inefficient  men  are  entrusted  with 
power  and  tax  burdens  are  unnecessarily  increased, 
they  are  in  a  measure  to  blame.  If  business  becomes 
more  or  less  disordered  in  consequence  of  civic  neg- 
lect, those  who  have  taken  no  hand  in  an  effort  to 
write  rational  laws  into  the  Statutes  and  to  maintain 
good  administration,  cannot  in  good  conscience  be 
heard  to  complain.  All  of  us,  no  matter  what  our  oc- 
cupation is,  should  take  an  active  part  in  our  political 
concerns,  for  we  have  a  common  interest  in  them. 

GOVERNMENT  ACTIVITIES 

\\'e  have  seen,  in  recent  years,  increased  activity 
here  and  there  in  an  effort  to  project  the  government 
more  and  more  into  the  business  of  the  people;  that  is 
to  say.  into  doing  business  which  the  people  should  be 
allowed  to  do  in  their  individual  or  corporate  capacity. 
The  more  we  introduce  the  government  into  doing  bus- 
iness which  can  be  done  as  well,  or  better,  by  the  peo- 
ple, the  more  we  will  weaken  it;  the  tendency  will  be 
to  change  its  fundamental  character  and  gradually 
bring  about  a  socialistic  state. 


Upon  what  rational  theory  can  we  justify  putting 
upon  the  government  the  responsibility  of  carrying  on 
private  business  affairs  taking  them  from  the  hands  of 
the  people?  Our  general  safety  lies  in  requiring  the 
government  to  do  as  little  as  possible  rather  than  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  private  business  of  the  people. 
The  government  has  power  to  regulate  our  business 
concerns,  and  it  is  not  necessary  for  it  to  enter  into 
competition  with  the  people,  in  their  purely  business 
affairs.  The  powers  of  our  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments are  so  far  reaching  and  well  defined  that  there 
is  no  further  doubt  or  danger  that  they  can  within 
their  appropriate  spheres  guard  the  people  against  all 
possible  evils  which  might  imperil  trade  or  commerce. 
There  is  a  broad  distinction  between  entering  into 
competition  with  the  people  and  the  regulation  of  their 
business.  Unnecessary  interference  with  their  business 
affairs  brings  confusion,  disorganization  and  reaction. 

The  government  will  have  its  hands  full  conducting 
purely  political  affairs,  without  taking  over  the  di- 
rect management  of  business  concerns;  government  is 
too  expensive  now,  taxes  are  undul}'  burdensome;  gov- 
ernment should  not  be  made  more  difficult  and  the 
cost  of  administration  should  not  be  increased  by  un- 
necessarily taking  over  the  responsibility  of  owning 
and  operating  the  business  concerns  of  the  people.  The 
government  should,  in  the  interests  of  the  general 
safety,  confine  its  activities  so  far  as  possible  to  the 
work  of  governing  without  encroaching  upon  the  ap- 
propriate sphere  of  individual  activity. 

MERCHANT  MARINE 

While  many  of  our  great  commercial  rivals  are  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  destruction  upon  a  stupendous 
scale  never  before  equaled  in  the  history  of  the  world, 
we  should  push  the  work  of  construction.    While  they

are  hailing  we  slioiikl  push  forward,  inakhig  the  iiiusl 
of  present  opportunities  and  strengthening  ourselves 
for  the  connnercial  contest  which  will  be  intensified 
when  war  is  ended. 

There  are  many  things  we  can  do  to  increase  our 
hold  upon  the  commerce  of  the  world  and  to  quicken 
the  currents  of  ])rospcrity  among  our  people  at  home. 
One  of  the  things  which  would  aid  and  which  we  have 
too  long  neglected  is  the  building  of  an  adequate  Mer- 
chant Marine. 

The  European  war  has  emphasized  the  importance 
of  this  subject  by  showing  more  distinctly  than  any 
of  us  have  realized  our  utter  dependency  upon  the  mer- 
chant-men of  our  commercial  rivals  for  carrying  our 
tremendous  volume  of  exports  and  imports.  Our  de- 
pendency upon  others  is  so  great  that  it  has  been  seri- 
ously proposed  in  influential  quarters  that  the  govern- 
ment should  venture  upon  the  ownership  of  a  Merchant 
Marine.  It  has  been  proposed,  in  the  face  of  an  over- 
burdened treasury,  that  the  Government  should  embark 
upon  the  purchase  of  ships  at  a  cost  of  luany  millions 
of  dollars.  It  has  seemed  to  me  that  such  a  departure 
from  our  past  policy  is  utterly  indefensible  from  any 
point  of  view.  I  do  not  think  it  sound  policy  to  bur- 
den the  national  government  to  the  extent  of  millions 
of  dollars  to  purchase  and  maintain  a  Merchant  Marine, 
either  large  or  small.  It  would  be  a  perversion  of  the 
appropriate  functions  of  the  government.  It  would  be 
unsound  as  a  national  policy,  and  would  prove  unwise 
as  an  economical  venture. 

Many  other  governments  find  it  to  their  national  in- 
terest to  aid  their  Merchant  Marine  by  some  system 
of  subvention  or  otherwise ;  soiue  of  them  adopt  one 
method,  and  some  another,  and  their  flags  are  kept 
upon  the  sea.  Their  ships  enter  all  ports  in  search 
of  trade,  first  of  all  trade  for  the  countries  whose  reg- 
istry they  bear.  Are  we  impotent  to  win  our  fair 
share  of  the  carrying  trade  upon  the  high  seas? 

Can  we  lead  the  world  in  everything,  except  in  car- 
rying our  own  commerce  between  our  shores  and  other 
countries?  The  fact  is,  we  should  have  great  ship- 
yards here  upon  the  Pacific  and  also  upon  the  Atlantic 


Coast,  building  and  repairing  great  merchant  vessels. 
We  shi.)uld  employ  an  increased  number  of  American 
wage  earners,  and  employing  increased  capital,  devel- 
oping an  American  Merchant  Marine,  and  contributing 
to  American  prosperity.  Furthermore,  we  should  have- 
vessels  of  our  own  touching  all  ports  around  tlu; 
world,  extending  our  commerce  through  the  direct  ami 
potent  influence  of  our  agents  and  instrumentalities. 
This,  of  course,  is  no  new  observation.  The  times  in 
which  we  find  ourselves  have  given  fresh  impetus  to 
this  subject  of  national  importance,  which  we  have  too 
long  neglected.  As  a  rule  we  are  agreed  as  to  the  ne- 
cessity but  have  not  thus  far  been  able  to  agree  upon 
the  best  method  of  meeting  it  satisfactorily.  It  has 
occurred  to  me  that  your  great  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  other  similar  organizations  might  render  substan- 
tial service  by  giving  to  the  subject  more  consideration 
tlian  you  have  given  to  it  hitherto.  There  can  be,  in 
your  deliberations  and  the  conclusions  which  you  may 
reach,  no  thought  or  suggestion  of  partisan  bias.  You 
can  do  no  better  service  than  to  study  the  navigation 
laws  and  the  various  methods  of  different  nations  in 
supporting  and  developing  their  Merchant  }ilarinc. 
There  will  be  found  much  in  all  of  this  whicli  will  be 
instructive  and  aid  us  in  the  adoption  of  an  eftective 
and  equitable  system  in  putting  upon  the  seas  a  Mer- 
chant Marine  the  harbinger  of  peace  and  good  will  in 
the  ports  of  the  world.  Np  one  who  wishes  to  see  our 
supremacy  re-established  in  the  over-seas  carrying 
trade  will  fail  to  approach  the  great  subject  in  a  broad 
and  friendly  spirit  and  with  a  desire  to  accomplish 
something  which  will  be  effective  and  wdiich  will  con- 
tribute much  to  the  strength  and  prosperity  of  the 
entire  country.  I  recently  traveled  around  the  world ; 
it  was  always  with  a  sense  of  humiliation  that  I  found 
so  few  American  flags  upon  the  merchant  ships  in  for- 
eign ports.  I  found  more  flags  upon  our  battleships 
than  upon  our  Merchant  Marine,  and  I  always  felt 
that  we  might  go  to  our  commercial  competitors  for 
some  instructive  lessons  with  respect  to  the  system  to 
be  adopted  to  enable  us  to  take  a  decent  place  among 
others  in  the  carrying  business  of  the  world. 


THE  CLIPPER  SHIP  ERA  AND  THE  ERA  OF  THE  TWO   CANALS 
By  Hon.  Seth  Low. 


When  I  was  graduated  from  Columbia  College  in  1870, 
I  entered  my  father's  counting  house.  He  was  a  mer- 
chant trading  with  China,  Japan  and  the  Far  East.  The 
clipper  ship  era,  roughly  speaking,  extended  from  1843 
to  i86g.  when  the  Suez  Canal  was  opened.  The  first 
clipper  ships  were  built  for  the  China  trade,  wdiich  my 
father  was  engaged  in  as  early  as  1840.  By  1850  clipper 
ships  began  to  be  built  for  the  California  trade.  In  1848 
only  four  vessels  reached  San  Francisco  from  Atlantic 
ports.  In  1849,  after  the  discovery  of  gold,  more  than 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  ships  came  from  the  Atlantic 
ports  into  San  Francisco.  That  indicates  the  rapid 
growth  of  commerce  resulting  from  the  discover}-  of  gold 
and  helps  to  interpret  the  significance  of  the  magic  era 
of  1849  to  California. 

Clipper  ships  were  built  for  the  California  trade  from 
1850  to  1870.  inclusive,  and  in  all  that  time  there  were 
only  eighteen  voyages  made  around  Cape  Horn  in  less 
than  one  hundred  days,  and  of  these,  four  were  made  by 
ships  belonging  to  my  father.  The  Great  Republic,  the 
Surprise,  the  Contest,  and  the  David  Brown,  were  the 
record-makers.  One  of  these  four,  the  Surprise,  was 
still  sailing  in  1870,  when  I  entered  my  father's  office. 


In  the  forties  steam  began  to  replace  sails  as  motive 
power,  but,  of  course,  the  transportation  was  slow. 

In  the  fifties  men  began  to  build  vessels  of  iron  instead 
of  wood,  and  this  latter  change,  coming  about  the  time  of 
the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  practically  swept  the  clip- 
per ship  off  the  ocean.  By  the  time  of  the  opening  of 
the  Suez  Canal,  the  voyage  from  China  to  New  York, 
made  by  clipper  ship,  was  in  seventy-eight  days,  but  most 
of  the  voyages  occupied  more  than  one  hundred  days- 
The  first  tea  to  arrive  from  China  through  the  Suez  Canal 
was  in  1872,  and  those  early  ships  made  the  trip  in  sixty 
days,  wdiich  now  I  think  they  can  do  in  forty-five  day.s 
In  other  words,  the  Suez  Canal  cut  down  the  voyage  from 
China  to  New  York  by  one-half.  If  one  takes  one  hun- 
dred days  as  the  short  voyage  to  California  around  Cape 
Horn,  and  recalls  that  the  Panama  Canal  enables  even 
the  slow  freight  steamers  to  make  the  voyage  in  three 
weeks  between  San  Francisco  and  New  York,  one  can 
perceive  what  revolutionary  effect  the  Canal  must  have 
on  the  commerce  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coasts. 
Its  effect  upon  ocean  commerce,  however,  could  have  been 
anticipated.     I  doubt  if  anyone  was  fully  prepared   for

the  immediate  and  revolutionary  effect  that  it  lias  liad 
upon  the  trade  routes  of  the  United  States. 

Already  starch  has  been  shipped  from  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  to  New  York  City,  to  come  to  California  through 
the  Canal,  and  practically  every  point  ea.st  of  the  Missis- 
sippi is  in  cheaper  communication  with  the  Pacific  Coast 
by  way  of  New  York  and  the  Canal  that  it  is  by  railroad 
to  cross  the  continent.  In  other  words,  the  Canal  has 
practically  changed  the  shipping  routes  for  merchandise 
so  radically  as  to  involve  already  a  very  serious  railroad 
problem  for  the  railroads  that  cross  the  continent,  and 
especially  for  that  region  of  the  country  which  lies  be- 
tween the  Mississippi  and  the  Rocky  Mountains.  The 
railroads  are  getting  from  the  Middle  West  a  traffic  that 
thev  did  not  formerly  get,  and  they  are  also  getting  the 
traffic  from  the  Pacific  Coast  inland,  which  formerly  they 
did  not  get.     But  when  one  attempts  to  work  out  the 


efl^ect  of  the  long  haul  and  the  short  haul,  and  to  and 
from  rates  as  affected  by  the  law  established  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  one  can  easily  perceive 
that  the  railroads  of  that  part  of  the  country  are  con- 
fronted with  a  problem  of  the  first  magnitude.  I  speak 
of  this  because  we  can  leave  open  the  seaboards  of  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coasts  to  co-operate  as  one  man  in 
helping  to  enable  the  railroads  to  meet  this  problem  suc- 
cessfully. We  ought  to  do  this  as  a  matter  of  patriotism 
and  public  spirit,  but  it  is  certain  that  unless  the  railroads 
prosper  the  country  itself  will  fail  to  prosper. 

I  will  close,  therefore,  with  this  thought :  That  the  de- 
velopment of  the  clipper  ship  era  into  the  era  of  the  two 
canals  has  created  for  this  country,  not  so  much  as  a  mari- 
time problem  as  a  railroad  problem,  which  demands  all 
the  statesmanship  that  can  be  found  to  solve  it  wisely. 


THE   NEW  CALIFORNIA. 
By  Chester  N.  Rovsrell. 


"This  is  the  place,  year  and  occasion  for  a  forward 
look,"  said  Rowell  responding  to  the  toast,  "The  New 
California."  "The  Exposition  makes  San  Francisco  the 
center  of  the  world,  ^^'e  are  here  to  celebrate  the  com- 
pletion of  the  canal,  which  opens  before  us  the  front 
doors  of  the  world." 

Speaking  of  the  future  of  the  State,  the  speaker  said : 
"I  see  a  vision  of  the  future,  of  a  land  which  man  has 
made  as  happy  as  God  made  it  rich.  Of  a  land  of  mil- 
lions of  people,  the  selected  of  all  the  world,  who  live  in 
the  fairest  land  of  the  world,  and  in  the  fairest  and 
finest  towns  of  the  world. 

"We  have  this  sort  of  a  State,  and  by  our  present 
methods  we  have  populated  a  little  of  it,  and  are  pre- 


pared to  populate  it  a  little  more,  but  the  canal  whose 
opening  we  are  celebrating,  will  thrust  on  us  the  prob- 
lem of  populating  it  a  great  deal  more. 

"The  New  California  will  become  the  greatest  com- 
monwealth of  the  greatest  nation  in  the  world.  The 
C)ld  California  is  a  wonderful  California,  but  the  new 
one  will  be  the  fairest  of  all  our  great  States,  her  people 
the  most  prosperous,  consequently  the  most  happy  and 
contented.  The  New  California  will  be  a  kingdom  unto 
itself  in  its  varied  riches. 

"We  are  witnessing  the  birth  of  the  New  California, 
which  through  the  influences  of  this  great  E.xposition 
should  become  a  reality,  while  many  of  us  are  yet  here, 
to  see  a  full  realization  of  our  most  fond  dreams." 


DIGEST  OF  AMENDMENTS  TO  COMPENSATION  ACT. 


The  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  made  the  following  analysis  of  the  bills 
amending  and  modifying  the  \\'orkmen's  Compensa- 
tion .\ct  and  which  are  now  pending  before  the  Leg- 
islature : 

Senate  Bill  510. — 1.  By  elimination  of  the  words  "by 
accident"  (page  3  after  "Employees,"  line  33)  and  by 
the  substitution  in  a  number  of  places  thereafter  of 
the  word  "injury"  for  the  word  "accident"  the  act  is 
made  to  embrace  injuries  arising  from  occupational 
diseases  as  well  as  injuries  arising  from  accidents 
proper. 

2.  Allows  employer  or  insurance  carrier  as  a  coun- 
terclaim against  any  disability  or  death  benefit  the 
reasonable  expense  incurred  for  preparing  for  and 
making  a  defense  against  a  suit  for  damages  if  such 
suit  were  instituted  and  then  dismissed  or  withdrawn 
and  compensation  applied  for  under  the  act. 

3.  Adds  quasi-public  corporations  to  the  definition 
of  the  term  "employer." 

4.  Includes  artificial  limbs  among  medical  aid  to 
be  furnished  by  emplojxrs  and  the  present  ninety-day 
limit  within  which  medical  aid  must  be  furnished  by 
the  employer  may  be  extended  by  the  commission. 

5.  ^^'ithout  exceeding  the  limits  now  prescribed  foi 


death  benefits,  they  are  made  to  include  reasonable  ex- 
pense of  burial,  not  exceeding  $100. 

6.  Substitutes  for  the  word  "minor"  the  words  "per- 
son under  twenty-one  years  of  age,"  and  provides  that 
a  guardian  or  trustee  may  be  appointed  for  such  per- 
sons by  the  commission.  This  is  in  disregard  of  the 
fact  that  a  w'oman  is  not  a  minor  after  reaching  eight- 
een years  of  age. 

7 .  In  determining  the  average  weekly  earnings  of 
an  injured  employee  under  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
instead  of  limiting  that  question  by  estimating  the  aver- 
age weekly  earnings  upon  the  basis  of  what  the  in- 
jured employee  was  earning  at  the  time  of  the  injury, 
allows  the  commission  to  consider  the  earnings  of  the 
occupation  to  wdiich  he  would  have  reasonably  been 
promoted  if  he  had  not  been  injured. 

8.  Increases  the  list  of  dependents  by  including  wife 
not  living  with  her  husband,  but  for  whose  support 
the  husband  was  legally  liable  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Also  includes  uncle,  aunt,  brother-in-law  and  sister-in- 
law,  if  the  latter  are  in  fact  dependents. 

9.  L^pon  the  death  of  any  dependent  beneficiary,  the 
unpaid  death  benefit  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  sur- 
viving dependents.  And  if  none,  the  death  benefit  shall 
then  terminate. 
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10.  Tlie  effect  of  extending  tlie  act  to  occupational 
diseases  is  to  make  it  necessary  for  employers,  general 
contractors  and  intermediate  contractors  to  insure 
against  all  injuries,  whether  arising  by  accident  or 
resulting  from  the  contraction  of  an  occupational  dis- 
ease. 

11.  'I'he  right  of  subrogation  on  the  part  of  an  oni- 
l)loyer  to  any  claim  over  for  damages  which  an  injured 
employee  may  have  against  a  third  person  will  no 
longer  be  the  absolute  right  of  the  employer,  but  will 
be  the  joint  and  several  right  of  the  employer  and  in- 
jured employee,  and  cannot  be  compromised  without 
their  joint  and  several  consents. 

12.  No  employer  can  force  any  employee  to  make 
any  contribution,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  his  earn- 
ings to  cover  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  insurance 
coverage  against  liability  for  compensation,  and  it  is 
made  a  misdemeanor  to  do  so. 

13.  The  State  Compensation  Insurance  Fund  may 
also  insure  against  the  expense  of  defending  any  suit 
for  damages,  as  well  as  insure  against  liability  for 
compensation. 

14.  Dividends  from  the  State  Compensation  Insur- 
ance F"und  are  authorized  which  take  the  form  of  a 
cash  payment  or  a  credit  allowance  on  the  renewal  pre- 
mium of  an  employer  reinsuring  with  the  fund.  Such 
dividends  to  be  declared  out  of  the  divisible  surplus. 

15.  Quasi-public  corporations,  as  well  as  counties, 
cities  and  other  public  corporations,  must  insure  with 
the  State  Compensation  Insurance  Fund  unless  that 
fund  refuses  to  accept  the  risk. 

16.  Commissions  may  be  allowed  to  public  officials 
as  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  direct  on 
policies  applied  for  b_v  them  on  behalf  of  a  county  or 
city. 

17.  All  employers  of  labor,  whether  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  act  or  not,  and  every  physician  or 
surgeon  who  attends  an  injured  employee,  must  make 
a  full  and  complete  report  of  any  injury  to  an  employee, 
whether  the  employee  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  compensation  act  or  not.  This  w-ould  include  not 
only  injuries  by  accident,  but  injuries  arising  from  the 
contraction  of  occupational  diseases.  Failure  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  the  law  requiring  such  re- 
ports made  a  misdemeanor. 

18.  Commission  is  given  jurisdiction  of  injuries  suf- 
fered outside  the  State  where  the  injured  employee  is  a 
resident  of  the  State  at  the  time  of  the  injury  and  the 
contract  of  hire  was  made  in  the  State. 

19.  General  referees  appointed  by  the  commission 
need  no  longer  be  residents  of  the  county  for  w'hich 
they  are  appointed. 

20.  The  use  of  hearsay  testimony  or  testimony  not 
competent  in  a  trial  before  a  court  shall  not  invalidate 
any  order,  award,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  commis- 
sion, though  such  testimony  may  be  used  as  proof  of 
any  fact  in  dispute. 

21.  In  extending  the  act  to  occupational  diseases  the 
language  "occupational  diseases"  is  nowhere  used. 
This  efifect  is  accomplished  by  the  use  of  the  general 
word  "injury"  unqualified  b}'  restricting  it  to  injuries 
caused  by  accident,  as  is  the  present  wording  of  the 
law.     The  result  of  this  change  may  be  to  have  the 


act  extend  to  diseases  other  than  occupational  dis- 
eases, provided  they  can  be  said  to  arise  out  of  and  in 
the  course  of  the  employment. 

There  are  other  changes  made  by  the  bill,  but  they 
are  of  minor  importance. 

A.  B.  849;  S.  B.  800.— 1.    Extends  the  act  to  embrace 

injuries  arising  from  occupational  diseases  as  well  as 
injuries  arising  from  accidents  proper. 

2.  The  law  now  permits  actions  for  damages  or 
claims  for  compensation  where  the  injury  was  caused 
by  the  employer's  gross  negligence  or  willful  miscon- 
duct, and  in  the  case  of  a  corporation  this  gross  negli- 
gence or  willful  misconduct  must  be  that  of  an  elective 
office  of  the  corporation  in  order  to  justify  a  suit  for 
damages.  The  bill  proposes  to  give  such  a  right  of 
action  for  damages  if  the  gross  negligence  or  willful 
misconduct  be  that  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation 
whether  elective  or  not,  and  would  include  any  em- 
ployee in  a  subordinate  capacity  who  might  be  termed 
an  officer  of  the  corporation. 

3.  Also  provides  that  in  case  any  such  action  for 
damages  be  brought  the  plaintiff  shall  not  be  preju- 
diced from  claiming  compensation  under  the  act  if  the 
action  is  dismissed  at  any  time  before  entry  of  judg- 
ment. In  other  words,  giving  full  opportunity  to  try 
out  the  possibility  of  success  under  an  action  at  law 
and  if  the  verdict  is  adverse  then  allows  the  injured 
employee  to  drop  the  proceedings  and  institute  claims 
for  compensation  under  the  act.  Extends  the  act  to 
casuals  and  to  persons  engaged  in  farm,  dairy,  agricul- 
tural, viticultural  and  horticultural  labor,  in  stock  or 
poultry  raising  and  in  household  domestic  service. 

4.  Giving  the  injured  employee  right  to  the  service 
of  his  usual  physician  or  surgeon,  imposes  the  expense 
upon  the  employer,  and  in  case  the  value  of  the  service 
is  disputed  the  dispute  to  be  determined  by  the  com- 
mission, and  restricts  the  use  by  the  employer  of 
doctors  or  surgeons  to  such  as  mav'  have  been  autho- 
rized to  act  by  the  commission. 

5.  Reduces  the  period  of  duration  of  disability  in 
which  disability  indemnity  may  be  recovered  from  two 
weeks  to  one  week. 

6.  Makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  deduct  cost  of  insur- 
ance carriage  from  employees'  wages  directly  or  in- 
directly. 

7.  An  employer  not  insured  against  liability  for 
compensation  must  file  with  the  commission  a  bond 
to  cover  such  liability,  in  such  form  and  amount  as  the 
commission  may  determine. 

A.  B.  900;  S.  B.  807. — In  determining  rates  for  com- 
pensation insurance,  the  rate  shall  be  that  percentage 
of  the  pay-roll  of  an  employer  which  in  the  long-run 
and  on  the  average  shall  produce  a  sufficient  sum  when 
invested  at  S'A  per  cent  interest,  to  carry  all  claims 
to  maturity,  meet  reasonable  expense  of  conducting  the 
business  of  insurance  and  to  produce  a  reasonable  sur- 
plus to  cover  the  catastrophe  hazard.  The  bill  by 
amendment  also  authorizes  to  be  included  in  the  fore- 
going items  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  State 
tax  payable  b}-  insurance  companies  to  the  State,  so 
far  as  the  tax  relates  to  insurance  preniiums  on  com- 
pensation insurance.

OFFICIAL   HOTEL   RATES 


Mr.  Warren  Manley, 

Editor  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  "Ac- 
tivities," San  Francisco,  California. 

My  dear  Mr.  Manley: 

If  you  intend  to  make  mention  of  the  local  hotel 
situation  in  your  publication  you  may  find  the  follow- 
ing facts  interesting: 

A  good  deal  has  been  said  about  the  increase  of  ho- 
tel rates  alleged  to  be  asked  since  the  opening  of  the 
Exposition,  by  various  hotels.  These  reports  are  men- 
acing to  the  success  of  the  Exposition  and  as  this  Di- 
vision is  primarily  responsible  for  the  attendance  at 
the  Exposition,  we  have  examined  into  the  matter 
with  an  anxiety  which  you  can  imagine. 

Very  few  of  the  complaints  which  reached  us  were 
specific  in  character, — in  fact,  I  have  had  great  diffi- 
culty in  getting  hold  of  anything  at  all  which  gave  a 
reasonable  basis  for  investigation.  When  we  did  get 
a  complaint  which  stated  facts  capable  of  examina- 
tion, we  went  into  the  matter  very  thoroughly,  and 
I  wish  to  say  in  the  most  emphatic  way  possible  that 
I  did  not  find  a  single  case  where  an  unreasonable 
price  was  asked. 

We  did  find  several  cases  of  increased  rates  but  it 
is  only  fair  to  the  hotel  interests  that  the  situation  be 
made  clear.  San  Francisco  is  over-supplied  with  ho- 
tels and  apartment  houses.  During  the  past  year  and 
a  half  business  has  been  very  bad  with  them  and  an 
appalling  proportion  of  them  have  been  losing  money. 
During  this  time  of  stress,  prices  naturally  dropped 
very  low.  During  1914  it  was  possible  for  a  visitor  to\ 
get  a  good  room  with  a  connecting  bath  in  a  modern! 
hotel  of  Class  A  construction,  for  as  low  as  $5.00  per 
week;  a  price  obviously  sub-normal.  I 

Upon  the  opening  of  the  Exposition,  these  sub-nor- 
mal prices  naturally  vanished, — much  to  the  discon- 
tent of  those  who  had  for  a  year  profited  by  them. 

The  return  to  a  fair  and  normal  rate  is  really  a 
good  thing  for  the  city,  as  no  community  ever  really 
profits  through  the  loss  of  money  by  one  of  its  in- 
dustries. The  question  is,  not  "what  was  the  price 
last  month  or  last  year,"  but  "is  the  price  of  today 
reasonable?"  A  hotel  that  takes  advantage  of  the 
situation  to  ask  a  price  that  is  unreasonably  high  will 
be  published  as  extortionate.  This  is  the  reason  why  I 
have  so  carefully  examined  into  every  complaint. 

But  in  simple  justice,  I  must  repeat  that  while  many 
cases  of  increase  have  been  found,  not  one  of  them  is 
beyond  a  point  obviously  fair  and  reasonable.  The^ 
average  hotel  rate  throughout  San  Francisco  today, 
after  counting  in  all  the  increases,  is  still  25  per  cent 
below  the  average  rate  at  which  equal  accommodations 
can  be  had  in  New  York,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Cleveland 
or  Washington. 

This  Division  attacked  the  hotel  problem  about  a 
year  ago.  recognizing  fully  its  importance  as  a  factor 
in  securing  Exposition  attendance.  What  appears  to 
be  a  very  satisfactory  solution  has  been  worked  out  in 


the  organization  of  the  Official  E.xposition  Hotel  Bu- 
reau. 

This  Bureau,  while  an  Exposition  activity,  conducted 
as  a  department  of  this  Division,  is  supported  by  and 
managed  jointly  with  a  committee  of  prominent  hotel 
men  of  this  vicinity. 

The  purpose  is  to  protect  travelers  against  extor- 
tionate rates,  and  it  seems  to  be  v^forking  very  well, 
thanks  to  the  wisdom  and  far-sightedness  of  the  ma- 
jority of  hotel  managers.  Every  reputable  hotel  in 
San  Francisco  and  vicinity  was  asked  to  join.  The 
conditions  of  registration  were  that  the  hotel  should 
file  its  rates  room  by  room,  stating  price  for  each  room 
for  one  person,  for  two  persons  and  each  additional 
person,  and  the  rates  so  filed  were  subjected  to  the 
inspection  and  approval  of  an  impartial  committee, 
which  compared  the  rates  asked  with  the  accommoda- 
tions given,  and  declared  for  or  against  the  reasonable- 
ness of  such  rates. 

If  the  rates  were  approved  and  if  the  character  of 
the  hotel  was  such  as  justified  its  admission  to  the  of- 
ficial list,  that  hotel  was  accepted  for  registration  on 
the  understanding  that  if  the  filed  rates  were  directly 
or  indirectly  increased,  or  if  the  operation  of  the  hotel 
became  subject  to  criticism  in  any  way,  its  name 
should  be  eliminated  from  the  list. 

Up  to  this  writing  212  hotels  have  been  accepted 
for  registration.  They  include  all  the  first-class  hotels, 
all  but  one  or  two  of  the  second-class  hotels,  and 
about  all  we  care  to  accept  of  the  remainder.  Their 
names  with  their  rates  are  published  in  an  Official 
Exposition  Hotel  Guide,  now  in  press.  A  copy  of  this 
Guide  is  sent  to  any  inquirer  free,  on  request,  and  the 
public  is  urged,  for  its  own  protection,  to  deal  with  the 
hotels  so  listed. 

An  important  further  item,  arranged  for  the  con- 
venience and  protection  of  travelers,  is  found  in  the 
information  and  assignment  booths  located  in  terminal 
stations  of  this  city,  and  in  Oakland,  on  Powell  Street, 
and  on  the  Exposition  grounds. 

Visitors  to  San  Francisco  who  have  not  made  hotel 
reservations  in  advance  are  urged  to  call  at  one  of 
these  booths,  immediately  on  arrival.  The  attendants 
at  these  booths  are  kept  informed  from  hour  to  hour 
of  the  vacant  rooms  in  the  approved  hotels.  Visitors 
can  therefore  be  assigned  to  rooms  in  hotels  of  the 
price-class  they  prefer,  immediately  on  stepping  ofT 
the  train,  and  will  be  sent  to  those  hotels  by  a  uni- 
versal bus  system,  at  a  charge  of  25  cents  per  per- 
son. No  charge  whatever  is  made  to  visitors  for  the 
service  of  the  Bureau. 

This  arrangement  not  only  protects  the  traveler 
against  the  "hotel  runner"  and  the  "taxi-cab  pirates," 
but  also  saves  him  the  annoyance  of  wandering  from 
crowded  hotel  to  crowded  hotel,  perhaps  late  at  night, 
in  search  of  accommodations.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Si'liooncr  M;iwccnui.  uliicli  lia>.  been  carryin;^  lum- 
ber l)ctwcen  luireka  and  Southern  California  for  the 
Dolbeer  &  Carson  Lmnber  Co.  for  several  years,  has 
changed  hands.  She  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Alaska 
Codfi.sh  Co.  and  will  be  sent  to  the  codfishing  grounds 
by  her  new  owners. 


The  Steamer  Portland  arrived  here  this  week  from 
South  American  ports  with  cargo  from  European  ports, 
wliich  was  originally  shipped  on  German  steamers  of  the 
Kosmos  Line  and  now  interned  in  Chiliean  ports. 


The  Grace  Liner  Santa  Catalina  has  comiileted  repairs 
at  Portland  and  is  now  loading  on  Puget  Sound  for  New 
York.  She  will  put  in  this  port  for  part  cargo  before 
heading  for  the  Canal.  This  company  has  just  let  the 
contract  for  another  steamer  to  add  to  their  New  York- 
San  Francisco  f^eet. 


Three  United  States  cruisers  and  nine  torpedo  boats 
arrived  in  the  harbor  last  Friday  and  anchored  off  the 
Exposition  Grounds,  to  be  present  when  Vice-President 
Marshall,  on  behalf  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
visited  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition. 


The  Danish  motor  ship  Pangan  left  this  week  for 
Copenhagen  and  other  ports  with  a  full  cargo  of  Pacific 
Coast  products.  A  large  shipment  of  barley,  loaded  at 
Port  Costa,  was  one  of  the  principal  items.  All  of  the 
East  Asiatic  vessels  which  have  left  here  since  the  service 
was  inaugurated  have  taken  capacity  cargoes. 


The  Harrison  Liner  Crown  of  Seville  will  clear  from 
San  Francisco  for  Liverpool  on  March  25th.  This  vessel 
will  commence  to  load  cargo  on  March  13th.  Part  cargo 
has  been  taken  on  at  Puget  Sound. 


TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

The  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Chamber  held  its 
regular  monthly  meeting  Thursday,  March  i8th.  A  reso- 
lution has  been  adopted  by  the  Committee  fixing  the 
third  Thursday  in  each  month  as  the  regular  meeting 
date. 

A  number  of  important  questions  were  discussed  and 
reports  received  at  the  meeting  Thursday,  and  Mr. 
Mann  reported  to  the  Committee  on  his  recent  trip  to 
Chicago,  New  York  and  Washington  in  the  interest  of 
transcontinental  west-bound  freight  rates.  While  in 
Washington  he  also  made  an  oral  argument  before  the

IMPROVED  S.  S.  SERVICE  TO  CENTRAL  AND 
SOUTH    AMERICA. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  been  informed  by  a 
large  Japanese  steamship  company  that  if  sufficient  ton- 
nage is  offered  they  might  establish  regular  service  be- 
tween San  Francisco,  Puget  Sound,  and  Central  and 
South  American  ports  on  the  West  Coast.  The  Depart- 
ment is  endeavoring  to  ascertain  approximately  what 
business  could  be  secured  in  the  event  of  their  doing  this, 
and  would  appreciate  letters  from  interested  exporters 
giving  a  rough  estimate,  of  what  tonnage  thev  believe 
they  could  export  or  impart  if  satisfactory  service  and 
rates  were  arranged.

(Saturday  Evening  Post,  March  27th.) 

It  is  enough  now  to  admire  the  beauty  and  variety  of  the 
great  World  Show  at  San  Francisco  and  of  the  fine  smaller 
one  at  San  Diego.  We  wish  heartily  that  ten  times  as  many 
people  would  see  them,  no  matter  what  the  number  of  admis- 
sions may  be — for  we  hardly  expect  the  latter  to  equal  a  tenth 
of  the  population  of  North  America. 

The  final  economics  of  the  huge  modern  fair  presents,  how- 
ever, a  decidedly  debatable  question.  For  strangers  to  the 
Coast — or,  for  that  matter,  for  those  who  are  by  no  means; 
strangers  to  it — the  great  object  of  a  trip  thither  will  be  to 
see  the  country  rather  than  to  see  the  fairs.  The  latter  frank- 
ly are  simply  a  means  of  advertising  the  country.  A  better 
subject  never  engaged  the  advertiser's  art. 

The  question  is  whether  the  fair  is  the  best  method.  At 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  and  Paris  there  was  a  good  deal  of 
debate  and  difference  of  opinion  as  to  that,  when  the  final 
returns  had  been  counted  up.  It  may  be  the  same  at  San 
Francisco;  or  this  latest  and  greatest  enterprise  in  that  line 
may  give  ground  for  a  rather  conclusive  answer  as  to  whether 
or  not  its  pays  to  advertise  in  that  way. 

Meantime  sixty-odd  million  dollars  has  been  spent  for  your 
delectation.  The  railroads  are  making  low  rates  and  every- 
body who  can  afford  it  ought  to  take  the  opportunity.  Espe- 
cially those  who  have  not  yet  seen  the  trans-Pacific  country 
ought  to  take  in  one  of  the  greatest  of  Nature's  permanent 
expositions.

1915;  but  in  all  other  respects  the 
said  order  of  January  29,  1915,  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect." 

In  this  connection,  the  Traffic  Bureau  is  also  in  re- 
ceipt of  advice  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion that  a  hearing  will  be  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.

by  the  carriers  in  the  matter  of  the  back  haul  rates  to 
interior  California  points  and  other  intermediate  points 
on  westbound  transcontinental  business,  covered  by 
the  "Schedule  C"  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  January  29.  1915.  The  attorney  and  man- 
ager of  the  Traffic  Bureau  will  attend  this  hearing  in  the 
interests  of  San  Francisco  shippers,  merchants  and 
manufacturers.

tion with  them. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
merce of  this  State  and  of  the  ports  thereof  as  well  as 
of  the  shippers  and  public  at  large  require  that  all 
ocean  traffic  be  removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
California  State  Railroad  Commission,  except  where 
controlled  by  competing  railroads;    and 

RESOLVED.  That  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  opposed  to  that  part  of  the  amendment 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Act  contained  in  Senate  Bill 
No.  457,  page  3,  lines  25  to  29,  placing  "vessels  operat- 
ing upon  the  high  seas  between  points  within  this 
State"  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  California  State 
Railroad  Commission.

On  one  side  of  the  building  is  contained  a  very  compre- 
hensive display  of  the  grains,  fruits  and  other  agricultural 
products  of  the  States  traversed  by  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way, namely,  Oregon,  Washington,  Montana,  North  Dakota 
and   Minnesota. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  building  is  a  display  of  scenic 
features  of  Glacier  National  Park,  by  means  of  oil  paintings, 
sepia  photo  enlargements  and  some  exceptionally  fine  illum- 
inated transparencies. 

They  also  have  a  unique  display  of  Blackfeet  Indian  bead- 
work  and  Glacier  National  Park  wildflowers.  F-i^ht  Black- 
feet  Indians  from  the  reservation  which  adjoins  Glacier  Na- 
tional Park  are  in  attendance  as  delegates  from  their  tribe. 
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Their  display  of  dances,  customs  and  picturesque  costume  is 
quite  interesting. 

In  connection  with  the  building  is  a  very  comfortable  lec- 
ture hall,  where  motion  pictures  descriptive  of  Glacier  Na- 
tional Park  and  the  Northwest  are  displayed  daily.

Caterpillars  and  combined  harvesters,  the  principal  products 
of  The  Holt  Manufacturing  Company,  form  the  chief  objects 
of  interest  in  their  Exhibit  at  the  Exposition. 

The  space  occupied  consists  of  Blocks  7  and  45  in  the 
Palace  of  Agriculture,  comprising  in  excess  of  thirteen  thou- 
sand square  feet,  and  is  located  directly  in  front  of  the  main 
entrance  to  the  building  from  the  Marina. 

A  reproduction  of  an  ancient  English  country  home,  stand- 
ing in  the  center  of  the  exhibit  space,  provides  an  office,  a  lec- 
ture-room, a  rest  room  for  its  friends  and  guests,  and  a  mov- 
ing-picture room,  where  pictures  of  the  Holt  machinery  may 
be  seen  in  operation. 

By  the  liberal  use  of  growing  fiowers  and  plants,  under  the 
care  of  skilled  horticulturists,  the  exhibit  has  been  rendered 
not  only  beautiful,  but  extremely  attractive  and  restful.  The 
restful  idea  is  further  carried  out  by  the  installation  of  com- 
fortable benches  scattered  throughout  the  exhibit  for  the  con- 
venience and  use  of  visitors. 

Caterpillars  of  different  sizes,  ranging  from  the  small  trac- 
tor used  in  orange  groves,  up  to  the  largest  size  machine,  used 
for  the  great  wheat  farms,  may  be  seen  operating  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  demonstrate  modern  methods  of  efficient,  yet 
cheap,  cultivation  of  the  soil.  Two  types  of  combined  harves- 
ters— strictly  a  California  product — may  also  be  seen  in 
operation. 

One  unique  feature  of  the  exhibit  is  a  Caterpillar  Army 
Train,  such  as  is  now  being  used  by  six  of  the  foreign  govern- 
ments now  at  war, 

A  further  exhibit  has  been  installed  in  the  open  air  near  the 
live  stock  exhibit,  adjoining  the  Marina.  This  exhibit,  occu- 
pying some  fourteen  thousand  feet,  provides  for  the  Cater- 
pillars being  shown  in  actual  operation  under  their  own 
power.  This  exhibit  is  in  continual  operation  throughout  the 
day,  and  has  the  unique  distinction  of  being  the  only  out-of- 
doors  exhibit  of  machinery  at  the  Exposition.

It  is  the  exhibit  sent  in  by  the  Holland-America  Line  and 
covers  an  area  of  90  x  30  feet.  It  consists  of  an  exact  replica 
of  a  first-cabin  suite;  regular  first  cabin,  second  cabin  and 
third-ciass  staterooms;  third-class  dining  room  and  pantry, 
as  will  be  found  on  the  new  Holland-America  Line  triple- 
screw  turbine  steamer  "Statendam,"  of  35,000  tons  register 
and  45,000  tons  displacement,  now  in  course  of  construction 
at  the  well-known  shipyards  of  Harland  &  Wolff,  Belfast. 
The  first-cabin  suite  is  built  in  Empire  style,  dark  mahogany; 
bedroom  in  white  enamel  and  gold  panels  in  silk,  carpets  to 
match.  Private  bathroom  adjoining.  Thirty-two  of  similar 
suites  are  to  be  found  on  S.  S.  "Statendam."  They  are  lighted 
by  electric  ceiling  lights  and  wall  brackets,  with  portable 
lamps  on  writing  tables. 

The  Holland-America  Line  is  one  of  the  prominent  trans- 
Atlantic  steamship  lines  which,  even  during  the  present  Euro- 
pean war,  has  maintained  a  regular  weekly  passenger  service 
between  New  York  and  Rotterdam.

THE  PELTON  WATER  WHEEL  CO. 

In  the  Palace  of  Machinery,  The  Pelton  Water  Wheel  Com- 
pany has  installed  a  very  complete  exhibit,  which  can  best  be 
characterized  as  a  working  laboratory  of  hydraulic  practice. 
This  is  an  operating  exhibit  consisting  of  a  replica  of  a  high 
head  v/ater  power  plant  such  as  are  installed  in  the  Sierras 
for  developing  electricity  for  transmission  throughout  the 
valley,  and  another  working  replica  of  a  low  head  water 
power  plant  such  as  are  utilised  in  streams  flowing  through 
wide  valleys.  The  water  wheel  in  the  high  head  plant  has 
glass  windows  so  that  every  phase  of  the  operation  can  be 
studied,  A  wide  variety  of  instruments  are  installed  to  meas- 
ure the  water,  as  well  as  the  electrical  output. 

The  water  for  these  plants  is  supplied  by  means  of  two 
pumps,  the  pump  for  the  high  head  plant  being  driven  by  a 
Diesel  engine,  built  by  the  New  London  Ship  and  Engine 
Company,  and  that  for  the  low  head  plant  by  an  electric 
motor.  Both  of  these  pumps  were  built  by  The  Pelton  Water 
Wheel  Company  and  contain  a  number  of  entirely  new  fea- 
tures in  the  construction  of  rotating  pumps. 

Virtually  every  visitor  to  the  Exposition  is  aware  of  the 
importance  of  the  water  powers  in  the  United  States,  while 
the  Californians  are  especially  familiar  with  the  value  of  our 
high  head  water  powers  in  the  Sierras;  but  it  has  been  the 
lot  of  comparatively  few  of  these  to  visit  the  operating  hydro- 
electric plant.  Needless  to  say,  many  people  are  availing 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  see  in  actual  operation  a 
water  power  plant  similar  to  those  in  daily  use  in  many  por- 
tions of  the  world. 

Another  interesting  feature  of  the  exhibit  is  a  20,000  horse- 
power single  discharge  Pelton-Francis  turbine,  this  being  the 
most  powerful  of  its  type  in  the  world.  This  was  designed 
and  built  in  the  San  Francisco  shops  of  The  Pelton  Water 
Wheel  Company,  and  is  to  be  installed  as  part  of  the  1916 
building  program  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

To  convey  some  idea  of  the  enormous  size  of  this  water 
wheel,  the  total  water  required  to  operate  it  for  twenty-four 
hours  is  ten  times  the  total  amount  of  water  consumed  in  the 
city  of  San  Francisco  for  an  equal  period  of  time. 

All  told,  there  is  65,000  horse-power  of  hydraulic  equip- 
ment in  this  exhibit,  which,  if  all  erected  and  running,  would 
be  sufficient  to  supply  all  the  power  required  in  the  entire 
city  of  San  Francisco  for  its  lights,  street  railways  and 
factories. 


TUBBS  CORDAGE  COMPANY. 
We  have  installed  in  the  Palace  of  Manufactures  at  the 
P.  P.  I.  E.  on  the  east  aisle,  a  full  display  of  cordage,  showing 
the  raw  materials  and  the  finished  product,  as  well  as  the 
actual  process  of  manufacture  in  all  its  stages.

In  it 
are  located  a  multitude  of  electrical  devices  of  interest  to 
every  one  whose  good  fortune  it  is  to  visit  the  Exposition. 
Our  space  does  not  permit  us  to  enumerate  the  varied  lines  of 
electrical  devices  on  display,  but  particular  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  very  complete  line  of  equipment  for  house- 
hold use.  This  covers  everything  electrical  which  can  be 
used  in  the  home. 

"The  Mine,"  Palace  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy. — The  entire 
electrical  equipment  in  "The  Mine"  (a  wonderful  reproduc- 
tion of  metal  and  coal  mines  installed  under  the  direction  of 
the  United  States  Government  engineers)  is  of  Westing- 
house  manufacture.  Probably  the  most  interesting  features 
of  this  exhibit  are  the  two  electric  mine  locomotives,  one  of 
which  is  provided  with  a  trolley  and  gathering  reel,  and  the 
other  operates  from  storage  batteries  mounted  in  the  loco- 
motive   itself.

3.  Refund  all  switching  and  team  track  rental 
charges  assessed  and  collected  by  the  State  Belt  Rail- 
road at  San  Francisco  since  August  12.  1914.  on  all 
intrastate  carload  shipments  by  the  road  which  re- 
cei\ed  the  line  haul  to  or  from  San  Francisco. 

4.  Waive  collection  of  any  charges  as  above  de- 
scribed accruing  since  .\ugust  12,  1914,  and  whicli  may 
remain  uncollected  at  the  present  time.

The  Spring  Valley  System  is  the  only  available  source  for  immediate  siipijjy,  and  it  can  be  devel- 
oped by  the  city  to  furnish  all  water  needed  until  Hetch  lletchy  water  can  be  brought  in,  but  only  the  city 
will  do  that  development  as  it  should  be  done.

6.  The  possession  by  the  city  of  the  storage  reservoirs  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  is  an  ab- 
solute necessity  for  the  protection  of  the  city  against  lack  of  water  in  case  of  accidents  to  the  long  lines  of 
aqueducts  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  source  of  supply. 

FINALLY,  the  purchase  of  Spring  Valley  at  the  price  agreed  upon,  viz.,  $34,500,000.  AND  THE  DEVEL- 
OPMENT OF  HETCH  HETCHY  ALSO,  will  NOT  COST  THE  TAXPAYERS  ANY  MORE  than  the 
development  of  HETCH  HETCHY  ALONE  WILL  COST  THEM,  but  in  fact  will  COST  THEM 
LESS. 

BECAUSE,  the  income  from  Spring  Valley  Water  will  go  to  the  city  instead  of  to  the  Company,  and  it  will 
pay  all  operating  expenses  and  interest  on  its  purchase  price  and  leave  a  surplus  to  apply  on  Hetch 
Hetchy  interest  during  progress  of  the  latter's  development; 

WHILE,  the  COST  OF  DEVELOPING  HETCH  HETCHY  in  the  meantime  and  bringing  the  water  to 
the  city's  gates  WILL  BE  NO  GREATER  IF  THE  CITY  ALSO  OWNS  SPRING  VALLEY  than  it 
would  if  the  city  did  not  own  Spring  Valley,  and  during  the  time  Hetch  Hetchy  was  being  developed  the 
city  and  not  Spring  Valley  would  be  receiving  an  income  from  sale  of  water. 

BUT,  if  the  city  buys  Spring  Valley  the  cost  to  the  city  of  bringing  in  Hetch  Hetchy  and  using  it  in  CON- 
NECTION WITH  THE  SPRING  VALLEY  SYSTEM  will  be  approximately  $22,000,000  LESS  than 
if  the  city  does  not  buy  Spring  Valley  and  uses  Hetch  Hetchy  alone  and  the  taxpayers  will  be  saved  a 
direct  tax  for  interest  on  that  amount  during  the  development  of  Hetch  Hetchy. 

Do  not  lose  sight,  in  the  mass  of  arguments  and  figures  submitted,  of  these  all-important  facts: 

(a)  Is  the  Spring  Valley  system  actually  needed  by  the  city  in  addition  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system? 

(b)  Is  its  purchase  at  this  time  for  $34,500,000  good  economy  for  the  city? 

In  other  words,  WOULD  IT  BE  GOOD  BUSINESS  TO  BUY  IT  NOW?

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WHAT  THE  ALASKA  RAILROAD  MEANS  TO  SAN  FRANCISCO 


Trade  follows  the  dollar.  In  the  next  few  years  the 
Government  will  expend  at  least  $28,000,000  in  build- 
ing 416  miles  of  railroad  from  Seward,  on  the  Pacific 
coast  of  Alaska,  to  Fairbanks,  on  the  Tanana  River, 
and  a  thirty-eig'ht-mile  branch  up  the  Matanuska  Val- 
ley. Nearly  all  of  this  money  will  be  spent  in  the  pur- 
chase of  supplies  and  materials  by  contractors.  Gangs 
of  men  must  be  fed  and  clothed.  All  of  these  supplies 
must  be  purchased  somewhere  and  there  is  no  good 
reason  why  San  Francisco  merchants  should  not  fur- 
nish their  share. 

Much  criticism  has  been  directed  in  the  past  at  San 
Francisco  for  her  failure  to  secure  a  greater  share  of 
Alaska  trade,  for  this  city  is  a  more  desirable  market 
and  offers  a  greater  variety  of  merchandise  than  the 
northern  cities  which  have  catered  to  and  secured  this 
business.  Merchants  will  say,  in  excuse,  that  it  is 
useless  for  them  to  reach  out  for  business  in  Alaska 
because  we  have  no  direct  steamer  lines  from  this  port. 
Steamship  officials  reply,  "You  get  the  trade  and  we 
will  give  you  direct  shipments."  In  the  meantime  no- 
body moves  and  a  very  large  and  desirable  business  is 
diverted  to  other  cities  which,  to  say  the  least,  are  alive 
to  their  opportunities. 

Such  direct  service  can  and  should  be  established 
now  that  the  Alaskan  Railroad  is  to  be  built  by  the 
Government,  and  there  is  every  reason  why  the  San 
Francisco  merchant  should  take  prompt  steps  to  secure 
the  Government's  requisitions  and  bid  thereon  and 
furnish  all  of  the  supplies  for  this  railroad. 

San  Francisco  is  the  most  favorable  market  for 
Alaskan  trade.  The  steamship  freight  charges  are  the 
same  from  San  Francisco  as  from  Seattle.  To  a  point 
like  Seward  there  is  about  one  day's  difference  in  the 
sailing  from  San  Francisco  as  against  Seattle,  the  San 
Francisco  trip  being  about  one  day  longer.  Most  of 
the  merchandise  supplied  to  Alaska  from  Seattle  has 
to  be  drawn  either  from  the  East.  Oregon  or  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  greater  portion  of  it  must  be  drawn 
from  California.  Merchandise  for  Alaska  supplied  by 
Seattle  must  bear  the  expense  of  freight  charges  from 
California  or  the  East,  the  expense  of  handling  through 
the  houses  at  Seattle  and  the  profit  and  commission 
thereon.     The  houses  in  Seattle  are  smaller  and  the

VISIT  OF  CHINESE  MERCHANTS. 

A  party  of  about  eighteen  prominent  Chinese  mer- 
chants will  arrive  in  San  Francisco  on  the  Manchuria 
May  3rd  for  a  tour  of  the  United  States  in  the  interest 
of  closer  commercial  relations  with  their  country. 
These  delegates,  it  is  understood,  have  been  appointed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Commerce  of  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment, and  their  trip  approved  by  the  President  of 
China. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  delegation,  the 
Department  of  State  has  selected  the  Hon.  Edward  T. 
Williams,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Far  Eastern  Affairs; 
the  Department  of  Commerce  has  selected  Mr.  E.  C. 
Porter.  Commercial  Representative  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  New  York,  to  meet  and  accompany  this  dele- 
.gation  on  its  entire  trip  through  the  United  States. 

The  Treasury  and  Labor  Departments  have  made 
arrangements  for  every  courtesy  and  facility  to  be 
accorded  these  distinguished  guests  on  their  arrival. 

At  the  present  time  the  imports  of  China  run  about 
three  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  of  which  the  United 
States  supplies  about  twelve  per  cent.  China's  exports 
average  some  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  millions, 
of  \vhich  this  country  takes  some  fifteen  per  cent. 

The  significance  and  opportunities  of  this  visit  can 
therefore  readily  be  seen.  American  exporters  and  im- 
porters can  form  friendly  and  business  relations  and 
procure  correct  information  at  first  hand  which  it 
would  be  almost  impossible  to  procure  by  years  of  re- 
search through  other  channels. 

This  party  will  remain  in  San  Francisco  one  week, 
and  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  commercial  in- 
terests of  this  city  will  make  that  week  one  to  be  long 
remembered  by  these  guests.  Other  Coast  cities  as 
well  as  Eastern  cities  will  undoubtedly  entertain  these 
visitors  elaborately,  but  San  Francisco  as  the  initial 
host,  as  one  of  the  leading  cities  in  inviting  them  to 
come  and  as  the  Exposition  city,  should  leave  nothing 
undone  to  entertain  and  impress  upon  them  the  ad- 
vantages it  has  to  offer  and  to  maintain  its  world- 
famous  reputation  for  hospitality. 
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RAISIN   DAY  AT  FRESNO. 

Fresno  is  making  preparations  for  the  celebration  of 
Raisin  Day  on  a  greater  scale  than  ever  before.  Both 
the  Santa  Fe  and  Southern  Pacific  railways  are  co- 
operating to  the  extent  of  selling  round-trip  tickets  to 
Fresno  from  all  points  in  California  at  the  reduced  rate 
of  one  fare  and  a  third.  Tickets  will  be  good  on  April 
29th  and  30th.  Those  over  the  Santa  Fe  are  good  for 
return  until  May  2nd,  and  those  over  the  Southern 
Pacific  until  May  4th.  Santa  Fe  trains  leave  at  7  :00 
and  9:00  a.  m.,  and  2:00.  4:00,  5:30,  8:00  and  11:55 
p.  m.  The  Southern  Pacific  trains  leave  at  7  :20,  9  :00, 
9:20  and  10:40  a.  m.,  and  4:40,  6:00  and  11:40  p.  _m. 
We  urge  everybody  who  can  to  attend  this  celebration 
in  Fresno.

cnnimissinn  larger.  The  houses  in  San  Francisco, 
which  must  in  this  connection  as  in  every  other  be 
recognized  as  the  commercial  center  of  the  Pacific 
Coast,  are  larger,  and  the  commission  relatively  smal- 
ler; and  it  is  a  fact  that  Eastern  goods  and  most 
Oregon  goods  as  well  as  all  California  products  can  be 
landed  in  the  store  of  the  .-Maskan  merchant  at  twenty 
per  cent  less  cost  to  the  Alaskan  merchant  than  goods 
from  Puget  Sound. 

Few  people  realize  how  fraught  with  possibility  is 
the  building  of  this  road.  Its  construction  will  bring 
about  the  industrial  development  of  Central  Alaska, 
comprising  200.000  square  miles.  This  region  includes 
the  gold-placer  districts  of  the  Yukon-Tanana.  the 
Copper  and  Susitna  valleys,  and  the  Iditarod-Innoko : 
and  the  Matanuska  branch  will  make  accessible  eighty 
square  miles  of  high  grade  coal  lands.  The  Susitna 
and  Tanana  valleys,  which  are  traversed  by  the  road, 
contain  large  areas  of  agricultural  lands  and  vaster 
tracts  of  good  grass  lands.  It  has  been  confidently 
predicted  by  many  that  cattle  raising  in  this  region 
will  become  a  profitable  industr)-. 

A  hundred  million  dollars  in  gold  have  been  taken 
out  of  this  section  of  .\laska.  With  the  construction 
of  this  new  railroad  dollars  will  commence  to  flow  into 
it — dollars  for  substantial  development — and  trade  will 
surely  follow  the  dollars.  It  is  up  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco business  man  to  familiarize  himself  with  con- 
ditions in  this  new  market  which  is  about  to  be 
created  at  his  door. 

If  merchants  who  are  desirous  of  entering  this  field 
will  send  their  names  to  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  of  the  Chamber,  that  department  will  co- 
operate with  them  in  securing  such  information  as  will 
be  of  value  to  them. 


THE  CUMMINS  BILL. 

A  great  deal  of  speculation  has  been  indulged  in  as  to 
the  full  effect  of  the  Cummins  Rill,  which  is  an 
amendment  to  the  interstate  commerce  law  and  pro- 
hibits any  common  carrier,  railroad  or  transportation 
coni])any  from  issuing  a  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  which 
shall  e-xenipt  such  common  carrier  from  liability  im- 
posed by  the  act  as  amended. 

The  Xational  Industrial  Traffic  League,  of  which 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  a  mem- 
ber, through  its  attorney  and  manager,  who  is  also  a 
vice-president  of  the  League,  held  a  conference  with 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  Washington 
April  lOlh.  the  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic 
Bureau  being  a  member  of  the  special  committee  to 
confer  with  the  Commission. 

.\  large  number  of  representatives  of  railroads,  ex- 
press companies,  shippers,  officers  and  attorney's  were 
in  the  session  to  discuss  with  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  methods  of  putting  into  operation  this  so- 
called  Cummins  amendment  which  is  to  become  eflFect- 
ive  June  3rd.  Commissioner  Clark  presided  over  the 
hearing. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  operations  of  the  Cum- 
mins Bill  would  automatically  increase  rates,  but  not 
necessarily  with  uniformity.  The  attorneys  for  the 
carriers,  while  carefully  pointing  out  what  would  be 
the  efifect  of  the  bill  on  certain  commodities  in  various 
regions  of  the  country,  suggested  that  rulings  by  the 
Commission  would  be  welcome.  The  contention  of  the 
railroads  is  that  the  new  law  will  increase  their  burd- 
ens and  responsibilities,  and  that  their  compensation 
should  be  increased  accordingly.  Shippers,  on  the 
other  hand,  contend  there  should  be  no  increase  of 
rates  and  that  there  is  no  increased  liability  except  in 
case  of  total  loss. 

H.  G.  AVilson.  president  of  the  Xational  Industrial 
Tariff's  League,  explained  the  position  of  the  shippers 
at  the  afternoon  session.  He  declared  that  if  carriers 
are  to  be  permitted  to  continue  the  present  tariffs  and 
rules  until  June  1st.  it  would  likely  result  in  many 
over-charges,  settlement  of  which  would  have  to  be 
made  by  the  Commission.  He  therefore  urged  that 
carriers  voluntarily,  by  May  3rd,  amend  their  tariffs 
and  provide  a  uniform  bill  of  lading  in  accordance 
with  the  new  law,  or  that  they  should  be  required  to 
ilo  so  by  the  Commission. 

.Attorney  Butterfield  for  the  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R.  summed 
up  his  statement  as  follows:  "It  was  the  opinion  of 
the  Eastern  lines,  including  all  lines  in  official  classi- 
fication territory,  that  the  Cummins  law  may  be  so 
construed  as  to  require  elimination  from  bill  of  lading 
of  invoice  price"  clause,  but  as  permitting  the  reten- 
tion of  "place  and  time  of  shipment"  clause,  and  they 
proposed  to  amend  the  uniform  bill  of  lading  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  view  prior  to  June  3rd.  effective 
date  of  the  Cummins  law;  this  to  be  done  without  any 
increase  in  freight  rates. 

"With  respect  to  live  stock,  household  goods,  glass- 
ware, paintings  and  a  number  of  other  commodities 
whose  rates  now  rest  upon  some  specification  of  value 
while  it  is  the  view  of  the  carriers  that  notwithstanding 
the  value,  the  new  act  does  impose  added  liability  upon 
carriers  for  which  some  increase  in  the  normal  rates 
should  be  permitted. 
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THE  ANNUAL  STATISTICAL  REPORT. 

The  Animal  Statistical  Report  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1914,  is 
ready  for  distribittion.  This  report  is  recognized  by 
the  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the  country 
as  the  only  authoritative  publication  on  the  business 
conditions  of  San  Francisco.  Nearly  ISO  pages  are 
devoted  to  tables  from  authoritative  sources  showing 
the  various  activities  of  the  city. 

Among  the  principal  gains  shown  during  1914  may 
be  mentioned  substantial  increases  in  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  city,  postal  receipts,  school  census, 
exports,  imports,  tonnage  arrivals,  resources  and  de- 
posits of  savings,  national  and  commercial  banks,  etc. 

While  1914  showed  a  decrease  from  1913  in  many 
respects,  it  must  be  remembered  that  1913  was  a  ban- 
ner year  in  the  history  of  the  city,  and  while  in  a  few 
lines  of  business  a  slight  decrease  was  noticeable  in 
the  totals  of  1914  from  1913,  the  decreases  were  not 
as  pronounced  as  in  many  of  the  Eastern  cities,  as  well 
as  those  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  Chamber  has  many  calls  for  this  report  from 
Eastern  business  houses,  railway  and  steamship  lines, 
consular  agents  and  others  interested.  The  present 
issue  is  limited  and  for  that  reason  cannot  be  mailed 
to  the  entire  membership  of  the  Chamber,  but  if  any 


member  is  interested  in  the  statistics  and  information 
contained  in  the  report  he  can  secure  a  copy  from  the 
Information  and  Statistical  Department.

The  party  will  be  taken  for  a  trip  on 
the  Bay  in  the  General  Slocum,  provided  by  the 
courtesy  of  Lieut.  Colonel  Hart  of  the  Army  Trans- 
port Service.

ESTABLISHING  THE  FEDERAL  RESERVE  BANKING  SYSTEM 

By  Honorable  Charles  S.  Hamlin,  Governor  Federal  Reserve  Board, 
In  an  Address  before  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  April  9th. 


Mr.  Hamlin,  in  a  forceful,  clear,  interesting  and  well-appre- 
ciated address  (judging  from  the  spontaneous  applause  that 
punctuated  his  remarks)  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"An  invitation  from  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  strongly 
appeals  to  me  as  I  was  corporation  counsel  for  twelve  years 
for  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce.  I  note  that  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald is  to  follow  me,  and  I  want  to  say  that  he  is  one  of 
the  most  admired  and  respected  members  of  the  House,  ex- 
cept when  members  want  their  favorite  appropriation.  I  am 
glad  to  pay  this  tribute  to  him.  Every  man  who  goes  to  him 
with  the  determination  to  win.  and  his  case  well  prepared, 
will  be  treated  like  a  judge." 

Mr.  Hamlin  then  went  on  to  recall  many  old  friends  he  had 
met  here  in  San  Francisco.  In  referring  to  Julius  Kahn.  he 
said:  "He  is  one  of  the  strong,  brainy  leaders  of  his  party  in 
the  House.  When  this  or  any  other  administration  goes 
before  the  House,  it  will  have  the  influence  and  righteousness 
of  Mr.  Kahn.  I  hope  if  I  come  back  fifty  years  from  now 
Mr.  Kahn  will  still  be  a  Representative  in  Congress." 

"I  must  pay  a  tribute  to  San  Francisco.  The  energy  you 
people  have  shown  in  rebuilding  the  city  and  in  creating  this 
wonderful  Exposition  is  truly  marvelous.  San  Francisco  is 
one  of  the  great  cities  of  the  world  today.  There  has  never 
been  an  Exposition  in  the  history  of  the  world  that  could 
more  than  serve  as  a  curtain-raiser  to  this  Exposition  of 
today. 

"In  regard  to  establishing  the  Federal  Reserve  banking 
system,  there  were  some,  when  the  act  was  first  proposed, 
who  felt  that  we  should  have  a  strong  central  reserve  bank, 
but  they  forgot  the  size  of  each  of  the  twelve  reserve  dis 
tricts.  Great  Britain,  France.  Italy,  the  German  Empire,  anc 
enough  left  over  for  a  respectable  sized  Federal  Reserve  Dis 
trict,  could  all  be  placed  in  the  San  Francisco  district.  Un 
der  the  old  system,  there  were  7,500  independent  nationa 
banks,  with  their  independent  reserves.  If  the  bank  got  be- 
low reserve,  it  would  cease,  as  they  were  not  really  reserves 
In  the  panic  of  1907.  there  was  $200,000,000  excess  over  the 
reserves.  There  really  was  not  a  panic,  and  there  would  not 
have  been  one  could  we  have  gotten  at  the  reserve  held  inde 
pendently  by  the  banks;  15  per  cent  should  be  held  in  reserve 
In  1907.  the  banks  held  50  per  cent,  60  per  cent,  and  even  in 
one  case  80  per  cent  of  the  reserve. 

"Under  the  old  system  we  had  the  national  bank  notes 
When   we   needed   to   expand   the   currency,   they  contracted, 


We  tied  and  chained  these  bank  notes  to  government  bonds. 
This  may  have  been  necessary  in  the  nineteenth  century,  but 
not  in  the  twentieth.  Government  bonds  are  liable  to  war 
and  devastation.  National  banks  are  mausoleums  of  reserves 
that  could  not  be  brought  to  life.  In  1914.  when  the  time 
came  to  realize  the  liquidity  of  these  reserves,  the  Stock  Ex- 
changes quietly  closed  down.  Students  of  finance  have  told 
us  that  we  have  had  the  worst  financial  system  of  any  in  the 
world.  Under  the  Federal  Reserve  Act  we  have  the  best. 
Among  other  things,  the  act  has  lowered  the  reserve  require- 
ments of  banks;  has  provided  a  system  of  rediscounting  com- 
mercial paper  and  has  established  a  liquid  discount  paper. 
No  bank  need  keep  in  its  vaults  more  than  it  needs  for  till 
money.  A  member  bank  can  always  get  gold  at  the  reserve 
bank.  The  change  from  the  old  system  to  the  new  was 
brought  about  without  a  ripple  of  trouble.  The  banks  patri- 
otically paid  in  $300,000,000  without  drawing  on  the  reserve 
agents.  The  banks  also  responded  patriotically  and  paid 
practically  all  of  this  in  gold  as  they  were  requested  to  do. 

*'The  criticism  of  the  reserve  banking  system  has  been  that 
it  would  not  pay  expenses  or  a  dividend.  The  banks  are  go- 
ing to,  however,  as  they  were  not  organized  as  money-making 
banks,  but  more  as  insurance  institutions.  The  act  provides 
for  the  admission  of  state  banks  and  trust  companies  and  I 
hope  that  they  will  all.  sooner  or  later,  become  members  of 
this  system.  The  act  fixes  the  rate  of  discount  between  the 
bank  and  the  member  bank.  They  are  established  not  only 
to  help  the  banks,  but  the  people  of  the  United  States.  They 
are  the  banks  for  the  agriculture,  commerce,  and  industry  of 
the  United  States,  and  will  forever  cut  away  from  the  stock 
market. 

"I  believe  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  entitled 
to  the  best  banking  system  in  the  world.  In  the  Federal 
Reserve  Act.  I  believe  they  have  it.  It  was  a  party  act,  but 
not  a  partisan  act;  there  is  a  big  difference  there.  It  creates 
one  of  the  soundest  financial  systems  in  the  world.  Never 
again  can  we  have  a  financial  panic,  as  there  are  $500,000,000 
of  federal  reserve,  in  round  numbers.  I  believe  we  have  a 
sound,  permanent  system,  under  which  the  United  States  and 
its  people  can  prosper  with  untold  possibilities.  People  and 
communities  may  speculate,  but  they  cannot  take  the  financial 
system  down  with  them. 

"I  want  to  thank  the  people  of  San  Francisco  for  their  un- 
bounded hospitality,  which  has  nearly  placed  me  upon  a  sick 
bed,  but  it  is  nevertheless  greatly  appreciated."

1915. 
'riic  latest  returns  from  Lloyds  show  the  number, 
net  and  jjross  tonnage  and  nationality  of  steam  vessels 
totally  lost,  condemned,  etc.,  during  the  quarter  ended 
Septemlier  30.  1914.  as  reported  to  February  21.  1915, 
and  also  tlie  number  and  tonnage  of  steam  vessels 
owned  in  each  countrv.  vessels  under  100  tons  gross 
not  included,  to  be  13S  of  177,098  net,  and  297.234 
gross  tons.  Tlie  number,  net  tonnage  and  nationality 
of  sailing  vessels  totally  lost,  during  quarter  ending 
September  30.  1914.  as  reported  up  to  February  27, 
1915,  also  number  and  tonnage  of  sailing  vessels  owned 
in  each  country,  vessels  under  100  tons  not  included, 
is  shown  to  be  forty  vessels  of  26,450  tons. 


Vessels  amounting  to  over  16.000  tons  have  been 
engaged  to  load  in  this  port  to  date,  against  5.000  tons 
last  year  at  the  same  time.  This  is  largely  due  for 
cargoes  which  are  in  demand  for  foreign  delivery. 


The  first  cargo  of  codfish  for  this  season  arrived  here 
on  the  12th.  amounting  to  175,000  cases,  and  valued  at 
several  thousand  dollars. 


CofTee  imports  into  San  Francisco  by  sea  for  the  last 
week  amounted  to  44,256  bags. 


The  British  Steamer  C.12  (ex  German  Steamer 
Wotan).  seized  and  confiscated  by  the  British  authori- 
ties at  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Newcastle,  Australia, 
arrived  at  Honolulu  with  cargo  of  coal  on  April  12th. 
This  is  the  first  prize  vessel  to  reach  the  coast  since 
beginning  of  hostilities.  Upon  discharge  at  the  island 
port,  this  vessel  will  proceed  to  San  Francisco  and 
load  a  full  cargo  of  hay  for  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land. This  will  be  the  first  such  cargo  ever  having 
left  this  port  for  that  destination. 


The  Steamer  Portland,  under  charter  to  carry  a 
cargo  of  barley  from  San  Francisco  to  Scandinavian 
ports,  will  leave  shortly.  She  will  tow  the  American 
Ship  Dunsyre  with  like  charter,  as  far  as  Balboa. 
Both  vessels  are  now  at  Post  Costa  taking  their 
cargoes. 


This  department  received  the  arrivals  of  fourteen 
vessels,  all  grain  laden,  in  the  United  Kingdom  last 
week,  all  arriving  there  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
one  another  with  cargoes  totaling  494,376  centals  bar- 
ley and  406,636  centals  wheat  from  San  Francisco. 
Portland  and  Puget  Sound  Ports,  of  which  440,175 
centals  barley  and  12.804  centals  wheat  were  shipped 
out  of  San  Francisco,  134,285  centals  wheat  shipped 
out  of  Puget  Sound  ports,  and  259,547  centals  wheat 
and  54.201  centals  barley  shipped  from  Portland,  Ore- 
gon.    Total  valuation  of  all  cargoes,  $1,370,419. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Traftic  I'.ureau  has  just  been  advised  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California  that 
the  intra-state  switching  cases  which  were  set  for  hear- 
ing May  3rd  have  Ijeen  reset  for  June  2nd.  This  action 
was  taken  on  the  part  of  the  Coinmission  on  account  of 
the  resignation  of  its  rate  experts.  Messrs.  Sanborn 
and  Roehl  having  resigned  as  rate  experts  of  the 
Commission,  effective  May  1st,  to  enter  into  law  prac- 
tice on  their  own  account.

lections of  our  city  and  the  Exposition. 

A  trip  around  the  ba)'  to  points  of  interest,  and  to 
afford  a  view  of  "Jewel  City"  from  the  water,  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  luncheon  given  b}'  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
mercial Club  in  their  recently  enlarged  club  rooms. 
During  the  afternoon  the  party  was  conducted  about 
the  Exposition  grounds  and  the  many  features  of 
architecture,  decoration,  color  and  illumination  were 
explained  to  them. 

In  the  evening  a  reception,  followed  by  a  ball,  was 
tendered  them  by  the  Exposition  officials  in  the  Cali- 
fornia Building.  The  party  left  on  Tuesday  for  Hono- 
hilu  on  the  .Steamship  Sierra. 


ALASKA. 

The  timely  article  on  the  construction  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  new  Alaska  railroad,  which  appeared 
in  last  week's  "Activities,"  has  aroused  considerable 
interest  among  the  members  of  the  Chamber  and  many 
inquiries  received  by  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  indicate  that  co-ordination  of  effort  on 
the  part  of  San  Francisco  merchants  would  result  in 
conditions  favorable  to  increased  Alaskan  trade. 


Through  the  eft'orts  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Commit- 
tee, the  Alaskan  Engineering  Commission  has  agreed 
to  call  for  bids  on  materials  and  supplies  for  the  Gov- 
ernment Railways  to  be  built  in  .Maska  "delivered  at 
some  .Alaska  Port"  instead  of  at  some  Pacific  Coast 
city.  This  will  enable  San  Francisco  merchants  to 
make  delivered  prices  on  the  same  basis  as  any  other 
city,  and  as  the  bids  will  generally  call  for  full  cargo 
lots  it  is  up  to  our  merchants  to  get  cheap  transporta- 
tion when  the  bids  are  posted. 


SOUTHERN   CALIFORNIA   EDITORIAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  Southern  California  Editorial  Association  visit-

We  have  received  many  suggestions,  but  as  the  pro- 
gram is  not  yet  completed  we  cannot  say  what  sug- 
gestions for  discussion  will  be  accepted. 

"We  are  very  glad  indeed  to  take  up  your  matter, 
and  if  possible  have  it  included  in  the  program.  As 
the  time  is  litriited.  I  ask  you  to  please  send  your  sug- 
gestions as  speedily  as  possible." 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  will  urge  that  a  re- 
duction in  duties  on  California  products  and  a  uni- 
form consular  invoice  be  considered.  If  any  member 
has  any  suggestions,  they  would  be  gratefully  re- 
ceived so  they  can  be  included  in  the  telegram  which 
will  shortiv  be  sent  to  Washington  in  this  connection.

CALIFORNIA    FRUIT    CANNERS    ASSOCIATION. 

An  office  made  out  of  a  huge  peach  and  a  cozy  corner  out 
of  a  huge  pear  make  a  striking  exhibit  by  themselves;  but  the 
California  Fruit  Canners  Association  have  succeeded  in  ef- 
fectually harmonizing  these  features  into  a  reproduction  of 
their  Del  Monte  label  for  their  exhibit  in  the  Horticultural 
Palace.  An  architecturally  balanced  Mission  pergola,  the 
beams  and  trellis  work  of  which  are  carried  by  stone  Greek 
Doric  columns,  with  a  color  scheme  of  old  ivory  and  gold, 
make  this  exhibit  one  which  immediately  attracts  and  holds 
attention.  The  utilization  of  the  trade  mark  in  the  form  of 
large  bronze  griffons  is  very  effective.  Dainty  and  appetizing 
samples  of  Del  Monte  products  are  served  and  recipe  books. 
Mother  Goose  rhymes,  paper  weights  and  other  appropriate 
souvenirs  are  distributed.  We  have  been  advised  that  this 
exhibit  is  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  at  the  Exposition  and 
marks  a  new  departure  in  the  way  of  exhibit  structures. 


ITALIAN    SWISS    COLONY    DISPLAY. 

One  of  the  most  exquisite  and  dainty  exhibits  at  the  Pana- 
ma-Pacific International  Exposition  is  that  of  the  Italian 
Swiss  Colony  located  in  the  viticultural  pergola  in  the  Food 
Products  Palace. 

The  Italian  Swiss  Colony's  booth,  as  well  as  all  the  other 
wine  displays  in  the  Viticultural  Palace,  have  uniform  sur- 
roundings. Barrels  with  grape  ornamentations  form  the  col- 
umns which  uphold  the  grape  arbor,  the  effect  portraying 
vividly  the  purpose  of  the  exhibition,  and  one  immediately 
connects  the  wine  business  with  the  display. 

The  entrance  to  the  Italian  Swiss  Colony  booth  is  on  the 
inner  aisle  and  consists  of  an  arch  fourteen  feet  high,  in 
which  art  glass  windows,  representing  grapes  and  vines  form 
the  columns  and  when  illuminated  the  effect  is  quite  fas- 
cinating. 

The  fence  on  the  aisle  consisting  of  hundreds  of  miniature 
Tipo  bottles  arranged  in  conventional  design  is  an  unique 
attraction,  and  is  responsible  for  requests  from  old  and 
young  for  one  of  the  miniature  bottles.  Opposite  the  entrance 
is  a  writing-desk  equipped  with  postal  cards  and  paper  for  the 
convenience  of  visitors. 

The  Jacobean  furniture  of  the  Italian  Renaissance  period, 
together  with  the  neutral  rugs,  gives  the  display  a  refined  ap- 
pearance and  invariably  induces  a  person  to  inspect  the  booth. 

An  original  painting  entitled  "Grandpa's  Present."  by  Zam- 
pighi,  the  famous  Italian  artist,  is  one  of  the  features,  and 
many  persons  not  particularly  interested  in  wines,  but  artis- 
tically inclined,  call  at  the  booth  to  inspect  the  picture  and 
incidentally  become  acquainted  with  the  name  of  the  Italian 
Swiss  Colony, 

In  the  center  of  the  booth  is  an  electric  cascade  in  bronze 
and  glass,  which  is  surmounted  by  a  bottle  of  Tipo  lighted 
from  the  interior,  and  the  effect  caused  by  revolving  prisms 
gives  the  impression  that  wine  is  slowly  trickling  from  the 
bottles. 

The  Italian  Swiss  Colony  also  has  displays  in  the  following 
county  exhibits  in  the  California  building:  Sonoma,  Contra 
Costa  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Counties,  and  is  getting  its 
quota  of  publicity  through  the  judicious  display  of  its  fine 
California  wines. 


SPERRY    FLOUR    COMPANY, 

The  Sperry  Flour  Company  has  in  the  Panama-Pacific  In- 
ternational Exposition  an  exhibit  which  is  attracting  comment 
and  attention.  Its  purpose  is  educational.  A  building  of  im- 
posing appearance  contains  a  modern,  up-to-date  flour  mill, 
which  is  operated  daily,  with  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  bar- 
rels of  flour  a  day.  Adjoining  the  flour  mill  is  a  bake-shop 
and  most  complete  assortment  of  baking  machines.  Here 
bakers  are  showing  up-to-date  methods  of  handling  the  flour 
and  dough  and  baking  bread.  A  thoroughly  equipped  chem- 
ical and  testing  laboratory,  where  regular  analyses  are  made, 
demonstrating  the  value  of  chemical  determination  of  com- 
ponent parts  of  wheat  and  flour.  This  laboratory  work  is 
similar  to  that  carried  on  at  each  of  the  operating  Sperry 
Flour  plants.

churia corn  and  14  sacks  barley.  This  is  the  largest 
single  shipment  to  arrive  from  the  Orient. 

This  last  week  8,076  tons  of  Chinese  and  Japanese 
cargo  were  discharged  in  this  port. 

For  tlie  quarter  ending  March  31st,  cargoes  valued 
at  $4,014,353  were  shipped  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
from  San  Francisco,  and  to  foreign  countries  for  the 
same  period  cargoes  valued  at  $22,293,304  were 
shipped.  

The  last  thirty  days  thirty-eight  vessels  fitted  out 
atid  sailed  from  this  port  bound  to  Bristol  Bay  to  load 
salmon  cargoes  for  San  Francisco.  This  fleet  of  ves- 
sels are  due  to  arrive  back  in  this  harbor  about  Sep- 
tember 15th,  this  year. 

F"or  the  week  ending  April  21st.  157.000  barrels  of 
oil  arrived  in  this  port  from  Southern  California. 

The  Union  Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Wairuna. 
making  a  special  trip  from  Sydney.  Australia,  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  April  22nd  with  a  full  cargo  of  Aus- 
tralian wool.  This  is  the  first  visit  of  the  vessel  to 
San  Francisco,  and  she  came  as  an  addition  to  their 
regular  fleet.

CHIEF  OF  THE  BUREAU   OF  FOREIGN   AND 

DOMESTIC  COMMERCE  COMING  TO 

SAN   FRANCISCO. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Pratt.  Chief  of  llie  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce,  will  be  in  San  Francisco  from 
May  25th  to  30th  inclusive.  During  his  stay  he  will 
address  the  Bankers'  Association,  and  on  May  2<8th 
at  a  luncheon  given  him  by  the  Chamber  of  Cominerce 
through  its  Foreign  Trade  Committee,  in  the  Com- 
mercial Club,  will  make  an  address  as  to  how  our  for- 
eign commerce  can  be  increased. 


MISSISSIPPI  RIVER  WATER  SERVICE  AT 
LAST. 

-After  a  year  and  a  half's  work  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  has  just  secured  something  definite  in 
regard  to  water  transportation  between  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  Mississippi  Valley  via  Panama  Canal  and 
Mississippi  River.  The  following  extract  from  letter 
froiu  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  has  just 
been  received : 

"Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  ISth  instant,  the 
Chicago.  St.  Louis  &  Gulf  Transportation  Company  is 
planning  to  establish  a  line  to  New  Orleans  this  sea- 
son and  the  first  boat,  the  S.  S.  "Steel  City."  of  1.000 
tons  capacity,  will  leave  Chicago  May  8th.  It  is  ex- 
pected to  make -a  schedule  of  six  days.  Chicago  to 
New  Orleans  and  eight  days  north-bound.  Additional 
boats  ivill  be  added  as  tonnage  of¥ers.  .Arrangements 
are  being  made  with  an  ocean  steamship  line  to  oper- 
ate ocean  steamers  between  New  Orleans  and  Pacific 
Coast  points  via  Panama  Canal  some  time  during  the 
suiumer.  The  details  in  respect  thereto  have  not  been 
worked  out  as  yet." 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  are  informed  that  Min- 
neapolis. Davenport  and  other  large  centers  on  the 
Mississippi  River  are  building  extensive  terminals  for 
the  cheap  handling  of  river  and  ocean  traffic. 


MEXICAN    CONSULS    IN    SAN    FRANCISCO.     . 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart-  \ 
ment  as  to  the  authorized  Mexican  Consul  in  this  city, 
the  following  has  been  received  from  the  Department 
of  State: 

"In  reply,  you  are  informed  that  under  the  existing 
disturbed  conditions  in  Mexico  this  Government  does 
not  recognize  any  consular  representative  from  that 
country.  There  is  no  objection,  however,  on  the  part 
of  this  Government,  if  the  representatives  of  either 
political  faction  should  perform  duties  in  connection 
with  the  shipment  of  goods  into  the  section  of  the 
country   in   control   of  their  respective   factions."

DIRECT  STEAMSHIP  LINE  TO  ALASKA  IS  A  NECESSITY 


From  among  other  letters  which  the  Chamber  has 
received  in  reference  to  the  opportunities  for  Alaska 
trade  which  await  San  Francisco  merchants,  we  quote 
from  that  of  a  leading  commission  firm.  They  point 
out  that  San  Francisco  is  the  logical  distributing  cen- 
ter for  their  trade,  since  it  is  nearer  the  territory  in 
which  the  various  lines  marketed  in  Alaska  are  pro- 
duced and  means  delivery  on  board  steamer  in  fresher 
condition.  Referring  to  trade  .going  from  other  ports 
which  should  riglitfully  originate  in  San  Francisco, 
they  say : 

"In  our  particular  line,  we  have  more  reason  to 
realize  this  unfortunate  condition  than  possibly  in 
many  other  lines,  and  we  have  been  told  by  many  of 
the  large  buyers  that  they  prefer  buying  in  this  market 
since  in  the  first  place  they  have  the  advantage  of 
buying  direct  at  a  lower  figure  than  from  Seattle, 
where  they  must  of  necessity  pay  a  margin  of  profit 
to  distributors  at  that  point." 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  con- 
certed action  by  those  directly  interested  in  this  trade. 

Direct  steamship  connections  with  the  Alaskan  ports 
will  solve  the  problem  and  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Chamber  we  believe  this  service  will  soon  be  a  fact. 


EFFICIENT    DISTRIBUTION    OF    SAN    FRAN- 
CISCO  LITERATURE. 

During  the  past  week  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  has  put  into  the  hands  of  distinguished 
visitors  copies  of  the  illustrated  Purple  Book  and  the 
annual  Statistical  Report.  Every  member  of  the  dele- 
gation of  visiting  Congressmen,  the  Southern  Califor- 
nia Editorial  Association.  Business  Men's  League  of 
St.  Louis,  and  the  representative  Chinese  business  men 
has  received  a  copy  of  each  book.  In  addition,  copies 
have  been  sent  foreign  consuls,  bankers  and  others  who 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  have  at  hand  authentic  in- 
formation of  San  Francisco.  For  weeks  prior  to  the 
publication  of  the  annual  Statistical  Report  inquiries 
concerning  it  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. The  commercial,  industrial  and  financial  interests 
recognize  the  value  of  the  complete  and  concise  sta- 
tistics contained  between  its  covers — statistics  gath- 
ered from  a  hundred  sources. 

Mo  better  publicity  can  be  given  any  city  than  just 
this  class  of  information,  placed  in  the  hands  of  those 
interested  in  the  present  conditions  and  investment 
possibilities. 


THE  HONORARY  COMMERCIAL  COMMISSION 
FROM    THE   REPUBLIC   OF   CHINA. 

There  arrived  in  this  city  on  Monday  a  party  of  rep- 
resentative Chinese  whose  purpose  it  is  to  study  com- 
mercial conditions  in  this  country  in  an  endeavor  to 
promote  closer  trade  relations  between  their  country 
and  the  United  States.  The  Associated  Chambers  of 
Commerce  of  the  Pacific  Coast  are  responsible  for  their 
visit,  for  they  have  been  conducting  negotiations  to 
that  end  for  several  years.  These  men  are  well  quali- 
fied for  the  task  they  have  undertaken,  for  aside  from 
being  prominently  identified  with  the  manufacturing, 
mining  and  industrial  interests  of  their  provinces,  their 
broad  education  and  experience  has  frequently  result- 
ed in  their  selection  by  the  Government  for  important 
positions  effecting  the  economic  and  sociological  wel- 
fare of  the  country. 

The  party  was  welcomed  at  the  steamship  pier  by 
personal  representatives  of  President  Wilson,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Mayor  Rolph  and  Supervisors,  the  Consul-Gen- 
eral  of  China,  Commissioner  General  of  the  Exposition, 
President  of  the  Chinese  Six  Companies,  President  of 
the  Chinese  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  representatives 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  They 
were  then  escorted  to  the  St.  Francis  Hotel.  The 
automobile  trip  to  the  Civic  Center  and  reception  by 
the  Mayor;  the  visit  to  Mission  Dolores,  Twin  Peaks 
and  Golden  Gate  Park;  the  reception  at  the  Presidio 
by  Major  General  Sibert  and  the  informal  dinner  at 
the  Cliff  House  had  to  be  postponed  due  to  the  late 
arrival  of  the  steamship,  but  these  features  of  the 
program  of  entertainment  will  probably  be  included 
later. 

On  Tuesday  the)-  drove  along  the  water  front  and 
inspected  the  adjacent  industries,  taking  luncheon  with 
the  Exposition  officials.  In  the  afternoon  a  formal  re- 
ception was  tendered  by  the  Chinese  Consul  General  at 
the  Palace  Flotel.  This  was  followed  in  the  evening 
by  a  theatre  party  at  the  Orpheum  at  which  the  Cham- 
ber was  host. 

On  Wednesday  they  were  the  guests  of  the  Hon. 
J.  O.  Davis,  Collector  of  Customs,  representing  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  on  a  trip  on  the  bay, 
inspecting  the  Union   Iron  Works  and  witnessing  an 
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exhibition  by  the  fire  boats.  Luncheon  was  served  at 
Winehaven  by  the  California  Wine  Association  and  in 
tlie  afternoon  an  auto  trip  was  made  to  Richmond, 
where  the  industries  of  that  city  were  inspected.  In 
I  lie  evening;:  the  Chinese  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
their  host  at  a  banquet  in  the  Chinese  restaurant. 


BUSINESS     MEN     URGED     TO     CO-OPERATE 
WITH    THE   STATE    MILITIA. 

The  ten  companies  of  the  California  Coast  Artillery 
Corps  stationed  at  San  Francisco  and  forming  part  of 
the  State  Militia,  have  been  ordered  to  proceed  into 
camp  at  Fort  Winfield  Scott  for  the  period  commenc- 
ing May  15th  and  ending  May  29,  1915.  These  State 
troops  will  engage  there  in  drill  and  target  practice 
with  large  caliber  guns  and  mortars  in  conjunction 
with  similar  drill  and  target  practice  on  the  part  of 
the  regular  Coast  Artillery  troops  stationed  at  that 
fort. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  since  its  organization,  to  render  aid 
and  assistance  to  the  State  Militia  troops,  and  all  inem- 
bers  of  the  Chamber  who  have  in  their  employ  any 
iTien  who  belong  to  these  militia  organizations  are 
urged  to  make  arran.gements  so  as  to  allow  these  men 
the  opportunity  to  go  into  camp  with  these  troops  for 
the  full  two  weeks'  period. 

The  military  policy  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, which  has  the  full  support  of  the  .American 
people,  is  to  get  along  with  a  small  standing  army, 
and  in  order  to  maintain  this  policy  with  any  degree 
of  safety,  it  is  necessary  to  develop  the  militia  troops 
to  the  highest  state  of  efficiency. 

Anything  like  actual  experience  in  co-operation  with 
regular  troops,  such  as  is  aflforded  by  this  instruction 
camp,  cannot  prove  to  be  other  than  of  great  value  in 
the  training  of  militia  troops.  For  this  reason  the 
members  of  the  Chamber  are  urged  to  treat  the  matter 
with  the  serious  consideration  that  its  importance  de- 
mands. 


VISIT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  MEN'S  LEAGUE  OF 
ST.  LOUIS  AND  ITS  SIGNIFICANCE. 

At  the  formal  ceremonies  connected  with  the  observ- 
ance of  "Business  Men's  League  of  St.  Louis  Day," 
which  were  held  in  the  Court  of  the  Four  Seasons  on 
April  29th.  President  Moore  delivered  the  address  of 
welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

About  200  members  of  this  league  of  St.  Louis  busi- 
ness men  arrived  in  the  city  by  special  train.  All  are 
prominent  in  the  financial  and  commercial  life  of  their 
city. 


Speaking  of  the  significance  of  their  visit,  a  prom- 
inent railway  ofificial  said: 

"The  arrival  in  San  Francisco  of  the  special  de  lux. 
train  carrying  a  delegation  of  prominent  business  uu  ii 
from  St.  Louis  is  significant  not  only  of  the  interest 
that  is  being  manifested  all  over  the  country  in  the 
Exposition,  but  also  because  it  serve  as  a  forcible  re- 
minder that  the  cities  of  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  ( 
are  rapidly  developing  in  common  relation.  This 
growth  in  community  of  interests  is  especially  notice- 
able to  traffic  men  and  those  others  who  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  observe  the  course  of  the  immense  volume  of 
freight  traffic  that  now  moves  by  way  of  the  great 
transcontinental  railway  systems  between  points  in 
far  eastern  territory  and  California. 

"There  was  a  time,  not  so  long  ago,  when  the  bulk 
of  this  traffic  was  handled,  both  east  and  westbound, 
through  those  gateways  north  of  St.  Louis  and  East 
St.  Louis;  this  for  the  parainount  reason  no  doubt  that 
the  railroads  operating  from  and  to  Chicago  had, 
through  competition  and  in  advance  of  their  southern 
competitors,  perfected  a  fast  freight  service  for  Cali- 
fornia business  which  was  in  itself  a  sufficient  magnet 
to  attract  a  very  large  portion  of  this  tonnage.  To  the 
close  observer,  however,  there  has  been  in  compara- 
tively recent  times  a  decided  change  in  the  flow  of 
this  particular  commerce.  This  transition  has  been 
gradually  brought  about  by  a  number  of  different 
factors,  in  which  the  problem  of  handling  with  mini- 
mum delay  enormous  quantities  of  freight  through 
congested  and  thickly  populated  districts,  has  held  no 
small  place. 

"One  need  only  glance  at  a  map  of  the  Lhiited  States 
to  note  at  once  that  w-ith  equal  terminal  and  belt-line 
facilities  the  St.  Louis  and  East  St.  Louis  gateways 
are  the  logical  gateways  for  that  portion  of  the  Cali- 
fornia freight  traffic  which  is  purchased  from  and 
marketed  in  all  of  those  populous  states  to  the  east 
of  Illinois  and  the  north  of  Tennessee  and  North  Caro- 
lina. A  closer  examination  into  the  present-day  traffic 
situation  will  develop  the  fact  that  if  at  one  time  the 
railroads  operating  through  these  two  gateways  ob- 
tained only  a  minor  share  of  this  desirable  traffic,  be- 
cause of  inferior  service,  that  untoward  condition  has 
not  only  been  remedied  but  entirely  removed,  and  to- 
day a  comparison  and  study  of  fast  freight  schedules 
and  the  actual  performance  of  them  will  show  that  the 
service  being  rendered  by  those  fast-freight  combina- 
tions to  and  from  California,  of  which  the  important 
lines  entering  St.  Louis  and  East  St.  Louis  are  a  part, 
is  the  equal  and  in  many  cases  the  superior  of  the 
service  given  by  competing  lines  through  the  northern 
.gateway.  Shippers  in  both  of  the  interested  terri- 
tories have  rapidly  become  acquainted  with  this  con- 
dition and  are  handling  their  shipments  accordingly  in 
steadily  increasing  volume. 

"This  improved  situation  must  be  a  great  satisfac- 
tion to  St.  Louis  and  to  her  business  men,  who  can  see 
in  dollars  and  cents  the  value  of  a  substantial  growth 
in  the  movement  of  trans-continental  freight  traffic 
through  the  portals  of  their  city. 

"The  visit  of  these  men  to  California  at  this  time 
then  develops  added  interest  and  San  Francisco's  wel- 
come to  them  will  no  doubt  be  given  added  warmth 
by  the  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  present 
steady  growth  of  mutual  interests  between  the  two 
cities." 
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A  Notable  Utterance  on  Transportation 


The  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  very  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  reproducing  an  important 
utterance  on  the  subject  of  transportation,  delivered  recently  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
Traffic  Club  of  Chicago  by  Mr.  William  Sproule,  President  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company. 
This  address  has  attracted  wide  attention  throughout  the  United  States,  and  through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  Sproule  we  are  able  to  reproduce  it  for  the  benefit  of  our  members.  Our 
Transportation  Committee  considered  the  address  a  valuable  presentation  of  the  subject  and 
requested  its  publication  in  this  journal. 

The  Public  Interest  In  Transportation 


By  WM.  SPROULE 


Tlie  public  interest  in  transportation  is  as  keen  as 
it  is  misinformed.  The  public  interest  in  transporta- 
tion really  rests  in  the  one  word,  Service.  To  meet 
the  public  interest  service  must  be  adequate  to  the 
public  needs.  To  be  adequate  to  the  public  needs  it 
must  be  safe :  it  must  be  frequent  and  varied  enough 
for  the  requirements  of  commerce  and  of  travel;  flex- 
ible enough  to  fit  the  varying  wants  of  specialized 
business ;  it  must  be  maintained  at  a  standard  high 
enough  to  be  dependable;  and  in  all  it  must  be  an 
energetic  auxiliary  for  business  and  the  pioneer  of 
business  by  extension  of  set^ice  as  needed.  This  is 
true  whether  the  transportation  be  municipal  or  inter- 
urban,  state  or  interstate,  gasoline  or  electric,  by  rail- 
road or  by  steamship. 

One  of  our  difficulties  is  that  the  subject  when  thus 
regarded  looms  so  large  as  to  extend  far  beyond  the 
horizon  of  most  minds.  This  produces  a  confusion 
and  bewilderment  that  have  for  their  result  discursive 
generalities  upon  what  people  are  pleased  to  call  broad 
lines,  only  because  they  talk  in  a  loose  way  upon 
subjects  beyond  their  comprehension.  We  throw 
broad  phrases  as  a  blanket  over  our  ignorance.  The 
fact  is  the  public  interest  in  transportation  is  different 
from  the  interest  the  public  takes  in  transportation 
questions  in  these  times. 

The  public  interest  is  the  greatest  of  business  inter- 
ests. The  great  business  organization  which  we  call 
the  public  is  bigger  than  all  the  so-called  big  interests 
put  together.  If  casually  we  think  that  what  we  call 
the  public- is  not  a  great  business  organization,  the 
mind  has  merely  to  revert  to  times  of  great  crisis. 
such  as  the  San  Francisco  fire  of  1906,  when  the  busi- 
ness organization  of  the  public  in  that  municipality 
was  completely  dislocated  and  broke  down,  when  a 
$100  bill  or  a  $20  gold  piece  had  no  purchasing  power 


for  the  time  being;  men  were  fed  by  a  supporting  and 
controlling  and  nurturing  hand,  themselves  helpless 
in  the  emergency. 

The  delicate  interlacing  of  common  interest  in 
periods  of  public  tranquility  enables  us  to  move  along 
our  daily  paths  of  conduct  so  easily  that  we  are  apt 
to  forget  that  the  public  interest  is  a  great  business 
interest.  And  so,  as  a  great  business  interest,  it  de- 
mands that  transportation  shall  be  safe  and  flexible, 
adequate  and  helpful.  The  public  interest  requires 
that  the  means  of  communication  upon  which  civilized 
mankind  depends  shall  be  effective  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Community,  the  State  and  the  Nation.  Trans- 
jKirtation  to  attain  to  all  these  requirements  must  of 
necessity  be  maintained  consistently  at  a  high  standard  ; 
these  standards  must  be  advanced  to  fit  the  advancing 
standards  in  all  business,  and  it  must  reach  out  with 
energy  in  anticipation  of  the  growth  of  business  and 
the  extension  of  business  into  new  fields.  That  is  to 
say,  that  the  public  interest  puts  upon  transportation 
the  obligation  of  service.  The  public  interest  demands, 
and  with  increasing  insistence,  that  the  transportation 
companies  serving  it  shall  be  the  best  in  the  world, 
because  serving  the  most  active-minded,  energetic, 
restless  and  most  insistent  people  in  the  world. 

Wherever  ci\ilization  exists  the  go-ahead  spirit  of 
the  American  people  is  proverbial.  Like  every  other 
proverb,  this  one  has  its  exception.  That  exception 
is  transportation.  American  transportation  has  lost 
its  momentum.  The  go-ahead  spirit  which  animated 
it  and  made  it  one  of  the  American  characteristics 
has  been  crushed.  The  finest  thoroughbred,  spirited 
and  eager  in  the  hands  of  him  who  understands  be- 
comes drooping  and  dispirited  under  stupid  abuse  and 
cudgeling.  It  has  been  well  said  that  a  nation  never 
stands  still;  it  goes  either  forward  or  backward;  that 
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arc  increased  directly  and  indirectly  by  legislation  and 
refjiilative  methods  while  by  the  same  means  their 
revenues  are  depleted  and  their  credit  put  in  jeopardy. 
This  is  not  in  the  public  interest.  It  arises  largely 
from  the  experiment  of  undertaking  on  the  the  one 
hand  to  control  private  capital  as  if  it  were  public 
money,  and  on  the  other  hand  it  arises  as  to  expendi- 
tures from  the  notion  that  we  can  regulate  ourselves 
into  prosperity  by  increasing  the  number  of  jobs,  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  doing  any  and  every  piece  of 
work,  and  deliberately  reducing  efficiency.  There  is 
an  ol<!  saw  about  saving  at  the  spigot  and  wasting  at 
the  bnnghole.  The  transportation  companies  are  in  the 
position  of  waste  at  both,  because  they  are  permitted 
to  control  neither.  It  reminds  us  of  the  boy  who  to 
fit  his  purposes  whittled  the  stick  at  both  ends,  but 
at  eacli  end  the  whittling  was  a  misfit  and  in  trying 
to  improve  the  job  he  found  that  his  efforts  at  both 
ends  whittled  aw-ay  the  stick  until  there  w-as  not 
enough  left  to  be  useful  for  any  purpose. 

That  the  business  interests  of  this  country  live 
in  an  atmosphere  of  attack  is  the  more  remarkable 
in  that  this  is  essentially  a  business  nation.  Yet  in 
the  uncertainties  of  the  time  amounting  almost  to 
consternation  business  has  lost  its  power  of  initiative. 
The  development  of  the  transportation  systems  of  this 
country  and  the  development  of  its  magnificent  busi- 
ness generally  furnished  an  example  to  the  world  of 
the  supreme  force  of  initiative.  It  has  been  heralded 
throughout  the  world  as  the  American  go-ahead  spirit. 
This  American  initiative  had  its  origin  and  vigorous 
development  before  any  government  commissions  or 
regulative  bodies  were  devised.  That  great  develop- 
ment was  under  conditions  which  caused  all  men  of 
business  to  exercise  their  utmost  initiative  and  inge- 
nuity and  put  upon  transportation  companies  the  ini- 
tiative and  incentive  to  meet  the  wants  of  business 
in  every  practicable  way  in  order  that  their  own  busi- 
ness might  develop.  It  was  responsive  to  self-interest 
on  every  side,  and  in  proportion  as  we  can  develop 
American  initiative  and  the  American  go-ahead  spirit 
which  is  in  obedience  to  self-interest,  in  the  same  pro- 
portion will  prosperity  ensue  and  business  grow.  Let 
us  not  forget  that  a  very  important  part  in  the  growth 
and  expansion  of  the  general  business  of  the  nation 
was  to  be  found  in  the  growth  and  expansion  of  its 
transportation  facilities.  If  the  growth  of  the  trans- 
portation facilities  of  this  country  were  now  proceed- 
ing in  like  relation  to  your  wants  as  did  the  f;rowth 
of  twenty  years  ago,  you  would  see  a  greater  expansion 
to  all  business  than  is  possible  under  existing  condi- 
tions. 

I  have  said  that  it  is  the  public  interest  that  puts 
upon  transportation  the  obligation  of  service.  This 
obligation  put  upon  transportation  obviously  carries 
with  it  duties  upon  the  part  of  the  public  imposing 
that  obligation.  It  puts  upon  the  public  the  duty  of 
compensation  to  enable  the  transportation  companies 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  demanded  of  transporta- 
tion in  the  public  interest.  But  if  the  public  served 
by  transportation  deem  it  consistent  with  the  public 
interest  that  the  money  for  these  expenditures  shall 
be  withheld,  then  high  standards  of  maintenance  will 
have  to  be  modified,  improvements  will  be  relegated  to 
the  realm  of  contemplation,  and  extensions  remain  an 
unfulfilled  dream. 

Finally,  until  American  business  generally  is  re- 
leased from  the  atmosphere  of  attack,  and  the  repres- 


sion of  business  is  cast  aside  to  make  way  for  the  re- 
storation of  American  initiative  in  its  full  vigor,  we 
need  not  hope  for  material  improvement  in  the  con- 
ditions that  prevail  throughout  this  nation.  We  can- 
not whistle  ourselves  into  prosperity.  The  booster 
lifts  nothing  higher  than  the  level  of  his  own  teeth. 
The  trumpeter  of  jirosperity  beguiles  only  his  own 
ears.  Prosperity  is  real  or  it  does  not  exist.  We  do 
not  have  to  look  for  it ;  it  comes  to  us.  It  grows 
within  our  sight  like  a  plant  coming  in  flower  luxuriant 
in  favorable  soil  and  genial  atmosphere.  It  comes  to 
us  when  the  employer  resumes  employment,  and  it 
will  not  come  to  us  until  the  people  generally,  whether 
their  capacity  be  large  or  small,  whether  they  work 
with  their  muscles  or  their  minds,  (and  all  work  re- 
quires mind)  discover  that  their  condition  improves 
only  as  their  employer  is  prosperous.  There  is  noth- 
ing more  distressing  to  an  employer  of  labor  than  to 
turn  away  good  men  who  desire  to  do  good  work; 
but  until  all  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  unless  the  em- 
ployer is  prosperous  the  employee  is  failing  in  pros- 
perity, we  will  have  little  improvement.  When  we 
have  learned  the  lesson  that  in  this  nation  we  are  sim- 
ply a  big  industrial  family  in  which  we  all  prosper  to- 
gether or  we  do  not  prosper  at  all,  we  will  then  have 
promise  of  relief  from  the  misunderstandings  and 
cajolements  which  increase  unemployment  and  destroy 
the  comfort  and  the  prosperity  of  the  average  man. 

There  may  be  much  in  what  I  have  said  that 
savors  of  past  issues,  but  it  is  desirable  that  we  should 
get  rid  of  misapprehension  as  to  past  relations  and 
expose  every  unfair  denunciation,  ^^'hen  misapprehen- 
sion is  prevalent  and  misunderstandings  are  rife  it  is 
the  duty  of  every  man  connected  with  responsible  bus- 
iness to  do  his  part  to  clear  them  out  of  the  way  and 
create  a  better  atmosphere  that  w-e  may  have  better 
conditions. 

I  urge  the  prosperity  of  the  average  man.  To 
secure  that  prosperity  I  urge  the  imperative  national 
necessity  of  taking  business  out  of  an  atmosphere  of 
attack  into  the  old-fashioned  go-ahead  atmosphere  of 
business  initiative  and  American  enterprise.  I  urge 
relief  from  the  fads,  fancies  and  isms  which  have  filled 
our  streets  with  unemployment  and  put  away  the  din- 
ner pail  of  the  working  man  empty  upon  the  shelf  in 
the  impoverished  home.  I  urge  the  restoration  of  con- 
fidence in  the  fact  that  American  men  of  business  are 
the  peers  of  any  in  the  world.  I  urge  that  the  Amer- 
ican workingman  cannot  be  prosperous  unless  the 
American  men  of  business  prosper.  I  urge  that  pros- 
peritv  can  come  to  us  only  with  the  full  dinner  pail. 
Finally  I  urge  that  the  public  interest  in  transportation 
is  that  it  shall  be  prosperous  in  order  that  it  may  be 
a  successful  and  energetic  aid  to  the  business  it  is 
designed  to  serve. 

The  public  interest  in  transportation  is  Service. 
Poor  service  is  dear  at  any  price.  Treat  transporta- 
tion generously  that  it  may  be  enabled  to  serve  you 
well,  and  those  coming  after  you  of  your  bone  and 
sinew. 

Gentlemen,  that  the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Governors  of  the  most  progressive  States  of 
the  Union  are  anxious  students  of  the  needs  of  our 
time  gives  our  country  happy  augury  and  patriotic 
assurance  that  the  present  is  a  passing  phase  in  its 
vast  affairs.  This  is  a  business  nation  and  when  the 
public  interest  is  really  aroused  comtnon  sense  will 
triumph  and  prevail.

WELLS  FARGO  &  COMPANY  EXPRESS. 

Wells  Fargo  &  Company  has  a  most  interesting  exhibit, 
from  a  transportation  standpoint,  located  between  the  two 
northern  entrances  in  the  Transportation  Palace. 

The  exterior  of  the  pavilion  is  a  reproduction  of  the 
pioneer  Wells  Fargo  stage  coach  with  its  four  horses  at  full 
speed,  driver  and  ever-present  shotgun  messenger.  A  life- 
size  pony  express  and  rider  is  also  shown. 

The  interior  of  the  booth  is  divided  in  three  sections,  one 
section  being  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  a  model  working 
express  office,  and  while  designed  particularly  as  an  exhibit 
and  for  the  reception  of  friends  and  visitors  where  the  vari- 
ous features  of  the  express  service  is  explained  and  illus- 
trated, there  is  also  every  facility  afforded  in  the  way  of  sale 
and  cashing  of  the  Company's  financial  paper,  the  forward- 
ing of  packages,  accepting  and  executing  commissions,  tele- 
graphic transfer  of  money  and  the  various  personal  services 
that  the  express  business  affords. 

The  adjoining  room  is  known  as  the  "Exhibit  Room."  In 
it  is  shown  one  of  the  old  Concord  stage  coaches  used  by 
Wells  Fargo  &  Company  in  the  early  transportation  history 
of  the  West,  and  in  fitting  contrast  to  that  means  of  trans- 
portation is  shown  the  latest  type  of  Wells  Fargo  refriger- 
ator car.  which  has  played  such  an  important  part  in  the  de- 
velopment of  various  sections  of  the  country  that  were 
especially  adapted  to  the  cultivation  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

A  large  map  of  the  United  States,  8  by  12  feet,  outlines  the 
100,000-odd  miles  of  transportation  lines  now  covered  by  this 
Company. 

The  room  next  adjoining  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  a 
moving  picture  demonstration  of  the  modern  and  most  up- 
to-date  methods  of  handling  express  packages  at  terminals 
by  means  of  package  conveyors  and  other  specialized  de- 
vices. 

The  entire  exhibit  is  an  effort  to  show  the  extremes  rep- 
resented by  the  stage  coach  and  pony  rider  of  the  '50's  and 
the  most  modern  express  equipment  of  to-day,  when  the  de- 
mands of  society  have  in  this  as  well  as  in  other  lines  of 
effort  brought  forth  so  many  remarkable  developments  in 
mechanical  and  other  lines  to  secure  efficiency,  speed  and 
safety  in  the  service  of  the  public. 


WESTERN  PACIFIC  RAILROAD. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Western  Pacific-Denver  &  Rio  Grande- 
Missouri  Pacific-Iron  Mountain  lines  in  the  Palace  of  Trans- 
portation consists  of  an  immense  globe,  44  feet  high  and  51 
feet  in  diameter,  which  stands  on  an  imposing  pedestal  with 
arched  entrances.  On  the  face  of  the  globe  is  delineated  a 
map  of  North  America,  showing  the  lines  of  the  railway  sys- 
tern  from  San  Francisco  to  St.  Louis,  while  at  intervals  a 
train  of  colored  lights  makes  a  journey  over  the  line  with 
stops  at  the  various  cities,  the  names  of  which  are  illuminated 
when  it  arrives.  The  exterior  decorations  consist  of  repro- 
ductions of  the  front  end  of  locomotives,  railroad  tracks,  car 
wheels,  engine  bells,  etc.  A  replica  of  the  famous  Marshall 
Pass  is  presented  on  an  extension  of  the  structure. 

Inside  the  globe  are  reproduced,  by  means  of  models,  the 
scenic  attractions  which  have  made  these  roads  famous,  as 
well  as  important  cities,  industries,  etc.  Cafions,  waterfalls, 
gorges,  mountain  peaks,  agricultural  scenes,  etc.,  are  faith- 
fully reproduced.  The  effects  of  sunrises  and  sunsets,  storms, 
night  scenes,  etc.,  are  realistically  produced  by  electricity. 

The  building  is  unique,  and  the  entire  exhibit  is  one  of 
the  most  artistic  and  attractive  in  the  Transportation  Palace. 


INTERNATIONAL  MERCANTILE  MARINE 
COMPANY. 

The  amazing  advance  in  ocean  transportation  during  the 
past  half  century  is  strikingly  exemplified  by  the  beautiful 
models  of  trans-Atlantic  steamers  in  the  exhibit  of  the  In- 
ternational Mercantile  Marine  Co..  officially  opened  on  Mon- 
day. April  12th.  The  services  of  this  Company  comprise  the 
well-known  American,  Atlantic  Transport,  Dominion,  Ley- 
land,  Red  Star,  White  Star  and  White  Star-Dominion  Lines, 
operating  between  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia.  Port- 
land, Me.,  Montreal.  Quebec,  and  Northern  and  Southern 
European    ports.      The    Company    also    operates    the    newly 


formed  Panama-Pacific  Line  between  San  Francisco  and 
New  York  through  the  Panama  Canal,  calling  at  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Diego,  and  a  fine  model  of  the  Steamships  Finland 
and  Kroonland  of  this  service  is  in  the  exhibit. 

The  wonderful  development  of  the  steamers  is  splendidly 
shown  by  the  models  of  the  first  Britannic,  5.000  tons,  placed 
alongside  the  model  of  the  almost  completed  50,000-ton 
leviathan  Britannic,  the  largest  of  all  British  steamers,  soon 
to  be  added  to  the  White  Star  fleet.  These  models  will  show 
at  a  glance  the  wonderful  progress  not  only  in  the  size  but 
also  in  creature  comforts  aboard  the  great  fleets  of  the 
Atlantic. 

The  exhibit  is  enclosed  in  a  ship's  rail  and  the  hours  and 
half-hours  will  be  struck  on  a  ship's  bell  by  an  officer  in  uni- 
form, while  house-flags,  signal-flags,  a  wonderful  large 
engine-room  telegraph,  steamer-chairs,  and  other  things 
nautical  add  a  tang  reminiscent  of  foreign  travel  to  this  com- 
prehensive exhibit  at  the  beautiful  Exposition  on  the  shores 
of  the  Pacific. 

The  Company's  exhibit  will  be  of  special  interest  to  the 
public  at  this  time,  in  view  of  the  inauguration  this  month 
of  their  new,  high-class,  fast  passenger  and  express  freight 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  New  York  through  the 
Panama  Canal.

Arts  Building  is  that  of  the  National  Cash  Register  Co., 
located  at  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  C  Streets,  directly  under 
the  dome  of  the  building. 

Visitors  approaching  this  exhibit  are  at  once  attracted  by 
a  complete  display  of  the  latest  improved  cash  registers, 
among  which  are  to  be  found  the  new  bookkeeper  auditor,  a 
register  which  not  only  gives  the  proprietor  a  control  over  his 
books,  but  will  render  him  an  immediate  financial  statement. 

Another  new  production  which  is  attracting  unusual  at- 
tention is  their  moving  picture  theatre  ticket-issuing  register, 
many  of  which  are  being  used  by  the  attractions  on  the  Zone. 

Announcement  is  made  by  the  Company  that  it  has 
"Nothing  for  Sale"  at  the  Exposition,  so  that  visiting  mer- 
chants will  feel  free  to  step  into  their  exhibit  and  have  the 
machines  explained  to  them  without  fear  of  being  urged  to 
place  an  order. 

In  connection  with  their  cash  register  display,  the  National 
people  have  an  auditorium  seating  about  100  persons,  in  which 
they  give  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  show  every  hour 
during  the  afternoons,  beginning  at  1:30  o'clock. 

This  show  consists  of  reels  of  Kinamacolor  Motion  Pic- 
tures, and  a  very  ably  delivered  illustrated  lecture  on  wel- 
fare work.  Those  interested  in  a  San  Francisco  Beautiful 
would  do  well  to  witness  this  show,  for  in  it  they  will  learn 
how  Slidertown.  the  worst  neighborhood  in  Dayton,  Ohio. 
the  home  of  this  Company,  at  the  cost  of  only  a  few  cents 
and  very  little  work,  was  transferred  from  a  veritable  slum 
into  South  Park,  now  the  most  beautiful  part  of  the  city. 

COMMERCIAL  USE  OF  FEDERAL  WIRELESS. 

In  response  to  a  request  of  the  Chamber  that 
permission  be  granted  to  use  the  Federal  wireless 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  Eureka  for  commer- 
cial purposes  during  periods  when  ordinary  communi- 
cation by  telegraph  and  telephone  is  interrupted 
by  storms,  the  Navy  Department  has  assured  Congress- 
man Julius  Kahn  that  regulations  will  shortly  be  issued 
which  will  permit  tlie  use  of  the  Naval  Radio  stations 
near  these  points  for  this  purpose. 


CALIFORNIA  LEADS  IN  ROAD  WORK. 

During  the  year  1914  the  California  Higlnvax'  Com- 
mission let  153  contracts  for  approximately  1,200 
miles  of  road  at  a  cost  of  between  ten  and  eleven  mil- 
lion dollars.  In  addition  to  this,  the  counties  have 
done  a  great  amount  of  road  building  and  road  im- 
proving.

I'ur  the  weeks  ending  April  7th,  fifty-seven  vessels 
were  posted  as  missing,  among  which  there  were  three 
French,  twenty-five  British,  one  Spanish,  three  Japan- 
ese, three  Xorweigan,  two  Dutch,  two  German,  three 
Danish,  three  Swedish,  one  Portuguese,  two  Russian, 
one  .Vrgenline.  one  Italian  and  seven  American. 


W.  R.  CJrace  &  Company  have  announced  a  new  serv- 
ice between  San  Francisco,  Fialboa,  Peru  and  Chile,  the 
first  steamer  to  leave  this  port  being  the  Edgar  H. 
\"ancc.  which  sailed  on  April  29th.  and  a  steamer  fol- 
lowing abiiut  every  ten  days  thereafter. 


Dowdell  &  Company  have  posted  the  Steamer  Maca- 
liaon  to  leave  San  Francisco,  taking  freight  for  Liver- 
pool. Cilasgow  and  London  on  ]May  8th,  going  via  the 
Panama  Canal.  .^ 

The  Panama  Pacific  Line,  of  which  Swayne  &  Hoyt 
arc  the  agents,  have  scheduled  the  Steamer  Finland  to 
leave  this  port  for  New  York,  going  via  the  Panama 
Canal,  taking  passengers  and  freight,  for  IMay  26th. 
This  will  be  followed  one  month  later  by  the  Steamer 
Kroonland  of  the  same  company. 


A\\  grain-laden  vessels  which  left  from  Pacific  Coast 
ports  last  year  have  arrived  at  their  destinations  in  the 
United  Kingdom  with  the  exception  of  one  from  Puget 
Sound,  and  her  arrival  is  expected  at  any  time.  This 
will  clear  up  all  of  last  year's  grain  shipments  from 
Coast  ports  to  the  United  Kingdom. 


Quite  a  demand  has  been  marie  for  tonnage  from  .San 
Francisco  to  ply  in  the  Mexican  trade  recently.  Five 
coasting  vessels  have  been  chartered  for  the  business, 
total  tonnage  of  about  2800  tons.  These  vessels  take 
general  cargoes  to  Mexican  ports  and  return,  load  car- 
goes of  sugar,  corn,  rice,  tomatoes,  hides,  etc..  for  San 
Francisco.

TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

The  .'\ttorney  and  Manager  of  ihc  Traffic  Bureau  ha> 
returned  from  Washington,  where  he  went  to  attend 
the  further  hearing  of  the  h'ourth  .Section  or  Long  and 
Short  Maul  Case  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission on  application  of  the  transcontinental  railroads 
to  determine  the  proper  method  of  fixing  rates  to  the 
so-called  "back  haul"  territory,  and  what  rates  should 
apijl}-  to  interior  intermediate  points. 

While  in  Washington,  Mr.  Mann  also  presented  oral 
arguments  in  the  switching  reparation  cases  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  In 
both  matters  the  rights  and  necessities  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco merchants  and  shippers  were  forcefully  presented 
to  the  Commission,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  decisions 
will  be  satisfactorv. 


The  Traffic  Bureau  is  making  careful  investigation 
into  the  subject  of  through  steamship  service  from  San 
Francisco  to  .Maskan  ports,  especially  those  ports  open 
all  the  year,  and  will  soon  have  some  definite  informa- 
tion to  present  to  the  merchants  and  shippers  as  to 
what  will  be  required  in  order  to  secure  this  service. 


THE   FEDERAL   TRADE   COMMISSION. 

The  Federal  Trade  Commission  has  announced  that 
it  is  considering  the  advisability  of  holding  informal 
hearings  at  which  exporters  will  be  asked  to  give  their 
views  as  to  the  methods  which  might  be  most  effective 
in  developing  American  export  trade.  If  such  hear- 
ings are  held,  commercial  organizations  will  be  invited 
to  submit  information  and  recommendations  regard- 
ing the  development  of  credit  and  exchange  facilities 
and  the  consolidation  of  selling  agencies.  The  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  has  appointed  a 
committee  from  its  membership  to  co-operate  with 
the  commission  along  these  and  other  lines,  and  has 
already  had  one  conference  with  the  commission. 


AN  APPRECIATION   OF  THE  CHAMBER'S 
HANDBOOK  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  local  committee  in  charge  of  the  convention  of 
the  National  Electric  Light  Association,  which  will 
meet  in  this  city  in  June,  has  purchased  1.500  copies 
of  the  Chamber's  Handbook  of  San  Francisco  and  has 
had  them  specially  bound  for  distribution  to  delegates 
before  they  start  for  San  Francisco.  This  book  is 
recognized  as  a  complete  and  accurate  guide  to  the 
city  and  contains  much  information  usually  lacking 
in  such  publications.  The  action  of  the  National  Elec- 
tric Light  Association  might  well  be  imitated  bv  sim- 
ilar organizations.

Members  of  the  Honorable  Commercial  Commission  from  the  Republic  of  China  to  the  United  States,  during  their 
Recent  Visit  to  the  Temporary  City  Hall. 

THE  RECENT  VISIT  OF  THE  CHINESE  COMMERCIAL  COMMISSION 
AND  ITS   SIGNIFICANCE. 


Diirinjj  the  past  week  San  I'"rancisco  had  the  honor 
of  entertaining'  what  was  probably  the  most  compre- 
hensive commission  ever  sent  by  China  to  study  com- 
mercial conditions  in  this  country.  This  visit  is  the 
result  of  several  years  of  negotiations  upon  the  part 
of  the  Associated  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  Paci- 
fic Coast,  and  is  an  event  of  far-reaching  significance 
to  .■\merican  Commerce. 


'I'lie  welcome  accorded  them  was  befitting  the  emi- 
nence and  character  of  tlie  personnel  of  the  commis- 
sion. They  were  met  at  quarantine  by  Collector  of  the 
Port  J.  O.  Davis,  as  personal  representative  of  Presi- 
dent Wilson:  E.  T.  Williams,  representative  of  the 
State  Department;  E.  C.  Porter,  representative  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce;  A.  Caminetti.  Com- 
missioner  General   of  Immigration,   representative   of 
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the  ni'pnrliiicnt  of  Labor:  Jiul^a-  'IMioiiias  I'.urkc.  I'ri'S- 
ident  of  the  Associated  (,'liaiid)ers  of  C'oniinercc  of  the 
Pacific  Coast ;  President  W.  N.  Moore.  Xice-Prcsideiit 
Frederick  J.  Koster,  \'ice-Presidcnt  and  Manager  Kol)- 
ert  Newton  Lynch,  of  the  San  Francisco  Chandser  of 
t'oninierce:  Chester  IL  Rowell,  representing  (iovcrnor 
Johnson,  and  by  Mayor  Rolph,  who  extended  San 
I'rancisco's  greetings. 

Their  itinerary  covers  over  two  months,  and  extends 
over  ILOOO  miles.  Tlicir  stay  in  other  cities  will  not 
exceed  two  days,  and  we  were  furtunale  to  have  them 
with  lis  a  w'eek. 

The  program  for  their  entertainment  in  San  l'"ran- 
cisco  was  extensive  and  varied,  and  was  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  the  Chamber.  The  program  prepared  for  the 
day  of  their  arrival  was  necessarily  abandoned,  becanse  of 
the  ship  docking  too  late.  On  Tuesday,  May  4th,  the 
party  left  the  St.  Francis  Hotel  in  automobiles  and 
inspected  the  water  front,  visiting  the  principal  docks 
and  industries.  This  was  followed  by  an  inspection  of 
the  Chocolate  Factory  of  G.  Ghiradelli  Co.,  and  a  drive 
through  the  Presidio.  At  noon  they  were  the  guests 
of  the  Exposition  Ofificials  at  a  luncheon,  held  in  the 
President's  reception  room  of  the  Administration 
Building.  In  the  afternoon  they  were  received  by 
Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  at  the  City  Hall,  after  which 
they  returned  to  the  Palace  Hotel,  where  they  were 
the  guests  of  honor  at  a  reception  tendered  by  the 
Honorable  S.  C.  Shu,  Consul  General  of  China.  In  the 
evening  they  were  guests  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  at  a  theater  party. 

On  Wednesday,  as  guests  of  the  Hon.  J.  O.  Davis, 
Collector  of  the  Port  and  representative  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  commissioners  and  party 
made  a  trip  on  the  Bay.  past  the  LTnion  Iron  Works 
and  dr)-  docks  at  Hunter's  Point,  returning  along  the 
waterfront  and  witnessing  an  exhibition  drill  by  the 
fire  boats. 

Luncheon  was  served  the  party  at  \\'inehaven  by  the 
California  Wine  Association,  and  in  the  afternoon  the 
industries  of  Richmond  were  visited.  Later  they  were 
the  guests  of  the  California  Development  Board,  at  a 
reception  tendered   in  their  honor. 

In  the  evening  the  Chinese  Chamber  of  Commerce 
was  their  host  at  a  dinner  in  a  local  Chinese  restau- 
rant. 

On  Thursday  morning  the  party  visited  the  Expo- 
sition, and  at  noon  partook  of  an  informal  luncheon  in 
the  Chinese  Exhibit,  in  the  Palace  of  Food  Products, 
as  guests  of  the  Hon.  Chen  Chi.

'Lhe  parly  left  for  their  tour  of  the  ])rincipal  cities  of 
the  coimtry  on  a  s])ecial  train  over  the  .Southern  Pacific 
Company  at  6  ]).  m.  The  Commissioners  will  be  ac- 
companied on  the  trip  by  E.  T.  "Williams,  representing 
the  State  Department ;  E.  C.  Porter,  representing  the 
L'nited  States  Department  of  Commerce;  the  Hon.  J. 
Jl.  Densmore ,  Acting  Secretary  of  Labor;  Warren 
Manley.  representing  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
L'nited  States,  and  C.  B.  Yandell,  representing  the  .As- 
sociated Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

We  are  sure  their  stay  among  us  has  been  enjoyable 
and  profitable.  On  their  part,  they  have  seen  us  at 
home,  and  glimpsed  the  conditions  under  which  our 
industries  are  conducted.  We  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  learn  from  them,  first  hand,  something  of  their  con- 
ditions. The  benefit  has  been  mutual ;  we  feel  sure 
that  it  will  be  lasting. 

The  representative  character  of  this  party  is  assur- 
ance that  the  study  of  commercial  conditions,  which 
they  have  undertaken,  will  be  as  thorough  as  the  lim- 
ited time  at  their  disposal  will  permit.

The  opportunity  which  this  visit  affords  the  com- 
mercial men  throughout  the  Ihiited  States  to  person- 
ally become  acquainted  with  these  commissioners  can- 
not but  result  in  the  cementing  of  better  commercial 
relations  between  this  country  and  China. 

While  our  present  relations  with  China  are  satis- 
factory, it  must  be  remembered  that  the  trade  of  that 
country  is  in  its  infancy,  and  that  we  have  within  our 
reach  the  opportunity  to  build  up  a  wonderful  export 
and  import  trade  with  the  Orient. 


TRADE  WITH  ALASKA 

By  SETH  MANN, 
Attorney  and  Manager.  Traffic  Bureau,  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 


On  my  trip  to  .Alaska  in  June  and  July  of  1913,  I 
found  in  some  of  the  .Alaskan  towns  a  vigorously  ex- 
pressed desire  for  trade  with  San  Francisco.  In- 
stances were  mentioned  of  fair  and  honest  treatment 
which  had  been  extended  to  merchants  in  Alaska  by 
mercantile  houses  in  San  Francisco,  and  a  desire  to 
renew  these  commercial  relationships  was  very  gen- 
erally expressed.  The  difficulty,  however,  is  this: 
There  was  and  is  no  direct  steamer  line  in  regular  ope- 
ration from  San  Francisco  to  the  Alaskan  ports.  The 
movement  is  chiefly  by  water  from  San  Francisco 
to  Seattle,  and  at  that  point  goods  are  trans-shipped 
to  other  steamers  running  between  Seattle  and  the 
-Alaskan  ports.  It  often  happened,  I  was  told,  that 
San  Francisco  shipments  would  be  left  on  the  wharf 
at  Seattle  upon  the  sailing  of  a  steamer  because  the 
steamer  was  loaded  to  capacity  with  Seattle  goods 
destined  to  these  Northern  towns.  So  it  was  said  that 
the  merchants  of  .Alaska  could  not  depend  upon  any 
certainty  of  deliverv  of  San  Francisco  goods,  and,  in- 
asmuch as  the  shipping  season  to  Nome  and  St. 
Michaels  is  limited  by  weather  conditions,  it  is  highly- 
desirable  that  freight  destined  there  and  to  other  .Alas- 
kan ports  should  move  directly  and  unattended  by 
such  delays  as  happen  at  Seattle. 

It  is  evident  that  San  Francisco,  in  order  to  enjoy 
the  .Alaskan  trade,  should  have  a  direct  line  of  steam- 
ers operating  regularly  from  San  Francisco  to  the 
.Alaskan  ports  without  breaking  cargo  at  any  interme- 
diate point.  When  this  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
steamship  men  of  San  Francisco,  the  reply  was  made 
that  if  sufficient  freight  were  oflfered  for  Alaskan  des- 
tinations, steamers  would  be  placed  upon  the  run. 
That  is  the  condition  today.  Inquiry  among  ship 
owners  here  develops  the  same  explanation  and  the 
same  reply. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  a  con- 
certed action  on  the  part  of  San  Francisco  merchants. 
taken  with  a  view  to  developing  .Alaskan  trade  with 
San  Francisco,  would  result  in  numerous  orders  for 
merchandise  from  this  port.  The  shipping  season 
opens  about  June  1st.  at  Nome  and  the  Seward  penin- 
sula. an<l  the  suggestion  riccurs  that  sufficient  orders 
could    he    obtained    from    the    Alaskan    ports    within    a 


short  time  to  justify  the  operation  of  at  least  one 
steamer  per  month  from  San  Francisco  loaded  with 
these  goods,  destined  to  ports  of  Nome,  Golovin  and 
St.  Michaels,  and  to  Southwestern  Alaska  and  the 
ports  of  Seward,  Valdez  and  Cordova.  It  is  highly 
probable  that  a  trade  out  of  San  Francisco  would  at 
once  develop  which  would  justify  the  continued  ope- 
ration of  such  a  direct  line  from  San  Francisco  to 
.Alaska.  The  situation,  however,  has  been,  and  is,  at 
the  present  time,  that  the  freight  offerings  must  ag- 
gregate a  sufficient  amount  to  justify  the  steamship 
men  in  making  the  trip. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  informed  that  there  are  avail- 
able at  this  port  now,  for  this  traffic,  steamers  of  from 
800  to  2,000  tons  capacity.  One  such  steamer  could 
conduct  a  monthly  service,  with  sailings  out  of  San 
Francisco  once  a  month  to  the  ports  named.  There 
are  daily  sailings  to  Southeastern  Alaska  from  Seattle, 
and  trade  with  these  ports  would  necessarih'  be  a 
matter  of  later  development. 

My  experience  in  .Alaska  convinces  me  that  all  that 
is  necessary  in  order  to  develop  this  trade  is  the 
operation  of  a  regular  line  of  steamers  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  the  Alaskan  ports.  The  desire  for  trade  with 
.San  Francisco  is  firmly  implanted  in  the  minds  of  the 
merchants  at  these  ports. 

The  construction  of  the  government  railroad  from 
Seward  up  the  Susitna  valle}'  to  Fairbanks  will  be 
commenced  this  season.  This  will  create  an  increased 
demand  for  supplies,  which  will  doubtless  continue 
for  some  years  to  come.  The  development  of  the  ter- 
ritory served  by  this  road  cannot  be  expected  to  follow 
instantly  upon  the  completion  of  this  road,  which  will 
take  some  years. 

One  of  the  chief  difficulties  which  confronts  anyone 
contemplating  the  operation  of  a  regular  line  of  steam- 
ers to  .Alaskan  ports,  is  the  fact  that  there  is  very 
little,  if  any,  tonnage  coming  out  of  these  ports  South 
bound.  The  product  of  the  Kennicott  copper  mines 
is  transported  to  the  smelter  at  Tacoma  entirely  upon 
steamships  of  the  Alaskan  Steamship  Company.  It 
may  be  expected,  however,  that  the  first  endeavor  of 
the  Government  in  the  construction  of  the  Alaskan 
Railroad  will  be  to  open  up  the  Matanuska  coal  fields,

It  is  .;,'r;itifviiinr  to  the  Chaiiil.cr  thai  llic  Municipal 
l'iul.y;cl  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  will  provide  for  the 
initial  work  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
>each  ICsplanade,  $50,000  having  been  recommended 
f"r  that  purpose.  That  this  is  so,  is  due  in  great 
measure  to  the  activity  of  the  fhamher,  which  body 
mauguraled  an  extensive  campaign  of  education  for 
this  much-needed  improvement.  '  J'ollowing  out  the 
plans  outlined  by  the  Park  Commission,  the  Chamber 
liad  prepared  a  sketch  showing  in  detail  a  scheme  of 
l)eantihcation.  and  thou.sands  of  copies  were  printed 
and  distributed  among  the  Improvement,  and  other 
club.s,  as  well  as  to  merchants,  wdio  gave  them  pub- 
licity in  their  show  windows.  The  opinion  of  the  city 
was  unanimous  as  to  the  urgent  need  of  taking  steps 
to  prevent  further  encroachment  bv  the  sea  on  this 
wonderful  ocean  highway,  the  only  question  being  the 
manner  in  which  funds  should  be  provided.  It  was 
decided  that  a  bond  is.sue  would  be  inadvisable  and 
the  plan  favored  by  the  Supervisors  was  to  provide 
tlie  money  in  yearly  allotments  from  the  budget.  The 
initial  appropriation  in  this  year's  budget  insures  the 
starting  of  the  work,  and  that  means  its  ultimate  cnm- 
pletion.

On  May  6th  the  California  Development  Roard 
formally  opened  an  official  Bureau  of  California  Infor- 
mation m  the  California  Building.

TRADE  WITH  ALASKA. 

(Continued  from  page  3.) 
which  are  comparatively  near  the  port  of  Seward  This 
wdl,  no  doubt,  develop  a  trade  in  coal  shipments  to 
this  port.  It  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  Naval  De- 
partment of  the  United  States  Government  that  the 
coal  from  these  fields  is  anthracite  in  character  and  of 
a  grade  equal  to  that  produced  in  the  coal  fields  of 
Pennsylvania.  This  is  looking  to  the  future.  And 
yet,  while  no  definite  predictions  can  be  made  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  these  fields  may  be  opened 
up  in  two  or  three  years.  This  will  present  a  new  and 
very  important  phase  in  this  problem. 

A  very  large  part  of  the  merchandise  consumed  in 
Alaska,  perhaps  50  per  cent,  of  it,  originates  in  Cali- 
fornia, and  a  large  part  that  originates  in  the  East 
might  vyell  pass  through  the  port  of  San  Francisco, 
the  California  products  now  move  largely  through 
Seattle.  This  traffic  must  bear  the  additional  cost  of 
transportation  from  San  Francisco  to  Seattle  when 
destined  to  the  ports  of  the  Seward  peninsula  and 
Southwestern  Alaska,  since  the  steamer  rates  from 
San  Francisco  •  are  substantially  the  same  as  from 
Seattle.  Ihe  distance  from  San  Francisco  to  Nome  is 
approximately  about  200  miles  further  than  from 
Seattle,  and  to  Seward  about  500  miles  further  than  I 
from  Seattle.  This  trade  in  California  products,  when 
it  passes  through  the  warehouses  of  the  Seattle  mer- 
chants, must  also  bear  the  additional  expense  of  this 
.service.  The  saving  of  these  two  charges  should  put 
San  Francisco  in  an  excellent  condition  to  compete 
f;.r  the  trade  of  these  ports,  were  a  regular  steamship 
Ime  in  operation. 

It  seems  clear  that  San  Francisco  is  the  logical  dis- 
tributing point  for  California  products  de.stincd  to 
these  Alaskan  ports.  The  Alaskan  Engineering  Com- 
mission has  called  for  bids  on  lumber,"  ties,  bolts  and 
spikes  for  bridges  and  buildings  in  .Maska.  to  lie  de- 
lixered  to  the  Commission  in  Alaska. 

The^^whole  matter  may  be  summed  up  in  the  one 
word  "freight."  A  concerted  efl'ort  among  San  Fran- 
cisco merchants,  acting  loyally  in  harmony,  with  the 
one  purpose  of  developing  this  trade,  should  justify, 
the  operation  of  a  regular  line  of  steamers  to  the.s'e^ 
ports  in  Western  Alaska.

Not  the  least  interesting  of  the  exhibits  in  the  Demonstra- 
tion Mine,  which  the  United  States  Mining  Bureau  has  ar- 
ranged under  the  Palace  of  Mmes  and  Metallurgy,  is  that  of 
the  Baldwin  Carbide  Acetylene  Mine  Lamp,  installed  by  Mr. 
E.  D.  Bullard.  These  can  be  seen  at  the  foot  of  the  slopes 
leading  into  the  mine  and  in  that  section  set  apart  for  their 
exhibition.  The  attendants  in  the  metal  mining  section  also 
wear  these  lamps  in  their  caps,  affording  the  visitors  an  op- 
portunity to  witness  a  demonstration  of  the  lamp  which  has 
generally  superseded  the  candle  in  a  majority  of  the  mines  of 
the  country.  This  lamp,  which  gives  a  light  of  twelve  candles, 
saves  more  than  50  per  cent,  in  lighting  expense  over  the  old 
method  and,  in  addition,  enables  the  miner  to  do  more  and 
better  work.  One  feature  of  these  lamps  is  a  non-clogging 
burner,  and  another  is  a  rigid,  yet  removable,  reflector. 


M.  V.  VAN  FLEET, 
Representing  The  Armstrong  Cork  Company 

M.  V.  Van  Fleet,  as  local  agent  for  the  Armstrong  Cork 
Company  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  its  subsidiary,  the  Armstrong 
Cork  &  Insulation  Company,  has  installed  a  comprehensive 
exhibit  of  cork  products  and  by-products  in  the  Manufacturers' 
Building,  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  Street  and  Avenue  A.  Their 
booth  is  a  handsome  structure  architecturally,  on  the  pergola 
order.  The  ornamental  frieze,  which  runs  around  the  top,  is 
adapted  from  a  design  in  an  old  Spanish  cloister.  This  is 
particularly  appropriate,  since  cork  comes  chiefly  from  the 
Spanish  Peninsula.  Sixty-five  transparencies — many  of  them 
colored — show  in  detail  the  various  steps  in  the  gathering  and 
manufacture. 

The  display  occupies  approximately  eleven  hundred  square 
feet  of  space,  and  comprises  a  complete  showing  of  cork  in 
the  raw  state,  corks,  life  preservers,  insoles,  mooring  and  an- 
choring buoys,  lapboards,  bath  and  table  mats,  cork  gaskets 
for  motor  cars,  seine  and  gill  corks,  cork  paper  for  cigarette 
tips,  penholder  tips,  plasterers'  floats,  polishing  wheels,  cork 
centers  for  baseballs,  and  a  host  of  other  cork  specialties. 

By-products  of  cork  constitute  one  of  the  most  instructive 
features  of  the  entire  display.  Among  them  may  be  noted 
corkboard  insulation  for  cold  storage  plants,  ice  plants,  dairies, 
creameries,  etc.:  cork  pipe  covering  for  brine,  ammonia  and 
ice  water  lines;  cork  machinery  insulation  for  deading  the  noise 
of  fans,  motors,  printing  presses,  etc.;  insulating  brick  for 
furnaces,  ovens,  kilns,  etc.;  cork  paving  brick  for  horse  and 
cow  stalls,  sheep  pens,  piggeries,  etc.;  linotile  and  cork  tile 
for  flooring  purposes  and  linoleum. 

The  exhibit  of  the  last-named  product — linoleum — is  excep- 
tionally complete.  It  includes  a  showing  of  all  the  raw  mate- 
rials entering  into  the  making  of  this  floor  covering;  speci- 
mens illustrating  the  various  steps  in  the  manufacturing  pro- 
cess, a  full  line  of  the  different  patterns,  as  well  as  a  full-size 
bedroom  and  living  room,  on  which  appropriate  patterns  of 
linoleum  have  been  used. 


THE  PENNSYLVANIA  SYSTEM. 

The  Pennsylvania  System  at  Chicago  was  historical;  at  St. 
Louis,  scientific.  At  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Expo- 
sition, 1915,  the  exhibit  is  practical  and  popular,  and  serves 
to  bring  before  the  eyes  of  the  thousands  of  people  who  help 
celebrate  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  a  true  educational 
picture  of  density  of  population,  traffic  and  industry  served  by 
the  Pennsylvania  System. 

The  exhibit,  which  is  installed  in  the  Palace  of  Transpor- 
tation, consists  of  models  of  New  York  City  and  surround- 
ings, with  the  Pennsylvania  Station  in  the  heart  of  Manhattan 
Island;  of  the  Pennsylvania  System  from  the  Mississippi  River 
to  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  from  Duluth  to  Norfolk,  and  two 
railroad  stations,  the  Union  Station  at  Washington,  and  the 
proposed  Union  Station  at  Chicago.  A  unique  motion  picture 
auditorium  of  two  Pennsylvania  all-steel  passenger  coaches 
is  also  on  exhibition,  wherein  are  projected  various  journeys 
from  the  Western  gateways  of  the  Pennsylvania  System  to 
New  York. 

The  two  Pennsylvania  all-steel  passenger  coaches  which 
are  used  as  the  motion  picture  theater,  have  been  constructed 
at  the  Altoona  shops.  They  are  of  the  highest  type,  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $13,000  each.  At  the  present  time  the 
Pennsylvania  System  has  in  use  about  3.000  of  these  all-steel 
passenger  coaches,  and  nearly  400  under  construction,  the 
Pennsylvania  on  January  1,  1914,  owning  more  than  one-third 
of  all  the  steel  passenger  equipment  cars  in  use  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  the  intention  to  place  these  coaches,  at  the  close 
of  the  Exposition,  in  regular  service  on  the  Pennsylvania 
System. 

The  two  cars  are  joined  under  one  roof,  and  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  theater  gives  the  patrons  the  feeling  that  they 
are  riding  in  Pennsylvania  standard  equipment,  for  they  see 
railroad  scenes  and  railroad  activities,  just  as  if  making  a 
trip  over  the  System.  As  the  pictures  are  thrown  on  the 
screen   the  lecturer  delivers  the  story.

I  liroc  >aii  !■  i;mci>cii-u\vncd  vessels  liave  lieuii  cliar- 
iLTctl  to  carry  coal  cargoes  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  to 
San  Francisco  and  San  Diego.  'I'lie  Steamers  William 
(.'liathain  and  St.  Helens  will  deliver  their  cargoes  in 
San  l'"rancisco.  the  .Mvarado  taking  hers  to  San  Diego. 
'I'liesc  charters  have  been  made  by  the  I'nitcd  States 
tiovernment. 


Coming  by  the  Harrison  Liner  Crown  of  Navarre, 
which  is  due  to  arrive  here  this  month  from  Liverpool 
via  the  Panama  Canal,  will  be  73,967  packages  of  mer- 
chandise, to  be  discharged  at  this  port.  It  consists 
largely  of  cocoa  beans,  canned  goods  and  liquors. 


For  the  month  of  April  the  total  amount  of  lumber 
imported  by  water  amounted  to  f)9,832,CXX)  feet  and 
10L073  railroad  ties. 


The  colTcc  imported  into  San  I-'rancisco  by  water  fur 
the  month  of  .\pril  was  46.604  bags  and  the  rice  ini- 
porled  amomited  to  264,533  bags. 


'Two  more  pleasure  power  yachts  are  coming  from 
llie  .\tlantic  Coast  to  San  F'rancisco.  The  We-Ra  is 
now  due  to  arrive  at  San  Diego  and  the  Fiorgyn  should 
arrive  the  latter  part  of  this  month.  L'lion  arrival  in 
the  bay  both  vessels  will  anchor  off  Yacht  Harbor. 
Exposition  Grounds. 


There  are  ten  vessels  on  the  way  from  Newcastle. 
Australia,  bringing  coal  cargoes;  these  vessels  will 
ha\e  aboard  about  30.200  tons  of  coal,  to  be  delivered 
at  this  port. 


\\  ithin  the  uc-xt  thirty  days  eigliteen  vessels  bound 
I'mm  .\cw  ^'i>rk  fur  San  I'rancisco  will  pass  through 
the  Panama  Canal,  a  total  ttmnage  of  78,000  tons.

Dollar  from  Manila  last  week  was  a  consignment  of 
rhili])pine  lumber,  totaling  26.627  pieces,  or  390,000 
feet. 


FVom  January  Lst.  this  year,  to  .\pril  30th.  forty-one 
vessels  left  San  Francisco  carrying  grain  cargoes  to 
foreign  ports  and  the  .Vtlantic  range. 


The  New  York  Nautical  Schoolship  Newport  sailed 
from  New  York  on  May  4th  for  a  voyage  for  practical 
instruction  of  the  cadets.  Vessel  was  formerly  under 
the  cit}'  of  New  York,  but  was  transferred  to  the  State 
by  act  of  the  I^egislature.  The  Newport  expects  to  ar- 
rive at  San  Francisco  on  August  5th,  coming  via  Pan- 
ama Canal  and  Honolulu,  sailing  again  on  August  15th 
for  New  York  via  the  Canal.  Has  on  board  about  200 
cadets. 


TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

The  I'raltic  llureau  is  advised  by  the  .Southern 
Pacific  Comiiany  that  the  carload  rate  of  40  cents  per  hun- 
dred, mininmm  carload  weight  80.000  lbs.  on  the  fol- 
lowing commodities:  Asphaltum,  Ilarley,  lieans  and 
Canned  Goods,  will  be  published,  to  become  effective 
about  June  20th  to  25th,  1915,  from  San  I'rancisco  to 
New  York,  Boston,  I^hiladeljjhia,  Charleston  and  other 
-\tlantic  ports.  This  rate  is  applicable  via  the  Sunset 
(iulf  route  to  Galveston  by  rail,  and  thence  by  Morgan 
Steamship  lines  to  -Atlantic  ports. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  has  recently  been 
granted  ])ermission  to  publish  this  through  40-cent 
carload  rate  to  meet  water  competition,  and  to  apply 
the  rate  as  a  terminal  rate  only  without  making  it  ap- 
plicable from  and  to  intermediate  points.  Rates  from 
interior  California  points  via  this  route  will  be  made 
by  adding  to  the  40-cent  rate  the  local  rate  from  point 
of  origin  to  San  Francisco. 

The  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the 
.\tchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  FJailway  will  undoubt- 
edly arrange  to  ])ublish  similar  rates  to  take  care  o' 
these  commodities  originating  on  their  respective  lines. 


SEA  WALL  COMPLETED. 

The  last  section  of  the  sea  wall  has  been  com- 
pleted by  the  State  Harbor  Commission,  making  a 
total  of  15.000  feet.  This  will  suffice  for  present  needs 
of  the  port,  but  increase  in  shipping  will  require  its 
extension.

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NATIONAL  PARKS  HEADQUARTERS  ESTABLISHED  HERE. 


There  has  recently  been  established  in  San  Fran- 
cisco the  Field  Headquarters  of  what  may  properly  be 
termed  the  National  Park  Service.  While  not  a 
statutory  bureau,  it  is  one  in  effect,  and  no  doubt 
Congress  will  be  asked  to  make  it  so  in  fact. 

Heretofore  the  administration  of  National  Park 
affairs  has  been  incidental  to  other  activities  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  and,  as  is  natural  where 
the  annua!  expenditure  is  comparatively  small,  has  not 
received  the  attention  commensurate  with  its  import- 
ance. The  building  of  roads  and  other  features  has 
been  left  entirely  to  local  superintendents,  who,  while 
sincere  in  their  eftorts,  have  not,  in  many  cases,  pos- 
sessed the  qualifications  which  would  insure  develnn- 
ment  along  comprehensive  and  permanent  lines.  This 
has  all  been  changed,  and  in  the  appointment  of  Air. 
Mark  Daniels  as  General  Superintendent  and  Lan:l- 
seape  Engineer  of  National  Parks,  Secretary  I  an;  has 
done  much  for  the  conservation  of  these  great  scenic 
assets  of  the  country.  Mr.  Daniels  is  fitted  by  train- 
ing and  experience  for  the  work  he  has  undertaken, 
and  plans  are  already  formulated  and  work  under  way 
which  will  insure  the  development  of  the  parks  with 
some  idea  of  the  future.  In  addition  to  construction 
and  conservation  work  there  will  be  organized  a  de- 
partment of  concessions  and  one  of  publicity.  The 
former  will  have  control  of  the  hotel,  camping  and 
like  privileges  and  the  latter  will  see  that  the  wonder- 
ful scenic  beauties  of  the  National  Parks  of  this 
country  are  properly  advertised.  To-day  there  is  more 
travel  to  the  National  Parks  of  Canada  than  to  those 
in  the  United  States.  A  publicity  campaign  would  in- 
crease the  visitors  to  the  California  parks  by  150,000 
yearly. 

San  Francisco  was  selected  as  the  headquarters  be- 
cause of  its  location  to  the  principal  parks,  the  Super- 
intendent being  able  to  reach  most  of  the  parks  by 
phone  from  his  office  here  much  quicker  than  he  could 
from  other  cities. 

All  supplies  and  material  needed  for  the  parks  will 
be  purchased  from  this  office  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  will  receive  notices  of  all  bids  and  of  pros- 
pective contract  work,  which  will  be  duly  published  in 
these  columns. 


CHINESE  COMMERCIAL   COMMIS- 
SIONERS.

This  vote, 
which  is  1  e'ng  taken  throughout  the  country  by  six 
hundred  chambers  of  commerce  and  national  trade 
bodies,  will  secure  the  expression  of  opinion  of  over 
300,000  business  men  vitally  interested  in  this  question.

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A  UNIFORM  LUNCH  HOUR. 

TIic  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  requested  by 
some  of  its  wholesale  members  to  take  up  the  matter 
of  securing  the  adoption,  by  the  wholesale  trade  of 
San  Francisco,  of  a  uniform  lunch  hour  (from  12  to  1 
o'clock),  during  which  all  their  employees  cease  work 
and  the  stores  and  offices  remain  closed. 

It  is  felt  that  this  would  overcome  the  present  un- 
satisfactory conditions  where  part  of  the  selling,  office. 
shipping  and  executive  force  is  away  from  about  11 
A.  M.  to  2  P.  M.  for  lunch,  and  impaired  service  is  the 
result  of  such  reduction  in  force.  If  a  uniform  lunch 
hour  can  be  generally  adopted,  those  houses  adopting 
it  would  have  a  full  working  force  on  hand  during 
business  hours. 

Wholesale  paper,  drug  and  electrical  houses  in  San 
Francisco  have  already  adopted  the  rule  of  closing 
their  places  of  business  from  12  to  1  o'clock  for  lunch, 
and  some  of  these  houses  who  have  been  interviewed 
state  that  they  find  it  works  very  satisfactorily  and  is 
of  so  much  benefit  to  them  that  they  would  not  be 
willing  to  return  to  the  old  system.  They  also  state 
that  their  customers  soon  learn  that  they  close  during 
the  noon  hour,  and  they  do  not  find  any  loss  of  busi- 
ness results  from  their  closing. 

The  Wholesale  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber 
has  taken  up  this  question  and  is  arranging  to  secure 
an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  wholesale  houses 
jrenerally  in  this  city  on  this  matter.  If  the  general 
feeling  is  in  favor  of  such  noon  closing,  the  Chamber 
will  so  advise  the  trade  generally  and  recommend  their 
trying  an  experiment  of  closing  for  three  months,  be- 
ginning July  1st.  and  this  will  enable  them  to  ascer- 
tain the  desirability  of  adopting  such  a  rule  perma- 
nentlv. 


THE   CHAMBER   ENDORSES    NO    PUBLICA- 
TIONS NOT  PRINTED  BY  ITSELF. 

The  Chamber  is  informed  that  in  several  instances 
solicitors  for  subscriptions  to  publications  or  adver- 
tising matter  have  stated  that  such  publications  had 
been  endorsed  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Members  are  informed  that  the  Chamber  never 
endorses  any  advertising  or  other  publication,  irre- 
spective of  its  inerits.  This  is  a  rule  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  has  been  consistently  followed. 

The  Information  and  Statistical  Department  of  the 
Chamber  has  frequently  furnished  data  on  San  Fran- 
cisco for  publications  and  is  glad  to  do  this  in  order 
that  correct  information  about  this  city  may  be  given 
publicity,  but  the  Chamber  assumes  no  responsibility 
for  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  any  publication 
unless  it  is  printed  by  the  Chamber  itself.

The  Traffic  llurcau  is  advised  that  tlie  Southern  I'a- 
cilic  lias  made  application  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
(  ummission  to  publish  from  San  I'rancisco,  Oakland. 
San  I'edro  and  \V'ilmington  (and  in  case  of  wine  from 
Winchaven),  Cal..  via  the  Sunset  (lulf  route  to  East- 
ern seaports,  the  following  rates  and  prcscril)e<l  mini- 
mum carload  weights  on  (h'ied  fruit,  wine  and  grape 
juice :

This  is  a  further  step  on  the  part  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  in  meeting  from  these  California 
ports  the  water  competition  through  the  Panama  Canal 
to  the  .Atlantic  seaports. 

It  is  evident  that  the  rail  carriers  will  be  on  the  alert 
to  adjust  their  rates  on  California  products  so  as  to 
secure  a  portion  of  the  business  which  is  readily 
handled  by  the  ocean  carriers.  It  is  expected  that  other 
commodities  will  be  added  to  the  list  from  time  to 
time. 


THE  CUMMINS  LAW. 

There  has  been  much  speculation  as  to  the  carriers' 
attitude  toward  the  Cummins  Law.  which  goes  into 
effect  June  3rd  this  year.  This  law  prohibits  the  com- 
mon carriers  from  limiting  their  liability  on  shipments 
transported.  Under  tariff  and  classification  provisions 
heretofore  used,  the  rail  carriers  provided  that  if  ship- 
pers did  not  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  uniform  bill 
of  lading  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent  on  the  published 
tariff"  rates  would  be  charged. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  Supplement  No. 
5  to  Western  Classification  No.  53.  effective  June 
15.  1915.  .According  to  the  interpretation  given  these 
changes  in  the  classification,  the  \^'estern  roads  will 
continue  to  apply  the  normal  interstate  rates  and  no 
attempt  will  be  made  to  make  a  general  advance  in 
rates  by  reason  of  tlie  increased  liability  under  the 
Cummins  Law. 

There  is  one  exception  made  to  this,  liowever,  in  the 
case  of  live  stock.  The  railroads  will  continue  to  carry 
live  stock  at  the  normal  rates  after  June  3rd.  although 
eft'ective  June  4th  the  new  classification  provides  that 
when  the  live  stock  is  valued  at  more  tlian  an  arbitrary 
value,  fixed  by  the  road,  an  addition  of  three  per  cent 
will  be  made  to  the  rate  for  each  fifty  per  cent  or  frac- 
tion thereof  of  additional  declared  value  of  the  live 
stock.

SOUTHERN    PACIFIC    COMPANY'S    EXHIBIT. 

Near  the  I^'ilhiiore  Street  entrance  to  tlic  I-lxpusitirm 
Grounds,  ami  between  tlie  Zone  and  the  Kxhiliit  Pal- 
k  aces,  is  the  fine  building  erected  by  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company.  All  the  features  of  the  building 
unite  to  give  emphasis  to  the  controlling  motive  be- 
hind it — the  purpose  of  giving  Service. 

Flanking  the  spacious  plaza  in  front  are  friendly 
signs  telling  something  of  what  is  to  be  found  inside 
and  inviting  the  Exposition  visitor  to  enjoy  it.  The 
structure,  which  is  200  feet  square,  stands  with  its 
classic  front  facing  down  the  beautiful  Avenue  of 
Palms. 

The  entrance  is  guarded  by  a  lofty  colonnade,  be- 
hind which  a  commodious  foyer  offers  a  convenient 
place  for  meeting  one's  friends.  To  the  left  of  the 
foyer  is  a  pleasant  rest  room  for  women,  while  to  the 
right  is  a  smoking  room  for  men.  These  rooms  are 
finished  in  California  white  pine  veneered  panels,  sur- 
mounted by  a  frieze  of  pictures — bromide  enlarge- 
ments representative  of  Pacific  Coast  subjects — in  tlie 
women's  room  a  series  of  California  garden  views;  in 
the  men's,  hunting,  fishing  and  other  sporting  scenes, 
Ofif  the  women's  rest  room  the  Southern  Pacific  Hos- 
pital Department  maintains  a  First  Aid  Station  with  a 
nurse  in  charge. 

The  foj'er  opens  tlirougli  tlie  heart  of  a  California 
hig  tree  into  the  exhibit  section  of  the  building,  where 
an  effort  has  been  made,  with  no  small  success,  to 
bring  the  outdoors  indoors.  It  is  like  stepping  from 
city  surroundings  into  the  free  atmosphere  of  forest, 
mountain  and  desert.  In  a  forest  of  living  trees  are 
set  upwards  of  a  dozen  reproductions  of  choice  bits  of 
Southern,  Southwestern  and  Pacific  Coast  scenery. 
The  Yosemite  \'alley.  Lake  Tahoe,  Crater  Lake,  Mt. 
Shasta,  Mossbrae  Falls.  Palm  Canyon,  the  Roosevelt 
Dam,  the  Truckee-Carson  Headgate,  Santa  Clara  Val- 
ley and  ^It.  Hamilton,  Santa  Barbara  Mission,  Catalina 
Island  and  other  striking  subjects  are  set  forth  in 
realistic  fashion  with  the  purpose  of  leading  the  Ex- 
position guest  to  visit  and  become  more  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  many  attractive  features  of  the 
territory  which  the  Company's  lines  serve. 

Opening  from  The  Glade,  in  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  building,  is  a  fully  equipped  ticket  office  and  in- 
formation bureau.  Here  return  tickets  may  be  vali- 
dated, tickets  be  purchased  and  sleeping  car  reserva- 
tions made.  Mail  addressed  in  care  of  Southern  Pa- 
cific Ticket  Office,  Exposition  Grounds,  is  held  until 
called  for.  The  information  bureau  clerks  are  glad  to 
suggest  interesting  trips  and  assist  in  preparing 
itineraries.  The  finish  of  the  office  is  California  white 
pine,  like  that  of  the  rest  rooms.  The  walls  bear  some 
\  splendid  maps  and  pictures;  a  panorama  of  the  big 
trees  is  especially  fine.  The  windows  contain  many 
beautiful  colored  transparencies.  A  unique  piece  of 
furniture  is  a  table  of  huge  dimensions,  the  top  being 
a  single  slab  of  redwood  fifteen  feet  long,  four  and  one- 
half  feet  wide  and  four  inches  thick. 

A  particularly  pleasing  feature  of  the  building  is  the 
"Sunset  Theatre."  a  copy  of  the  Little  Theatre  in  New 
York.  It  seats  350  people  and  is  equipped  with  a 
complete  stereopticon   and   moving  picture  outfit,  as 


well  as  a  sweet-toned  Kimball  organ.  Thirty-minute 
illustrated  lectures  on  the  West  and  South  are  given 
every  hour,  the  intervals  being  used  for  organ  music. 

In  the  southeast  corner  of  the  building  is  the  office 
of  various  railway  and  steamship  lines. 

The  structure  and  contents  are  designed  for  the  com- 
fort, pleasure,  service  and  entertainment  of  guests. 
All  service  is  without  charge,  and  the  whole  is  a  unique 
and  praiseworthy  contribution  to  the  Exposition. 

In  the  Palace  of  Transportation  the  Company  main- 
tains an  interesting  equipment  exhibit  consisting  of 
standard  track,  safety  devices,  freight  cars  and  pas- 
senger coaches,  electric  passenger  cars  and  locomo- 
tives. The  "C.  P.  Huntington,"  one  of  the  first  Cen- 
tral Pacific  engines,  and  the  largest  locomotive  ever 
shown  in  an  exposition,  are  seen  in  striking  contrast. 

These  are  supplemented  by  many  other  interesting 
and  instructive  features.

Minutely 
worked  out  in  detail  in  "Golden  State"  butter,  which 
is  one  of  the  products  of  the  company,  are  roses,  pop- 
pies and  lilies  of  various  hues.  It  is  an  unique  way  of 
advertising  this  necessary  article  and  is  intended  by 
the  management  to  symbolize  its  purity.  In  addition 
to  butter,  the  company  have  a  very  interesting  display 
of  cheese  and  pasteurized  skim  milk. 

This  exhibit  is  well  worth  a  visit  and  representatives 
are  in  attendance  to  e.xplain  all  the  processes  in  manu- 
facture of  these  most  necessarv  articles  of  our  diet. 


GENERAL  GAS  LIGHT  COMPANY.

This  company  are  manufacturers  of  the  Humphrey 
Gas  Arc  Lamp,  and  in  their  booth  liave  a  beautiful 
and  artistic  display  of  various  types  of  gas  lamps,  in- 
cluding semi-indirect  fixtures,  both  in  straight  gas  and 
combination  gas  and  electric ;  outdoor  gas  lamps  for 
street  and  store-front  lighting;  arc  lamps  for  store, 
factory,  and  office  lighting. 

Another  very  interesting  display  is  that  showing 
the  process  of  gas  mantle  manufacture  from  the  raw 
monazite  sand  to  the  finished  product. 

In  the  great  dome  in  the  center  of  the  Collective  Gas 
Exhiint,  this  company  has  hung  the  largest  gas  fix- 
ture ever  installed  on  the  Pacific  Coast.

(."oiilract  l.ir  new  li.ylltllou^^■  Under  for  llic  Alaska 
District  has  lioen  awarded  to  tlio  C  raipf  Slii|)l)iiildinR 
Company  of  Southern  California.  Vessel  to  be  built 
of  steel,  with  a  length  of  200  feet,  1750  tons  displace- 
ment, and  to  have  1300  horse-power.  Contract  price, 
$234,500.    Vessel  is  to  be  named  Cedar. 

The  coal  imports  for  the  month  of  April  amounted 
to  18,545  tons,  against  36.255  tons  the  previous  month. 

For  the  week  ending  .\pril  21st,  forty-one  vessels 
met  with  mishaps,  of  which  there  were  seventeen 
ISritish,  three  Swedish,  three  German,  two  Norwegian, 
thirteen  American,  two  Dutch,  one  Danish.  Of  the 
above  number  three  were  in  collisions,  one  beached, 
twelve  went  ashore,  one  stranded,  fourteen  were  sunk. 
one  burnt,  one  grounded,  four  abandoned,  three  foun- 
dered, and  one  missing. 

The  total  valuation  of  exports  from  San  Francisco 
by  water  to  foreign  ports  for  the  month  of  April 
amounted  to  $5,914,607,  and  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
for  same  month,  $1,275,902. 

Seven  vessels  have  been  recorded  as  chartered  for  the 
week  ending  May  8th;  a  total  tonnage  of  13,486  tons 
from  San  Francisco  and  North  Pacific  ports,  of  which 
there  are  four  to  Australia,  one  to  the  \Vest  Coast,  one 
to  South  Africa  and  one  to  Port  Pirie. 


Aboard  the  Steamer  O.  M.  Clark,  which  left  San 
Francisco  on  May  5th  for  Mexico,  were  11,760  pieces 
of  steel.     This  is  an  unusually  large  shipment.

CHARITIES    ENDORSEMENT    INFORMATION 
BUREAU. 

The  Charities  Endorsement  Cominittee  now  has  on 
its  files  information  about  420  societies  or  organiza- 
tions in,  or  near,  San  Francisco.  Seventy-seven  of 
these  are  endorsed ;  161  others  do  some  charitable 
work  of  some  kind,  though  in  many  instances  this 
amounts  to  very  little.  Very  few  of  these  latter — less 
than  a  dozen — have  sought  endorsement ;  but  in  all 
cases  we  have  secured  some  data  about  their  work. 
Of  the  reiuaining  182,  none  do  charity  or  relief  work 
except  for  their  members.  They  comprise  religious, 
fraternal,  military,  literary,  social,  athletic  and  luutual 
benefit  associations,  and  we  have  acquired  sufficient 
information  about  them  to  report  that  they  do  no 
charity  work — as  commonly  understood — of  a  kind  to 
bring  theiu  within  the  province  of  the  Charities  En- 
dorsement Committee. 
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MERCHANT  MARINE  REFERENDUM 


What  means  representative  commercial  organiza- 
tions favor  for  upbnilding  a  permanent  American  mer- 
chant marine  may  soon  be  Icnown  as  a  result  of  a  refer- 
endum recently  submitted  to  its  membership  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States.  In  view 
of  the  nation-wide  discussion  which  has  preceded  this 
referendum,  the  questions  submitted  are  of  particular 
interest.  The  ballot  is  divided  into  two  groups.  First, 
organization  members  are  asked  whether  or  not  they 
favor : 

(1)  Government  undertaking  the  purchase,  construction,  or 
charter  of  vessels  for  mercantile  purposes,  together  with  the 
operation  of  such  vessels. 

(2)  Ownership  of  merchant  vessels  by  the  Government  but 
with  operation  by  private  parties  under  leases. 

(3)  Subsidies  from  the  Government  sufficient  to  offset  the 
difference  in  cost  between  operation  of  vessels  under  the 
American  flag  and  operation  in  the  same  deep-sea  trades 
under  foreign  flags. 

(4)  Subventions  from  the  Government  to  establish  regular 
mail  and  freight  lines  under  the  American  flag  to  countries 
in  which  the  commercial  interests  of  the  United  States  are 
important,  and  to  American  dependencies. 

In  the  second  part  of  the  ballot  are  set  forth  recom- 
mendations by  the  National  Chamber's  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Merchant  Marine.  Organization  members 
are  asked  to  favor  or  oppose  the  fnllnwing: 

(1)  The  creation  of  a  Federal  Shipping  Board  to  investi- 
gate and  to  report  to  Congress  regarding  the  navigation  laws 
and  to  have  full  jurisdiction,  under  the  law,  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  over-sea  transportation. 

(2)  That  the  Government  subscribe  to  the  entire  stock  of 
a  Marine  Development  Company  with  a  capital  of  thirty  mil- 
lion dollars,  this  company  to  have  authority  for  seven  years 
to  lend,  under  supervision  of  the  Federal  Shipping  Board, 
upon  the  security  of  first  mortgages  on  merchant  vessels, 
taking  as  evidence  of  this  indebtedness  bonds  which  bear  a 
fair  rate  of  interest  and  contain  provisions  for  amortization, 
the  development  company  to  guarantee  the  bonds  as  to 
principal  and  interest  and  sell  them  to  the  public. 

(3)  That  the  Ocean-Mail  Law  of  1891  be  amended  by  low- 
ering the  speed  for  first-class  steamers  from  twenty  to  six- 
teen knots  and  for  second  class  steamers  from  sixteen  to 
twelve  knots,  and  by  making  the  compensation  adequate  to 
permit  the  establishment  of  lines  of  steamships  carrying  both 
mail  and  freight. 

Possibly  no  question  which  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States  has  submitted  to  its  mem- 
bers has  been  more  widely  discussed.

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TRADE  WITH  AUSTRALIA. 

The  .'^an  Franci.sco  office  of  the  Government  of  New 
South  N\'ales.  .\ustralia.  is  endeavoring  to  get  in  touch 
with  business  men  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  with  a 
view  of  increasing  the  commercial  relations  between 
.\ustralia  and  the  United  States.  In  letters  addressed 
to  commercial  organizations  the  local  office  states  that 
the  splendid  results  obtained  here  during  the  past  three 
years  justifies  this  extension  of  operations. 

During  1914  the  imports  to  San  Francisco  from  Aus- 
tralia amounted  to  $2,724,318.  and  the  exports  from 
this  port  to  Australia  were  valued  at  $7,386,630.  This 
is  a  good  balance  in  our  favor.  The  upbuilding  of 
trade  between  this  country  and  Australia  means  in- 
creased business  for  the  port  of  San  Francisco. 


GOVERNMENT   EXHIBITS   OPEN   SUNDAY. 

It  will  lie  of  great  interest  to  many  to  know  that 
hereafter  the  various  exhibits  of  the  Government  will 
be  open  on  Sunday  and  that  attendants  will  be  in 
charge  to  explain  the  features  in  connection  with  them. 
This  includes  the  moving  picture  theaters  which  are 
operated  in  connection  with  certain  exhibits. 


THE  PAN-AMERICAN  FINANCIAL 
CONFERENCE. 

The  Pan-American  Financial  Conference  which  is 
being  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance to  North  and  South  America  and  of  special 
importance  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  Heretofore  all  our 
financial  arrangements  with  the  Latin-American  coun- 
tries have  been  made  through  Germany.  England. 
France  and  Holland,  as  under  our  banking  laws  no 
American  bank  might  establish  a  branch  in  foreign 
countries.     This  can  now  be  done. 

In  addition  to  financial  subjects  the  Conference  will 
imdoubtedly  consider  the  question  of  foreign  trade. 


REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  RED  CROSS. 

The  Chamber  has  received  copies  of  the  very  in- 
teresting report  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  giving  a 
summary  of  its  work  from  August  1,  1914,  to  April  8. 
1915.  The  report  .shows  the  personnel  sent  to  Europe, 
the  kind  and  quantity  of  supplies  purchased,  the  kind 
and  quantity  of  supplies  donated  and  a  financial  state- 
ment showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during 
the  above  period.  The  report  emphasizes  the  fact  that 
no  administration  expenses  are  paid  from  the  relief 
fund,  as  all  such  expenses  are  met  by  the  American 
Red  Cross. 

The  Chamber  has  a  quantity  of  these  reports  on 
hand  and  will  be  glad  to  furnish  copies  to  any  who 
desire  them. 


TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

The  Traffic  P>ureau  received  on  Saturday  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission's  second  supplemental 
order  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Terminal  Fourth  Section 
Cases. 

In  this  second  supplemental  order  the  Commission 
prescribes  a  basis  for  arriving  at  rates  to  be  charged 
to  interior  points  intermediate  to  Pacific  Coast  termi- 
nals. The  railroads  had  proposed  a  plan  for  Cali- 
fornia interior  points  of  deducting  from  the  terminal 
rate  seven  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  carloads  and 
ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  less  than  carloads, 
and  using  the  figures  thereby  obtained  as  a  basing 
rate,  to  which  would  be  added  the  full  local  from  the 
coast  port  or  terminal  point  to  the  interior  point. 
This  plan,  which  would  have  had  the  efi'ect  of  according 
terminal  rates  to  a  great  many  nearby  interior  points, 
has  not  been  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  in- 
stead the  carriers  are  authorized  to  construct  such 
rates  by  adding  to  terminal  rates  not  more  than  75 
per  cent  of  the  local  rates  from  the  nearest  terminal 
to  destination,  or  by  adding  arbitraries  to  the  terminal 
rates,  varying  with  distance  from  the  ports,  such 
arbitraries  to  be  not  more  than  75  per  cent  of  the  local 
rate,  the  aggregate  not  to  exceed  the  maximum  pre- 
scribed for  intermediate  points  in  this  order. 

Carriers  are  also  authorized  to  extend  terminal  rates 
to  the  following  Pacific  Coast  ports :  San  Diego,  San 
Pedro,  East  San  Pedro.  Wilmington,  East  Wilming- 
ton, San  Francisco,  and  Oakland,  Cal. :  Astoria  and 
Portland.  Ore. ;  Vancouver,  Bellingham.  South  Bel- 
lingham.  Everett,  Tacoma,  Seattle,  Aberdeen,  Ho- 
quiam.  and  Cosmopolis.  Wash. 

Some  slight  modification  has  been  made  in  the  maxi- 
mum charges  authorized  on  less  than  carload  com- 
modities rated  first  and  second  class  in  Western  Clas- 
sification, permitting  on  such  commodities  a  maximum 
rate  to  intermediate  points  of  $1.72  per  hundred 
pounds.  The  previous  order  held  $1.50  as  the  niaxi- 
niuni.    The  Commission's  order  becomes  efifective  Tulv

The  Japanese  Steamer  Hudson  Maru  is  on  the  way 
from  Hong  Kong  to  Seattle  and  Portland  with  a  full 
cargo  of  gunnies.  These  gunnies  are  to  be  discharged 
m  Seattle  and  Portland.  It  is  stated  the  vessel  has 
over  5,000  tons. 


For  the  week  ending  May  15th,  sixteen  charters 
were  made,  a  total  tonnage  of  20,876  tons,  from  San 
Francisco  and  North  Pacific  Coast  ports  for  off-shore 
cargoes,  among  which  there  were  twelve  American, 
two  French  and  two  British  vessels.  The  twelve 
American  vessels  are  owned  in  San  Francisco. 


The  Panama-Pacific  Line  steamer  Finland,  which 
arrived  in  this  port  on  May  19th,  had  aboard  49,009 
packages  of  freight  to  be  discharged  at  this  port.  Some 
of  the  principal  freight  consisted  of  7,202  bags  cofTee, 
13,082  kegs  nails,  4,727  boxes  tinplate,  4,411  bales 
tobacco. 


The  Norwegian  steamer  Hesperos,  coming  from 
Antofagasta  to  San  Francisco,  due  here  early  next 
month,  will  have  aboard  7,950  tons  of  nitrate  of  soda 
to  be  discharged  here.  Cargo  consigned  to  Dupont 
Powder  Company. 


Cable  advices  received  by  this  department  on  the 
18th  and  20th  inst.  give  the  safe  arrivals  in  the  United 
Kmgdom  of  ten  grain-laden  vessels  from  San  Fran- 
cisco and  North  Pacific  Coast  ports.

FOREIGN  TRADE  DEPARTMENT.

This  is  desired  in  order  that  the  department  may 
determine  which  particular  line  is  supplying  the  most 
help,  in  order  that  that  particular  line  may  be  de- 
veloped to  a  greater  extent. 
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THE  HON.  EDWARD  EWING  PRATT,  CHIEF  OF  THE  BUREAU 

OF    FOREIGN  AND    DOMESTIC    COMMERCE,    GIVES 

INTERESTING  TALK  ON  FOREIGN  TRADE. 


Dr.  Edward  Ewing  Pratt,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  Department  of 
Commerce,  addressed  the  members  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  a  kmcheon  in  the  Commercial  Ckib 
last  Friday.  The  Doctor  outlined  some  of  the  con- 
ditions in  connection  with  foreign  trade  which  con- 
fronted the  American  business  men  to-day  and  pointed 
out  many  of  the  mistakes  which  had  been  made  in  the 
eagerness  to  take  advantage  of  the  upset  conditions 
caused  by  the  European  war.  He  also  told  something 
of  the  work  which  his  bureau  was  doing  to  assist  the 
business  man  in  securing  a  desirable  foreign  trade. 
The  Doctor's  remarks  were  in  part  as  follows :  "When 
hostilities  broke  out  in  Europe,  .\merican  manufac- 
turers and  merchants  were  quick  to  see  the  opportunity 
which  was  afforded  for  entering  foreign  trade.  The 
encouragement  of  our  foreign  trade  became  the  idea 
of  the  hour.  The  result  was  that  a  large  number  of 
manufacturers  who  had  not  previously  engaged  in 
foreign  trade  attempted  to  do  so.  The  positive  result 
of  this  enthusiasm  is  that  probably  at  the  present  mo- 
ment there  is  greater  interest  in  foreign  trade  than 
ever  before,  .\lmost  immediately,  however,  warnings 
were  heard.  It  was  pointed  out.  and  justly  of  course, 
that  the  credit  machinery  of  the  world  was  wrecked ; 
that  inany  countries  which  might  become  customers 
were  in  severe  financial  straits  to  find  an  outlet  for 
their  own  goods,  and  hence  were  unable  to  pay  for 
merchandise  which  we  might  send  them.  The  first 
flush  of  enthusiasm  gave  way  to  caution  which,  in 
many  quarters  is  actually  developed  into  timidity. 

"There  is  now  evidenced,  however,  a  very  conserva- 
tive effort  on  the  part  of  .American  manufacturers  to 
secure  foreign  trade  and  to  develop  foreign  markets. 
It  is  really  remarkable  to  note  the  complete  change 
which  often  comes  over  a  man's  business  methods 
when  he  considers  the  problem  of  going  into  foreign 
trade. 

"How  many  of  you  gentlemen  would  send  a  bill  of 
goods  to  Portland,  Oregon,  without  looking  up  a  man's 
rating?  That  is  why  you  have  credit  departments,  of 
course. 


THE  CONGRESSIONAL  COMMITTEE 
ENTERTAINED. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  host  to  the  Con- 
gressional Committee  recently  returned  from  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands  at  luncheon  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel 
last  Thursday.  Representatives  of  the  grape  industry 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Viticultural 
Commissioners  were  present  and  joined  in  asking  re- 
lief from  the  tax  on  brandy  for  fortifying  sweet  wines. 
Frederick  J.  Koster.Vice-President  of  the  Chamber, 
was  chairman  of  the  occasion  and  introduced  the 
speakers.  Mr.  E.  M.  Sheehan,  speaking  for  the  Viti- 
cultural Commissioners,  cited  facts  and  figures  tend- 
ing to  show  the  effect  of  the  tax  of  $1.10  a  gallon 
which  becomes  effective  January  1st,  1916.  Mr.  Shee- 
han said :  "For  nine  years  you  have  been  collecting 
from  the  sweet  wine  makers  of  this  State  3  cents  per 
gallon  for  brandy  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet 
wines.  You  have  collected  from  us  annually  at  this 
3  cent  rate  $125,000.  Suddenly  you  call  upon  us  this 
year  to  pay  a  tax  of  $2,250,000  on  our  normal  produc- 
tion, and  next  year  and  thereafter,  $4,500,000.  The 
very  object  of  the  measure  is  defeated  by  the  enormity 
of  the  tax  that  it  imposes." 

Mr.  Sheehan  pointed  out  that  the  greater  portion  of 
the  burden  of  this  tax  is  borne  by  California,  as  in 
1914  the  annual  production  of  sweet  wine  in  California 
was  18,000,000  gallons  and  in  all  other  States  885,000 
gallons.  The  committeemen  were  much  impressed 
with  what  Mr.  Sheehan  had  to  say  and  asked  many 
questions  relative  to  the  effect  this  tax  would  have  in 
the  event  of  its  continuance. 

Mr.  James  Madison  of  Fresno  also  presented  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  the  vineyardists. 

"Contrast  with  this  businesslike  method  of  proce- 
dure the  way  in  which  the  average  manufacturer  ex- 
pects to  go  into  the  export  field.  He  has  heard  there 
is  a  good  market  in  China  or  South  America.  Pie  sends 
out  a  few  catalogues,  advertises  in  some  local  period- 
icals, and  receives  a  few  orders,  against  which  he  de- 
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mands  cash  (which  would  not  at  all  be  his  custom  in 
the  United  States).  Occasionally  he  gives  time,  but 
often  without  looking  up  the  rating  of  his  customer 
or  getting  any  credit  information  about  him.  What 
could  be  more  unbusinesslike  when  judged  by  our  own 
business  standards? 

"My  plea  in  the  development  of  our  foreign  trade 
is  for  sane  business  methods.  There  is  absolutely  no 
difference  in  fundamental  principles  between  foreign 
trade  and  domestic  trade.  You  won't  find  a  market  for 
woolen  underwear  in  Morocco  or  Panama  or  in  a  few 
other  tropical  places,  but  American  manufacturers  have 
tried  it.  An  American  firm  once  sent  a  consignment 
of  heating  stoves  to  Java! 

"The  only  difference  in  essentials  between  foreign 
trade  and  domestic  trade  is  that  the  foreign  proposition 
is  a  little  more  difficult. 

"I  have  frequently  heard  it  said  that  in  order  to 
capture  foreign  markets,  we  must  manufacture  what 
the  people  there  want.  This  sounds  logical,  but  in  a 
way  it  is  a  most  pernicious  doctrine.  It  goes  without 
saying  that  those  articles  which  are  required  by  physi- 
cal conditions  must  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the 
country. 

"American  business  men  are  confronted  with  a  great 
opportunity.  The  belligerent  countries  of  Europe, 
which  have  supplied  42.2  per  cent  (18}4  billion  dollars) 
of  the  world's  exports,  are  not  prepared  to  continue 
to  do  so.  Certain  necessities  of  life  must  be  supplied 
to  other  parts  of  the  world. 

"This  is  a  time  to  call  for  caution.  Caution  is  one 
element  in  business  policy. 

"Let  us  urge  still  another  point  of  view.  Let  us  get 
clearly  in  mind  that  'foreign  trade'  is  not  'foreign  sell- 
ing.' Foreign  trade  is  trade,  it  is  exchange.  We  can- 
not always  sell,  we  must  also  buy. 

"This  is  particularly  true  of  our  trade  with  South 
America.  There  is  a  continent  producing  raw  mate- 
rials and  buying  manufactured  products.  It  must  be 
obvious  to  you  gentlemen  that  we  cannot  forever  sell 
our  products  to  those  countries  and  buy  nothing. 

"Bolivia  has  tin ;  Peru  has  copper,  coffee  and  sugar ; 
Chile  has  nitrates;  Ecuador  has  cocoa;  Brazil  has 
coff'ee  and  rubber;  Argentina  has  cereals,  hides,  skins 
and  meats ;  Salvador  has  coffee ;  Guatemala  has  coffee : 
Venezuela  has  coffee,  balata,  skins  and  hides.  These 
countries  were  hard  hit  by  the  war,  but  they  are  re- 
covering. 

"There  are  essentially  two  big  problems  in  connec- 
tion with  our  attempt  to  develop  our  foreign  trade. 
The  first,  and  perhaps  the  most  important,  of  these 
is  to  work  out  some  means  of  financing  our  foreign 
trade ;  second!}',  to  find  and  train  men  to  actually  carry 
on  our  foreign  trade.  And  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the 
second  of  these  may  even  be  as,  if  not  more,  important 
than  the  first. 


"In  connection  with  the  development  of  our  foreign 
trade  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  establish  closci 
financial  relations  with  them. 

"The  second  big  problem  is  that  of  educating  men 
to  carry  on  our  foreign  trade.  We  must  make  a 
definite  point  of  encouraging  in  our  public  schools,  in 
our  secondary  schools,  in  our  colleges  and  universities, 
the  thorough  study  of  modern  foreign  languages. 

"There  is  just  as  much  technique  and  just  as  much 
skill  required  in  foreign  trade  as  in  any  of  the  profes- 
sions which  we  are  wont  to  hold  in  such  high  regard. 

"Perhaps  as  a  principal  source  of  information  con- 
cerning foreign  trade  the  business  man  now  looks  to 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  to  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce.  This  branch  of  the 
Government's  activities  is  devoted  to  the  building  up 
of  foreign  trade. 

"As  at  present  organized,  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Commerce  has  been  in  existence  for  a 
little  over  two  years  and  is  the  product  of  develop- 
ment extending  over  almost  an  entire  century.  It  com- 
bines the  functions  of  the  old  Bureau  of  Manufactures, 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
and  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  Commerce  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  State.     Its  chief  functions  are: 

"1.  The  collection  and  distribution  of  what  may  be 
called  trade  information,  which  is  the  purely  promotive 
part  of  the  Bureau's  activities.  The  sources  of  in- 
formation are  threefold:  (1)  American  Consuls  in 
foreign  countries;  (2)  Commercial  Attaches  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce :  (3)  Commercial  and  Special 
Agents  of  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

"The  Commercial  Attaches  of  the  Bureau  of  For- 
eign and  Domestic  Commerce  have  only  recently  been 
appointed.  They  are  the  business  diplomats  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  not  intended  that  they  shall  be 
tied  down  by  routine  and  made  responsible  for  the 
transmission  of  reports  on  every  available  subject. 
Rather,  the  Commercial  Attache  is  the  representative 
at  large  of  the  American  commercial  interests  of  the 
United  .States,  and  it  is  not  so  much  his  business  to  re- 
port on  specific  openings  for  American  products  which 
may  come  to  his  attention  as  to  report  on  the  genera! 
aspects  of  trade, -which,  if  taken  advantage  of,  will  be 
the  basis  for  a  large  business  development  by  Ameri- 
can manufacturers  and  exporters. 

"In  view  of  the  newness  of  the  Commercial  Attache 
service,  it  may  be  worth  while  to  explain  in  a  little 
more  detail.  Our  Commercial  Attache  at  Lima,  to 
state  another  instance,  has  been  devoting  his  entire 
energies  to  making  arrangements  for  bringing  Bolivian 
tin  ore  to  the  United  States  for  smelting,  tip  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  European  war,  all  of  the  tin  ore  pro- 
duced in  Bolivia  was  sent  to  England,  Belgium,  and 
Germany  for  smelting.  It  was  then  brought  to  the 
United  States  and  much  of  it  was  re-exported.  It  is 
now  hoped  that  this  tin  can  be  brought  to  the  United 
States,  smelted  here,  and  the  finished  products  ex- 
ported. If  this  arrangement  can  be  consummated  it 
will  mean  a  yearly  addition  to  our  foreign  trade  of 
probably  not  less  than  one  hundred  million  dollars. 

"The  Commercial  Attaches  are  now  stationed  in  ten 
of  the  most  important  commercial  centers  of  the 
world:  London.  Paris,  Berlin,  Petrograd.  Peking. 
Melbourne,  Lima,  Santiago,  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Buenos 
Aires. 

"A  certain  amount  of  the  information  which  we  re- 
ceive is  reserved  and  is  not,  therefore,  published  and  is

for  the  use  of  American  concerns  only.  I  refer  espe- 
cially to  the  names  and  addresses  that  have  been 
received  in  connection  with  the  'foreign  trade  oppor- 
tunities' printed  in  'Commerce  Reports'  and  to  the 
confidential  information  that  is  sent  out  from  the 
Bureau  whenever  occasion  arises. 

"The  question  now  arises,  is  this  information  which 
is  distributed  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce  of  real  value  to  business  concerns  and  per- 
haps an  even  more  pertinent  question,  have  any  actual 
orders  ever  been  obtained  as  a  result  of  the  informa- 
tion sent  out  by  the  Bureau?  I  do  not  believe  that  it 
is  possible  for  me  to  answer  this  question  too  emphat- 
ically. There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  of  the  great  value 
of  this  work  to  the  business  community,  nor  is  there 
any  doubt  that  the  information  sent  out  by  the  Bureau 
has  resulted  in  real  business.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we 
can  trace  actual  orders  to  specific  'trade  opportunities' 
which  have  been  published  in  'Commerce  Reports.'  It 
is  not  unlikely  that  at  least  fifty  million  dollars  worth 
of  business  comes  to  American  manufacturers  yearly 
as  an  immediate  result  of  the  work  of  this  Bureau. 
Among  the  very  large  orders  in  which  the  Bureau  has 
taken  part  and  in  each  of  which  the  aggregate  sales 
approximated  a  million  dollars  or  more,  were  the  fol- 
lowing: Coal  handling  plant  for  the  port  of  Durban, 
South  Africa;  new  arsenal  for  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment ;  equipment  for  the  construction  of  a  Japanese 
railway  in  Formosa,  and  battleships  for  South  Ameri- 
can  countries. 

"In  conclusion,  there  may  be  some  hints  which  I 
can  give  you  with  reference  to  the  use  of  the  services 
provided  by  the  Government. 

"1.  When  information  in  regard  to  foreign  trade  is 
desired,  first  consult  the  branch  office  of  this  Bureau 
in  your  city  or  vicinity. 

"2.  When  information  is  desired  regarding  foreign 
markets  for  goods,  first  ascertain  from  the  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  if  such  information  has  already 
been  obtained  instead  of  writing  to  consular  officers 
and  other  officials  of  the  Government  abroad. 

"3.  If  names  of  foreign  importers  are  requested,  in- 
dicate clearly  the  countries  in  which  you  are  inter- 
ested and  the  specific  articles  which  you  propose  to 
sell. 

"4.  If  information  is  desired  with  respect  to  foreign 
customs  tariff  rates,  the  specific  article  should  be  in- 
dicated. If  the  articles  are  unusual  in  character  then 
your  letter  should  contain  a  complete  description  of 
them. 

"S.  If  the  information  which  you  receive  is  not  suffi- 
ciently detailed  or  does  not  exactly  answer  the  ques- 
tions which  you  have  in  mind,  write  again  and  make 
your  requests  a  little  more  specific. 

"6.  Visit  the  Consuls  when  you  go  abroad.  In  a 
few  minutes  they  can  give  you  impartial  information 
which  has  taken  them  months  and  years  to  gather,  and 
will  save  you  many  days  and  dollars. 

"7.  When  you  get  from  us  an  inquiry  for  a  com- 
plete c.  i.  f.  quotation  a  specific  bill  of  goods  from  a 
foreign  merchant,  please  do  not  simply  toss  him  a 
catalogue.  It  will  go  into  his  waste  basket  and  you 
will  be  out  one  catalogue  and  some  postage. 

"8.  After  you  use  our  information  and  trade  oppor- 
tunities tell  us  how  effective  they  are  in  helping  you 
get  business.  W^e  do  not  know  whether  we  are  work- 
ing along  practical  lines  unless  we  learn  that  there 
have  been  practical  results."

CAN  RATE  HEARING. 

The  hearing  before  the  California  State  Railroad 
Commission  on  application  of  the  Pacific  Freight 
Tariff  Bureau,  filed  on  behalf  of  the  California  rail- 
roads, members  of  that  Bureau,  to  increase  the  rate 
on  empty  cans,  carloads,  is  set  for  June  4th  at  10  a.  m., 
before  Commissioner  Loveland,  833  Market  Street. 
The  Traffic  Bureau  will  appear  at  the  hearing  in  the 
inlert'st  of  the  fruit  canning  industry. 


SWITCHING   REPARATION    HEARINGS. 

The  dates  for  hearing  switching  reparation  cases 
licfore  the  California  Railroad  Commission  have  been 
changed  to  July  12th,  13th  and  14th  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisc(5  cases,  before  Commissioner  Loveland,  833  Mar- 
ket Street,  and  for  the  Los  Angeles  cases  to  July  15th 
and  16th  at  Los  Angeles,  before  Commissioner  Love- 
land. The  Traffic  Bureau  will  be  represented  at  the 
hearings  both  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  in 
the  interest  of  members  having  claims  for  reparation. 


RATE  ON  CANNED  GOODS  TO  AND  FROM 
UTAH  POINTS. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  the  following  advice  from 
the   Southern   Pacific: 

"There  is  in  course  of  publication  in  supplement 
to  Tariff  51-A  the  following  rates: 

From  Utah  common  points  to  San  Francisco  and 
points  taking  same  rate — Canned  goods,  viz :  Beans 
(including  pork  and  beans),  peas,  tomatoes,  catsup, 
hominy  and  sauer  kraut,  straight  or  mixed  carloads, 
.^0  cents  per  100  pounds,  minimum  weight  50,000 
pounds. 

"From  San  Francisco  and  points  taking  same  rate 
to  Utah  common  points — Canned  goods,  viz :  Fish, 
fruits,  jelly,  meats,  soups,  clam  juice,  tamales,  olives, 
vegetables,  fruit  juices  and  catsup  in  tin  glass  or 
earthenware  boxed;  also  fruit  jams,  in  bulk,  in  barrels, 
kits,  kegs  or  pails ;  also  condensed  milk  in  tin  or  glass 
packed  in  boxes,  or  in  bulk  in  wood,  carloads,  50  cents 
per  100  pounds,  minimum  weight  50,000  pounds. 

"Same  grouping  from  interior  California  points  now 
rated  10  cents  higher  than  rate  from  San  Francisco, 
60  cents  per  100  pounds,  minimum  weight  50,000 
pounds.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 
There  are  ik)W  al)uut  tvveiity-live  wcll-Uiiowii  coast- 
ing steamers  of  large  loiiiiage  cliartcrcd  for  off-shore 
cargoes.  This  lias  increased  the  tonnage  demand  in 
this  port,  and  at  the  present  time  very  little  tonnage 
can  be  secured,  as  almost  every  vessel  available  in  coast 
waters  is  engaged.  This  is  the  first  time  in  many 
years  that  such  a  fleet  of  coasting  steamers  were  en- 
gaged  in   foreign   trade. 


Schooner  Snow  and  Burgess  is  in  Sydney  loading 
an  entire  cargo  of  coke  for  San  Francisco.  This  is 
the  first  shipment  to  come  to  this  city  since  1913.  when 
three  cargoes  arrived. 


The  entire  191,S  fleet  of  the  Alaska  Packers'  A\ssocia- 
tion  have  reported  their  safe  arrival  in  Bristol  Bay. 

This  fleet  will  load  salinon  and  will  report  back  to  San 
l-raiicisco  about  the  middle  of  September. 


Up  to  May  2nd  this  j-ear  142  foreign  built  vessels 
>f  SO0.705  gross  tons  have  been  registered  as  vessels 
)f  the  United  States  to  engage  in  foreign  trade.  Total 
i-aluation   of  property,  $32,000,000. 


Harrison  Line  steamer  Student,  bound  from  Liver- 
pool for  this  port,  left  the  Canal  Zone  on  May  23rd. 
coming  via  San  Pedro,  where  a  part  of  her  cargo  will 
be  discharged.  This  will  be  followed  one  month  later 
by  the  steamer  Merchant  of  the  same  line.  Both 
vessels  are  heavily  loaded  with  general  cargoes,  con- 
sisting of  canned  goods,  liquors,  pig  iron,  and  much 
household  effects. 


The  .American  -  Hawaiian  Steamship  Company 
-teamer  Nevadan,  from  New  York  with  general  cargo, 
which  arrived  a  few  days  ago,  has  been  plying  be- 
tween New  York  and  Bremen  and  London  for  several 
months  since  leaving  here  last  December.  Owing  to 
the  scarcity  of  tonnage,  combined  with  the  high  rate 
offering  from  Atlantic  ports  to  Bremen,  etc.,  the  com- 
pany chartered  the  vessel  to  outsiders  for  several  trips. 
They  then  took  two  or  three  coasters  to  replace  the 
Nevadan  while  she  was  engaged  oft'  shore. 


The  steamer  San  Juan,  arriving  in  this  port  May 
25th,  brought  fifteen  packages  of  treasure  from  Central 
America  amounting  to  $15,000,  and  a  large  shipment 
of  coffee,  sugar,  limes  and  beans.  Eighty-seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  in  treasure  was  landed  here 
by  steamer  O.  M.  Clark  from  Mexican  ports  on  26th 
inst. 


For  the  week  ending  May  5th,  ?7  vessels  met  with 
mishaps,  of  which  there  were  one  Italian,  thirty-two 
British,  two  Danish,  7  Norwegian,  two  German,  three 
-Xinerican.  three  French,  two  Russian,  three  Swedish 
and  two  Japanese.

.-\  sub-committee  of  the  Wholesale  Trade  Committee 
of  the  Chamber,  after  investigation  and  consideration 
of  the  matter  of  making  a  canvass  of  the  wholesale 
trade  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any  general  desire 
upon  the  part  of  the  wholesalers  to  adopt  a  uniform 
lunch  hour  and  close  their  places  of  business  between 
12  and  1  o'clock,  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the 
present  year  would  be  inappropriate  as  it  was  felt  that 
dtiring  the  Exposition  period  business  houses  gener- 
ally would  wish  to  be  open  at  all  times  during  the  day 
for  the  ptirpose  of  receiving  visitors  who  tiiight  desire 
\o   call   upon  them. 

The  committee  will,  therefore,  postpone  makitiy 
such  canvass  of  the  wholesale  houses  until  about  the 
end  of  the  present  v'ear. 


CONSTRUCTION  OF  BEACH  ESPLANADE 
ASSURED. 

Despite  the  opposition  to  the  budget  allowance  of 
S.^O.OOO  to  inaugurate  the  construction  of  the  Beach 
Esplanade,  by  those  who  felt  that  the  money  could 
be  better  expended  elsewhere,  the  Supervisors  refused 
to  over-ride  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  that  amount  will  be  available  for  prelim- 
inary work  after  July  1st. 

The  Chamber  has  consistently  advocated  the  im- 
provement of  the  beach  and  has  done  much  to  create 
and  keep  alive  popular  sentiment  in  favor  of  it.  How 
great  an  asset  to  San  Francisco  is  this  ocean  front 
will  be  appreciated  when  its  beautification  and  preser- 
vation has  been  completed.

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DO  SAN  FRANCISCO  MERCHANTS  WISH  TO  SUPPLY 
THE  INDIAN  WAREHOUSE? 


The  United  States  Indian  Warehouses  in  Omaha 
and  New  Yorlf  have  been  closed. 

The  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco  warehouse 
will  in  all  probability  depend  upon  its  value  to  the 
Indian  Service  as  a  source  of  supply  for  that  branch 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior. 

Mr.  Richard  C.  Jordan,  for  many  years  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Indian  Warehouse  of  Omaha,  arrived  in  San 
Franci.sco  last  week  and  assumed  his  duties  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  local  warehouse.  Mr.  Jordan  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  because  of  the  closing  of  the  warehouses  in 
(Dmaha  and  New  York  and  because  of  reduced  freight 
rates  through  the  Canal,  this  warehouse  should  annually 
purchase  from  local  merchants  supplies  aggregating  from 
S500.000  to  $1,000,000.  It  is  Mr.  Jordan's  intention  to 
co-operate  so  far  as  possible  with  the  local  merchants 
and  for  that  reason  is  very  anxious  to  meet  those  in- 
terested in  selling  supplies  to  the  Government.  The 
Chamber  will  receive  copies  of  all  notices  for  bids 
and  will  give  due  notification  to  members  in  the 
weekly  "Activities." 

Bids  for  supplies  will  be  opened  on  the  ISth  of  this 
month,  and  applications  should  be  made  at  once  to 
Mr.  Jordan,  608  Howard  Street,  for  information  and 
blanks.  It  would  be  regretable  if  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment closed  the  local  warehouse  for  the  reason  that  it 
could  not  secure  sufficient  supplies  in  the  local  market 
to  warrant  its  continuation. 


MERCHANT  MARINE  REFERENDUM. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  indi- 
vidual members  of  that  organization  have  been  mailed 
copies  of  Referendum  No.  9,  on  the  question  of  a  Mer- 
chant Marine.  It  is  not  expected  that  such  individual 
members  shall  file  their  opinion  with  the  National 
Chamber,  as  only  the  organization  members  have  a 
vote. 

However,  the  National  Chamber  requests  that  indi- 
vidual members  of  that  body  file  with  this  Chaml)er 
their  opinion  thereon.  This  should  be  done  imme- 
diately, as  the  Chamber's  vote  is  required  to  be  filed  in 
\\  ashington  prior  to  June  22.

TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

AMENDMENT  TO   SECTION   3   OF  UNIFORM 
BILL  OF  LADING. 

The  Traffic  liureau  is  advised  that  Section  3  of 
the  Uniform  Bill  of  Lading  will  bo  amended  so  as  to 
conform  with  the  reciuirements  of  the  Cummins  Bill. 
This  is  the  section  of  the  bill  of  lading  which  deals 
with  the  limitation  of  liability  on  the  part  of  the 
carrier. 

Under  the  law  which  went  into  effect  June  2nd,  tli> 
carriers  are  prohibited  from  limiting  their  liability 
in  case  of  loss  or  damage.  Under  the  Uniform  Bill  of 
Lading  as  formally  printed,  where  a  "less  or  lower 
value  has  been  represented  in  writing  by  the  shipper 
or  has  been  agreed  upon  or  is  determined  by  the  clas- 
sification or  tariffs  upon  which  the  rate  is  based,  in 
any  of  which  events  such  lower  value  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  to  govern  such  computation, 
whether  or  not  such  loss  or  damage  occurs  from 
negligence." 

As  considerable  time  will  necessarily  elapse  before 
the  new  bills  of  lading  can  be  printed  and  placed  in 
the  hands  of  shippers,  arrangements  have  been  made 
whereb}'  the  following  clause  is  to  be  stamped  or 
written  across  the  conditions  of  bills  of  lading: 

"Section  3  is  amended  by  Supplement  6  to  Western 
Classification  No.  53,  effective  June  2,  1915,  and  all  re- 
issues thereof." 

This  is  for  the  information  of  members,  so  that  they 
may   comply   with   the   requirements  pending  the   re-. 
ceipt  of  new  uniform  bills  of  lading.  | 

INTERNAL   REVENUE.  ' 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  ruled  that 
a  one-cent  revenue  stamp  must  be  affixed  and  cancelled 
in  connection  with  express  receipts  as  well  as  with 
freight  bills  of  lading.  This  has  not  heretofore  been 
demanded  b)'  the  express  companies,  but  under  the  re- 
cent ruling  it  appears  that  express  companies  will  now 
be  compelled  to  demand  this  stamp  before  receipting 
for  goods.  The  Traffic  Bureau  will  be  glad  to  furnish 
the  ruling  in  full  to  anyone  who  chooses  to  inquire.

Ailviccs  received  al  this  Dcpartniciit  from  W  asliing- 
lon  stating  a  renewed  warning  to  American  shipping 
reached  the  State  Department  from  Berlin.  Tlie  (jir- 
man  l''oreign  Office  urged  that  American  shippers  make 
the  neutral  markings  on  vessels  as  plain  as  possible 
and  especially  to  have  them  illuminated  sufficiently 
at  night. 


l"or  the  month  of  April,  1915,  the  Bureau  of  Navi- 
gation assigned  official  numbers  and  signal  letters  to 
eight  sailing  vessels,  gross  tonnage  1331  ;  eighty-one 
steam  and  gasoline  vessels,  gross  tonnage  34,735 ; 
eighty  unrigged  vessels,  gross  tonnage  11,571. 


The  French  ship  Villc  du  Mulhouse,  which  left  this 
port  on  May  27  for  Queenstown,  carried  the  largest 
cargo  of  grain  of  any  sailing  vessel  this  year.  It  con- 
sisted of  88,851  centals  of  barley,  shipped  by  Strauss 
&  Co..  and  valued  at  $133,000. 


During  the  month  of  June  the  Grace  Line  will 
despatch  the  following  steamers  from  this  port  to  Cen- 
tral America,  Balboa,  Peru  and  Chile:  George  W.  Fen- 
wick,  Edgar  M.  Vance,  Tricolor,  Columbia,  and  St. 
Helens.  These  five  steamers  will  carry  from  this  port

An  iniportanl  part  rif  this  work  is  a  statement  nf  the 
arguments  in  favnr  nf  and  against  the  maintenance  nf 
resale  prices.  Separate  sub-coininittees  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  these  two  groups  of  arguments  and 
these  committees  are  now  collecting  material  for  their 
reports. 

The  arguments  in  favor  of  and  against  price  main- 
tenance arc  coni])aratively  simple  in  principle,  however, 
complex  they  may  be  in  form,  but  the  facts  out  of 
business  records  to  confirm  or  refute  these  are  difficult 
to  collect.  I'or  example,  it  is  declared  that  price  cut- 
ting destroys  the  genera!  distribution  of  an  identified 
article.  In  opposition  it  is  declared  that  such  cases 
are  rare,  if  there  are  any  at  all.  It  it  could  be  sliown 
from  reliable  records  of  a  large  number  of  cases  th.-il 
this  de.struction  of  general  distribution  actually  has 
occurred  in  a  large  number  of  instances,  the  first 
declaration  could  be  established.  If  such  evidence 
were  not  forthcoming,  however,  or  if  numerous  cases 
of  ability  to  resist  price  cutting  were  offered,  the  sec- 
ond declaration  would  be  given  added  weight. 

.\mong  the  types  of  evidence  sought  by  the  commit- 
tee are  the  following: 

1.  Cases  showing  whether  there  is  an  essential  dis- 
tinction between  goods  identified  by  brand  or  otherwise 
and  unidentified  goods,  to  the  advantage  of  the  former 
from  the  consumers'  point  of  view. 

2.  Cases  showing  whether  advertised  or  unadvertised 
goods  are  more  economical  for  the  consumer  to  purchase 
at  the  same  price.

5.  Cases  showing  whether  or  not  competitive  condi- 
tions prevent  the  making  of  exorbitant  profits,  on  iden- 
tified merchandise.

The  exhibit  of  the  California  Barrel  Co.  in  the  Palace  of 
Agriculture,  located  at  the  corner  of  Avenue  A  and  Third 
Street,  consists  of  a  great  variety  of  packages  adaptable  to 
many  uses. 

It  justifies  careful  study  especially  by  those  concerned  with 
the  safe  movement  of  valuable  food  products  free  from  dan- 
ger of  contamination,  as  well  as  by  those  interested  in  con- 
tainers more  generally. 

The  packages  on  exhibition  range  in  size  from  small  kegs 
and  kits  to  50-gallon  wine  and  oil  barrels. 

There  are  also  displayed  barrel  shooks  for  export;  namely, 
completely  manufactured  barrels,  knocked  down  and  compact- 
ly bundled  to  insure  economy  in  transportation. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  exhibit  is  that  the  containers 
displayed,  with  the  exception  of  those  intended  for  spirituous 
liquors,  are  all  manufactured  from  hard  Douglas  fir  or  Coast 
spruce  selected  from  the  forests  of  California,  effectively  dis- 
placing the  Eastern  white  oak.  ash.  elm  and  pine;  the  time 
having  passed  when  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  import  oak 
staves  and  heading  to  California  from  the  Eastern  States  to 
supply  material  from  which  to  manufacture  these  packages. 
It  has  been  conclusively  demonstrated  that  scientifically  man- 
ufactured California  spruce  and  hard  Douglas  fir  will  make 
superior  cooperage;  and  the  California  Barrel  Co.  utilizes 
these  woods  almost  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  some 
two  hundred  and  fifty  different  sized  barrels,  kegs,  kits  and 
pails  at  its  plant  in  San  Francisco. 

The  grape  keg,  specially  fitted  with  a  glass  head  to  admit 
of  displaying  imitation  California  Emperor  grapes  packed  in 
redwood  sawdust,  will  indicate  to  the  visitor  the  manner  in 
which  many  thousands  of  pounds  of  these  and  other  brands 
of  California's  choicest  table  grapes  are  now  shipped  to  the 
Eastern  markets  in  competition  with  the  Almeria  grapes  im- 
ported from  Spain. 


BEDDING  BROS.  &  CO.  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

Belding  Bros.  &  Co.  of  California,  manufacturers  of  the 
Carlson-Currier  Co.  silks,  have  an  interesting  and  instructive 
exhibit  in  the  Palace  of  Varied  Industries,  where  they  have 
installed  the  principal  machinery  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
spool  and  embroidery  silks.  The  visitor  is  thus  enabled  to 
witness  the  complete  process  of  the  manufacture  of  spool 
silks.  The  machinery  consists  of  a  raw  silk  winder,  a  raw 
silk  doubling  machine,  a  spinner,  and  spooling  machines  for 
sewing  and  knitting  silks.  This  process  is  extremely  in- 
teresting and  never  fails  to  hold  the  attention.  A  portion 
of  their  exhibit  is  devoted  to  the  display  of  the  finished  pro- 
ducts and  is  very  attractively  shown  in  suitable  glass  cases. 

Aside  from  the  features  of  general  interest  the  exhibit  is 
particularly  instructive  in  that  it  demonstrates  the  practica- 
bility of  this  kind  of  manufacturing  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  we 
being  much  closer  to  the  source  of  the  raw  material.

The  Peck  &  Hills  Furniture  Company's  exhibit  in  the  Pal- 
ace of  Manufactures,  the  "Home  Beautiful,"  consisting  of 
four  rooms,  furnished  in  period  styles  with  draperies,  fixtures 
and  Oriental  rugs  to  harmonize  in  tone  and  design,  is  one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  educational  displays  on  the  grounds. 

The  Souvenir  Booklet  given  out  in  this  exhibit  explains  the 
furnishings  and  gives  a  brief  history  of  period  styles;  also 
contains  illustrations  in  miniature  of  the  designs  originated 
by  the  great  English  and  French  master  woodworkers  of  the 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries. 

The  entrance  leads  into  a  lofty  and  spacious  Colonial  Liv- 
ing Room;  the  interior  woodwork  is  in  old  ivory  retouched 
with  gold,  while  the  wall  paper  is  a  neutral  drab  with  a 
"Chippendale"  motif  thereon.  The  hangings  are  a  rich 
"Copenhagen"  blue  of  fine  "Angelo"  velour  with  ivory  cur- 
tains next  to  the  windows  of  genuine  silk  gauze.  The  fur- 
niture is  of  the  Georgian  period,  in  which  the  types  of  Chip- 
pendale and  Manwaring  are  blended;  the  wood  of  fine  old 
Santo  Domingo  mahogany  in  the  antique  finish  and  the  up- 
holstery of  "Frise"  mohair  velvet  in  French  gray  color. 
There  is  a  sense  of  strength,  beauty  and  restfulness  about  the 
entire  scheme. 

The  bedroom  furniture  is  a  composite  type.  Chippendale 
and  Adam,  of  mahogany  finished  in  old  ivory.  There  is  a 
warm,  gray  Wilton  carpet,  ivory  wood  trimmings,  silk  "Tek- 
ko"  paper  on  the  walls  and  wistaria  hangings  especially  made 
to  harmonize  with  the  color  scheme.

CUMMINS  AMENDMENT. 

The  Traffic  Uureau  has  received  a  great  many  in- 
([uirics  pertaining  to  the  Cummins  Amendment  to  the 
Act  to  Regulate  Commerce.  It  is  thought  advisable 
III  publish  the  amendment  in  full.     It  is  as  follows: 

"That  any  common  carrier,  railroad,  or  transportation  com- 
pany, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  receiving  property 
tor  transpoitation  from  a  point  in  one  State  or  Territory  or 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  a  point  in  another  State,  Terri- 
tory, District  of  Columbia,  or  from  any  point  in  the  United 
States  to  a  point  in  an  adjacent  foreign  country  shall  issue  a 
receipt  or  bill  of  lading  therefor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the 
lawful  holder  thereof  for  any  loss,  damage,  or  injury  to  such 
property  caused  by  it  or  by  any  common  carrier,  railroad,  or 
transportation  company  to  which  such  property  may  be  de- 
livered or  over  whose  line  or  lines  such  property  may  pass 
within  the  United  States  or  within  an  adjacent  foreign  coun- 
try when  transported  on  a  through  bill  of  lading,  and  no  con- 
tract, receipt,  rule,  regulation,  or  other  limitation  of  any  char- 
acter whatsoever,  shall  exempt  such  common  carrier,  rail- 
load  or  transportation  company  from  the  liability  hereby 
imposed:  and  any  such  common  carrier,  railroad,  or  trans- 
portation company  so  receiving  property  for  transportation 
from  a  point  in  one  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia to  a  point  in  another  State  or  Territory,  or  from  a 
point  in  a  State  or  Territory  to  a  point  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  from  any  point  in  the  United  States  to  a  point 
in  an  adjacent  foreign  country,  or  for  transportation  wholly 
within  a  Territory  shall  be  liable  to  the  lawful  holder  of  said 
receipt  or  bill  of  lading  or  to  any  party  entitled  to  recover 
thereon,  whether  such  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  has  been  issued 
or  not,  for  the  full  actual  loss,  damage,  or  injury  to  such 
property  caused  by  it  or  by  any  such  common  carrier,  rail- 
road, or  transportation  company  to  which  such  property  may 
be  delivered  or  over  whose  line  or  lines  such  property 
may  pass  within  the  United  States  or  within  an  adjacent 
foreign  country  when  transported  on  a  through  bill  of  lad- 
ing notwithstanding  any  limitation  of  liability  or  limita- 
tion of  the  amount  of  recovery  or  representation  or  agree- 
ment as  to  value  in  any  such  receipt  or  bill  of  lading,  or 
in  any  contract,  rule,  regulation,  or  in  any  tariff  filed  with 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission:  and  any  such  limi- 
tation without  respect  to  the  manner  or  form  in  which  it 
is  sought  to  be  made  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful 
and  void:  Provided,  however.  That  if  the  goods  are  hid- 
den from  view  by  wrapping,  boxing,  or  other  means,  and 
the  carrier  is  not  notified  as  to  the  character  of  the  goods, 
the  carrier  may  require  the  shipper  to  specifically  state  in 
writing  the  value  of  the  goods,  and  the  carrier  shall  not  be 
liable  beyond  the  amount  so  specifically  stated,  in  which  case 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  may  establish  and 
maintain  rates  for  transportation,  dependent  upon  the  value 
of  the  property  shipped  as  specificallv  stated  in  writing  by  the 
shipper.  Such  rates  shall  be  published  as  are  other  rate 
schedules:  Provided,  further.  That  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  deprive  any  holder  of  such  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  of 
any  remedy  or  right  of  action  which  he  has  under  the  exist- 
ing law:  Provided  further.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
s'jch  common  carrier  to  provide  by  rule,  contract,  regulation, 
or  otherwise  a  shorter  period  for  giving  notice  of  claims 
than  ninety  days  and  for  the  filing  of  claims  for  a  shorter 
period  than  four  months:  and  for  the  institution  of  suits  than 
two  years:  Provided,  however,  that  if  the  loss,  damage,  or 
injury  complained  of  was  due  to  delay  or  damage  while  being 
loaded  or  unloaded,  or  damaged  in  transit  by  carelessness  or 
negligence,  then  no  notice  of  claim  nor  filing  of  claim  shall  be 
required  as  a  condition  precedent  to  recovery." 
This  act  takes  effect  lune  2,  1915.

I'lulcr  iI.Uc  of  June  8tli,  the  Ilritish  Consul  Ceiieral 
informs  the  Chamber  that  according  to  arrangements 
made  li\'  His  Majesty's  Government  with  the  Nether- 
lands (  lovernment.  all  shipments  of  wheat  shoitld  be 
consigned  to  that  Government  when  destined  for  con- 
snmiJtion  in  Holland,  antl  all  other  commotlities  which 
are  on  the  Tiritish  contraband  lists  and  ilestined  for 
consumption  in  Holland  should  be  consigned  to  the 
Netherlands  Overseas  Trust.  This  arrangement  is 
made  with  the  object  of  insuring  non-interference  by 
the  Hritish  authorities,  ^^'heat  includes  also  flour  and 
meal. 


CHANGE  IN  PIER  NUMBERING. 

The  .State  Board  of  liarbor  Commissioners  have 
completed  the  renumbering  of  certain  piers  south  of 
the  Ferry  Building.  This  was  made  necessary  by  the 
demolition  of  former  piers  Nos.  4,  6.  8,  10.  14  and  16. 
Piers  Nos.  26  down  to  46  retain  their  old  numbers 
while  the  following  changes  are  made  north  of  Pier 
26;  New  pier  under  construction  opposite  foot  of  Har- 
rison Street,  designated  Pier  24;  the  next  pier  north, 
now  under  planning,  designated  Pier  22 ;  the  pier  next 
north  thereof  (now  known  as  Pier  12,  desi.gnated  Pier 
20;  the  new  pier  next  north  thereof,  designated  Pier  18; 
the  new  pier  next  north  thereof,  opposite  the  foot  of 
Howard  Street,  designated  Pier  16;  the  new  pier  next 
north  thereof,  recently  completed,  and  being  the  large 
dolphin  making  the  southern  end  of  the  ferry  slip 
system,  designated  Pier  14.

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Chamber's  Vote  on  Merchant  Marine  Referendum. 

Kefereiuliiin  Xo.  9.  regarding  the  iipbnilcling  I'f  a 
])crmanent  American  merchant  marine,  which  was  re- 
ferred by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States  to  its  membership,  has  been  reported  to  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  of  the  Cliamber  by  the  Maritime 
Affairs  and  flarbor  Committee,  and  the  Board  de- 
cided to  cast  the  following  ^ote  on  the  questions  sub- 
mitted : 

BALLOT  NO.   1. 

(1)  Government  undertaking  the  purchase,  construction. 
or  charter  of  vessels  for  mercantile  purposes,  together  with 
the  operation  of  such  vessels.     OPPOSED. 

(2)  Ownership  of  merchant  vessels  by  the  Government,  but 
with  operation  by  private  parties  under  leases.     OPPOSED. 

(3)  Subsidies  from  the  Government  sufficient  to  oifset  the 
difference  in  cost  between  operation  of  vessels  under  the 
American  flag  and  operation  in  the  same  deep-sea  trades  un- 
der foreign  flags.     OPPOSED. 

(4)  Subventions  from  the  Government  to  establish  regular 
mail  and  freight  lines  under  the  American  flag  to  countries 
in  which  the  commercial  interests  of  the  United  States  are 
important,  and  to  American  dependencies.     IN  FAVOR. 


BALLOT  NO.  2. 

(1)  The  creation  of  a  Federal  Shipping  Board  to  investi- 
gate and  to  report  to  Congress  regarding  the  navigation  laws 
and  to  have  full  jurisdiction,  under  the  law,  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  over-sea  transportation.     OPPOSED. 

(2)  That  the  Government  subscribe  to  the  entire  stock 
of  a  Marine  Development  Company  with  a  capital  of  thirty 
million  dollars,  this  company  to  have  authority  for  seven 
years  to  lend,  under  supervision  of  the  Federal  Shipping 
Board,  upon  the  security  of  first  mortgages  on  merchant  ves- 
sels, taking  as  evidence  of  this  indebtedness  bonds  which  bear 
a  fair  rate  of  interest  and  contain  provisions  for  amortization, 
the  development  company  to  guarantee  the  bonds  as  to  prin- 
cipal and  interest  and  sell  them  to  the  public.     OPPOSED. 

(3)  That  the  Ocean-Mail  Law  of  1891  be  amended  by  low- 
ering the  speed  for  first-class  steamers  from  twenty  to  sixteen 
knots  and  for  second-class  steamers  from  sixteen  to  twelve 
knots,  and  by  making  the  compensation  adequate  to  permit 
the  establishment  of  lines  of  steamships  carrying  both  mail 
and  freight.     IN  FAVOR. 

(4)  That  there  should  be  legislation  abolishing  deferred 
rebates  and  providing  for  supervision  of  rates  by  the  Federal 
Shipping  Board,  with  requirements  for  filing  with  the  Board 
schedules  of  rates  and  all  agreements  among  over-sea  lines. 
OPPOSED. 

(5)  That  Federal  licenses  should  be  taken  out  by  lines, 
domestic  and  foreign,  engaged  in  shipping  between  ports  of 
the  United  States  and  other  countries.     OPPOSED. 


RETURN   OF  CHINESE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  members  of  the  Honorary  Commercial 
Commissioners  from  the  Republic  of  China  will 
return  to  San  Francisco  on  June  30th,  after  a  visit 
to  the  principal  cities  of  the  country.  The  object 
of  their  visit  was  to  inform  themselves  on  the  bus- 
iness methods  which  obtain  in  the  United  States 
and  to  become  personally  acquainted  with  the 
business  men,  to  the  end  that  better  commercial 
relations  might  result.  Their  object  has  been  ac- 
complished and  from  various  parts  of  the  country 
the  word  has  come  that  business  connections  have 
been  formed  and  contracts  for  large  amounts  of 
supplies  have  been  entered  into. 

Their  present  visit  to  San  Francisco  will  be  un- 
official and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  have 
them  meet  individually  the  merchants  and  manu- 
facturers of  the  city. 


-\ccompanying  the  foregoing  vote  of  the  Chamber  was 
a  letter  setting  forth  to  the  National  Chamber  that  this 
organization  felt  that  the  necessity  for  more  .American 
ships  being  secured,  was  urgent ;  jjut  that  the  chamber 
was  obliged  to  vote  "no"'  on  certain  of  the  questions 
liecause  they  contained  more  than  one  proposition,  and 
while  the  Chamber  was  in  favor  of  a  portion  of  such 
(|uestions,  it  was  opposed  to  other  portions  and  there- 
fore could  not  vote  in  favor  of  the  questions  as  sub- 
mitted. 


EXTENSION     OF    FORBIDDEN     ANCHORAGE 
AREA  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO  BAY. 

.\t  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Chamber,  held  June  15th,  the  Maritime  Afifairs  and 
Harbor  Committee  reported  that  it  was  proposed  to 
e.xtend  the  forbidden  anchora.ge  area  of  the  bay  and  the 
committee  recommended  that  before  this  was  done  the 
government  engineers  grant  a  hearing-  tn  the  shipping 
interests  in  the  matter. 
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THE    PROBLEM    OF    HIGH    TAXES    IN     SAN 
FRANCISCO. 

This  is  the  title  of  a  report  issued  in  book  form  by 
tlie  California  State  Tax  .\ssociation  showing  the  re- 
sult of  an  exhaustive  investigation  into  the  subject  of 
revenue  and  expenditures  of  this  city.  The  investiga- 
tion has  apparently  been  very  thorough  and  painstak- 
ing and  includes  all  phases  of  the  problem.  The  dis- 
tribution of  tax  burden,  making  of  budgets,  department 
expenditures,  efficienc)-,  etc..  and  also  including  very 
valuable  suggestions  looking  to  a  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem of  increasing  taxation  in  San  Francisco. 

The  report  is  contained  in  a  book  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  pages,  with  many  charts  and  interesting 
data. 

This  report  is  in  no  sense  a  criticism  of  the  present 
or  any  past  city  administration,  and  on  the  contrary 
emphasizes  the  determination  of  the  association  to 
avoid  personal  criticism,  and  consists  in  a  presentation 
of  facts  developed  by  the  investigation  and  an  intelli- 
gent consideration  of  these  facts  with  recommenda- 
tions looking  towards  an  ultimate  solution,  .\ltogether 
the  report  is  one  which  should  be  carefully  studied  by 
every  taxpayer  in  San  Francisco,  with  a  view  of  in- 
forming himself  or  herself  of  the  actual  situation,  so 
that  enlightened  co-operation  will  bring  the  greatest 
possible  municipal  efficiency  to  our  city.

THE  LUNCHEON  TO  THE  CONGRESSIONAL 
COMMITTEE, 

Disregarding  the  rule  which  they  have  consistently 
iibscrved  while  in  California,  the  members  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  on  .\i)propriati<ins  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  members  of  the  Reclamation  Commission 
were  the  guests  last  Thursday  of  the  Chamber  and  the 
Conmiercial  Club  at  an  informal  luncheon.  I'"redcrick 
J.  Koster.  \'ice-President  of  the  Chamber,  presided, 
and  Mr.  I.ouis  Block,  \"ice-President  of  the  Connner- 
cial  Club,  was  toastmaster.  Speakers  were  United 
States  Senator  Phelan.  who  welcomed  the  committee 
to  California;  Mr.  il.  H,  De  Young,  who  addressed 
them  on  behalf  of  the  Exposition;  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Fitz- 
gerald, chairman  of  the  committee ;  the  Hon.  Freder- 
ick n.  Gillett,  the  Hon.  Frank  \\'.  Mondell  and  Assist- 
ant Secretary  of  the  Interior  Mather. 

The  committee  is  investigating  reclamation  and 
other  projects  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  their  visit  is  of 
supreme  importance  and  cannot  but  result  in  good  t'< 
California.  These  committeemen  have  seen  for  them- 
selves the  projects  they  will  be  called  upon  to  consider 
and  they  have  met  informally  those  most  interested  in 
these  projects.  They  will  carry  away  with  them  a 
better  understanding  of  both. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  million  dollars  has  already 
been  expended  on  the  reclamation  projects  of  the  coun- 
try and  SI  .^0.000.000  additional  will  be  required  to  com- 
plete them.  As  the  chairman  of  the  committee  said. 
"These  things  must  be  studied  first  hand:  maps  will 
not  serve." 


FIRST  AID  DEMONSTRATION.

SUNSET    MAGAZINE 

The  "Sunset  Corner"  of  the  California  Building  has  been 
turned  into  a  little  Palace  of  Western  Fine  Arts  by  the  Sunset 
Magazine.  The  wall,  which  has  been  ornamented  with  arches 
and  cornices  of  travertine,  is  hung  with  the  originals  of  the 
colored  illustrations  of  California  scenes  for  which  the  maga- 
zine is  noted  all  over  the  country.  Notable  among  these  are 
paintings  by  Maynard  Dixon  and  W.  H.  Bull.  In  addition  to 
these  works  of  art  there  is  an  immense  painting  representing 
the  famous  Sunset  Indian  upon  the  shore  of  the  sunset  sea. 
An  electric  sun  sinks  into  the  sea,  repeating  the  process  con- 
stantly without  waiting  for  the  regular  solar  schedule,  that 
no  visitor  to  the  California  Building  may  miss  the  significance 
of  the  symbol.  To  further  emphasize  it,  the  corner  is  decorat- 
ed with  brilliant  sunflowers  and  upon  one  of  the  flowers, 
which  stands  seven  feet  high  and  faces  the  spectacle  of  the 
sinking  sun,  there  is  the  legend: 

Symbol  of  East-and-West. 
"The  sunflower  turns  on  her  god  when  he  sets 
The  same  look  that  she  turned  when  he  rose." 

The  magazine  also  displays  copies  of  the  many  illustrated 
booklets  which  it  has  issued  in  the  interest  of  various  sections 
of  the  State  and  the  attendants  assist  in  directing  inquirers 


to  the  proper  sources  of  information.  A  somewhat  similar 
exhibit  is  also  maintained  by  the  publishers,  Woodhead, 
Field  &  Co.,  in  the  Palace  of  Liberal  Arts. 


THE    GNU    SALES    CORPORATION. 

The  Gnu  Sales  Corporation  has  a  most  attractive  booth 
and  exhibit  on  Second  Street  between  Avenues  C  and  D  in 
the  Palace  of  Liberal  Arts. 

The  Gnu  Sales  Corporation  are  exhibiting  what  is  known 
as  the  "Gnu"  system,  comprising  a  special  type  of  automatic 
copy  holder  and  a  loose-leaf  stenographic  notebook. 

The  copy  holder  is  easily  and  instantly  attachable  and  de- 
tachable to  any  standard  make  of  typewriter,  and  although 
acting  independently,  is  in  reality  a  part  of  the  same,  having 
a  key  at  the  right  of  the  typewriter  keyboard,  which,  by  a 
slight  tap,  revolves  the  platen  of  the  holder  to  single,  double 
or  triple  spacing,  previously  and  simply  adjusted  by  the 
operator,  thus  exposing  a  new  line  of  typing  or  writing  on 
the  paper  or  notes  being  copied. 

The  company  also  exhibits  a  loose-leaf  notebook,  of  a  con- 
tinuous-strip style,  requiring  no  individual  binding. 

Those  interested  in  office  efficiency  will  find  this  exhibit 
both  interesting  and  instructive. 
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TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

EXPRESS    RECEIPT   CHANGED. 

Owing  to  tho  many  inquiries  received  about  the  new 
requirements  in  express  receipts,  the  Traffic  Bureau 
considers  it  wise  to  set  forth  the  facts  in  the  matter  in 
full.    They  are  stated  briefly  as  possible  as  follows : 

Express  companies  have  revised  their  uniform  express  re- 
ceipt so  as  to  make  it  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Cummins  amendment  and  it  has  been  made  effective  by  means 
of  the  Commission's  thirteenth  supplemental  order  in  Docket 
No.  4198,  "In  the  Matter  of  Express  Rates,  Practices,  Ac- 
counts and  Revenues,"  generally  known  as  "the  express  rate 
case."  The  receipt  now  conforms  to  the  agreement  entered 
into  with  regard  to  the  uniform  bill  of  lading  now  used  in 
Official  and  Western  Classification  territories.  The  Southern 
Classification  territory  standard  bill  of  lading  will  be  changed 
as  soon  as  possible.  At  present  it  is  being  rubber  stamped 
so  as  to  remove  from  it  all  "limitations  of  liability  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  act  of  March  3.  1915,  effective  June  3,  1915." 

The  chief  change  in  the  uniform  receipt  is  to  be  found  in 
the  fact  that  the  shipper,  as  well  as  the  agent  of  the  express 
company,  must  now  sign  it,  as  evidence  of  his  acceptance  of 
it.  On  the  face  of  the  receipt  appears  a  note  as  follows: 
"The  company's  charge  is  based  upon  the  character  of  the 
property,  of  which  its  value  is  an  element,  and  its  value  must 
be  declared  in  writing  by  the  shipper  unless  its  character  is 
otherwise  disclosed.  When  goods  are  hidden  from  view  by 
wrapping,  boxing  or  other  means  and  the  company  is  not 
notified  of  the  character  thereof,  the  shipper's  declaration  of 
value  may  be  made  by  notation  'not  exceeding  $50'  or  'not 
exceeding  $50  or  50  cents  per  pound,  actual  weight.'  " 

On  the  back  of  the  receipt  are  printed  the  conditions  that 
require  notice  of  loss  or  damage  within  four  months,  the  be- 
ginning of  suits  within  two  years  and  the  declaration  that  the 
company  will  be  liable,  in  case  of  loss  or  damage,  for  the 
"value  of  the  goods  at  place  and  time  of  shipment." 

The  supplemental  order  also  provides  for  changes  in  the 
Official  Express  Classification  with  regard  to  the  application 
of  third-class  rates,  which  apply  only  to  articles  worth  less 
than  $10,  with  a  minimum  charge  of  15  cents.  The  shipper 
must  put  on  the  package  the  notation,  "value  not  exceeding 
$10,"  and  that  must  be  entered  in  the  receipt.  If  the  shipper 
lies  about  the  value,  the  question  arises  as  to  whether  he  is 
not  guilty  of  the  jail  demeanor  of  false  billing,  for  which 
there  is  also  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000. 

The  order  also  allows  changes  to  be  made  in  the  classifica- 
tion with  regard  to  live  animals,  live  birds  and  live  stock,  as 
to  the  value  of  which  the  shipper  must  make  declaration  if 
the  value  of  horses,  mules,  jacks,  bulls,  dogs,  ferrets,  cats, 
sheep,  burros,  cows,  colts,  calves  or  ponies  is  greater  than 
$50.  If  the  value  of  birds,  reptiles  or  anything  of  the  smaller 
animal  kind  is  greater  than  $5  each  or  if  100  pounds  of  such 
is  of  greater  value  than  $50.  the  shipper  must  make  a  declara- 
tion, and  that  value  must  be  entered  on  the  receipt. 

All  these  declarations  as  to  value  are  made  necessary  by 
the  Cummins  act.  It  forbids  the  carriers  to  limit  their  liabil- 
ity. Heretofore  carriers  have  simply  fixed  a  maximum  value 
for  the  normal  rate.  That  is,  they  have  said  that  if  a  trunk 
was  lost  they  would  pay  not  more  than  $100,  or  if  a  horse 
was  killed  they  would  pay  not  more  than  $150,  and  so  on 
down  through  the  list  of  commodities  transported,  which, 
from  their  character,  indicated  the  possibility  of  there  being 
high  values  placed  on  them  in  case  of  loss. 

If  the  shipper  desired  to  recover  a  higher  value,  in  case  of 
loss  and  damage,  the  burden  was  upon  him  of  declaring  such 
higher  value  and  paying  excess  rates. 

Cummins  assumed  that  that  was  a  bad  thing.  So  he  placed 
the  burden  of  finding  out  how  much  an  article  was  worth  on 
the  carrier.  Thereupon  the  carriers  changed  their  rules  so 
as  to  require  the  shippers  to  declare,  in  writing  the  value  of 
articles,  to  the  end  that  they  might  assess  the  proper  rates. 
That  is  why  it  is  necessary  for  anyone  desiring  to  send  a  trunk 
to  tell  the  railroad  company,  in  a  way  that  will  make  a  certain 
and  definite  record,  what  its  contents  are  worth. 

Inasmuch  as  the  carrier  is  liable  for  the  full  amount,  it  must 
know  whether  a  trunk  is  worth  $50  or  $2,500.  It  is  obvious 
that  there  is  greater  risk  of  having  to  pay  heavy  damages 
for  carrying  a  trunk  worth  $2,500  than  in  carrying  one  worth 
not  more  than  $100,  and  the  checker  of  the  more  valuable 
trunk  ought  to  pay  more  than  the  checker  of  one  worth  not 
more  than  $100. 


The  old  rule  can  no  longer  be  followed,  because  "it  is  a 
limitation  on  liability."  The  rate  on  trunks  is  the  same  as 
ever,  but  the  man  who  checks  one  must  tell  the  railroad 
company  the  value,  so  that  it  may  not  be  caught  with  a  claim 
for  $500,  without  the  smallest  chance  to  resist  it. 

Under  the  old  system,  if  a  man  declined  to  accept  the  uni- 
form bill  of  lading,  the  uniform  express  receipt  or  the  or- 
dinary baggage  rule,  he  was  required  to  pay  a  10  per  cent 
increase  in  rates.  Inasmuch  as  nobody  thought  of  doing  such 
a  thing,  that  10  per  cent  rule  was  a  dead  letter. 

It  remained  a  dead  letter  until  the  Cummins  law  was  en- 
acted. Then  the  carriers,  in  a  conference  with  the  Commis- 
sion on  April  10th,  said  that  they  would  not  undertake  to 
justify  a  10  per  cent  advance  such  as  they  claimed  would  be 
automatically  forced  by  the  law,  because  the  uniform  bills  of 
lading  and  receipts  had  become  unlawful  and  might  no  longer 
be  used  because  they  were  "limitations  upon  liability  in  case 
of  loss  or  damage." 


The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  advice  to  the 
effect  that  transcontinental  west-bound  freight  rates 
to  terminal  ports.  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  San  Pedro, 
San  Diego,  also  Portland  and  Puget  Sound  ports,  will 
become  efTective  on  July  5th,  where  the  new  tariflF 
makes  only  a  change  in  the  minimum  carload  weight 
or  does  not  increase  the  present  freight  rate. 

It  is  understood  that  where  the  present  freight  rate 
is  increased  that  the  tariff  will  go  into  effect  July  15th. 
The  increases,  where  they  occur,  will  not  be  to  the 
ports  and  terminal  points  mentioned,  but  there  may 
possibly  be  some  increases  to  intermediate  points. 

There  is  quite  a  long  supplementary  list  of  so-called 
Schedule  C  commodities,  that  is,  commodities  on  which 
the  carriers  desire  to  publish  a  lower  rate  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  other  terminal  points  than  they  apply  to  in- 
termediate points,  now  pending  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  Of  course  the  effective  date 
of  such  of  these  .Schedule  C  commodities  as  the  Com- 
mission permits  to  go  into  effect  has  not  been  an- 
nounced. 


The  A\'ells  Fargo  Express  Company  has  issued  a 
circular  showing  the  comparative  rates  on  excess  bag- 
gage and  express  between  San  Francisco  and  about 
sixty  principal  points  throughout  the  United  States 
where  the  express  rate  is  lower  than  the  excess  bag- 
gage rate. 

This  information  can  be  had  cither  by  inquiring  at 
tlie  Traffic  Bureau  or  at  the  office  of  Wells  Fargo  Ex- 
press Company. 


The  steamship  companies  operating  between  San 
Francisco  and  points  south  in  California,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  requirement  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  file  their  tariffs,  presented  schedules  in  which  a  num- 
ber of  rates  were  raised  above  the  rates  heretofore 
charged  by  these  companies.  The  Commission  has 
notified  these  carriers  that  they  will  not  be  permitted 
to  thus  raise  these  rates,  and  that  in  order  to  increase 
thein  they  must  make  formal  application  asking  the 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  this  effect.  The  steam- 
ship companies  have  also  been  informed  by  the  Com- 
mission that  such  shippers  as  may  make  inquiry  will 
be  advised  that  the  increased  rates  cannot  be  collected 
until  such  time  as  the  increases  may  be  authorized  by 
the  Commission. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  requested  notification  from 
the  Commission  of  any  such  applications  for  rate  in- 
creases. 
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MARINE    DEPARTMENT    NEWS 

The  United  States  tiovernment  lias  on  the  way  and 
chartered,  seven  steamers  carrying  coal  cargoes  from 
the  Atlantic  Range  to  San  Francisco.  The  vessels  will 
carry  about  25.200  tons  of  coal,  to  be  discharged  at  the 
navv  bunkers  at  Mare  Island. 


Schooner  William  H.  Smith,  now  on  the  way  ironi 
Apia,  has  alioard  600  tons  copra,  consigned  to  .-\tkins, 
Kroll  &  Co.,  of  this  city. 


The  well-known  coasting  steamer  Wellington,  for 
manv  years  plying  between  Xanainio,  B.  C.  and  San 
I'ranci.sco,  and  which  has  been  laid  up  at  Nanaimo 
since  March  26,  1913,  has  been  chartered  to  carry  a 
full  cargo  of  lumber  from  the  British  Columbia  port  to 
Xew  York,  going  via  the  Panama  Canal.  This  will 
be  the  first  lime  the  vessel  has  ever  carried  any  com- 
nioditv  but  coal. 


Pacific  .Mail  steamer  City  of  P'ara,  which  arrived  in 
this  port  on  June  9th,  had  treasure  aboard  amounting 
to  $135,987.  brought  from  Mexican  ports,  and  12.155 
bags  coffee  and  a  large  lot  of  miscellaneous  mer- 
chandise. 


The  Panama  Pacific  liner  Kroonland.  hence  the  16th 
for  Xew  York,  carried  a  large  quantity  of  flour  for 
European  ports  via  Xew  York,  where  it  will  be  tran- 
shipped. A  large  quantity  also  was  taken  by  her  sister 
ship  Finland  when  she  departed  from  here.  Owing 
to  the  low  rate  the  canal  affords,  it  is  possible  to  com- 
pete with  the  Eastern  millers  in  supplying  the  Euro- 
pean demand,  an  opportunity  which  our  local  shippers 
were  quick  to  grasp. 


DECREASING    NUMBER    OF    VACANT    FLATS 
AND  DWELLINGS. 

The  vacancies  in  flats  and  dwellings  are  steadily  de- 
creasing, in  spite  of  the  increasing  number  of  flats  and 
apartment  buildings  that  are  being  erected  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  least  number  of  vacancies  in  1914  was 
7,058,  in  December.  In  March  of  this  year,  the  last 
month  for  which  figures  are  available,  there  were  6,367 
vacancies.  These  figures  are  published  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  and  do  not  include  vacancies 
in  hotels  or  apartments.  There  are  very  few  vacancies, 
however,  in  the  latter,  on  account  of  the  large  number 
of  tourists  visiting  the  Exposition.

PAN-AMERICAN     FINANCIAL    CONFERENCE. 

Mr.  Jolm  Clausen,  manager  foreign  department. 
Crocker  Xational  Bank,  was  appointed  a  delegate  to 
represent  the  Pacific  Coast  by  Secretary  Mc.\doo  to 
the  Pan-.\merican  Financial  Conference,  held  in  Wash- 
ington ilay  24th  to  29th.  Mr.  Clausen  was  also  ap- 
pointed a  delegate  to  represent  the  foreign  trade  de- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Cominerce. 

Mr.  Clausen  has  just  returned  and  reports  that  there 
were  eighteen  Latin-American  countries  represented, 
which  were  divided  up  into  eighteen  groups,  and  their 
representatives,  together  with  the  representatives  from 
the  United  States,  met  as  individual  committees.  The 
reports  of  such  committees  were  subsequently  reported 
to  the  conference  as  a  whole. 

One  of  the  principal  matters  considered  was  lack  of 
transportation.  The  Argentina  representatives  sug- 
gested the  forming  of  a  company,  financed  by  citizens 
of  the  United  States  and  Argentina,  to  purchase  and 
operate  ships  between  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  Ar- 
gentina. That  failing  in  doing  this  or  securing  sat- 
isfactory steamship  service,  it  was  suggested  that  the 
United  States  Government  be  requested  to  issue  bonds 
for  increasing  the  fleet  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steam- 
ship Line  to  operate  between  East  Coast  points  and 
X'ew  Y'ork. 

The  question  of  financing  was  given  a  great  deal  of 
attention  and  the  Latin-American  delegates  were  im- 
pressed with  the  desirability  of  reducing  the  existing 
credit  time,  which  is  from  9  to  12  luonths  to  3  months 
draft  subj'ect  to  acceptance,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
suggestion  will  be  favorably  considered  bv'  their  re- 
spective governments. 

The  question  of  import  duties,  uniform  consular  in- 
voices, and  more  uniform  and  less  onerous  customs 
regulations  also  came  in  for  consideration,  and  it  is 
hoped  considerable  improvement  in  these  will  be  no- 
ticed later  on. 

Mr.  Clausen  reports  that  while  no  definite  results 
had  been  secured  for  immediate  action,  the  foundation 
is  laid  for  a  much  closer  commercial  intercourse  and 
with  verv  much  easier  conditions  to  contend  with.

THE  BEACH  ESPLANADE. 

At  last  a  start  has  been  made  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  ocean  beach  Last  week  a  confer- 
ence was  held  between  the  Street  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Superintendent  of 
Golden  Gate  Park,  the  City  Engineer,  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  As 
a  result  the  Street  Committee  has  recommended 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  be  directed  to  prepare  plans  for 
the  construction  of  a  seawall  and  such  other  fea- 
tures as  will  preserve  and  beautify  this  great 
natural  asset  of  our  city. 

While  $50,000  was  appropriated  for  the  first 
section  of  the  Esplanade  this  year,  it  does  not 
follow  that  only  this  sum  will  be  available  each 
year.  It  is  expected  that  the  construction  of  this 
first  unit  will  so  impress  the  public  with  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  early  completion  of  the  improve- 
ment that  there  will  be  a  strong  public  demand 
that  the  completion  of  the  entire  Esplanade  be 
hastened  as  rapidly  as  possible  during  the  next 
few  years.

The  purchasing  |)ower  of  .\laska  is  measured  by  its 
resources.    These  are  great. 

In  1914,  with  a  population  of  only  65,000,  the  im- 
])ortance  of  the  Alaska  market  to  the  United  States 
equaled  that  of  China,  with  a  population  of  336,000,000. 

Sparsely  populated,  and  with  inadequate  transporta- 
tion facilities,  Alaska  has  given  to  the  world,  since 
1867,  $2.^0,000.000  in  gold ;  $254,000,000  in  fishery  prod- 
ucts (including  salmon,  fur  seal  and  sea  otter)  ;  $20.- 
(XX),000  worth  of  copper;  and  silver,  coal,  marble,  veg- 
etables, etc.,  amounting  to  $2,000,000. 

Alaska's  commercial  relations  are  chiefly  with  the 
United  States. 

Our  trade  with  Alaska  has  doubled  in  ten  years. 

Our  shipments  to  Alaska  last  year  included  manu- 
factured articles  valued  at  $14,300,000  and  foodstuffs 
amounting  to  $6,200,000. 

Alaska  has  5,000  miles  of  navigable  rivers. 

About  one-third  of  the  gold  produced  in  Alaska  was 
produced  on  the  Seward  peninsula,  and  the  Seward 
peninsula  is  as  accessible  to  San  Francisco  as  any  other 
part  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  first  available  coal  supply  and  the  Government 
railway  are  on  the  Seward  peninsula. 

Alaska  as  a  source  of  supply  of  raw  materials  for 
San  Francisco  manufactures  should  not  be  overlooked 
— gypsum,  cobalt,  nickel,  tin,  lead,  mica,  graphite  and 
tungsten  are  found  in  quantity. 

The  agricultural  valleys  are  large  and  the  United 
States  Agricultural  Department,  by  means  of  its  ex- 
periment stations,  has  demonstrated  the  enormous  pos- 
sibilities in  their  development. 

Alaska's  coal  supply  is  large  and  its  marketing  only 
waits  on  transportation. 

The  Government-owned  railroad  from  Seward  to 
Fairbanks,  with  branch  to  the  Matanuska  coal  fields,  is 
under  construction.  Grading  on  the  eight-mile  spur 
from  Anchorage  to  the  main  line  is  50  per  cent  com- 
pleted. The  advance  construction  camp  on  Eagle 
River  has  been  established.  Plans  are  prepared  for 
docks,  machine  shops  and  warehouses  at  Seward.  Ma- 
terial and  supplies  have  been  landed  at  Ship  Creek  on 
Cook's  Inlet,  and  the  actual  construction  of  the  rail- 
way has  commenced.

I'hilaildpliia  ami  San  l-'iancisco,  known  as  the  Western 
Xavifjation  Company.  The  first  steamer  to  come  to 
this  coast  will  be  the  F.ilison  Light,  a  vessel  of  169'i 
net  tons,  and  will  commence  loading  a  general  cargo 
for  this  citv  in  a   few  days. 


The  British  steamer  Merion  has  been  chartered  to 
load  a  general  cargo  on  I'nget  Sound  for  Vladivostok. 
This  vessel  has  a  net  tonnage  of  74.^9  tons,  ancl  the 
largest  to  be  chartered  for  some  months.  It  is  said 
she  will  carry  close  to  12,000  tons  of  cargo. 


Heavy  increase  in  passenger  traffic  is  reported  from 
Xiirth  Pacific  ports  to  -San  Francisco  and  Southern  Cal- 
ifornia by  all  steamship  agents,  several  lines  having 
all  reservations  engaged  ahead  for  several  trips. 


British  steamer  Egyptian  Transport  which  arrived 
at  San  Diego  on  June  13th  from  Norfolk,  Va..  had 
aboard  over  7000  tons  of  coal  consigned  to  the  United 
States  Government.  This  is  the  largest  shipment  of 
its  kind  to  San  Diego  from  the  Atlantic  range  this  year. 


Steamer  George  Hawley  has  been  chartered  to  carry 
a  cargo  of  steel  from  New  York,  delivering  part  at 
this  port  and  Portland,  Ore. 


Three  sailing  vessels  are  on  the  way  from  New- 
castle, England,  carrying  cargoes  of  coke  and  pig  iron, 
bound  to  this  port,  one  of  which  is  coming  via  the 
Panama    Canal. 


Pacific  Mail  steamer  Mongolia,  which  left  this  port 
on  June  12th,  carried  the  largest  cargo  taken  from  here 
by  an  Oriental  liner  this  year,  the  valuation  of  her 
cargo  being  $1.46.S,252.  This  does  not  include  treasure 
amounting  to  $202,356. 


Among  the  cargo  of  the  British  steamer  Merchant, 
which  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  June  23rd  from 
Liverpool,  was  816  packages  tea,  6947  packages  liquors. 
400  cases  olive  oil  and  306  boxes  soap. 


The  Greek  steamer  Constantinos  XII  has  been  char- 
tered to  load  at  this  port  for  the  United  Kingdom  by 
Balfour.  Guthrie  &  Co.  This  is  the  first  Greek  vessel 
to  enter  the  port  of  San  Francisco  in  over  thirty  years. 
The  vessel  will  take  a  general  cargo,  and  is  booked 
for  August  loading. 


VIOLATION    OF    NEUTRALITY    BY    BRITISH. 

The  I-'oreign  Trade  Committee  has  decided  to  rec- 
ommend to  the  Board  of  Directors  a  strong  protest 
against  the  seizure  and  interference  of  American  and 
neutral  ships  carrying  non-contraband  cargo  to  and 
from  neutral  countries.  Also  the  abuse  by  the  British 
censor  on  commercial  cables  to  and  from  neutral  coun- 
tries on  purely  neutral  commercial  business.  Any 
members  having  experienced  trouble  under  either  of 
these  conditions  are  urged  to  send  complete  facts  to 
the  Foreign  Trade  Department,  to  be  embodied  in  the 
protests  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  transmission 
to  the  Department  of  State.

IN  AID  OF  A  MERCHANT  MARINE. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Foreign  Trade  De- 
partment, the  Board  of  Directors  have  adopted  a  set 
of  resolutions  urging  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  appoint  a  commission  of  practical  steamship 
and  shipping  men  from  various  sections  of  the  coun- 
try to  study  the  maritime  laws  of  foreign  countries 
and  prepare  one  for  the  United  States  that  will  place 
American  ships  on  an  equality  with  those  of  foreign 
countries.  Copies  of  the  resolutions  have  been  sent 
to  400  commercial  organizations  throughout  the  coun- 
try urging  similar  action. 


RUSSIAN  CHAMBER  OF  EXPORT, 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  received 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  Acting  Consul  of  Russia 
a  notice  of  the  establishment  of  a  Russian  Chamber  of 
E.xport  at  Petrograd  which  invites  exporters  and  im- 
porters wishing  to  establish  direct  relations  with  Rus- 
sia to  correspond  direct  at  Nevsky  92,  Petrograd. 
Owing  to  stoppage  of  German  imports  an  excellent 
field  is  offered  to  American  manufacturers  for  the 
sending  out  of  circulars,  establishment  of  permanent 
exhibits  in  the  "museum  of  samples,"  all  of  which 
service  is  supplied  by  this  Chamber.  The  Chamber  in- 
tends to  get  up  a  directory  in  Russian  and  English  for 
the  export  and  import  trade,  where  no! ices  can  be  in- 
serted.

Result  of  the  Referendum  Vote  on  Merchant  Marine. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States 
announces  the  result  of  the  referendum  vote  of  its 
membership  regarding  the  question  of  a  merchant 
marine.  The  canvass  extended  to  ever)'  State  in  the 
Union  and  the  voting  has  been  going  on  in  the  var- 
ious cities  for  the  past  six  weeks.  There  were  two 
ballots.  Following  are  the  questions  submitted  to  the 
organizations  and  their  votes,  each  organization  be- 
ing entitled  to  from  one  to  ten  votes  according  to 
the  number  of  its  membership: 

Do  you  favor  the  Government  undertaking  the  purchase, 
construction,  or  charter  of  vessels  for  mercantile  purposes, 
together  with  the  operation  of  such  vessels? 
82  in  favor;  698  opposed. 

Do  you  favor  ownership  of  merchant  vessels  by  the  Gov- 
ernment but  with  operation  by  private  parties  under  leases? 
,^4  in  favor;  711  opposed. 

Do  you  favor  subsidies  from  the  Government  sufficient 
to  offset  the  difference  in  cost  between  operation  of  vessels 
under  the  American  flag  and  operation  in  the  same  deep-sea 
trades  under  foreign  flags? 

5.^S  in  favDr ;  186  opposed. 

Do  you  favor  subventions  from  the  Government  to  estab- 
lish regular  mail   and  freight  lines  under  the  American  flag 
to  countries  in  which  the  commercial  interests  of  the  United 
States  are  important,  and  to   American  dependencies? 
718  in  favor;  48  opposed. 

The  second  ballot,  which  follows,  sets  forth  the 
recommendations  by  the  National  Chamber's  special 
committee  on  merchant  marine  and  the  vote  of  the 
organizations   thereon. 

The  committee  recommends  the  creation  of  a  federal 
shipping  board  to  investigate  and  report  to  Congress  re- 
garding the  navigation  laws  and  to  have  full  jurisdiction, 
under  the  law,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  over-sea  trans- 
portation. 

()4.^  in  favor;  116  opposed. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Government  sub- 
scribe to  the  entire  stock  of  a  marine  development  com- 
pany with  a  capital  of  thirty  million  dollars,  this  company 
to  have  authority  for  seven  years  to  lend,  under  supervision 
of  the  federal  shipping  board,  upon  the  security  of  first 
mortgages  on  merchant  vessels,  taking  as  evidence  of  this 
indebtedness  bonds  which  bear  a  fair  rate  of  interest  and 
contain  provision  lor  amortization,  the  development  com- 
pany to  guarantee  the  bonds  as  to  principal  and  interest 
and  sell  them  to  the  public. 

422  in   favor;  314  opposed. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  ocean-mail  law  of 
1891  be  amended  by  lowering  the  speed  of  first-class  steam- 


ers   from    twenty    to     sixteen     knots    and    for    second-class 
steamers  from  sixteen  to  twelve  knots. 

660  in  favor;  66  opposed. 
The  committee  recommends  that  there  should  be  legisla- 
lation  abolishing  deferred  rebates  and  providing  for  the 
supervision  of  rates  by  the  federal  shipping  board,  with  re- 
quirements for  filing  with  the  board  schedules  of  rates  and 
all  agreements  among  over-sea  lines. 

607  in  favor:  l.M  opposed. 
The   committee   recommends   that   federal  licenses  should 
be    taken    out    by    lines,    domestic    and    foreign,    engaged    in 
shipping   between    ports   of   the    United    States    and    other 
countries. 

616  in  favor;  121  opposed. 
The    entire    result    of    the    canvass,    including    an 
analysis  of  how  organizations  in  various  sections  of 
the  country  went  on  record,  will  be  published  later. 


COMING    WHOLESALE    TRADE    EXCURSION 
TO  EUREKA. 

Over  sixty  firms  have  notified  the  Chamber  of  their 
intention  to  participate  in  the  wholesale  trade  excur- 
sion to  Eureka  which  is  proposed  for  some  time  in  Sep- 
tember. As  indicating  the  interest  that  is  being  mani- 
fested it  is  worthy  of  note  that  many  of  the  notifica- 
tions are  from  firms  who  have  never  attended  the 
previous  excursions  of  the  Chamber. 
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TOUR  OF  THE  CHINESE  COMMERCIAL 
COMMISSIONERS. 

Tlic  nicmbcr.s  ot  the  Honorary  Commercial  Commis- 
sion from  the  Republic  of  China  returned  last  week 
in  their  special  train  from  a  tour  of  the  United  States. 
The  trip  covered  10,500  miles  by  rail  in  addition  to 
2500  miles  covered  in  automobiles  and  side  trips.  As 
no  one  carried  a  pedometer  no  estimate  has  been  made 
of  the  distance  the  Commissioners  walked  in  inspecting 
over  one  hundred  of  the  largest  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  country.  The  train  passed  through 
twenty-nine  States  and  after  leaving  San  Francisco 
made  stops  at  Los  Angeles,  Riverside.  Pasadena.  San 
Diego,  Yuma,  Tucson,  New  Orleans,  Memphis,  St. 
Louis.  Chicago,  Kenosha,  Pittsburgh,  Washington, 
Baltimore,  Annapolis,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  West 
Orange,  Providence,  Boston,  Waltham,  Cambridge, 
Lawrence,  Lynn,  Beverly,  Springfield.  Schenectady, 
Buffalo,  Xiagara  Falls.  Detroit,  Cleveland.  St.  Paul, 
Duluth,  Spokane,  Seattle  and  Portland.  It  is  claimed 
by  railroad  officials  that  this  is  the  longest  tour  of  its 
kind  ever  made  by  special  train  throughout  the  L^nited 
States. 

A  study  of  the  personnel  of  the  Commission  will  con- 
vince anyone  that  the  members  of  the  Chinese  party 
are  all  experts  in  their  respective  lines;  that  they  saw 
wonders,  witnessed  marvelous  machinery  in  operation 
and  accomplished  an  inestimable  amount  of  good  both 
to  themselves,  and  the  more  friendly  relations  that  are 
bound  to  accrue  as  a  result  of  this  trip  goes  without 
saying.  But  three  of  these  Commissioners  had  ever 
been  in  the  United  States  before.  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  these  men  of  business  representing  the  oldest  civ- 
ilization of  the  world  today,  a  country  larger  in  area 
than  the  United  States,  with  four  times  our  present 
population,  coming  from  the  youngest  Republic  and 
the  oldest  civilization,  to  visit  the  oldest  Republic  and 
the  youngest  civilization,  should  not  only  have  mar- 
veled at  the  industrial  plants  visited  but  should  have 
learned  of  many  improvements  that  they  will  take 
home  with  them  for  the  betterment  of  their  own  coun- 
try. The  comparatively  narrow  streets  of  New  York, 
which  at  least  appear  so  when  viewing  the  heights  of 
the  immense  skyscrapers,  are  nothing  short  of  awe- 
inspiring  when  compared  to  the  narrow  streets  of 
Canton.  The  shipping  and  docking  facilities  of  San 
Francisco  and  New  York  afford  a  wondrous  compari- 
son in  contrast  to  the  lighters  used  in  the  Orient.  A 
visit  to  the  cotton  warehouse  in  Memphis,  the  General 
Electric  plant  of  Schenectady.  Thomas  Edison's  fac- 
tory at  West  Orange,  the  Ford  factor\-  at  Detroit,  the 
Gorham  Silver  Company  of  Providence,  the  Wood 
Woolen  Mills  of  Lawrence,  the  Baldwin  Locomotive 
Works  of  Philadelphia,  the  Homestead  steel  mills  of 
Pittsburgh,  the  .American  Window  Glass  Company  at 


Jeanette,  Pa.,  the  meat  packing  and  slaughtering 
houses  of  Chicago,  the  Curtiss  aeroplane  factory  at 
Buffalo,  and  many  other  of  the  large  industrial  plants, 
each  one  of  which  is  the  largest  in  its  respective  line 
in  this  country,  afforded  an  education  and  insi)iralion 
that  will  live  forever  with  those  who  were  fortunate 
enough  to  make  the  trip. 

The  Commissioners  were  royally  entertained  in 
ever}-  city  visited.  CJovernors  of  States  and  Mayors  of 
cities  were  prominently  identified  with  all  entertain- 
ment committees.  The  City  of  New  York  did  more 
for  these  Commissioners  than  had  ever  been  done  for 
any  other  foreign  delegation  visiting  the  metropolis  of 
the  country.  As  to  the  practical  results  that  may 
benefit  San  Francisco,  this  city  can  look  forward  to 
the  establishment  of  the  main  office  in  the  United 
States  of  the  Chinese-.American  Bank,  with  the  head- 
quarters for  China  in  Shanghai  or  Pekin.  A  branch 
will  undoubtedly  be  established  in  Xew  York,  and 
other  large  centers  of  the  United  States.  The  aims  and 
purposes  of  this  bank  cannot  be  definitely  described 
at  tins  time.  Suffice  it  to  say,  however,  that  its  capital 
will  be  used  to  promote  trade  and  commerce  between 
the  two  Republics. 

One  of  the  disappointments  on  the  trip  was  the  fail- 
ure of  the  proposed  ^Mississippi  Valley-New  Orleans 
steamer  connections  to  the  Orient.  The  Mississippi 
River  has  a  mean  depth  of  but  nine  feet  during  all 
seasons  of  the  year,  and  even  the  river  courses  change 
considerably.  A  barge  service  could  not  be  estab- 
lished except  with  a  six-foot  barge,  and  even  then,  due 
to  the  length  of  the  river  and  the  many  turns  and 
bends,  it  is  doubtful  if  such  a  service  would  prove 
satisfactory.  There  is  not  sufficient  freight  at  New 
Orleans  at  present  to  guarantee  a  steamer  line  from 
that  promising  port  to  the  Orient  by  way  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. It  is  earnestly  hoped,  however,  that  a  service 
can  be  inaugurated  originating  on  the  .Atlantic,  calling 
at  New  C)rleans  and  San  Francisco  and  carrying  our 
products  to  China,  returning  with  their  tea,  porcelain 
and  lacquerwares.  coal,  pig  iron,  cotton  and  silk  goods. 
This,  no  doubt,  is  an  insurity  of  the  future,  ^^'e  can- 
not have  commerce  between  the  two  nations  w'ithout 
the  ships  to  carry  the  cargoes,  and  yet  again  we  can- 
n(5t  ha\e  the  ships  to  carry  the  cargoes  unless  the 
merchants  of  this  city  go  after  the  foreign  trade  that 
is  awaiting  them  in  China.  With  the  markets  that  for- 
merly existed  in  Great  Britain  and  Germany  crip- 
pled through  the  war,  we  are  now  confronted  w'ith  a 
golden  opportunity  if  we  will  but  make  the  effort  to 
get  the  trade.  We  have  been  honored  with  the  visit 
of  this  Commission  appointed  by  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment for  the  sole  purpose  of  investigating  trade  con- 
ditions in  the  United  States.  As  San  Francisco  is  the 
nearest  of  the  large  shipping  ports  to  the  Orient  we 
have  every  opportunity  to  increase  this  trade  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  energy  and  originality  we 
display  in  going  after  it.

WHEREAS,  The  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the 
European  war  have  furnished  opportunities  for  reaching 
iuch  markets  and  establishing  profitable  openings  for  the 
lisposal  of  our  surplus  products  and  manufacturers,  which 
would  enable  our  mills  to  run  continuously  and  give  steady 
;mployment  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  citizens  who 
ire  not  at  present  employed  or  not  continuously  employed, 
:hus  contributing  enormously  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
:ountry  as  a  whole  and   its  citizens  as  individuals,   and 

WHEREAS,  To  reach  such  markets  and  bring  about  the 
ibove  results  it  is  necessary  to  have  American  ships  to 
Tansport  such  products  and  manufacturers  to  the  markets 
ivailable  which,  by  reason  of  adverse  laws  and  regulations, 
ire  not  at  present  available,  being  unable  to  compete  with 
Me  ships  of  other  nations,  and 

WHEREAS,  Capital  cannot  be  induced  to  invest  in  the 
:onstruction  or  purchase  of  such  ships  to  be  operated  under 
:he  American  flag  by  reason  of  such  discrimination  against 
/American  vessels  and  in  consequence  our  farmers,  produc- 
:rs  and  manufacturers  are  unable  to  reach  profitable 
Tiarkets  on  account  of  the  lack  of  such  ships,  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  countries  in  Europe  and  Asia  have 
vastly  increased  their  foreign  markets  and  the  consequent 
prosperity  of  their  people  by  encouraging  the  building  and 
purchase  of  ships  by  the  enactment  of  equitable  laws  and 
■egulations,  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
[Jnited  States  could  successfully  compete  with  such  foreign 
rountries  in  the  operation  and  construction  of  American 
/essels  in  the  event  of  its  laws  and  regulations  being  placed 
3n  an  even  basis  with  the  laws  and  regulations  of  suchj 
:ountries,   and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  nothing  to  be  gained  and  every- 
thing to  be  lost  by  maintaining  the  present  discriminatory 
and  unreasonable  laws  and  regulations,  thereby  depriving 
the  farmers,  producers,  manufacturers  and  exporters  from 
■caching  markets  they  otherwise  could,  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  organization  urges  the  appoint- 
nent  of  a  commission  to  consist  of  practical  men,  engaged 
n  the  steamship  and  shipping  business  in  the  various  sec- 
ions  of  the  United  States,  to  draw  up  a  bill  which,  in  their 
jpinion,  would  afford  the  necessary  relief  and  which  would 
3e  modeled  largely  on  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  prin- 
:ipal  maritime  powers  of  the  world,  such  bill  to  repeal  all 
:onflicting  legislation  and  regulations  and  add  such  addi- 
tional rules  and  requirements  as  might  be  necessary  to 
Tiake  tile  laws  and  regulations  of  the  United  States  no  more 
3urdensome  on  the  owners  and  operators  of  American 
/essels  than  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  principal  mari- 
ime  powers  impose  upon  the  owners  and  operators  of 
-vessels  in  their  respective  countries:  that  when  such  bill 
tias  been  drawn  up,  ample  opportunity  be  afforded  all  in- 
terests to  be  heard  for  or  against  it  with  a  view  to  giving 
them  a  chance  to  show  wherein  it  might  adversely  affect 
their  particular  interests,  or  to  make  such  suggestions  as 
they  might  deem  for  the  public  good,  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to 
the  commercial  bodies  in  all  cities  interested  urging  them 
to  adopt  similar  resolutions  and  request  their  Congressional 
Delegation  to  give  them  favorable  action,  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  copies  be  also  sent  to  the  President 
Df  the  United  States  and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  urging 
them  in  the  interest  of  the  prosperity  of  the  country  and 
of  its  citizens  to  lend  their  assistance  in  bringing  the  de- 
sired results  about. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

NEW  ALL-RAIL  RATE  FROM  CALIFORNIA 
POINTS. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  been  advised  that  the  trans- 
continental carriers  have  decided  to  publish  a  new  low 
all-rail  rate  from  California  points,  terminal  and  in- 
terior, to  all  Eastern  defined  territory.  Colorado  and 
east  thereof,  as  follows : 

Dried  fruit  in  boxes,  minimum  carload  weight  60,000 
pounds,  90  cents  per  100. 

Dried  fruit  in  sacks,  minimum  carload  weight  60,000 
pounds,  $1.10  per  100. 

This  new  rate  will  probably  become  effective  some 
time  between  August  15th  and  30th. 

The  present  rate  of  $1.10  in  boxes  and  $1.30  in  sacks, 
minimum  carload  weight  -10,000  pounds,  remains  un- 
changed. 

.Application  has  also  been  made  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  for  permission  to  make  a  lower 
rate  on  dried  fruit  to  Buffalo  and  Pittsburgh  territory 
than  at  the  same  time  applies  to  points  west  of  Buffalo 
and  Pittsburg,  as  follows :  82  cents  per  100  in  boxes 
and  $1.02  in  sacks,  minimum  carload  weight  60,000 
pipunds. 


EXCESS  BAGGAGE  RATES. 

The  Wells  Fargo  E.xpress  Company  has  issued  a  cir- 
cular showing  the  comparative  rates  on  excess  bag- 
gage and  express  between  San  Francisco  and  about 
sixty  principal  points  throughout  the  United  States 
where  the  express  rate  is  lower  than  the  excess  bag- 
gage rate. 


FIRE   PREVENTION   WORK   URGED   BY   THE 
CHAMBER. 

In  a  very  voluminous  report  made  to  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  by  Mr.  C.  Heller,  consulting  en- 
gineer, relative  to  the  fire  hazard  in  San  Francisco, 
much  stress  was  laid  on  the  necessity  for  inaugurating 
fire  prevention  work  as  one  of  the  features  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

The  Insurance  and  Fire  Protection  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  has  considered  this  report  and  recommended 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  that  steps  be  taken  by  the 
city  to  have  it  printed  in  sufficient  quantities  to  fur- 
nish copies  to  cit}'  officials,  improvement  clubs  and 
others  directly  interested  that  they  may  be  informed 
as  to  the  necessity  for  fire  prevention  work  being  un- 
dertaken, and  that  the  Mayor  appoint  a  special  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  report  of  Mr.  Heller  and  to  in- 
vestigate fire  hazard  conditions  in  San  Francisco  and 
to  report  to  the  IMayor  its  recommendations  regarding 
what  legislation  and  other  steps  should  be  taken  to 
lessen  such  hazard  and  to  inaugurate  fire  prevention 
work  as  a  feature  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  committee  suggests  that  such  special  commit- 
tee, if  appointed,  should  be  representative  of  the  va- 
rious interests  affected  in  the  city  so  as  to  consider  the 
matter  from  a  broad  standpoint  and  with  due  regard  to 
the  interests  that  would  be  directly  affected. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  has  ad- 
rlressed  a  communication  to  the  Board  of  I-'ire  Commis- 
sioners pointing  out  the  increasing  necessity  for  more 
attention  being  given  to  fire  prevention,  both  by  the 
Fire  Department  and  by  citizens  generally,  and  urging 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Chamber's  committee 
be  carried  out.

Agent,-,  al  San  i'Vancisco  lor  the  Pacilic  Loa^-l  Steam- 
ship Company,  San  Francisco  and  Portland  Steamship 
Company,  Independent  Steamship  Company,  North 
Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company,  Great  Northern 
Pacific  Steamship  Company,  Pacific  Navigation  Com- 
pany, Pacific  Alaska  Steamship  Company,  and  several 
other  lines  which  run  into  this  port  from  the  north 
and  south  coast  ports,  report  passenger  travel  very 
heavy,  each  and  every  steamer  coming  into  this  city 
filled  to  its  capacity  with  passengers.  Some  of  the 
above  companies  average  .^00  passengers  to  the  vessel. 
This  number  is  being  landed  here  each  and  every  day 
bv  some  of  the  above  lines. 


The  British  steamer  Araluen,  which  left  this  port  on 
June  2,=;th  for  Melbourne,  carried  60,000  bales  of  hay, 
valued  at  $89,200.  This  is  the  largest  single  shipment 
of  its  kmd  from  this  port  in  fifteen  years. 


Up  to  June  26th,  222,460  centals  of  barley,  80.004 
centals  corn,  34,574  barrels  flour,  8963  tons  of  hay,  were 
exported  by  water  from  San  Francisco. 


The  Norwegian  ship  Cambuskenneth,  which  was 
bound  from  Portland,  Ore.,  for  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  sunk  by  a  German  submarine  on  June  30th,  had 
aboard  66,341  centals  of  Oregon  wheat,  which  was 
valued  at  $171,380.  The  cargo  was  shipped  bv  Strauss 
&  Co. 


Ship  masters  have  been  warned  of  the  dangers  when 
navigating  in  Swedish  waters,  according  to  advices  re- 
ceived at  the  State  Department  under  date  of  June 
20th.  Special  safety  measures  to  be  observed  by  ships 
navigating  Swedish  waters  have  been  proclaimed  at 
Stockholm.  Vessels  in  waters  where  mines  have  been 
placed  or  may  be  floating  and  where  other  military 
measures  have  been  taken  must  have  lifeboats  swung 
out  and  ready  for  quick  launching.  Crews  must  be 
drilled  at  the  lifeboats  at  least  twice  a  month.  Ship 
masters  failing  in  taking  these  precautions  are  liable 
to  fine,  unless  general  or  maritime  laws  would  impose 
a  more  severe  penalty. 


The  Norwegian  ship  Cortez,  which  sailed  from  As- 
toria, Ore.,  on  December  19.  1914,  with  a  cargo  of 
wheat,  passed  Deal,  England,  on  June  27th,  after  a 
passage  of  190  days.  Great  fears  were  felt  in  shipping 
circles  as  to  the  safety  of  the  vessel,  as  she  made  the 
longest  voyage  of  any  of  the  grain  carrying  fleet  this 
vear.

TRADE  MARK  LAWS  OF  FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 

The  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  of 
the  Federal  Government  has  recently  established  a  sec- 
tion which  is  equipped  to  give  to  manufacturers  and 
exporters  information  regarding  the  laws  of  foreign 
countries  on  the  subject  of  trade  marks.  The  bureau 
will  shortly  issue  a  summary  showing  the  more  im- 
portant points  in  the  laws  of  Latin-American  coun- 
tries regarding  trade  marks,  and  will  send  a  copy  free 
of  charge  to  all  interested  American  firms.  This  sum- 
mary will  be  accompanied  by  a  circular  describing  the 
service  the  bureau  is  equipped  to  perform.

About  July  29th  there  will  arrive  the  Congressional 
Committee  on  Rivers  and  Harbors,  who  are  visiting 
this  State  at  the  invitation  of  the  Governor  to  inspect 
the  various  projects  under  consideration. 

They  will  remain  in  San  Francisco  for  three  days, 
during  which  time  they  will  be  the  guests  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  which  is  planning  a  program  for 
their  entertainment.  This  committee  means  a  great 
deal  to  California  and  they  will  be  shown  all  points 
where  Government  aid  is  required,  particularly  with 
reference  to  overflows  in  the  Sacramento  \'alley.

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Government  Requires  Land  for  Aviation  School 


The  Act  of  Congress  making  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  1916  authorized  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
appoint  a  commission  of  Army  Officers  to  report  upon 
the  advisability  of  the  acquirement  by  the  United 
States  Government  of  land  near  the  Bay  of  San  Diego, 
and  elsewhere  on  the  Pacific,  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts, 
for  an  aviation  school  and  training  grounds  for  the  Sig- 
nal Corps  of  the  Army,  and  to  report  upon  the  probable 
cost  of  such  land. 

The  Chamber  has  been  informed  by  the  secretary  of 
the  commission  that  the  commission  considers  that  a 
flat  tract  of  approximately  200  acres,  with  suitable 
water  front,  will  be  necessary  for  this  purpose.  Prop- 
erty owners  who  have  land  suitable  should  communi- 
cate with  Captain  R.  C.  Marshall,  Jr..  Quartermaster 
Corps,  Washington,  D.  C,  the  recorder  of  the  com- 
mission.

A  RESULT  OF  THE  PAN-AMERICAN 
CONFERENCE. 

The  first  concrete  result  of  the  recent  Pan-American 
Conference  is  the  agreement  between  committees  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  and 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Buenos  Aires  upon  a 
plan  for  the  arbitration  of  commercial  disputes  be- 
tween the  two  countries.

THE  IDEAL  TRAFFIC   SYSTEM. 

San  Francisco  is  the  only  large  city  in  the  United 
-States  that  uses  the  whistle  as  a  signal  for  the  move- 
ment of  traffic.  Automobilists  visiting  this  city  during 
the  Exposition  are  confused  by  the  whistles  and  do  not 
know  when  to  go  ahead  and  when  to  stop.  The  system 
that  works  the  best  results  in  the  East  is  a  human 
semaphore  system,  the  traffic  officer  holding  his  arms 
to  represent  a  semaphore.  .\s  long  as  he  holds  his 
arms  outstretched  in  either  direction  the  traffic  under- 
stands that  the  street  is  clear  in  that  direction,  and 
when  the  traffic  officer  has  his  arms  to  the  side  traffic 
is  stopped  in  all  directions  and  moves  only  upon  the 
signal  of  and  in  the  direction  signified  by  tlie  arms  of 
the  traffic  officer. 


CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  CO-OPERATION 
WITH    GOVERNMENT. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  their  Export  Trade  Committee, 
has  established  a  branch  office  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce.  Any  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  United 
States,  by  agreeing  to  devote  the  entire  time  of  a 
secretary  to  this  work  is  entitled  to  all  of  the  informa- 
tion distributed  by  the  regular  branch  offices  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce.  The  new  Portland  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Portland.  Oregon,  has  also  instituted  a 
similar  department.  This  is  an  excellent  way  for 
Chambers  of  Commerce  to  co-operate  with  government 
offices  which  are  doing  so  much  in  the  interest  of  for- 
eign trade.  It  is  of  great  benefit  and  assistance  to  the 
Chambers  of  Commerce  to  secure  accurate  and  definite 
information  on  matters  of  foreign  trade  direct  from  the 
proper  sources. 
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Bills  Affecting-  Trade 

Signed  by  the  Governor 


The  Legislative  session  of  1915  was  remarkable  for  the  number  of  bills  introduced 
"regulating"  almost  every  conceivable  trade  and  industry.  Very  few  of  these  became 
laws.  The  more  important,  signed  by  the  Governor,  are  digested  below  by  the  Legisla- 
tive Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  the  information  of  those  members  whose 
interest  they  affect.  This  is  one  of  the  services  of  the  Legislative  Bureau.  The  custom- 
ary digest  of  the  acts  creating  new  laws,  amending  the  codes  and  affecting  corporations, 
finance,  etc.,  is  in  course  of  preparation  by  Mr.  Allen  G.  Wright,  general  counsel  for  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


There  were  many  bills  affecting  the  commercial  interests  of 
the  State  introduced  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature. 
Many  of  the  proposed  bills  regulating  the  manufacture,  packing, 
sale  and  distribution  of  State  products  were  so  drastic  in  their 
provisions  that  their  enactment  would  not  only  have  been  a  seri- 
ous handicap  to  many  industries  but  would  have  increased  the 
cost  of  production.     Few,  if  any,  such  bills  became  laws. 

In  all  3061  measures  were  introduced ;  of  these,  1054  were 
passed  and  reached  the  Governor — 996  bills  and  58  resolutions 
and  amendments.  Of  these,  he  signed  829 — 771  bills  and  the  58 
resolutions  and  amendments. 

A  majority  of  the  legislative  body  was  composed  of  men  fairly 
representative  of  their  localities,  men  who  not  only  thought  for 
themselves  but  were  ready  and  wilhng  to  listen  to  arguments  for 
and  against  proposed  measures.  It  is  not  within  the  limits  of 
human  reason,  in  the  time  of  a  session,  for  any  body  of  legislators 
to  study,  digest  and  famiharize  themselves  with  the  contents  of 
over  3000  measures — their  purport,  their  probable  effect;  whether 
the  bill  was  designed  to  handicap  or  favor  some  special  interest 
at  the  expense  of  the  people  at  large. 

The  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce maintained  headquarters  at  Sacramento  during  the  session 
and  co-operating  with  many  other  Chambers  and  other  commer- 
cial organizations  throughout  the  State,  awakened  interest  in 
pending  legislation.  By  means  of  digests,  copies  of  bills  and 
liberal  publicity  on  the  part  of  the  country  press,  the  State  at 
large  was  kept  advised.  The  "folks  at  home,"  having  more  time 
in  which  to  study  the  bills  and  reason  out  their  effect,  were  able 
to  advise  with  their  representatives,  which  may  account,  in  a 
measure,  for  the  comparatively  small  number  of  drastic  and 
regidatory  bills  that  passed  both  houses. 

Of  the  134  hills  which  the  co-operating  Chambers  of  Commerce 
opposed,  1 12  were  killed,  thirteen  were  amended  and  nine  passed 
without  amendment.  The  success  of  this  work  has  resulted  in 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  making  its  Legislative 
Bureau  one  of  its  permanent  departmental  activities. 

Among  the  bills  introduced  by  the  Legislative  Bureau  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  which  became  laws  were  the  follow- 
ing: 

Senate  Bill  218,  chaptered  law  No.  639 — The  net  container  act 
which  amends  the  act  of  1913  to  conform  with  the  standards  fixed 
by  the  United  States  statutes. 


Senate  Bill  1046,  chaptered  law  No.  93— This  act  creates  a 
State  laboratory  for  the  analysis  and  examination  of  foods  and 
drugs.  It  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Senate  Bill  T048,  cliaptered  law  No.  94 — .'\mends  Section  21  of 
the  pure  drug  act  of  1907.  The  amendment  with  reference  to  the 
guaranty  signed  by  the  wholesaler,  jobber  and  manufacturer  pro- 
vides as  follows :  "Such  guaranty  may  be  either  general  or 
special.  A  general  guaranty  shall  guarantee  without  condition 
or  restriction  all  of  the  products  or  articles  produced,  prepared, 
compounded,  packed,  distributed  or  sold  by  the  guarantor  as  not 
adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  A  special  guaranty 
shall  guarantee  in  the  same  manner  the  particular  articles  listed 
in  an  invoice  of  the  same  and  shall  be  attached  to  or  shall  fully 
identify  such  invoice.  Both  said  guaranties  to  afford  protection 
must  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or  parties  making 
the  sale  of  such  article  to  said  dealer.  If  the  guaranty  be  to  the 
effect  that  such  article  is  not  adulterated  or  misbranded  within 
the  meaning  of  the  national  pure  food  act  approved  June  30,  1906, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  and  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  though  it  referred  to  this  act  except  that  a 
guaranty  referring  to  the  said  national  pure  food  act  alone  shall 
not  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  in  any  case  where  at 
any  time  the  standard  for  the  article  concerned  in  this  act  is 
higher  than  the  standard  for  a  like  article  under  said  national 
pure  food  act." 

This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  May  1,  1915.  But 
as  to  products  packed  and  labeled  prior  to  May  1,  1916,  in 
accordance  with  said  national  pure  food  act  and  with  the 
regulations  thereunder  in  force  prior  to  May  5,  1914,  this  act 
shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  November  1,  1916. 

Assembly  Bill  405,  chaptered  law  No.  123 — This  act  legalizes 
the  metric  system  of  weights  and  measures  and  was  introduced 
at  the  request  of  many  California  merchants  who  desire  to  in- 
crease their  trade  with  Central  and  South  American  countries 
where  the  metric  system  is  the  standard. 

.'Kmong  other  bills  affecting  commerce,  signed  by  the  Governor, 
are  tlie  following : 

Senate  Bill  588,  chaptered  law  No.  40— This  act  provides,  "Any 
person  who  after  receiving  notice  that  a  person  named  in  said 
notice  is  addicted  to  the  inordinate  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,

sliimlil  the  person  iiaiiu-il  in  said  iiniicc  be  sn  addickd,  sliall  tlu-ri-- 
aftcr  witliin  a  period  of  i^  months  fnrnisii  to  said  person  so 
addicted  to  the  inordinate  nse  of  intoxicating  liquors,  any  spirit- 
uous liquors,  wines  or  intoxicating  or  malt  liquors  shall  he  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  tine  not  exceeding  $200,  or 
by  both  such  line  or  imprisonment."  The  notice  must  be  in  writ- 
ing and  served  by  any  adult  member  of  the  family  of  said  person, 
or  by  any  peace  officer,  or  District  Attorney. 

Senate  Bill  658,  chaptered  law  No.  ijg — This  act  makes  it  un- 
lawful to  ship,  offer  for  shipment,  sell  or  offer  for  sale  citrus 
fruit  in  boxes  or  in  bulk  if  the  contents  of  any  package,  or  if  the 
fruit  in  bulk  contains  fifteen  per  cent  or  more  of  citrus  fruits 
which  on  a  transverse  section  through  the  center  shows  a  marked 
drying  in  twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  exposed  pulp. 

The  Horticidtiiral  Commissioner  and  his  deputies  are  given  full 
power  to  enter  any  place  where  citrus  fruits  are  grown,  picked, 
packed  and  shipped,  or  offered  for  sale,  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
spection. The  act  is  designed  to  regulate  the  sale  and  shipment 
of  citrus  fruits  damaged  by  frost. 

Senate  Bill  842,  chaptered  law  No.  466 — This  act  relates  to  the 
cause  for  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  school  children  and  pro- 
vides "continued  wilful  disobedience,  upon  and  persistent  defiance 
of  the  authority  of  the  teacher,  habitual  profanity  or  vulgarity, 
or  smoking  cigarettes,  or  having  cigarettes  upon  school  premises 
constitutes  good  cause  for  suspension  or  expulsion  from  school." 

Senate  Bill  852,  chaptered  law  No.  387 — Amends  section  630a 
of  the  Penal  Code  relating  to  the  business  of  dealers  in  fish  and 
game  by  providing  for  a  record  of  transactions. 

The  new  law  requires  all  dealers  in  fish,  shellfish  and  game 
and  all  dealers  who  catch,  take  or  kill  their  own  fish  and  game,  to 
render  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  on  or  before  the  loth 
day  of  each  month,  a  correct  statement  of  the  species  and  the 
amount  of  each  taken  or  purchased  during  the  previous  month 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom  purchased. 
Violation  is  a  misdemeanor. 

Senate  Bill  960,  chaptered  law  No.  164 — Tliis  act  makes  it  un- 
lawful to  sell,  exchange  or  offer  or  expose,  or  have  in  possession 
for  sale  or  exchange  any  milk,  cream,  skimmed  milk,  ice  cream, 
butter,  butter  milk,  cheese,  or  other  milk  products,  as  and  for 
pasteurized  milk,  nor  use  the  word  "pasteurized"  or  any  of  its 
derivatives,  unless  the  same  and  all  products  of  milk  have  been 
treated  by  the  process  of  pasteurization.  The  act  also  makes  it 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  butter  in  prints,  packages  or 
otherwise  other  than  by  or  in  terms  of  pounds  and  ounces, 
avoirdupois,  or  for  a  greater  weight  than  the  true  net  weight 
thereof.  The  act  also  regulates  the  conduct  and  operation  of 
pasteurization  plants. 

Senate  Bill  982,  chaptered  law  No.  143 — This  act  makes  it  com- 
pulsory on  the  part  of  an  employer  to  pay  the  wages  of  any 
employee  who  is  discharged,  resigns,  or  quits  within  five  days 
after  the  said  wages  become  due.  If  not  paid  the  wages  of  such 
employee  shall  continue  from  the  due  date  at  the  same  rate  until 
paid.  But  in  no  case  shall  such  wages  continue  for  more  than 
thirty  days. 

An  employee  who  secretes  or  absents  himself  to  avoid  payment 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  for  such  time  he  so  avoids 
payment. 

In  the  event  of  a  strike  the  unpaid  wages  of  said  striking  em- 
ployee earned  prior  to  the  occurrence  shall  become  due  and  pay- 
able upon  the  employer's  next  regular  day  day. 

Senate  Bill  987,  chaptered  law  No.  628 — This  act  prohibits  the 
payment  of  wages  by  scrip,  coupons,  cards  or  other  thing  re- 
deemable in  merchandise  or  purporting  to  be  payable  or  redeem- 


able otherwise  than  in  money.  The  act  contains  ibis  provision: 
"Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  em- 
ployer from  guaranteeing  the  payment  of  bills  incurred  by  an 
employee  for  the  necessaries  of  life,  or  for  the  tools  and  imple- 
ments u.sed  by  such  employee  in  the  performance  of  his  iluties. 

'I"he  act  does  not  apply  to  counties,  cities  and  counties,  nnuii- 
cipalities,  quasi  corporations  or  school  districts. 

Senale  Hill  1175,  chaptered  law  No.  416 — This  act  regulates 
the  .sale  of  butter  imported  into  the  State  of  California  from  any 
place  outside  the  United  States.  There  shall  be  stamped,  marked 
or  printed  upon  the  wrapper  or  other  container  in  black  faceil 
letters  not  less  than  one-eighth  inch  in  height  the  word  'im- 
ported.* Dealers  are  obliged  to  display  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
a  public  sales  room  a  sign  not  less  than  one  foot  in  height  and 
two  feet  in  length,  bearing  in  black  faced  letters  not  less  than 
three  inches  in  height  and  one-half  inch  in  width  the  words  'im- 
ported butter  sold  here.' " 

Assembly  Bill  22,  chaptered  law  No.  132 — This  act  declares  all 
buildings  and  places  nuisances  wherein  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
malt  or  other  alcoholic  liquor  is  "unlawfully"  sold,  served  or 
given  away. 

The  act  provides  for  the  abatement  of  such  nuisance  and  pro- 
vides that  any  citizen  may  file  a  complaint  which  shall  not  be 
disinissed  for  want  of  prosecution  except  upon  the  sworn  state- 
ment made  by  the  complainant  and  his  attorney.  In  case  of  fail- 
ure to  prosecute  or  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff  the  court  in  its 
discretion  may  substitute  any  citizen  consenting  thereto  for  such 
plaintiff.  In  the  event  of  the  establishment  of  the  existence  of  a 
luiisance  the  property  shall  be  liable  for  the  costs  in  such  action. 
In  the  event  of  a  fine  for  violation  or  disobedience  of  any  in- 
junction the  fine  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  building  and  place. 

Assembly  Bill  184,  chaptered  law  No.  615 — This  cat  regulates 
the  sale  of  eggs  imported  into  the  State  from  any  place  outside 
the  United  States.  All  such  eggs  shall  be  stamped,  marked  or 
branded  upon  one  end  in  black  faced  letters  not  less  than  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  in  height  with  the  word  "imported."  Dealers 
must  display  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  a  public  sales  room  a  sign 
not  less  than  one  foot  in  height  and  six  feet  in  length  in  black 
faced  letters  not  less  than  six  inches  in  height  and  one  inch  in 
width  upon  a  white  ground  the  words  "imported  eggs  sold  here," 

.Assembly  Bill  185,  chaptered  law  No.  616 — Every  person,  firm, 
company  or  corporation  who  prepares  or  serves,  sells  or  offers 
for  sale  any  food  or  drink  the  ingredients  of  which  are  in  part  com- 
posed of  eggs  imported  into  the  State  from  any  place  outside  the 
United  States  must  print  on  all  bills  of  fare  or  menu  cards  in 
lilack  faced  letters  not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  height 
the  words  "imported  eggs  used  here." 

.All  persons  manufacturing  food  products  which  are  in  part 
composed  of  eggs  imported  into  the  State  shall  display  in  their 
public  sales  room  a  sign  not  less  than  six  feet  in  height  and  tbrir 
feet  in  length  bearing  in  black  faced  letters  not  less  than  thret 
inches  in  height  and  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  width,  upon  a  while 
ground,  the  words  "imported  eggs  used  here." 

.Assembly  Bill  186.  chaptered  law  No.  617 — Every  person,  firm, 
company,  or  corporation,  including  biscuit  companies,  cracker 
companies,  bakeries,  manufacturers  of  food  products  and  every 
person  manufacturing  and  selling  food  products  in  packages,  the 
ingredients  of  which  are  in  part  composed  of  imported  eggs, 
shall  cause  to  be  placed  in  each  package  or  wrapper  a  white  card 
one  and  one-half  inches  in  height  and  three  inches  in  length,  on 
one  side  of  which  shall  be  printed  in  black  faced  letters  the  words 
"imported  eggs  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this  article." 

Assembly  Bill  318,  chaptered  law  713— This  act  creates  a  State 
Commission  Market  with  a  director  at  an  annual  salary  of  $5,000 
and  a  secretary  at  an  annual  salary  of  $3,600. 
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The  act  provides  a  State  organization  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  receiving  from  the  producers  thereof  the  agricultural,  fishery, 
dairy  and  farm  products  of  the  State  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  to  dealers  and  consumers  on  commission. 

The  market  director  shall  establish  in  any  and  all  cities  and 
towns  when  conditions  are  in  his  judgment  suitable,  depots  or 
stations  to  be  used  as  commission  markets  for  the  receiving,  care, 
sale  and  distribution  of  such  products. 

The  executive  office  of  the  director  shall  be  maintained  at 
Sacramento. 

All  producers  of  agricultural,  dairy  or  farm  products  or  prod- 
ucts manufactured  or  processed  therefrom,  or  fishery  products 
within  the  State  of  California,  or  caught  in  the  territorial  waters 
thereof,  shall  have  a  right  to  deliver  their  product  to  the  com- 
mission market  for  sale  and  distribution. 

The  State  Commission  Market  shall  receive  and  care  for  all 
produce  consigned  to  it  and  shall  sell  and  distribute  it  to  the  best 
possible  advantage  to  the  producer. 

All  settlements  with  the  producers  shall  be  made  once  a  month 
or  oftener.  The  market  shall  have  a  bureau  of  correspondence 
for  gathering  and  disseminating  information  on  all  subjects  re- 
lating to  the  marketing  of  California  products  and  shall  issue 
booklets  thereon,  and  by  every  practicable  means  keep  the  pro- 
ducers informed  of  the  supply  and  demand  and  at  what  market 
their  products  can  best  be  handled. 

The  salaries  of  the  director  and  secretary  shall  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  are  the  salaries  of  other  State  officers,  but  the 
salaries  and  wages  of  all  other  clerks,  laborers,  inspectors,  etc., 
shall  be  paid  from  the  commissions  charged.  All  fees,  charges 
and  costs  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Commission  Mar- 
ket fund. 

The  director  must  submit  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  December  of  each  year  a  report  of  the  transactions 
for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  director  is  appointed  by  the 
Governor  for  four  years  and  shall  c.Kecute  an  official  bond  to  the 
State  in  the  sum  of  $50,000. 

The  act   appropriates  $25,000  with   which  to  begin  operations. 

Assembly  Bill  487,  chaptered  law  No.  657 — This  act  enforces 
a  semi-monthly  pay  day.  The  act  does  not  apply  to  farm,  dairy, 
agricultural,  viticultural,  or  horticultural  pursuits,  stock  or  poul- 
try raising,  or  to  domestic  service,  or  employers  having  less  than 
six  employees  regularly  employed. 

It  provides  that  employers  to  whom  the  act  applies  shall  post 
notices  in  two  conspicuous  places  where  they  can  be  seen  by  em- 
ployees as  they  go  to  and  from  work,  setting  forth  the  regular 
pay  days. 

Wages  must  be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  or 
by  check  or  draft  without  discount  in  lawful  money.  If  an  em- 
ployee is  absent  at  the  time  said  payment  shall  be  due  he  shall 
be  paid  within  five  days  after  makin-  a  demand  therefor. 

All  persons  having  the  ability  to  pay  who  shall  refuse  to  pay 
the  wages  due  when  demanded,  or  falsely  denies  the  validity 
thereof,  of  that  the  same  is  due  with  intent  to  secure  for  himself 
or  any  other  person  a  discount  upon  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Assembly  Bill  817,  chaptered  law  No.  588 — .Ml  persons  who  in 
a  newspaper,  circular,  circular  or  form  letter,  or  other  publica- 
tion makes  or  disseminates  any  assertion  of  fact,  concerning  the 
extent,  location,  ownership,  quality  or  attribute,  of  any  real 
estate  located  in  this  State  or  elsewhere  which  is  known  to  him 
to  be  untrue  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  act  exempts  the  publisher  of  a  newspaper  or  a  job  printer 
unless  such  publisher  or  job  printer  has  an  interest  either  as 
owner  or  agent  in  such  real  estate. 


Assembly  Bill  850.  chaptered  law  No.  487— This  act  declares 
that  trade  unions  or  labor  organizations  having  a  registered  label 
or  trade  mark  have  the  exclusive  right  to  the  ownership  and  use 
of  such  label,  and  that  any  person  not  having  an  unrevoked 
written  authority  from  such  trade  union  or  organization  who 
wilfully  copies,  imitates,  forges  or  counterfeits  such  label  or  trade 
mark  with  intent  to  sell  or  assist  other  persons  to  sell  any  goods 
to  which  such  label  or  trade  mark  is  affixed  as  having  been 
manufactured  or  produced  in  whole  or  in  part  by  labor  allied  or 
associated  with  such  trade  union  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

.AH  persons  who  wilfully  misrepresent  or  falsely  state  that  mem- 
bers of  trade  unions  or  labor  associations  were  engaged  or  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacture,  production  or  sale  of  any  article  when 
such  laborers  or  employees  were  not  members  of  trade  unions 
or  labor  associations  were  exclusively  used  in  the  manufacture, 
production  or  sale  of  such  article,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

.Assembly  Bill  851,  chaptered  law  No.  659 — This  act  establishes 
a  standard  for  packing  fresh  fruits  for  sale  or  transportation  for 
sale  for  outside  or  foreign  shipment.  Provides  that  all  deciduous 
fruits  shall  be  practically  free  from  insects  and  fungus  diseases 
but  exempts  fresh  fruit  specified  in  the  act  which  shall  be  sold  in 
bulk  or  sold  in  boxes  without  packing. 

Cherries  packed  in  boxes  or  packages  shall  contain  fruit  of 
uniform  quality,  maturity  and  one  variety  only,  except  that 
packages  containing  more  than  one  variety  must  be  branded 
"mixed  varieties."  Each  box  or  package  shall  be  stamped  on  the 
outside  with  the  minimum  weight  of  contents  and  the  name  of 
the  variety  or  varieties. 

Peaches,  apricots,  pears,  plums  and  prunes  shall  be  of  uniform 
size,  quality  and  maturity.  When  packed  in  crates  made  up  of 
two  or  more  sub-containers  having  sloping  sides  the  fruit  shall 
not  vary  in  size  more  than  ten  per  cent  and  no  layer  below  the 
top  layer  shall  contain  a  greater  numerical  count  than  the  top 
layer.  The  container  or  sub-container  shall  be  stamped  upon  the 
outside  with  the  minimum  weight  of  its  contents  and  the  variety 
contained.  The  boxes  shall  contain  approximately  the  same 
numerical  count  in  each  layer.  In  the  case  of  peaches  the  out- 
side end  of  the  boxes  shall  be  marked  in  plain  figures  with  the 
approximate  number  of  peaches  in  the  box  within  four  peaches 
of  the  true  count. 

Grapes  shall  be  of  uniform  quality  and  maturity,  well  matured 
and  show  a  sugar  content  of  not  less  than  seventeen  per  cent 
of  Balling's  scale.  The  crate  or  package  must  show  the  minimum 
weight  and  the  variety. 

Berries  shall  be  packed  in  uniform  packages  of  dry  quart  or 
dry  pint  and  shall  be  reasonably  uniform  in  size,  quality  and 
maturity  throughout  the  package  or  container. 

Canteloupes  shall  be  placed  in  standard  crates  12x12x23^ 
inches,  containmg  forty-five  canteloupes  of  uniform  size  and  ma- 
turity. Pony  crates  11  x  11  x  23^^  shall  contain  forty-five  can- 
teloupes of  uniform  size  and  maturity.  Jumbo  crates  4i^  x  1.3J/2  x 
2i'/2  shall  contain  twelve  or  fifteen  canteloupes  of  uniform  size  and 
maturity. 

.\11  containers  of  deciduous  fruits  except  sub-containers  shall 
bear  upon  them  in  plain  sight  and  in  plain  letters  on  the  outside 
the  name  of  the  orchard,  if  any,  the  name  of  the  postoffice,  ad- 
dress of  the  person,  firm,  company  or  organization  who  shall  have 
first  packed  or  authorized  the  packing  and  also  the  name  of  the 
locality  where  the  fruit  is  grown. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  horticultural  commissioner 
and  his  deputies  to  enforce  the  act.  In  cities  and  counties  having 
no  county  horticultural  commissioner  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  supervisors   upon  petition  to  appoint   inspectors.     The 
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Assembly  Bill  1047.  cliaplered  law  Xo.  179— rroviiles  thai  any 
butter  sold  in  paekage  or  wrapper  purportinK  to  designate  the 
producer,  such  producer  nnist  be  correctly  designated.  The 
wrapper  or  label  mnst  correctly  name  the  place  where  made.  If 
any  such  package  or  wrapper  bears  the  name  of  any  county,  city 
and  county,  city  or  town  in  this  State  or  any  other  geographical 
designation,  snch  label  or  wrapper  nuist  also  correctly  name  the 
place  where  made. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  105,1,  chaptered  law  No.  530 — It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person,  linn,  or  corporation  to  destroy,  in  restraint 
of  trade,  any  fish,  fowl,  animal,  vegetable  or  other  stuffs,  prod- 
ucts, or  articles  which  are  customary  food,  or  which  arc  proper 
for  food,  for  human  beings,  or  are  in  fit  sanitary  condition  to  be 
used  as  such. 

Assembly  Rill  11S4,  chaptered  law  No.  169 — Makes  it  a  misde- 
meanor to  sell  or  furnish  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  habitual  or 
common  drunkard  or  to  any  Indian  of  whole  or  mixed  blood,  or 


to  any  person  wlio  is  comniinily  known  to  live  and  associate  wilh 
Indians. 

Assembly  Hill  1541;,  cliaplered  law  Xo.  742— This  is  the  fanimis 
pure  milk  bill,  over  wliicli  there  was  a  prolonged  contest.  It 
makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  except  in 
bulk  to  the  wdiolcsale  trade,  to  sell,  exchange  or  ofTer  or  expose 
for  sale  for  human  consumption,  any  milk  from  cows  that  have 
not  passed  the  tuberculin  test  and  been  pasteurized. 

Makes  it  also  unlawful  to  sell  any  milk  products  except  cheese 
into  the  composition  of  which  any  milk  enters  other  than  that 
permitted  in  this  section. 

.'Ml  milk  except  certified  milk,  guaranteed  milk,  grade  .'\  and 
grade  B  milk  is  declared  impure  and  unwholesome,  and  must  nut 
be  sold  for  human  consumption. 

The  act  is  strict  with  reference  to  sanitary  conditions  of  milk- 
pasteurizing  establishments  and  provides  that  milk  must  be  de- 
livered in  sterile  containers.  Milk  for  pasteurization  must  be 
kept  at  a  temperature  established  by  the  inspecting  department 
up  to  the  lime  of  delivery  to  the  pasteurization  plant.

VALUE   UNDER  THE  CUMMINS   LAW. 

'I'he  question  of  value  under  the  Cnnimins  Law  is 
claiming  the  attention  of  shippers  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
to  a  considerable  extent.  .Mthough  a  great  deal  has 
been  written  by  way  of  e.\planation  in  the  various 
traffic  publications,  it  seems  that  the  meaning  of  the 
new  law  is  still  not  clear.  It  is  understood  that  a  great 
many  inquiries  are  still  being  sent  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  touching  upon  this  question  of 
value  and  its  practical  operation  in  actually  shipping 
freight  and  checking  baggage. 

It  seems  well  established  that  the  carrier  has  the 
right  to  demand  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  actual 
value  of  any  goods  otTered  for  shipment  where  the 
goods  are  concealed  from  view  by  wrapping,  packing 
or  otherwise.  The  commission  has  stated  that  "if  in 
any  instance  the  shipper  declares  the  value  to  be  less 
than  the  true  value  in  order  to  get  a  lower  rate  than 
that  to  which  he  would  otherwise  be  entitled,  he  vio- 
lates, and  is  subject  to  the  penalty  prescribed  in  Section 
10  of  the  act."  The  penalty  referred  to  is  $,S,000  fine 
or  imprisonment  or  both. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Cummins  amend- 
ment prohibits  a  common  carrier  from  limiting  its  lia- 
bility for  loss  or  damage  caused  by  it  to  the  property. 
There  is,  however,  nothing  to  prevent  the  carrier  from 
fixing  its  rates  for  the  transportation  of  property  on 
the  basis  of  the  value  of  the  property  transported. 
These  rates  are,  of  course,  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  and  approval  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. 

One  of  the  principal  questions  arising  is  that  with 
relation  to  the  declaration  of  the  value  of  baggage,  both 
personal  and  sample  at  the  time  same  is  checked.  In 
the  complaint  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission by  the  National  Baggage  Committee  vs.  A.  T. 
&  S.  K.  Ry.  Co.,  32  I.  C.  C.  152,  the  rates  and  charges 
assessed  by  the  carriers  for  transportation  of  baggage 
of  excess  value  were  attacked  as  unreasonable  and  un- 
just. The  Commission  found  the  complaint  justified 
and  prescribed  reasonable  rates  and  charges  to  be  ap- 
plied as  a  maximum  after  December  31,  1914,  and 
established  the  following  rule : 

"Unless  a  greater  sum  is  declared  by  the  passenger  and 
charges  paid  for  increased  valuation  at  time  of  delivery  to 
carrier,  the  value  of  baggage,  up  to  and  including  150  pound*^, 
belonging  to  or  checked  for  an  adult  passenger  shall  be 
deemed  and  agreed  to  be  not  in  excess  of  $100;  and  the  value 
of  baggage  of  a  weight  exceeding  said  allowance  of  150 
pounds,  upon  which  charges  are  paid  in  accordance  with  the 
tariffs  prescribing  rates  for  the  transportation  of  baggage  of 
excess  weight,  shall  be  deemed  and  agreed  to  be  not  in  excess 
of  65-\i  cents  per  pound. 

"If  the  passenger,  at  the  time  of  checking  baggage,  declares 
a  value  greater  than  $100  for  the  baggage  of  an  adult,  or,  in 
case  the  weight  of  the  baggage  exceeds  that  allowed  under 
the  tariffs  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  a  passen- 
ger,  declares  a  value  greater  than  65-\i  cents  per  pound,  there 
will  be  an  additional  charge  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  for  each 
$100,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  such  agreed  maximum  values. 

"The  Minimum  charge  for  increased  valuation  will  be  ten 
cents." 

I'nder  the  old  rule,  before  the  Commission's  order, 
the  liabilitv  of  the  carrier  was  limited  to  $100  regard- 
less of  weight.  Under  the  Commission's  order  in  the 
case  of  baggage  of  e.xcess  weight,  where  the  value  of 
the   baggage   was   not    declared,    it    was   deemed    and 


agreed  to  be  of  the  value  of  not  to  exceed  66^  cents 
per  ])ound,  and  the  carrier's  liability  where  excess  bag- 
gage rates  were  paid  was  deemed  not  to  be  in  excess  of 
667^  cents  per  pound,  according  to  the  weight  trans- 
ported instead  of  as  previously  at  a  value  of  $100 
regardless  of  weight. 

Before  the  Cummins  Amendment  became  eflfective,  a 
passenger  could  declare  the  value  as  not  exceeding 
$100  or  667^  cents  per  pound  in  excess  of  150  pounds. 
But  in  the  light  of  the  Cummins  Amendment  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  has  stated  in  No.  49 
(ex  parte)  in  re  Cummins  Amendment,  that  this 
amendment  does  apply  to  the  transportation  of  bag- 
,gage.  and  as  "all  ordinary  personal  or  sample  baggage 
is  hidden  from  view  by  boxing,  wrapping,  or  other 
means,  and  the  amended  law  seems  clearly  to  recog- 
nize the  carrier's  right  to  fix  conditions  and  terms 
applicable  to  the  transportation  of  baggage  depending 
upon  the  value  as  declared  by  the  person  offering  the 
baggage  for  transportation,"  the  carrier  can  require 
the  person  checking  the  baggage  to  declare  its  actual 
value. 

The  rates  and  insurance  charges  of  the  carriers  have 
not  been  changed,  except  as  the  charges  are  aflfected  b)' 
the  substitution  of  "actual"  for  "released"  or  "de- 
clared" values. 

The  Eastern  roads  have  published  their  baggage 
rules,  tariffs  and  regulations  to  conform  with  this  idea, 
while  the  roads  on  the  Pacific  Coast  have  not  yet 
changed  their  baggage  rules  and  regulations,  though 
it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  do  so  at  an  early  date. 


REHEARING    IN    RATE   CASES. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  advice  from  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  that  the  petition  for  re- 
hearing filed  by  various  interests  located  at  Sacramen- 
to, Stockton,  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara,  California,  in 
the  matter  of  Fourth  Section  applications  concerning 
transcontinental  westbound  rates  which  will  become 
effective  July  15,  1915,  has  been  denied. 

The  Commission's  order  on  which  the  petition  for 
rehearing  was  filed  is  the  order  naming  San  Francisco, 
Oakland,  San  Pedro  and  San  Diego  as  the  points  in 
the  State  of  California  to  which  terminal  rates  may  be 
applied,  while  at  the  same  time  higher  rates  are  charged 
to  intermediate  points.  The  same  order  fixed  not  to 
exceed  75  per  cent  of  the  full  local  rates  from  the 
nearest  port  to  the  interior  point  as  the  basis  upon 
which  transcontinental  westbound  rates  should  be  con- 
structed to  interior  California  cities,  including  Sacra- 
mento. Stockton.  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara,  Los  Angeles 
and  other  points.

While  in  this  city  the  members  of  the  committee 
will  be  entertained  by  a  trip  on  the  bay,  an  auto  tour 
of  the  Presidio,  park,  beach,  residence  sections  and 
other  points  of  interest  in  the  city,  a  luncheon  at  the 
ClifF  House  and  another  at  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
mercial Club. 

One  of  the  novel  and  interesting,  as  well  as  instruct- 
ive trips  outlined  for  the  members  of  the  committee 
along  the  lines  of  investigation  they  wish  to  pursue 
in  investigating  all  the  river  and  harbor  projects  that 
will  be  brought  to  their  attention,  is  a  boat  trip  from 
Sacramento  to  Stockton  and  thence  to  San  Francisco. 
This  trip  will  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  to  study 
first-hand  the  many  needs  of  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Joaquin  Rivers,  and  should  be  producti\-e  of  niost  bene- 
ficial results.

TWO  IMPORTANT  REFERENDUMS  TO  BE 
SUBMITTED. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States,  at  a  recent  meeting,  de- 
cided to  present  to  the  membership  of  the  organization, 
in  the  form  of  a  referendum,  the  reports  of  two  special 
committees.  The  recommendations  embodied  in  these 
reports  are  of  vital  interest  to  the  welfare  of  the 
country.  The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  De- 
partment of  Commerce  makes  recommendations  re- 
.garding  ways  in  which  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  can  be  extended  to 
good  advantage,  and  that  of  the  Committee  on  Terms 
of  Settlement  of  Peace  has  made  recommendations 
against  the  da)'  when  the  warring  nations  of  Europe 
will  have  laid  aside  their  arms  to  settle  upon  the 
questions  of  boundary,  indemnity  and  the  like,  and 
suggesting  that  they,  together  with  the  United  States, 
should  at  the  same  time  form  a  league  in  which  they 
bind  themselves  to  general  principles  which  in  the 
future  will  go  far  to  prevent  war. 


MEETING  OF  COMMERCIAL  SECRETARIES. 

On  Frida}'  and  Saturday  of  this  week,  July  23rd  and 
24th,  the  California  Association  of  Commercial  Secre- 
taries will  hold  their  semi-annual  meeting  in  the  As- 
sembly Room  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, on  the  second  floor  of  the  Merchants  Exchange 
Building.  The  secretaries  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, Boards  of  Trade  and  Merchants  Associations 
from  all  parts  of  California  will  be  in  attendance  and 
will  discuss  matters  relative  to  industrial  development, 
civic  betterment,  city  advertising,  municipal  improve- 
ments and  in  fact  all  matters  that  pertain  to  commer- 
cial organization  work. 

A  luncheon  will  be  tendered  the  visiting  secretaries 
in  the  Commercial  Club  on  Friday  as  the  guests  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Cali- 
fornia Development  Board.  Friday  evening  and  Sat- 
urday afternoon  will  be  spent  at  the  Exposition. 

The  sessions  of  the  convention  are  open  to  the  public 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  large  number  of  the  secretaries 
of  organizations  in  San  Francisco  of  all  kinds  will  be 
on  hand  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  and  to  wel- 
come the  secretaries. 
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ONE-CENT  LETTER  POSTAGE. 

Mr.  Stanley  L.  McMichael,  Field  Secretary  of  the  National 
One-Cent  Letter  Postage  Association,  addressed  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Commercial  Club 
at  a  joint  luncheon  last  Friday  in  the  rooms  of  the  Commer- 
cial Club,  on  the  subject  of  One-Cent  Letter  Postage.  Mr. 
McMichael's  remarks  were  in  past  as  follows: 

"I  do  not  appear  before  you  today  to  preach  any  new 
doctrine  or  even  to  present  something  new  and  novel  in 
your  own  business.  1  do  come,  however,  with  a  message. 
My  message  is  one  concerning  tlie  gospel  of  one-cent  letter 
postage  for  which  a  very  remarkable  campaign  is  being  con- 
ducted throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  great  coun- 
try. It  is  essentially,  at  tnis  stage,  a  campaign  of  education. 
Lethargy  is  the  only  difficulty  we  have  met  outside  of  the 
direct  opposition  of  those  who  are  to  be  deprived  of  a  mon- 
umental graft  when  one-cent  letter  postage  is  inaugurated 
— and  inaugurated  it  will  be  at  no  distant  date. 

"One-cent  letter  postage  has  its  interests  so  inseparably 
connected  with  the  abuses  of  second-class  mail  privileges 
by  the  magazines  and  periodicals  of  the  country  that  one 
cannot  discuss  letter  postage  without  touching  upon  this  col- 
lossal  graft  by  the  users  of  second-class  mail.  I  do  not 
charge  that  they  are  conscious  of  any  serious  misdoing  or 
willingly  assist  in  defrauding  the  people  of  this  country. 
They  are  in  a  measure  victims  of  circumstances  and  it  is  the 
purpose  of  the  National  One-Cent  Letter  Postage  Associa- 
tion to  draw  attention  to  and  correct  the  evil.  This  can  only 
be  done  through  legislative  action.  The  business  men  of  the 
United  States  must  be  awakened  to  the  necessity  of  this  re- 
form.    That,  in  brief,  is  our  mission. 

"Seventy  years  ago  the  postage  on  a  half-ounce  letter  from 
Buffalo  to  New  York  was  twenty-five  cents.  Between  the 
years  1843  and  1882  postage  upon  the  ordinary  business  let- 
ters was  reduced  by  successive  stages  to  two  cents.  Since 
1882  there  has  been  practically  no  reduction  in  first-class 
postage  save  the  extension  of  the  weight  limit  to  a  full 
ounce.  What  has  been  the  result?  There  has  been  a  vast  in- 
crease in  the  first-class  mail  service.  Profits  have  been  piling 
up  in  an  enormous  manner.  Last  year  the  post  office  depart- 
ment showed  a  clear  surplus  on  first-class  mail  of  over 
$80,000,000  a  year — millions,  mind  you,  not  mere  thousands. 

"The  expense  account  of  the  post  of^ce  department  for  the 
past  year  was  over  $237,000,000.  Second-class  mail  supplied 
about  two-thirds  of  all  mail  carried.  But  how  much  does  it 
pay  for  the  privilege  of  carrying  this  two-thirds?  Remem- 
bering the  total  expense  was  $237,000,000  you  are  doubtless 
astonished  when  I  state  that  the  second-class  mail  which  fur- 
nished two-thirds  of  the  volume,  paid  $9,000,000.  It  supplied 
two-thirds  of  the  amount  carried,  yet  paid  but  one-twenty- 
sixth  of  the  cost  of  carriage. 

"It  is  estimated  that  the  service  for  which  this  $9,000,000 
vtras  paid  cost  the  government  between  $80,000,000  and  $90,- 
000,000.  In  other  words,  the  government  is  paying  from  nine 
to  ten  cents  per  pound  for  carrying  second-class  mail  matter, 
while  it  is  receiving  in  return  for  this  privilege  only  one  cent 
a  pound. 

"There  is  scarcely  a  business  house  in  this  country  but 
spends  a  great  deal  of  money  on  its  postage  account  each 
year.  Do  you  realize  that  while  it  costs  the  government  less 
than  one  cent  to  carry  your  letter  you  are  compelled  to  pay 
two  cents  for  the  service?  At  the  very  same  time  the  gov- 
ernment is  carrying  newspapers  and  periodicals  for  one  cent 
a  pound  that  it  costs  nine  and  ten  cents  to  deliver.  Each 
of  you  is  helping  to  contribute  to  that  mighty  surplus  of  over 
$80,000,000  a  year,  while  that  same  surplus  is  being  used  to 


INTERESTING  FIGURES  OF  THE  PANAMA 
CANAL. 

I'lie  cxpciiiliturcs  on  account  of  the  I'anamu  Canal 
lo  the  end  of  Jinie,  1915,  amounted  to  $382.000,0f)0. 

The  co.st  of  operatin}^  the  canal  for  the  vear  ending 
June,  191.=;,  was  $4,199,000. 

The  earnings  of  the  canal  for  llie  same  iieriod  were 
$4,424,000— $223,000  in  excess  of  cost  of  operation. 

The  volume  of  traffic  through  the  Panama  Canal 
is  estimated  as  approximately  one-fourth  of  the  traffic 
tliroufjh  tlie  .Suez  Canal,  the  latter  being  much  more 
accessible  and  easier  of  jiassage  without  the  use  of 
jocks. 


AN    IMPOSING   CIVIC   CENTER. 

.Springfield,  Massachusetts,  has  completed  a  civic 
center  consisting  of  an  auditorium,  city  hall  and  cani- 
])anile.  at  a  total  cost  of  over  $2,000,000.  The  interior 
of  the  auditorium  is  undoubtedly  the  finest  in  the  Uni- 
ted States,  the  building  being  equipped  with  handsome- 
h'  upholstered  opera  chairs  and  a  wealth  of  decorations 
that  are  simple  and  pleasing  in  their  design  and  ap- 
pearance. A  large  organ,  which  is  well  played,  adds 
greatly  to  this  structure.  The  Auditorium  has  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  4,500.  The  auditorium  and  city  hall 
are  counterparts  in  design  and  are  copied  somewhat 
after  the  design  of  the  Acropolis  at  Athens.  Their 
appearance  is  most  pleasing  in  contrast  to  the  standard 
cit}'  hall  and  courthouse,  with  which  we  are  so  familiar 
tliroughout  this  countrj'.  The  campanile  between  the 
two  buildings  sets  oflf  their  appearance  and  is  equipped 
with  chimes,  each  bell  being  donated  by  a  ])roniinent 
citizen  of  Springfield. 


pay  an  enormous  deficit  caused  by  the  inadequate  charges 
made  against  second-class  mail  matter. 

"Gentlemen,  are  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  you  pay  $1,640 
a  ton  for  your  letters,  while  the  magazine  publishers  have 
theirs  carried  at  the  rate  of  $20  a  ton? 

"Has  the  thought  ever  filtered  into  your  mind  that  while 
the  publishers  contribute  65  per  cent  of  the  total  tonnage, 
they  pay  less  than  four  per  cent  of  the  expense  of  carrying 
that  tonnage? 

"Do  you  realize  that  the  government  secures  more  revenue 
from  the  carrying  of  postal  cards  throughout  this  country 
than  it  does  from  second-class  mail  matter? 

"Last  year  a  revenue  of  $18,000,000  was  received  from 
postal  cards,  the  weight  of  which  was  about  10,000,000 
pounds.  These  10.000.000  pounds  of  postal  cards  paid  twice 
the  revenue  of  951,000.000  pounds  of  second-class  matter. 
This  astonishing  condition  of  affairs  has  been  in  existence  for 
many  years,  and  while  first-class  mail  has  shown  a  profit 
ranging  from  $70,000,000  to  $80,000,000  per  year,  second-class 
mail  has  shown  more  than  the  same  volume  of  loss. 

"The  National  One-Cent  Letter  Postage  Association  was 
launched  two  years  ago  and  has  been  hard  at  work  creating 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change.  Millions  of 
pieces  of  printed  matter  have  been  sent  broadcast  throughout 
the  country.  A  publicity  campaign  has  been  waged  through 
the  medium  of  newspapers  favorable  to  the  cause. 

"There  are  over  90,000,000  users  of  first-class  mail  in  this 


country,  for  almost  every  man,  woman  or  child  at  some  time  A 
during  the  year  mails  one  or  more  letters.  The  U.  S.  Gov-  I 
ernment  at  the  present  time  is  charging  twice  the  cost  of  ■ 
carriage  for  first-class  mail,  while  it  is  bending  low  to  the 
demands  of  30,000  or  fewer  producers  of  second-class  mail 
matter  and  granting  them  an  enormous  subsidy — a  subsidy 
which  permits  them  to  mail  throughout  the  country  at  one- 
ninth  the  cost  of  carrying  it.  Can  anything  be  conceived  to 
be  more  unfair  than  this? 

"Let  us  unite  and  throw  our  energies  into  the  common 
cause.  Separated,  there  would  be  little  energy,  but  welded 
together  into  one  great  force,  we  will  gain  a  momentum 
which  v/ill  finally  carry  everything  before  it."

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

HELP  INCREASE  THE  EFFICIENCY  OF  MAIL 
DISPATCHES  FROM  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Tlie  Traffic  Ihircau  is  in  receipt  of  Uic  .L;iatil'yins  in- 
formation tliat  the  receipts  of  the  San  Francisco  Post 
<  )ffice  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  entitle 
San  Francisco  to  be  designated  the  lianner  office  in 
the  United  States,  the  percentage  of  increase  beincj 
jjreater  than  in  any  other  of  the  large  city  offices. 

With  the  increased  business,  however,  there  come 
increased  responsibilities  and  the  necessity  for  care- 
ful attention  to  their  mailing  departments  by  our 
merchants,  shippers,  railroads,  steamship  companies 
and  members  generally  who  forward  mail  in  any 
quantity. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  mail  handled  in  the  San 
l-'rancisco  Post  Office,  Postmaster  Chas.  W.  Fay  is 
again  urging  business  men  to  face  their  letters  all  one 
way  and  to  tie  them  in  bundles  before  depositing  them 
in  the  mails.  He  says  that  many  firms  who  formerly 
co-operated  in  this  way  are  not  doing  so  now.  It  is 
believed  that  the  mailing  clerks  of  these  firms  perhaps 
iln  not  realize  the  vital  importance  of  preparing  letters 
in  this  way  and  have  discontinued  facing  and  tying 
them  in  bundles  without  fully  appreciating  the  situa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Fay  urges  all  employers  and  managers  to  make 
a  i)ersonal  investigation  of  the  manner  in  which  their 
correspondence  is  prepared  for  mailing.  Letters  for 
liical  delivery  should  be  tied  in  separate  bundles  and 
labeled  "San  Francisco." 

ft  is  stated  that  tlie  Post  Office  at  this  time  is 
handling  more  than  a  million  pieces  daily,  and  on  state- 
ment days  the  count  reaches  almost  one  million  and  a 
half.  \'isitors  are  daily  mailing  hundreds  and  thous- 
ands of  post  cards,  and  the  Post  Office  people  are  ta.xed 
tc.  their  full  capacity.  Mr.  Fay  wishes  to  impress  upon 
the  business  public  the  fact  that  by  tying  and  facing 
letters  before  mailing,  the  time  lost  in  preparing  them 
at  the  Post  Office  is  eliminated. 

There  is  no  discrimination  against  other  mail,  but 
packages  that  are  received  faced  ready  for  postmark, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  receive  first  attention  and  are 
first  in  the  hands  of  distributors.

INCREASE  IN  REAL  ESTATE  SALES. 

Real  estate  sales  in  June  amounted  to  $.5,689,195, 
exceeding  those  of  any  month  during  the  past  year. 
Taking  into  consideration  the  unsettled  financial  con- 
ilitions  which  have  prevailed  throughout  the  country 
anil  the  comparatively  high  interest  rates,  the  above 
figure  is  a  good  indication  of  optimistic  business  con- 
ditions prevalent  in  San  Francisco. 


INFORMATION  AND  STATISTICAL 
DEPARTMENT  BUSY. 

The  great  number  of  visitors  at  present  in  the  city 
has  resulted  in  increased  activity  in  the  Information 
and  Statistical  Department  of  the  Chamber.  And  it 
must  not  be  supposed  that  all  inquiries  pertain  to 
points  of  interest  and  means  of  sight-seeing.  Quite 
the  contrary.  As  never  before,  interest  seems  to  center 
in  the  industrial  and  commercial  outlook  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  California.  Eastern  merchants  and  manu- 
facturers have  accepted  the  Exposition  as  an  opportune 
excuse  to  visit  the  Pacific  Coast  and  personally  ac- 
quaint themselves  with  the  conditions  obtaining  here. 
-Many  of  these  visitors  have  exhibits  at  the  Exposition, 
which  is  evidence  of  their  desire  to  widen  their  market 
in  this  direction. 

The  Information  and  Statistical  Department  is  par- 
ticularly well  equipped  to  supply  information  along 
just  these  lines,  as  for  the  past  year  it  has  been  collect- 
ing data  of  industrial  conditions  and  making  a  study 
(in  connection  with  an  industrial  survey)  of  the  fac- 
tors bearing  upon  the  establishment  of  new  manu- 
factures. With  the  information  thus  at  hand  the  De- 
partment is  prepared  to  answer  specific  inquiries  of 
this  nature.  Apparently  this  fact  is  appreciated  in  the 
East,  for  some  of  the  questions  asked  of  us  by  large 
manufacturing  establishments  arc  those  usually  put  to 
experts. 

riand  in  hand  with  this  work  there  has  been  con- 
ducted a  systematic  campaign  to  get  in  touch  with 
those  exhibitors  at  the  Exposition  who  are  contem- 
plating extending  their  activities  to  the  Pacific  Coast, 
to  the  end  that  authentic  information  may  be  supplied 
them.  In  this  work  the  co-operation  of  the  superin- 
tendents  of  the   various   exhibition   palaces   has   been 

secured.  

CHINESE  OFFICIALS  HERE.

The  members  from 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  are  interested  in  lithograph- 
ing, paper  manufacturing,  ink  manufacturing  and  ma- 
chinery used  in  all  the  processes  in  connection  there- 
with.   

RUSSIAN  AGENTS  GO  EAST.

191().  the 
vessel  is  to  cost  $1,000,000  and  will  have  a  carrying- 
capacity  of  75.000  liarrels  of  oil.  It  will  be  a  sister  shii) 
of  the  vessel  for  which  a  contract  was  let  last  .Mav. 


\\'asliin.t;t(iii.  1).  C.  Jidy  14lli.  advices  received  by 
this  department  state  143  vessels,  with  a  total  tonnage 
of  527.071  tons,  have  been  transferred  to  the  .American 
registry  for  the  fiscal  year,  of  which  there  were  99 
British.  30  German,  6  Belgian.  1  Italian.  3  Norwegian 
and  4  Cuban.  Included  25  German,  a  branch  of  the 
.'Standard  G)il  Gompany.  and  4  Hamburg  .American 
liners.  

The  scarcity-  of  tonnage  available  for  off-shore  busi- 
ness has  caused  the  chartering  of  several  vessels  from 
the  coastal  fleet  of  Chile  and  Peru.  These  craft  will 
load  at  Oregon  and  Washington  ports,  lumber  for  for- 
eign export.  The  greater  number  of  same  were  origin- 
ally midcr  the  .\nicrican  flag. 


The  Norwegian  steamer  Sinaloa  has  been  chartered 
by  the  U.  S.  Government  to  transport  part  of  the  ma- 
chinery used  in  the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal 
to  Knik,  Cooks  Inlet,  .Alaska.  It  will  be  used  in  build- 
ing the  new  Alaska  railroads,  which  has  been  started 
by  this  Government.  The  Sinaloa.  after  delivering 
its  cargo  will  be  used  in  the  trade  between  North  and 
South  America  with  her  sister  vessel.  Eaja  California, 
operated  by  C.  Henry  Smith,  of  San  Francisco.  The 
aforementioned  steamer  is  now  on  her  maiden  voyage. 


The  American  steamer  Edith,  lately  constructed  at 
Sparrow  Point,  has  been  chartered  by  the  Lucken- 
bach  Steamship  Co.  to  bring  a  general  cargo  from  New- 
York  to  San  Francisco. 


The  steamer  Edison  Light,  first  of  the  fleet  of  steam- 
ers which  will  ply  for  the  West  Coast  Navigation  Co. 
between  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco,  left  the  for- 
mer port  on  July  10th  for  this  coast.  The  Walter  D. 
Noyes.  which  will  follow,  will  commence  to  load  on 
the  17th  and  have  quick  destiatch.  The  steamer  George 
Ha-vvley.  operating  in  this  line,  sailed  from  New  York 
on  June  22nd  for  .San  Francisco  and  Portland.

Noyes."  having  sailed  from  Philadelphia  Julv  9lh, 

Afarine  Transport  Service  Corporation  of  New  York 
will  inaugurate  a  steainship  line  between  New  York 
and  San  Francisco,  the  first  ship  to  sail  from  New  York 
prior  to  August  1st. 


ONE  DAY  A  MONTH  ALLOWED  EMPLOYEES 
TO  SEE  EXPOSITION. 

In  a  prexious  issue  of  the  ".Activities"  we  published 
a  letter  from  Chas.  C.  Aloore,  President  of  the  Exposi- 
tion, in  wdiich  he  urged  that  employers  grant  one  day 
each  month,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  to 
their  employees,  to  enable  them  to  visit  the  Exposition. 

The  educational  value  of  the  Exposition  is  so  great 
and  the  time  available  to  the  average  employee  is  so 
little,  that  this  concession  should  be  granted.  The 
Chamber  allows  its  employees  one  day  each  i-iionth  for 
this  purpose,  as  do  iiiany  firms  of  which  we  know. 
The  Chamber  would  be  pleased  to  know  what  firms 
are  permitting'  their  eniployees  this  time  to  sec  the 
Exposition,  if  such  will  drop  a  postal  to  that  efl^ect. 
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Eastern  Manufacturers  Looking  Toward  San  Francisco 


Tliere  arc  ^c\cral  distinct  and  powerful  factors  tliat 
are  compelling"  Eastern  manufacturers  to  seek  repre- 
sentation on  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal  and  the  reduced  freight  rates  resultant 
therefrom  have  created  a  market  in  the  West  for  At- 
lantic Coast  manufacturers,  that  they  could  not  pre- 
viously cover.  The  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex- 
position has  accomplished  wonders  in  the  way  of  at- 
tracting the  heads  of  Eastern  manufacturing  concerns 
to  investigate  Western  conditions.  The  presidents  and 
managers  of  large  Eastern  manufacturing  enterprises 
are  coming  West  to  "see  the  country,"  as  well  as  their 
exhibits,  with  the  result  that  they  have  their  e3'es 
opened  and  many  of  them  return  only  to  send  addi- 
tional representatives  out  West  to  investigate  the  pos- 
sibilities of  doing  business  here.  To  these  important 
factors  may  be  added  the  eflfects  of  the  European  War, 
which  has  cut  oflf  many  of  the  foreign  markets  that 
Eastern  houses  formerly  enjoyed.  Business  condi- 
tions in  general  have  mitigated  against  large  sales 
records  so  far  this  year,  with  the  exception  of  the 
automobile  business  and  those  plants  that  are  under 
rush  war  orders.  The  visit  of  the  Honorary  Commer- 
cial Commissioners  from  the  Republic  of  China  came 
at  a  very  opportune  time,  as  the  Eastern  houses  are  in 
a  receptive  mood  as  to  how  they  may  best  increase 
their  foreign  sales. 

The  result  of  all  these  circumstances  augurs  well  for 
the  future  of  San  Francisco,  As  the  undisputed  finan- 
cial, commercial  and  industrial  metropolis  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast,  this  city  has  no  difficulty  in  persuading 
Eastern  houses  to  locate  branches  in  this  city,  pro- 
vided they  are  looking  for  an  expansion  of  their  Pacific 
Coast  business  or  desire  to  export  to  the  Orient,  the 
Philippines.  .Alaska,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Hawaii 
"r  the  west  coast  of  Mexico,  Central  and  South 
-America. 

In  order  to  successfully  conduct  such  a  business  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  at  least  maintain  an  office 
in  San  Francisco.  Many  of  the  Eastern  factories  go 
farther  and  not  only  route  their  Western  salesmen 
from  this  city  and  receive  orders  here  and  keep  sep- 
arate books  for  the  Western  accounts  here  as  a  matter 
of  convenience  to  their  customers  in  this  section  of  the 
country,  but  they  also  maintain  warehouses  in  order 
to  supply  their  trade  with  immediate  deliveries,    .\fter 


feeling  out  the  pulse  of  business  in  the  West,  the 
natural  step  is  the  establishment  of  a  branch  factory 
here,  provided  the  business  warrants  it.  This  evolu- 
tion of  business  is  .going  on  at  a  wonderful  rate,  and  in 
far  greater  proportions  than  the  average  business  man 
realizes.  A  day  does  not  pass  but  what  an  Eastern 
house  locates  out  here.  Every  office  brings  new 
people,  opens  a  bank  account,  buys  supplies,  creates 
business,  rents  an  office  and  incidentally  its  employees 
rent  a  few  apartinents,  houses  or  flats,  and  altogether 
adds  to  the  business  of  the  city.  We  do  not  expect 
any  of  the  large  and  long-established  factories  of  the 
East  to  pack  up  their  plants  and  move  West.  We  do 
expect  them  to  investigate  business  and  grow  up  with 
the  increasing  trade  of  the  West.  This  the  enterpris- 
ing concerns  are  doing  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
I'hamber  to  encourage  them  in  every  way  possible. 

WHOLESALE  EXCURSION  TO  EUREKA. 

Investigations  have  been  made  during  the  past  week 
relative  to  the  business  conditions  existing  in  the  terri- 
tory included  in  the  coast  counties  north  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. This  is  the  territory  that  has  recently  been 
opened  up  by  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  and 
will  be  covered  by  a  wholesale  trade  extension  ex- 
cursion this  September  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Wholesale  Trade  Extension  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  H,  P.  .\dams  of  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  of  the  Chamber  has  been  ov^er  the  terri- 
tory the  past  week  and  looked  into  all  the  conditions 
governing  the  excursion,  securing  lists  of  merchants 
in  all  the  cities  and  towns  to  be  visited  and  paving  the 
way  generally  for  the  excursion,  as  has  alwavs  been 
customary  before  taking  all  such  trips. 

This  is  a  very  important  jobbing  territory  for  San 
Francisco,  and  a  large  attendance  is  expected  on  the 
excursion.  Mr.  .\dams  reports  that  the  territorv  to  be 
visited  is  eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  visit  of  the 
wholesalers,  manufacturers  and  bankers  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  will  more  than  welcome  the  first  excursion 
of  the  kind  to  be  run  over  this  territorv. 
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FEDERAL  TRADE  COMMISSION  COMING. 

The  l-LikTal  'Irailc  (.'nmmissiun  la'^an  a  sltIcs  uf 
hearings  in  Chicago  on  Jnly  l''th  wliich  lasted  tlnring 
the  next  (!a_v.  ( )n  Jnly  21st  the  Conmiission  was  in 
Detroit.  Cincinnati  on  the  22n(l.  Indianapolis  on  tlic 
23rd  and  back  in  Chicago  on  tlie  24th,  26th,  27lh  and 
28th.  'IMie  Connnission  will  hold  hearings  in  Minnea- 
polis and  St.  Pati!  on  the  29th  and  30th;  leaving  for 
tile  I'acific  Coast  on  the  31st  and  holding  hearings 
while  here  in  .Seattle.  Taconia,  .San  I^'rancisco,  Los 
.\ngeles  and  San  Diego. 

Commercial  organizations  in  various  cities  visitcil 
will  have  committees  at  the  hearings  to  present  the 
claims  of  the  business  houses.  In  Hoston  and  New 
York  June  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  the  Commission 
listened  to  merchants  and  manufacturers  who  have  had 
experience  in  foreign  trade,  who  were  able  to  describe 
any  disadvantages  they  had  to  overcome  in  marketing 
American  goods  abroad,  and  who  could  give  reasoned 
opinions  whether  or  not  American  exporters  should 
be  given  express  permission  of  law  to  co-operate  or 
combine  for  the  conduct  of  export  trade. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Commission  in  making 
its  tour  throughout  the  West  is  to  obtain  the  opinions 
of  Western  business  men  on  these  same  points. 


BIGGER,  BETTER  BALTIMORE. 

The  ex]ieriences  tliat  the  city  of  Baltimore  has  en- 
countered in  rebuilding  since  its  fire  are  so  much  like 
wdiat  we  have  gone  through  here  in  San  Francisco 
that  W'e  are  reprinting  a  few  pertinent  facts  herewith 
relative  to  that  city. 

Baltimore  has  recently  voted  $20,000,000  of  bonds 
for  new  street  paving,  $20,000,000  for  a  new  sewer  sys- 
tem and  $10,000,000  for  a  new-  filtration  system,  and  yet 
its  city  tax  rate  is  only  1.98. 

Baltimore  has  granted  permanent  franchises  to  the 
street  railroad  system  and  in  return  therefor  receives  9 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  railway  company. 
.Ml  of  this  money  is  devoted  to  the  public  park  system. 
A  drive  through  the  beautiful  parks  of  Baltimore  will 
convince  any  one  of  their  everlasting  benefits  to  the 
community  at  large.  Over  $154,000  was  received  last 
year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  public  parks  in  this 
way. 

Baltimore  also  operates  its  own  Municipal  Conven- 
tion Bureau.  Here  is  a  case  of  where  the  municipal 
government  appreciates  the  value  of  holding  conven- 
tions in  a  large  city.  In  this  all  the  taxpayers  help 
support  the  bureau  and  the  burden  does  not  fall  upon 
a  few  for  the  benefit  of  the  city. 

Incidentally,  the  State  penitentiary,  located  in  Balti- 
more, is  self-sustaining  through  the  sales  of  the  prod- 
ucts resulting  from  trades  taught  in  the  penitentiavv. 


WHAT  THE  SEAMAN'S  LAW   MEANS  TO 
AMERICAN  SHIPPING. 
Sent  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States. 

\\  ashington.  D.  C..  July  1'' — Desiring  to  ascertain 
just  how  the  men  who  are  interested  in  shipping  feel 
with  regard  to  the  Seamen's  Law,  tiie  ".Nation's  Busi- 
ness." the  official  ptd)lication  of  the  Chamber  of  Com-  . 
nierce  of  the  Cnited  .States,  requested  a  number  of  the  ' 
lir.-uls  (]f  steanishi])  companies  to  slate  their  point  <>! 
\  lew. 

"(  lur  laws  and  regulations  must  be  changed  to  cor- 
respond to  those  of  foreign  nations  with  whom  we 
come  in  direct  competition."  says  Ca])t.  Robert  Dollar 
of  tlie  Robert  Dollar  Company,  whose  ships  are  en- 
gaged in  trade  with  China  and  the  Pacific  generallw 
"The  laws  of  Great  liritain  are  preferable  as,  under 
them,  more  than  half  of  the  steam  tonnage  of  the  world 
is  successfully  operated.  Therefore,  it  is  fair  to  as- 
sume that  the  British  regulations  cannot  be  far  wrong. 
Our  laws  and  regulations  require  twenty  difl'erent 
changes  to  make  the  operatinn  nf  ships  correspond  to 
that  of  the  British. 

"The  time  has  certainly  arrived  for  some  construct- 
ive legislation.  In  the  last  session  of  Congress  sixteen 
bills  were  introduced  to  restrict  and  restrain  the  opera- 
tion of  ships,  and  not  a  single  bill  to  aid  or  assist  us. 
We  should  have,  1  believe,  a  commission  of  shipping 
men.  not  politicians,  to  draft  these  laws,  and  to  ad- 
vise Congress,  thereby  preventing  any  future  blunder 
like  the  Seamen's  bill,  the  only  result  of  which  is  to 
drive  the  last  American  ship  from  the  ocean." 

Of  the  same  opinion  was  Eugene  ^^^  Ong.  .\ssistant 
General  Counsel  of  the  United  Fruit  Company.  He 
declares  the  whole  proposition  respecting  the  Sea- 
men's Act  boils  down  to  this :  If  the  American  people 
desire  higher  wages  and  special  privileges  for  seamen 
on  the  hi,gh  seas,  some  one  will  have  to  pay  for  them. 
If  the  law  compels  all  ships  entering  our  ports  to  pay 
higher  wages,  it  means  higher  rates  and  the  American 
farmer  and  manufacturer  would  have  to  stand  the  ex- 
pense. If  foreign  ships  escape  the  provisions  of  the 
law.  as  seems  likely,  and  thej-  should  be  enforced  only 
against  American  ships,  the  law  sounds  the  dcath-kneil 
of  the  American  merchant  marine. 

The  efifect  of  the  Seamen's  Law  upon  American  ship- 
ping is  exemplified  by  the  prospective  elimination  of 
the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  lines,  according  to  Lewis 
J.  Spence.  the  director  of  traffic  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company.  These  are  ainong  the  finest  vessels  on  the 
Pacific. 

"Certified  public  accountants  have  recorded  their 
finding  that  the  requirements  of  the  Seamen's  Law  will 
increase  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  Pacific  j\Iail  serv- 
ice, in  wages  and  feeding  of  crews  alone,  more  than 
$600,000  per  annum,  which  is  considerably  more  than 
the  company  has  earned  in  excess  of  its  fixed  charges 
and  cost  of  operation  in  any  recent  year."  Mr.  Spence 
goes  on:  "It  does  not  require  any  stretch  of  the  imag- 
ination to  realize  that  the  service  cannot  be  profitaljly 
operated  after  this  statute  becomes  effective.  Xovem- 
ber  4.  1913." 

In  accord  with  each  of  the  authorities  quoted  above, 
F.  C.  Munson,  vice-president  of  the  Munson  Steamship 
Line,  concludes  that  the  Seamen's  .\ct  will  undoubtedlv 
have  a  prejudicial  effect  on  American  shipping. 

"We  placed  under  the  American  flag  two  of  our  Brit-

Countiss.  agent  o!  the  Trans- 
continental Freight  ISiireau,  has  been  instructed  to 
publish  as  soon  as  possible  a  rate  on  canned  goods, 
rarloads,  from  California  points  to  all  points  in  eastern 
lefined  territory  eniliraced  in  transcontinental  rate 
3;roups  A,  II  and  C.  which  may  be  general!}'  de- 
scribed as : 

Group  A — New  York  and  New  England  territory. 

(Iroup  B — Buffalo.  Pittsburgh,  Wheeling  and  west- 
ern termini  territory. 

(ironp  C — Toledo.  Cleveland,  Indianapolis.  Cincin- 
nati and  Central  Freight  Association  ter- 
ritory. 

.\  rate  nf  (i2' jC  on  canned  goods  in  carloads  to  points 
in  grouj)  1)  and  west,  that  is,  Chicago  and  Chicago  ter- 
ritory and  points  west  thereof,  became  effective  July 
?2nd.  and  this  instruction  to  the  Transcontinental 
Freight  Bureau  to  publish  the  rate  to  points  east  of 
Chicago  and  Chicago  territory  is  an  extension  of  this 
reduced  rate  entirely  across  the  continent. 

The  (^ly'zC  rate  to  Chicago  and  points  west  and  to 
certain  points  in  Alabama  and  Tennessee,  described  as 
jroup  C  points,  was  published  to  become  effective  July 
21st,  I)Ut  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  application  of  the 
rate  to  the  Alabama  and  Tennessee  points  produced 
in  apparent  violation  of  the  fourth  section  or  long  and 
■;hort  haul  clause  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  -Act  by 
making  the  rate  to  Alabama  and  Tennessee  points 
lower  than  to  group  C  points  in  Mississippi  and  Louisi- 
ana, the  Commission  suspended  the  effective  date  of 
ihe  canned  goods  item  of  the  tariff  from  July  21st  to 
Xoveniber  18th.  This  suspension  order,  had  it  not 
been  vacated,  would  have  worked  a  great  hardship 
upon  the  canned  goods  shippers  of  California  because, 
relying  upon  the  reduced  rate  to  become  eft'ective  July 
21st,  they  had  sold  large  quantities  of  canned  goods 
in  the  eastern  territory  on  basis  of  Sl'/^c  per  100,  the 
former  rate  being  8.Sc  per  100.  The  notice  of  the  sus- 
pension order  did  not  reach  San  Francisco  until  the 
Forenoon  of  July  21st.  and  it  became  necessary,  in  order 
to  ])rotect  the  interests  of  our  members,  to  act  very 
)romptly. 

The  Traffic  Bureau,  the  canned  goods  interests  and 
the  carriers  all  took  tlie  matter  up  with  the  Commis- 
iion  by  wire,  with  the  result  that  the  suspension  order 
was  vacated  July  22nd  as  to  all  points  except  group  C 
n  .Mabama  and  Tennessee;  and  permission  was  given 
:he  railroads  to  publish  the  same  rate,  62j.4c,  to  group 
"  in  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  on  one  day's  notice, 
tvhereupon  the  suspension  order  to  Alabama  and  Ten- 
lesscc  jioints  will  also  be  vacated. 

jf  foreign  tonnage  under  the  -American  flag  was 
passed."  says  Mr.  Munson.  "but  we  fear  that  if  the 
seamen's  Law  in  its  present  form  is  allowe<l  to  go  into 
Force  on  Xovember  4  we  shall  be  under  the  necessity 
■)f  changing  the  flag  of  these  steamers,  nnich  as  we 
lislike  to  do  so,  or  else  be  forced  to  allow  Mur  cimipeti- 
;ors  to  take  away  .some  of  our  business." 

Work  is  now  progressing  favorably  with  a  referen- 
hnn  which  is  to  be  taken  b_v  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
)f  the  L'nited  States  u])on  the  question  whether  or  not 
:he  Seamen's  Act  should  be  repealed.  Before  the  sub- 
ject is  placed  behjre  the  members  of  the  Chamber 
:hroughout  the  country  a  committee  will  make  a  report 
upon  the  jirincijiles  and  facts  which  are  invoI\ed. 


MORE  BENEFICIAL  BUSINESS  STATISTICS. 

Sent    by   the    Chamber    of   Commerce    of   the   United 

States. 

Washington.  1).  C  July  \5. — .\t  the  request  of  Sec- 
retary Redfield,  the  Committee  on  Statistics  and  Stand- 
ards of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  L'nited  States 
is  now  actively  at  work  along  the  line  of  having  sta- 
tistics of  direct  benefit  to  business  men  and  not  simply 
matters  of  information.  At  a  meeting  of  the  commit- 
tee in  Washington  yesterday  Dr.  Frank  R.  Rutter, 
assistant  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce,  spent  a  part  of  the  day  explaining  the  pres- 
ent methods  and  the  plans  for  improvement. 

Dr.  Rutter  dwelt  particularly  on  the  question  of  ex- 
port and  import  statistics.  It  is  generally  known  by 
those  who  have  used  these  statistics  in  the  past  that 
they  were  open  to  criticism  and  that  the  percentage  of 
error  could  only  be  approximated,  due  in  large  part  to 
statutory  provisions,  and  lack  of  adequate  appropria- 
tions to  employ  a  sufficient  force. 

After  a  conference  between  Secretary  Redfield  and 
.\.  \\'.  Douglas,  of  St.  Louis,  vice-president  of  the  Sim- 
mons Hardware  Company,  and  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. Mr.  Douglas  said  that  his  committee  had  met 
with  the  utmost  cordiality  and  co-operation  on  the  part 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce  officials.  ]\Ir.  Douglas 
said  Secretary  Redfield  expressed  a  strong  desire  to 
have  statistics  such  as  needed  and  in  such  shape  as  to 
be  read  and  understood  by  business  people.  Some  of 
the  proposed  changes  may  require  new  legislation  by 
Congress,  but  in  the  meantime  a  concerted  effort  is 
being  made  to  clarify  reports  and  eliminate  all  unim- 
portant matter.  The  object  is  to  have  less  voluminous 
and  intricate  data  prepared,  but  instead  more  facts  that 
will  directly  aid  business  men. 

The  work  is  now  well  under  way  and  will  go  on 
through  the  summer.  There  will  be  more  meetings 
between  the  National  Chamber  Connnittee  and  Depart- 
ment of  Connuerce  officials.

Clicstcr  Hanling;,  acting  Governor  Panama  Canal, 
gives  out  the  following:  On  and  after  September  1, 
1915,  the  following  prices  will  obtain  at  the  Panama 
Canal  for  coal  supplied  steamships,  including  warships 
of  all  nations: 

Cristobal-Colon — Delivered  alongside  of  vessels  in 
lighters  or  in  cars  on  wharves,  trimmed  in  bunkers 
when  handled  by  ship's  gear,  per  ton,  $6. 

Balboa — Delivered  alongside  of  vessels  in  lighters  or 
in  cars  on  the  wharves,  trimmed  in  bunkers  when  han- 
dled by  ship's  gear,  $7. 

An  additional  charge  of  $1  per  hour  will  be  made  for 
the  use  of  each  mechanical  hoist  or  crane  furnished  by 
tlic  Panama  Canal  Railroad  Company. 

Provisions  are  being  completed  by  which  an  ample 
supply  of  coal  will  be  kept  on  hand  in  lighters,  ready 
for  delivery  upon  arrival  of  vessels.  These  lighters 
will  be  fitted  with  mechanical  hoists  which  should  de- 
liver coal  as  fast  as  it  can  be  stowed.  These  changes 
will  apply  to  the  prices  given  on  page  41  of  the  revised 
edition  of  April,  1915,  of  the  Sailing  Directions  and 
General  Information,  the  Panama  Canal. 


The  first  shipment  of  lumber  ever  made  from  a  Pa- 
cific Coast  port  to  Cuba  will  be  made  shortly.  The 
cargo  will  be  750.000  feet  of  spruce,  and  will  be  loaded 
at  a  Washington  port,  cargo  having  been  sold  by  Sud- 
den &  Christenson  to  a  Havana  merchant,  and  will  be 
shipped  via  Panama  Canal. 


The  Japanese  training  ship  Taisei  Maru,  now  in  this 
port  with  cadets,  is  well  known  to  the  coast,  having 
visited  this  port  in  July,  1908.  The  following  year  she 
paid  a  visit  to  San  Diego,  and  in  1910  was  in  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands.  The  ne.xt  year's  cruise  took  her  to 
Tahiti,  from  where  she  proceeded  to  San  Pedro,  arriv- 
ing there  on  January  6,  1912.  and  after  cruising  down 
the  coast  returned  to  San  Diego  the  latter  part  of 
August,  from  w-hence  she  returned  to  Japan. 


In  the  loss  of  the  steamer  Bertha  at  Harvester  Island, 
Uyak  Bay,  Alaska.  July  19th,  by  fire,  after  going 
ashore,  the  last  but  one  of  the  ocean-going  fleet  of  the 
Alaska  Commercial  Company  has  ceased  to  ply  the 
waters  in  which  this  company  pioneered  the  way.  The 
steamer  Dora  still  remains  in  the  Alaska  trade,  al- 
though like  the  Bertha,  sailing  under  a  new  house  flag. 
Other  vessels  which  flew  the  A.  C.  flag  for  several 
years  were  the  St.  Paul,  schooner  Leon.  Russian 
steamer  Alexander  and  several  others. 


On  July  16th  the  United  States  cruisers  Wisconsin, 
Missouri  and  Ohio  sailed  from  Cristobal,  on  the  voyage 
from  .\nnapolis  for  San  Francisco  with  cadets  from 
the  Naval  Academy.  They  are  the  first  large  warships 
to  make  use  of  the  canal.  They  drew  30  feet  of  water 
and  completed  the  passage  through  the  locks  without 

delay  or  mishap.

SAN  FRANCISCO  BANK  CLEARINGS 
INCREASE. 

San  I'Vancisco's  bank  clearings  for  July  were  greater 
than  for  any  previous  month  since  October,  1913. 
amounting  to  $226,800,957.  \\'ith  all  the  forces  that 
ha\e  been  acting  to  affect  the  business  of  the  country 
during  the  past  year,  San  Francisco's  bank  clearings 
have  compared  favorably  with  those  of  the  large  cities. 
In  the  months  which  have  shown  a  decrease  over 
clearings  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year  the  per 
cent  of  decrease  has  been  less  in  San  Francisco  than 
elsewhere. 

The  clearings  for  the  first  six  months  of  191,5  exceed 
those  of  the  first  six  months  of  1914.  July  for  this  year 
exceeded  any  July  with  the  exception  of  July,  1912. 
P.usiiiess  is  better. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  NEEDS  GREEN  GRASS. 

No  San  Franciscan  would  trade  the  climate  of  this 
city  for  that  of  any  Eastern  or  Middle  Western  city, 
especially  after  the  run  of  weather  we  had  last  week, 
which  told  its  results  in  the  attendance  at  the  Exposi- 
tion. We  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  depend  upon 
a  rainless  summer  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
.August,  September,  and  often  into  October  and  most 
■  if  November.  Thunder  showers  are  common  during 
these  months  in  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Pittsburg,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  Boston  and 
New  York.  These  showers  have  just  one  advantage — 
they  produce  green  grass. 

The  one  drawback  to  the  beautiful  home  sites  we 
have  in  our  city,  is  the  lack  of  spacious  lawns  and  roll- 
ing green  turf.  In  the  above-mentioned  cities  one  can 
ride  mile  after  mile  between  rows  of  attractive  homes 
surrounded  by  grassy  lawns  that  are  green  the  year 
'round.  r)ur  restricted  residence  parks  would  be  far 
more  attractive  if  we  could  introduce  more  grass  and 
foliage.  A  bird's-eye  view  of  the  Eastern  cities — or 
even  getting  nearer  home,  an  areoplane  view  of  Spo-  i 
kane,  Seattle  or  Portland — does  not  disclose  a  sea  of 
homes  and  buildings,  but  a  vast  expanse  of  greenery 
and,  nestled  in  amongst  the  trees,  the  homes  of  the 
people.  Many  of  the  Eastern  cities  pay  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  shade  trees  lining  the  residence  walks.  In  other 
cities  the  park  commissioners  grow  the  trees  in  their 
parks  and  nurseries  and  transplant  and  maintain  the 
trees  out  of  the  city  budget. 

Easterners  have  always  commented  upon  this  fact 
and  we  have  but  to  visit  the  cities  of  the  East  to  more 
fully  appreciate  the  force  of  their  arguments.  X 
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OUR   INDUSXRIAL  CENTER 

The  Terminal  Rate  decision  gave  terminal  rates  to  San  Francisco,  San  Diego, 
East  San  Pedro,  Wilmington  and  Oakland,  and  took  it  away  from  Los  Angeles, 
Sacramento,  Stockton  and  Marysville.  A  manufacturer  located  in  a  city  without  a 
terminal  rate  works  under  a  constant  freight  rate  handicap. 

San  Francisco  and  her  Metropolitan  District  are  the  largest  centers  of  popula- 
tion in  the  West      A  manufacturer  needs  a  consuming  population  to  sell  to. 

San  Francisco  is  the  only  California  port  from  whence  steamer  lines  sail  for 
Alaska,  China,  Japan,  Philippines,  Hawaii,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Central  and 
South  America.     AH  other  cities  must  ship  FIRST  to  San  Francisco. 

Nature  has  made  San  Francisco  the  natural  distributing  center  of  the  West. 
A  greater  population  and  a  larger  area  are  covered  from  San  Francisco,  both  by 
rail  and  water,  at  a  lower  cost  and  in  a  shorter  time,  than  from  any  other  center 
west  of  Chicago  or  St.  Louis.

San  Francisco  has  a  lower  tax  rate  than  any  other  large  city  on  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

Low  rates  for  electric  power  and  cheap  oil  for  fuel  are  attractions  to  prospect- 
ive manufacturers. 

Whether  a  manufacturer  be  after  a  Coast  or  an  Oriental  business,  San  Fran- 
cisco is  the  logical  center.

SAN  FRANCISCO'S  BANKING  POSITION. 

An  analysis  of  the  figures  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  California  Banking  Department  for  June  23,  1915, 
shows  that  San  Francisco's  position  as  financial  center 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  is  impregnable. 

The  total  resources  of  the  State  banks  of  California 
(National  banks  not  included),  on  June  23.  1915,  were 
$763,684,864,  as  compared  with  $745,221,709  on'  June 
30,  1914.  The  total  individual  deposits  on  the  above 
dates  were  $581,410,023  this  year,  as  compared  with 
$575,557,512  in  1914. 

The  total  resources  of  all  of  State  banks  in- 
creased $18,463,155.  of  which  $18,243,097  was  the  in- 
crease in  the  banks  of  San  Francisco.  The  increase  in 
individual  deposits  of  the  State  banks  of  San  Francisco 
between  the  dates  named  was  $7,394,077,  whereas  the 
increase  of  all  the  State  banks  (San  Francisco  in- 
cluded), was  but  $5,852,511.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that 
the  San  Francisco  banks  saved  the  situation,  both  as 
to  total  resources  and  total  deposits. 


OUR  MODERN   FIRE-FIGHTING  APPARATUS. 

k  .-Xt  the  opening  of  the  fire  house  at  Commercial  and 
Drumm  Streets  last  Wednesday  the  public  was  af- 
forded an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  manner  in  which 
San  Francisco's  horse-drawn  fire  apparatus  is  being 
superseded    by    the    more    modern    motor-driven    ap- 

\  paratus.  The  new  building  is  very  handsome  and  com- 
plete and  houses  two  engines,  one  large  ladder  truck, 

;  hose  wagons,  squad  wagons  and  the  cars  of  the  bat- 
talion chief.  Fire  Chief  Murphy  presided  over  the 
ceremonies  which  were  held  on  the  occasion  of  the 
opening,  and  the  Municipal  Band  furnished  the  music. 
About  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  fire-fighting  ap- 
paratus of  the  department  is  now  motor-driven. 


DEMAND  FOR  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  IN  ALASKA. 

Last  year  the  consumption  of  dairy  products  in 
-Alaska  exceeded  that  of  any  former  year.  This  was 
partly  due  to  increased  tourist  travel  and  partly  due  to 
the  fact  that  more  people  are  settling  in  the  territory, 
attracted  there  by  the  prospect  of  early  development 
of  the  resources  which  have  waited  upon  railroad  con- 
struction. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Matanuska  coal  fields,  ships 
will  lie  assured  a  return  cargo  to  California  ports  and 
San  Francisco  merchants  should  be  busy  now  investi- 
gating the  trade  possibilities  with  a  territory  which 
at  present  buys  California  goods  through  the  jobbin.g 
houses  of  another  State — and  pays  for  the  privilege. 
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MARINE    DEPARTMENT    NEWS

in  the  cliarter  this  week  of  the  British  steamer  V'olfja 
at  95  shillings  for  wheat  from  Portland  to  the  Lhiitcd 
Kinj^doni.  The  previons  steamer  fixed  for  this  same 
voyage,  which  was  the  Norwegian  steamer  Strinda, 
receives  92/6.  The  former  vessel  is  now  loading  coal 
at  an  F.astern  .Atlantic  port  for  discharge  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  latter  has  jnst  completed  discharge  of  a 
like  cargo  at  Manila  for  the  U.  S.  ("iu\ernniont. 


An  arrival  at  this  port  Jnly  28th  which  created  an 
nnnsnal  amonnt  of  interest  to  shipping  men  was  tlie 
New  York  Training  Ship  Newport.  This  State 
nantical  ship  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only 
school  ship  maintained  by  any  of  the  States  of  the 
Union.  With  100  cadets  she  left  New  York  on  May 
4th  for  this  coast,  touching  at  St.  Thomas  and  Panama 
Canal  ports  and  thence  to  Honolulu  and  Hilo.  After 
remaining  at  the  Hawaiian  Islands  two  weeks,  pro- 
ceeded here.  The  Newport  is  maintained  to  train 
voung  men  to  become  officers  in  the  .Xmerican  mer- 
chant marine.  

Under  construction  at  the  present  time  for  the 
.American  merchant  marine  service  are  48  steamers,  23 
tankers.  9  colliers.  7  ferryboats.  IS  barges.  21  scows 
and  dredges,  2  yachts  and  2  schooners.  Inckided  in 
this  list  are  3  steamers  for  the  American-Hawaiian 
Line.  6  for  the  Standard  Oil  Co..  3  for  the  Shell  Com- 
pany of  California,  1  for  ^^^  R.  Grace  &  Co..  2  for 
Luckenbach  Steamship  Co. 


The  former  Arctic  exploring  steamer  Roosevelt 
sailed  from  New  York  on  July  19th  for  Seattle  via 
Panama  Canal,  according  to  telegram  received  by  the 
Marine  Department  of  the  Chamber.  She  has  lately 
been  equipped  with  oil-burning  apparatus. 


The  bark  .Andrew  \A'elch  has  jnst  been  sold  by  the 
Matson  Navigation  Co.  to  G.  \\'.  AIcNear,  Inc..  for 
$4.^.000.  The  new  owners  are  now  putting  the  vessel 
in  first-class  shape,  preparatory  to  dispatching  her  to 
European  ports  with  a  cargo  of  beans  and  cereals.  This 
vessel  was  built  for  and  plied  for  several  years  in  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  sugar  trade  for  Welch  &  Co..  her 
owners,  at  that  time.  With  the  substitution  of  steam 
for  sail  she  was  sold  to  Matson  Navigation  Co..  her 
late  owners,  who  have  had  her  laid  up  in  port  here  the 
last  two  years.  

SAN  FRANCISCO  ON  THE  HIGH  SEAS. 

The  current  issue  of  the  "Ocean  W'ireless  News." 
wdiich  is  published  b}'  the  Marconi  Wireless  Company 
and  distributed  aboard  the  passenger  vessels  travers- 
ing the  Pacific  Ocean,  can  justh'  be  called  the  San 
Francisco  issue,  for  it  is  largely  made  up  of  matter 
descriptive  of  this  city  and  is  fully  illustrated  with 
cuts  portraying  scenes  in  and  about  the  Western 
metropolis.  The  publication  gives  most  valuable  in- 
formation, particularly  at  this  time,  wdien  steamers  arc 
crowded  with  passengers  en  route  to  the  Exposition, 
for  it  furnishes  in  advance  authentic  information  and 
descriptions  of  San  Francisco.  The  editors  are  to  be 
commended  for  this  up-to-date  publication.

CHANGES  IN  PARCEL  POST. 

The  Postmaster  of  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Chas.  W.  l"ay. 
under  date  of  July  30th.  announced  certain  changes 
and  additions  to  the  parcel  post  rules,  regulations  and 
service. 

The  size  of  parcel  post  packages  has  been  increased 
from  72  inches  to  84  inches,  length  and  girth  com- 
bined. 

Effective  September  1st,  a  receipt  for  ordinary  unin- 
sured parcel  post  mail  may  be  secured  by  the  sender 
from  the  Postmaster  upon  payment  of  one  cent  per  re- 
ceipt per  package.  Heretofore  only  the  insured  or 
C.  O.  D.  packages  were  receipted  for  by  the  Post- 
master.   

JAPANESE   COMMISSIONER   APPRECIATES 
OUR    HOSPITALITY. 

The  Chamber  has  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  -\. 
.Shito.  who  was  appointed  a  special  commissioner  liy 
the  Dejjartment  of  Commerce  and  .Agriculture  of  the 
Government  of  Japan  to  investigate  commercial  and 
industrial  cc.nditions  in  this  country.

LUNCHEON   TO    FEDERAL   TRADE 
COMMISSION. 

A  joint  luncheon  will  be  given  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club  in  the 
dining  hall  of  the  Commercial  Club  at  12:15  p.  m., 
Tuesday,  August  17th. 

The  President  and  members  of  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission,  who  will  be  in  the  city  at  that  time  con- 
ducting their  hearings,  will  speak  at  the  luncheon  meet- 
ing. This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important  commis- 
sion that  has  ever  visited  San  Francisco  in  so  far  as 
its  relations  to  the  San  Francisco  business  man  are 
concerned.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  business 
interests  of  San  Francisco  to  present  their  claims  and 
their  case  before  an  unbiased  jury  that  is  endeavoring 
to  get  at  the  facts.  The  greater  our  co-operation  with 
this  Commission  the  greater  will  be  the  benefits  accru- 
ing therefrom. 

One  of  the  main  topics  of  interest  to  merchants  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  that  will  receive  a  great  deal  of  the 
attention  of  the  Commission  will  be  the  presentation  of 
the  facts  concerning  the  American  Merchant  Marine 
as  it  relates  to  this  section  of  the  country. 

In  a  letter  from  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  one 
of  the  Commissioners  stated:  "In  the  cities  we  have 
heretofore  visited  we  have  found  the  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce the  best  agencies  for  organizing  our  hearings, 
which  are  informal  in  character  and  designed  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  facts  concerning  busi- 
ness conditions  and  particularly  for  the  securing  of 
facts  and  expressions  of  opinion  concerning  matters 
relating  to  foreign  trade." 

The  sessions  of  the  Commission  will  open  on  the 
day  of  the  luncheon,  the  morning  session  being  de- 
voted to  the  lumber  interests.     The  luncheon  meeting 


comes  at  an  opportune  time  for  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber to  learn  of  this  work.

VISIT  OF  FEDERAL  TRADE  COMMISSION. 

Tlie  Federal  Trade  Commission,  composed  of  Hon. 
Joseph  E.  Davies,  Wisconsin  (Chairman)  ;  Hon.  Will 
H.  Parry,  Washington ;  Hon.  ^^'illiam  J.  Harris, 
Georgia;  Hon.  George  Rublee,  New  Hampshire,  and 
Edward  Nash  Hurley,  Illinois,  will  hold  a  session  in 
San  Francisco  on  August  17th.  The  Acting  Chairman 
has  sent  the  following  request  to  the  San  I'ranciscn 
Chamber  of  Commerce: 

The  Commission  while  in  San  Francisco  desires  to  meet 
with  men  interested  in  the  subject  of  foreign  trade  expansion, 
or  in  any  other  matter  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Com- 
mission's duties  and  powers.  The  Commission  would  be 
greatly  obliged  if  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
would  e.\tend  an  invitation  to  the  business  men  to  attend  a 
series  of  meetings  to  be  held  on  the  afternoon  of  August  17th, 
and  all  day  of  the  18th  and  19th.  (The  meetings  will  take 
place  in  the  Assembly  room  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.) 
We  desire  to  say  in  this  connection  that  the  Commission 
does  not  impart  to  its  hearings  any  suggestion  or  appearance 
of  legalistic  procedure.  On  the  contrary  it  is  the  desire  and 
practice  of  the  Commission  to  conduct  all  of  its  hearings  in 
an  informal  manner.  While  in  San  Francisco  the  Commis- 
sion will  be  glad  to  hold  conferences  with  representatives  of 
trade  organizations  in  various  lines  of  industry  and  also  meet 
informally  representatives  of  corporations,  firms  or  individuals 
engaged  in  foreign  or  inter-state  commerce. 

The  Commission  is  empowered  under  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  Act  to  make  investigations  regarding  trade  con- 
ditions in  and  with  foreign  countries. 

If  any  members  arc  interested  and  desire  to  appear 
before  this  Commission,  please  send  written  notice  to 
the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber  prior 
to  August  17th.  stating  tlie  particular  subject  they 
wish  to  take  up  so  that  necessary  arrangeinents  can 
be  made.

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BATTLESHIPS  IN  THE  PACIFIC. 

The  visit  of  the  Annapolis  midshipmen  brings  the 
first  United  States  battleships  to  the  Pacific  since  the 
visit  of  the  fleet  in  May,  1908.  Of  the  three  battleships 
in  this  fleet  the  Wisconsin  and  Ohio  were  built  at  the 
Union  Iron  Works,  but  have  been  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast  for  several  years.  These  battleships  are  not 
dreadnaughts,  their  main  battery  consisting  of  but  four 
twelve-inch  guns.  The  United  States  has  never  had  a 
dreadnaught  in  the  Pacific.  The  only  battleship  we 
have  had  in  the  Pacific  for  the  last  few  years  has  been 
tlie  historic  Oregon.  This  ship  has  been  laid  up  and 
would  undoubtedly  not  be  used  in  time  of  war. 

Other  than  these  we  have  but  five  armored  ships  in 
these  waters — the  armored  cruisers  San  Diego,  Colo- 
rado, INIaryland.  Pittsburg  and  AVest  Virginia  on  this 
coast,  and  the  armored  cruiser  Saratoga  (formerly  the 
New  York)  in  the  Philippines,  one  of  the  first  armored 
cruisers  in  our  Navy.  These  ships  mount  but  four 
eight-inch  guns  in  their  main  battery.

Requests  for  (iouations  from  any  of  the  following  eu- 
I  (lorsed  societies,  except  by  those  l<:nown  to  you  to  be  con- 
nected with  or  interested  in  such  societies,  should  be  ac- 
I  companied  by  our  collection  book,  the  cover  page  of  which 

vouches  both  for  the  society  and  the  collector. 
i  Our  field  of  investigation  does  not  cover  fraternal, 
j  mutual  benefit,  social,  business,  labor  or  similar  organiza- 
tions. Neither  does  it  extend  to  churches,  missions  or 
I  other  institutions  that  are  chiefly  or  primarily  rehgious. 
I  however  commendable  may  be  their  work. 

Caution. 

In  this  connection  it  seems  essential  to  frequently  re- 
mind a  confiding  or  careless  public  that  under  the  guise  of 
religious  work  there  are  in  this  as  in  all  large  cities  some 
persons  not  regularly  connected  with  any  church  who  will 
from  time  to  time  solicit  charity  in  the  garb  of  priests, 
clergymen,  sisters  or  in  uniform  resembling  that  of  the 
Volunteers  of  America,  Salvation  Army  and  similar  or- 
ganizations. 

These  folk  are  apt  to  be  imposters  and  several  such 
cases  have  recently  been  drawn  to  our  attention. 

Now  the  only  safe  rule  in  these,  in  fact  in  all  doubtful 
cases,  when  solicitors  are  not  personally  known  or  do  not 


present  our  books,  is  to  refer  them  to  your  charitv  disburs- 
ing department,  and  there  ascertain : 

(  I )  The  full  name  and  address  of  solicitor  and  his  re- 
lation to  the  society. 

(2)  Correct  name,  address,  telephone  number  and 
nature  of  work  of  society  itself;  (also  if  possible  the  per- 
centage of  its  collectors'  commissions). 

Our  endorsed  societies,  in  the  large  majority  of  cases, 
make  appeals  only  through  volunteer  officers  and  direc- 
tors or  salaried  officials.  When  occasionally  employing 
others  as  collectors  they  restrict  their  commissions  to  io%. 

As  to  the  questions  above  advised,  we  do  not  think  any 
bona  fide  society  or  agent  can  object  to  them,  or  to  wait  a 
few  days  till  inquiries  have  been  answered  by  the  societies 
referred  to,  or  to  receive  a  contribution,  if  made,  by  check 
to  the  order  of  the  society  itself. 

If  not  satisfied  about  the  standing  of  a  society  or  its 
alleged  agent,  perhaps  the  Endorsement  Committee's  in- 
formation bureau  can  aid  you,  especially  if  the  work  of 
such  society  is  similar  to  that  of  our  endorsed  ones.  In 
such  case  telephone  said  biireau  at  Kearny  112,  where  any 
information  available  will  gladly  be  given.

WE  NEED   A  RAPID 

San  Francisco  is  solving  her  rapid  transit  ))roblems 
tn  a  certain  e.xtent  by  means  of  tunnels — the  Stockton 
Street  Tunnel  and  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel.  This 
method,  however,  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  rapid 
sjrowth  of  the  city  or  even  in  keeping-  with  the  rate  that 
the  citv  would  grow  if  the  proper  means  of  rapid  tran- 
sit were  employed.  The  Sunset.  Richmond.  South  San 
Francisco  and  other  districts  of  the  city  would  be  far 
more  densely  populated  if  it  did  not  take  forty,  fifty 
and  sixty  minutes  to  reach  home  from  the  business 
districts  of  the  city. 

Subways  would  prove  too  costly  for  this  city  at 
present,  and  an  elevated  system  would  meet  opposi- 
tion, as  it  would  disfigure  the  down-town  streets. 

There  are  other  methods  of  providing  rapid  trans- 
portation, however.  We  have  many  lines  in  this  city 
that  parallel  each  other  for  many  blocks.  Tf  an  ex- 
press service  could  be  inaugurated  on  certain  lines  dur- 
ing the  rush  hours,  morning  and  evening,  or  even 
during  the  entire  day.  the  trip  could  be  made  from 
Market  Street  to  the  most  outlying  districts  in  fifteen 
minutes  or  less.  To  really  appreciate  such  a  serv- 
ice, a  trip  should  be  made  on  an  owl  car  on  any  of  the 
lines  after  midnight.  The  distances  are  not  great  in 
San  Francisco.  What  little  inconvenience  would  be 
caused  passen.gers  by  having  to  walk  a  few  blocks  to 
reach  a  station  would  be  more  than  made  up  bv  the 
quick  transportation.  The  subway  and  elevated  .sta- 
tions of  New  York  are  several  blocks  apart,  as  are  the 
elevated  stations  in  Chica.go  and  the  tubes  of  London. 

This  system  is  the  .solution  of  San  Francisco's  rapid 
transit  problem  and  is  the  means  by  which  our  out- 
lying districts  will  be  built  up  with  homes. 

.^s  an  example  we  might  take  notice  of  what  New 
York  is  doing  along  the  lines  of  providing  for  in- 
creased rapid  transit  facilities.  The  following  table 
will  give  the  amounts  being  expended  in  New-  York 
and  Brooklvn  for  new  ^ubwavs  and  elevateds :

In  other  words.  Greater  New  York  is  spending 
nearly  as  much  as  the  cost  of  the  Panama  Canal  in 
providing  for  the  increased  needs  of  rapid  transit. 

The  two  municipalities  of  Brooklyn  and  New  York 
co-operated  in  the  building  of  the  new  subways  and 
elevated  roads  by  exchanging  certain  privileges.     The 
Tnterborou,gh   Rapid  Transit   Company   will   run   sub- 
ways from  New  York  under  the  river  and  into  Brook- 
lyn and  in  return  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany will  run  its  subw-ay  lines  under  the  river  and  into 
the  heart  of  New-  York  City.     No  jealousies  or  animos- 
ities w-ere  encountered  in  this  work,  each  public  service     | 
corporation    and    municipality    realizing    that    for    the     I 
good  of  the  transportation  problem  each  had  to  con-     | 
cede  something;  to  the  other. 

In  New  York  the  local  elevated  Ninth  .\venue  line 
makes  10  miles  in  33'/^  minutes,  while  the  Third 
.\venue  line  goes  from  South  Ferry  to  Bronx  Park, 
a  distance  of  13,69  miles,  in  .S,^  minutes,  and  from  the 
Citv  Tlall  to  Bronx  Park,  a  distance  of  12.79  miles,  in 
?\   minutes. 

The  distance  from  the  Ferry  Depot  to  the  Beach  via 
Market  and  McAllister  Streets  is  but  6'i  miles.  With 
rapid  transit  in  San  Francisco  the  Beach  w'ould  be  but 
a  short  distance  from  the  Ferry. 
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FACTORIES  COMING  TO  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  following  industries  have  moved  from  Los  Angeles 
to  San  Francisco  since  the  first  of  the  year :  The  Ameri- 
can Writing  Machine  Company  and  the  VorU  Safe 
.iimI  Lock  Company  (.the  largest  safe  company  in  the 
Hc.iliij.  The  following  have  moved  their  Pacific  Coast 
Headquarters  from  Los  Angeles  to  San  Francisco:  The 
Concrete  Engineering  Company,  The  John  Douglas  Com- 
pany, and  the  U.  S.  Smelting,  Refining  and  Mining  Ex- 
ploration Company.  These  are  all  large  companies  that 
could  not  aft'ord  to  do  business  on  the  Pacific  Coast  with- 
out having  their  headquarters  in  the  commercial,  indus- 
trial and  financial  metropolis  thereof.  l'"oreman  and 
Clark  and  the  Fulton  Engineering  Co.  of  Los  Angeles 
have  also  opened  offices  in  San  Francisco. 

More  are  coming  while  others  are  considering  the 
matter.     Additional  lists  will  be  published  later. 


MAINTENANCE  OF  RESALE   PRICES. 

.  An  opinion  of  great  interest  to  all  interested  in  standard 
priced  articles  and  one  involving  the  principles  of  price 
maintenance  and  monopoly  of  trade,  has  been  handed 
ilown  by  the  Federal  Court  for  the  District  of  New  York. 
The  opmion  in  this  case,  which  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
calling  for  adjudication  under  the  Clayton  Act,  denies 
the  right  to  compel,  by  preliminary  injunction,  a  manufac- 
turer or  marketer  of  any  particular  article  of  merchandise 
to  sell  that  merchandise  to  another  person,  or  to  compel  a 
sale  at  prices  other  than  those  set  by  such  manufacturer  or 
marketer. 

This  decision  lacks  the  force  and  effect  of  a  final  judg- 
ment, since  it  is  the  outcome  of  a  preliminary  hearing. 


CLEVELAND-SAN   FRANCISCO   TELEPHONE 
SERVICE. 

The  transcontinental  telephcme  service  betwepn  Cleve- 
land and  San  I'rancisco  was  ufticially  opened  on  the  3rd 
of  this  month.  By  arrangements  made  by  the  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  Robert  Newton 
Lynch,  vice-president  and  manager  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  spoke  to  500  members  of  the 
Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  their  luncheon  meet- 
ing in  the  dining  hall  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Build- 
ing in  Cleveland. 

By  this  means  the  commercial  advantages  of  the  trans- 
continental telephone  service  were  emphasized  by  having 
the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  two  cities  open  the 
service  and  deliver  the  first  transcontinental  message 
between  the  two  cities. 

The  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce  told  of  the  work 
they  were  doing  along  industrial  lines  and  the  vital  rela- 
tions this  work  had  to  the  conmnmity.  Mr.  Lynch  in  his 
talk  congratulated  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce 
on  their  effective  organization  and  then  dwelt  upon  the 
many  advantages  existing  in  San  Francisco  for  Cleveland 
manufacturers  to  open  branch  offices  and  factories  in  this 
city.  The  Cleveland  manufacturers  are  exhibiting  at  the 
Exposition  and  many  of  them  will  open  offices  here  at  the 
close  of  the  exposition.  .'\.  tran.scontinental  telephone 
message  from  the  manager  of  a  CTiamber  of  Commerce 
to  500  members  of  another  Chamber  of  Commerce  2,500 
nnles  away,  telling  them  of  commercial  and  industrial  ad- 
vantages of  a  city  is  surely  the  zenith  of  modern  adver- 
tising aided  by  the  transcontinental  telephone  service. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

HEARING  ON  BEER  RATES. 

'The  San  Diego  Consolidated  Brewing  Company 
and  the  Mission  Brewing  Company  uf  San  Diego  have 
filed  a  complaint  with  the  California  State  Railroad 
Commission  attacking  the  rates  on  beer  from  San 
Diego  to  consuming  points  in  California,  such  as 
Bakersfield,  Taft,  Mojave,  Fresno  and  Stockton. 

If  the  rates  were  adjusted  on  basis  of  the  petition 
filed  by  these  complainants  it  would  result  in  disturb- 
ing the  present  adjustment  and  rendering  tlie  distribu- 
tion of  beer  to  that  territory  from  San  T'rancisco  much 
more  difficult. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  attended  a  hearing  on  this  sub- 
ject at  San  Diego  July  28th,  and  succeeded  in  having 
further  hearing  held  in  San  I'rancisco,  .August  23rd, 
at  which  time  the  merits  of  the  case  will  be  fully  gone 
into.  

A  NEW  SERVICE  FOR  THE  MEMBERSHIP. 

It  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  furnish  real  service  to  the  members.  The  latest 
information  to  be  handled  by  the  Information  and 
Statistical  Department  relates  to  the  bulletins  sent  out 
by  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company.  These 
bulletins  will  be  kept  on  file  m  the  office  and  such  in- 
formation as  is  of  general  interest  to  the  members  will 
be  published  in  the  "Activities"  from  time  to  time. 

We  are  advised  by  our  cable  authorities  that  the  repeated 
use  by  American  senders  of  surnames  in  the  address  of  cable- 
grams where  the  registered  address  can  be  used  gives  con- 
stant rise  to  awkward  positions.  It  is  proper  to  say  that  code 
addresses  registered  prior  to  July  1,  1914,  may  be  used  in 
cables  to  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
France,  Russia  and  Japan  and  the  possessions  of  those  coun- 
tries   including    Egypt. 

It  is  suggested  that  instead  of  addressing  a  cable,  for  in- 
stance, to  "Cunningham,  Belfast"  (perhaps  a  well  known 
name),  it  be  sent  to  the  registered  address  of  Mr.  Cunning- 
ham, if  known,  and  provided  the  registration  was  effective 
prior  to  July  1,  1914. 

Our  attention  has  also  been  directed  anew  to  the  fact  that 
the  military  censors  require  that  cablegrams  shall  be  so 
worded  as  to  be  clearly  intelligible  to  them,  if  delays  to  the 
cables  or  their  actual  suppression  is  to  be  avoided. 

We  are  directed  to  call  the  attention  of  our  patrons  to  the 
wisdom,  owing  to  existing  conditions  abroad,  of  writing 
cablegrams  at  such  length  that  the  true  meaning  of  all  trade 
or  technical  names  or  terms  employed  in  the  massages  shall 
be  intelligible  to  the  censors.  Many  messages  reaching  the 
other  side  are  worded  tersely  and  are  not  fully  intelligible  to 
the  censors  and  hence  are  intercepted  or  are  gready  delayed 
in  delivery,  whereas  if  carefully  worded  for  the  comprehen- 
sion of  a  third  party  unfamiliar  with  the  technicality  of  the 
case  they  are  more  likely  to  go  through  without  challenge. 

The  British  censors  have  ruled  that  messages  containing 
combinations  of  short  words  run  together  in  a  manner  con- 
trary to  the  usages  of  the  language  are  not  in  plain  language 
but  in  effect  constitute  unauthorized  code  and  are  subject  to 
suppression. 

In  submitting  this  information  to  our  patrons  we  feel  that 
they  will  appreciate  the  motive  that  prompts  us  to  advise  of 
conditions  prescribed  by  the  military  censors  which  are  wholly 
beyond  our  reach  and  control.  We  believe  that  it  is  only 
proper  that  we  should  give  out  these  helpful  suggestions  to 
our  patrons  that  their  messages  when  directed  to  points 
abroad  may  be  exempt  as  far  as  possible,  from  restrictions, 
which,  if  in  any  way  abridged,  lead  to  delays  and  suppressions 
by  the  censor  of  which  we  are  not  advised.

R.  Grace  &  Co.  continue  to  increase 
the  large  fleet  which  they  are  already  operating  in  their 
different  lines  to  Australia.  Central  and  South  .-\merica 
and  .\tlantic  jjorts  from  Pacific  Coast  terminals.  The 
latest  to  be  taken  Ijy  them  are  the  steamers  Aztec,  to 
load  at  northern  ports  for  Chile  and  Peru;  Francis 
llanify,  to  load  at  South  .American  ports  for  Atlantic: 
the  Navajo  from  New  York  for  San  Francisco,  and 
tlie  Xann  Smith  from  San  Francisco  for  South  Ameri- 
can ports. 

The  I'ort  Pilakeley  IMills.  one  of  the  largest  and  old- 
est lumber  companies  of  this  Coast,  in  conjunction  with 
«  hich  they  owned  and  operated  sailing  craft,  have  just 
added  to  their  fleet  five  schooners.  The  combined 
capacity  of  the  newly  acquired  vessels  are  over  5000M 
feet  of  lumber.  They  are  all  well  known  at  this  port, 
being-  occasional  visitors  here  on  the  return  voyage  from

Reed  &  Co..  of  San  Francisco,  have  been 
appointed  Pacific  Coast  agents  for  the  Quaker  Line. 
Oregon-California  Shipping  Co.  The  first  vessel  of 
this  line  to  leave  the  .Atlantic  w-ill  be  the  steamer  Tam- 
])icci.  sailing  from  New  York  on  .August  17th  and  from 
Pliiladelphia  .August  21st.  The  Tampico  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  steamer  Eureka,  leaving  September  6th. 
and  Philadelphia  on  September  12th.  Both  of  these 
vessels  will  bring  cargo  for  San  Francisco,  I-os  .Ang- 
eles, and  Portland,  Oregon.  H.  C.  Baker  will  he 
freight  agent.

BONDED  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  Chamber  has  on  file  in  its  Information  ami 
Statistical  Department  a  copy  of  the  general  account- 
ing of  authorized  issue  of  bonds  to  June  30,  1915,  as 
compiled  bv  Thomas  F.  Boyle,  Auditor. 

Including  the  issues  of  July  1,  1904:  July  1,  1908, 
and  miscellaneous  4^-2%  and  5^^  bonds,  there  was  a 
total  sold  to  June  30.  1915.  of  $48,519,800.  Bonds  re- 
deemed and  to  be  redeemed  Tulv  2,  1915,  amounted  to 
$6,895,000.  Bonds  outstanding  as  of  July  2,  1915, 
$41,624,800.  This  includes  the  E.xposition  bond  issue 
of  $5,000,000,  w^hich  is  not  included  in  the  charter 
limitation. 

These  bonds  include  the  County  Jail  and  Hall  of  Jus- 
tice, Golden  Gate  Park  Extension  to  Presidio.  Hos- 
pital. Library,  Mission  Park,  Playgrounds,  Schools, 
.Sewers.  Street  ^^'ork,  Fire  Protection.  Garbage  Sys- 
tem, Water  Supply,  Geary  Street  Railway,  Market 
Street  Railway,  Exposition  and   Municipal   Railways. 

No  city  in  the  United  States  has  done  as  much  as 
San  Francisco  in  the  last  few  years  in  the  way  of 
municipal  improvements.  New  York  has  spent  more, 
but  the  funds  there  have  been  devoted  to  the  subway 
and  elevated  extensions  and  the  water  supply.  The 
diversity  and  modern  character  of  the  municipal  im- 
provements in  this  city  have  not  been  exceeded.  With 
it   all   San   Francisco  has  a  lower  tax  rate  than   anv 


large  city  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  As  a  prominent  bank- 
er recently  stated,  a  city  that  can  show  and  stand  a 
l.irge  bonded  indebtedness  has  stability  and  a  sound 
financial  hacking.  .San  Francisco  is  a  strong  financial 
center  and  her  citizens  can  well  be  proud  of  the  stand- 
ing I  if  the  city  to-day.

WHARF   FOR   POTATO   AND   ONION 
SHIPMENTS. 

The  San  Francisco  Wholesale  Potato  Dealers'  -As- 
sociation is  agitating  a  movement  to  have  a  special 
wharf  assigned  exclusively  for  potato  and  onion  ship- 
ments coming  into  San  Francisco  by  water.  It  is 
claimed  that  an  enormous  amount  of  the  potato  and 
onion  business  has  been  driven  away  through  other! 
channels  from  this  market,  but  that  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that,  if  a  special  wharf  with  spur  track  facilities 
is  granted  for  the  accommodation  of  the  potato  and 
onion  shipments  to  San  Francisco,  a  large  percentage 
of  this  lost  business  will  be  returned  here. 

The  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  delta  produces 
between  4.000.000  and  5,000.000  bags  of  potatoes  an- 
nually and  approximately  1.000.000  bags  of  onions. 
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SAN  FRANCISCO— CONVENTION  CENTER. 

During-  the  month  of  August  258  congresses  and 
conventions  will  meet  in  and  near  San  Francisco.  Of 
these,  sixty-two  met  durins;  the  week  beginning  Sun- 
day, August  8th,  as  follows  :  Sunday,  August  8th,  five  : 
Monday,  .\ugust  9th,  twenty-three;  Tuesday,  August 
10th,  thirty-three;  Wednesday,  August  11th,  thirty- 
two;  Thursday,  August  12th,  thirty;  Friday,  August 
13th,  twenty-five;  Saturday,  August  14th.  nineteen. 
The  week  included  meetings  devoted  to  five  great 
periods,  namely,  .'\griculture.  Economics,  Thrift,  Phar- 
macy and  Social  Service. 

Mr.  James  A.  Barr,  Director  of  Congresses  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  who  fur- 
nishes the  above  information  and  who  has  charge  of 
securing  the  conventions  for  the  Exposition,  states 
that  he  finds  from  experience  that  delegates  to  the  con- 
ventions enter  the  gates  of  the  Exposition  from  four  to 
six  times.  He  further  states  that  the  258  August  con- 
ventions will  be  responsible  for  fully  one  million'  ad- 
missions. 


INTERNATIONAL  IMMIGRATION  CONGRESS. 

The  sessions  of  the  International  Immigration  Con- 
gress were  held  in  the  Civic  Auditorium  on  the  ninth, 
tenth  and  eleventh  of  this  month  and  were  very  well 
attended.  On  the  tenth  Robert  Newton  Lynch,  vice- 
president  and  manager  of  the  Chamber,  addressed  those 
present  on  "Immigration  and  Manufacturing  on  the 
Pacific  Coast." 

This  is  a  subject  that  is  vital  to  the  interests  and 
future  of  the  Coast.  Mr.  Lynch  spoke  of  the  work 
the  Chamber  has  been  doing  in  attracting  factories 
to  this  Coast  and  this  city  and  mentioned  the  relation 
they  bore  to  the  immigration  problem. 

Mr.  Lynch  also  spoke  during  the  week  before  the 
American  Economic  Association  on  "Oriental  Migra- 
tion." The  sessions  of  this  convention  were  held  at 
the  L^niversity  of  California  at  Berkeley. 

The  Life  LTnderwriters  held  their  banquet  at  the 
Palace  Hotel  at  the  conclusion  of  their  convention. 
Mr.  Lvnch  also  addressed  this  meeting  on  "The 
Strategic  West." 


DAYTON -SAN  FRANCISCO 

The  Rotary  Club  of  Dayton  listened  to  and  talked 
to  San  Francisco  on  the  12th  of  this  month.  Mr.  V,  P. 
Kingsbury,  vice-president  of  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  spoke  to  Dayton  from  the 
exhibit  of  the  company  in  the  Liberal  Arts  Building 
at  the  Exposition.  Three  hundred  members  of  the  Rotary 
'  lub  of  Dayton  listened  to  San  Francisco,  each  member 
with  a  receiver  to  his  ears.  F.  H.  Rike.  president  of 
''"•  Greater  Dayton  .\ssociation.  spoke  on  the  other 
!  of  the  line,  2,500  miles  away.     He  spoke  of  San 

mcisco  as  a  city  that  had  been  swept  by  fire,  and 
I  layton  as  a  city  that  had  been  swept  by  flood.  War- 
ren Manley,  of  the  Information  and  Statistical  Depart- 
ment of  tile  Chamber,  spoke  for  Mr.  W.  N.  Moore, 
President  of  the  Chamber,  who  could  not  be  present 
at  the  time.  Manley  congratulated  Dayton  and  Mr. 
Rike  on  this  occasion,  and  compared  Dayton  and  San 
I  rancisco  as  siser  cities,  both  having  suffered  catas- 
H'phies  that  each  had  survived  and  emerged  from  as 
bigger  and  better  cities. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
keeps  a  constant  watch  on  tariff  changes  of  freight 
rates,  always  with  the  object  in  view  of  protecting  the 
interests  of  the  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  in  San 
Francisco. 

Many  other  activities  in  the  way  of  improvement 
of  transportation  service  of  all  kinds  to  and  from  San 
Francisco  are  always  being  carried  on  by  the  Traflic 
Bureau. 

The  assistance  and  advice  which  can  be  furnished 
by  this  Bureau  is  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  while  a  great 
many  of  the  members  already  avail  themselves  of  the 
services  of  the  Bureau,  it  is  believed  that  many  others 
might  receive  beneficial  advice  and  assistance,  and 
therefore  all  members  are  invited  to  make  use  of  the 
Bureau  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  transportation,  of 
whatever  character. 


CALIFORNIA   GETS  $75,000   CONTRACT. 

An  important  home  industry  victory  has  just  been 
announced  by  the  State  Board  of  Control,  the  chair- 
man of  which  is  John  Neylan,  and  has  to  do  with  the 
metal  license  signs  for  automobiles,  motorcycles  and 
other  forms  of  motor  vehicles.  These  signs  have  been 
the  subject  of  a  battle  royal  between  California  manu- 
facturers and  Eastern  ones  regularly  every  year  for 
some  time  back.  Heretofore  the  work  has  been  sent 
to  Eastern  shops. 

The  contract  for  the  1916  signs  has  this  year  been 
awarded  to  the  California  Metal  Company  at  Bairds- 
town,  Southern  California.  This  contract  is  for 
400,000  automobile  signs  and  50,000  motorcycle  plates, 
and  will  probably  mean  a  total  cash  consideration  of 
something  in  excess  of  $75,000.  This  is  truly  a  con- 
tract of  some  size  and  means  much  to  California  home 
industry. 

A  gratifying  feature  in  the  award  is  that  the  Cali- 
fornia bid  was  twenty  per  cent  lower  than  the  bid  of 
the  lowest  Eastern  bidder.  The  contract  was  won 
purely  and  simply  on  merit.  The  competition  met 
with  was  from  the  largest  and  richest  of  Eastern 
enameling  plants.  This  is  a  triumph  that  ought  to 
set  at  rest  the  ill-founded  idea  that  manufacturing  in 
the  East  is  always  on  a  less  expensive  basis  than  in 
California.  The  practical  results  of  this  sort  of  home 
industry  is  that  scores  of  workmen  will  be  kept  busy 
for  many  months  in  this  California  factory  making 
these  plates  and  receiving  and  spending  their  wages 
in  this  State.  If  the  contract  had  gone  East  it  would 
have  meant  that  every  California  automobile  owner 
would  have  contributed  his  individual  mite  towards 
making  up  the  $75,000  which  would  have  been  sent 
across  the  countrv  to  build  up  Eastern  enameling 
plants.

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MARINE    DEPARTMENT    NEWS 

1915. 

Tlic  returns  compiled  by  Lloyils.  London,  whii'li 
only  take  into  account  vessels  of  100  tons  and  up- 
wards, the  construction  of  which  has  actually  begun, 
show  that,  excluding-  warships,  there  were  442  vessels 
of  1,506.925  tons  gross  under  construction  in  the 
I'nited  Kingdom  at  the  close  of  the  quarter  ended 
June  30,  1915.  The  tonnage  now  under  construction 
in  the  Kingdom  is  nearly  81.000  tons  less  than  that 
which  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  last  quarter,  and 
about  215.000  tons  less  than  the  tonnage  building  a 
year  ago.  

The  Norwegian  steamer  Rygja,  well  known  on  this 
Coast,  has  been  granted  provisional  American  registry. 
The  Rygja  is  the  fourth  of  twelve  foreign-built  ves- 
sels proposed  for  admission  by  the  .American  Trans- 
atlantic Company.    The  vessel  is  2492  tons. 


The  first  of  1915  Alaska  Packers'  fleet  squared  away 
from  the  Northern  canneries  in  Bristol  Bay  early  this 
month  bound  to  San  Francisco,  loaded  with  cargoes 
of  salmon.  These  vessels  should  arrive  early  in  Sep- 
tember; this  will  be  followed  by  the  entire  fleet  of 
vessels  from  the  fishing  grounds,  and  liy  the  end  of 
September  the  entire  number  will  arrive  in  this  city. 


The  British  bark  Lord  Templetown,  owned  by  Eschen 
&  Minor  of  San  Francisco,  which  arrived  in  this  port 
on  August  13th  from  Newcastle,  England,  coming  via 
the  Panama  Canal,  is  the  first  sailing  vessel  carrying 
cargo  to  come  through  the  Canal  to  San  Francisco. 
The  time  consumed  was  125  days  via  the  Canal ;  this 
shortened  the  vessel's  voyage  by  forty  days. 


The  schooner  Lizzie  Vance,  a  vessel  of  383  tons, 
with  a  carrying  capacity  not  exceeding  500,000  feet  of 
lumber,  has  been  chartered  for  two  trips  from  North 
Pacific  ports  for  Sydney  or  Melbourne  by  Hind, 
Rolph  &  Company.  This  is  the  second  small  vessel  to 
be  chartered  for  off-shore  cargoes.  There  is  no  avail- 
able tonnage  on  this  Coast,  hence  the  chartering  of 
small  vessels  continues.

CHAMBER  FAVORS  NATIONAL  DEFENSE 


Resolved  that  the  follnwing  Declaration  upon  Xa- 
tional  Defense  be  adopted,  and  in  order  that  the  senti- 
ments of  the  business  community  upon  the  subject  of 
National  Defense  may  be  known  to  the  officers  of  the 
Federal  Government,  it  is  further  resolved,  that  copies 
of  the  Declaration  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  and  to  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives of  California  in  the  Congress: 

DECLARATION  UPON  NATIONAL  DEFENSE 
BY  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
OF  THE 
SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  have  followed  the  course  of  the  great 
war  now  raging  in  Europe :  have  appreciated  to  some 
extent  what  such  a  war  means  in  loss  of  life  and  prop- 
erty and  in  the  diminution  of  the  world's  wealth.  We 
can  dimly  appreciate  the  effect  of  all  this  loss  to  civ- 
ilization and  the  resultant  injury  not  only  to  those 
nations  directly  concerned  in  the  war,  but  to  neutral 
nations  as  well.  The  consideration  of  these  subjects 
naturally  directed  attention  to  our  own  country  and 
has  stimulated  a  very  proper  interest  in  the  main- 
tenance of  an  honorable  peace  by  this  country  not  only 
now,  but  in  the  future. 

Various  circumstances  in  the  past  have  served  to 
keep  America  in  a  large  measure  in  the  paths  of  peace, 
and  it  has  been  our  good  fortune  in  the  main  to  avoid 
the  course  of  war.  We  are  impressed,  however,  with 
the  belief  that  peace  with  honor  can  not  always  be 
maintained,  and  that  war  can  not  always  be  avoided. 
We  believe  that  an  honorable  peace  can  be  maintained 
more  readily  by  a  nation  which  is  well  prepared  to 
insist  upon  a  proper  regard  for  the  essential  principles 
of  its  being  and  whose  state  of  military  preparedness 
commands  respect.  We  believe  also  that  a  proper 
preparation  against  war  will  more  readily  insure 
p  against  the  possibility  of  war.  W^e  would  deplore  the 
development  in  free  .America  of  any  spirit  of  military 
aggressiveness,  having  for  its  purposes  the  conquest  of 
territory  or  the  humiliation  or  unjust  treatment  of 
weaker  nations ;  but  we  feel  assured  that  a  proper  pre- 
paredness against  war  can  be  secured  by  America  with- 
out involving  it  in  any  desire  for  conquest  or  causing 


it  to  depart  from  the  policy  declared  for  it  by  George 
\\  ashington  and  ever  since  maintained  as  its  ideal,  and 

AS.  in  a  popular  form  of  government,  such  as  ours,  the 
officers  of  the  government  are  often  aided  in  their  efforts  to 
accomplish  the  purposes  of  a  government  and  to  maintain  its 
essential  spirit  by  learning  the  views  of  its  people,  and 

AS  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  an  organi- 
zation of  the  business  and  commercial  interests  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, qualified  to  speak  on  their  behalf,  now  therefore  be  it 

DECLARED,  that  it  is  the  mature  judgment  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  that 
adequate  preparation  against  the  possibility  of  war  should 
be  provided  by  our  National  Government,  and  to  that  end 
that  the  efficiency,  size  and  the  material  of  our  Army  and 
Navy  should  be  substantially  increased:  that  the  discipline, 
organization,  equipment  and  training  of  our  militia  should 
receive  much  further  federal  aid  and  care:  that  a  knowledge 
of  the  art  and  science  of  war  should  be  more  thoroughly  dis- 
seminated among  our  people:  that  an  adequate  number  of  our 
citizens  in  addition  to  our  professional  soldiers  and  sailors, 
should  receive  such  training  and  education  as  may  qualify 
them  to  serve  intelligently  as  officers,  naval  and  military,  in 
the  unfortunate  event  of  it  ever  becoming  necessary  to  call 
upon  them  in  support  of  our  National  Defense  and  that  our 
people  at  large,  or  adequate  numbers  of  them  should  receive 
sufficient  military  or  naval  training  and  be  given  sufficient 
military  or  naval  experience  to  qualify  them  to  serve  as  an 
efficient  second  line  of  defense.  And  in  this  connection  we 
heartily  approve  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  sum- 
mer schools  of  instruction  for  the  students  of  our  schools  and 
universities  and  also  for  men  of  riper  years,  and  heartily 
endorse  such  movements  as  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  boy  scouts'  organizations  and  the  giving  of  mili- 
tary and  athletic  training  in  our  public  schools. 

And  in  conclusion  we  desire  to  manifest  our  sincere  concur- 
rence in  the  sentiments  of  George  Washington  expressed  by 
him  in  his  speech  to  both  Houses  of  Congress,  delivered 
January  8.  1790.  when  he  said:  "To  be  prepared  for  war  is  one 
of  the  most  effectual  means  of  preserving  peace.  A  free 
people  ought  not  only  to  be  armed  but  disciplined,  to  which 
end  a  uniform  and  well  digested  plan  is  requisite  and  their 
safety  and  interest  require  that  they  should  promote  such 
manufactories  as  tend  to  render  them  independent  of  others 
for  essential,  particularly  for  military  supplies." 


FEDERAL  TRADE  COMMISSION  CONCLUDES 
SAN  FRANCISCO  HEARINGS 

Witli  the  statement  that  the  San  Francisco  hearings 
had  been  the  most  enlightening  and  profitable  of  their 
tour  of  investigation,  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
concluded  their  hearings  before  the  San  Francisco  busi- 
ness men  in  the  assembly  room  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  on  noon  of  Thursday,  August  19th.  There 
is  hardly  anything  that  can  be  added  here  in  addition 
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to  what  was  published  in  the  daily  press  relative  to 
the  worl<  and  the  experiences  of  the  business  men  of 
this  city.  However  we  might  add  that  the  hearings 
were  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Chamber  with 
the  exception  of  the  morning  session  conducted  by  the 
lumbering  interests.  A  copy  of  the  transcript  will  be 
received  some  time  later  and  the  more  prominent  ar- 
ticles will  be  reproduced  in  this  publication.

AN  INDUSTRIAL  OPPORTUNITY. 

The  manager  of  the  Chamber  was  one  of  the  speal. 
ers  at  the  smoker  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  < 
.Monday  night.  Mr.  Lynch  stated  that  industrial  i 
pansion  was  the  Chamber's  answer  to  the  question 
".\fter  tlie  E.xposition — What?"  Briefly  reviewing  ih. 
particular  activities  upon  which  the  Chamber  had  con- 
centrated during  the  past  four  years,  he  said  that  hav- 
ing invested  practically  sixteen  million  dollars  in  the 
Exposition,  which  has  had  the  effect  of  advertising  the 
city  over  the  world,  it  was  the  business  of  the  com- 
munity to  realize  on  the  investment  and  the  answer 
lay  in  the  exploitation  of  the  Exposition.  Mr.  Lynch 
said  in  part :  "This  year  we  expect  to  realize  the  maxi- 
mum effects  of  the  Panaina  Canal;  but  however  high 
our  hopes  we  have  a  kingdom  to  fight  for.  We  have 
for  the  first  time  a  potential  distribtitive  area  for  our 
markets ;  we  have  now  the  chance  for  a  true  sea-level 
rate.  For  years  we  have  been  fighting  for  a  high 
differential  between  carload  and  less  than  carload 
rates.  The  Chamber  is  fighting  to  get  these  benefits 
in  that  manufactured  goods  may  be  distributed  from 
this  center  to  the  greatest  advantage.  Last  year, 
throu.gh  its  legislative  department,  the  Chamber  was 
active  in  securing  the  passage  of  constructive  legisla- 
tion. This  year  the  point  of  einphasis  is  the  industrial 
development  of  San  Francisco  and  the  bay  region.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  is  engaged  in  trying  to  meet 
these  probleins."  Pointing  out  that  the  retailers  had 
not  seized  the  advantages  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  their  fullest,  Mr.  Lynch  said:  "San  Fran- 
cisco should  sacrifice  her  highly  developed  critical  fac- 
ulties and  get  together." 


RETAIL  TRADE  SMOKER  CROWDED. 

The  smoker  given  in  the  San  Francisco  Commercial 
Club  on  the  evening  of  August  16lh  by  the  Retail 
Trade  Coinmittee  of  the  Chamber  was  attended  by 
over  five  hundred  retailers,  many  of  whoin  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber. 

Refreshments  were  served  and  then  George  O. 
Chase,  chairman  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee,  intro- 
duced ^lanager'  Lynch  of  the  Chamber,  who  spoke  on 
".After  the  Exposition — What?"  Mr.  Lynch's  remarks 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

Charles  C.  Parlin.  manager  of  the  Division  of  Com- 
mercial Research  of  the  Curtis  Publishing  Company, 
was  introduced  as  the  speaker  of  the  evening.  Mr. 
Parlin  in  a  forceful,  convincing  manner  interspersed 
his  remarks  with  wit,  humor  and  facts  that  held  the 
attention  of  his  audience  for  over  an  hour.  He  dwelt 
upon  the  problems  of  the  department  store,  women's 
buying,  and  the  corner  grocery.  In  touching  upon  the 
department  stores,  he  said:  "The  thing  that  made  the 
departinent  store  was  the  woinen's  shopping.  Only 
three  cities  in  the  LTnited  States  have  more  than  seven 
department  stores  that  do  a  million  dollars  worth  of 
business  a  year.  A  department  store  that  does  an  an- 
nual business  of  $150,000  in  the  ^^'est  or  $200,000  in  the 
East  buys  direct  from  the  large  Eastern  manufac- 
turers." 

By  the  use  of  charts  Mr.  Parlin  illustrated  many  of 
his  points.  One  chart,  the  figures  being  taken  from 
Government  information,  showed  that  of  the  average 
income  of  2,567  working  families  in  this  country.  -10  per 
cent  was  spent  for  food.  14  per  cent  for  rent  and  prop- 
erty upkeep.  13  per  cent  for  clothing.  5  per  cent  mis- 
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cellaneous,  7  per  cent  surplus  and  21  per  cent  for  all 
other  purposes. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Parlin's  address  he  invited 
questions  and  was  kept  busy  for  some  time  with  opin- 
ions that  are  vital  to  the  interests  of  the  retail  trade. 

The  smoker  was  a  most  enjoyable  and  interesting 
affair  and  those  present  expressed  their  appreciation 
of  having  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  such  an  en- 
lightening talk  as  the  guests  of  the  Chamber. 


LUNCHEON  TO  FEDERAL  TRADE 
COMMISSION.

.\t  a  joint  luncheon  given  in  the  Commercial  Club 
liv  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Tuesday,  August 
17th,  the  members  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
uere  present.  President  Walton  N.  Moore  of  the 
(  hamber  introduced  Chairman  Davies,  who  said  :  "ft 
i>  a  real  pleasure  to  sit  at  a  board  in  such  a  beautiful 
room  as  this  with  such  a  wonderful  view  and  partake 
of  a  visit  with  such  a  body  of  representative  men. 

"We  hope  rather  to  be  known  by  our  acts  rather 
than  by  our  professions.  We  do  not  make  speeches  as 
a  rule.  The  Federal  Trade  Commission  is  confounded 
and  confused  in  the  minds  of  the  business  men  with 
other  commissions.  This  commission  is  composed  of 
five  men  who  are  non-partisan.  The  commission  deals 
with  what  business  had  to  do  with  government  and 
what  government  has  to  do  with  business.  Its  powers 
are  defined  by  the  law  which  creates  it  and  are  similar 
to  what  the  Bureau  of  Corporations  formerly  had,  deal- 
ing with  the  prevention  of  unfair  methods  of  competi- 
tion and  a  free  course  in  the  highways  and  paths  of 
trade. 

"It  is  not  designed  with  any  spirit  toward  big  busi- 
ness. Smaller  businesses  shall  not  be  crushed  and 
stifled  by  unfair  methods  of  competition  which  have 
been  created  by  monopoly.  $186,000,000,000  is  the  total 
wealth  of  this  country,  in  which  are  30.\000  corpora- 
tions. There  is  $22,000,000,000  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  from  five 
to  six  billions  under  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks.  The 
jurisdiction  of  this  commission  affects  one-tenth  of  the 
working  community. 

"What  is  its  attitude  toward  business ;  what  is  it 
seeking  to  do  and  what  is  the  spirit  and  temper  behind 
its  activities?  The  temper  of  the  Federal  Trade  Com- 
mission is  a  temper  of  helpfulness  toward  American 
business.  It  is  not  to  destroy,  but  to  build  up.  The 
prosperity  of  the  whole  nation  depends  upon  the  pros- 
perity of  its  business.  Our  first  consideration  is  the 
public  good.  The  business  community  to-day  stands 
first  for  the  public  good." 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

ADDITIONAL  SCHEDULE  C  RATES, 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  obtained  a  list  of  additional 
commodities  and  lowered  rates  upon  these  commodi- 
ties which  the  carriers  have  asked  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  include  in  and  add  to  the  com- 
modities and  the  rates  contained  in  the  original  Sched- 
ule C  decision.  The  bureau  is  engaged  in  a  checking 
of  these  rates  to  ascertain  their  effect  upon  San  Fran- 
cisco and  its  industries  and  earnestly  invites  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  who  are  interested  in  the  effect  of 
these  rates  to  call  at  the  bureau  and  be  informed  of 
the  changes  in  rates  applied  for  in  the  application  just 
filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

A  hearing  upon  this  application  will  be  set  by  the 
Commission  and  the  Traffic  Bureau  will  doubtless  be 
represented  at  that  hearing  in  the  interests  of  San 
Francisco  and  its  shippers.  The  rates  applied  for  are, 
generally  speaking,  reductions,  and  in  some  cases  in- 
volve a  narrowing  of  the  difl^erential  between  the  man- 
ufactured article  and  the  raw  material.

Ihis  old-established  company,  which  has  been  op- 
eratnig  out  of  San  Francisco  for  over  half  a  century. 
ever  with  an  eye  to  the  convenience  of  shippers  and 
comfort  to  passen.sjers.  will  be  hard  to  replace  at  this 
time.  National  laws  lately  passed,  making  it  un- 
profitable to  operate  under  them,  is  ascribed  as  the 
reason  for  discontinuation  of  the  service.  The  palatial 
steamers  used  in  the  trade  have  been  disposed  of  to 
the   Atlantic  Transport   Company. 

The  bark  .\ndrew  Welch  sailed  this  week  for  Halm- 
stad  (Sweden)  with  a  full  cargo  of  California  beans 
amountmg  to  31.375  centals,  valued  at  $121,408.  This 
IS  the  first  time  a  vessel  has  left  here  with  a  complete 
cargo  of  this  kind.  

Panama  Canal  Record  of  Tuly  28.  1915.  states  that 
durmg  the  month  of  June  143  vessels  passed  through 
the  Canal.  This  was  the  highest  number  in  anv  month 
since  Its  opening  and  the  cargo  handled  amounted  to 
603,180  tons,  exceeding  that  for  all  previous  months 
except    March,    1915.      The    tolls    earned    aggregated 

Owing  to  an  ever-increasing  coastwise  business,  for 
which  additional  carriers  are  required,  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  of  California  is  bringing  to  this  coast  the 
new  steamer  De  Soto.  This  vessel,  which  nets  3.637 
tons,  with  a  cargo-carrying  capacitv  of  70.000  barrels 
was  completed  a  short  time  ago  at  an  Atlantic  coast 
shipyard. 

Three  grain-laden  vessels  left  this  week  for  Europe, 
namely,  bark  Andrew  ^^■elch,  dispatched  bv  G.  W.  Mc- 
Kear.  Inc..  with  barley  and  beans  for  Sweden :. French 
bark  La  Rouchefoucauld  for  England  with  barley,  and 
British  steamer  \'enturia  for  United  Kingdom'  with 
barley  and  hops.  Balfour.  Guthrie  shipped  the  caro-o 
in  the  French  bottom,  while  Strauss  &  Co.  cleared  tlie 
\  enturia. 

The  steamer  Xewton  was  chartered  this  week  to 
transport  cargo  of  grain  from  San  Francisco  to  Scan- 
dinavian ports.  She  will  proceed  here  from  New  York 
where  she  lately  arrived  from  Marseilles.

This  vessel  is  about  the  last 
of  the  immense  fleet  that  once  operated  in  the  trade 
between  New  York  and  San  Francisco,  before  the  ad- 
vent of  steamers.  She  has  several  fast  vovages  to  her 
credit,  made  when  plying  between  the  two  coasts 


A  very  substantial  reduction  has  been  made  in  the 
pilotage  charges  of  this  port,  and  went  into  efTect  this 
month.  This  voluntary  cutting  of  the  rate  was  brought 
about  through  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in  the  last 
legislature  introduced  by  the  pilots  themselves.  The 
rate  for  deep  water  vessels  is  now  $2  per  foot  draught 
and  2  cents  a  ton  (net  tonnage)  on  vessels  over  I=;00 
tons.

Uistrict  of  San  Francisco  ranked  sixth  in  the  total 
amount  of  foreign  trade  during  1915,  fourth  in  imports 
and  eighth  in  exports.

HARBOR   IMPROVEMENTS  AT   SEATTLE 

Ihe  port  ot  Seattle  in  the  past  three  vears  has  aii- 
propnated  $6,100,000  for  the  construction  of  new  mod- 
ern public  waterfront  terminals,  including  wharves 
transit  freight  sheds,  waterside  warehouses  (concrete" 
and  sprinkler  protected),  and  other  rail  and  water 
transfer  and  terminal  facilities.  These  improvements 
have  been  under  construction  for  two  vears  three 
large  public  wharves  and  one  four-storv  concrete  ivare- 
house  having  been  put  into  operation  last  vear.  and 
all  ot  the  remaining  units  are  now  completed  and  in 
operation  excepting  a  seven-story  concrete  fruit  ware- 
hoiise  of  which  five  floors  are  up.  one  two-storv  wharf 
under  construction,  and  a  public  fish  cold  'storage 
plant,  delayed  by  temporarv  injunction  secured  bv  ice 
dealers  and  cold  storage  men.

\\  c  are  advi.'^cd  by  our  Cable  Bureau  tliat.  in  ailili- 
tidii  In  (Icrmany,  Austria-Hungary  and  Turkey  in  Eu- 
rope, wireless  messages  can  now  be  handled  from 
Tuckerton  or  Sayville  wireless  stations  for  all  coun- 
tries in  Europe,  including  Turkey  in  .\sia.  at  the  rate 
of  70c  per  word,  cable  count. 

The  rate  from  San  Francisco  to  Germany  via  the 
Tuckerton  or  Sayville  wireless  stations  is  62c  per 
word,  and  to  all  other  countries  in  Europe,  including 
Turkey  in  Asia.  70c  per  word. 

.\11  messages  handled  in  this  manner  are  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions  as  those  addressed  to  Germany. 
They  must  be  written  in  plain  English  or  plain  Ger- 
man :  the  address  must  consist  of  at  least  four  words 
and  the  signature  two.

It  is  e-xpected  that  a  \evy  large  number  of  the  lead- 
ing builders  and  trades  representatives  from  all  parts

.American  Builders  during  the  week  of  October  18-23 
at  the  Exposition.

The  finance  committee  of  the  American  Builders  is 
actively  engaged  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  at  least 
$25,000  for  entertainment  and  other  expenses  of  the 
convention,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  occasion  will 
be  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  Exposition  events. 
Elaborate  plans  are  being  made  for  a  monstrous  parade. 


BUSINESS  IS  BETTER— IN  SAN 
FRANCISCO 

Kr.bson's  Reports  on  Xortli  .\mcrican  Localities  and 
Industries  for  .'\ugust,  191. S.  shows  a  decrease  of  ten 
JUT  cent  over  last  year  for  the  Pacific  and  Mountain 
territory.  On  the  other  hand  San  Francisco  is  the  t 
largest  city  in  the  United  .States  and  the  only  Pacific  ' 
Coast  city  included  in  a  list  of  the  twenty-five  lead- 
ing cities  of  the  country  showing  a  general  increase  of 
live  per  cent  in  all  lines  over  last  year. 

Exports  and  imports  are  breaking  all  records.  New 
export  business  is  showing  in  the  Custom  House  rec- 
ords to  Denmark,  Norway,  Sweden  and  Holland.  The 
canned  and  dried  fruits  and  vegetables  of  this  district 
are  finding  a  new  market  that  will  remain  even  after 
the  war.  Four  new  steamer  lines  are  in  operation  be- 
tween this  Coast  and  the  Atlantic  Coast.  The  Ameri- 
can Hawaiian  Steamship  Co.  has  inaugurated  a 
monthly  sailing  between  here  and  Charleston,  South 
Carolina.     This  is  entirely  new  business. 

From  the  special  bulletin  on  General  Crop  and  Busi- 
ness Conditions,  issued  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States  early  this  month,  conditions  gen- 
erally are  reported  as  fair  throughout  California,  while 
the  Puget  Sound  and  Portland.  Oregon,  districts  are 
rated  as  poor. 

Postal  receipts  continue  to  increase.  Each  month  sn 
far  this  year  has  established  a  new  record.  June  and 
July  each  showed  an  11  per  cent  increase  over  the  cor- 
responding months  of  last  year.  So  far  .August  has 
shown  a  25  per  cent  increase. 

Real  estate  sales  are  about  equal  to  last  vear.  and 
have  show-n  increased  activity  of  late,  .'^i.x  of  the 
largest  retail  dry  goods  and  department  stores  of  the 
city  experienced  the  best  six  months  in  the  history  of 
their  respective  businesses  during  the  first  half  of  this 
year. 

Bank  clearings  are  showing  a  decided  improvement. 
July  was  the  best  month  since  October.  1913.  and  the 
second  best  July  in  the  history  of  the  city.  The  first 
six  months  and  the  first  seven  months  of  bank  clear- 
ings this  year  exceed  the  corresponding  periods  for 
last  year. 

The  follow-ing  table  giving  the  bank  clearings  in  the 
leading  cities  of  the  Pacific  Coast  for  July,  shows  San 
Francisco  to  be  the  only  city  with  a  steady  increase 
for  the  last  three  years,  while  all  the  other  cities  show 
decreases.

PRIZE"  AT  THE  PANAMA-PACIFIC  INTER- 
NATIONAL EXPOSITION. 

The  Standard  Gas  Engine  Company  of  San  Francisco, 
manufacturers  of  the  well-known  "San  Francisco  Standard," 
has  the  largest  display  of  engines  of  any  concern  exhibiting 
at  the  fair,  and  in  fact,  it  is  doubtful  whether  as  large  a  num- 
ber of  internal  combustion  engines  ever  before  was  placed  on 
exhibition  by  any  one  firm  anywhere.  This  company  has  a 
very  large  exhibit  space,  taking  up  an  entire  square  in  the

The  Bausch  &  Lomb  people 
furnish  all  the  searchlight  mirrors  used  in  the  Exposition 
illuminations,  there  being  over  seven  hundred  of  them,  all 
parabolic  mirrors,  which  are  accurately  ground  and  polished 
to  give  the  greatest  reflecting  effect.  The  battery  of  forty- 
eight  searchlights  at  the  yacht  harbor  all  have  thirty-six  inch 
mirrors.

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Chamber  Prepares  for  a  School 
Survey 

Dr.  I'liilaiider  P.  Claxton,  Commissioner  of  the 
United  Slates  Bureau  of  Education,  addressed  a  meet- 
ing held  in  the  Commercial  Club  on  Wednesday,  Aug- 
ust 25th.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  and  others  in- 
terested in  educational  work  were  present,  including 
Messrs.  A.  Lincoln  Filcne  and  Prof.  Meyer  Bloom- 
field  of  Boston. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  instrumental 
in  bringing  the  Board  of  Education  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  together, 
with  the  result  that  the  Board  of  Education  has  in- 
vited the  United  States  Bureau  to  make  a  complete 
school  survey  of  San  Francisco. 

Dr.  Claxton  explained  to  those  present  what  was 
meant  by  a  school  survey  and  an  investigation,  and 
then  went  into  the  work  that  would  be  accomplished 
by  such  a  survey,  what  was  required,  the  results  to  be 
expected,  and  generally  explained  the  work  of  such  a 
survey.  

Employment  Problemis  Conference 

Nearly  fifty  members  of  the  Chamber  interested  in 
industrial  welfare  work  met  in  the  assembly  room  of 
the  Chamber  on  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  August 
SOth,  and  listened  to  a  very  interesting  and  instructive 
address  by  Prof.  Meyer  Bloomfield  of  Boston,  on  in- 
dustrial welfare  training. 

The  members  of  tlie  Industrial  Welfare  Commission 
were  present,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  address 
many  questions  were  asked  Mr.  Bloomfield  relative  to 
the  work  in  hand. 

As  a  result  of  this  conference  a  special  committee 
has  been  appointed,  with  F.  J.  Koster  as  chairman,  to 
go  into  the  matter  of  industrial  welfare  work  here  in 
San  Francisco.  A  preliminary  meeting  was  held  with 
Prof.  Bloomfield  on  the  first  of  the  month,  just  before 
he  left  for  the  East.

Parked  with  a 
lean-to  tent  on  the  side  of  the  machine,  a  regvilar  camp- 
ing-out outfit.  This  leads  us  to  the  letters  of  inquiry  that 
have  been  received  by  the  Chamber  asking  for  free 
parking  spaces  for  transcontinental  auto  parties.

THE  DEMAND   FOR  LANTERN   SLIDES. 

For  over  a  year  the  Chamber  has  been  battling  with 
the  unprecedented  demand  for  colored  lantern  slides 
coming  from  lecturers  representing  every  section  and 
ever}'  interest  of  the  country.  The  Publicity  Depart- 
ment of  the  Chamber  appreciated  this  excellent  form 
of  advertising,  and  for  a  time  attempted  to  supply  the 
demand,  but  was  soon  snowed  under.  It  has  been 
very  difficult  to  adequateh'  explain  to  a  noted  lecturer 
why  we  have  been  unable  to  furnish  him  with  the 
quantity  requested.  Other  cities  have  furnished  lec- 
turers with  what  they  asked  for  and  they  cannot  un- 
derstand why  San  Francisco  cannot  be  represented. 
This  city  probably  has  a  hundred  requests  to  one  from 
any  other  Coast  city. 

The  opening  of  the  Canal,  the  Exposition,  the  west- 
ward movement  of  factories  to  locate  here,  tlie  huge 
Western  tourist  travel,  conventions,  congresses,  etc.. 
have  all  culminated  in  a  demand  for  lantern  slides  that 
this  cit}-  or  organization  cannot  meet. 

The  sets  that  were  originallj'  made  by  the  Chamber 
have  all  been  accounted  for  and  are  followed  up  in 
regular  theatrical  circuit  style.  They  have  all  been 
called  in  several  times,  with  the  result  that  some  have 
been  returned,  only  to  be  loaned  out  again,  while 
with  others  the  Chamber  has  received  letters  telling 
of  the  excellent  work  the  slides  are  doing.  Many  of 
the  sets  are  being  used  in  daily  lectures  and  thousands 
of  people  are  hearing  of  the  many  advantages  of  San 
Franci.sco  as  the  financial,  commercial  and  industrial 
metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast  through  the  medium 
of  colored  lantern  slides,  which  are  explained  by  lec- 
turers who  have  been  furnished  witli  authentic  in- 
formation bv  the  Chamber. 
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MONEY  REFUNDED— MEMBERS  PLEASED. 

During;  tlie  recent  visit  of  the  Honorary  Commercial 
Commissioners  from  the  Republic  of  China  the  Cham- 
ber raised  a  fund  of  $5,200  for  their  entertainment. 
The  party  was  royally  entertained,  as  can  be  judged 
either   from   their   appreciation   or   by   those   who   at- 

( tended  the  various  functions  given  in  their  honor. 
>\fter  paying  all  bills,  including  every  personal  bill 
contracted  by  the  members  of  the  party  while  staying 
at  the  hotel  and  all  other  matters  in  connection  with 
their  entertainment,  the  Chamber  found  that  $1,500 
remained  in  the  fund.  This  was  due  to  efficient  and 
able  management  and  was  not  the  result  of  any  ten- 
dency toward  economy.  This  sum  was  prorated  to 
those  who  subscribed.  A  few  of  the  letters  of  thanks 
may  prove  of  interest  to  the  membership:

OPENS  PERMANENT  EXHIBIT. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber  has 
received  word  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at 
\  ladivostok,  Siberia,  that  it  has  opened  a  permanent 
exhibit  of  samples,  catalogs,  etc.  They  urge  Ameri- 
can manufacturers  and  exporters  to  send  samples, 
catalogs  and  price  lists,  which  they  will  gladly  place 
in  the  exhibit.  It  is  suggested  they  be  sent  in  care  of 
the  American  Consul,  who  will  see  they  reach  the 
proper  official. 


TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

The  National  Industrial  Traffic  I-eague  will  hold  its 
summer  meeting  in  Toledo.  Ohio,  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day, September  9  and  10,  1915.  Honorable  Edgar  E. 
Clark,  Commissioner,  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, has  accepted  an  invitation  to  be  present  and  ad- 
dress the  members  of  the  League  on  that  occasion. 

Some  of  the  most  important  things  that  will  come 
before  the  League  relate  to  the  following  matters 
which  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  next 
Congress : 

Codification  of  interstate  commerce  law  as  to  mutual 
rights  of  shippers  and  carriers. 

Right  of  appeal  from  negative  orders  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission. 

-Amending  the  law  or  rules  of  practice  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  to  give  litigants  the  right 
to  review  findings  of  examiners  and  file  exceptions 
and  objections  to  same,  prior  to  decision  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Reorganization  of  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

Amending  the  law  to  provide  one  period  of  time  for 
beginning  all  actions  relating  to  transportation 
charges. 

Legislation  as  to  uniform  classification. 

Bill  of  lading  legislation — (Re-introduction  in  next 
Congress  of  Pomerene  Bill). 

Amendment  of  Cummins  Law  as  to  limitation  of 
liability  by  common  carriers,  including  elimination  of 
express  and  baggage  from  its  application. 

Distinction  between  cases  of  reparation  resting  on 
unreasonableness  of  rates  challenged  vs.  those  resting 
on  discrimination. 

Amending  fourth  section  of  Commerce  Act  so  that 
through  rates  shall  not  exceed  combination  of  locals, 
even  though  one  factor  is  an  unchallenged  State  rate. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
is  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  National  Industrial 
Traffic  League,  but  will  be  unable  to  attend  this  meet- 
ing owing  to  pressure  of  other  engagements.  How- 
ever, he  will  probably  attend  the  annual  meeting  which 
is  held  in  Chicago,  usually  some  time  in  November. 

The  National  Industrial  Traffic  League  is  the  most 
important  organization  in  existence,  having  for  its 
object  the  protection  of  shippers  generally.  Its  activi- 
ties are  nation-wide  in  scope  and  all  general  subjects 
are  handled  most  efficiently  by  this  organization. 


MARINE    DEPARTMENT   NEWS 

Several  steamers  innu  the  lutstern  coast,  bound  for 
the  Orient  and  Vladivostok  via  the  Canal  will  call  at 
British  Columbia  for  bunker  coal  before  starting  across 
the  Pacific.  Heretofore  it  has  been  the  usual  custom 
to  put  into  Honolulu  to  rebunker,  and  se\eral  have 
replenished  their  fuel  supply  at  Comox  when  returning 
from  the  Orient  for  the  Atlantic,  but  this  will  be  the 
first  time  they  have  gone  north  on  the  outward  voyage. 


The  following  products  of  this  State  were  shipped 
from  San  Francisco  by  water  during  the  month  of 
August  to  Europe:  555,675  ctls.  barley,  36,885  ctls. 
dried  fruits.  31.376  ctls.  beans.  164,069  cases  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables.  1469  cases  honev,  32S  ctls.  bark. 
898  ctls.  tallow,  628M.  feet  lumber.  569.172  gallons  oil. 
177.207  lbs.  hops,  280  bbls.  asphalt.  35  ctls.  vanilla 
beans.  In  addition  to  these,  large  quantities  of  various 
merchandise  which  were  shipped  from  here  by  water 
will  be  trans-shipped  at  New  York. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  French  bark  Gen.  Faidherbe  and  the  Swedish 
steamer  Bia  left  Newcastle,  Australia,  the  end  of  Aug- 
ust witli  full  cargoes  of  coal  for  Hind,  Rolph  &  Co. 
The  former  vessel  is  well  known  at  this  port,  having 
been  a  frequent  visitor  during  the  past  fifteen  years. 
The  Bia  is  making  her  initial  appearance  at  San  Fran- 
cisco.   Both  vessels  will  probably  take  g-rain  to  Europe. 


Completing  a  fair  voyage  from  Sydney,  the  schooner 
Snow  and  Burgess,  consigned  to  J.  J.  Moore  &  Co. 
arrived  here  on  August  28th.  Her  cargo  consisted  of 
300  tons  coal  and  1300  tons  coke.  Comparatively  little 
coke  from  Australia  has  been  imported  for  the  last  five 
years,  but  prior  to  that  time  a  large  amount  was 
annually  brought  here. 


Chartered  while  at  Buenos  Aires  by  Balfour,  Guth- 
rie &  Co.  to  carry  grain  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
Greek  steamer  Constantinos  XII,  proceeded  to  Anto- 
fagasla  and  loaded  6,800  tons  of  nitre  of  soda  for 
Dupont  Powder  Co.  of  San  Francisco.  Leaving  the 
latter  port  August  3rd,  she  made  her  appearance  here 
on  August  28th.  This  modern  freighter,  constructed 
last  year  at  Sunderland,  England,  is  380  feet  long  and 
over  51  feet  breadth  and  net  2,351  tons.  Her  home 
port  is  Piraeus  and  her  commander  E.  Stavroudis.  who 
speaks  English  fluently,  has  the  honor  of  bringing  the 
first  Greek  vessel  into  this  harbor. 


Leaving  San  Francisco  on  September  1st  on  her 
maiden  voyage  in  the  Coast  lumber  and  freight  trade, 
the  fine  new  steamer  Mukilteo  is  heading  for  Seattle 
and  Mukilteo.  This  latest  addition  to  the  large  fleet 
of  the  Chas.  Xelson  Company  is  equipped  with  all  the 
latest  appliances  for  the  rapid  handling  of  freight.  The 
hull  was  constructed  at  South  Bend  and  the  engines 
and  machinery  were  installed  at  the  Moore  &  .Scott 
Iron  Works. 


L'pon  completion  of  the  extensive  improvements 
which  she  is  now  undergoing  at  the  Union  Iron 
\\'orks,  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Company's  steamer 
Sierra  will  leave  this  port  on  October  26th  for  Sydney. 
Australia,  via  Honolulu  and  Samoa.  With  the  sailing 
on  this  date,  an  improved  service  betw^een  Australia 
and  San  Francisco  will  be  inaugurated,  as  it  starts  a 
schedule  calling  lor  a  sailing  every  three  weeks  instead 
of  the  twenty-eighth  day  now  in  effect.  These  palatial 
steamers  make  the  voyage  between  S3'dney  and  San 
Francisco  in  nineteen  days.  A  stop  at  Honolulu  and 
Samoa  will  be  made  both  outward  and  homeward. 


On  Saturda}-.  September  4tii.  from  the  ways  of  the 
L'nion  Iron  \Vorks  at  the  Potrero,  was  launched  the 
large  modern  freight-carrying  steamer  Annette  Rolph, 
for  the  firm  of  Hind,  Rolph  &  Co.  of  San  Francisco. 
Taking  the  water  the  latter  part  of  this  month  will  be 
a  sister  vessel  to  the  Annette  Rolph.  The  latter  is 
being  constructed  for  account  of  the  builders.  It  is 
reported  that  several  offers  for  the  purchase  of  this 
steamer  have  been  received.  These  are  the  first  large 
freighters  built  at  this  yard  since  1913,  when  the 
Henry  T.  Scott  was  completed.  Several  tankers  have 
been  finished  and  others  are  building  now  at  this  busy 
shipyard.

Australia,  via  Honolulu  and  Pago  Pago,  stopping  at 
those  ports  in  both  directions  and  giving  a  twenty-onc- 
day  service  out  of  here.  In  furnishing  this  information 
the  Hceanic  people  write: 

"While  we  did  not  receive  all  the  consideration  from  the 
Governm.ent  which  we  felt  we  were  entitled  to,  we  have  at 
least  been  enabled  to  improve  our  service,  and  your  help  in 
the  matter  assisted  in  the  accomplishment  of  this." 


WITHDRAWAL  OF  PACIFIC  MAIL. 

(Jwing  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  Pacific  Mail  from 
Oriental  traffic  on  account  of  the  Seaman's  Bill  and 
the  fact  that  their  Central  American  line  will  be 
shortly  withdrawn  as  well,  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment is  making  every  effort  to  secure  lines  to  take 
their  place.  So  far  as  the  Orient  is  concerned  there 
are  three  possibilities:  a  Xetherlands  line  and  a 
Chinese  line,  but  the  language  clause  in  the  Seaman's 
Bill  is  holding  them  back. 

So  far  as  Central  America  is  concerned,  there  are 
several  possible  lines  which  are  now  considering  the 
advisability  of  establishing  a  service.

UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA  EXTENSION 
DIVISION. 

The  Extension  Division  of  the  State  University  was 
inaugurated  for  this  city  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Girls' 
High  School  on  the  evening  of  September  3d.  Classes 
will  meet  during  the  remainder  of  this  month  as  well  as 
during  October  and  November. 

The  purpose  of  the  University  Extension  is  to  assist 
those  who  are  unable  to  undertake  a  formal  course  of 
study  in  a  school,  college,  or  university,  but  who  desire 
to  begin  or  continue  their  studies  in  a  definite  and 
systematic  manner.  In  the  University  of  California 
the  work  is  organized  as  a  Division  carried  on  through 
five  bureaus,  namely,  a  Bureau  of  Class  Instruction,  a 
Bureau  of  Correspondence  Instruction,  a  Bureau  of 
Lectures,  a  Bureau  of  Public  Discussion,  a  Bureau  of 
Information  and  Municipal  Reference.  .A  Bureau  of 
Visual  Instruction  will  soon  be  added. 

The  Bureau  of  Class  Instruction  organizes  and  con- 
ducts classes  wherever  a  sufficient  number  of  persons 
are  willing  to  join  in  the  study  of  some  single  subject, 
and  provides  instruction  for  such  classes.  Its  work  ap- 
proaches in  method,  and  so  far  as  possible,  in  character 
the  class  work  of  the  university  itself. 

There  is  no  requirement  for  admission  to  a  class  save 
the  ability  profitably  to  pursue  the  work. 

.\  nominal  fee  is  charged  for  the  course.  Full  infor- 
mation may  be  obtained  at  the  San  Francisco  office  of 
the  Extension  Division,  room  511.

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REPORT  OF  CHARITIES  ENDORSEMENT 
COMMITTEE. 

In  Chamber  of  Ccunnierce  ".\ctivities"  of  Antjnst 
IJth  this  Committco  piiliHshed  the  seco?i(l  animal  list 
of  Charities  endorsed  bv  it  from  )ulv  1.  1915.  to  Jnlv  1. 
1016. 

This  list  was  pnblislied  on  a  separate  sheet  so  it 
t  could  be  detached  and  placed  on  reference  file  and  was 
'  headed  with  a  notice  to  that  efifect. 

A  great  many  inquiries  are  made  about  unendorsed 
charities,  which  we  answer  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
It  is  from  this  source,  however,  that  there  is  danger 
not  only  of  inefficiency  and  extravagance  but  of  actual 
fraud.  The  Committee,  therefore,  in  the  issue  of 
.August  12th  urged  the  exercise  of  care  and  delibera- 
tion in  dealing  with  applications  from  unendorsed 
societies. 

Whenever  a  solicitor  for  charity  is  not  personally 
known  or  does  not  present  one  of  our  books  or  cards 
vouching  for  both  the  solicitor  and  the  charity,  all  ap- 
plied to  are  earnestly  requested  to  refer  the  application 
to  their  relief  disbursing  department  and  take  the  name 
and  telephone  address  of  the  society  the  solicitor  claims 
to  represent,  and  then  communicate  with  the  charity  to 
learn  the  nature  of  its  work  and  to  corroborate  the 
solicitor  before  making  a  donation — which,  if  made,  we 
advise  should  take  the  form  of  a  check  to  the  society's 
order  in  every  case  of  doubt.  If  satisfactory  informa- 
tion about  the  charity  cannot  be  obtained  in  this  way. 
the  information  bureau  of  the  Chamber's  committee  is 
always  ready  and  most  willing  to  lend  its  aid. 

Instead  of  the  seventy-seven  societies  on  last  year's 
endorsed  list  the  one  this  year  contains  only  sixty-two 
up  to  the  present  time.  In  three  or  four  cases  work  has 
been  actually  or  practically  discontinued  or  merged 
with  that  of  another  society.  In  two  cases,  societies 
reported  they  were  unable  to  comply  with  the  rules  we 
adopted  at  a  conference  on  May  24th.  and  made  a 
special  report  on  to  this  board.  In  the  remaining  cases 
charities  have  not  yet  sent  in  their  annual  reports  and 
in  accordance  with  the  published  rule  of  the  committee 
do  not  yet  appear  as  endorsed. 

We  have  been  gratified  to  receive  marked  com- 
mendation of  our  work  and  plans  from  prominent 
charitable  officials  in  Cleveland.  Chicago  and  Mew- 
York.  A\"e  feel,  however,  that  our  own  members  should 
be  better  posted  about  it  than  seems  to  be  the  case. 
This  they  can  readily  do  if  they  will  but  preserve  and 
refer  to  the  special  information  sent  them  from  time  to 
time  in  the  coluinns  of  ".Activities." 

The  Secretary  states  that  inquiries  still  come  to  the 
committee's  office  asking  what  societies  are  endorsed 
and  similar  questions,  after  lists  and  answers  to  such 
questions    have    been    sent    to    every    member   of   the 

Chamber.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  an  advance  copy  of 
.Supplement  No.  19  to  Westbound  Transcontinental 
Freight  Bureau  Tarifif  No.  i-N,  efifective  October  18, 
191 5.  This  supplement  makes  many  reductions  in  lx)th 
carloail  and  less-than-carload  freight  on  what  may  be 
technically  termed  "Schedule  B"  articles;  that  is  to  say, 
articles  upon  which  the  rate  East  of  Missouri  to  San 
Francisco  is  lower  than  to  intermediate  points.  The  rate 
to  intermediate  points  from  Missouri  River  is  the  same 
as  to  San  Francisco,  but  the  rate  from  Chicago  to  St. 
Louis  is  107  per  cent  of  the  San  Francisco  rate  to  inter- 
meiliate  points.  From  Bufifalo  and  Pittsburgh  territory 
1 1 5  per  cent  of  the  San  Francisco  rate,  and  from  New 
York  and  Eastern  Trunk  Line  territory  125  per  cent  of 
the  San  Francisco  rate.

According  to  Registrar  Zemansky  the  transfers  from 
other  counties  show  that  many  persons  have  come  this 
year  from  other  parts  of  the  State  to  reside  here.

7S0  former  voters  of  Los  Angeles  have  changed  their 
registration  to  this  city.

L'p  to  aiul  inchuling  September  7th.  twcnty-Tiiiie  of 
the  salmon  packets  had  returneil  to  San  Francisco  with 
their  holds  filled  with  cased  salmon  amounting  to 
742.562  cases  and  6,835  barrels.  This  fleet  comprises 
the  vessels  of  the  Alaska  Packers'  Association,  North 
Alaska  Salmon  Co.,  Red  Salmon  Canning  Co.,  Naknek 
Packing  Co.,  Olson  Bros..  L.  .'\.  Pederson,  and  Alaska 
Salmon  Co.  All  of  those  returning  brought  as  passengers 
the  cannery  crews,  who  with  the  vessels'  crews,  are  paid 
off  for  their  season's  work  shortly  after  landing,  put- 
ting hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  into  circulation 
amongst  tradesmen.  Several  other  vessels  are  now  due 
with  their  catches  and  should  clean  up  this  year's  pack 
by  the  end  of  September.

The  Marine  Department  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  received  their  Lloyd's  .\nnual  Register  and 
supplements  for  the  year  1915-1916.  a  copy  of  which  is 
always  kept  on  hand,  being  indispensable  to  the  shipping 
community.  Members  are  kindly  requested  to  avail  them- 
selves of  its  use  at  the  Marine  Desk,  where  it  is  on  file. 


For  the  week  ending  August  i8th,  forty-six  vessels 
met  with  disasters,  among  which  there  were  thirty  Brit- 
ish, three  Norwegian,  two  French,  two  German,  one 
Japanese,  three  American,  three  Swedish,  one  Danish 
and  one  Brazilian.  Thirty-one  of  the  above  vessels  were 
sunk. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  traffic  through  the 
Panama  Canal  since  its  opening  to  commercial  traffic  up 
to  June,  1915:  530  vessels  bound  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific  passed  through,  carrying  cargo  in  tons 
amounting  to  2,125,735,  and  558  vessels  passed  through 
bound  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic  with  cargoes 
amounting  to  2,844,057;  total  number  of  vessels  passing 
both  ways,  1088;  cargo  tonnage  carried  through  from 
both  ways  amounting  to  4,969,792.  The  largest  cargoes 
carried  from  the  .Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  side  was  in 
Tune,  when  320,619  tons  passed  through :  the  largest 
bound  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic  was  in  March — 
417,610  tons — it  required  eighty  vessels  to  carry  the 
tonnage. 


The  Navy  Department  has  accepted  the  bid  of  Dear- 
born &  Company  for  the  transportation  of  from  11,000 
to  16.000  tons  of  coal  from  the  Atlantic  Range  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  for  $4.85  per  ton  freight.  This  will  re- 
quire two  steamers  to  carry  the  shipments,  which  are  to 
be  ready  for  delivery  in  September  and  October  this  year. 

Advices  received  here  from  the  Board  of  Harbor  Com- 
missioners at  Honolulu  state  that  specifications  for  new 
bulkhead  wharves  are  being  prepared.  These  wharves, 
it  is  said,  will  accommodate  cargoes  discharged  at  the 
rate  of  ^400  to  3000  tons  in  twenty-four  to  thirty-six 
hours.  It  will  complete  a  system  of  wharves  from  the 
Navy  docks  to  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Company's  pier. 


Several  of  the  cod-fishing  vessels  have  arrived  at  San 
Francisco  from  Bering  Sea  during  the  last  month  and 
all  have  good  catches.  The  amount  of  fish  brought  here 
this  year  to  date  totals  2.367M.  Several  others,  which 
make  their  hoine  port  at  Anacortes,  Washington,  have 
reached  their  destination,  all  with  a  plentiful  supply  from 
their  season's  work.

San  Francisco 
Harbor  is  the  chief  asset  of  the  city  and  should  be  stiit- 
ably  celebrated.  Suggestions  will  be  thankfully  re 
ceived  by^  the  Maritime  .Xffairs  and  Harbor  Committei 
of  the  Chamber,  or  Mr.  Leo  V.  Merle.  Secretary  of  th( 
Harbor  Commission. 

The  British  steamer  Polymnia.  Capt.  Baker,  one  of  the 
smaller  vessels  of  the  Cunard  S.  S.  Co..  arrived  at  this 
port  on  .September  2nd  from  London,  via  Canal,  to  load 
case  oil  for  London,  under  charter  to  the  British  Ad- 
miralty.

She  for- 
merly belonged  to  the  well-known  Woermann  Line  of 
Germany,  and  was  named  Henriette  Woermann.  .\nother 
steamer  about  the  size  of  the  Polymnia.  named  PoUvell, 
also  a  Cunarder,  is  now  on  the  way  up  the  coast  from  the 
Canal  and  will  probably  take  a  like  cargo  to  England. 
L'pon  the  ending  of  the  European  hostilities  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  (Tunard  S.  S.  Co.  to  start  a  line  from  ,  ] 
Europe  to  Pacific  ports.  v4|! 


The  twin-screw  passenger  liner  Actearoa.  of  15.000 
gross  tons,  was  launched  from  the  Fairfield  Shipbuilding 
Yards  recently  for  the  Union  S.  S.  Co..  of  which  Hind. 
Rolph  &  Co.  are  the  local  agents.  It  is  probable  that  this 
fine  vessel  will  be  seen  in  this  port,  as  the  intention  of 
the  company  to  replace  steamers  now  plying  between  the 
.\ustralian  and  New  Zealand  ports  and  San  Francisco 
was  made  known  long  ago  bv  a  visiting  official.

You  will  find  this  to  be  the  case  in  the  manager's  office  of  over  one  hundred  of  the  largest  wholesale  and 
manufacturing  houses  of  the  city. 

Tuesday  night  the  special  train  left  Sausalito  over  the  tracks  of  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad,  the  boat 
having  left  San  Francisco  to  make  the  connection  at  7  :45  p.  m.  They  were  all  there,  the  hardware  crowd,  the 
grocers,  both  wet  and  dry ;  the  druggists,  the  paper  bunch  in  force,  insurance,  stationery,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
railroad  chiefs.  You  know  the  N.  W.  is  operated  by  the  S.  P.  and  Santa  Fe,  so  all  three  lines  were  represented, 
freight  and  passenger  departments  as  well. 

A  happy,  businesslike  throng  it  was  and  Sausalito  looked  like  a  miniature  Grand  Central  Terminal  on 
moving  day  when  that  baggage  began  to  roll  off  the  boat.

IMPROVED  MAIL  SERVICE. 
The  Traffic  Bureau  announces  that  through  co-oper- 
ation with  the  postal  authorities  in  the  railway  mail 
service,  the  San  Francisco  postmaster  and  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Company,  the  mail  service  into  San  Fran- 
cisco from  all  points  on  the  Coast  Division  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  has  been  greatly  improved.

We  ( 
do  not  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  establishing  I 
a  direct  line  between  Netherlands.  India  and  San  i 
Francisco,  but  have  to  wait  till  circumstances  ren/  i 
der  the  operation  of  such  a  line  possible."  V

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HOME  AGAIN! 


The  "One  Hundred  Million  Dollar  Special."  as  the  special 
excursion  train  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
was  known  in  Humboldt  and  Mendocino  counties,  arrived  in 
Sausalito  last  Sunday  morning,  returning  from  the  largest 
attended  and  one  of  the  most  successful  of  the  many  excur- 
sions of  this  kind  which  the  Chamber  has  conducted. 
Throughout  the  trip  there  was  maintained  the  good  fellowship 
which  was  promoted  at  the  "Get-together"  supper  which  was 
held  in  the  diner  the  first  night  out. 

In  the  cities  visited  the  receptions  by  the  local  merchants 
was  cordial  and  gratifying  and  the  acquaintances  made  and 
renewed  will  undoubtedly  bear  fruit  in  increased  business  re- 
lations. The  opportunity  afforded  our  merchants  to  study 
at  close  range  the  trade  conditions  which  obtain  in  the  terri- 
tory which  they  serve  was  taken  advantage  of  by  all  and  to 
many  of  the  party  the  industrial  conditions  and  possibilities 
of  development  in  the  counties  visited  was  a  revelation. 

The  first  stop  after  leaving  Sausalito  was  at  Willits,  where 
the  party  boarded  a  special  train  of  the  California  Railway  & 
Navigation  Company  and  proceeded  to  Fort  Bragg,  the  route 
being  along  the  tortuous  but  beautiful  caiion  of  the  Noyo 
River.  At  Fort  Bragg  they  were  met  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  business  men.  Fred 
Dohrmann,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Wholesale  Trade  Extension 
Committee,  responded  to  the  address  of  welcome. 

In  the  morning  the  local  merchants  were  visited  in 
their  places  of  business  and  then  lunch  was  had  at  the 
two  leading  hotels.  At  the  Grand  Hotel  it  was  noticed 
that  certain  m.embers  showed  a  decided  partiality  for  native 
huckleberry  pie,  served  by  a  native  daughter.  It  was  at  Fort 
Bragg  that  H.  H.  Sherwood  located  "The  Old  Corner"  with 
its  weather-beaten  sign  "English  Gesprochen"  and  insisted 
that  the  rotund  proprietor  in  white  apron,  pose  with  members 
of  the  party  while  Constant  Meese  pressed  the  button. 

After  luncheon  the  party  was  taken  over  the  big  mill  of 
The  Union  Lumber  Co.  by  Manager  F.  C.  White,  and  watched 
the  progress  of  the  logs  through  the  mill  from  the  time  thev 
were  "snaked"  from  the  storage  pond  by  endless  chain  until 
the  finished  boards  were  picked  up  in  piles  by  the  electric 
cranes  and  carried  via  mono  rail  to  the  waiting  lumber 
schooner.  An  interesting  feature  of  this  plant  was  the  utili- 
zation of  the  redwood  sawdust  for  grape  packing.  On  the 
return  trip  to  Willits  a  stop  was  made  at  Noyo  Tavern,  a 
beautiful  summer  resort  in  the  heart  of  the  forest,  where  game 
and  fish  abound. 

At  Willits  a  visit  was  made  to  the  stores  of  the  merchants 
and  after  dinner  the  party  welcomed  the  townsmen  aboard  the 
train  and  entertained  them  until  a  late  hour.  Some  of  the 
members  of  the  party  will  retain  a  vivid  remembrance  of 
Willits  because  of  the  rapidity  with  which  they  arose  from  a 
certain  chair.  It  is  said  that  Mr.  Dohrmann  had  a  few  car- 
tridges concealed  up  his  sleeve  on  this  occasion. 

The  trip  along  the  Eel  River  will  long  be  remembered. 
The  train  reached  Fort  Seward  shortly  after  day-light  and 
many  were  up  and  dressed  to  enjoy  to  the  full  the  wonderful 
scenery  along  the  route.  As  the  sun  caught  the  tops  of  the 
bordering  mountain    ridges   many   deer   were   seen    bounding 


away — frightened  by  the  noise  of  the  approaching  train.  Some 
of  the  party  made  mental  note  of  ideal  camping  spots. 

At  8:00  a.  m.  Thursday,  the  special  train  ran  in  on  the  siding 
of  the  Pacific  Lumber  Company  at  Scotia,  in  Humboldt 
County,  and  the  party  was  greeted  by  Donald  McDonald, 
manager  of  the  company,  who  had  with  him  a  number  of  em- 
ployees to  assist  him  in  showing  his  visitors  around  the  mill, 
which  is  said  to  be  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  The 
party  were  much  impressed  with  the  efficiency  of  this  plant, 
which  was  apparent.  The  large  planing  and  moulding  mill, 
particularly  interesting, covering  480,000  sq.ft. of  ground  space. 
After  two  hours  spent  in  this  manner,  the  large  company 
store  was  visited. 

The  next  stop  was  Alton,  where  a  brief  visit  was  made  to 
the  local  stores.  Then  came  Fortuna.  which  will  linger  long 
in  the  memory,  with  some  for  the  visit  of  the  school  children 
to  the  train;  with  others  for  that  little  auto  ride — a  mile  and  a 
half  from  town — where  a  very  select  club  served  a  very  select 
punch;  with  all  for  that  delightful  al  fresco  lunch  served  at 
the  foot  of  giant  redwoods  by  the  ladies  of  the  Civic  Club. 
The  party  were  welcomed  by  a  committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  business  men  and  proceeded  at  once  to  call 
upon  the  merchants.  This  finished,  automobiles  conveyed  the 
party  to  Carson  Woods,  about  a  mile  from  the  city,  where 
luncheon  was  partaken  of  among  the  age-old  trees.  Berend- 
sen's  fondness  for  cake  was  noticeable.  At  the  conclusion  of 
luncheon  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown  gave  a  short  talk  on  the 
movement  being  fostered  to  preserve  this  park,  2200  acres  in 
extent,  to  posterity.  Mr.  Dohrmann  repHed  for  the  visitors, 
but  his  remarks  were  cut  short  by  a  sudden  shower.  Many 
scurried  for  automobiles  and  were  soon  on  their  way  back  to 
Fortuna.  Their  fears  were  groundless  and  the  sun  soon  fil- 
tered down  through  the  tree  tops  and  gave  to  the  moistened 
ferns  and  turning  leaves  of  river-maple  an  added  charm.  At 
this  point  J.  D.  Isaacs  possessed  himself  of  an  apron  and  in- 
sisted that  the  ladies  be  served  with  luncheon.  He  was 
assisted  by  Emile  Levy,  A.  H.  Nettleton,  Fred  Dohrmann,  Jr.. 
W.  B.  Maxwell  and  H.  P.  Schneider,  while  A.  L.  Young,  R.  J. 
Huntington,  L.  M.  King,  B.  F.  Smith  and  E.  E.  Bowles  turned 
to  and  washed  and  wiped  dishes,  at  which  task  they  showed 
their  early  training  had  not  been  neglected.  F.  W.  Wolfe  was 
unanimously  chosen  water  boy  and  given  a  ten-gallon  can  to 
fill  from  a  nearby  stream.  All  too  soon  the  party  were  com- 
pelled to  return  to  the  train,  where  they  discovered  that  Con- 
stant Meese  had  taken  advantage  of  their  absence  and  had 
personally  conducted  the  Girls'  High  School  through  the 
train  while  E.  B.  Gimbal  had  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the 
youngsters  of  the  Grammar  School  with  a  souvenir  button 
from  which  swung  a  miniature  railroad  lantern,  and  C.  B. 
Hollsrwood,  assistant  sales  manager  of  the  California  Fruit 
Canners'  Association,  did  the  same  with  small  banks. 

From  Fortuna  the  party  proceeded  to  Fernbridge,  where 
they  were  welcomed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Ferndale  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  a  committee  of  business 
men  who  had  provided  automobiles  to  take  the  party  to  Fern- 
dale,  the  Cream  City.  Here  the  large  plant  of  the  California 
Central  Creameries  was  inspected,  after  which  the  merchants 
of  the  city  were  called  upon.  Returning  to  the  train  across 
the  new   concrete  bridge  which  spans  the   Eel   River  at  this 
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point  the  party  arrived  just  in  time  for  dinner  and  proceeded 
to  Loleta.  At  8  p.  m.  the  first  soHd  Pullman  train  over  this 
road  completed  the  trip  from  San  Francisco  to  Eureka. 
A  reception  committee,  among  which  were  members  of  the 
Humboldt  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Eureka  Development 
Association  and  Humboldt  Club,  greeted  the  San  Fran- 
cisco delegates  at  the  station.  Special  trolley  cars  had 
been  provided  and  conveyed  the  party  to  the  spacious 
quarters  of  the  Humboldt  Club,  where  open  house  was 
held.  After  an  address  of  welcome  by  Charles  Duck. 
president  of  the  Humboldt  Club,  the  Hon.  Pierce  Ryan 
painted  a  word  picture  of  the  beauties  of  Humboldt  County 
and  its  wonderful  possibilities  which  will  remain  long  with 
those  who  heard  it.  Mr.  Dohrmann  in  well  chosen  remarks 
briefly  spoke  of  the  purpose  of  the  visit  of  the  merchants 
from  San  Francisco  to  those  of  the  metropolis  of  Humboldt 
County.  He  was  followed  by  F.  J.  Symmes  and  B.  S.  Hub- 
bard. President  Cotter,  of  the  Humboldt  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, also  welcomed  the  party.  Secretary  Kellogg,  when 
called  upon  for  a  few  remarks,  responded  with,  "Gentlemen. 
the  punch  is  ready."  A  very  enjoyable  evening  was  passed 
in  becoming  personally  acquainted  with  the  many  local  mer- 
chants who  were  present.  On  Friday  members  of  the  party 
visited  the  stores  and  banks  and  became  better  acquainted 
with  old  customers  or  prospective  ones.  At  some  time  dur- 
ing the  day  most  of  the  members  enjoyed  a  trip  about  the 
city  by  automobile.  Many  were  entertained  by  friends  and 
some  entertained  friends  or  customers  at  luncheon  aboard 
the  train.  In  the  evening  the  special  left  Eureka  for 
Areata,  the  White  City,  across  the  bay.  To  permit  the 
passage  of  the  heavy  train  over  a  long  trestle  bridge  be- 
tween Eureka  and  Areata  it  was  necessary  to  increase 
the  support  of  the  structure.  This  had  been  done  the 
day  before,  and  while  it  was  not  generally  known  aboard, 
those  who  knew  of  it  settled  back  a  little  more  comfortably 
in  their  chairs  when  the  bridge  was  passed. 

The  reception  which  the  party  received  in  Areata  will  long 
be  remembered.  Its  heartiness  and  spontaneity  was  unmis- 
takable. President  Krohn,  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce:  Geo. 
H.  Burchard.  its  Secretary;  W.  W.  Stone  and  practically  all 
of  the  business  population  of  Areata  with  their  virives  and 
daughters  were  at  the  station  when  the  train  rolled  in.  After 
brief  hand-shaking  the  party  was  bundled  into  waiting  auto- 
mobiles and  hurried  to  the  Areata  Hotel,  the  newest  and  most 
modern  hotel  in  that  end  of  the  State.  Here  Mr.  Geo.  H. 
Burchard  delivered  an  address  of  welcome  and,  aided  by  a 
large  chajt,  instrtieted- thcvisitors  in  the  features  that  charac- 
terized'^e  surrounding  country.  When  he  had-fiuisjied  there 
was  not  one  present  that  did  not  wish  to  outfit  an^mack 
animal  make  the  trip  over  the  mountains,  through  the  "Hbopa 
Indian  Reservation,  and  on  to  the  Klamath.  Mr.  Fred  Dohr- 
mann. Jr.,  replied  for  San  Francisco  and  expressed  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  party  of  the  cordial  welcome  extended. 

Andrew  Carrigan  and  W.  F.  Davis  also  spoke  for  the  visi- 
tors. Then  the  party  all  joined  in  singing  "Humboldt  Bay."  and 
the  balance  of  the  evening  was  given  over  to  getting  ac- 
quainted. This  was  assisted  somewhat  by  a  lunch  of  clam 
chowder  and  sandwiches.  That  was  SOME  clam  chowder. 
During  the  evening  Mr.  W.  C.  Kiefer,  who  earlier  in  the  day 
had  caught  an  Eel  River  salmon,  was  "arrested"  for  fishing 
without  a  license.  Kiefer  tried  to  bluff  the  "sheriff"  but  did  not 
succeed,  and  only  became  aware  that  it  was  all  a  joke  when 
John  P.  Cleese  refused  to  render  him  any  aid  in  squaring 
matters.  He  was  last  seen  in  custody  of  the  "sheriff"  (who 
turned  out  to  be  Dr.  G.  W.  McKinnon,  of  Areata)  disappear- 
ing down  the  passage  alongside  the  hotel  desk. 

Saturday  morning  was  spent  in  visiting  the  stores  in  Areata 
and  in  automobile  rides  to  Blue  Lakes  and  Korbel,  in  the  Mad 
River  Valley. 

Leaving  Areata  at  1:30  p.  m.  Saturday,  the  party  returned 
to  Eureka.  Here  many  finished  their  calls  on  the  merchants 
and  others  entertained  aboard  the  train. 

Promptly  at  5  p.  m.  the  train  pulled  out  of  the  Eureka  sta- 
tion on  the  return  trip.  It  was  a  glorious  night  and  the  seats 
on  the  rear  observation  platform  were  occupied  until  after 
midnight.  Round  curve  and  through  tunnel:  the  river  bed — 
a  pale  gray  streak — rolling  away  behind  and  the  radiance  of 
the  Autumn  moon  softening  the  shadows  of  the  forest 
crowned  hills:  ah,  that  was  a  night!  And  the  journey's  end 
seemed  very  far  away.  But  the  end  came  Sunday  morning, 
when  at  8:10  the  long  "special"  rolled  into  the  station  at  Sau- 
salito — on  time  to  the  minute.  That  is  one  of  the  features  of 
the  Chamber's  excursions.  Every  detail  is  worked  out  in  ad- 
vance of  the  trip,  schedules  prepared  in  accordance  therewith 
and  from  start  to  finish  those  schedules  are  maintained. 


Do  not  suppose  that  on  the  train  and  during  the  intervals 
between  visits  to  merchants,  time  dragged  heavily.    It  did  not. 
There  was  never  a  dull  moment  aboard.     There  was  some- 
thing doing  all  the  time.    F.  Dohrmann.  Jr.,  saw  to  that.     On 
the  first  morning  out  each  member  of  the  party  received  from 
F.  C.  Stratford,  sales  manager  of  the  Zellerbach  Paper  Com- 
pany, a  bamboo  cane,  with  silver-tipped  handle,  with  the  com- 
pliments of  the  company.     That  evening  H.  L.  Judell.  presi 
dent  of  the  H.  L.  Judell  Co..  presented  the  party  with  hari 
some  leather  cigar  cases,  filled  with  cigars,  and  each  with  thi 
recipient's  name  embossed  in  gold.     Then  came  John  T.  Gil-  g- 
martin,  manager  of  the  H.  S.  Crocker  Company,  and  for  his  » 
company   presented   each    with   two   framed   reproductions  of  ^ 
oil  paintings  of   the   Exposition   buildings  and   a   package   of 
similar  reproductions  on  post  cards. 

Another  souvenir  was  a  handsome  leather-bound  memo- 
randum book  which  H.  B.  Hall,  special  agent  for  the  Henry 
Cowell  Lime  and  Cement  Company,  presented  to  all.  Chas. 
E.  Thatcher,  manager  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co., 
was  unable  to  attend  this  excursion,  but  remembered  the 
party,  and  at  Willits  each  member  received  from  the  company 
a  card  entitling  him  to  the  franking  privileges  for  "collect" 
messages  until  December  31st. 

Geo.  H.  Eberhard,  president  of  the  Geo.  F.  Eberhard  Co., 
saw  that  the  party  did  not  lack  for  chewing  gum.  Geo.  P. 
Lauinger.  secretary  and  treasurer  of  Tillman  and  Bendel, 
presented  each  member  with  a  box  containing  five  Havana 
cigars,  and  Frank  H.  Abbott.  Jr.,  president  of  the  Frank  H. 
Abbott  Co..  gave  to  each  an  attractively  mounted  reproduction 
of  an  oil  painting  at  the  Exposition.  These  came  at  various 
times  and  were  all  a  surprise  and  greatly  appreciated.  In  this 
connection,  mention  must  be  made  of  the  windshield,  of  which 
B.  S.  Hubbard,  president  of  the  Union  Lithograph  Co.,  was 
the  distributor. 

Daily  bulletins  were  issued  to  all  the  party  announcing  the 
program  for  that  day,  with  train  schedules  and  such  other  in- 
formation as  was  deemed  of  value.  That  these  were  properly 
issued  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  busiest  man  on  the  train, 
Chas.   R.  Beitler.  who.  as  assistant  to  Secretary  L.  M.  King, 
attended  to  the  many  details  en  route.     San  Francisco  papers    . 
were   promptly   received   and   delivered.      A    pleasing   feature    '■ 
was  the  menu  cards  used  in  the  diners.     These  were  printed 
and   furnished    by    Max    Schmidt,    president    of    the    Schmidt 
Lithograph    Co.     The   one   for   the    "Get-together"   luncheon    : 
was  printed  on  a  shingle,  typical  of  the  country  about  to  be 
visited.     On  the  reverse  side  was  printed  a  scene  along  the 
N.    W.    P.    Ry.      Others   were    likewise    typical — the   one    for 
breakfast  at  Scotia  containing  a  view  of  the  great  mill  at  that    , 
place.     That  for  the   last  breakfast  contained  a  view  of  the    | 
Ferry  Building  from  the  water  front,  which  always  looks  good    | 
to  a  San  Franciscan.   All  contained  some  reference  to  Berend- 
sen,  the  "mysterious  guy." 

A  jolly  crowd  gathered  in  the  rear  observation  car  the  last 
night  of  the  trip,  when  those  members  taking  part  in  these 
excursions  for  the  first  time  were  initiated  with  proper  cere- 
monies. Constant  Meese  was  arrested  and  brought  before 
"Judge"  Bowles,  where  he  was  charged  with  desertion,  it 
being  alleged  that  he  had  been  seen  that  morning  parading 
the  streets  with  a  band  of  Turks,  a  red  fez  upon  his  head. 
F.  C.  Dohrmann,  Jr.,  was  master  of  ceremonies,  and  appointed 
B.  S.  Hubbard  "persecuting"  attorney;  Andrew  Carrigan  was 
attorney  for  the  defendant,  but  Meese  soon  realized  that  his 
chances  were  slim,  as  all  of  Carrigan's  objections  were 
promptly  overruled,  while  those  of  the  prosecution  were  as 
consistently  sustained.  It  became  frequently  necessary  to 
muzzle  the  defendant,  who  persisted  in  "breaking  in"  as  he 
saw  his  chances  of  acquittal  fading  away.  Messrs.  Eberhard, 
Berendsen,  Haas  and  Schmidt  proved  recalcitrant  witnesses 
and  the  efforts  of  the  attorneys  to  "wind  them  up"  furnished 
fun  for  all.  In  due  time,  Mr.  Meese  was  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  be  electrocuted,  which  sentence  was  duly  carried  out. 
and  it  was  some  shock.  Other  candidates  who  were  similarly 
"touched  up"  were  Frank  H.  Abbott.  Jr..  Harry  E.  Blood, 
W.  W.  Dennis,  J.  R.  Graves,  Wm.  C.  Haaker,  H.  B.  Hall,  Wm. 
W.  Jones.  W.  G.  Lee.  P.  E.  Mack.  Flmer  E.  Meyers.  Geo.  B. 
Murphy.  A.  H.  Nettleton.  Armando  Pedrini.  B.  F.  Smith, 
F.  J.  Symmes.  Joseph  Thieben  and  Louis  Weinman. 

After  the  above  exercises  expressions  of  congratulations 
were  made  to  Fred  Dohrmann.  Jr..  chairman  of  the  Trade  Ex- 
tension Committee,  for  the  successful  manner  in  which  the 
trip  was  carried  out. 

All  agreed  that  directly  or  indirectly  San  Francisco  would 
materially  benefit  by  reason  of  this  excursion,  and  the  hope 
was  expressed  that  they  would  continue. 

Chas.  A.  Home  of  the  Chronicle  and  Kenneth  McKim  of 
the  Examiner  accompanied  the  party  as  staff  correspondents 
for  their  respective  papers.

Herrick,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Case,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred- 
erick J.  Koster.  Charles  A.  Vogelsang,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wm.

Dancing  followed  the  reception  and  over  one  thou- 
sand couples  enjoyed  the  evening  until  midnight,  when 
the  party  very  reluctantly  stopped  dancing  as  the 
orchestra  played  the  last  strains  of  an  enticing  waltz. 


WORLD'S  INSURANCE  CONGRESS 

II  Wiiuld  he  well  f(ir  the  members  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  to  have  recalled  to  their 
minds  at  this  time  a  clause  from  the  conflagration  re- 
port of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Chamber,  dated 
Xn\ember  13,  1906,  which  sa3'S  in  part: 

"The  lesson  that  the  insured  will  take  most  to  heart 
is  that  insurance  will  not  take  care  of  itself,  nor  w'ill 
his  broker  take  care  of  it  for  him  without  some  watch- 
ing. The  insurance  interests  of  a  business  house  are 
immensely  important  and  should  be  looked  after  bv  a 
trained  person.  Tlie  conflagration  has  shown  the  need 
of  public  education  in  insurance." 

That  is  a  quotation,  verbatim,  froiu  a  report  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  fall  suc- 
ceeding the  great  disaster.  It  is  quoted  in  a  special 
paper  prepared  by  Mr.  Arthur  Hawxhurst.  which  will 
be  delivered  by  him  on  October  7th  at  a  meeting  of 
the  \\'nrld's  Insurance  Congress  in  the  Civic  Audi- 
torium. This  opportunity  gives  the  heads,  or  the  men 
assigned  by  big  insurers  to  look  out  for  their  insur- 
ance, a  chance  to  get  expert  information  that  may 
never  present  itself  again.

Xo.  1  dark  feed  barlev  to  weigh  42' i  lbs.  to  the 
bushel. 

Xo.  I  wheat  to  weigh  .^9  lbs.  to  the  bushel. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Trafiic  Bureau  is  advised  that  the  transconti- 
nental rail  carriers  have  instructed  the  agent  of  the 
Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  to  amend  Trans- 
continental Westbound  Freight  Tariff  so  as  to  extend 
the  present  rates  which  now  apply  from  Chicago,  St. 
Louis,  Mississippi  River  points  and  west,  on  iron  and 
steel  articles  covered  by  eleven  different  items  in  the 
tariff",  on  further  so  as  to  apply  frotn  points  as  far  east 
as  Pittsburg  territory,  and  also  to  apply  the  tin  plate 
rate  as  far  east  as  Pittsburg. 

This,  for  illustration,  will  have  the  effect  of  making 
the  55  cent  rate  now  applying  upon  structural  steel 
from  Chicago  also  apply  from  Pittsburg  and  points 
taking  Pittsburg  rates.     The  same  is  true  of  tin  plate. 

The  item  covering  pipe,  in  addition  to  being  ex- 
tended to  Pittsburg,  will  also  be  provided  with  a  60,000 
lb.  carload  minimum  instead  of  80,000  as  at  present. 

These  rates  are  made  to  meet  water  competition 
and  represent  a  considerable  reduction  from  Pittsburg 
and  Pittsburg  points. 

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  British  steamer  Torridge  is  now  taking  on  her 
cargo  of  barley  at  the  Grange'rs  warehouse  and  wharf 
at  Port  Costa,  loading  for  Westrope  &  Co.,  and  will 
steam  shortly  for  the  United  Kingdom.  The  British 
steamer  Reading  is  at  McNear's  wharf.  Port  Costa, 
about  completing  her  cargo  of  barley  for  the  United 
Kingdom  or  continent  and  will  get  awav  this  week 
under  charter  to  Strauss  &  Co. 


The  10,000  ton  steamer  Floridan.  building  at  the 
Maryland  Steel  Co.'s  plant  at  Sparrow  Point,  Mary- 
land, for  the  American  Hawaiian  S.  S.  Co.,  will  be 
launched  early  in  October.  This  vessel,  one  of  the 
three  now  building,  will  be  used  in  the  New  York-San 
Francisco  trade. 


Word  has  been  received  that  New  Jersey  capital- 
ists are  having  plans  prepared  for  a  shipbuilding  yard 
to  be  constructed  in  San  Diego,  Cal.,  at  a  cost  of  about 
half  million  dollars,  plant  to  include  two  cradles  and 
a  marine  way  and  capable  of  turning  out  four  vessels 
a  year. 


The  ^Marine  Department  of  the  Chamber  is  in  re- 
ceipt of  information  that  the  New  England  Coal  & 
Coke  Company.,  which  operated  fifteen  large  steamers 
and  a  number  of  barges,  is  contemplating  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Boston-Pacific  service  via  the  Panama 
Canal. 


The  steamer  Siskiyou,  owner  by  E.  K.  Wood  Lum- 
ber Company  of  San  Francisco,  Avith  a  tonnage  of  525 
tons,  is  making  one  of  the  longest  voyages  for  a  vessel 
her  size  known  in  local  marine  circles,  leaving  San 
Pedro  on  July  16th,  the  vessel  proceeded  down  as  far 
as  Balboa,  a  distance  of  2935  miles,  thence  to  Blue- 
fields,  319  miles,  from  there  to  Gulfport,  1145  miles, 
Gulfport  to  New  Orleans,  195  miles,  thence  on  to  Vera 
Cruz,  her  final  destination.  798  miles.  Altogether  this 
small  coasting  vessel  has  logged  off  5392  miles  since 
leaving  Southern  California.

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Advices  received  at  this  department  from  the  Canal 
Record  states  that  all  vessels  boimd  thronq-h  the  Canal 
should  be  on  even  keel.  One  of  the  steamers  which 
arrived  there  recently  had  a  decided  list.  An  effort 
was  made  to  correct  this  in  the  loading-  of  the  bunker 
coal  which  she  took  on  at  Cristobal  before  making  the 
transit,  but  this  was  not  entirely  successful  and  it  was 
therefore  necessary  for  her  to  take  tugs  during  her 
Axfu  *"  t'""°"&'^  *"'e  canal  to  assist  in  handling  vessel. 
When  listed  a  vessel  presents  numerous  steering  diffi- 
culties and  is  not  only  liable  to  cause  damage  to  herself 
but  also  under  unfavorable  conditions  of  wind  and 
current  under  a  poor  sheer  might  collide  with  another 
vessel.  And  in  this  case  the  vessel  was  put  to  extra 
expense  by  the  necessity  of  using  tugs. 

About  to  leave  New  York  for  San  Francisco  is  the 
Standard  Oil  tanker  Iroquois,  of  5772  net  tons  with 
tlie  British  barge  Navahoe,  6970  net  tons,  in'  tow. 
These  vessels  have  been  crossing  the  Atlantic  in  the 
service  of  the  Standard  Oil  Co.  since  1907  and  are 
visiting  the  coast  for  the  first  time. 

The  schooner  Henry  K.  Hall,  owned  bv  Geo.  E.  Bil- 
Imgs  &  Co.,  was  chartered  this  week  to  carrv  a  cargo 
of  lumber  from  British  Columbia  for  South  'Africa  at 
a  rate  of  145  shillings.  This  is  the  highest  rate  ever 
paid  for  that  voyage  and  shows  the  strong  tone  of  the 
charter  market  at  the  present  time. 

The  British  steamer  Cycle  arrived  here  this  week 
I?^  Newcastle,  Australia,  with  2000  tons  of  coal  and 
6400  bales  of  wool,  part  of  which  was  taken  on  board 
at  Brisbane.  She  was  consigned  to  Davies  &  Fehon 
and  upon  discharge  here  will  proceed  to  Powell  River 
to  load  paper  for  Australia.  The  British  steamer 
Mavarino.  also  under  charter  to  them,  will  leave  Syd- 
ney shortly  for  this  city. 

The  shipments  of  California  products  to  Europe  by 
water  continue  to  go  forward  in  large  quantities  as 
shown  by  the  following  for  September  up  to  the  23rd

An  announcement  made  this  week  by  E.  C  Evans  & 
Sons  was  received  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  by 
merchants  operating  in  the  Oriental  trade.  The  above 
firms  have  just  been  appointed  agents  here  for  the 
Bank  Line  of  steamers,  one  of  which,  the  Inveric  has 
been  placed  on  the  berth  to  load  at  Hongkong  Shang- 
hai and  Japanese  ports,  leaving  the  latter  about  the 
middle  of  November  for  San  Francisco.  All  of  the 
vessels  of  this  line  are  well  known  on  the  Pacific  hav- 
ing visited  various  ports  for  several  years  past  Fuller 
particulars  in  regard  to  future  movements  of  this  new 
line  will  be  given  shortly. 

The  total  tonnage  chartered  and  on  the  way  to  San 
f^rancisco  from  foreign  and  ofl^  shore  ports  is  equal  to 
that  of  a  year  ago,  being  243,896  tons,  which  is  a  re- 
markable showing,  considering  the  scarcitv  of  tonna<re 
even  at  the  unheard  of  high  rates  offering  at  present' 
Notwithstanding  the  stiff  freights,  business  is  to  be 
had  if  carriers  were  obtainable.

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GROWING  SAN  FRANCISCO 


The  estimate  of  the  population  for  San  Francisco  as 
of  August  1st  is  551.222.  This  is  a  conservative,  re- 
liable estimate  founded  u])on  facts,  .\fter  years  of 
study  it  has  been  found  that  certain  ratios  can  be  relied 
upon  as  between  population  and  the  number  of  names 
in  the  city  directory,  registered  voters,  school  census. 
water,  gas  and  electric  Hght.  and  telephone  connec- 
tions. A  composite  of  all  of  these  gives  the  abo\e 
figure.  Gas  and  electric  light  connections  are  a  very 
reliable  barometer  and  the  large  increase  in  this  respect 
of  late  proves  conclusively  that  the  consumers  are  here, 
hence  the  increased  population. 

Piank  clearings  for  September  amounted  to  $22".- 
318,844.  the  largest  month  this  year  and  the  highest 
amount  for  any  September  in  the  history  of  the  city. 
The  bank  clearings  for  the  first  nine  months  of  this 
year  exceed  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year  by  $67,472,135.  and  are  only  thirteen  millions 
behind  those  of  1013.  and  twenty-four  millions  behind 
1912,  which  was  the  banner  year. 

Postal  receipts  for  September  amounted  to  $,305,- 
.569.80,  the  largest  month  this  year  and  the  highest 
amount  for  any  September  according  to  the  records  of 
the  local  postoffice.  It  is  also  the  high  water  mark  for 
any  montli  with  the  exception  of  past  Decembers, 
which  always  break  all  records  due  to  the  holiday 
business. 

Incidentally  our  present  registration  is  the  highest 
of  any  yet  attained  in  this  cit)'.

The  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  of 
December  will  witness  an  exhibition  of  children's  pets 
in  the  Live  Stock  Department  of  the  Exposition- 
Canaries,  birds  of  all  descriptions,  rabbits,  Guinea  pigs, 
fancy  mice  or  rats,  gold  fish,  squirrels,  chipmunks, 
poultry,  ducks,  pigeons,  dogs,  cats  and  so  on  down 
the  categor}'  of  possible  pets. 

Many  of  the  prominent  men  and  women  of  San 
b'rancisco  are  acting  as  patrons  and  patronesses,  while 
the  advisory  board  includes  those  connected  with  the 
educational  institutions  of  the  State. 
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CENSUS  BUREAU  EXHIBIT  AROUSES  INTER- 
EST OF  BUSINESS  MEN. 

Local  business  men  and  manufacturers  are  finding; 
the  exhibit  of  the  United  States  Census  Bureau  in  the 
Palace  of  Liberal  Arts  both  interesting  and  of  educa- 
tional value.  Complete  statistics  on  population,  agri- 
culture, manufactures,  mortality,  finance,  etc.,  are 
shown  in  the  various  publications  and  charts  shown  by 
the  Bureau.  One  feature  of  the  exhibit  is  attracting  the 
attention  of  foreign  governments.  This  is  the  auto- 
matic tabulating  machine  (of  which  there  are  three  on 
exhibition)  used  in  the  compiling  of  vital  statistics. 
These  machines  tabulate  and  print  results  at  the  rate 
of  150,000  cards  per  day.  They  are  owned  and  manu- 
factured by  the  Government. 

The  census  records  also  have  a  genealogical  value, 
containing  as  they  do  a  return  of  the  whole  number 
of  persons  within  the  several  districts  of  the  United 
States  in  1790,  and  the  first  census,  taken  the  same 
years,  contains  the  heads  of  families  of  twelve  of  the 
Eastern  and  Southern  States,  together  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  families,  free  and  slave.  Some  of  these 
original  records  are  shown  in  cases  at  the  exhibit, 
which  is  in  charge  of  William  Lane  Austin  of  the 
\\'ashington  office.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

'I'lie  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  advice  from  the 
Inland  Navigation  Company  of  New  York  and  New 
Orleans  that  plans  are  nearing  completion  whereby  a 
fleet  of  all-steel  barges  will  be  put  into  operation  on  the 
Mississippi  River  and  the  Ohio  River,  plying  between 
New  Orleans  and  points  on  those  rivers  as  far  as  St. 
Paul  on  the  Mississippi  and  Pittsburg  on  the  Ohio, 
with  freight  rates  based  on  75%  of  the  all-rail  rates, 
which  will  absorb  all  terminal  charges,  such  as  loading 
and  unloading,  car  rental,  switching  charges,  insur- 
ance, etc. 

This  service  when  in  full  operation  will  tend  to  place 
the  Pacific  Coast  in  closer  touch  with  the  Mississippi 
and  Ohio  valleys  by  means  of  an  all-water  route,  and 
will  undoubtedly  result  in  the  inauguration  of  regular 
steamship  service  between  San  Francisco  and  New 
Orleans. 


EXPOSITION  MADE  BASIS  FOR  EXTENSION 
COURSE  IN  ARCHITECTURE. 

Architectural  detail  of  the  F.xposition  is  to  be  made 
part  of  the  study  in  the  two  classes  in  architecture 
which  the  University  Extension  Division  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  opened  Thursday  evening,  Sep- 
tember 30th,  in  the  Central  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Leavenworth  and  O'Farrell  Street.  San  Fran- 
cisco. Walter  Steilberg,  of  the  School  of  Architecture 
of  the  University  of  California,  is  in  charge  of  the 
classes.

I'lic  SIk'11  ('oiii|iany.  wlm  operate  extensively  in 
European  waters  will  start  a  line  of  Tank  Steamers 
out  of  San  Franciseo  about  the  first  of  the  year.  They 
figure  on  bringing  ten  of  their  largest  steamers  to  the 
coast  to  ply  regularly  out  of  this  port,  the  vessels  of 
this  company  will  load  cargo,  it  is  said,  at  ^fartinez, 
where  a  pipe  line  has  already  been  installed  and  ex- 
tends pretty  well  out  into  deep  water. 

The  Oceanic  Steamship  Company's  steamer  Sierra, 
after  being  thoroughly  overhauled,  will  make  her  first 
voyage  from  San  Francisco  to  Sydney,  going  via  Hono- 
lulu, on  December  7th,  running  in  conjunction  with 
her  sister  ships,  the  Sonoma  and  \'entura. 


The  steamer  Mongolia,  due  to  arrive  in  San  Fran- 
cisco on  October  23d  from  China  and  Japan,  will  be  the 
last  of  the  Pacific  Mail  fleet  of  vessels  to  arrive  here 
from  the  Orient.  The  ^fongolia  will  leave  Yokohama 
on  October  10th  and  omits  Honolulu  as  a  port  of  call, 
coming  direct  here,  and  upon  arrival  will  be  turned 
over  to  her  new  owners  and  placed  on  the  berth  to  load 
off  shore. 


The  first  direct  shipment  of  coft'ee  from  Santos  to 
San  Francisco  arrived  here  on  September  30th  by  the 
Swedish  motor  ship  Suecia,  her  cargo  consisting  of 
25,000  bags. 


The  imports  of  flour  for  the  month  of  September 
into  San  Francisco  were  359,243  quarter  sacks,  wheat 
389,940  centals,  barley  632.060  centals,  oats  74.235 
centals,  lumber  66.893.000  feet,  and  588.400  barrels  oil 
from  Southern  California. 


The  British  steamer  Reading  finished  loading  her 
cargo  of  barley,  consisting  of  6922  long  tons,  shipped 
by  Strauss  &  Co..  and  steamed  for  St.  Thomas,  Azores 
Island,  where  discharge  orders  will  await  her. 

The  British  steamer  Titan,  which  arrived  on  Puget 
Sound  September  28th  from  China  and  Japan,  brought 
$100,000  of  Japanese  coin  to  be  transhipped  to  San 
Francisco. 


The  net  earnings  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Company 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  steamers  for  the  vear  ending  Tune 
was  $2,240,842,  against  $1.61^,152  for  the  previous 
vear. 


The  Norway  Pacific  I.ine.  of  which  Geo.  \\\  McNear 
are  the  San  Francisco  agents,  are  reported  to  be  build- 
ing five  more  motor  ships  in  Christiania.  Norway, 
averaging  from  450  to  500  feet  in  length,  which  will 
be  operated  in  a  direct  service  between  Scandinavian 
ports  and  San  Francisco  via  the  Panama  Canal. 


The  Alaska  S.  S.  Co.,  operating  between  Puget 
Sound  and  Alaskan  ports,  have  just  purchased  on  the 
Eastern  Coast  the  steamers  Bennington.  1393  net  tons. 
and  Burlington,  same  size,  which  will  be  brought  to 
this  coast  soon.  Reports  state  that  they  are  in  the 
market  for  another  vessel  of  about  this  tonnage  for 
their  coast  business.  The  Pacific  .Maska  Nav.  Co.. 
operating  the  Admiral  Line  between  San  Francisco 
and  Seattle,  is  under  the  same  ownership  and  manage- 
ment as  the  first  named  company.

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BEACH  ESPLANADE  TO  BE  A  REALITY 


While  San  Francisco  has  been  slow  in  improving  its  won- 
derful ocean  beach,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  above  design  of 
the  reinforced  concrete  bulk-head  which  City  Engineer  M.  M. 
O'Shaughnessy  in  conjunction  with  Superintendent  John 
McLaren  of  Golden  Gate  Park  has  prepared  for  the  Ocean 
Beach  Esplanade,  that  this  city  will  have  the  finest  ocean 
esplanade  in  this  country. 

The  plan  for  the  bulk-head,  which  was  adopted  after  a 
thorough  study  of  all  the  various  designs  for  beach-construc- 
tion used  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  is  a  combination  of 
the  best.  The  particular  feature  about  it  is  the  series  of  con- 
crete steps  running  down  from  the  curb  of  the  bulk-head  wall 
proper,  which  will  not  only  break  the  force  of  the  heavy 
waves  in  a  storm  before  they  strike  the  wall,  but  these  steps 


will  also  form  an  admirable  place  for  the  thousands  of  people 
who  visit  the  beach  on  Sundays  and  holidays  to  sit  while 
eating  their  lunch  or  enjoying  the  ocean  view  and  the  scenes 
on  the  beach.  In  fact,  San  Francisco  will  have  a  beach 
stadium  and  when  the  esplanade  is  extended,  as  it  certainly 
will  be,  the  picture  furnished  by  a  mile  or  two  of  these  steps 
thronged  with  people  can  be  imagined. 

Openings  in  the  wall  with  a  stairway  leading  down  to  the 
beach  will  be  furnished  every  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

The  appropriation  of  $50,000  made  by  the  Supervisors  this 
year  for  the  first  section  of  the  esplanade,  it  is  estimated  will 
construct  a  section  six  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length.  Bids 
for  the  work  will  be  opened  on  the  20th  of  this  month.

French  ship  Laennec,  which  left  Seattle  on  March

Finland  from  New 
York  at  Cristobal  will  transfer  her  passengers  by  rail 
across  the  Isthmus,  to  the  steamer  Kroonland  at  Bal- 
boa, and  the  Kroonland's  passengers  to  the  steamer 
Finland  on  October  10th.

Kentuckian  from  Hilo  for  Delaware  Breakwater,  and 
the  Montanan  from  San  Francisco  for  New  York  at 
Balboa,  to  proceed  via  Magellan  Straits.  The  steamer 
Camino  from  Philadelphia  for  San  Francisco  has  been 
ordered  by  wireless  to  return  to  Hampton  Roads  and 
there  await  orders. 


Harrison  liner  Discoverer,  which  left  San  Francisco 
September  12th  for  Liverpool,  and  been  detained  at  the   ^ 
Canal  since  25th,   was    ordered   to    proceed    via    the   " 
Straits  of  Magellan  on  October  8th. 


Four  more  vessels  were  added  to  the  American 
marine  through  the  emergency  ship  registry  act  of 
1914  during  the  month  of  August.  These  four  vessels 
were  built  in  England,  Germany,  Ireland  and  Scotland 
and  represent  a  tonnage  of  12,590  tons.

REGISTRATION  OF  REMOVALS  ORDINANCE. 

Retailers  should  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
the  Registration  of  Removals  Ordinance,  Ordinance 
No.  2715  (New  Series"),  copies  of  which  can  be  secured 
from  the  office  of  the  Chamber. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  Chief  of 
Police  has  on  file  in  his  office  the  date,  character  of 
goods  and  past  and  present  address  of  all  goods  moved 
from  one  address  to  another  within  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  Customers  who  do  not  pay 
their  liills  and  are  in  the  habit  of  moving  from  one 
address  to  another  can  be  easily  traced  in  this  manner. 


DENVER-SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Once  again  have  we  been  brought  in  telephonic 
transcontinental  touch  with  a  sister  city.  Through 
the  courtcs)'  of  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  the  local  officials  of  the  Pacific  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company  the  Chamber  had  the 
privilege  of  getting  in  direct  touch  w-ith  the  Drv  Farm- 
ing Congress  in  Denver.  A  thousand  members  were 
equipped  with  receivers  on  the  Denver  end  of  the  line 
and  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Secretary  King  of  the 
Chamber.  Secretary  R.  H.  Saxon  of  the  Drv  Farming 
Congress  talked  from  Denver. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  attorney  and  manager  of  the  Traffic  Dureau  has 
returned  from  Chicago,  where  he  had  been  in  attend- 
ance at  hearings  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. 

Interstate  Commerce  Commissioner  Clark  conducted 
the  rehearing  of  the  Asociated  Oil  Company  case,  and 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Examiner  Henrv 
Thurtell  heard  the  case  on  the  application  of  the  trans- 
continental rail  carriers  to  publish  certain  rates  from 
eastern  defined  terriory  to  San  Francisco  and  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

The  transcontinental  railroads  desire  permission  to 
publish  rates  which  will  be  lower  to  San  Francisco 
than  they  af  the  same  time  publish  to  intermediate 
points  on  a  number  of  commodities,  about  160  in  all. 
The  attorney  and  manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  was 
in  attendance  at  this  hearing  to  protect  the  interests 
of  San  Francisco  manufacturers  and  wholesale  re- 
ceivers and  shippers  of  freight.  The  case  has  been 
submitted  and  a  decision  will  probably  be  rendered  at 
an  early  date. 


A  hearing  was  held  during  the  past  week  before  the 
California  State  Railroad  Commission  with  respect  to 
the  class  rate  situation  obtaining  in  California  from 
San  Francisco  and  San  Jose  north  in  the  Sacramento 
Valley,  to  and  including  the  California-Oregon  State 
line.  The  city  of  Oakland  intervened  in  this  case  and 
petitioned  the  Commission  to  establish  a  differential 
in  favor  of  Oakland  in  the  rates  from  Oakland  and 
San  Francisco  to  the  territory  described.  The  hearing 
was  not  concluded,  but  has  been  adjourned  for  further 
hearing  November  2.  1915.

Wells  Fargo  &  Co.  have  established  refrigerator 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  New  York,  serving 
all  other  points  between  here  and  the  Atlantic  Coast.

Pacific 
Coast  Steamship  Company  at  Seattle,  "Do  not  con- 
template selling  the  steamers  Congress,  Governor  or 
President.  The  Pacific  Alaska  Steamship  Companv' 
have  made  no  offer  for  them  or  any  other  of  our 
steamers ;  the  report  is  absolutely  without  foundation." 
(The  above  leaves  the  rumor  that  these  ships  were 
sold  without  any  foundation  whatever.) 

On  account  of  the  recent  slide  at  the  Canal  the 
Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  have  notified  this  de- 
partment of  the  following  changes  in  routing  their 
steamers:  .As  result  of  the  closing  of  the  Panama 
Canal  and  of  the  likelihood  of  its  not  being  reopened 
to  commerce  before  November  1.  1915,  we  have  de- 
cided in  the  meantime,  to  revert  to  trans-shipment 
of  cargo  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  by  rail.  The 
cargo  of  the  steamer  J.  L.  Luckenbach  from  New  York 
September  14th.  which  has  been  held  at  Cristobal,  will 
be  transferred  to  the  steamer  Edith  now  at  the  Pacific 
terminal,  and  brought  to  destination  in  that  manner. 
The  eastbound  cargo  of  the  Edith,  which  left  San 
Francisco  September  8th.  will  be  transferred  to  the 
steamer  J.  L.  Luckenbach.  and  carried  on  to  New  York. 

Cargoes  of  the  steamer  Florence  Luckenbach  from 
New  York,  September  27th.  and  the  steamer  Hattie 
Luckenbach  from  San  Francisco.  September  20th,  will 
be  exchanged  in  the  same  manner.  .Sailings  from  New 
York  and  San  Francisco  will  continue,  and  after  the 
active  transfer  of  cargoes  is  imder  way  it  is  not  ex- 
pected that  the  time  in  transit  will  exceed  ten  days 
over  the  usual  Canal  schedule.  The  next  sailing  from 
New  York  will  be  the  steamer  S.  A'.  Luckenbach.  Oc- 
tober 14th,  and  the  next  from  San  Francisco  will  be  the 
steamer  Carolyn,  October  13th.

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THE   SAN    FRANCISCO    HOSPITAL   A    CREDIT   TO 
THE  CITY. 

Last  week  the  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Chamber 
inspected  the  new  San  Francisco  Hospital.  Accompanying 
the  Superintendent,  Dr.  R.  G.  Brodrick,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses,  Miss  Flynn.  on  their  daily  tour  of  inspec- 
tion, the  members  of  the  committee  were  afforded  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  of  observing  the  equipment  of  this  most 
modern  of  hospitals  and  of  witnessing  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  conducted.  Long  before  the  inspection  was  finished  it 
was  apparent  that  in  this  branch  of  the  municipal  service,  at 
least,  efficiency  was  the  dominant  factor. 

The  site  covers  approximately  fourteen  and  a  half  acres 
and  ten  buildings  have  been  completed,  comprising  the  Ad- 
ministration. Service  and  Receiving  Buildings.  Nurses'  Home, 
four  ward  buildings,  power  house  and  engine  room,  and 
Laundry.  These  buildings  are  constructed  of  steel  and  con- 
crete and  faced  with  brick  and  are  surrounded  by  beautiful 
grounds.  In  addition,  the  morgue  building  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  back  of  the  main  hospital  group  are  numerous 
temporary  wooden  buildings,  at  present  housing  250  tubercular 
patients,  which  will  soon  be  replaced. 

In  the  Administration  Building,  on  the  first  floor  are  the 
offices  of  the  Superintendent  and  staff,  reception  and  con- 
sulting rooms,  wardrobes  and  quarters  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  while  on  the  second  floor  are  the  quarters  of  the 
female  nurses  and  internes  and  reception  and  billiard  rooms. 
On  the  third  floor  are  situated  the  quarters  of  the  male  in- 
ternes. The  lobby  of  this  building  is  very  handsomely  fin- 
ished in  marble  and  onyx. 

After  inspecting  the  Administration  Building  the  committee 
descended  to  the  basement,  where  long  corridors  connect  all 
the  buildings.  Here  are  located  the  stock  and  store  rooms 
(where  stores  are  issued  only  on  requisition  of  department 
heads,  signed  by  the  Superintendent),  clothing  lockers,  the 
disinfector  for  sterilizing  patients'  clothing,  the  incinerator 
for  disposal  of  the  hospital  waste  and  the  various  bath 
rooms  where  shower,  douche,  tub,  steam,  needle  shower  and 
plunge  baths  are  given.  Traversing  these  basement  corridors, 
overhead,  are  the  steam  and  water  pipes,  all  accessible  and 
easy  of  repair  and  presenting  an  object  lesson  of  the  methods 
the  city  might  adopt  in  handling  the  problem  of  the  under- 
ground pipes  and  conduits  of  the  public  service  corporations 
— using  the  sidewalk  basement  space  for  the  purpose. 

Particularly  interesting  is  the  store  room,  where  is  re- 
ceived all  of  the  clothing  of  the  patients,  which  is  sterilized, 
laundered  and  put  in  repair.  A  tailor  is  kept  busy  on  this 
latter  work,  as  very  often  the  clothing  is  badly  damaged  by 
accidents.  In  many  cases  the  clothing  is  torn  beyond  re- 
pair and  but  for  the  efforts  of  the  Superintendent  the  patient 
would  be  in  a  sorry  case.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
with  a  few  shoe  and  clothing  stores  whereby  uncalled-for 
articles  are  donated  and  the  patients  are  thus  enabled  to  leave 
the  hospital  presentable  in  every  particular  and  unashamed. 
This  means  much  to  many  a  poor  down-and-out  and  any 
who  have  serviceable  articles  of  apparel  for  men.  women  or 
children,  cannot  put  them  to  better  use  than  by  sending  them 
to  the  San  Francisco  Hospital.  The  management  has  done 
what  it  can  along  this  line.     We  can  do  our  share,  too. 

In  the  power  house  and  engine  room  the  committee  gained 
their  first  impression  of  the  efficiency  of  the  institution. 
Here  the  heating  bill  has  been  materially  cut  by  the  simple 
expedient  of  again  using  the  heat  after  it  has  served  its  pur- 
pose in  one  machine.  All  the  hot  water  for  use  throughout 
the  hospital  is  kept  at  an  even  temperature  of  140  degrees  and 
continually  circulates  through  the  pipes,  thus  being  immedi- 
ately ready  for  use  the  moment  the  tap  is  turned  and  avoid- 
ing the  overheating  of  water  which  must  be  cooled  before 
using.  Convenient  shower  baths  and  lockers  adjoin  the 
engine  room,  for  use  of  the  employees. 

In  the  laundry  economical  methods  were  again  manifest. 
All  articles  going  through  the  laundry  are  sterilized,  which  is 


perfect  laundering.  Mangles,  driers  and  other  machines  have 
been  adapted  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  work  which  ordinarily 
is  regulated  by  the  speed  of  the  slowest  article  to  pass 
through  an  operation.  Even  the  design  of  the  nurses'  dresses 
has  been  altered  to  facilitate  ironing.  In  the  basement  is 
also  located  the  model  bakery. 

Three  amphitheatres  are  situated  on  the  third  floor,  one  be- 
ing used  for  medical  instruction — each  college  having  certain 
days  devoted  to  this  purpose.  The  other  two  are  used  for 
hospital  operations.  AH  are  ideally  located  as  to  light,  and 
equipped  with  latest  appliances. 

On  the  second  floor  is  the  X-ray  and  fleuroscopic  depart- 
ment where,  by  improved  methods,  immediate  diagnosis  is 
made  of  many  diseases,  thereby  saving  days  spent  in  the  hos- 
pital, under  the  old  system,  until  diagnosis  was  certain. 

The  wards  are  model  in  every  respect,  from  the  patent 
adjustable  beds  and  sanitary  stands  to  the  silent  call  system 
which  registers  in  five  places,  including  the  Superintendent's 
office,  where  the  time  of  each  call  and  answer  is  automatic- 
ally recorded.  Three  minutes  is  the  maximum  time  allowed 
for  answering  a  call,  any  longer  time  being  made  the  subject 
of  investigation.  The  wards  are  light  and  airy,  and  per- 
fectly ventilated  by  a  system  which  avoids  draughts.  In 
fact,  the  entire  ventilating  system  of  the  hospital  is  as  per- 
fect as  can  be  devised.  All  air  is  purified  before  being  passed 
through  the  ventilators  and  at  intervals  throughout  the 
buildings,  from  basement  to  roof,  there  is  a  system  of  cross- 
ventilation  which  insures  the  isolation  of  each  section  from 
any  possible  odors  in  another.  In  connection  with  each  ward 
is  a  treatment  room,  perfectly  equipped:  a  small  isolation 
ward;  solarium:  diet  kitchen  and  convalescent  dining  room. 

More  than  ever  before  is  the  hospital  made  available  to  the 
families  of  those  whom  by  right  it  should  serve.  And  right 
here  let  it  be  said  that  the  motto  of  the  San  Francisco  Hos- 
pital is  "Service — not  Charity."  Service  which  rightfully  be- 
longs to  those  of  our  citizens  who  require  the  best  medical 
or  surgical  attention  and  who  receive  here  what,  unfortun- 
ately, they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  elsewhere. 
The  days  when  our  hospital  could  be  made  a  boarding  place 
for  those  afflicted  with  slight  ailments  and  with  sufficient 
influence  to  secure  admittance  are  passed  and  now  admission 
is  only  through  the  emergency  hospital  located  in  the  re- 
ceiving building.  The  head  nurse  in  charge  of  this  emerg- 
ency hospital  passes  on  all  cases  which  enter  the  institution. 

There  was  one  part  of  the  tour  which  awakened  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  committee — which  caused  a  little  tug  at  the 
heart  strings.  This  was  the  children's  ward,  where  it  seemed 
as  though  a  special  effort  had  been  made  to  cheer  the  little 
sick  ones.  Through  the  kindness  of  someone,  a  few  toys  and 
children's  furniture  had  been  placed  in  the  solarium:  a  slide 
and  swings  had  been  provided  for  their  playground,  v/here 
air  and  sunlight  aid  the  doctor  in  the  recovery  of  their 
strength:  on  the  walls  a  few  friezes,  juvenile  in  character, 
had  been  placed — that  in  their  little  dining  room  being  par- 
ticularly appropriate,  depicting  chickens,  ducks,  and  other 
subjects  of  a  kind  to  appeal  to  their  little  "tummies."  In 
many  of  our  homes  are  toys  in  a  good  condition  which  might 
gladden  the  hearts  of  these  little  patients,  to  whose  youth 
the  days  must  seem  very  long. 

In  the  Nurses'  Home  is  a  sun  garden,  social  hall  for  the 
reception  of  visitors,  reference  library  and  an  instruction 
room  where  the  student  nurses  are  instructed  in  every  phase 
of  their  hospital  duties. 

On  the  main  floor  are  the  kitchen  and  the  dining  rooms 
of  the  nurses  and  men  employees:  also  the  special  diet  kit- 
chen, amply  equipped  for  the  preparation  of  those  diets  which 
often  mean  the  life  of  the  patient.  Here,  also,  the  nurses 
receive  daily  instructions  in  the  preparation  of  these  special 
dishes. 

There  are  at  present  250  employees  of  the  hospital.  135  of 
whom  are  nurses.  Four  hundred  patients  are  accommodated 
and  provision  will  soon  be  made  for  increased  numbers. 
There  is  planned  or  under  construction  a  pathological  build- 
ing, laboratories,  typhoid  section  and  a  cancer  ward. 

The  three  hours  during  which  the  committee  made  the 
rounds  with  the  Superintendent  were  perhaps  the  busiest  in 
the  hospital  day,  yet  everywhere  was  orderliness  and  a  quiet 
pursuance  of  the  daily  routine.  From  the  power  house, 
laundries  and  storerooms  in  the  basement  to  the  surgical 
amphitheatre  at  the  top  of  the  building,  where  an  operation 
was  in  progress,  one  thing  stood  out — Efficiency.  May  it 
long  continue.  San  Francisco  can  be  proud  of  its  new  hos- 
pital. It  is  in  the  first  rank  with  the  municipal  hospitals  of 
the  country  and  in  point  of  equipment  is  surpassed  by  none. 
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ALASKA  STILL  PRESENTS  OPPORTUNITIES. 

A  recent  visitor  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
Bernard  M.  Stone,  publisher  of  "The  Seward  Gate- 
way," the  largest  daily  newspaper  in  Alaska,  and  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  "All-Alaska  Review." 

Mr.  Stone  is  enthusiastic  concerning  the  possibilities 
of  Alaska,  of  which  .Seward  is  the  gateway.  He  states 
that  he  is  reliably  informed  that  coal  will  be  shipped  out 
of  the  Matanuska  coal  fields  over  the  new  railniad  by 
lul}'  or  August  of  next  year.  This,  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  a  United  States  naval  base  will  be  located  on 
Resurrection  Bay.  should  cause  our  merchants  who  are 
interested  in  .\laskan  trade  to  give  further  considera- 
tion to  the  subject  of  direct  steamer  connection  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  ports  of  Alaska.  Mr.  Stone 
will  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  Wholesale  Trade 
Extension  Committee  and  will  undoubtedly  have  much 
to  say  of  interest  along  these  lines. 

It  is  of  interest  that  recent  press  dispatches  recorded 
the  fact  that  Seattle  merchants  were  complaining  of 
dela3-ed  shipments,  due  to  lack  of  space  in  vessels — 
the  supplies  for  government  w'ork  crowding  out  com- 
mercial stores. 


Y.  W.  C.  .\.  to  care  for  the  problem  arising  from  the 
fact  that  numbers  of  girls  and  women  now  employed 
at  the  Exposition  will  be  out  of  employment  when  the 
Exposition  closes.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  are  going  to  make 
a  canvass  of  the  business  houses  in  San  Francisco  in 
order  to  find  out  what  houses  will  employ  women  dur- 
ing December.  If  representative  of  this  organization 
should  call  on  any  members  of  the  Chamber  to  get  this 
and  kindred  information,  we  trust  that  they  will  be 
received  with  all  consideration,  etc..  etc.

The  China  Mail  Steamship  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  been  formed  by 
local  Chinese  merchants  to  operate  a  passenger  and  freight 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Orient.  They  have 
purchased  the  Steamer  China,  formerly  the  property  of  the 
P.  M.  S.  S.  Co.,  and  announce  the  sailing  of  this  steamer  from 
San  Francisco  on  October  27th  from  Pier  42  for  Honolulu, 
Nagasaki,  Manila  and  Hongkong.  Temporary  office.  Room 
384,  Flood  Building.     Telephone  Garfield  1901. 


The  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  will  despatch  the 
Steamer  Peru  for  Hongkong  and  Manila  direct  on  October 
29th.     She  will  take  cargo  at  Pier  42  on  October  20th. 


The  imports  of  coffee  by  water  for  the  quarter  ending 
September  30th  from  foreign  ports  were  57,144  bags,  and 
103,842  bags  and  950  tons  sugar.  From  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
by  water  for  same  period,  coffee,  1,097  bags:  sugar.  1,635,866 
bags. 


The  Barkentine  S.  N.  Castle,  for  many  years  known  in  the 
trade  between  this  port  and  the  South  Seas,  has  been  char- 
tered to  carry  lumber  from  North  Pacific  ports  to  Port  Pirie 
by  J.  J.  Moore  &  Company,  chartering  rate  being  105  shil- 
lings. The  vessel  is  464  tons  and  carries  about  550,000  feet 
of  lumber. 

The  Union  Iron  Works  during  the  past  week  have  closed 
a  contract  with  the  Matson  Navigation  Company  for  con- 
struction of  a  steamer  to  be  a  sister  ship  of  the  Manoa  (4,356 
net  tons,  now  in  the  San  Francisco-Honolulu  trade),  or  the 
Matsonia. 


A  contract  also  was  let  to  the  Union  Iron  Works  by  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York  for  an  oil  tanker  which 
will  be  a  sister  ship  of  the  tanker  now  under  construction  at 
the  above  works  for  the  Union  Oil  Company. 


The  new  Steamer  Eurania,  which  was  launched  at  the 
-'on  Iron  Works  on  September  11th  for  account  of  the 
■npany,  has  been  sold  to  Mr.  Stacham  of  New  York.  This 
iJO-ton  vessel  is  a  sister  ship  of  the  Annette  Rolph  and  was 

launched  a  week  later  from  the  time  the  Annette  Rolph  took 

to  the  water. 


The  Steamer  Kansas  City,  after  undergoing  a  thorough 
overhauling  and  being  converted  into  an  oil  burner,  has  just 
been  sold  by  the  Union  Iron  Works  to  unknown  parties. 
This  vessel  was  formerly  the  property  of  the  San  Francisco 
and  Portland  Steamship  Company  and  ran  between  the  Col- 
umbia River  and  this  port. 


The  Pacific  Alaska  Navigation  Company,  operating  the 
Admiral  Line  between  San  Francisco  and  Puget  Sound,  are 
in  the  market  to  buy  more  steamers  and  have  sent  a  repre- 
sentative to  the  East  Coast  to  purchase  suitable  vessels. 
Since  the  accident  to  their  Steamer  Admiral  Watson  they 
have  been  badly  in  need  of  one  to  take  its  place  to  handle  the 
business  offered. 


The  British  Steamer  Barrister  has  been  launched  at  Scots- 
toun,  Scotland,  for  the  Harrison  Line,  to  ply  between  Eng- 
land and  Pacific  Coast  ports.  The  new  vessel  is  365  feet 
long. 


With  the  increased  sugar  industry,  a  new  concrete  ware- 
house 720  feet  long  and  capable  of  storing  250,000  tons  of 
sugar,  is  to  be  constructed  at  Crockett  for  the  California- 
Hawaiian  Sugar  Compsiny. 


The  British  Steamer  Vienna  has  been  chartered  to  carry 
wheat  from  Portland,  Oregon,  to  the  United  Kingdom  at 
too  shillings. 


ANOTHER   STEAMSHIP  LINE  IN   PROSPECT  TO 
ORIENT. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  informed  by  a  New 
York  corporation^  they  expect  to  establish  frequent  service 
between  San  Francisco  and  Oriental  ports  in  the  near  future. 
Details  will  be  furnished  soon,  pending  which  the  firm  wishes 
its  name  withheld. 


There  are  only  two  coal  vessels  on  the  way  to  San  Fran- 
cisco from  Newcastle,  Australia,  the  smallest  amount  of  ton- 
nage on  the  way  in  many  years. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Ship  Owners'  Association  October 
13th,  Oliver  J.  Olson  was  elected  president,  George  Beadle 
vice-president  and  W.  F.  Sullivan  secretary. 


The  Bark  Star  of  Holland,  of  the  Alaska  Packers'  fleet, 
has  been  chartered  by  Pope  &  Talbot  to  load  a  cargo  of 
lumber  on  Puget  Sound  for  Australia.  This  is  the  first  one 
of  the  packers'  fleet  of  fine  vessels  to  be  let  for  other  than 
company  business  and  is  brought  about  by  the  scarcity  of 
ships  and  the  extraordinary  high  rates  that  tonnage  com- 
mands at  present.  Usually  these  sailers  lay  up  in  Oakland 
Creek  during  the  off  season,  but  it  is  expected  that  several 
more  of  their  ships,  which  are  well  adapted  for  lumber  cargo, 
will  make  the  voyage  to  Australia  and  return  with  coal. 
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TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  National  Industrial  Traffic  League  meeting  held 
in  Toledo.  Ohio,  last  month. 

Very  interesting  action  is  proposed  by  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee at  the  ne.st  session  of  Congress,  especially  with  re- 
spect to  the  Cummins  Amendment  and  its  effect  on  personal 
and  sample  baggage  and  express  matter,  and  also  with  re- 
spect to  uniform  bill  of  lading,  simplification  of  terms  and 
requirements.     E.^port  bills  of  lading  will  also  he  dealt  with. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  National  Industrial  Traffic  League 
is  the  annual  meeting  and  will  be  held  in  Chicago.  November 
11th  and  12th,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce will  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  through  its 
Traffic  Bureau.

REVISION   OF  PRESENT   NAVIGATION    LAWS. 

The  Foreign  Trade  and  Maritime  Affairs  and  Harbor  Com- 
mittees are  working  on  a  proposed  law  to  be  recommended  to 
Congress  at  the  next  session  to  revise  the  present  navigation 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  make  them  more  nearly  like 
those  of  other  maritime  nations,  thus  removing  many  of  the 
discriminations  the  present  laws  impose  on  American  ship- 
ping. Suggestions  from  interested  members  will  be  gladly 
received,  so  they  can  be  considered  with  those  already  before 
the    committees. 


FUEL  COAL  SITUATION  AT  BALBOA. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  sent  a  cable  to  the  Panama 
Canal  asking  the  situation  regarding  bunker  coal  at  Balboa 
and  received  a  reply  from  the  Panama  Railroad.  Both  mes- 
sages follow: 

Telegram,  October  5,  1915,  to  Panama  Canal. 

"Kindly  wire  as  soon  as  possible  amount  bunker  coal  on 
hand  Balboa  and  whether  stock  will  be  replenished  as  used 
owing  to  railroad  handling  freight.  Several  steamers  east- 
bound  expect  reach  Balboa  early  November  and  desire  to 
know  if  sufficient  coal  to  replenish  bunkers  or  whether  will 
have  to  take  sufficient  coal  to  carry  them  to  Coronel  or  New- 
port News  in  event  Canal  being  closed  or  open  as  case  may 
be." 

Telegram.    October   15.    1915,  from   Panama   R.   R.   Co. 

"Your  telegram  sixth  to  Panama  Canal.  Washington  re- 
ferred to  this  office  for  reply.  On  October  eighth  we  had  over 
seventy  thousand  tons  of  coal  at  Isthmus  with  twenty  thou- 
sand tons  now  enroute.  We  aim  to  maintain  and  as  rapidly 
as  possible  increase  that  quantity  for  our  own  use  and  to  fill 
requisitions  of  steamers  east  and  west  bound  via  the  Canal. 
The  only  restriction  prior  to  interruption  Canal  traffic  af-  ^B 
fects  steamers  engaged  in  purely  coasting  service  making  ^B 
Balboa  port  of  call.  Such  ships  were  supplied  only  at  our 
convenience  and  at  an  increase  in  price.  Governor  Goethals 
has  advised  suspension  of  sailings  via  Panama  until  notice 
of  Canal  opening  issued  and  we  don't  wish  to  encourage 
vessels  to  rely  upon  Balboa  for  coal  if  they  can  obtain  suf- 
ficient supply  elsewhere.  However,  we  will  undoubtedly  pro- 
tect steamers  already  scheduled  or  enroute  for  Canal  traiisit, 
but  even  such  steamers  must  take  their  turn  for  coal  subject 
to  usual  delay.  For  your  information  vessels  can  obtain  West 
Virginia  coal  on  the  Atlantic  side  at  Curacao,  San  Lucius  and 
Barbadoes  at  not  over  thirty  shillings."

DELAYED  CABLEGRAMS. 

Department  of  State, 
Washington,  October  4,  1915. 

The  Honorable  James  D.  Phelan, 
Phelan  Building, 

San  Francisco,  California. 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  a  request  received  by  telegraph 
from  the  American  Ambassador  at  London,  under  date  of 
October  1,  1915,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  entire 
subject  of  the  censorship  of  commercial  cablegrams  ex- 
changed between  this  country  and  European  points  has  been 
under  discussion  by  this  government  and  the  governments  of 
Great  Britain  and  France  for  several  months  and  no  efforts 
have  been  spared  in  trying  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment of  a  question  which  is  quite  obviously  a  most  difficult 
one. 

Although  the  British  Government  takes  the  position  that  it 
is  entirely  within  its  legal  rights  in  stopping  all  telegrams 
over  cables  which  it  controls,  the  Department  is  making 
urgent  representations  continuously  to  the  British  and  French 
Governments,  through  the  Ambassadors  at  London  and  Paris, 
with  regard  to  the  passing  of  neutral  commercial  cables  from 
the  United  States  to  neutral  countries.  Those  governments 
have  stated  that  it  is  their  desire  to  facilitate  in  every  way 
compatible  with  existing  conditions  the  transmission  of  bona 
fide  neutral  commercial  cablegrams  and  that  the  censors  en- 
deavor to  discriminate  between  such  messages  and  those 
concerning  trade  with  an  enemy  country,  the  former  being 
passed  and  the  latter  stopped  as  a  war  measure. 

In  view  of  the  existing  difficulty  it  has  been  suggested  that 
commercial  and  private  messages,  especially  those  to  Ger- 
many, The  Netherlands  and  Scandinavian  countries,  now  be 
sent  by  wireless.  All  messages  routed  via  the  Tuckerton 
Radio  Station  should  be  sent  over  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph lines,  and  if  routed  via  the  Sayville  Radio  Station  they 
should  be  sent  by  the  Postal  Telegraph,  the  addresses  con- 
taining not  less  than  four  words  and  the  signatures  not  less 
than  two  words. 

If  those  who  complain  of  the  non-delivery  of  cablegrams 
will  send  copies,  in  triplicate,  of  those  messages,  giving  the 
dates,  addresses,  routes  by  which  they  were  sent,  etc..  the 
Department  will  be  glad  to  forward  them  to  the  Ambassador 
at  London,  or  Paris,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  use  in  connec- 
tion with  the  representations  now  being  made.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


The  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  (Oriental  S.  S.  Co.)  have  issued  a 
new  schedule  of  sailings  to  Japan,  China  and  Manila,  owing 
to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  steamers  they  will  operate  in 
future  from  San  Francisco.  Following  are  the  vessels  and 
the  date  of  departure  from  this  port:  Tenyo  Maru,  October 
23d:  Nippon  Maru,  November  6th;  Panama  Maru,  November 
9th:  Shinyo  Maru,  November  20th:  Seattle  Maru,  December 
4th;  Persia  Maru,  December  11th;  Chiyo  Maru,  December 
18th.  In  addition  to  this  service,  the  company  will  also  oper- 
ate between  San  Francisco  and  Central  and  South  American 
ports,  the  Anyo  Maru  of  this  hne  leaving  here  on  October 
20th,  to  be  followed  by  the  Seiyo  Maru  on  December  20th,  and 
the  Kiyo  Maru  in  February,  1916,  and  every  60  days  there- 
after. The  steamers  will  make  Honolulu  and  San  Pedro 
ports  of  call  on  the  outward  voyages.  All  of  their  vessels 
are  large  modern  steamers  with  fine  passenger  accommo- 
dations. 


Advices  received  at  this  department  from  the  East  state  the 
steamer  S.  V.  Luckenbach,  well  known  in  this  port,  was  sold 
to  Barber  &  Company  of  New  York.  The  vessel  was  built 
in  1880  and  is  2276  tons;  formerly  owned  by  the  Luckenbach 
Steamship  Company,  and  plied  between  San  Francisco  and 
New  York.     Vessel's  name  changed  to  Onega. 


The  total  pack  of  Alaska  salmon  for  the  1915  season,  arriv- 
ing in  this  city,  amounted  to  1,337,530  cases  and  32,835  bbls. 
The  last  vessel  to  arrive  was  the  Alaska  Packers'  Association 
ship  Star  of  Poland,  which  brought  144,500  cases,  the  largest 
single  cargo  to  arrive  this  year. 


Advices  from  Seward,  Alaska,  under  date  of  October  21st, 
state,  the  cold  weather  continues.  Steamer  Admiral  Evans  is 
delayed  at  Anchorage  because  of  the  difficulty  of  unloading 
on  barges  in  the  icy  weather.  Zero  weather  prevailing.  Cooks 
Inlet  is  freezing,  and  the  close  of  navigation  at  Anchorage 
(Alaska)  may  be  expected  any  day. 


American  Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  have  advised  the 
department  of  the  routing  of  all  westbound  steamers  of  the 
company  via  the  Straits  of  Magellan  or  Cape  Horn,  with  the 
expected  arrival  date  as  follows:  Arizonan,  due  to  arrive 
December  8th;  lowan,  December  6th;  Nevadan,  December 
6th;  Minnesotan.  December  1st;  Columbian,  December  10th; 
Panaman,  December  18th. 


The  Northern  steamer  Tancred  has  been  taken  on  time 
charter  for  five  years  by  the  Western  Fuel  Co.  for  the  Pacific 
trade,  principally  for  carrying  coal  from  their  mines  in 
British  Columbia  to  this  city.  She  will  arrive  here  in  Febru- 
ary, 1916. 


The  French  bark  Rene  has  just  been  chartered  by  the 
Portland  Flouring  Mills  for  wheat  cargo  from  Portland  to 
the  United  Kingdom.  This  company  is  paying  95  shilHngs 
for  the  vessel,  which  is  from  two  to  three  times  the  rate 
obtaining  before  the  war. 


The  Annette  Rolph,  nearing  completion  at  the  Union  Iron 
Works,  has  been  sold  by  Hind  Rolph  &  Co.  to  G.  W.  McNear, 
Inc.,  and  her  name  is  to  be  changed  by  the  new  owners.  To 
take  her  name  and  place.  Hind  Rolph  &  Co.  contracted  with 
the  Union  Iron  Works  to  build  another  steamer  of  the  same 
size,  which  will  be  delivered  early  next  year. 


Maryland    Steel    Company   launched   the   steamer    Floridan 
last  week  for  the  American  Hawaiian  Steamship  Company. 


Danish  Motor  Ship  Siam,  which  left  this  port  on  October 
20th,  had  aboard  143,386  centals  of  barley,  100,825  centals 
goes  to  Norway  and  42,561  centals  for  Denmark. 


Two  cargoes  of  crude  oil  from  Tulare  Bay  were  brought 
to  San  Francisco  this  month  by  the  Union  Oil  Co.,  amounting 
to  18,340  tons. 


Masters  of  all  American  merchant  vessels  will  be  spared 
much  inconvenience  and  delay  if  they  will  display  their  colors 
promptly  when  a  man-of-war  is  sighted. 


According  to  the  records  of  the  Department  of  Commerce 
up  to  June  this  year  2768  vessels  (foreign)  were  changed  to 
American  registry,  totaling  1,813,775  gross  tons,  an  increase 
of  363  ships  and  737,623  tons  over  the  previous  year.

PANAMA  RAILROAD  RATE  ADVANCES. 

The  Panama  Railroad  has  announced  that  effective  on  No- 
vember 1st  the  present  $3  per  ton  freight  rate  across  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama  will  be  cancelled,  and  on  and  after  that 
date  will  be  replaced  by  classified  rates  based  on  railroad's 
local  tariff  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds  as  follows:

D-1,  etc.,  as  given  above  constitute  a  newly 
established  classification.  Information  as  to  just  what  is 
covered  by  same  has  not  yet  been  received.) 

Steamers  will  be  charged  wharfage,  cranage  and  for  steve- 
doring of  their  cargoes,  in  and  out.  The  D-V2  herein  is  a 
newly  established  class  that  covers  one  and  a  half  times  first 
class  rates. 

The  traffic  bureau  has  wired  to  Hon.  Lindley  M.  Garrison, 
Secretary  of  War,  and  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Drake,  Vice-President  of 
the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  protesting  against  the  ad- 
vance, as  follows: 

"We  respectfully  protest  against  the  advance  just  an- 
nounced in  tariffs  of  Panama  Railroad  for  transshipment  of 
cargo  across  Isthmus  of  Panama.  Closing  the  Canal  has 
resulted  in  limiting  movement  of  cargo  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Atlantic  Coast  to  one  steamer  line  via  Isthmus. 
This  line  intended  to  use  Panama  Railroad  for  service  across 
Isthmus  in  the  manner  prevailing  prior  to  opening  of  Canal. 
We  are  informed  that  these  advances  in  Panama  Railroad 
tariffs  will  force  this  line  to  discontinue  sailings  until  Canal 
is  opened.  Large  shipments  of  seasonable  products  are  just 
moving  and  the  discontinuance  of  service  across  Isthmus  will 
deprive  Pacific  Coast  shippers  of  this  line  of  transportation 
to  their  grave  financial  damage.  We  respecfully  urge  that 
tariffs  in  effect  previous  to  announced  advances  be  continued 
in  force  at  least  until  Canal  is  again  opened  to  commerce." 

The  traffic  bureau  has  received  notice  from  Postmaster  Fay 
at  San  Francisco  that  mail  will  now  be  handled  on  Southern 
Pacific  train  No.  87  from  points  Bakersfield  and  north,  arriv- 
ing in  San  Francisco  at  7:50  A.  M.  A  railroad  postoffice 
mail  car  will  be  used  on  this  train  and  the  mail  will  reach 
San  Francisco  Ferry  station  postoffice  ready  for  prompt 
delivery.  This  should  result  in  maU  being  delivered  from  that 
section  of  the  country  to  people  in  San  Francisco  consider- 
ably earlier  than  heretofore. 

A  railroad  postoffice  car  has  also  been  placed  on  train  No. 
26,  commonly  known  as  the  Owl,  which  will  result  in  San 
Francisco  mail  which  departs  on  that  train  being  made  up 
and  ready  for  prompt  delivery  in  Los  Angeles.  The  train  is 
due  to  arrive  in  Los  Angeles  at  8:45  A.  M. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  CaUfornia  will  hold  hearings 
on  the  proposed  advance  in  minimum  carload  weights  Tues- 
day, October  26th,  and  on  the  class  rates  on  the  coast  di- 
vision of  the  Southern  Pacific  October  27th.  Both  of  these 
are  important  hearings. 


POST  OFFICES  CLOSED  NOVEMBER  2d. 

The  main  post  office  at  Seventh  and  Mission  streets, 
the  Ferry  Post  Office  and  all  sub-stations  will  be 
closed,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  on  San  Francisco 
Day,  November  2d.  No  stamps  will  be  sold,  no  money 
orders  will  be  issued,  no  deliveries  will  be  made  either 
by  carrier  or  at  the  window.  Even  the  general  delivery 
will  be  closed  for  the  entire  day.  With  the  banks,  the 
post  office  and  the  freight  sheds  closed  as  tight  as  a 
sausage  string,  how  are  you  going  to  do  any  business 
on  that  day?    Answer:   Close  up. 

Notices  will  be  run  hereafter  in  the  issue  of  the  Ac- 
tivities preceding  a  holiday,  telling  exactly  just  what 
service  the  post  office  will  furnish  on  holidays.

LOW  RATE  VIA  PANAMA  RAILROAD 
CONTINUED 

In  response  to  a  telegram  sent  (i>  the  President  over 
President  Moore's  signature,  protesting  against  pro- 
posed increase  in  rates  across  the  Isthmus  bv  the 
Panama  Railroad,  the  following  message  has  ju.st  been 
received : 

Washington,  D.  C.  Octr.ber  30,  191.=;. 
Walton  N.  Moore, 

President,  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  view  of  many  questions  involved  in  changing 
from  one  rate  to  another.  Secretary  of  War  has  di- 
rected that  three  dollar  emergency  rate  for  transfer  of 
freight  across  Isthmus  be  temporarily  continued  until 
question  of  propriety  of  establishing  new  tariff  rales 
can  be  thoroughly  investigated  and  properlv  deter- 
mined.

This  telegram  is  understood  by  the  Traffic  Bureau 
to  mean  that  the  $3  rate  will  continue  for  some  time. 
The  Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  announces  that 
it  will  continue  its  service  by  the  Isthmian  rnute  dur- 
ing the  time  that  the  S3  rate  remains  in  effect.

The  tenth  floor  of  the  Merchant.s  Exchaiio-e  Build- 
ing' now  houses  the  departments  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  The  entire  front  of  the  building  and  most 
of  the  east  side  of  the  tenth  floor  now  contains  tlie 
Grain  Inspection.  Transportation.  Statistical  and  In- 
formation. Municipal  .Afifairs.  Publicity.  Industrial. 
iMembership,  Retail  Trade,  Cashier's.  Legislation. 
Charities  Endorj-ement,  and  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ments. The  .general  and  executive  offices  are  also  on 
this  floor,  so  that  the  entire  working  force  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  with  the  exception  of  the  Marine 
Department  on  the  ground  floor,  are  now  concentrated. 
Room  1004  is  the  main  entrance  for  the  Chamber's 
offices.  Room  103.^  enters  into  the  Grain  Inspection 
Department,  and  1002  is  the  entrance  to  the  Trans- 
portation and  Information  Departments. 

It  has  been  deemed  best  to  concentrate  the  offices, 
as  it  makes  for  efficiency  and  convenience.  .\  large 
L-shaped  room  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  tenth 
floor  containing  all  but  two  of  the  departments  of  the 
Chamber,  will  afford  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  work  of  the  organization  and  at  the  same  time  will 
emphasize  the  inii)ortance  of  such  work. 

The  members  are  urged  to  inspect  these  new  offices 
and  become  familiar  w'ith  the  workings  of  the  com- 
mercial organization  of  San  Francisco.

LUNCHEON  TENDERED  HON.  H.  A.  'WHEELER 

'Ihe  president  and  b'lard  of  directors  nf  the  San  Fran- 
ciscu  Chamber  of  Commerce  tendered  a  luncheon  \" 
ihe  Miin.  II.  .\.  \\'heeler,  pa.st  president  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  and  now  one 
of  the  honorary  vicc-president.s,  at  the  Pacific  Unimi 
Club  on  Monday.  October  25th.  liesides  Mr.  Wheeler 
and  the  members  of  the  board  of  directors,  Paul  T.  tt 
Carnill.  past  director  in  the  national  organization  and  " 
:^lessrs.  M.  II.  Robbins.  Jr.,  and  C.  F. 'Michaels,  past 
]ircsidents  nf  the  San  1-Vanciscn  Chamber,  were  pres- 
ent. 

At  the  close  of  the  luncheon  Mr.  \\lieeler  was  in- 
troduced and  made  an  unusually  felicitous  and  o]i- 
timistic  address.  In  these  remarks  Mr.  ^^'heeler  re- 
flected his  comprehensive  knowledge  of  contempo- 
raneous conditions  in  the  United  States.  In  a  very 
discriminating  compliment  which  he  paid  the  Expi  i- 
sition.  Mr.  ^\'heeler  gave  credit  to  this  event  as  having 
a  profound  influence  in  bringing  all  sections  of  the 
country  together  and  particularly  in  unifying  commer- 
cial sentiment.  He  compared  the  work  of  the  Exposi- 
tion to  that  of  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, which  was  aiming  at  the  complete  representa- 
tion of  business  interests  of  the  entire  country.  Mr. 
\\"heeler  stated  that  business  as  such  was  on  an  en- 
tirelv  new  basis  in  the  legislative  life  of  the  country  and 
that  a  very  great  recovery  was  made  from  the  tem- 
porarv  national  attitude  which  seemed  to  discredit  and 
ignore  the  best  commercial  thought  of  the  country. 
He  stated  that  the  most  comprehensive  and  construc- 
tive reception  was  now  given  to  business  representa- 
tives in  "\^"ashington  and  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States  was  making  splendid  head- 
way as  the  mouthpiece  of  the  nation's  business. 

Mr.  \Mieeler  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  on  the  re- 
cent achievements  of  commerce  and  particularly  com- 
plimented San  Francisco  on  its  energy,  enterprise  and 
future.

From  one  corner  of  the  continent  to  the  other  the 
transcontinental  telephone  service  was  inaugurated 
on  October  ISth  between  Portland.  Maine,  and  San 
Francisco.  The  program  was  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Portland,  Maine. 

Mr.  George  L.  Crosman.  president  of  the  Chamlier 
of  Conmierce  of  Portland,  held  a  transcontinental  con- 
versation with  ^lanager  Lynch  of  the  Chamber,  wli^i 
]5articipated  ivith  others  from  this  end  of  the  line  at  the 
.American  Tele]]hone  and  Telegraph  Company's  exhibit 
in  the  Palace  of  Liberal  .Arts  at  the  Exposition. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  American  Teleplione 
and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  officials  of  the  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  representatives  of 
the  Chamber  have  participated  in  .greeting  our  friends 
on  the  other  side  of  the  coimtry  at  the  inauguration  of 
practically  every  transcontinental  telephone  service.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


The  reported  sale  of  the  Panama  fleet  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Co.  to  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  has  been  denied  by  the 
higher  officials  of  both  companies.  The  latter  company  had 
made  an  inspection  of  the  steamers,  however,  presumably  with 
the  intention  of  acquiring  them. 

The  Union  Steamship  Co.,  Hind  Rolph  &  Co.,  agents,  have 
notified  this  department  that  the  British  steamer  Marama, 
which  left  San  Francisco  October  13th,  will  discharge  all  her 
cargo  at  Wellington,  New  Zealand,  and  the  portion  for  Sydney 
will  be  transhipped  at  that  port.  The  steamers  IMaitai  and 
Moana  will  take  cargo  and  passengers  at  this  port  for  Sydney 
to  be  transhipped  at  WeUington.  The  above  rule  will  be  in 
effect  until  January  1,  1915.  at  least.  The  reason  for  same  is 
owing  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  com.pany's  vessels  have 
been  taken  bv  the  government  for  troop  carriage. 

Swayne  &  Hoyt,  agents  for  the  Panama  Pacific  Line,  state 
that  the  Kroonland  of  this  line  will  be  placed  on  the  berth 
for  London,  to  follow  the  steamer  Mongolia,  which  leaves 
San  Francisco  on  November  8th  via  New  York,  where  addi- 
tional cargo  will  be  loaded.  The  latter  vessel  is  being  dis- 
patched by  the  Atlantic  Transport  Co..  for  which  Swayne  & 
Hoyt  also  act  as  local  agents.  The  Kroonland  has  been  taken 
off  the  San  Francisco-New  York  service  owing  to  the  slide 
at  the  canal,  and  will  resume  service  in  the  inter  coastal  trade 
when  the  waterway  is  again  in  commission.  The  Finland, 
which  has  been  running  in  conjunction  with  the  Kroonland, 
sailed  from  New  York  October  24th  for  London. 

The  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  steamers 
McArthur  and  Gedney,  after  finishing  the  cruise  in  Alaskan 
waters,  will  be  condemned  by  the  United  States  Government 
and  sold.  The  former  was  built  at  Mare  Island  in  1876;  the 
latter  in  New  York,  187i. 


The  Agencies  De  Berna  will  dispatch  a  steamer  about  No- 
vember 10th,  if  sufficient  cargo  is  offered,  to  Colombia, 
Ecuador,  Peru  and  Chilian  ports  direct.  Also  to  the  east 
coast  of  South  America  if  enough  cargo  is  secured. 


The  Norwegian  steamer  Sinaloa  left  Taltal  (Chile)  on  Octo- 
ber 27th  for  San  Francisco  with  2250  tons  of  nitrate  on  board, 
consigned  to  Du  Pont  Powder  Company. 

During  the  month  of  July  the  exports  of  canned  salmon 
from  the  United  States  to  foreign  ports  amounted  to  11.733.046 
pounds,  valued  at  $1,058,854,  as  compared  with  4,851,643 
pounds  valued  at  $394,426  during  same  month  in  1914;  the 
exports  in  July,  1915,  9,115,516  pounds,  were  shipped  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  735,932  pounds  to  British  Oceania,  1,879,598 
pounds  to  other  countries. 


The  United  States  collier  Saturn,  which  arrived  in  this  port 
on  September  28th  from  Dutch  Harbor,  brought  as  cargo 
1738  seal  skins  which  were  taken  on  St.  Paul  Island,  and 
1252  fur  seal  skins  taken  on  St.  George  Island,  a  total  of  3000 
skins.  She  also  brought  300  blue  fox  skins,  which  were 
shipped  east  and  since  sold. 


On  September  28,  1915,  the  intensity  of  the  West  Break- 
water Light,  Limon  Bay,  Colon  and  Cristobal  harbor,  was 
increased  from  80  to  300  candle  power.  All  other  character- 
istics of  this  light  remain  unchanged. 


Steamer  Mongolia,  the  last  of  the  Pacific  Mail  liners  to 
arrive  in  this  port  from  the  Orient,  arrived  here  October 
27th,  brought  12,933  tons  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  cargo  and 
treasure  amounting  to  $125,000. 


The  Marine  Department  has  been  informed  that  1000  tons 
of  cargo  from  the  steamer  Tallac  from  Philadelphia  for  San 
Francisco  and  a  like  amount  from  the  steamer  Oliver  J. 
Olson  from  Baltimore  for  San  Francisco,  both  detained  at 
Atlantic  side  of  Panama  Canal,  will  be  transferred  by  rail  to 
Balboa  and  brought  to  San  Francisco  by  the  steamer  Olson 
&  Mahony.  The  cargo  of  nitrate  on  board  the  Olson  & 
Mshony,  which  was  loaded  at  Pisagua  for  Atlantic  port,  will 
be  transhipped  by  rail  across  the  isthmus  and  loaded  on  the 
Oliver  J.  Olson  and  taken  to  destination. 


Mitsui  &  Co.  have  announced  the  charter  of  the  Japanese 
steamer  Nissei  Maru  to  bring  a  cargo  of  sulphur  and  oak 
lumber  from  Japan  to  San  Francisco.  Part  cargo  will  be 
taken  to  Portland.  The  vessel  will  leave  out  from  Japan  for 
the  coast  on  November  8th. 


The  total  grain  and  cereal  shipments  from  San  Francisco 
by  water  to  foreign,  Atlantic  and  Hawaiian  ports  for  the 
nine  months  ending  September,  1915,  as  shown  by  the  figures 
compiled  by  the  Marine  Department  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, are  as  follows:  Flour,  399,703  bbls. ;  wheat,  101,614 
ctls.;  barley,  5,023,057  ctls.;  oats,  283,385  ctls.;  beans,  357,997 
ctls. ;  hay,  54,589  tons.  This  does  not  include  domestic  water 
shipments  or  Alaska. 


The  charter  of  the  Dollar  Steamship  Co.  steamer  M.  S.  Dol- 
lar to  Westrope  &  Co.  has  been  announced.  The  vessel  has 
been  taken  for  a  cargo  of  barley  from  San  Francisco  to  the 
United  Kingdom  at  the  highest  rate  ever  paid  from  the  Pacific 
Coast.  She  will  receive  117  6  via  the  Horn,  or  if  via  Panama 
Canal  105,  and  will  leave  here  probably  the  latter  part  of  De- 
cember. 


The  Standard  Oil  Co.  has  taken  the  ship  John  Ena  to  trans- 
port a  cargo  of  case  oil  from  this  port  to  Melbourne  and 
Sydney  at  the  rate  of  48  cents  per  case.  This  ship  at  present 
is  discharging  a  cargo  of  grain  at  Melbourne  which  she 
loaded  at  Portland  July  last,  and  is  about  ready  to  sail  for 
this  port  in  ballast. 


Balfour.  Guthrie  &  Co.,  agents  for  the  Harrison  Direct 
Line,  have  informed  the  marine  department  that  the  British 
steamer  Crown  of  Seville,  sailing  from  Glasgow  on  October 
26th,  will  come  to  San  Francisco  via  Santos,  sailing  from  the 
latter  port  about  November  15th.  A  large  shipment  of  coffee 
will  be  loaded  there. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  ACTIVITIES 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

SANTA  KE  EASTBOUND  EMBARGO. 
Mr.  Frank  Bell,  Assistant  General  Freight  Agent  of  the 
Santa  Fe  in  San  Francisco,  advised  the  Traffic  Bureau  by 
telephone  Monday  afternoon,  October  25th,  that  effective  at 
once  the  embargo  placed  by  the  Santa  Fe  October  20th  on 
carload  shipments  eastbound,  destined  to  New  York  and 
routed  via  Galveston  and  the  Mallory  Line,  has  been  lifted. 
Hereafter,  shipments  will  be  received,  but  the  bill  of  lading 
will  have  to  bear  the  endorsement,  "Subject  to  delay  at 
Galveston." 


SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  EMBARGO. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  are  doing  their  best  to 
clear  their  congestion  at  Galveston  and  are  endeavoring  to 
secure  additional  service.  While  they  cannot  now  announce 
the  time  at  which  the  embargo  will  be  lifted,  it  is  expected  to 
be  removed  at  an  early  date. 


RESOLUTION    UNANIMOUSLY    ADOPTED    BY    THE 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO 

CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  AT  A  MEETING 

HELD   OCTOBER   19,   1915. 

WHEREAS,  The  railroads  of  the  United  States  claim  and 
vigorously  maintain  that  the  compensation  accorded  them  by 
the  Post  Ofifice  Department  for  the  transportation  of  the 
mails  is  inadequate  for  the  service  performed:  and 

WHEREAS,  In  various  rate  advance  cases  the  carriers 
have  insisted  that  their  total  net  income  is  insufficient,  and 
their  claim  has  been  an  important  factor  in  such  cases;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  carriers'  compensation  for  transporting 
the  mails  be  not  adequate,  the  burden  necessarily  falls  upon 
the  shipping  and  traveling  public  and  also  upon  the  public  at 
large  to  make  up  the  deficiency  through  higher  freight  and 
passenger  rates; 

RESOLVED,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  fact  should  be  speedily  ascer- 
tained as  to  whether  the  railroad  companies  are  receiving 
adequate  compensation  for  the  mail  service;  and  further, 
that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  the  proper 
body  to  assist  in  ascertaining  the  facts,  and  that  this  Commis- 
sion be  authorized  and  directed  to  investigate  the  entire 
question  and  report  as  speedily  as  possible  its  findings  and 
recommendations  for  the  guidance  of  Congress;  and  further 

RESOLVED,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded 
to  the  Postmaster  General  and  to  the  members  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives.

Edward  F.  Tretz.  l-'ii-UI  Secretary  of  the  riiaiiilier  .if  Cdnniierce  of  tlu-  L'nilcd  Stales,  will  address  tlie 
members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Commercial  Club  in  the  dining  room  oi  the  Commercial 
Club  at  noon  to-day.  The  luncheon  meeting  bids  fair  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  held  this  year.  Those 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Club  can  secure  tickets  at  the  office  of  the  Chamber  at  seventy-five  cents  each. 

Mr.  Trefz  is  finishin.£>'  up  a  trip  that  has  covered  the  States  of  South   Dakota.   X'orth   [Dakota,   ^fontana, 


Washin.afton,  Oregon.  California.  Idaho  and  (^'olorad 
of  the  larger  cities  in  these  States. 

In   an   interxiew  yesterday   Mr.   Trefz   stated: 

"The  next  session  of  Congress,  coming 
as  it  does  at  a  critical  stage  of  the  world 
war  crisis,  will  bring  with  it  more  acts  of 
legislative  interest  to  business  men  than 
probably  any  other  in  the  history  of  the 
country." 

He  predicted  a  session  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  commercial  interests,  large 
and  small.  Mr.  Trefz  is  prominent  in  com- 
mercial organization  work.  He  keeps  in 
almost  daily  touch  with  the  general  head- 
quarters of  the  National  Chamber  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

"The  great  variety  of  business  subjects 
Congress  and  the  large  Government  de- 
partments in  Washington  are  apt  to  be 
called  upon  to  consider  may  be  judged  by 
the  numerous  measures  commercial  or- 
ganizations throughout  the  country  have 
asked  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States  to  consider  through  referen- 
dum," Mr.  Trefz  said.  "These  pollings  of 
the  vote  of  business  opinion  are  taken 
whenever  a  subject  of  national  importance 
seems  to  the  Chamber  to  be  ripe  for  the 
expression  of  sentiment  on  the  part  of 
businessmen. 

"There  will  be  another  great  battle 
waged  in  Congress  on  the  question  of  a 
merchant  marine.  Our  organization  has 
recently  completed  a  country-wide  referendum  on  this  im- 
portant subject  and  plans  are  now  under  way  to  follow  up  the 
decision  of  the  National  Chamber  in  favor  of  an  eqi'itable 
subsidy  and  subvention  system  in  anticipation  of  action  in  the 
next  Congress." 

That  business  men  throughout  the  country  will  have  a 
chance  to  express  themselves  on  the  much-discussed  Sea- 
men's Act  was  brought  out  in  the  interview.  A  committee 
of  the  National  Chamber  is  at  work  on  this  subject,  and 
shortly  commercial  organizations  in  various  cities  will  be 
presented  with  the  facts  of  the  case  and  a  record  of  their 
vote  will  be  presented  to  President  Wilson  and  the  leaders  in 
Congress.     Thus  will  business  speak  and  be  heard. 

"Most  of  the  commercial  treaties  of  the  United  States  are 
obsolete,  and  were  made  to  fit  conditions  which  disappeared 
years  ago,"  the  National  Chamber  representative  went  on. 
"Up  to  this  time  there  has  never  been  any  co-operation  be- 
tween the  business  men  of  the  country  and  the  Government 
in    making    these    treaties.      The    Government    now    appears 
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anxious  to  have  the  help  of  the  business 
men  in  negotiating  future  working  agree- 
ments. A  special  committee  of  the 
National  Chamber  is  already  at  work  on 
the  prospective  Russian  and  Spanish 
treaties." 

The  speaker  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  because  of  the  world  war,  the  sub- 
ject of  foreign  trade  occupied  the  center 
of  the  stage,  but  he  predicted  that  this 
would  not  be  advanced  at  the  next  Con- 
gress to  the  exclusion  of  other  things. 

"It  is  apparent  that  plans  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  rural  credit  system  in  the 
United  States  will  be  prominent  in  the 
Sixty-fourth  Congress,"  the  National 
Chamber  Field  Secretary  continued. 
"Rural  credits  represent  a  proposal  which 
should  have  the  benefit  of  the  best  study 
and  experience  before  a  law  is  enacted. 
The  National  Chamber  is  forming  a  com- 
mittee on  the  subject  and  it  will  be  of  par- 
ticular interest  to  learn  that  Hon.  Myron 
T.  Herrick,  former  Governor  of  Ohio,  and 
afterwards  Ambassador  to  France,  is  its 
chairman.  Probably  no  man  in  the  United 
States  is  more  competent  an  authority  on 
the  subject  of  rural  credits  than  Governor 
Herrick,  and  the  National  Chamber  feels 
fortunate  that  the  work  is  to  be  carried 
out  imder  his  guidance. 

"There  are  a  number  of  bills  in  Congress  pertaining  to  the 
natent  laws  of  the  country.  Some  of  them  are  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  business  in  the  United  States.  There  is  little 
doubt  but  that  certain  of  these  plans  will  begin  to  take  shape 
in  the  next  Congress.  The  National  Chamber  has  an  excel- 
lent committee  on  this  subject. 

"It  is  likely  that  legislation  in  the  matter  of  the  maintenance 
of  resale  price  will  be  up  in  the  next  Congress.  Our  com- 
mittee, of  which  Prof.  Paul  T.  Cherington  of  the  Harvard 
School  of  Business  is  chairman,  has  been  at  work  on  this 
important  subject  for  about  six  months  and  is  continuing  its 
research  effort  at  the  present  time.  The  committee  hopes 
to  complete  its  work  in  time  to  be  of  material  assistance  in 
case  Congress  takes  up  the  work  early  in  the  year. 

"So  you  will  see,  while  it  is  to  be  a  Congressional  session 
of  unusual  interest  to  business  men,  it  will  be  a  busy  session 
for  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  because 
their  work  and  ours  goes  hand-in-hand.     Not  only  must  we

Their  profit  is  evidently  obtained  by  charging  by 
weig-ht.  all  repairs  being  paid  for  at  so  much  per  pound 
of  copper  used.  Complaints  arise  owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  copper  used  in  the  repair  work.

keep  constantly  in  touch  with  what  is  going  on  in  Congress, 
but  there  is  a  vast  field  for  us  in  the  great  departments. 
For  instance,  the  Department  of  Commerce  has  been  par- 
tially reorganized  within  the  last  two  years,  and  in  this  there 
has  been  heartiest  co-operation  between  the  National  Cham- 
ber and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

"The  Chamber  has  appointed  a  special  committee  on  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission  which  has  already  begun  work 
in  co-operation  with  the  Government  Commission.  It  has 
discussed  with  the  Commission  its  practice  as  to  hearings, 
the  work  it  should  take  up  first,  form  of  reports  to  be  re- 
quired from  corporations  and  other  commercial  organizations. 
From  time  to  time  this  committee  will  issue  special  reports 
on  the  work  of  the  Commission  or  on  questions  up  for  con- 
sideration. These  reports  will  be  submitted  to  the  organ- 
izations throughout  the  country  and  in  some  cases  will  pro- 
vide a  basis  for  action  on  the  part  of  the  business  organiza- 
tions. The  committee  expects  to  meet  with  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission  frequently  and  to  aid  in  arranging  con- 
ferences with  business  men  and  business  organizations  in 
different  sections  of  the  country." 


l''l.^  show  an  increase  of  ninet)  -si.\  million  dol|,-irs  o\er 
the  clearings  for  a  like  jjeriod  of  last  year.  This  show- 
ing; is  very  encouraging,  as  it  comes  within  four  mil- 
lions of  the  first  ten  months  of  1913.  which  year  was 
the  second  largest  in  bank  clearings  in  the  history  of 
the  city.  During  1914.  a  disastrous  year  throughout 
the  country,  .San  h'rancisco  suffered  a  decrease  in  bank 
clearings  over  1913  for  the  ten  months  of  one  hundred 
million  dollars,  yet  the  decrease  ff)r  that  year  was  onlv 
four  ])er  cent — a  remarkable  showing  when  compared 
uilh  the  large  decreases  in  other  cities  of  the  countrv. 
I'resenl  indications  are  that  this  decrease  will  be  wiped 
out  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Just  as  bank  clearings  are  an  imlicalion  of  business 
activity,  so  do  savings  deposits  indicate  potential  Inisi- 
ness  power.  The  savings  banks  of  San  Francisco  show 
an  increase  in  savings  deposits  from  June  23d  to  Octo- 
lier  Ifith  of  $6,379,124,  there  being  "on  deposit  in  the 
eleven  associated  savings  lianks  the  sum  of  $189.21.^,332 
— which  sum  is  a  high  record  total. 

Real  estate  sales  in  October  numbered  483.  amount- 
ing to  $1.87,T,509  While  the  market  was  as  active  as 
formerly  it  was  limited  mostly  to  small  deals.  Inquiries 
for  larger  parcels  of  jjroperty  anil  sales  of  se\'eral 
downtown  pieces  since  Xoveniber  Isl.  slmw  lliat  tlie 
trend  is  upward. 

Private  building  operations  for  October  show  an  in- 
crease over  corresponding  months  for  the  past  two 
years  and  showed  a  greater  per  cent  of  increase  over 
other  Pacific  Coast  cities.

TIME  TO  CONSIDER  DIRECT  STEAMSHIP  SERVICE  TO  ALASKA 


liernard  M.  Stune,  i.me  oi  the  turcmost  lu-wspaper 
men  of  Alaska  and  publisher  of  "The  Seward  Gate- 
way," recently  addressed  the  Wholesale  Trade  Exten- 
sion Committee  of  the  Chamber  and  forcefully  pre- 
sented facts  concernintj  Alaska's  possibilities,  which 
aroused  considerable  interest  and  again  brought  prom- 
inently before  the  committee  the  question  of  direct 
kteamshi])  serx'ice  between  San  Francisco  and  Alaskan 
Kirts,  He  stated  the  Government  railway  from  Seward 
to  the  Matanuska  coal  fields  would  be  completed  in 
July  or  August  of  next  year.  The  development  of 
these  extensive  coal  fields  will  insure  a  return  cargo  for 
steamers  carrying  freight  to  Alaska.  The  lack  of  this 
return  car.go  has  prevented  the  operation  of  direct 
service  from  San  Francisco.  This  question  should  be 
seriously  considered  by  our  business  men  this  winter. 
Alaska  is  undoulitedly  on  the  eve  of  development 
aUmg  lines  not  hitherto  attempted.  When  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  climate  of  the  coastal  provinces  is 
somewhat  warmer  than  that  of  Scotland  and  the  Scan- 
dinavian Peninsula,  in  Europe,  and  that  of  the  inland 
region  is  similar  to  that  of  .Alberta  and  Manitoba,  in 
Canada,  the  possibilities  for  agricultural  development 
are   readily   understood.      I.ack   of  transportation   has 


stood  in  the  way  of  settlement  of  the  territory  by 
farmers.  The  completion  of  railways  now  under  con- 
struction, or  planned,  will  remove  this  handicap.  The 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  by  means 
of  experiment  stations,  has  demonstrated  that  most  of 
the  hardier  vegetables  can  be  grown  throughout  most 
of  Alaska,  south  of  the  Arctic  Circle,  and  that  some 
varieties  of  apples  can  be  successfully  grown.  Winter 
rye.  wheat  and  hay  are  other  crops  that  are  raised. 

Governor  Strong,  at  the  conclusion  of  a  recent  trip 
through  the  territory,  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
immediate  large  growth  would  be  principally  in  the 
coast  region,  and  speakin.g  of  Seward,  wliich  he  had 
not  previously  visited,  he  said :  ".Althou.gh  I  have 
been  nearly  eighteen  years  in  .Alaska  I  never  saw 
Seward,  the  terminal  of  the  Government  railroad,  be- 
fore and  I  am  astonished.  I  had  never  realized  the 
richness  of  the  soil,  the  mildness  of  the  climate  and  the 
beauty  of  the  surroundings.  .  .  .  The  building  of  the 
Government  railroad  is  sure  to  be  followed  by  an  in- 
flux of  people  that  will  be  great  and  constant." 

Direct  steamer  service  from  San  Francisco  to  this 
great  and  w-ealthy  territory  is  bound  to  come.  Now  is 
the  time  to  consider  it  verv  carefullv. 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


Since  the  last  issue  of  the  "Activities."  the  Marine  Depart- 
ment has  received  the  following  advices  from  the  Panama 
Canal  relating  to  vessels  which  were  detained  there:  Bound 
outward  from  San  Francisco,  the  Norwegian  steamer  Bravo 
sailed  from  Balboa  on  October  26th;  steamer  Kentra  on 
October  23rd;  steamer  Korea  on  October  27th;  British 
steamer  Polymnia  on  October  24th;  British  steamer  Reading 
on  October  26th;  Steamer  Siberia  on  October  26th;  British 
steamer  Civilian  on  October  29th.  Bound  outward  from  other 
Pacific  Coast  ports  were  the  Norwegian  steamer  Strinda, 
sailed  from  Balboa  on  October  22nd;  British  steamer  Volga 
and  British  steamers  Snowdonian,  Caldergrove  and  Elvaston 
from  Balboa  on  October  29th;  British  steamer  Crown  of 
Granada  on  October  26th.  Bound  to  San  Francisco:  the 
Swedish  motor  ship  Pacific  sailed  from  Colon  on  October 
24th  via  Straits  of  Magellan;  the  British  steamer  Polyphemus 
arrived  at  Havana  October  14th;  the  British  steamers  Rio 
Pirahy  and  Pentwyn  proceeded  from  Colon  to   Mobile. 


The  steamer  Aztec,  under  charter  of  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co., 
sailed  from  Brisbane  on  November  2nd  with  a  record  cargo 
of  wool  shipped  from  that  port  and  amounting  to  over  13,000 
lies.  The  vessel  will  discharge  the  entire  cargo  at  this  port, 
ill  be  shipped  by  rail  to  the  Atlantic  Coast.

Up  to  October  23rd  this  year  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
reports  that  157  foreign-built  vessels,  having  a  total  tonnage 
of  572,443  gross  tons,  had  been  brought  under  the  American 
registry. 


American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  has  notified  the 
Department  that  all  steamers  of  the  company  will  come  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  via  the  Straits  of  Magellan  or  Cape  Horn, 
with  the  understanding  that  they  may  divert  any  steamer  via 
the  Canal  as  soon  as  it  is  open  to  traffic. 


Showing  the  urgent  demand  for  carriers  is  the  reported 
charter  of  the  barkentine  Retriever  on  November  5th  for  voy- 
age from  this  port  to  Melbourne  with  a  cargo  of  lumber. 
This  vessel,  built  in  1881  for  W.  J.  Adams,  was  one  of  their 
fleet  which  transported  the  product  of  the  Port  Hadlock  Mills 
of  the  same  owner.  She  made  her  last  voyage  to  this  city, 
arriving  here  on  November  8.  1910,  and  has  been  laid  up 
since.  She  will  receive  a  rate  of  100  shillings  on  this  voyage 
and  is  capable  of  carrying  650M  feet  of  lumber. 


W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  have  added  another  vessel  to  their 
large  list  of  chartered  craft.  Thev  have  just  fixed  the 
steamer  Falcon,  owned  by  the  Chas.  Nelson  Co.,  for  a  voyage 
from  Puget  Sound  to  the  West  Coast  of  South  America  with 
a  cargo  of  1500M  feet  of  lumber. 

The  service  of  the  Admiral  Line  between  San  Francisco  and 
Seattle  will  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  two  new  steamers 
which  have  just  been  purchased  on  the  East  Coast;  the  Rut- 
^nd  and  Ogdensburg.  respectively  2321  and  1673  tons  net 
^eing  the  newly  acquired  property,  the  names  of  which  will 
be  changed  to  Admiral  Seabree  and  Admiral  Clark.  The 
company  is  now  operating  three  steamers  between  the  two 
ports. 


Secretary  of  Commerce  Redfield  has  designated  the  fol- 
lowing officers  to  examine  applicants  for  certificates  as  life- 
boat men  under  the  Seamen's  Act:  Any  commissioned  or 
warrant  officer  of  the  Navy  detailed  for  such  duty  or  any 
commanding  officer  of  a  naval  vessel,  also  commissioned 
officers  of  the  line  and  warrant  officers  of  U.  S.  Coast  Guard, 
deck  officers  in  the  Lighthouse.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey 
and  Fisheries  services,  and  local  and  assistant  inspectors  of 
hulls  in  the  steamboat  inspection  service.  These  officers  will 
also  be  prepared  to  furnish  certificates  and  other  forms  re- 
quired by  applicants. 


Harrison  Line  steamer  Musician  will  be  the  next  vessel  of 
their  line  to  arrive  here  from  Liverpool  with  a  general  cargo. 
This  steamer  was  detained  on  the  Atlantic  side  of  the  Canal 
on  account  of  the  slide  and  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  San 
Francisco  on  October  14th  via  the  Straits  of  Magellan.  This 
big  freighter  should  arrive  here  the  last  of  the  month. 


Steamer  Victoria,  now  at  Nome  and  due  to  sail  for  Seattle, 
will  be  the  last  steamer  to  leave  there  this  season,  bound 
south.  As  she  is  unsuited  for  the  Southeastern  Alaskan  trade, 
she  will  probably  be  chartered  out  until  the  Nome  season 
opens  next  spring. 


The  Great  Northern  Pacific  Steamship  Co.  announce  that 
their  fast  palatial  steamer  Great  Northern  will  sail  from 
San  Francisco  for  Honolulu  and  Hilo.  carrying  passengers 
and  freight,  on  the  following  dates:  November  26th,  Decem- 
ber 15th,  January  5th,  January  25th  and  February  14th. 
Freight  accepted  for  Honolulu  only.  Garage  and  refrigerator 
space.  Steamer  calls  at  San  Pedro,  leaving  there  one  day 
later  than  above  dates. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  ACTIVITIES 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Traffic  Bureau  lias  filed  a  brief  in  the  case  of  the 
North  Pacific  Steamship  Company  vs.  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  et  al..  before  the  State  Railroad  Commission.  This 
is  a  case  where  the  railroads  have  discontinued  the  absorp- 
tion of  Belt  Line  switching  charges  to  the  steamship  wharves 
and  docks.  The  Traffic  Bureau  intervened  in  the  case  before 
the  Commission  in  order  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  inquiry 
and  take  in  all  the  docks  at  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  the 
North  Pacific  Steamship  Company's  dock,  Pier  17.  In  the 
brief  it  is  maintained  that  the  Belt  Line  tracks  in  San  Fran- 
cisco are  in  essence  an  extension  of  the  rail  carriers'  lines  to 
serve  San  Francisco's  industries,  team  tracks  and  wharves  in 
the  Belt  Line  district. 


JAPANESE   FABRICS   PRESENTED   TO 
CHAMBER. 

His  Imperial  Japanese  Majesty's  Commission  to  the 
ranania-Pacific  International  Exposition  lias  presented 
tlic  Chamber  with  a  stanrl  showing  sjieciniens  of 
lai)anesc  fabrics.  In  a  letter  received  from  the  Honor- 
able H.  Yamawaki.  His  Imperial  Japanese  Majesty's 
Commissioner  General  to  the  Exposition,  the  Chamber 
was  informed  of  the  wishes  of  the  Commission  and  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  had  accepted  the 
siift. 

The  fabrics  were  exhibited  at  the  Exposition  liy  the 
Bureau  of  Commerce  and  Industry  of  Japan  and  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  Chamber  at  the  close  of  the  Ex- 
position. 

LARGE  INDUSTRIAL  SITES  NEEDED. 

The  Industrial  Department  of  the  Chamber  recently 
had  the  sad  experience  of  being-  unable  to  locate  a  large 
factory  in  San  Francisco,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
no  large  available  tracts  of  land  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses." The  largest  citv  blocks  for  this  purpose  are 
.^.^0  feet  l)v  82.T  feet. 

Tlie  Mi'inicipal  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Chamber, 
in  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  has  recommended 
that  the  Chamber  endorse  the  closing  of  certain  streets 
in  the  Islais  Creek  district.  The  Board  approved  the 
report  of  the  Committee.  This  means  that  the  Cham- 
ber w-ill  get  behind  the  movement  to  create  larger  sites 
for  industrial  plants,  something  that  is  very  much 
needed. 

The  streets  in  question  are  Custer  .\venue  from 
Sclbv  to  Ouint  and  Davidson  .\venue  from  Selby  to 
Phelps. 

BRITISH  RULES  REGARDING  BILLS  OF  LADING 
FOR  EUROPE. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the  British  Consul  General,  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  is  in  receipt  of  copy  of  the  rules 
adopted  by  the  London  Board  of  Trade  regarding  bills  of 
lading  covering  shipments  for  points  in  Europe  and  which, 
if  followed,  it  is  suggested  may  prevent  delays. 

A  copy  has  been  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Ex- 
change for  information  of  members. 


NATIONAL   FOREIGN   TRADE   COUNCIL  MEETING. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  in  receipt  of  advice  that 
the  Third  National  Foreign  Trade  Convention  will  be  held 
at  New  Orleans,  January  27,  28  and  29,  1916. 

The  last  convention,  held  in  St.  Louis,  was  productive  of 
great  benefit  to  firms  engaged  in  foreign  commerce,  and  this 
Chamber  would  be  pleased  to  have  the  names  of  any  San 
Francisco  merchants  or  shipping  men  who  might  be  able  to 
attend.  These  conventions  are  composed  of  the  leading  men 
of  the  United  States,  and  papers  are  read  of  a  highly  in- 
structive character.

PROPOSED    CHANGES    IN    EXISTING    MARINE 
LAWS. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Maritime  Affairs  and 
Harbor  and  Foreign  Trade  Committees,  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors have  approved  a  number  of  recommended  changes  in 
existing  merchant  marine  laws  and  it  is  the  belief  of  many 
interested  in  both  operating  steamships  and  shipping  by 
them  that  if  the  recommendations  are  adopted  by  Congress 
they  will  practically  place  the  American  merchant  marine  on 
a  plane  of  equality  with  that  of  other  maritime  powers  and 
at  the  same  time  work  no  hardship  upon  any  class  or  com- 
munity. 

Among  some  of  the  more  important  recommendations  are: 
Adopting  the  British  system  of  measurement  (thus  placing 
practically  the  vessels  of)  all  nations  on  an  equal  footing); 
recommending  the  Danube  system  of  measurement  for  ships 
passing  through  the  Panama  Canal.  This  is  the  same  system 
as  adopted  by  the  Suez  Canal  authorities  and  is  strongly 
urged  by  Major-General  Geo.  W.  Goethals,  Governor  of  the 
Panama  Canal. 

Copies  of  these  recommendations  have  been  sent  to  600 
commercial  organizations  throughout  the  United  States  urg- 
ing them  to  ask  their  Congressional  delegates  to  support 
them  when  presented  in  Congress.  The  recommendations 
are  also  being  drawn  up  in  the  form  of  a  bill,  which  should 
be  ready  to  present  to  both  Houses  of  Congress  when  they 
convene  in   December. 


JAVA-PACIFIC  LINE. 


The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  informed  by  Mr.  Roose- 
gaarde  Bisschop,  managing  director  of  the  Java-China-Japan 
Lijn,  who  is  now  in  the  citv,  that  the  new  line  will  be  known 
as  the  "Java-Pacific  Line."  It  is  composed  of  a  syndicate 
consisting  of  the  Java-China-Japan  Lijn.  Rotterdam  Lloyd 
and  Nederland  Stoomvaart  Maatschappij  Line,  each  of  which 
will  contribute  a  quota  of  the  vessels.  The  service  will  start 
with  a  vessel  sailing  from  Batavia.  Java,  December  15th, 
leaving  San  Francisco  on  return  trip  early  in  February,  and 
will  be  followed  by  a  vessel  each  month. 

The  first  four  vessels  assigned  in  the  order  of  their  sailing 
are: 

Arakan   (Rotterdam  Lloyd),  built  in  1912,  5106  gross  tons. 

Tjikembang  (Java-China- Japan  Lijn),  built  in  1914,  8013 
gross  tons.  y^ 

Karimoen  (Nederland  Stoom.  Maats.),  built  in  1911,  694/ 
gross  tons.  ^" 

Tjisondari  (Java-China-Japan  Lijn),  built  in  1915,  8039 
gross  tons. 

Mr.  Bisschop  expects  to  announce  the  names  of  his  agents 
this  week,  after  which  arrangements  will  be  made  for  him 
to  meet  all  interested  merchants.  At  the  solicitation  of  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  he  is  also  endeavoring  to  have  a 
vessel  from  here  in  early  January,  and  will  do  so  if  possible, 
to  accommodate  San  Francisco  exporters  who  are  at  present 
unable  to  procure  space.  ■ 
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l-'.ilward  !■■.  Trcfz,  Iml-UI  Secretary  of  the  I'hainlK-r  rj{ 
t'limmerce  nf  the  L'niled  States,  adilressed  tlie  meni- 
liers  of  the  L'lianibcr  last  Tluirsday  at  a  joint  luncheon 
held  in  the  Commercial  Clnb.  Seward  P..  McNcar. 
\  ice-iVcsident  of  the  Chamber,  introduced  the  s|ieaker. 

Mr.  Trcfz  spoke  on  the  bu.siness  problems  which  will 
cinifront  the  nation  at  the  close  of  the  European  war 
and  forcefully  ])rcsentcd  to  the  business  men  facts  of 
which  many  were  i,a;norant,  and  aroused  all  to  a  reali- 
zaliiiii  .if  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  which  will 
confront  them  and  to  the  heed  of  concerted  action  on 
I  he  part  of  the  manufacturing'  and  commercial  interests 
of  the  country.     He  said: 

The  problems  that  will  confront  the  American  business 
man  at  the  close  of  the  war  in  Europe  are  so  numerous  and 
serious  as  to  overshadow  any  which  have  been  experienced  in 
the  past.  Not  the  least  of  these  will  be  the  rehabilitation  of 
Belgium  and  to  this  country,  as  the  greatest  and  wealthiest 
of  the  neutral  nations,  will  fall  the  task.  How  far  shall  the 
United  States  go  in  standing  behind  such  an  immense  task?  It 
will  be  measured  by  the  extent  we  can  go  in  our  own  devel- 
opment. Another  problem  will  be  the  readjustment  which 
this  country  will  be  called  upon  to  make  to  the  new  financial 
situation  that  will  follow  the  tremendous  outlay  of  money  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  war.  You  manufacturers  and  mer- 
chants must  be  prepared  to  meet  the  strongest  and  bitterest 
competition  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Germany  is  today 
running  her  factories  without  abatement  and  with  labor  costs 
on  a  basis  of  the  pay  of  the  soldier  in  the  trench — piling  up 
manufactured  goods  against  the  close  of  the  war  when  she 
will  flood  this  country  with  them  and  be  able  to  sell  at  a  price 
under  that  of  the  cost  of  manufacture  in  this  country.  Eng- 
land is  securing  her  munitions  from  abroad:  but  at  home 
her  factories  are  running  full  time  and  at  the  close  of  the 
war  her  goods  will  be  thrown  upon  the  markets  of  the  world. 

The  result  of  all  this  will  be  the  development  of  an  intelli- 
gence in  this  country  as  never  before.  The  courage  of  you 
business  men  will  be  tested  and  you  will  be  called  upon  for 
sacrificial  work  and  concessions.  Labor,  too.  must  share  the 
burden  and  will  be  called  upon  to  make  sacrifices  it  has  never 
been  asked  to  make.  To  raise  a  barrier  and  refuse  admittance 
to  these  foreign  made  goods  would  be  poor  policy  and  would 
lead  to  retaliatory  measures.  This  would  be  unfortunate,  as 
the  United  States  must  have  a  foreign  market  for  its  goods. 
We  manufacture  annually  one  and  one-half  billions  of  goods 
which  we  must  get  rid  of  in  foreign  markets. 

Mr.  Trcfz  said  the  rcmeilv  wnuld  be  found  in  the 
creation  of  a  Tariff'  Conmiission  and  predicted  that 
definite  action  along-  these  lines  would  be  taken  at  the 
next  session  of  Congress.  Tie  pointed  out  the  neces- 
sity of  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  business  men  to 
obtain  legislation  as  would  be  beneficial  to  the  interests 
of  the  country  and  not  of  the  few.  This  is  one  of  the 
.great  services  possible  through  the  Chamber  nf  Cuni- 
merce  of  the  Ignited  States,  which  body  went  on  rt-cunl 
two  years  ago  as  favoring  a  Tariff  Commi.ision. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  BAY  DAY. 

Kealizin.g  the  wonderful  success  (if  San  h'rancisco 
Day  at  the  Exposition,  wliich  was  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  the  splendid  co-o])eration  of  the  cities  around 
the  bay.  President  AA'alton  N.  Moore  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  sent  a  letter  of  congratulations  to  his 
fellow  presidents  of  the  commercial  or.ganizations 
which  assisted  in  achieving  this  success. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  believes  that  there  is  a 
psychological  opportunity  during-  the  comin.g  year  to 
increase  the  interest  that  has  been  shown  in  the  bay 
vicinity  during  this,  the  Exposition  Year,  President 
Moore  had  that  thou.ght  in  mind  in  writing  the  letter 
which  was  sent  to  President  W.  H.  lyfcl'ryde  of  the 
Contra  Cc)sta  County  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Dr.  W.

On  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  I 
wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  gratitude  on  the 
splendid  co-operation  your  members  and  citizens  rendered  on 
San  Francisco  Day.

MOVEMENT   TO   SECURE   NATIONAL 
CONVENTION. 

La.st  Friday  afternoon  a  mass  meeting  was  held  on 
llie  rioor  of  the  Merchants  Exchange  at  which  time  a 
movement  was  inaugurated  to  secure  one  of  the  i\a- 
tiunal  conventions  to  San  FVancisco.  Paul  T.  Carroll. 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  Convention  League, 
which  l)odj-  was  responsible  for  the  movement,  called 
the  meeting  to  order  and  M.  H.  de  Young  was  asked 
to  ]>reside.  Mr.  de  Young  outlined  the  difficulties 
which  would  be  encountered  and  stated  they  were  over- 
come by  the  desire  of  everyone  to  come  to  California 
and  the  likelihood  of  the  fight  between  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  becoming  so  bitter  that  one  or  the  other 
would  throw  its  support  to  San  Francisco  as  a  com- 
promise. He  was  followed  by  Congressman  Kahn, 
\Vm.  H.  Crocker,  \\'.  N.  Moore,  President  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  others,  who  stated  the  advan- 
tages which  California  would  derive  from  securing  the 
convention.  All  pledged  their  heartiest  support  to  the 
movement.  A  resolution  providing  for  a  Guarantee 
and  Finance  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
a  guarantee  fund  for  the  successful  carrying  out  of  the 
campaign  was  adopted  and  the  following  committee 
was  appointed:  William  H.  Crocker,  chairman;  W. 
X.  "MooFe,  Julien  Liebes,  Frank  I.  Turner,  Paul  T. 
Carroll,  Samuel  G.  Buckbee,  J.  H.  Harbour,  Charles 
H.  Victor,  Frank  A.  Somers,  \V.  D.  Fennimore,  H.  H. 
Sherwood  and  Robert  Ransohoff.  This  committee  has 
power  to  enlarge  itself. 

Congressman  Kahn  explained  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  those  representing  San  Francisco's  interests 
to  go  before  the  National  Committee  with  a  guarantee 
fund  of  at  least  $100,000  and  thought  that  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  entire  state  to  subscribe  this  amount,  as 
California  as  a  whole  would  be  benefited. 


MOUNT   DIABLO   SCENIC   BOULEVARD. 

-Mount  Diablo,  the  meridian  mountain,  standing  sen 
line!  over  half  the  State,  has  become  a  San  Francisco 
scenic  asset.  It  should  become  a  tourist  feature  ut 
magnitude. 

Ihe  construction  of  two  highways  to  the  summit  of 
this  historic  mountain,  plans  for  a  third  highway  l'> 
Stockton  under  way  ;  the  building  shortly  of  an  ul) 
servatory,  combination  tavern  and  restaurant,  equipped 
with  a  telescope  and  giant  searchlight,  are  activitie>  i 
that  will  make  this  mountain  known  throughout  the  ' 
world. 

l-'irsl-hand  information  of  the  development  work  in 
and  about  the  mountain  that  will  make  it  a  distincti\c 
.San  F'rancisco  scenic  asset  was  obtained  last  montli 
by  \\  alton  .\.  Moore,  president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  Directors  Constant  Aleese,  F'. 
Dohrmann,  Jr.,  and  Robert  Newton  Lynch. 

The  men  were  the  guests  of  the  Mount  Diablo  Scenic 
Lioulevard  Company.  The  trip  was  made  over  the 
Oakland,  Antiocli  and  Eastern  Railway  to  Walnut 
Creek,  where  the  parly  was  met  by  automobiles  and 
taken  to  the  summit  by  way  of  the  new  boulevard 
that  rises  out  of  Ygnacio  Valley  and  continues  to  the 
top  at  an  average  grade  of  five  per  cent.  The  trip  con- 
sumed six  hours. 

The  San  F'ranciscans  were  surprised  at  the  tre- 
mendous amount  of  work  that  has  been  done  in  making 
Diablo  a  scenic  point  of  interest. 

From  its  summit  they  looked  down  upon  the  great 
valleys  of  the  Sacramento  and  the  San  Joaquin,  traced 
the  sweep  of  the  majestic  Sierras  for  several  hundred 
miles,  viewed  San  Francisco  Bay,  and  caught  in  a 
bird's-eye  view  the  hills,  valleys  and  rivers  at  the 
mountain's  feet.  From  the  summit  of  Diablo  nearly 
half  of  California  can  be  seen.  On  a  clear  day  the 
panorama     embraces     twenty-seven     counties — 40,000 

square  miles.

One  of  the  most  interesting  exhibits  at  the  P.-P.  I.  E.  is 
that  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  located  near 
the  center  of  the  building  in  the  Palace  of  Liberal  Arts.  Their 
beautifully  colored  booth  and  artistically  designed  furniture 
has  been  admired  and  commented  upon  by  thousands  of  visi- 
tors who  have,  by  its  attractiveness,  been  invited  to  enter  and 
after  which  they  have  been  shown  the  advanced  mechanical 
devices  for  modern  telegraph  communication.  A  force  of 
efficient  attendants  explain  in  detail  the  manner  in  which  the 
various  appliances  are  operated.  Several  old  style  instru- 
nients  which  were  in  use  forty  or  fifty  years  ago  are  on  ex- 
hibition  as  i.^teresting  evidence  of  the  evolution  in  telegraphy 
which  has  taken  place  since  that  time. 

As  the  Exposition  is  a  celebration  of  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  the  exhibition  of  the  telegraph  instrument 
used  by  President  Wilson,  at  Washington,  to  send  a  fiash 
blowing  up  the  Gamboa  Dike  and  simultaneously  unfurling  a 
fiag  at  Union  Square,  San  Francisco,  is  quite  appropriate. 
The  same  instrument  was  used  by  the  President  in  opening 
the  great  Fair  at  San  Francisco. 

The  Multiplex  or  printing  system  which  is  in  actual  opera- 
tion daily  is  one  of  the  most  wonderful  achievements  of  the 
present  day.  By  this  system  eight  messages  can  be  handled 
on  one  wire  simultaneously  and  are  typewritten  automatically

at  destination.     These  instruments  require  very  little  assist- 
ance from  a  human  agency  and  are  practically  self-acting. 

Among  the  thousands  of  daily  spectators  very  few  know 
anything  of  the  modern  ocean  cable  equipment  which  has 
replaced  the  old  system  of  reading  messages  by  flash  lights 
and  an  actual  working  demonstration  has  created  unusual 
interest. 

Universal  tickers  automatically  display  daily  market  quota- 
tions,  ball  scores   and   other   news  of   interest,   and,   like   the  ij 
machinery  used  in  the  other  services,  are  often  referred  to  as  ^ 
"Almost  human,"     They  grind  out  the  news  uninterruptedly 
and  require  little  or  no  supervision. 

A  sample  plant  of  the  Western  Union  Standard  time  service 
has  been  installed  within  this  booth  and  here,  too,  is  another 
self-acting  device.  These  clocks  are  self-winding  and  are  set 
every  hour  by  a  synchronizing  attachment  from  a  central 
controlling  station.  The  time  is  secured  from  the  Govern- 
ment Observatory,  Mare  Island. 

A  grand  prize  was  awarded  the  Western  Union  by  the  Ex- 
position management  as  the  recognition  of  a  wonderful  ex- 
hibit that  features  the  rapid  advance  of  the  telegraph  and 
which,  from  an  educational  standpoint,  is  a  most  valuable 
adjunct  to  the  Fair, 
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THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  POST  OFFICE 


'I'lic  Cliainber  of  Commerce  has  on  many  occasions 
Icsicil  llic  efficiency  of  the  local  post  office  service, 
l.arye  quantities  of  mail  often  go  out  from  the  office 
of  the  Chamber  which  require  prompt  and  even  im- 
mediate attention.  In  fact,  this  very  publication  is 
reail  every  Thursday  morning  by  upwards  of  3,500  of 
San   l'"rancisco's  business  men. 

It  has  come  within  the  province  of  the  post  office 
authorities  to  co-operate  with  the  San  hVancisco 
Chamber  many,  many  times  and  the  Chamber  has 
always  found  a  ready  and  willing  response  to  all  in- 
(|uiries.  This  work  has  ranged  all  the  way  from  se- 
curing the  addition  of  a  mail  car  to  fast  trains  to  put- 
ting a  man  in  jail  for  defrauding  people  througli  the 
mails. 

The  service  has  been  extended  and  greatly  im- 
proved during  the  past  two  years.  The  healthy  in- 
crease in  the  receipts  of  the  San  Francisco  post  office 
testify  to  the  fact  that  this  business  has  increased  at  a 
rapid  rate.  Post  office  receipts  naturally  increase  with 
the  growth  of  a  city  but  along  with  this  steady  growth 
has  come  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  service  ren- 
dered to  the  public. 

l-"or  the  information  of  those  who  may  niit  be  in 
touch  with  the  improvements  along  these  lines  the 
Chandler  takes  pleasure  in  printing  this  article  dealing 
with  a  most  valuable  service  that  is  vital  to  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  San  Francisco, 
Ferry  Station: 

'I'he  establishment  of  a  large  distriljuting  station 
next  to  the  I'erry  Building  on  the  Embarcadero,  where 
practically  the  entire  operation  of  handling  outgoing 
and  incoming  mail  is  carried  on.  Where  formerly  all 
collection  districts  centered  at  the  main  office  where 
the  mail  was  worked,  they  now  all  center  at  the  Ferry 
Station.  In  addition  to  the  loss  of  time  consumed  in 
carrying  mail  from  the  business  district  awav  from  the 
ferry  landing  to  the  main  office  at  Seventh  and  Mission 
streets,  there  was  lost  also  the  time  cousumeil  in  haul- 
ing it  from  Seventh  and  Mission  streets  to  the  ferry 
landing  for  dispatch. 

This  means  that  boxes  may  be  collected  far  closer  to 
the  times  of  important  dispatches  and  still  the  mail 
will  meet  these  dispatches.  The  saving  of  this  interval 
of  time,  which  in  same  instances  will  be  as  much  as 
Iwo  liours,  will  frequently  mean  improvements  in  the 
delivery  of  this  mail  in  the  various  cities  of  address  of 
from  five  to  six  hours  and.  in  some  instances,  delivery 
a  day  sooner.  If  this  time  could  be  accumulated  it 
would  mean  a  saving  of  from  two  to  three  days  in  a 
month  and  at  the  end  of  a  year  a  business  man  might 
be  said  to  have  saved  at  least  a  full  month  in  accunni- 
lated  business  time. 

In  the  delivery  of  mail  it  has  been  possible  to  cover 
the  entire  downtown  business  portion  of  the  city  direct 
I  from  the  Ferry  Station.  This  eliminates  rehandling 
the  mail  to  the  different  downtown  stations  and  assures 
expeditions  service.  It  is  estimated  this  will  save 
1.^00  miles  a  month  in  the  distance  hauled. 

Transportation  of  Mail: 

.\  new  system  of  handling  the  transportation  service 
has  been  inaugurated.  Formerly,  there  were  three  ele- 
ments, a  collection  service,  a  parcel  post  delivery 
service,  and  an  inter-station  and  dispatching  service, 
.each  independent  of  the  other  two  and  each  handled 


SHOP  EARLY  MEANS  MAIL  EARLY. 

I'oslmaster  Charles  W.  I'ay,  having  in  mind  the  near- 
ness of  the  Christmas  holiday  season,  has  begun  a 
campaign  in  the  interest  of  early  mailing  and  early 
shopping.    These  activities  are  closely  related. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  buyer  who  heeds  the  injunction 
"Mail  Early"  must  "Shop  Early,"  and  the  merchant 
who  in  the  past  advertised  the  old  slogan  should  this 
year  urge  the  mailing  end  as  well. 

iVmong  the  things  to  be  advocated  by  Mr.  I'ay  will 
be  the  depositing  of  mail  in  installments  during  the  day 
rather  than  letting  it  accumulate  until  the  last  hour; 
the  depositing  of  mail  at  the  Ferry  Station  for  rapid 
handling;  the  tying  of  letters  in  packages,  faced  one 
way,  and  the  separation  of  long  and  small  envelopes 
into  tied-up  bundles. 


MAIL  SERVICE  THANKSGIVING  DAY. 

Last  year  Thanksgiving  Day  was  observed  as  Sun- 
day by  the  San  Francisco  Post  Office  and  the  same 
service  will  probably  be  observed  this  year.  The 
holiday  falls  on  the  25th  of  this  month,  just  one  week 
from  to-day. 


under  a  separate  appropriation  under  different  rules 
and  conflicting  restrictions.  Now,  these  three  elements 
are  handled  as  a  unit,  each  interlocking  with  the  other 
and  with  schedules  so  interwoven  that  a  single  trip  of 
a  wagon  or  an  automobile  may  contain  all  three  of  the 
former  elements  of  the  service.  The  result  has  been 
to  eliminate  all  slack  from  the  system  at  a  great  in  • 
crease  of  efficiency  and  at  a  saving  of  more  than 
$25,000  per  year  in  cost. 

This  service  is  a  new  one.  It  was  suggested  by  this 
office  more  than  a  year  ago  and  finally  after  much 
correspondence  it  was  allowed.  This  is  the  only  city 
in  which  the  system  is  working,  but  provisions  are 
being  made  to  introduce  it  elsewhere.  It  may  be  said 
to  be  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  but  already  it  has 
demonstrated  that  the  system  is  the  proper  and  logical 
one  and  that  it  is  capable  of  far  more  than  it  was  ex- 
pected it  would  achieve. 

Reorganization : 

The  combination  of  all  divisions  of  the  office,  of 
which  there  were  formerly  five,  into  two,  one  of 
finance  and  one  of  operation.  Under  this  new  system 
there  is  much  more  elasticity  to  the  force,  much  bet- 
ter opportunity  to  relieve  congestion  when  it  occtirs, 
an<l  the  operation  of  the  service  is  much  more  econom- 
ical while  at  the  same  time  increasing  in  efficiency. 

Delivery  of  Mail : 

Carriers'  districts  have  been  readjusted,  night  men 
have  been  assigned  to  prepare  the  mail  for  the  first 
trip  in  the  morning,  and  it  has  been  possible  so  to  im- 
prove the  time  of  delivery  as  to  complete  the  first  trip 
in  the  business  districts  by  8:30  a.  ni.,  and  in  the  resi- 
dential two-trip  districts  by  11a.  m. 

Collection  of  Mail : 

Collection  districts  have  been  rearranged,  additional 
service  has  been  given,  particularly  in  the  downtown 
districts,  and  a  system  of  "meets"  by  which  collectors 
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half  thriMij^li  uiili  ilicir  districts  turn  nwr  tlicir  mail 
to  ccilloctors  boiiiiil  (liroclly  for  llie  I'Vrry  Slaticm.  lias 
liccMi  introduced.  'I'liis  has  made  possible  the  increase 
ill  tlie  frequency  of  collections  in  the  business  district 
until  (hiring  the  busy  hours  of  the  afternoon  the  niosl 
iiiijiortant  boxes,  formerly  collected  every  45  minutes, 
are  now  collected  at  twenty-minute  intervals;  also,  it 
has  made  certain  that  a  letter  dropped  in  the  morning 
in  any  portion  of  the  city  will  be  delivered  that  same 
afternoon  in  any  portion  of  the  city.  Also,  schedules 
have  been  so  arranged  that  even  the  most  remote  and 
sparsely  settled  districts  have  schedules  that  connect 
closely  with  all  important  outgoing  trains. 

These  improvements  have  been  made  possible,  partly 
liy  the  readjustment  of  schedules,  but  principally  liy 
the  introduction  into  the  collection  equipment  of  eleven 
automobiles  in  place  of  the  horse-drawn  collection 
wagons  in  the  former  contract.  These  automobiles 
allow  of  quick  schedules  and  are  invaluable  in  picking 
up  mail  from  collection  wagons  on  their  districts.  This 
a\oids  hauling  the  mail  through  the  city  in  collection 
wagons  throughout  their  entire  routes  and  makes  pos- 
sible the  connection  with  dispatches  that  wmiUl  not 
otherwise  be  made. 

Special  Delivery  Mail: 

Special  delivery  letters  arriving  at  night  addressed 
to  business  houses  and  impossible  of  immediate  de- 
livery after  closing  hours  are  being  held  by  special 
arrangement  with  the  addressees  and  deli\ered  by 
special  messenger  early  the  next  morning. 

This  prevents  hopeless  attempts  to  give  special  <le- 
li\erv  treatment  and  still  gives  business  men  the  bene- 
fit of  special  delivery  service. 

Special  arrangement  has  been  made  for  the  handling 
of  special  delivery  mail  through  stations,  whereby 
special  delivery  mail  left  at  a  station  will  be  reported 
to  the  main  office.  The  mail  is  then  picked  up  by  the 
special  delivery  messenger  passing  the  station  and  is 
handled  to  the  best  advantage.  In  this  way  special 
delivery  mail  may  be  handled  iinmediately  instead  of 
being  delayed  the  time  included  in  the  collection  ser- 
vice, which  must  be  consumed  if  letters  are  dropped  in 
letter  boxes.  It  often  happens,  according  to  the  loca- 
tion, that  from  one  to  three  hours  are  saved  bv  this 
service. 

Distribution  of  Mail: 

The  old  schemes  of  distribution  of  outgoing  mail 
were  highly  technical,  and  made  necessary  constant 
study  on  the  part  of  clerks  and  their  frequent  examina- 
tion for  efficiency-,  and  involved  a  system  that  was  con- 
stantly changing  with  the  changing  of  time  tables  and 
the  conditions  of  dispatch.  There  has  been  devised  by 
this  office  a  system  of  alphabetical  distribution,  the 
initial  letter  of  the  postoffice  of  address  governing  the 
separation  of  the  mail.     This  system  has  resulted  in 


leuer  errors  in  dislributioii.  more  speed,  and  has  rl.iiir 
auay  with  a  iremeudous  amount  of  study  on  the  part 
of  distributers.  This  office  is  the  only  one  where  this 
system  of  distribution  is  in  operation.  It  has  clainied 
the  attention  of  the  Post  Office  Departiiieiit.  however, 
and  arrangements  are  being  made  whereby  it  will  be 
tried  at  other  post  offices. 

Parcel  Post  Distribution: 

The  scheme  of  the  distribution  of  outgoing  parcel 
post  has  in  this  office  been  revised  and  simplified  so 
that  packages  for  one  post  office  address  are  assembled 
at  the  first  handling  and  are  sacked  and  labeled  for 
their  destination.  This  prevents  all  rehandling  in 
transit,  avoids  consequent  delay,  damage,  and  cipiidr- 
tunities  for  loss,  and  saves  much  of  the  expense  of  the 
old  .system  of  distribution,  ^^'herc  formcrlv  direct 
sacks  were  made  up  for  about  seventy  offices  this  office 
now  makes  up  direct  sacks  for  over  1000  offices. 
Harbor  Service: 

^^'ller^■  fnrnicrly  mail  remained  upon  incomini;  \  ou- 
sels until  they  wore  docked,  letter  and  registered  mail 
is  now  taken  from  them  in  the  stream  when  thev  ar- 
rive at  Quarantine,  where  by  special  arrancrenient  it  is 
passed  by  the  quarantine  surgeons  at  once.  In  this 
way  foreign  letter  mail  is  advanced  from  one  to  four 
hours,  with  all  the  consequent  advantages  in  deliverv 
and  dispatch,  wdiich  follow  this  saving.  This  harbor 
service  is  maintained  only  at  New  York  and  San  Fran 
cisco  in  this  country.  To  put  it  into  effect  in  its  pres 
ent  efficiency  in  .San  Francisco  it  was  necessary  to 
secure  the  readjustment  of  the  distribution  of  mail  for 
this  port  in  all  the  dispatching  ports  of  the  Pacific, 
The  service  meets  every  incoming  mail  steamer.  It 
has  taken  more  than  a  year  of  correspondence  to 
achieve  this  result. 

Improvements  in  the  Railway  Mail  Service : 

Letters  for  San  Francisco  are  now  distributed  direct 
to  the  delivering  carriers  on  Southern  Pacific  train  1,3 
from  Portland  and  Seattle,  train  19  from  Ogden,  Utah, 
and  train  75.  "The  Lark."  from  Los  Angeles.  .Arrange- 
ments have  also  been  completed  to  secure  similar  dis- 
fribution  on  train  87  from  Bakersfield.  and  of  Los  .\ii 
.geles  mail  on  train  26.  "The  Owl."  This  avoids  the 
necessity  of  working  this  mail  after  it  has  arrived  in 
this  city,  with  a  consequent  saving  of  time. 

These  are  matters  in  which  the  improvements  in  the 
service  have  had  a  direct  and  immediate  efl^ect  in  the 
saving  of  time  or  the  promotion  of  efficiency  of  the  ser-  C 
vice,  ^^'ithin  the  office  organization  there  has  been  a 
constant  rearrangement  of  shifts,  of  duty,  and  of  sched- 
ules :  a  constant  attention  to  detail  and  to  the  efficiencv 
of  the  employee ;  an  ever  present  desire  to  give  the 
best  possible  service  within  the  restrictions  imposed 
by  Congress  and  by  the  regulations  of  the  Post  Office 
Department. 
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EDUCATIONAL  FEATURES  OF  GOVERN 

The  Exposition  has  been  particularly  valuable  in  exemplify- 
ing to  the  general  public  the  many  activities  of  the  Federal 
Government.  It  is  doubtful  if  many  of  us  would  have  had 
any  knowledge  of  the  activities  ot  the  Government  along 
social  and  economic  lines  but  for  the  opportunity  which  the 
Exposition  has  afforded   for   their  graphic  illustration. 

One  of  the  most  interesting,  both  to  American  and  foreign 
visitors,  is  that  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  m 
the  Palace  of  Education.  The  exhibit  is  designed  to  show 
progress  in  education  as  well  as  present  needs  of  the  schools 
of  the  Nation.  This  is  shown  by  a  series  of  charts  and  models 
giving  statistics  as  to  kinds  and  conditions  of  all  classes  of 
schools,  libraries,  etc.  Two  stereomotorgraphs  show  a  series 
of  fifty-two  pictures,  each  series  illustrating  the  vocational 
work  in  certain  schools,  gardening,  games,  etc.  Another  ser- 
ies of  photographs  show  improved  living  conditions  in 
Alaska,  made  possible  by  the  importation  and  care  of  the 
reindeer,  which  was  accomplished  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of   the  Government. 


MENT  EXHIBITS  AT  EXPOSITION. 

In  large  showcases  are  graphically  presented  the  results  of 
experiments  conducted  by  agricultural  colleges,  the  effect  ot 
sou  fertilization,  moisture,  etc. 

Foreign  students  have  shown  an  interest  in  this  exhibit 
and  the  information  concerning  educational  opportunities 
which  they  have  obtained  from  tnose  in  charge  has  been  in- 
valuable to  them.  To  meet  the  need  for  tnis  class  of  in- 
formation the  Bureau  has  published  a  bulletin  entitled  "Op- 
portunities lor  foreign  Students  at  Colleges  and  Universities 
in  tne  United  States.' 

Forty  such  students  have  applied  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Muerman, 
who  IS  in  charge  tor  the  Bureau,  and  have  secured  infonna- 
tion. 

Foreign  students  desire  to  attend  one  Eastern  College  for 
a  year  and  at  least  a  year  in  a  Western  college — the  Uni- 
versity of  California  usually  being  selected  as  tne  latter. 

Those  who  have  not  seen  the  (iovernment  exhibits  should 
do  so  before  the  opportunity  is  gone. 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


Some  of  the  principal  items  brought  to  port  by  the  Toyo 
Kisen  Kaisha  steamer  Shinyo  Maru,  which  arrived  in  this  port 
on  November  8th,  consisted  of  6009  packages  Chinese  and  Jap- 
anese merchandise,  1459  packages  rubber,  11,031  bags  rice, 
5298  packages  raw  silk,  65.^4  packages  tea,  190  ingots  tin,  972 
rolls  matting;  altogether  4610  tons  of  cargo,  of  which  13,022 
packages  goes  in  transit  to  ports  and  cities  beyond  here. 


The  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  have  chartered  the  Japanese 
steamer  Shinyo  Maru.  This  vessel  having  the  same  name  as 
the  company's  steamer,  is  3664  tons  register  and  will  shortly 
be  placed  on  the  berth  to  load  for  this  port.  The  Dairen  Maru, 
also  chartered  by  this  company,  is  booked  to  leave  Yokohama 
on  November  22d,  coming  to  San  Francisco. 


The  steamer  Santa  Barbara,  first  of  the  three  now  under 
construction  for  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  for  their  Atlantic-Pacific 
Line,  was  launched  at  Cramp's  shipbuilding  yard  this  week. 
The  vessel  is  of  the  same  type  as  their  steamer  Santa  Clara 
and  will  be  operated  in  the  New  York  to  San  Francisco 
trade.  One  of  the  other  now  building  on  the  Great  Lakes 
will  have  a  capacity  of  about  4000  tons.  The  other,  a  larger 
type,  will  be  named  Santa  Rosa. 


W.  R.  Grace  &  Company  have  chartered  the  Japanese 
steamer  Nichiyo  Maru  to  load  at  this  port  for  the  West  Coast; 
this  will  be  followed  by  the  steamers  Columbia  and  Nann 
Smith. 


Success  ibas  crowned  the  efforts  of  salvors  working  on  the 
wrecked  sKamers  Admiral  Watson  of  the  Pacific  Alaska 
Navigation  Company,  and  the  Mariposa  of  the  Alaska  S.  S. 
Co.  The  former,  ashore  near  Bella  Bella,  has  been  floated 
and  is  now  undergoing  temporary  repairs,  while  the  latter, 
sunk  at  Seattle,  has  been  raised  and  will  be  drydocked  for 
overhauling.  Both  of  these  vessels  had  been  practically  given 
up  as  total  losses,  and  others  bought  to  replace  them.  With 
the  large  offerings  of  freight  on  the  Sound  for  this  city,  work 
can  be  found  without  difficulty  for  the  entire  fleet. 


Advices  received  this  week  by  the  Marine  Department  an- 
nounce the  sailing  from  Balboa  on  the  6th  of  the  Greek 
steamer  Constantinos  XII  and  British  steamer  Matoppo  for 
London.  This  about  cleans  up  the  fleet  of  vessels  from  Pacific 
Coast  ports  which  were  held  there  by  the  slide.  The  steamer 
Newton  has  not  proceeded  as  yet. 


The  National  Board  of  Steam  Navigation  will  meet  in  an- 
nual session  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  December  8th.  Society 
of  Naval  Architects  and  Marine  Engineers  will  hold  their 
twenty-third  annual  meeting  in  New  York  on  November  18th 
and  19th. 


The  Pacific  and  Eastern  Steamship  Company,  incorporated 
at  Albany,  New  York,  recently,  will  establish  a  freight  and 
passenger  steamship  service  between  American  and  Chinese 
ports  touching  at  the  Philippines. 


The  steamer  Edith  of  the  Luckenbach  Line,  arrived  here  on 
the  10th  from  Balboa  with  4000  tons  of  cargo  from  New 
York  which  was  transhipped  at  Colon  from  their  steamer  J.  L. 
Luckenbach.  This  is  the  first  vessel  to  arrive  with  eastern 
cargo  since  the  closing  of  the  canal.    The  Edith  will  sail  from 


this  port  on  November  15th  for  Balboa,  where  her  cargo  will 
be  snipped  across  the  isthmus  by  rail  and  connect  with  one 
ot  tneir  steamers  on  the  Atlantic  side  for  New  York. 


The  steamer  Breakwater,  which  was  brought  to  the  Coast 
several  years  ago  by  J.  JJ.  Spreckels  &  Bros.  Co.  to  carry  coal 
between  their  mine  at  Coos  Bay  and  San  Francisco,  and  later 
sold  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  has  just  been  acquired 
by  the  North  Pacific  S.  S.  Co.  Ihe  latter  will  use  her  to  re- 
place the  steamer  Santa  Clara,  which  was  wrecked  last  week. 
She  will  ply  between  San  F'rancisco  and  Portland,  touching 
at  fLureka  and  Coos  Bay.

Formerly  under  the 
Danish  hag,  this  vessel  was  partly  dismasted  in  a  storm  and 
has  been  lying  in  Mexican  water  for  a  long  time.  She  has 
been  purchased  by  G.  W.  McNear,  Inc.,  and  put  under  the 
American  Hag  and  will  receive  a  thorough  overhauling,  includ- 
ing new  spars  and  auxiliary  engine  before  putting  to  sea 
again.  The  Prince  Valdemar  is  a  nandy  size  square  rigger  of 
1400  tons.

The  British  Post  Office  has  announced  that  in  future 
words  expressing  numbers  in  deferred  telegrams  can 
be  written  in  abbreviated  form,  thus :

23A — Twothreefour. 
702 — Sevennaughttwo. 
the  groups  being  chargeable,  of  course,  at  the  15-letter 
count. 

The  abbreviations  must  be  in  accordance  with   the 
foregoing  examples.    Abbreviations  such  as  : 
Seventw-qsixtyfour, 
Twothirtyfour. 
Sevenotwo, 
will  not  be  passed  by  the  British  Post  Office  officials. 
The  abbreviations  must  be  made  up  entirel}'  of  words 
each  of  which  represents  a  separate  figure. 

This  official  modification  of  the  rules  can,  therefore, 
be  taken  to  apply  to  all  deferred  traffic  exchanged 
with  the  British  and  Continental  administrations,  in- 
cluding .\ustralasia. 

It  should  be  understood  that  this  modification  only 
applies  to  deferred  (half  rate)  cables.

A  NEW  FACTORY,  A  NEW  MEMBER  AND  AN 
OPPORTUNITY  FOR  OLD  MEMBERS. 

Due  ])artly  in  the  efforts  of  the  Chamber,  a  new 
factory  for  the  manufacture  of  high  grade  bristle 
l)rushes  was  recently  opened  in  this  city.  This  is  the 
Morck  Ilrush  .Manufacturing  Company.  2S0  Seventh 
.Street.  'I'hey  have  been  successful  manufacturers  in 
this  line,  and  after  carefully  looking  over  the  field  de- 
cided that  San  Francisco  held  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  this  industry  not  to  be  found  else- 
where on  the  Coast.  The  company  will  manufacture 
ni>thing  but  high  grade  bristle,  fibre  and  steel  w^ire 
brushes,  which  will  include  floor,  stencil,  paint,  scrub- 
bing and  special  machine  brushes  and  street  brooms 
and  split  palm  brooms.  They  are  the  only  manufac- 
turers of  i>aint  brushes  in  the  city. 

The  members  of  the  company  have  expressed  their 
ai)])reciation  of  the  assistance  given  them  by  this 
Cliamber,  and  as  an  evidence  thereof  hastened  to  take 
out  a  membership  in  the  organization  which  they  knew 
from  experience  to  be  conscientiously  w-orking  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  cit}'. 

So  much  for  the  new  factory  and  the  new  member. 
Xow  for  the  opportunity  for  the  old  members.  The 
principal  raw  materials  which  enter  into  the  manu- 
factured products  of  this  company  are  bristle,  wood 
and  iron  ferrules.  It  is  probably  out  of  the  question 
for  them  to  consider  obtaining  th'e  requisite  bristles 
from  this  locality.  For  the  wooden  backs  of  their 
brushes  they  now  use  a  particular  grade  of  maple, 
which  they  ship  direct  from  Xew  England.  The\-  are 
of  the  opinion,  and  so  are  we,  that  a  wood  wdiich  will 
answer  their  purpose  can  be  obtained  in  California. 
It  must  be  fine  grained,  fairly  hard  and  must  bore 
easily  without  splitting.  Some  of  our  members  in  the 
lutliber  industry  should  be  able  to  solve  this  problem 
for  them. 

The  iron  ferrules  are  purchased  finished,  ready  for 
use.  They  are  at  present  purchasing  from  a  distance. 
Smely  some  of  our  local  metal  manufacturers  can  get 
this  business.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


The  Pacific  &  Eastern  Steamship  Company,  which  was 
recently  incorporated  at  Albany,  New  York,  plans  to  operate 
its  vessels  under  the  American  register  according  to  advices 
from  the  East.  The  company  has  been  organized  by  Ameri- 
can and  Chinese  interests,  and  will  inaugurate  a  freight  and 
passenger  service  between  Asiatic  ports  and  the  United  States. 
Some  of  its  vessels  will  probably  touch  at  Atlantic  ports, 
although  the  chief  service  will  be  the  Pacific  Coast. 


John  D.  Spreckels  Brothers  Company,  of  San  Francisco, 
have  been  appointed  the  agents  for  the  new  Java-Japan  Line 
of  vessels,  the  first  of  which  is  due  to  sail  from  Batavia  to 
this  port  on  December  15th  and  due  to  arrive  here  early  in 
February.  This  company  plans  to  dispatch  one  vessel  on 
the   ISth  of  each  month  thereafter. 


W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  have  informed  the  Marine  Department 
that  they  will  inaugurate  a  new  service  to  Central  American 
ports  with  their  north-bound  steamers  from  South  America 
and  Balboa,  for  San  Francisco  and  Northern  Pacific  ports. 
A  fortnightly  service  will  be  given  at  the  start,  the  December 
vessels  to  call  in  being  the  Melville  Dollar  and  Columbia. 
The  steamers  St.  Helens  and  Alvarado  will  fill  the  January 
schedule.  In  addition,  their  steamers  Cuzco  and  Cacique 
will  call  at  the  Central  American  ports,  when  both  north  and 
south  bound,  for  passengers,  mail  and  express  only. 

The  Steamer  Colusa,  of  the  Grace  Line,  bound  from  New- 
port News  with  7000  tons  of  coal  for  the  U.  S.  Government, 
stopped  at  Santos  and  loaded  the  largest  shipment  of  coffee 
for  San  Francisco  direct  ever  brought  by  any  steamer,  50,000 
bags  being  in  the  consignment. 


A  record  day  was  established  by  the  Union  Oil  Company 
when  five  of  their  vessels  arrived  in  one  day.  November  ISth. 
They  consisted  of  the  Argyll,  Washtenaw,  Whittier,  Lansing 
and  the  Erskine  M.  Phelps.  All  these  tankers  proceeded  up 
the  river,  where  loading  and  discharging  of  cargoes  was  im- 
mediately begun. 


The  Grace  Steamer  Nann  Smith,  leaving  this  port  Novem- 
ber 18th  for  Chile,  took  out  one  of  the  largest  shipments  of 
flour  ever  sent  forward  to  South  America  from  this  port. 
It  consisted  of  13,247  barrels,  valued  at  $53,000. 


Steamer  Wapama,  owned  by  the  Chas.  R.  McCormick  Com- 
pany, has  been  chartered  in  the  Mexican  run,  and  is  booked 
to  leave  here  on  or  about  December  15th,  taking  passengers 
and  freight  for  Mazatlan  and  Guaymas. 


The  next  steamer  booked  to  leave  this  port  in  the  near 
future  with  east-bound  cargo  will  be  the  Luckenbach  Com- 
pany's Steamer  Hattie  Luckenbach.  sailing  from  here  on 
November  30th  for  the  Canal  Zone,  where  the  cargo  is  tran- 
shipped over  the  Isthmus  to  the  Atlantic  side,  thence  by  the 
company's  steamer  to  New  York. 


Steamer  Camino,  owned  by  the  Swayne  &  Hoyt  Co.,  was 
sold  last  week  to  Barber  &  Co.  of  New  York,  the  purchasing 
price  being  $450,000.  The  Camino  last  left  this  port  on  De- 
cember 4th  last  year,  as  the  first  relief  ship  to  leave  San 
Francisco  bound  to  Rotterdam  with  foodstuffs,  and  while  on 
the  voyage  became  disabled.  The  vessel  was  later  towed 
into  port,  cargo  was  forwarded  on  to  destination,  vessel  re- 
paired and  since  has  been  on  off-shore  runs.  Like  the  S.  V. 
Luckenbach,  which  this  concern  has  taken  over,  will  be 
placed  on  off-shore  voyages  at  handsome  profits  to  her  own- 


Oceanic  Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Sierra,  which  for- 
merly plied  between  Honolulu  and  San  Francisco  and  last 
arrived  here  on  July  lOth,  has  been  overhauled  and  placed 
upon  the  berth  in  the  company's  service,  and  will  run  in  con- 
junction with  her  sister  ships,  the  Ventura  and  Sonoma,  be- 
tween here  and  Sydney.  Pago  Pago,  via  Honolulu,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  J.  J.  K.  Koughan.  The  Sierra  will  next 
leave  this  port  on  December  7th,  2  p.  m. 


Two  Eastern  concerns  have  made  it  a  paying  investment  to 
buy  two  freight  steamers  outright  sooner  than  pay  the  high 
charter  money  which  is  being  asked  these  days  for  tonnage. 
J.  W.  Elwell  &  Company  have  purchased  the  Steamer  Iperia, 
and  Barber  &  Company  have  taken  the  Steamer  S.  V.  Lucken- 
bach over  and  changed  her  name  to  the  Onega,  both  these 
steamers  will  be  put  on  off-shore  runs  no  doubt  with  a  fine 
paying  basis.  Under  the  present  time-charters  these  two 
freighters  will  earn  for  their  new  owners  about  $60,000  a 
month,  and  at  that  rate  in  less  than  three  voyages  with  the 
prevailing  rates  will  pay  for  themselves,  and  will  still  be, 
and  continue  to  be  a  paying  investment. 


Quite  a  few  foreign  ship  owners  are  installing  power  into 
the  hulls  of  their  sailing  vessels.  With  the  high  freight  rates 
which  can  be  had  these  times,  owners  are  quick  to  grasp  the 
chance,  as  quicker  voyages  are  assured,  and  by  putting  power 
into  the  once  old-time  square  rigger  her  earning  capacity 
will  about  double.  The  running  expenses  for  such  craft, 
it  is  said,  does  not  exceed  $10  a  day,  including  fuel,  lubrica- 
tion and  an  engineer. 


Dollar  Steamship  Company  last  week  purchased  the  British 
Steamer  Strathardle.  This  vessel  will  be  placed  in  the  trade 
between  Pacific  Coast  ports  and  the  Orient. 


British  Steamer  Errol!  arrived  in  this  port  on  November 
18th  from  Buenos  Aires  with  3200  tons  of  bulk  corn  con- 
signed to  the  Albers  Brothers  Milling  Company.  This  is  the 
third  cargo  of  its  kind  to  arrive  here  from  a  foreign  port 
since  the  new  tariff  went  into  effect:  two  previous  cargoes 
arrived  here  last  year. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  ACTIVITIES 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

COMMODITY  RATES  ON  COFFEE. 
The  California  lines  announce  a  set  of  commodity  rates  on 
coffee  from  San  Francisco  to  points  in  Montana.  These  new 
rates  will  take  the  place  of  the  present  class  rates  and  will 
represent  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  present  rates.  The 
new  commodity  rates  will  be  published  in  Pacific  Freight 
Tariff  Bureau's  Tariff  No.  2-A,  and  will  become  effective  in 
from  45  to  60  days  from  the  present  date. 


CAR  SHORTAGE. 

The  situation  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  with  respect 
to  empty  car  supply  is  very  gratifying  in  that  it  reflects  the 
great  revival  in  business  which  is  so  rapidly  taking  place. 
But  to  the  shipper  who  is  anxious  to  get  proper  equipment  in 
which  to  load  his  shipments,  it  is  not  so  satisfactory. 

The  following  figures  will  indicate  the  difference  between 
the  situation  existing  November  I,  1915,  and  the  correspond- 
ing date  one  year  ago: 

The  total  surplus  of  empty  cars  of  all  kinds  November  1, 
1915,  was  52,867.  The  total  surplus  November  1,  1914,  was 
172,325.  The  total  shortage  of  cars  ordered  and  not  furnished 
November  1.  1915.  was  26,628,  while  the  total  shortage  No- 
vember 1,  1914,  was  only  2,229. 

The  box  car  shortage  is  worst  in  the  Central  Freight  terri- 
tory, the  territory  northwest  of  Chicago,  and  Canada.  The 
worst  coal  shortages  are  in  Trunk  Line  and  Central  Freight 
territory,  while  the  shortages  of  equipment  generally  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  are  quite  severely  felt  by  San  Francisco  shippers. 


EMBARGOES. 

As  announced  some  time  ago,  owing  to  the  recent  storm 
at  Galveston,  Texas,  and  the  destruction  of  the  shipping 
facilities  there,  which  resulted  in  congestion  at  that  port, 
embargoes  were  placed  on  freight  both  by  the  Santa  Fe  and 
the  Southern  Pacific.  The  temporary  closing  of  the  Panama 
Canal  turned  a  great  deal  of  freight  between  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Coasts  from  the  Canal  route  to  the  Gulf  route, 
which  added  to  the  congestion  at  Galveston. 

The  Santa  Fe  embargo  was  lifted  some  time  ago,  and  the 
Traffic  Bureau  is  now  advised  by  the  Southern  Pacific  that 
the  situation  is  clearing  very  rapidly  with  respect  to  that 
line,  and  the  embargo  will  undoubtedly  be  entirely  lifted  at 

an  early  date.  

STRUCTURAL  STEEL  RATES. 

November  12th  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  heard 
the  application  of  the  transcontinental  lines  to  extend  the 
present  55c  rate  on  structural  steel,  now  applying  from 
Chicago  and  Chicago  territory  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  on  to 
Pittsburg  territory,  so  that  the  present  55c  Chicago  rate  may 
also  apply  from  Pittsburg. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  learned  two  days  before  the  hearing 
that  some  possible  opposition  to  this  extension  of  the  rate 
would  be  presented  by  seaboard  territory  and  possibly  other 
competing  territory,  and  acting  on  that  information  sent  a 
strong  telegram  supporting  the  carriers'  application.  If  the 
55c  rate  from  Chicago  is  intended  to  meet  water  competition, 
certainly  the  same  rate  should  be  more  readily  granted  from 
Pittsburg,  which  comes  into  stronger  water  competition  than 
Chicago. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  also  called  the  attention  of  other  Pacific 
Coast  Chambers  of  Commerce  to  the  situation  and  they  sent 
telegrams  to  the  Commission  supporting  the  carriers  in  their 

application.  

LIVE  STOCK  VALUATIONS. 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  heard  the  application 
of  the  California  lines  to  change  the  schedule  of  values  on 
live  stock  shipments  within  the  State  of  California  and  to 
bring  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  schedule  of 
values  and  declaration  of  actual  value  at  the  time  and  place 
of  shipment  by  the  shipper  into  harmony  with  the  present  in- 
terstate rules.  The  Traffic  Bureau  participated  in  the  case 
and  represented  the  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
who  are  interested  in  live  stock  shipments. 


TAMALPAIS  RAILROAD  CASE. 
At  the  request  of  residents  of  Marin  County,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  was  represented  at  a  hearing  held  in  Mill 
Valley  last  week  concerning  the  winter  schedule  of  train 
service  by  the  Mt.  Tamalpais  Railroad.  The  Attorney  and 
Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  attended  the  hearing  at  Mill 
Valley  and  satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  for  the  win- 
ter schedule.

The  first  steamer 
of  this  line,  the  "Arakan,"  will  leave  Batavia,  Java,  December 
15th,  and  is  due  to  sail  from  San  Francisco  early  in  February. 
This  ship  will  be  followed  m.onthly.  The  ports  of  call  are: 
Manila,  Hongkong,  Macassar  (Celebes),  Batavia,  Cheribon, 
Surabaya  and  Samarang  (Java).

NEW  LINE  BETWEEN  PHILADELPHIA  AND  SAN 
FRANCISCO. 
Commencing  with  the  reopening  of  the  Panama  Canal  a 
new  line  will  be  placed  in  operation  between  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Coasts.  The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  been 
advised  the  Delaware,  Gulf  and  Pacific  Transportation  Com- 
pany will  operate  steamers  at  intervals  of  20  to  30  days  be- 
tween Philadelphia  and  San  Pedro.  San  Francisco  and  Seattle. 


DIRECT  CABLE  TO  THE  NETHERLANDS. 
At  the  solicitation  of  the  Netherlands  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  America,  and  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Foreign 
Trade  Committee,  the  Chamber  has  passed  resolutions  urg- 
ing the  construction  of  a  direct  cable  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Netherlands,  and  copies  of  the  resolutions 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  Government  officials. 
This  action  is  taken  in  view  of  the  action  of  the  British 
censors  in  delaying  and  suppressing  commercial  cables  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  neutral  countries  in  Europe. 


INCREASED  COMMERCIAL  RELATIONS  WITH 
ORIENT. 
So  much  attention  has  been  paid  to  opportunities  in  Latin 
America  and  so  little  to  opportunities  in  the  Orient — the 
natural  market  for  San  Francisco — that  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  has  decided  to  issue  supplements  to  its  weekly 
"Activities"  from  time  to  time  bearing  on  the  opportunities 
in  China,  the  East  Indies,  etc.  To  this  end,  several  hundred 
Government  officials,  bankers,  merchants  and  others  in 
Oriental  countries  have  been  invited  to  submit  short,  pertin- 
ent articles  on  how  best  to  enter  that  market,  its  require- 
ments, etc.,  and  these,  as  received,  will  be  published  in  the 
"Activities." 

FABRICATION  IN  TRANSIT. 

In  Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  Supplement  22  to 
Westbound  Tariff  1-N,  the  carriers  provide  for  fabrication  in 
transit  of  structural  steel  destined  to  California,  at  Missouri 
River  points  and  points  east  thereof,  effective  December  24, 
1915.  The  same  provision  has  been  made  in  Westbound 
Tariff  4-L,  applying  to   North  Pacific  Coast  points. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  wired  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  protesting  against  the  rule  and  requesting  that  it 
be  suspended  for  investigation.  This  rule,  if  it  is  permitted 
to  go  into  effect,  will  be  very  detrimental  to  the  business  of 
the  steel  fabricators  on  the  Pacific  Coast.

fornia in  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  do  all  they  possi- 
bly can  to  assist  the  Oil  Industry  Association  in  its  en- 
deavors.

CAN  BUSINESS  MEN  AID  IN  THE 

SUBSTITUTION  OF  LAW  FOR  WAR? 

.Si.K  important  recommendations  ha\  ing  to  do  with 
the  economic  results  of  the  war  and  .American  business 
are  embodied  in  a  referendum  which  was  sent  out  last 
week  by  the  Chamber  of  Comnierce  of  the  United 
States  to  local  and  national  commercial  organizations 
in  every  state  in  the  Union  and  the  American  Cham- 
bers of  Comnierce  in  Berlin,  Paris,  Milan,  and  Con- 
stantinople. An  organization  which  will  have  its 
initial  vote, — the  first  organization  in  South  America 
to  join  the  National  Chamber, — is  the  American  Cham- 
ber of  Comnierce  for  Brazil,  which  has  its  headquarters 
at  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

As  explained  by  Elliot  H.  Goodwin,  secretary  of  tlie 
National  Chamber,  in  this  referendum  as  in  all  others 
the  purpose  is  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of  the  various 
trade  bodies  throughoufthe  conntr)',  and  not  to  secure 
approval  of  the  recommendations  of  the  special  com- 
mittee voiced  in  the  report. 


CALIFORNIA  FURNISHING  TOYS  FOR  THE 
EAST. 

The  Pacific  Wasliljoard  &  Woodenware  Co.,  one  of 
the  first  concerns  on  the  coast  to  manufacture  a  line 
of  wood  toys  sin'ce  the  war  started,  has  met  with  phe- 
nomenal success  in  introducing  on  the  domestic 
markets,  "Toys  Made  in  U.  S.  A." 

The  success  of  this  firm  in  their  pioneer  effort  along 
this  line,  should  act  as  a  stimulus  to  other  manufac- 
turers on  the  coast,  to  produce  such  things  as  are 
neeiled  at  home  and  have  lieretofore  been  purchased

try dailies  reaching  prosperous  and  progressive  .\meri- 
can  and  foreign  communities.  A  staff  of  thirteen  per- 
sons added  up  the  clippings. 

The  value  of  the  prodigious  publicity  cannot  be 
measured.  It  could  not  have  been  purchased  at  any 
price.  .\n  advertising  expert  of  national  reputation 
has  estimated  that  an  equivalent  of  the  space  repre- 
sented by  the  newspaper  and  magazine  clippings  could 
not  have  been  purchased  for  less  than  fifty  million  dol- 
lars, or  the  cost  of  the  construction,  installation,  opera- 
tion and  dismantling  of  the  Exposition. 

When  Texas  dedicated  its  state  building,  thousand- 
word  press  stories  of  the  event  were  sent  to  140  leadin.tj- 
liapers  of  the  state.  Twenty-five  hundred  pictures  of 
the  opening  day  exercises  with  descriptive  articles  and 
captions  were  placed  in  the  mail  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  openin.g.  while  stories  on  the  closing 
day  exercises  on  December  4th  have  been  arran.ged 
for  in  thousands  of  publications  throughout  the  coun- 
trv.  The  close  of  the  Exposition  and  its  splendid  suc- 
cess will  be  widely  heralded  throughout  the  world. 
Lar.ge  corps  of  expert  telegraphers  have  sent  out  wire 
stories  of  the  big  Exposition  events  reaching  the  East- 
ern morning  dailies  in  ample  time  for  their  earliest 
editions.  Thirty-nine  news  .syndicates  in  Europe  and 
more  than  fifty'  in  the  Ignited  States  and  Canada  are 
handling  Exposition  press  matter. 

More  than  three  thousand  special  Exposition  edi- 
tions of  magazines  and  newspapers  Iiave  been  pub- 
lished. The  London  Times,  for  example,  devoted  a 
fifty  pa.s;e  issue  to  the  Exposition  and  the  Pacific 
Coast.  The  largest  daily  in  Sweden  issued  a  one  hun- 
dred pa,ge  number  upon  the  Exposition,  while  scores  of 
special  editions  have  been  published  in  Japan,  many 


of  them  in  colors.  Every  important  illustrated  paper 
ill  the  world  has  featured  the  Exposition  pictorially, 
and  hundreds  of  pages  have  appeared  in  these  ,a:reat 
reviews.

All  photographs  to  foreign  nations  where  English  is 
not  used  have  had  descriptive  captions  translated  into 
the  language  of  the  country  to  which  they  have  been 
sent.  r"or  a  period  of  eight  months  eighteen  of  the 
leading  newspapers  of  South  Africa  published  an  illus- 
trated page  review  of  the  Exposition  twice  a  week.  .\ 
leading  illustrated  journal  of  New  Zealand  has  made 
it  a  point  to  cover,  both  pictorially  and  in  text,  every 
feature  of  the  Exposition. 

That  the  Exposition  press  matter  has  been  closely 
read  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  a  mention  in 
several  of  its  articles  that  an  illustrated  booklet  issued 
by  the  Exposition,  known  as  the  Hercules  Booklet, 
w'ould  be  sent  without  charge  to  those  interested  re- 
sulted in  requests  for  ttiore  than  two  hundred  thousand 
copies  of  the  booklet.

steamship  agencies  have  been  sujiplied  with  monthly 
and  bi-monllily  summaries  of  the  F.xposition's  progress 
liy  the  lulitorial  P.ureau.  A  feature  of  the  pnblicity 
w'as  a  color  sii])])lement  page  issued  to  forty-six  of  the 
leading  newspapers  of  the  United  States,  one  in 
Canada,  tw-o  in  Europe  and  two  in  South  .\merica.

No  misrepresentations  are  made.  The  Exposition 
has  conducted  a  thoroughly  first-class  news  and  liter- 
ary service  worthy  of  a  great  national  enterprise. 

Exposition  editions  of  some  of  the  great  publications 
represent  free  advertising  space  which,  if  paid  for. 
would  have  entailed  outlays  of  $25,000  for  a  single 
edition. 


■  hiil\  lieu  spapers  and  live  lliousaiid  leading  weekly 
pa]iers.  The  trade  ])apers  of  England  have  published  ex- 
haustive articles  dealing  with  the  various  technical  feat- 
ures of  the  Exposition.  .\t  the  end  of  the  second  vear's 
work  it  reached  an  average  of  ten  million  readers 
e\ery  three  days  with  an  lixposition  storv'.  .\  single 
feature  article  has  been  placed  before  four  million 
readers  011  the  same  day.  Hundreds  of  events  have 
been  covered  beforehand  so  that  when  they  have  actu- 
ally occurred  the  publishers  have  had  in  their  posses- 
sion the  principal  facts. 

How  systematically  the  publicity  was  conducted 
may  be  known  from  the  fact  that  every  civili/ed  por- 
tion of  the  world  was  carefully  mapped  out  into  dis- 
tricts and  chartered  with  reference  to  the  publications 
of  each  district.

SAN  FRANCISCO'S  FACILITIES  THE  SUBIECT 
OF  MILITARY  STUDY. 

The  Information  and  Statistical  Department  has  just 
furnished  the  Army  Service  Schools  at  l'"ort  Leavcn- 
wrirth,  Kansas,  with  the  latest  maps  and  data  of  the 
terminal  facilities  of  .San  I'rancisco.  This  information 
was  requested  liy  the  silmol  officials  for  use  in  work- 
ing'out  transportation  and  other  problems  of  a  military 
nature  by  the  student  officers  at  the  schools.  'I'he  big 
|)robIem  in  actual  warfare  is  the  rapid  and  safe  trans- 
portation of  munitions  and  supplies  and  this  sidjject 
is  one  in  which  military  men  are  always  undergoing 
instruction  in  some  one  of  its  many  phases.  A  large 
scale  map  of  tlie  waterfront,  showing  location  and  sizes 
of  piers — together  with  railroad  connections  to  them; 
ilata  as  to  shipping  facilities,  etc..  was  furnished.  In 
the  event  of  this  country  being  at  war  with  another. 
.San  Francisco's  importance  as  a  concentration  and  dis- 
tributing center  would  be  second  to  no  other  city  in  the 
country. 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


The  Norwegian  steamer  Arna,  which  arrived  here  on  No- 
vember 18th  from  Port  Pirie,  brought  to  port  the  first  cargo 
of  zinc  ore  ever  landed  here.  It  consisted  of  7,353  tons  (in 
bulk).  The  entire  cargo  goes  to  smelting  plants  in  the  Mid- 
dle West  cities.  This  cargo  was  discharged  in  six  days, 
landed  on  cars  and  forwarded  to  destinations.  The  Arna, 
upon  discharging,  loads  cargo  in  the  Maple  Leaf  Line,  of 
which  E.  C.  Evans'  Sons'  Company  are  agents. 


Figures  compiled  by  the  Marine  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  show  the  exoorts  by  water  from  San  Fran- 
cisco of  grain  for  first  ten  months  of  this  year.  These  figures 
include  foreign.  Eastern  and  Hawaiian  only,  and  do  not 
take  into  account  shipments  to  Alaska  or  domestic  coast 
ports:  Flour,  454,950  barrels:  corn.  231,601  centals:  wheat, 
101,634  centals;  barley,  5.659.563  centals;  oats.  283,455  centals; 
beans,  373,261  centals;  hay,  56,031  tons.  Unusually  large 
amounts  of  barley  and  beans  have  been  going  by  rail  to  At- 
lantic tidewater  for  transshipment  oversea. 


The  Union  Iron  Works  have  just  closed  a  contract  with 
the  Atlantic  Gulf  and  Refining  Company  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  construction  of  two  oil  tankers.  435  feet  long,  to  carry 
70,000  barrels  oil.  These  craft  will  be  duplicates  of  similar 
type  vessels  now  under  way  for  the  Union  Oil  Company  at 
the  same  yards.  Messrs.  Elkstrom  &  Co.  of  London  have 
also  contracted  with  the  local  shipbuilding  company  for  a 
steamer  of  the  same  size.  The  steamer  Eurania,  lately 
launched  from  the  yards  of  the  Union  Iron  Works  for 
Stracham  &  Co.  of  Georgia,  will  be  completed  in  about  six 
weeks.  At  the  present  time  about  3.500  men  are  employed, 
which  will  be  increased  to  4,500  by  the  first  of  the  year. 
Besides  the  above  mentioned  work,  they  are  building  at  the 
present  time  a  passenger  and  freight  steamer  for  the  Matson 
Navigation  Company,  which  will  be  a  duplicate  of  the  Mat- 
sonia;  a  steamer  to  be  named  Annette  Rolph  for  Rolph  Coal 
and  Navigation  Company,  which  is  to  replace  the  Pacific, 
launched  early  in  September;  two  tankers  for  the  Union  Oil 
Company,  and  two  for  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Cali- 
fornia and  one  for  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York, 
and  an  eighteen  cubic  foot  gold  dredger  for  the  Marysville 
Dredging  Company.  Work  is  also  progressing  rapidly  on  the 
new  1,000-foot  drydock  and  on  a  new  400-foot  wooden  dock 
I        and  on  new  ship  ways. 


Considerable  shipping  of  barley  is  going  on  via  the  South- 
ern Pacific  to  Galveston,  thence  by  steamer  to  New  York. 
Over  40,000  tons  were  shipped  this  way  during  the  month  of 
September,  and  it  is  predicted  it  will  reach  75,000  tons. 
Owing  to  the  Canal  difficulties,  the  shortage  of  tonnage, 
and  the  demand  for  barley  cargoes  abroad,  sellers  are  quick 
to  take  the  advantage  of  rail  rates  through  to  New  York. 

The  steam  schooner  type  of  vessels  is  rapidly  going  out 
of  existence  to  date:  only  a  few  of  the  old  type  now  remain. 


Ten  years  ago  the  demand  for  lumber  and  vessels  of  larger 
tonnage  were  found  necessary  and  owners  commenced  build- 
ing vessels  thence  ranging  from  350  tons  to  600  tons,  until  to- 
day they  have  reached  tonnage  of  1,700,  with  carrying  ca- 
pacity of  2,000,000  feet  of  lumber.  These  modern  freight 
steamers  are  fitted  for  any  work,  and  today  our  modern 
coasting  vessels  are  plying  between  this  port  and  South 
America  and  from  the  Atlantic  Range  to  Europe,  with  hand- 
some profits  to  their  owners.  Twenty  years  ago  if  a  steam 
schooner  arrived  at  this  port  with  250.000  feet  of  lumber  it 
was  considered  a  cargo;  today  2,000,000  feet  is  brought  to 
port  and  discharged  within  forty-eight  hours;  in  the  earlier 
days  it  would  have  taken  thirty  days  to  discharge  this  amount 
of  lumber,  and  within  a  few  more  years  the  steam  schooner 
type  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Swedish  motor  ship  Pacific,  which  left  Santos  on  Novem- 
ber 16th,  took  aboard  1,000  bags  of  coffee  for  San  Francisco. 


British  steamer  Cetriana,  which  has  been  under  charter  to 
Mexican  authorities  the  past  two  months,  arrived  here  on 
November  22d  from  Topolobampo  and  Mazatlan  with  a  large 
consignment  of  hides  and  garhanzo  for  local  importers. 
She  discharged  nine  passengers  at  San  Diego  whose  inten- 
tion it  is  to  visit  both  expositions.  The  call  at  San  Pedro 
was  made  to  land  passengers  and  a  large  quantity  of  hides. 
The  steamer  loaded  a  cargo  of  freight  and  combustibles  and 
returned  to  Mexican  waters  the  next  day.  She  is  operated 
by  Dodwell  &  Co.  of  this  city. 

Captain  Fred  W.  Jordan,  for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  a 
San  Francisco  bar  pilot,  passed  away,  after  a  lingering  illness, 
at  his  home  in  this  city  Saturday,  November  20th.  Prior  to 
becoming  a  pilot  he  was  for  many  years  in  command  of 
American  ships  and  later  steam  vessels,  and  was  known  as  a 
thorough  and  skillful  navigator. 

The  Pacific  Islands  Line— Atkins,  Kroll  &  Co.,  agents— an- 
nounce the  sailing  of  their  schooner  Irmgard  from  this  port 
for  Guam  and  Manila  shortly.  Now  taking  cargo.  The 
schooner  Andy  Mahony  will  load  during  January  for  Samoa. 
Their  schooner  Bertha  Dolbeer  sailed  from  here  on  the  18th 
for  Tahiti. 


Grace  Line  steamer  Santa  Cecilia,  bound  from  New  York 
to  San  Francisco  via  San  Pedro,  and  which  was  diverted  on 
the  Atlantic  side  of  the  Canal  on  account  of  the  recent  slide, 
passed  through  the  Straits  of  Magellan  on  November  10th, 
and  when  last  heard  from  was  making  328  miles  a  day — 28 
miles  more  than  her  average  speed.  This  big  freighter  will 
be  the  first  of  the  west-bound  vessels  which  were  sent  around 
through  the  Straits  to  arrive  at  San  Francisco.  Vessel  is 
loaded  with  general  cargo,  part  of  which  comes  here  and  to 
cities  beyond  San  Francisco.  Vessel  arrived  at  San  Pedro. 
November  26th,  sixteen  days  from  Magellan  Straits,

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

CALU'OKNIA   LUMBKK  CASKS. 

The  lumber  cases  before  the  California  Railroad  Corpmis- 
sioii  came  up  for  hearing  November  23d.  The  railroads  re- 
ported some  progress  but  were  not  fully  ready  to  present  all 
of  the  proposed  tariffs,  and  the  case  was  adjourned  until  De- 
cember 8th. 


SAN  DIEGO  BREWERY  CASES. 
The  San  Diego  Brewery  Case,  which  was  set  for  November 
22d  before  the  California  Railroad  Commission.  Commis- 
sioner Devlin,  in  San  Francisco,  has  been  continued  to  a  date 
yet  to  be  set.  In  this  case  the  San  Diego  Brewing  Co.  and 
the  Consolidated  Brewing  Co.  of  San  Diego  make  complaint 
as  to  the  adjustment  of  carload  rates  on  beer  from  San  Die^o 
to  various  consuming  points  in  California  and  propose  a  num- 
ber of  readjustments  in  these  rates. 


FABRICATION    IN   TRANSIT. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  pub- 
lication in  Westbound  Tariff  1-N  of  a  rule  permitting  the 
fabrication  of  steel  in  transit  at  points  on  the  Missouri  River 
and  east  thereof,  the  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  an  answer 
to  its  protest  and  reaue?t  for  suspension  from  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  to  the  effect  that  the  Commission 
declines  to  exercise  its  authority  to  suspend  the  provision 
and  it  will  therefore  go  into  effect  December  24.  1915. 


SACRAMENTO  VALLEY  CASE. 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  heard  testimony  in 
the  so-called  Sacramento  Valley  case  on  November  25th,  27th 
and  29th.  In  this  case  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce filed  complaint  against  the  class  rates  applying  from 
San  Francisco  north  through  the  Sacramento  Valley  to  the 
Oregon  state  line,  and  submitted  its  case  more  than  a  year 
ago.  In  the  meantime,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  taken 
up  on  its  own  motion  the  question  of  the  class  rates  through- 
out the  country  from  San  Jose  and  San  Francisco  and  from 
Sacramento  north  to  the  Oregon  slate  line. 

The  Citv  of  OaklaiKl  filed  an  intervention  in  this  case,  re- 
tjuesting  that  in  the  adjustment  of  rates  Oakland  be  given  a 
differential  or  a  lower  rate  than  San  Francisco.  A  part  of  the 
testimony  on  Friday  and  all  of  the  testimony  Saturday  was 
taken  with  respect  to  this  intervening  petition  of  the  City  of 
Oakland.  On  Monday  the  Traffic  Bureau  finished  introducing 
its  evidence  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  then  pro- 
ceeded with  its  defence. 


DOCK  SWITCHING  CASES. 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  rendered  a  decision 
November  24th  in  the  so-called  dock  switching  case,  ordering 
the  rail  carriers  to  absorb  the  State  Belt  Line  switching  to 
the  steamship  docks  when  the  rail  carrier  receives  a  line  haul 
on  carload  shipments.  This  was  the  case  in  which  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  intervened  in  order  to 
broaden  the  scope  of  the  inquiry  before  the  State  Commis- 
sion. 


FOURTH     SECTION     APPLICATIONS. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  that  the  various  recent  applications  on  the  part 
of  the  carriers  in  connection  with  the  lonf  and  short  haul 
provisions  of  the  Act  to  Regulate  Commerce  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  considered  by  the  Commission  in  Washington, 
December  3d. 

Application  10,172 — Southern  Pacific  Company  and  At- 
lantic steamship  lines,  for  authority  to  establish  low  com- 
modity rates  from  New  York  piers  to  California  ports  on  29 
items  of  iron  and  steel  articles,  without  making  such  rates 
applicable  to   intermediate   points. 

Application  10,199 — Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway,  to  apply  a  rate  of 
40  cents  per  100  pounds  east-bound  from  San  Francisco  to 
New  York  piers  via  the  Gulf  route  on  rice,  v/heat  and  oats  in 
carloads.

CALIFORNIA  COAST  ARTILLERY  CORPS  MILITIA  AS  A 
FACTOR  IN  PREPAREDNESS  AGAINST  WAR 


One  hears  much  in  these  days  concerning  the  necessity  of 
proper  preparedness  against  war,  and  in  this  connection  it  is 
only  right  that  the  people  of  San  Francisco  should  have  their 
attention  directed  to  the  part  which  can  be  played  in  any 
general  scheme  of  preparedness  by  their  local  citizen  soldiery. 

In  the  California  Militia  are  twelve  companies  of  coast  ar- 
tillery troops,  two  of  which  are  located  at  San  Diego  and 
ten  of  which  are  located  in  San  Francisco.  These  ten  com- 
panies have  a  local  armory  at  14th  and  Mission  streets.  San 
Francisco,  and  annually  are  encamped  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks  at  Fort  Winfield  Scott,  where  they  have  a  period  of 
practical  instruction  concluding  with  service  practice  in  using 
the  ten  and  twelve-inch  guns  and  the  twelve-inch  mortars  and 
firing  at  moving  targets  at  a  range  varying  from  six  to  eight 
thousand  yards. 

A  picture  representing  the  effectiveness  of  one  of  these  local 
ccmpanies  in  its  service  practice  in  May  of  1915  at  Fort  Win- 
field  Scott  has  been  presented  to  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
mercial Club  and  now  hangs  in  the  corridor  of  that  Club  just 
opposite  the  bar.  The  picture  can  not  tell  the  whole  story, 
and  a  few  words  of  explanation  are  necessary  and  may  be  of 
interest. 

When  Militia  Coast  Artillery  Corps  troops  have  service 
practice,  which  means  firing  the  gun  or  mortar  with  a  full 
service  charge  of  powder  and  a  cast  iron  projectile  equal  in 
weight  and  size  to  the  loaded  projectile  which  would  be  used 
in  action,  gun  companies  are  permitted  to  fire  only  four  rounds 
each.  The  first  shot  is  fired  to  determine  the  muzzle  velocity 
of  the  powder  used.  Owing  to  conditions  of  age  and  storage. 
the  muzzle  velocity  of  powder  at  the  time  of  use  mav  not 
prove  to  be  that  normally  expected  of  it,  and  the  first  shot 
enables  a  determination  of  the  muzzle  velocity  to  be  made  of 
the  particular  lot  of  powder  about  to  be  used  for  the  three 
remaining  shots,  which  are  called  the  record  shots.  These 
record  shots  are  fired  at  a  moving  target  which  consists  of  a 
small  raft  about  twelve  feet  square  upon  which  is  built  a  can- 
vas pyramid  having  a  height  of  about  ten  feet.  This  target 
is  towed  by  a  tug  and  the  aiming  point  is  the  center  of  the 
target  at  the  water  line.  Obviously  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  every  shot  will  pierce  this  point,  and  in  action  if  the  shots 
struck  approximately  close  to  the  aiming  point  they  would 
normally  do  serious  damage  to  the  vessel  fired  upon.  Ac- 
cordingly the  position  of  the  point  of  splash  of  each  shot  is 
carefully  plotted  and  then  by  the  use  of  a  plot  drawn  to  scale 
and  with  the  aid  of  mathematical  formula  the  shots  are  indi- 
cated on  a  target  silhouette,  roughly  representing  the  outline 
of  a  battleship  built  around  the  aiming  point  of  the  raft  or 
material  target. 

The  picture  in  the  Commercial  Club  represents  a  battleship 
rilbouette  so  constructed  around  the  aiming  point  of  the  raft 
or  m.aterial  target  fired  upon  and  the  position  of  the  three 
shots  fired  by  the  Sixth  Company  of  the  California  Coast 
Artillery  Corps  Militia,  at  a  range  of  6.600  yards,  is  shown  on 
the  picture.  Had  the  actual  target  been  a  battleshio  of  the 
type  of  the  old  Texas,  which  this  picture  represents,  the  shots 
would  have  actually  struck  the  Texas  at  the  points  indicated. 
These  three  shots  were  fired  within  an  interval  of  three  min- 
utes and  twenty-two  seconds.  The  gun  from  which  they  were 
fired  was  a  ten-inch  hreech-loading  rifle,  mounted  on  a  dis- 
appearing carriage.     When  all  is  in  readiness  for  firing  the 


battery  commander  gives  the  command  "Commence  firing." 
From  this  moment  until  the  last  of  the  three  shots  was  fired 
represented  an  interval  of  three  minutes  and  twenty-two  sec- 
onds (corrected  time).  As  soon  as  the  battery  commander 
gives  the  command  "Commence  firing,"  the  gun  commander, 
as  soon  as  everything  is  in  readiness,  gives  the  command  "In 
battery  trip."  At  this  command  the  tripping  levers  are  re- 
leased, which  allows  the  gun  to  proceed  from  its  position  be- 
hind the  parapet  to  its  position  where  the  muzzle  is  above  and 
pointing  over  the  parapet.  The  range  setter  in  the  meantime 
sets  the  gun  in  elevation  for  the  appropriate  range  and  the 
gun  commander  sees  that  the  gun  has  gone  fully  into  the  bat- 
tery, that  is  into  its  firing  position,  verifies  the  setting  in  eleva- 
tion, known  as  the  range  setting,  and  commands  "Ready." 
This  is  the  signal  to  the  gun  pointer  that  he  may  fire  when  on 
the  target.  The  gun  pointer,  meanwhile  standing  on  the  sight- 
ing platform  with  his  eye  to  the  telescopic  sight,  keeps  the 
gun  pointed  on  the  target  and  when  ready  to  fire  gives  the 
command,  when  the  gun  is  fired  either  electrically  or  by  lan- 
yard, as  the  case  may  be.  The  recoil  of  the  gun  on  firing 
forces  it  back  down  behind  the  parapet  wall  to  what  is  known 
as  the  loading  position.  The  breech  block  is  then  opened,  the 
powder  chamber  sponged  and  the  mushroom  head  of  the 
breech  block  wiped  off  so  as  to  eliminate  sparks  from  the 
previous  discharge;  the  new  projectile  is  then  rammed  home 
in  the  gun.  the  powder  charges  inserted,  the  breech  block 
closed,  the  firing  primer  inserted  in  the  firing  mechanism 
and  from  this  point  the  process  for  the  second  shot  is  as  above 
described  for  the  first  shot. 

These  processes  are  explained  so  that  it  may  be  appreciated 
that  to  fire  these  three  shots  in  an  interval  of  time  which  was 
only  three  minutes  and  twenty-two  seconds  from  the  time  the 
command  "Commence  firing"  was  given  until  the  time  the  last 
of  the  three  shots  was  actually  fired,  represents  a  very  credit- 
able degree  of  speed  for  militia  troops  to  maintain  with  the 
accuracy  in  the  shooting  shown. 

The  Second,  Sixth  and  Tenth  companies  of  the  California 
Coast  Artillery  Militia  firing  at  Fort  Winfield  Scott  in  Mav, 
1915,  having  three  record  shots  apiece,  had  a  possibility  of  mak- 
ing twelve  hits.  Out  of  twelve  hits  these  companies  made 
eleven  and  a  half.  Where  a  shot  pierces  the  silhouette  of  a 
war  vessel  at  a  point  that  is  not  vital  it  counts  as  only  half  a 
hit. 

The  California  Coast  Artillery  Militia  companies  assigned  to 
mortars  last  May  did  not  make  as  good  a  record  as  the  gun 
companies,  but  this  was  not  to  be  expected  as  these  companies 
were  having  their  first  target  practice  with  mortars  at  that  en- 
campment and  their  performance,  while  not  as  creditable  as 
that  of  the  gun  companies,  was,  considering  that  it  was  their 
first  practice,  full  of  promise  and  most  encouraging. 

Incidentally,  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  two  companies 
located  at  San  Diego  showed  excellent  results  at  their  practice 
this  year. 

V/hile  at  the  annual  encampments  the  militia  troops  have 
their  preparatory  instruction  under  the  supervision  of  regular 
officers,  and  while  at  the  actual  target  practice  regular  officers 
are  always  present  to  guard  against  accident  or  mistake,  the 
practice  itself  in  all  its  details  is  actually  conducted  by  militia 
ofRcers  and  m.en.

ADDRESS  BY   SUPERINTENDENT  JONES. 

On  Monday,  November  29th,  Dr.  E.  Lester  Jones,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  United  States  Coast  &  Geodetic  Survey  ad- 
dressed a  number  of  members  of  the  Chamber  on  the  needs 
of  the  Survey  for  properly  charting  and  protecting  the  coasts 
of  California,  Oregon,  Washington  and  Alaska.  After  point- 
ing out  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  Survey  vessels  and 
equipment  for  lack  of  sufficient  funds.  Dr.  Jones  urged  the 
Chamber  to  endorse  his  application  to  Congress  for  two  new 
Coast  Survey  vessels  and  sufficient  wire-drag  launches  to 
prosecute  the  work  of  safeguarding  this  coast.  He  also,  on 
behalf  of  Secretary  of  Commerce,  urged  the  Chamber's  sup- 
port in  dividing  the  present  district  of  the  Supervising  In- 
spector of  Hulls  and  Boilers  into  two  districts:  the  first  with 
headquarters  in  San  Francisco  to  cover  the  coast  of  Cali- 
fornia and  Hawaiian  Islands  and  the-  second,  with  head- 
quarters in  Seattle,  to  cover  the  coasts  of  Oregon,  Washing- 
ton and  Alaska.  The  Chamber  members  present  unanimously 
recommended  the  Chamber  endorse  these  applications  and 
suggested  the  other  coast  organizations  be  asked  to  co- 
operate.

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CHAMBER  TAKES  ADVANTAGE  OF  EDUCATIONAL  FEATURES 
OF  EXPOSITION 


? 


The  greatest  International  Exposition  in  the  worklV 
liistory  has  just  closed.  The  beauty  of  its  art  and 
architecture,  as  well  as  its  landscape  has  appealed  in 
various  ways  to  those  who  have  passed  through  its 
gates.  And  to  all  it  has  been  of  educational  value — to 
some,  perhaps,  unconsciously.  From  the  first  the 
(.'hamber  was  alive  to  its  value  from  the  educational 
standpoint  and  to  the  opportunity  it  afforded  to  im- 
press exhibitors  and  visitors  with  the  advantages  of 
San  Francisco  as  an  industrial  and  commercial  center. 
Lung  before  the  gates  were  opened  to  the  public — even 
before  the  buildings  were  ready  to  receive  exhibits — 
the  Chandjer,  through  its  Information  and  Statistical 
Department,  secured  a  list  of  prospective  exhibitors 
from  which  was  secured  the  names  of  those  manufac- 
turers which  it  seemed  desirable  to  induce  to  locate  in 
San  Francisco,  either  by  office,  branch  or  factory.  The 
members  of  the  Chamber  are  familiar  with  what  was 
done  along  these  lines  and  of  the  results  achieved,  both 
actual  and  potential.  Hardly  a  week  passes  but  some 
inquiry  regarding  local  fuel  and  labor  costs,  as  well  as 
general  industrial  conditions,  is  received  as  a  result  of 
the  campaign  among  the  exhibitors. 

Nor  has  the  educational  feature  been  neglected  by 
the  department.  In  the  factory  campaign  the  oppor- 
tunity was  seized  to  learn,  as  far  as  possible,  from  each 
exhibitor  the  conditions  responsible  for  the  present 
location  of  his  factory.  ^lany  articles  are  manufac- 
tured throughout  the  east  and  middle  west  which  can 
be  produced  as  cheaply  in  San  Francisco.  Why  they 
are  not.  opens  up  an  interesting  inquiry  into  domestic 
and  foreign  markets,  sources  of  raw  materials,  freight 
rates  and  population  distribution.  The  information 
secured  along  these  lines  is  of  immense  value  in  con- 
nection with  the  Chamber's  industrial  work. 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  has.  as  a 


]iart  iif  its  exhiliit.  a  number  of  maps  and  charts  relat- 
ing to  population,  manufactures,  immigration,  and 
kindred  subjects  which  cannot  be  obtained  elsewhere. 
The  United  States  Piureau  of  F.ducation  has  charts  and 
maps  covering  the  entire  country  and  relating  to  in- 
dustrial education,  sanitation,  etc.  In  the  exhibit  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  there  were 
maps,  charts  and  diagrams  which  graphically  depict 
the  status  of  labor  legislation,  wages,  cost  of  living 
and  other  industrial  conditions.  Similar  charts  were 
shown  in  the  exhibits  of  the  National  Child  Labor 
Committee,  of  New  York,  and  the  National  Consumers" 
League.  The  information  and  Statistical  Department 
has  secured  photographs  or  copies  of  all  these  which 
could  possibly  be  of  value  in  the  study  of  industrial  and 
economic  problems. 

In  addition  to  securing  the  above  mentioned  infor- 
mation, inquiry  was  made  at  every  State  building  for 
city  directories  of  the  various  states.  Wherever  these 
were  found  they  were  promised  to  the  Chamber  at  the 
expiration  of  the  Exposition  and  now  form  a  part  of 
the  extensive  collection  of  directories  which  the  Cham- 
ber maintains. 

The  securing  of  this  information  has  been  interesting 
and  instructive  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  files  of  the 
department  contain,  at  the  present  time,  data  and 
statistics  which  cannot  be  found  elsewhere. 


BIG  BANK  CLEARINGS. 

The  clearings  for  the  eleven  months  of  1915  amount 
to  $2,431,747,369,  being  ahead  of  any  year  except  those 
of  1912  (the  banner  yearl  and  only  $15,482,596  behind 
1912  at  that.  This  will  therefore  be  the  second  largest 
vear  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  business.  The 
first  week  of  this  month  exceeded  the  corresponding 
week  of  last  month  bv  $11,247,842. 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 


Washington,  D,  C,  December  2d. — Major  General  Goethals 
reports  at  this  time  it  is  impossible  to  predict  reopening  of 
Panama  Canal.     Slides  continuing. 

Messrs.  Mitsui  &  Co.  have  notified  the  Marine  Department 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  charter  by  them  this 
week  of  the  following  steamers:  Japanese  steamer  Tami 
Maru.  Japanese  steamer  Nichiyo  Maru.  Japanese  steamer 
Kurohime  Maru.  all  from  Otaru  for  San  Francisco,  and  the 
Japanese  steamer  Hokkai  Maru  from  Moji  for  Columbia 
River.  The  Kurohime  will  be  the  first  to  leave  the  Orient, 
During  January  next. 

Steamer  Minnesotan  of  the  American  Hawaiian  Line,  the 
first  of  their  fleet  routed  around  from  New  York  vit  Straits 
of  Magellan,  arrived  in  this  port  on  December  1st,  bringing 
2,600  tons  of  general  cargo  to  be  discharged  here.  This  is  the 
first  of  their  steamers  to  arrive  here  since  the  canal  slide. 

Luckenbach  Steamship  Company's  steamer  Pleiades  left  the 
Canal  Zone  on  Nevember  30th  with  thanshipped  eastern  cargo, 
bound  to  San  Francisco.  A  short  stop  will  be  made  at  San 
Pedro  where  a  small  portion  of  the  cargo  will  be  discharged. 

British  steamer  Inveric  left  Hong  Kong  on  November  25th 
for  San  Francisco.  This  big  freighter  is  loaded  with  7,600 
tons  of  Chinese  merchandise  to  be  discharged  here.  Part  of 
cargo  goes  to  Eastern  cities,  and  is  due  to  arrive  here  on  De- 
cember 25th.     E.  C.  Evans  &  Sons  Company,  agents. 

Some  of  the  principal  items  of  cargo  brought  by  the  Jap- 
anese F'eamer  Seattle  Maru,  which  arrived  in  this  port  on 
November  26th   from    China   and   Japan,    consisted   of   6,227 


sacks  beans,  800  sacks  mustard  seed,  11,692  pieces  lumber, 
448  rolls  matting,  3,905  bags  rice,  1,636  chests  tea,  4,800  bags 
walnuts,  300  bags  peas,  4,350  pa.  Shoyu,  764  cases  zinc 
powder  and  a  large  amount  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  mer- 
chandise, considerable  of  which  goes  to  cities  beyond  here. 

American  ship  Golden  Gate,  owned  by  the  Rolph  Navigation 
Company  and  now  in  this  port  being  repaired,  has  been 
chartered  by  Geo.  W.  McNear  &  Company  to  load  case  oil  to 
New  Zealand  at  54  cents  per  case. 

Four  large  schooners  are  on  the  way  from  Apia  (Samoa) 
with  copra  cargoes,  the  first  of  which  will  arrive  at  any  time. 

Schooner  Henry  K.  Hall,  owner  by  Geo.  E.  Billings  &  Com- 
pany of  this  port,  has  been  chartered  to  carry  a  full  cargo  of 
lumber  to  South  Africa  at  the  high  rate  of  142/6.  This  large 
coaster  will  carry  about  1,500,000  feet  of  timber. 

Power  barkentine  Archer,  formerly  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Tacoma  and  Roche  Harbor  Lime  Company  of  this  city, 
has  been  bought  by  C.  Henry  Smith,  Inc.  The  vessel  is  now 
at  San  Pedro,  where  she  has  been  since  May  3d  this  year,  hav- 
ing been  towed  into  that  port  by  steamer  Yucatan  while 
bound  from  Roche  Harbor  to  Boston  in  a  disabled  condition. 
The  Archer  will  be  towed  to  San  Francisco,  overhauled,  re- 
paired and  placed  into  commission. 

Announcement  has  been  made  by  Davies  &  Fehon  that  a 
steamer  will  be  placed  on  the  berth  January-February,  1916, 
(if  sufficient  inducement  oSfers)  from  Pacific  Coast  ports  to 
Australia.

SACRAMENTO    VALLEY    RATE    CASES. 

The  Sacramento  Valley  rate  case  was  finally  submitted  to 
the  California  Railroad  Commission  and  argument  closed  at 
5:30  P.  M.  Thursday,  December  2d.  This  highly  important 
case  has  been  pending  before  the  Commission  since  the  early 
part  of  1914.  The  first  healing  was  held  in  July.  1914.  and 
was  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  October  6th  and  7th, 
1915.  when  a  further  hearing  was  held  and  then  adjourned 
until  November  25,  1915,  when  the  hearing  proceeded  continu- 
ously to  its  conclusion  on  December  2d. 

The  original  complaint  was  filed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  questioning  the  rates  from  Sacra- 
mento. Davis  and  Elmira  to  points  north  as  far  as  the  Cali- 
fornia-Oregon state  line,  alleging  that  these  rates  were  and 
are  unreasonably  high,  and  requesting  that  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  scale  and  basis  of  rates  as  fixed  by  the  California  Rail- 
road Commission  in  the  so-called  San  Joaquin  Valley  Case 
be  applied  to  the  Sacramento  Valley  rates.  The  Southern 
Pacific  Company  and  the  McCloud  River  Railroad  Company 
were  made  defendants. 

The  wholesale  and  jobbing  interests  of  the  City  of  Red- 
ding also  filed  a  complaint  relating  to  the  distributive  rates 
out  of  Redding.  The  two  cases  were  before  Commissioner 
Eshlemann  at  the  first  hearing,  and  on  the  showing  then 
made  it  was  decided  by  the  Commission  to  institute  an  in- 
vestigation on  its  own  motion  into  all  of  the  rates  m^rth  of 
San  Francisco  and  San  Jose,  to  and  including  the  California- 
Oregon  state  line.  The  last  hearings  included  all  three  of  the 
cases. 

In  June.  1915,  the  City  of  Oakland  intervened  in  the  Com- 
mission's case,  claiming  that  the  City  of  Oakland  should  be 
granted  lower  rates  than  San  Francisco  into  the  territory  in 
question,  by  reason  of  Oakland's  nearer  location,  geopraphic- 
ally  speaking,  to  the  Sacramento  Valley.  The  City  of  Sacra- 
mento intervened  in  the  original  case  instituted  bv  the  Cham- 
ber: so  that  the  later  hearings  were  participated  in  by  rep- 
resentatives of  all  of  these  different  interests. 

Thursday  afternoon.  December  2d,  the  attorney  and  man- 
ager of  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
made  the  opening  statement  and  argument.  The  attorneys 
for  the  City  of  Oakland,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
and  the  representative  of  the  City  of  Sacramento  followed  in 
their  order,  and  the  argument  was  closed  by  the  attorney  and 
manager  for  the  Traffic  Bureau.

CALIFORNIA  LUMBER  CASES. 
The  California  Railroad  Commission  will  take  up  the  Cali- 
fornia lumber  cases  again  at  the  adjourned  hearing  Decem- 
ber 8th  at  10  A.  M.  before  Commissioners  Devlin  and  Love- 
land  in  San  Francisco.  At  this  hearing  the  rail  carriers  are 
expected  to  present  some  figures  of  proposed  lumber  tariffs, 
with  the  view  of  removing  some  of  the  conditions  about  which 
the  lumber  shippers  complain.  Further  hearing  will  un- 
doubtedly be  had  on  the  subject. 


On  Friday.  December  3d,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
presented  evidence  in  their  long  and  short  haul  application 
before  the  Commission  in  justification  of  the  violations  of  the 
requirements  of  this  law  that  occur  between  points  in  San 
Francisco  Bay  and  River  Group  and  the  Los  Angeles  district. 
The  class  rates  between  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  and 
the  stations  grouped  about  these  points  are  on  a  60-cent  first 
class  scale,  while  the  first  class  rates  to  points  between  are 
higher,  the  rate  to  Gloster.  south  of  the  Tehachapi,  reaching 
a  first  class  rate  of  80  cents. 

The  departures  from  the  provisions  of  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause  of  the  constitution  are  defended  on  the  ground  of 
the  water  competition  existing  between  San  Francisco  and 
Los  Angeles. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  was  represented  at  the  hearing. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  S-WITCHING  CASES. 

No  decision  has  as  yet  been  rendered  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  the  industry  spur  track  switching 
refund  cases  heard  before  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
Examiner  Wood  nearly  a  year  ago. 

The  industry  spur  track  switching  cases  filed  with  the 
CaHfornia  Railroad  Commission  are  set  for  hearing  Decem- 
ber 9th.  The  California  Commission  has,  however,  continued 
these  cases  from  time  to  time  awaiting  the  decision  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  interstate  cases. 
This  course  has  met  the  approval  of  the  Bureau.  While  the 
California  switching  cases  are  now  on  the  calendar  for  De- 
cember 9th,  it  is  probable  that  the  hearing  will  be  postponed, 
for  the  reasons  given  above.

Mr.  Roosegaarde  Bisschop  of  the  Java-Pacific  Line  has 
advised  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  he  is  greatly  im- 
pressed with  the  opportunity  for  transporting  fresh  fruit  to 
Oriental  countries  and  is  in  hopes  of  prevailing  upon  his 
company  to  equip  their  vessels  with  adequate  cold  storage 
facilities,  thereby  opening  up  a  market  for  fresh  fruits,  fish, 
etc.,  west-bound,  and  for  butter,  eggs.  etc..  east-bound.  There 
is  a  large  demand  in.  China  and  Manila  for  California  fruits 
and  fish  and  all  that  is  lacking  is  proper  refrigeration  to  take 
care  of  them  in  transit.

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WHY  BUSINESS  RUNS  ON  A  FLAT  TIRE. 

The  Farmers  &  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Los  An- 
geles sent  to  its  patrons  on  September  15,  1915.  the  fol- 
lowing (in  part)  financial  letter.  This  letter  certainly 
tells  the  truth  in  a  fearless  manner  and  its  analysis  of 
conditions  and  the  reasons  therefor  are  the  only  real 
remedy : 

As  the  mciiilhs  s'n  I)y  and  the  seasons  pass  without 
the  general  awakening  in  business  long  promised  by 
tlic  national  administration  ;  as  the  countr}'  accumulates 
gold  in  an  amount  which  it  never  before  dared  dream 
of,  the  question  naturally  presents  itself,  why  have  we 
had  this  complete  paralysis  of  .American  commercial 
activity?  Why  are  the  great  masses  of  a  nation  which 
is  rolling  in  wealth  not  purc)iasing  freely  in  our  home 
markets?  In  other  words,  why  does  business  continue 
dull,  or  move  in  fits  and  jerks,  running  nine-tenths  of 
the  time  on  a  flat  tire?  The  answers  to  these  several 
questions  are : 

First.  The  initiative  of  the  business  man  has  been 
destroyed  by  long-coiitinued  assaults  by  the  press,  pol- 
iticians and  public  officials  upon  his  methods  of  doing 
business,  his  honesty  and  integrity,  that  is  to  say :  we 
are  now  feeling  the  full  elifect  of  ten  years  of  muck- 
raking which  finally  led  to  destructive  legislative 
action. 

Second.  Government  interference  with  business, 
government  persecution  and  prosecution  of  business 
men.  Government  regulation  of  all  lines  of  commercial 
activitv,  the  uncertainties  of  the  Siierman  J-aw.  and 
the  thveats  of  the  Clayton  .Act  j:ave  created  an  air  of 
insecurity  which  prevents  the  average  man  from  risk- 
ing any  part  of  his  capita!  in  new  ventures. 

Third.  The  continued  regulation  of  railroad  earn- 
ings by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the 
various  State  Railroad  Commissions,  until  the  roads 
are  not  left  with  a  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  fixed 
charges,  much  less  make  extensions  and  improvements, 
and  the  resultant  unemployment  of  a  vast  army  of  rail- 
road men. 

Fourth.  The  passage  in  1913  of  our  present  tarifif 
laws,  which  reduced  our  government  revenues  while 
allowing  importations  of  foreign-made  goods  in  compe- 
tition with  our  manufacturing  industries,  and  which 
again  resulted  in  the  unemployment  of  a  large  army  of 
skilled  laborers. 

Fifth.  The  destruction  of  the  last  remnant  of  the 
merchant  marine  of  the  nation  by  the  passage  of  the 
seamen's  bill. 

Sixth.  The  constantly  increasing  exactions  of  labor, 
whereby  the  cost  of  everything  grown  or  manufactured 
in  .\merica  is  largely  increased. 

Seventh.  Extravagance  on  the  part  of  the  public  of- 
ficials of  the  nation,  national,  state  and  local,  in  admin- 
istering the  afl'airs  of  the  country,  whereby  we  are  in- 
curring public  debts,  to  heaj  the  burden  whereof  vi'ill 
make  the  individuals  of  future  generations  hump- 
backed and  bow-legged. 

Eighth.     The  practice  of  the  government,  national. 


stale  and  local,  to  enter  into  competition  witli  the  pri- 
vate citizen  in  1)usiness  ventures,  whereby  the  pioneer 
spirit  which  endured  hardships  and  developed  .America 
has  l)een  killed. 

Ninth.  The  extravagance  of  the  i)cople  tliemselves 
in  buying  and  maintaining  aulomoliiles.  patronizing 
\arious  places  of  annisemcnt,  wasting  their  funds  in 
every  conceivable  manner,  and  ignoring  tlie  advice  of 
tlie  i)riident  to  lay  aside  a  dollar  for  a  rainy  day,  the 
result  Ijcing  that  when  the  pinch  came,  they  were  ^ 
witliout  any  reserve  pmxhasing  power.  | 

Tenth.  Paternalism  in  government,  whereby  we  are 
creating  a  race  of  mendicants  and  incompetents.  (De- 
positing $30,000,000  of  Treasury  funds,  without  inter- 
est, for  the  benefit  of  the  Southern  cotton  growers,  is 
an  example  of  paternalism.) 

Eleventh.  The  gradual  evolution  of  the  govern- 
ment itself  into  a  mob  democracy,  notwithstanding  the 
teachings  of  history  which  plainly  show  that  such  a 
form  of  government  has  invariably  led  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  people  who  adopted  it.  The  adoption  of 
a  S3'stem  of  taxation,  no  longer  equal  and  uniform, 
whereby  the  thrifty  are  being-  robbed  to  support  an  idle 
and  vicious  element,  which  brazenly  preaches  the  doc- 
trine that  the  government  owes  it  a  living. 

Twelfth.  The  agitation  of  the  movement  known  as 
"the  moral  uplift,"  which  when  not  the  ofl^spring  of 
hypocrisy,  is  the  result  of  misguided  efifort,  and  a  de- 
sire to  intermeddle  in  the  affairs  of  society.  By  "the 
moral  uplift"  we  mean  the  work  of  various  orders,  so- 
cieties and  associations  of  men  and  women,  largely  sup- 
ported by  the  charity  of  business  men.  who  think  they 
can.  by  law,  reform  the  world,  legislate  morality,  and 
judicially  establish  honesty  and  integrity.  They  at- 
tempt to  do  by  force  that  which  teaching,  training 
and  education  alone  can  accomplish. 

Such  are  the  handicaps  that  we  have  been  working 
under,  and  yet,  the  business  interests  of  the  country 
still  survive.  That  there  is  a  revival  in  some  lines  is 
due  to  circumstances  over  which  the  government  has 
had  no  control,  viz.:  the  European  war. 
Taxes. 

People  will  soon  be  receiving  their  annual  tax  bills. 
In  California  these  bills  are  by  no  means  a  joke.  Year 
by  year  our  taxes  increase.  Year  by  year  we  see  the 
number  of  our  public  officials  multiplied  and  their  sal- 
aries raised.  Year  by  year  we  see  the  public  funds  dis- 
sipated. Ever)'  foolish  plan  that  is  presented  to  our 
governing  bodies  requiring  an  expenditure  of  money  is 
adopted  by  them.  Usually  these  public  officials  are 
small  tax  payers,  but  they  are  large  tax  eaters.  Per- 
sonally, they  have  no  incentive  to  keep  taxes  down. 

The  remedy  for  evils  here  pointed  out  lies  with  the 
people  themselves.  The  spoliation  will  go  on  until  the 
property  holders  and  business  men  take  an  interest — 
not  a  passive  interest,  but  an  active,  aggressive  interest 
— in  politics.  If  they  will  not  do  this,  they  deserve  to 
be  robbed,  and  make  no  mistake  about  it,  they  will  be 
robbed  good  and  plenty. 


TARIFF  COMMISSION  COMMITTEE. 

President  Moore  has  appointed  a  committee  of  five 
to  co-operate  with  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Tariff 
Commission  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States.  The  Board  of  Directors  approved  the 
request  on  October  13th  with  the  result  that  the  follow- 
ing committee  has  been  appointed:  F.  B.  Anderson, 
Chairman ;  John  A.  Britton.  A.  B.  Spreckels,  F.  W. 
\'an  Sicklen  and  Miles  Standish. 
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PORTLAND-SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  Chani1)cr  has  received  a  letter  from  the  F'ortland 
(Oregon)  Chamber  of  Commerce  which  reads  in  part 
as  follows : 

"Will  you  accept  this  communication  as  an  invita- 
tion to  your  members  to  avail  themselves  of  the  service 
and  privileges  of  our  Chamber  of  Commerce  wlien  in 
this  city" — 

The  manager  replied  stating  that  San  Francisco 
I  would  be  most  pleased  to  establish  reciprocal  relations 
and  an  interchange  of  courtesies  between  the  member- 
ships of  the  two  organizations.  The  Portland  Chamber 
is  well  equipped  to  furnish  commercial  information  to 
business  men  of  this  community  that  may  visit  of  the 
Oregon  metropolis. 


DOCK  SWITCHING  ABSORPTION. 

The  railroad  companies  have  petitioned  the  California 
Railroad  Commission  for  a  re-hearing;  in  the  complaint  of  the 
North  Pacific  Steamship  Company  against  them,  in  which 
case  the  Commission  issued  an  order  to  the  effect  that  the 
railroads  should  absorb  switching  charges  to  wharves  and 
docks  in  San  Francisco.  The  Commission  is  asked  to  suspend 
the  operation  of  its  order  pending  and  during  the  re-hearing 
prayed  for. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  understands  that  in  the  event  of  a  re- 
hearing being  denied  by  the  Commission  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  carriers  to  appeal  to  the  courts  for  relief  from  the  Com- 
mission's order.  In  the  meantime  dock  and  wharf  switching 
charges  will  not  be  absorbed. 


SAN  DIEGO   1916  EXPOSITION. 

The  Tioard  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  on  December 
7th  unanimously  approved  a  request  received  from  the 
San  Diego  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  San  I'ran- 
cisco  Chamber  co-operate  in  asking  Congress  to  use  the 
unexpended  balance  in  the  government's  appropriation 
of  $500,000  for  an  exhibit  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition  in  making  an  exhibit  at  the  San 
Diego  1916  Exposition. 


The  Traffic  Bureau  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  war 
revenue  stamps  now  required  on  bills  of  lading  and  shipping 
receipts  issued  by  common  carriers  are  affixed  under  a  law 
which  provided  that  the  tax  should  continue  until  the  end  of 
the  present  year,  that  is,  December  31,   1915. 

Congress  is  now  in  session,  and  further  legislation  by  Con- 
gress can  continue  the  tax  in  question.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  matter  so  that  shippers  may  be  aware  of  the  situation  as 
far  as  it  has  been  developed,  and  not  purchase  revenue  stamps 
IN  EXCESS  OF  THEIR  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE 
REMAINDER  OF  THE  CURRENT  YAR,  pending  action 
at  the  present  session  of  Congress.

Steamer  Korea,  formerly  the  property  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company,  reported  her  safe  arrival  at  London  on 
December  8th.  This  is  the  first  of  the  former  mail  com- 
pany's fleet  to  report  at  their  destination.  The  steamer 
having  arrived  at  Balboa  on  October  3rd  and  after  waiting  for 
twenty-four  days  at  the  canal,  proceeded  to  destination  via 
the  Straits  of  Magellan.  The  Korea  was  seventy-seven  days 
on  the  voyage  including  the  delay  at  canal  zone. 


The  Southern  Pacific  steamer  El  Monte  arrived  at  Balti- 
more early  this  month  from  Galveston  and  Charleston  with  a 
cargo  of  canned  goods,  dried  fruit,  rice,  wine  and  cotton  from 
California.  This  cargo  was  brought  to  the  South  by  the  Sun- 
set route.  The  steamer  Chalmette  of  the  same  company, 
arriving  at  first  mentioned  port  on  November  21st.  brought 
the  largest  cargo  of  canned  goods  ever  brought  there,  con- 
sisting of  6,000  tons  of  dried  fruits,  nuts,  pineapples,  peaches, 
asparagus  and  tuna  fish  from  this  state. 

The  Harrison  liner  Musician,  which  arrived  here  last  week 
from  Liverpool  and  London,  stopped  in  on  the  way  here  at 
Santos  and  took  aboard  8,000  bags  coffee.  This  big  liner  ar- 
rived at  Cristobal  on  October  1st.  and  after  waiting  for 
thirteen  days  for  orders,  proceeded  via  Cape  Horn  to  this 
coast.  A  short  stop  was  made  at  Southern  California  where 
a  part  of  her  cargo  was  discharged.  This  is  the  first  of  the 
Harrison  liners  to  arrive  here  since  the  difficulties  at  the 
Canal. 


Four  of  the  American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company's 
steamers  arrived  in  this  port  last  week  from  New  York  and 
Boston:  the  following  named  arrived:  Arizonan,  delayed  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  Canal,  from  September  24th  to  Octo- 
ber 13th.  Nevadan.  delayed  from  October  8th  to  13th; 
lowan.  delayed  from  September  25th  to  October  14th:  Colum- 
bian, the  first  of  the  direct  steamers,  ordered  to  proceed  via 
Straits  of  Magellan  under  the  new  and  temporary  schedule, 
having  left  New  York  on  October  16th,  making  the  usual  run 
via  the  straits.  

J  H  Baxter  &  Company  have  purchased  the  steamer 
Thomas  L.  Wand  from  the  Fife  Lumber  Company,  also  the 
steamer  Saginaw,  formerly  the  property  of  the  McCuUoch 
Lumber  Company.  These  are  the  first  steamers  that  Baxter 
Company  have  taken  to  add  to  their  immense  fleet  which 
for  many  years  have  operated  principally  in  sailing  vessels. 

The  steamer  O.  M.  Clark,  operated  by  the  South  Sea  Navi- 
gation Company  of  this  city,  arrived  in  this  port  on  Decem- 
ber 10th  from  Central  America  and  Mexican  ports  brmgmg 
cargo  valued  at  $218,000,  including  $68,000  in  treasure.  "The 
steamer  Coaster,  operated  by  the  same  company,  left  Salina 
Cruz  on  December  7th,  coming  to  this  port  with  stops  en 
route. 


Some  of  the  principal  cargo  brought  to  port  by  the  Japa- 
nese Steamer  Chiyo  Maru,  arriving  here  on  December  6th 
from  China  and  Japan,  consisted  of  1,710  bales  rubber,  1,054 
rolls  matting,  10,470  bags  rice,  7,593  chests  tea,  200  ingots  tin, 
4,834  packages  Chinese  and  Japanese  merchandise,  3,574  pack- 
ages raw  silk.  Part  of  the  cargo  brought  by  this  vessel  goes 
to  ports  and  cities  beyond  here.  Altogether  there  w;ere 
3,829  tons  of  cargo,  which  is  considered  small  for  this  time 
of  the  year. 


Large  quantities  of  Central  American  coffee,  which  have 
heretofore  been  transported  to  the  Eastern  States  via  the 
Panama  Canal,  will  be  brought  to  this  port  by  W.  R.  Grace  & 
Co.,  in  their  numerous  vessels  and  shipped  overland  by  rail. 
The  shipload  of  Australian  wool  brought  by  their  steamer 
Aztec,  left  here  December  6th  on  Western  Pacific  cars  for 
Boston  and  other  Eastern  terminals. 

Steamer  Corwin,  formerly  the  property  of  the  United 
States  Government,  and  for  many  years  doing  patrol  duty 
in  Alaskan  waters  and  since  sold,  will  leave  San  Francisco 
this  month  for  Mexican  ports  under  charter  to  the  South- 
western Steamship  Company,  taking  passengers  and  freight: 
a  short  stop  will  be  made  at  San   Pedro  on  the  way  down. 

C.  Henry  Smith  Inc.  have  notified  this  department  that  the 
Norwegian  steamer  Baja  California,  after  finishing  taking 
on  cargo  at  Portland,  will  proceed  to  this  city  and  complete 
loading  here,  sailing  on  the  16th  inst.  for  Callao,  Arica  and 
Antofagasta.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

TERMINAL    RATE    INJUNCTION. 

On  December  7.  1915.  the  United  States  District  Court. 
Judges  Morrow.  Dooling  and  Bledsoe,  ordered  an  interlocutory 
injunction  restraining  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
from  further  enforcing  its  order  of  April  30.  1915,  in  so  far  as 
it  would  increase  westbound  transcontinental  rates  on  Sched- 
ule B  and  C  commodities  to  Sacramento,  Stockton.  San  Jose 
and  Santa  Clara. 

This  case  came  before  the  special  court  upon  an  application 
for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission from  enforcing  certain  orders  pertaining  to  terminal 
rates  and  points,  that  should  be  designated  as  terminal 
rate  points.  This  action  was  brought  by  the  Merchants 
and  Manufacturers  Association  of  Sacramento,  Traffic  Bureau 
of  the  San  Jose  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Stockton  Traffic  Bu- 
reau and  the  City  of  Santa  Clara. 

Under  date  of  April  30,  1915.  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  issued  an  order  permitting  the  transcontinental 
rail  carriers  to  further  violate  the  "long  and  short  haul  clause" 
of  the  fourth  section  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  by 
publishing  lower  rates  to  certain  seaport  cities  upon  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  than  they  at  the  same  time  published  to  less  distant 
intermediate  points.  Under  the  law  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  prescribing  the  extent 
to  which  the  carriers  may  violate  the  "long  and  short  haul 
clause"  of  the  Act.  In  determining  the  extent  to  which 
the  carriers  might  go  in  meeting  the  competition  of  the  steam- 
ship Unes  operating  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts 
through  the  Panama  Canal,  the  Commission  defined  this  com- 
petition as  existing  at  ports  where  the  vessels  actually  dis- 
charged cargo,  and  designated  in  the  order  San  Francisco. 
Oakland.  San  Diego,  San  Pedro,  Portland  and  Puget  Sound 
points  as  the  specific  places  which  the  carriers  might  publish 
lower  rates  on  Schedule  C  commodities  than  to  intermediate 
points. 

The  cities  of  Sacramento,  Stockton.  San  Jose  and  Santa 
Clara,  as  well  as  more  than  180  other  interior  cities  in  Cali- 
fornia, which  had  formerly  been  accorded  the  same  rates  as 
San  Francisco  and  the  other  California  seaports,  were  thus 
placed  upon  a  different  basis  and  obliged  to  pay  higher 
freight  rates  than  San  Francisco.  However,  the  low  freight 
rates  to  San  Francisco  permitted  by  the  Commission  resulted 
in  general  reductions  to  these  points  on  so-called  Schedule  C 
commodities,  even  though  they  were  no  longer  considered 
"California    terminals"    for    transcontinental    freight    rates. 

It  is  understood  by  the  Traffic  Bureau  that  the  rail  carriers 
will  await  advice  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
before  determining  what  their  next  step  will  be.  It  is  prob- 
able that  under  the  terms  of  the  court's  order  the  rates  on  a 
great  many  Schedule  C  commodities  will  not  be  disturbed 
for  the  reason  that  on  the  San  Francisco  combination  the 
rates  to  these  points  will  not  be  found  to  have  been  increased 
above  what  they  were  prior  to  July  15.  1915.  But  all  so- 
called  Schedule  B  commodities  will  be  effected  because  the 
Schedule  B  rates  to  these  interior  cities  have  been  in- 
creased in  every  instance.  However,  it  is  pertinent  to  state 
that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  made  no  additional 
order,  permissive  or  otherwise,  with  respect  to  the  Schedule  B 
commodities  in  the  order  of  April  30.  1915. 

The  case  is  very  important,  and  the  next  move  on  the  part 
of  the  Commission  will  be  watched  with  interest.  The  gen- 
eral practice  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  to 
carry  such  cases  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  final  adjudication.

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  been  advised  that  an  import  rate 
of  6OI/2C  per  100  lbs.  on  nitrate  in  carloads  will  be  published 
by  the  rail  carriers  eastbound  from  San  Francisco  to  Hope- 
well, Virginia,  a  powder  manufacturing  plant  being  located  at 
that  point.  ' 

It  is  expected  that  the  transcontinental  railroads  will  pub- 
lish low  import  rates  on  nitrate  in  carloads  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  various  Eastern  destinations  where  this  article  is 
extensively  used,  both  in  the  manufacture  of  explosives  and 
to  a  greater  extent  in  the  manufacture  of  fertilizers.  Thereby 
a  large  trade  will  be  built  up  between  the  nitrate  fields  of  the 
west  coast  of  South  America  and  the  interior  of  the  United 
States,  all  passing  through  the  port  of  San  Francisco.

ORIENTAL  OPPORTUNITIES  APPRECIATED. 

The  vast  opportunities  for  American  manufacturers  and 
financiers  in  the  Orient  have  at  last  been  recognized  as  in- 
dicated by  the  incorporation  of  the  "American  International 
Corporation"  with  a  capital,  to  start  with,  of  $50,000,000  by 
the  leading  commercial  and  financial  interests  in  the  United 
States.  This  corporation  proposes  to  establish  banks,  finance 
and  exploit  the  natural  resources  and  enlarge  the  commerce 
with  this  country  of  South  America.  China,  Japan,  India  and 
the  Philippines.  The  banks  will  be  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  City  Bank  of  New  York  which  already  has  estab- 
lished agencies  in  Argentina,  Brazil.  Uruguay  and  the  West 
Indies. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  received  a  copy  of  the 
articles  of  incorporation  and  letter  outlining  the  plans  of  the 
corporation  from  Chairman  of  the  Board  Frank  A.  Vanderlip,     J 
President  of  the  National  City  Bank.    The  plans  look  to  tak-     I 
ing   up   projects   for   internal    development    originally   under-      I 
taken  by  European  countries  but  which,  owing  to   the  war, 
have  ben  discontinued  and  to  look  up  new  opportunities  for 
investment.     Railroad  construction   will  undoubtedlv  receive 
considerable  attention  with  such  men  as  James  J.  Hill.  Robert 
S.    Lovett   and  the    Stone    &   Webster   interests   prominently 
affiliated. 

When  it  is  considered  that  China  has  only  two-tenths  of  a 
mile  of  railroad  for  each  ten  thousand  population  and  one  and 
four-tenths  miles  for  each  one  thousand  square  miles 
as  compared  with  twenty-five  and  two-tenths  and  nine- 
teen and  two-tenths  for  Argentina:  thirty-nine  and  one-tenth 
and  six  and  six-tenths  for  Australia,  and  thirtv-seven  and 
eight-tenths  and  seven  and  nine-tenths  for  Canada  and 
twenty-five  and  six-tenths  and  sixty-three  and  three-tenths 
for  the  United  States  respectively,  the  opportunity  for  railroad 
construction  can  readily  be  anoreciated.  China  is  one  of  the 
richest  countries  in  the  world  in  natural  resources.  With  the 
development  of  these  resources  and  San  Francisco's  geo- 
graphical  advantages,  this  should  mean  great  opportunities  / 
for  our  merchants.  ^

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BUSINESS  AND  POLITICS 


V.y  F.  A. 
President  the  Xatioiial 

There  was  a  time  when  we  tised  to  gaug'e  the  outlook 
for  business  l>y  the  statistics  of  the  production  and 
tlie  distribution  of  products  and  manufactures:  Ijy 
the  state  of  the  money  market ;  by  the  record  of 
accumulated  stocks;  by  the  condition  of  credits. 

With  such  statistical  data  of  business  in  hand  and 
correlated,  it  was  then  by  no  means  impossible  to 
make  a  fairly  accurate  prediction  of  what  the  future 
had  in  store  for  a  twelve-month.  We  can  most  of  us 
remember  a  time  when,  if  jjiven  an  accurate  picture  of 
the  crop  situation,  the  statistics  of  bank  clearings, 
deposits  and  reserves :  the  data  of  forei.srn  trade,  the 
status  of  transportation,  and  the  statistics  of  the  great 
industrial  factors — such  as  steel,  textiles  and  lumber — 
we  could  have  formed  a  pretty  intelligent  conception 
of  what  was  ahead  of  us  in  a  business  way. 

Then  the  statistics  of  business  were  a  measure  of  the 
Inisiness  outlook.  It  is  almost  startling  to  note  how  far 
from  true  that  is  today;  how  important  has  become 
the  adventitious  factor  of  legislation  and  legislative 
tendencies.  We  can  no  longer  measure  the  outlook  in 
tlie  terms  with  which  business  men  are  made  familiar 
through  their  daih'  routine.  The  Congressional  Rec- 
ord is  crowding  out  of  its  place  of  importance  The 
Financial  Chronicle.  We  are  watchin.g  and  waiting 
for  executive  and  congressional  actions  rather  than  the 
Comptroller's  .Abstract  to  gauge  the  status  of  banking 
affairs.  The  attitude  of  mind  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  has  become  more  important  than 
the  statistics  of  railroad  traflfic.  We  read  the  totals  of 
our  foreign  trade  to  learn  the  effect  of  chan.ged  tariff' 
law  rather  than  of  trade  tendencies.  Reports  of  the 
attitude  of  mind  of  the  Attorney  General  vie  in  in- 
terest with  the  crop  predictions  of  the  Secretary  of 
.Agriculture.  Investigations  by  bureaus,  commis- 
sions or  Congress  form  a  more  important  feature  in 
gauging  a  market  outlook  than  do  the  plans  for  devel- 
opment or  expansion  formulated  by  the  executive 
committees  of  corporations.  Plans  for  development  or 
expansion  of  railroad  or  business  enterprises  have 
indeed  been  heard  of  but  little.  The  factors  that  we 
have  mostly  in  mind  are  how  new  lans  are  .going  to 
^vork ;  what  new  laws  are  next  to  be  passed :  what  is 
the  prospect,  not  of  crops,  but  of  congressional  action. 

\\'e  are  told  that  the  trouble  of  business  is  psycho- 
logical. In  a  sense.  I  believe  that  the  statement  is 
correct.     I  believe  that   the  lack  of  cntluisiasm  about

the  future,  the  state  of  pessimism  that  surrounds 
many  phases  of  business,  the  disposition  toward  ex- 
treme conservatism,  the  lack  of  new  plans  for  capital 
e.xpenditure  for  railway  improvement  and  extension, 
for  new  industrial  conquest,  all  have  their  roots  in  a 
state  of  mind  rather  than  in  the  statistics  of  actual 
business  data;  but  I  am  not  certain  that  this  state  of 
mind  is  grounded  in  unfounded  fears,  that  it  is  caused 
by  legislative  ghosts,  that  it  is  engendered  by  base- 
less apprehension  concerning  legislative  tendencies  and 
the  trend  of  public  opinion.  *  *  *  * 

( )ne  of  the  most  serious  obstacles  that  we  would 
find  would  still  be  in  the  labor  situation.  Here  the 
exactions  of  unions  have  added  vastly  to  the  expense 
of  transportation,  and  manufacturers,  partly  because  of 
higher  wages  secured,  but  largely  because  of  a  steadily 
lowerin,g  standard  of  what  the  unions  will  permit  to 
be  accomplished  as  a  day's  work,  and  through  legisla- 
tion forcing  upon  railroads  unnecessarv  emploves. 
*  *  *  '{' 

Legislation  in  accordance  with  sound  economic  prin- 
ciples, formulated  with  justice  and  sincere  human  sym- 
pathy, is  what  we  should  all  be  striving  for.  So  far  as 
that  goal  is  missed  by  our  legislative  representatives, 
we  shall  ourselves  encounter  a  proportionate  measure 
of  distress  and  suffering.  We  will  never  get  such 
legislation  by  merely  sitting  back  and  railing  at  Wash- 
ington. The  line  of  W'ashin.gton  officials  and  repre- 
sentatives is  but  the  passing  procession :  some  are 
good,  sincere,  well-intentioned;  some  otherwise;  many 
intelligent;  some  otherwise,  and  W'ashington  is  but 
the  manifestation,  only  partly  accurate,  at  times,  I  be- 
lieve, of  that  spirit  which  is  demanding  laws  of  novel 
application  to  business,  insisting  indeed  upon  new 
conceptions  in  ethics,  new  definitions  of  the  very  fun- 
damentals of  right  and  wrong.  Do  not  deceive  your- 
selves that  this  jiressing  flood  of  ne<v  legislation  is 
the  accomplishment  alone  of  a  strong-willed  execu- 
tive, or  the  work  of  a  radically-minded  Congress.  The 
cause  is  back  of  that.  Do  not  hopelesslv  believe, 
either,  that  the  cause  of  the  present  legislative  move- 
ment is  to  be  laid  wholly  to  a  public  opinion  gone 
wrong,  to  a  majority  with  its  mind  set  on  nhmdering 
the  successful.  The  real  roots  of  this  political  move- 
ment, with  which  business  is  so  vitally  concerned,  arc 
still  deeper — and  happily  so.  If  I  thought  those  roots 
were  in  a  perverted  human  nature,  in  a  groning  dis- 
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taste  for  work  and  thrift,  ami  in  a  determination  to 
reach  prosperity  and  equality  by  legislation  instead  of 
by  the  homely  virtues:  or  if  1  thought  that  this  politi- 
cal nu>vement  had  its  roots  only  in  the  muddled  brains 
of  demagogues  playing  for  votes,  I  should  be  pessi- 
mistic, indeed,  pessiiuistic  not  alone  as  to  the  future 
of  business,  but  quite  as  much  so  as  to  the  enduring 
form  of  our  government  itself.  *  *  *  * 

If  the  critics  of  business  management  and  busi- 
ness practice,  whether  legislative  representatives  or 
private  persons,  would  justly  appreciate  the  task  which 
has  been  laid  upon  business  men  in  conforming  their 
work  to  the  kaleidoscopic  changes  that  have  come 
within  our  lifetime;  if  they  would  but  take  into  just 
account  the  rapid  growth  that  must  of  necessity  have 
left  much  that  was  crude  and  but  half  thought  out. 
both  in  practice  and  in  ethics:  if  thev  would  remem- 
ber, that  we  have  come  to  the  recognition  of  ethical 
principles,  hitherto  unperceived  principles  that  men 
had  never  thought  upon,  much  less  understood :  if 
the  critics  of  business  methods  saw  thus  clearly,  they 
would  then  see  that  it  was  not  against  individuals 
that  they  have  to  direct  their  blows. 

The  causes  are  not  to  be  attributed  to  the  supposi- 
tion that  we  have  bad  business  men :  rather  those 
causes  are  truly  to  be  foimd  among  the  involuntary 
results  of  the  revolutionary  changes  that  'the  new  in- 
dustrialism has  brought  into  business  life.  We  may 
frankly  admit  that  there  have  been  in  the  last  score 
of  years  grasping  men  and  dishonest  men  in  business — 
as  there  have  been  since  the  beginning  of  time  and 
will  always  continue  to  be.  But  I  believe  there  are 
fewer  of  them  proportionately  today  than  ever  before ; 
that  we  now  have  finer  business  ethics  than  ever  be- 
fore, a  broader  human  spirit  in  business  life,  a  more 
just  apprehension  of  social  relationships  and  obliga- 
tions, and  higher  standards  of  integritv.  I  believe,  too. 
there  is  a  far  more  general  appreciation  of  the  great 
truth  that  success  in  business  life  is  not  to  be  meas- 
ured solely  by  the  amount  of  monev  a  man  may 
legitimately  accumulate,  but  rather  that  account  must 
be  taken,  and  taken  in  very  large  measure,  of  how 
far  the  business  man.  before  he  is  today  truly  called 
successful,  has  been  fair-minded,  how  far  he  has  rec- 
ognized that,  higher  than  the  desire  for  gain,  he  nuist 
hold  the  spirit  of  fair  play,  the  spirit  of  fair  play  to 
his  individual  contemporaries  in  business,  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lives,  to  the  social  order  whose 
general  good  has  sovereign  rights  which  he  must 
recognize,  and  for  which  he  must  make  personal 
sacrifice. 

I  believe  that  if  business  men  will  get  themselves 
into  a  state  of  mind  where  thev  view  conditions 
broadly,  with  a  historical  and  social  sense,  rather  than 
only  from  their  individual  point  of  view,  they  will 
apprehend  better  the  direction  in  which  the  whole 
current  of  political  thought  is  flowing,  and  will  feel

less  impatience  witli  this  legislative  movement,  and 
vastly  less  pessimism  concerning  its  results. 

It  seems  to  me  time  that  we  recognize  and  catch  step 
with  this  wider  spirit,  and  then  endeavor  to  influence 
the  movements  which  it  has  set  in  motion,  rather  than 
that  we  should  try  to  obstruct  its  expression,  which 
finds  form  in  new  or  proposed  legislation. 

We  have  heard  much  cpf  the  desirability  of  not  mix- 
ing politics  and  business.  Why  should  we  not  mix 
politics  and  business?  What  greater  duty  have  you  to 
perform  than  to  give  the  best  you  have  of  wisdom  and 
judgment  to  the  direction  of  political  current,  and  to 
give  your  wisdom  and  judgment  effectively,  not  merely 
to  stand  aside  in  the  role  of  dissatisfied  critics,  but 
rather  by  getting  truly  and  effectively  into  the  organi- 
zation and  machinery  of  political  life. 

In  a  democrac}'.  the  force  that  is  potent  is  the  force 
that  can  be  counted  in  the  ballot  boxes.  What  greater 
delusion  is  there  than  that  a  popular  government  will 
alone,  and  because  it  is  a  popular  government,  secure 
honest  and  equitable  administration.  Popular  govern- 
ment is  but  an  instrument :  its  beneficent  efficiency  de- 
pends upon  the  intelligent  character  and  conscience  of 
the  people  who  wield  it.  Instead  of  denouncing  poli- 
ticians. I  tell  you.  you  should  become  politicians.  If  in- 
telligence, experience,  success,  proved  genius  for  ad- 
ministration, trained  executive  powers — and  these  are 
the  qualities  business  men  are  supposed  to  have — are 
not  to  rule  in  a  democracy,  then  so  much  the  worse 
for  the  democracy. 

You  can  believe  that  a  permanent  democracy  is 
possible  only  if  you  also  believe  that  public  opinion 
can  be  led  bv  clear  thinking,  sound  judgment,  ripe 
experience.  Instead  of  acting  on  that  theory,  busi- 
ness men  seem  largely  to  have  abandoned  the  fran- 
chise, resigned  their  sovereign  rights,  and  taken  on  an 
attitude  crouchingly  awaiting  a  public  opinion  usually 
half-informed  as  to  facts — which  is  largely  the  fault 
of  the  business  man  himself — in  great  ineasure  igno- 
rant as  to  principles,  frequently  led  by  demagogues 
whose  sole  lights  have  been  personal  ambition  or  party 
service. 

We  have  raised  but  weak  voices  against  all  this,  and 
usually  our  voices  have  been  voices  of  protest  rather 
than  of  direction  :  words  of  complaint  and  disgust  when 
we  should  have  spoken  words  of  information  and  lead- 
ership. 

The  machinery  of  government,  public  opinion  and 
business  combined,  constitute  a  problem  for  contem- 
plation and  active  energ>-  that  should  inspire  our  best 
efforts :  and  vet  often  how  little  do  we  do  but  com- 
plain and  criticise  rather  than  devote  time  and  serious 
attention  toward,  on  the  one  hand,  introspectively 
studying  our  o^vn  business  in  the  li,ght  of  wider  social 
relationshios.  and  on  the  other  informing  public  c^pin- 
ion  regarding  our  business,  so  as  to  contribute  what 


we  can  toward  having  average  public  opinion  mtelb- 
gently  informed ! 

Today  business  is  practically  unrepresented  in  Con- 
gress. \\ealth,  even  success,  is  felt  so  to  militate 
against  a  man  in  public  life  as  practically  to  exclude 
him  from  preferment.  While  I  would  urge  business 
men  more  and  more  to  recognize  the  rights  of  others.  I 
would  urge  them  quite  as  strongly  to  justly  appreciate 
their  own  rights  and  to  see  that  others  recognize  them. 

We  have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  being  business 
men  ;  we  have  great  reasons  to  be  proud  of  it.  .•\1- 
though  business  men.  we  still  have  political  rights,  and 
it  will  be  far  better  for  this  country  as  a  whole  if  we 
exercise  those  rights  by  demanding  intelligent  and 
able  representation  of  business  interests  in  Congress. 
I  believe  that  business  men  should  insist  upon  that ; 
should  organize  to  accomplish  it. 

I  believe  in  solidarity  of  effort  on  the  part  of  busi- 
ness men.  in  their  organizin.g  effectively  to  impress 
upon  the  public  and  upon  Con.gress  their  views  in  re- 
.gard  to  legislation. 

^^'e  might  well  take  a  leaf  out  of  the  practice  of  the 
labor  unions.  Organized  labor  represents  but  a  frac- 
tion of  the  wage  earners,  but  wields  an  influence  that 
makes  ridiculous   in   comparison   the   influence  of  the 

business  community.  We  have  within  a  week  seen  Congress  working  untler 
the  watchful  eyes  of  representatives  of  labor  and  a  House  of  Representa- 
tives unanimously  bowing  to  their  rlcmands. 

I  would  not  wish  that  business  orcanizations  should  go  that  far  to  influ- 
ence legislation,  but  I  would  resent  the  charge  that  a  legitimate  presentation 
of  views  was  lobbying,  and  I  would  so  organize  the  business  interests  th.it 
we  might,  not  by  an  expenditure  of  money,  but  by  a  great  expenditure,  of 
time,  thought,  personal  work,  bring  public  opinion  to  a  better  understanding 
of  the  needs  of  business,  to  a  better  understanding  that  legislation  must  be 
along  correct  economic  lines  or  it  will  bring  disaster  to  all.  I  would  so 
organize  the  business  men  of  the  whole  country  that  mere  agitators,  whether 
in  Congress  or  out  of  Congress,  may  be  held  up  in  their  true  light  to  the 
public.  I  would  openly  eo  into  the  district  of  a  demagogue  and  either  de- 
feat him  or  prove  that  the  public  of  that  district  wanted  to  be  represented 
by  a  known  demagogue. 

We.  have 
let  go  unanswered  too  many  untrue  charges.  We  have  permitted  a  picture 
of  the  business  practice  and  methods  to  be  held  up  to  the  voters  until  many 
of  them  honestly  believe  that  success  in  business  is  attained  by  roguery, 
and  unfavorable  criticism  of  a  proposed  measure  bv  business  men  is  argu- 
ment enough  why  such  a  measure  should  become  a  law. 

Let  us  frankly  admit  that  there  have  been  examples  of  wrong-doing  in 
business.  Some  of  that  wrong-doing  has  been  of  the  kind  that  some  of  the 
commandments  were  aimed  at  and  which  at  the  millenium  will  be  elinun- 
ated  from  human  nature — and  not  before.  But  the  percentage  of  such 
wrong-doing  in  proportion  to  the  total  of  business  is  smaller  than  it  ever 
was  before.  I  believe:  and  if  vou  will  take  the  public  into  your  confiilencc. 
let  it  see  the  inside  of  your  min<l.  reveal  your  true  purposes  and  aims,  you

These  vessels,  all  with  a  carrying  capacit:y  of 
10.000  tons  or  over,  are  the  Santa  Cecilia.  Santa  Cruz.  Santa 
Clara.  Santa  Catalina.  Santa  Barbara  recently  launched  and 
the  Colusa.  All  are  under  the  American  flag,  the  latter  hav- 
ing taken  American  registry  November  14.  1914.  The  total 
net  tonnage  of  above  vessels  amounts   to  23.010  tons.

Upon  completion 
this  vessel  will  likely  be  put  into  the  South  American  trade 
in  conjunction  with  the  steamers  Sinaloa  and  Baja  California 
of  the   Sm.ith  fleet.  

Steamer  Aurelia.  which  left  this  port  last  week  for  Co- 
lumbia River,  will  load  lumber  for  this  port  at  the  rate  of 
$5.00  per  thousand:  this  is  50  cents  above  the  market  charter-

The  steamers  Valdez  and  Juneau,  which  have  been  char- 
tered by  the  Quaker  Line  to  load  cargo  at  Philadelphia 
for  San  Francisco  during  this  month,  have  undergone  ex- 
tensive repairs  at  New  York  preparatory  to  leaving  fo- 
their  loading  port.

In  the  center  of  the  floor  was  a  large  tree,  forty-three 
feet  high,  handsomely  decorated  and  lighted  by  one 
thousand  colored  electric  lights.  Art  Smith,  in  his 
baby  auto,  drove  Santa  into  the  building.  Candy,  toys 
and  useful  articles  were  presented  to  each  child.  It 
was  a  good  time  all  around. 


AN  INDUSTRIAL  INQUIRY. 

The  other  day  a  gentleman  from  a  northern  state 
stopped  ofT  at  San  Francisco  on  his  way  to  .-Xrizona 
and  visited  the  Chamber's  offices.  He  spent  some  time 
with  the  Information  and  Statistical  Department,  talk- 
ing of  California  in  general  and  occasionally  putting  a 
question  regarding  San  Francisco,  At  the  conclusion 
of  his  visit  he  said:  "I  have  a  friend  in  the  middle 
west,"  and  he  named  the  city,  "who  is  manufacturing 
a  product  of  which  he  sells  considerable  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  from  what  you  have  told  me  regarding  San 
Francisco's  facilities  I  am  sure  that  he  might  \vell  turn 
out  that  portion  of  his  product  in  your  city."  He  gave 
the  name  and  address  of  his  friend  and  that  night  a 
letter  from  the  Chamber  was  on  its  way  to  him.  A 
reply  has  been  received  from  this  manufacturer  stating 
that  while  he  had  ne\'er  before  considered  the  question 
of  manufacturing  any  of  his  product  in  San  Francisco, 
it  was  quite  probable  that  his  Pacific  Coast  trade  could 
be  profitably  supplied  from  a  San  Francisco  factory. 
He  makes  inquiry  as  to  certain  industrial  conditions 
and  the  nature  of  his  questions  show  that  he  means 
business.  All  of  this  just  to  illustrate  that  you  never 
can  tell  just  what  the  results  of  chance  conversations 


will  be,  and  that  it  pays  to  be  always  on  the  job — and 
our  job  is  selling  San  Francisco. 


SIGNS  OF  THE  TIMES. 

Piecause  of  the  European  war  and  consequent  de- 
crease of  imports  the  natural  resources  of  .-\merica 
have  assumed  tremendous  importance.  Particularly 
in  California  are  there  hitherto  undeveloped  deposits 
of  minerals  which  are  greatly  in  demand  and  hereto- 
fore supplied  from  foreign  sources. 

That  this  state  is  looked  to  as  a  future  source  of 
supply  for  many  of  these  minerals  is  evidenced  by 
the  many  inquiries  which  the  Chamber  receives.  A 
recent  instance  is  the  opening  of  offices  in  this  city 
by  the  Atlantic  Ore  &  Alloys  Co..  a  Philadelphia 
concern,  engaged  in  the  business  of  buyin.g  and  selling 
ores  and  metals.  They  are  particularly  interested  in 
manganese,  tungsten  and  chrome,  which  ininerals  are 
at  present  occupying  the  attention  of  our  mining  tnen. 

Each  day  brings  news  of  some  new  discovery  of  a 
dei'crit  of  these  minerals:  the  or/e'i  n.;;  up  of  lonij-nec;:- 
lected  deposits  or  the  formation  of  companie's  for 
prospect  and  development. 

As  in  the  past,  some  of  these  will  be  found  to  have 
no  merit,  others  may  suffer  from  mismanagement:  but 
there  is  bound  to  come  a  steady  development  of  the 
natural  resources  of  California  which  will  naturally 
result  in  an  increase  in  manufacturing  as  raw  materials 
are  made  accessible. 

With  iiiiniense  quantities  of  the  cheapest  manufac- 
turing fuel  in  America,  with  undeveloped  hydro-elec- 
tric power  running  into  billions  of  horsepower  and 
our  proximity  to  the  wakening  Orient,  the  industrial 
future  of  California  is  assured.  Nothing  can  stop  it — 
we  are  in  the  path  of  the  lightning.  Eastern  investors 
are  at  last  realizing  this.

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PRISON-MADE  GRAIN  BAGS. 

The  following  letter  concerning  the  snpjilv  of  grain 
bags  from  San  Onentin  prison  has  been  received  from 
\\  arden  Johnston  and  is  here  published  for  the  in- 
formation of  our  members: 

Re:  San  Quentin  Grain  Bags. 

California  State  Prison, 
Uear  Sir:  San  Quentin.  Ueceml)er  21,  1915. 

-At  the  prison  here  we  have  heard  rumors  to  the  effect  that 
someone  interested  in  the  selling  of  grain  bags  had  circulated 
the  information  that  the  prison  would  not  be  able  to  supply 
the  farmers  with  any  bags  for  1916.  That  is  not  correct.  Our 
mill  is  running  and  we  are  manufacturing  bags  and  expect  to 
lie  able  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  farmers  up  to  the 
limit  of  our  capacity  during  the  year  1916. 

In  all  likelihood,  we  will  have  about  four  million  bags  to 
sell.  On  account  of  war  conditions,  however,  it  is  likely  that 
the  price  of  bags  will  be  high.  The  law  requires  the  State 
Board  of  Prison  Directors  to  fix  the  price  for  San  Quentin 
bags  during  the  month  of  January,  and  the  price  fixed  at  that 
time  will  remain  in  effect  until  April  1st. 

."Ks  soon  as  the  price  is  fixed,  I  will  notify  your  paper  so 
that  if  it  is  of  any  interest  to  your  readers,  you  will  be  in  a 
position  to  publish  it. 

P.  S. — The  price  of  San  Quentin  bags  at  the  present  time  is 
9c,  but  this  price  will  hold  good  only  until  the  last  day  of 
December.    The  price  for  1916  will  be  fixed  in  January.

TRANSPORTATION    DEPARTMENT 


The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  that  the  transcontinental  rail 
carriers  will  reduce  the  present  90c.  per  100  lbs.  rate  on  linseed 
oil  from  eastern  defined  territory  to  San  Francisco  and  Cali- 
fornia terminal  points  to  75c.  per  100  lbs.,  increasing  the 
minimum  carload  weight,  however,  from  30,000  lbs.  per  car  to 
45.000  lbs.  when  in  packages.  When  in  tank  cars  the  minimum 
carload  weight  will  be  the  capacity  of  the  tank.  Correspond- 
ing reductions  in  this  commodity  will  also  be  reflected  to 
intermediate  points. 


CAR  SURPLUSES  AND  SHORTAGES. 

The  American  Railway  Association's  Committee  on  Rela- 
tions Between  Railroads,  in  Statistical  Statement  No.  11,  gives 
a  summary  of  freight  car  surpluses  and  shortages  for  Decem- 
ber 1,  1915,  with  comparisons: 

Total  surplus  December  1,  1915,  60,793:  November  1,  1915, 
55,793. 

Total  shortage,  December  1,  1915,  22,594:  November  1,  1915, 
27,525. 

The  total  shortage  is  approximately  5,000  less  than  reported 
for  November  1st.  About  one-half  the  box  car  shortage  is  in 
Canada  and  the  remainder  is  divided  among  the  other  various 
groups  and  centers  of  the  United  States.  The  coal  car  short- 
age is  practically  all  in  eastern  territory  and  Central  Freight 
Association  territory.

CALIFORNIA  CANNERIES  CASE. 
The  petition  of  the  California  Canneries  Company  before 
the  California  Railroad  Commission  for  reparation  and  an 
order  for  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Western  Pacific  to  cease 
and  desist  assessing  a  switching  charge  of  $2.50  per  car  for 
switching  carload  freight  in  or  out  of  the  California  Canneries 
Company's  industry  situated  on  the  Santa  Fe  tracks  south  of 
Market  Street,  was  heard,  argued  and  submitted  Tuesday,  De- 
cember 21st.  The  complainant  was  represented  by  Sanborn 
and  Roehl.  The  argument  on  behalf  of  the  carriers  was  made 
by  Mr.  Allan  P.  Matthew  of  the  Western  Pacific  and  Mr.  C. 
W.  Durbrow  of  the  Southern  Pacific. 


TIN   CAN   CASE. 

The  tin  can  case  before  the  California  Railroad  Commission 

which  was  set  for  hearing  in  San  Francisco  December  22d  has 

been  reset  for  hearing  January   13,   1916.     The   Los  Angeles 

hearing  in  the  same  case  has  been  set  for  February  8,  1916. 


LUMBER  CASES. 


The  California  lumber  cases  came  up  before  the  State  Rail- 
road Commission  Monday,  December  20th,  and  some  progress 
was  made  toward  the  presentation  of  the  matter  in  a  more 
complete  form  for  further  consideration  of  the  Commission. 
It  is  now  arranged  that  the  railroads  will  prepare  figures  for 
their  proposed  tariff  in  tariff  form  and  submit  it  in  that  shape 
as  an  exhibit  in  the  case.  The  date  set  for  the  submission  and 
further  consideration  is  Wednesday,  February  2,  1916.  After 
that  exhibit  is  filed  the  interested  parties  will  be  served  with 
copies  and  a  date  will  be  set  for  further  hearing. 


SWITCHING  REPARATION  CASES. 

Press  dispatches  announce  that  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  has  decided  the  first  of  the  switching  refund 
cases  and  has  denied  reparation  to  shippers.  The  decision  is 
rendered  in  what  has  been  looked  upon  as  a  test  case.  This 
case  is  the  only  one  so  far  tried,  but  the  decision  will  prob- 
ably be  determinative  of  other  cases  pending  before  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission.  The  hearing  was  held  at 
San  Francisco  a  year  ago.  It  was  argued  before  the  Com- 
mission in  Washington  last  April,  and  has  been  under  sub- 
mission ever  since.  It  will  be  several  days  before  the  text  of 
the  decision  will  reach  San  Francisco,  and  further  comment 
must  await  the  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  Commission. 

However,  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  the  bringing  of  these 
refund  cases  was  followed  by  numerous  voluntary  discon- 
tinuances and  absorptions  of  switching  charges  that  were  not 
directly  involved  in  the  original  switching  cases,  and  that  the 
carriers  th'^n  proceeded  to  request  the  Commissions,  both 
State  and  Interstate,  to  permit  them  to  refund  these  various 
switching  charges  from  the  effective  date  of  the  final  order  in 
the  original  switching  case,  Aueust  12,  1914,  to  April  1,  1915, 
which  was  the  effective  date  of  the  carriers'  tariffs  making 
these  additional  discontinuances  and  absorptions.  Thereupon, 
acting  in  pursuance  to  these  permissive  orders  of  the  Commis- 
sion, State  and  Federal,  the  carriers  have  repaid  to  the  ship- 
pers large  sums  of  money  collected  for  switching  charges 
during  that  period.  The  refund  cases  which  were  commenced 
in  the  fall  of  1914  preceded  these  voluntary  refunds  and 
doubtless  exerted  a  strong  influence  in  bringing  them  ?■-' 


SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  ACTIVITIES 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Advices  from  New  York  are  to  the  effect  tfiat  the  Lucken- 
bach  Steamship  Company  have  just  awarded  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  two  more  10.000-lon  freight  steamers  to  the 
Fore  River  Shipbuilding  Company.  The  delivery  on  the  latest 
vessels  ordered  by  this  company  are  to  be  made  in  about  two 
years  hence. 

The  big  coaster  San  Ramon  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Parr  McCormick  Lumber  Company,  the  terms  of  which  were 
not  made  public. 


The  steam  schooner  Aurelia  has  been  sold  by  Trower  Bros, 
of  this  city  to  the  Pacific  Coast  S.  S.  Co.  Terms  private. 
Upon  delivery  to  the  new  owners  the  vessel  will  be  operated 
to  the  small  ports  lying  between  San  Francisco  and  San 
Pedro,  replacing  the  chartered  steamer  Daisy  Freeman. 
Aurelia  left  Astoria  December  22d  for  San  Francisco  and  upon 
discharge  of  cargo  will  be  turned  over. 


Burmeister  &  Wain  of  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  who  built 
several  of  the  motor  ships  which  have  visited  this  port,  are 
now  constructing  at  their  works  twenty-three  vessels  of  like 
type.  Ten  of  these  will  be  ships  of  10.000  tons  each,  three  of 
9,000  tons,  six  of  8,000  tons,  one  of  7.000  tons  and  three  of 
6,500  tons,  all  of  which  will  have  installed  Diesel  engines. 


The  steamer  Catania,  which  has  been  transporting  bulk  oil 
between  coast  ports  for  several  years,  and  lately  sold  by  the 
Coast  Oil  Company  to  the  Huasteca  Petroleum  Company  of 
New  York,  is  undergoing  overhauling  at  the  Union  Iron 
Works.  Upon  completion  of  the  work  the  vessel  will  take  a 
cargo  of  oil  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  from  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

A  rate  of  one  dollar  a  case  for  oil,  from  Atlantic  port  to 
Africa  has  just  been  paid.  This  is  for  delivery  at  one  port 
with  5  cents  extra  for  every  additional  port.  The  cargo  will 
contain  about  65,000  cases. 


The  barge  Barracouta,  late  Pacific  Mail  steamer  of  the  same 
name,  left  here  this  week  for  Seattle  and  in  future  will  ply 
between  the  Sound  and  Alaska.  This  vessel  for  several  vears. 
while  in  the  Mail  service,  transported  coffee  between  Central 
American  ports  and  Panama  for  trans-shipment  to  Atlantic 
ports.  She  arrived  here  March  2Qth  this  year  and  was  sold 
on  July  30th  to  George  Mendelson,  who  disposed  of  her  to 
J,  H.  Rinder  for  James  Griffiths  &  Sons  of  Tacoma. 


The  Vacuum  Oil  Company  of  New  York  has  announced 
that  it  has  placed  orders  for  two  new  tank  steamers  and  one 
general  cargo  steamer.  One  tanker,  with  a  capacity  of  50,000 
barrels  of  oil.  and  a  steamer  with  a  capacitv  of  3,500  tons  of 
cargo,  these  two  vessels  to  be  built  at  Wilmington,  Del.  The 
other  tank  steamer,  to  have  a  capacity  of  75.000  barrels,  will 
be  built  at  the  Union  Iron  Works. 


Steamer  City  of  Sydney  has  been  sold  to  L.  A.  Pederson. 
This  vessel  for  many  years  plied  between  Panama  and  San 
Francisco  and  was  formerly  the  property  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company.  The  vessel  is  to  be  rerigged  and  over- 
hauled and  probably  be  classed  as  a  barkentine  or  schooner 
and  will  be  used  in  the  Alaska  salmon  trade.  San  Francisco 
is  to  be  the  vessel's  home  port. 


Harrison  liner  Crown  of  Seville  will  be  the  next  steamer 
of  that  company  to  arrive  in  this  port.  This  big  freighter  has 
aboard  over  4.000  packages  and  pieces  of  freight:  some  of  the 
principal  cargo  consists  of  4.654  cases  soap,  2,800  ca=es  ver- 
mouth, 950  cases  olive  oil,  2,100  cases  Vichy  water,  500  bags 
earth  and  a  large  amount  of  canned  goods,  liquors  and  gro- 
ceries. 


The  Mexican  steamer  General  y'  Pe=qi'eira,  2  230  tons 
register,  has  been  purchased  by  the  Rolph  Navigation  Com- 
pany.   The  vessel  will  be  loaded  and  sent  off  shore.

CORRECTING   MIS-STATEMENTS   REGARDING 
PACIFIC  MAIL. 

Statements  have  appeared  in  the  public  press  to  the  effect 
that  the  American  International  Corporation,  which  has  pur- 
chased the  Pacific  Mail,  will  re-establish  the  Trans-Pacific 
service  under  the  American  flag  regardless  of  whether  the 
Seaman's  Bill  is  amended  or  not.  Such  statements  are  entirely 
untrue  and  made  by  advocates  of  the  seaman's  bill  to  try  and 
offset  the  efforts  of  those  endeavoring  to  have  it  amended  in 
the  interest  of  an  American  merchant  marine.  The  Pacific 
Mail  was  purchased  by  the  American  International  Corpora- 
tion in  joint  account  with  Messrs.  W.  R.  Grace  &  Company, 
and  the  foreign  trade  department  is  authorized  by  Mr.  John 
H.  Rosseter.  General  Manager  of  the  latter  Company  in  this 
city,  to  state  most  emphatically  that  the  Trans-Pacific  service 
will  not  be  resumed  unless  the  Seaman's  Bill  is  amended,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  it  would  be  utterly  impracticable  for  an 
American  company  to  operate  successfully  under  the  terms 
of  that  bill.  We  are  authoritatively  informed  by  the  company 
that  no  action  looking  to  the  resumption  of  the  service  will  be 
taken  until  it  is  seen  whether  Congress  amends  the  bill  and 
failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  the  subject  being  dropped  so  far 
as  this  service  is  concerned  under  the  American  flag.
